And that the trueth and euidence 
heerof may better appeare, theſe are the very words of Popiliniere in his booke 
called L Amira de France, and printed at Paris. Fol. 73. pag. 1, 2. The occaſion 
of his ſpeech is the commendation of the Rhodians, who bang as we are) Iſlan- 
ders, were excellent in navigation, whereupon he woondereth much that the 
Engliſh ſhould not ſurpaſſe in that qualitie, in this ſort : Ce qui m a fait autreſois

Thus both hearing, and reading the obloquie of our nation, 
and finding few or none of our one men able to replie heerin : and further, not 
ſeeing any man to haue care to recõmend to the world, the induſtrious labors, 
and painefull trauels of our countrey men: for ſtopping the mouthes of the re- 
rochers, my ſelfe being the laſt winter returned from France with the honora- 
ble the Lady Sheffield, tor her paſſing good behauior highly eſteemed in all the 
French court, determined notwithſtanding all difficulries, to vndertake the 
burden of that worke wherin all others pretended either ignorance, orlacke of 
leaſure, or want of ſufficient argument, whereas (ro ſpcake trucly) the huge 
toile, and the ſmall profit to inſue, were the chiefe — of the refuſall. I call 
the worke a burden, inconſideration that theſe voyages lay ſo diſperſed, ſcatte- 
red, and hidden in ſeuerall huckſters hands, that I now woonder at my ſelfe, to 
ſee how Iwas able to endure the delayes, curioſity, and backwardneſſe of many 
from whom was to receiue my originals : ſo that I haue juſt cauſe to make that 
complaint of the maliciouſnes of diuers in our time, which Plinie made of the

To harpe no longer vpon this ſtring, & to ſpeake a word of that iuſt commen- 
dation which our nation doe indeed deſerue: it can not be denied, but as in all 
former ages, they haue bene men full of actiuity, ſtirrers abroad, and ſearchers 
ofthe remote parts of the world, ſo in this moſt famous and peerleſſe gouerne- 
ment of her moſt excellent Maieſty, her ſubiects through the ſpeciall aſſiſtance, 
and bleſſing of God, in ſearching the moſt oppoſite corners and quarters of the 
world, and to ſpeake plainly, in compaſſing the vaſte globe of the earth more 
then once, haue excelled all the nations and people ofthe earth. For, which of 
the kings of this land before her Maieſty, had theyr banners euer ſeene in the 
Caſpianſea? which of them hath euer dealt with the Emperor of Perſia,as her 


- Maieſty hath done, and obteined for her merchants large & louing priuileges ? 


who euer ſaw before this regiment,an Engliſh Ligier in the ſtately porch of the 
Grand Signor at Conſtantinople 2 who euer found Engliſh Confals & Agents 
at Tripolis in Syria, at Aleppo, at Babylon, at Balſara, and which is more, who 
euer heard of Engliſhman at Goabeforenow? what Engliſh ſhippes did heere- 
tofore euer ankerin the mighty riuer of Plate? paſſe and repaſſe the vnpaſſable 
(in former opinion) ſtraight of Magellan, range along the coaſt of Chili, Pe ru, 
and all the backſide of Noua Hiſpania, further then any Chriſtian euer paſſed, 
trauers the mighty bredth of the South ſea, land vpon the Luzones in deſpight 
ofthe 3 into alliance, amity, and traffiłe with the princes of the Mo-

Not vpon the good fermces of owr two woorthie Generals in their late Porin> 
gallexpeadition : Not pon the two maſt fortunate attempt; of our famous Chieftaine Sir Frauncis 
Drake, the one in the Baie of Cales vpon a great part of the entries chiefeſt ſhipper, the other neers 
the Iſlands vpon the great £/arrach of the Eait India, the firit (though peraduemture not the laft ) of 
that imployment, that ener diſcharged Molucca ſpices in Engliſh portes: theſe (albeit ſnignlar and 
happy voyages of our renowmed comntrymen ) I omit as things diſtinct and without the compaſſe of ny 
preſcribed limites heyng neither of remote length and ſpaciouſneſſe, neither of ſearch and d1{coneres 
of ſtr ange coaiti,the chiefe ſibiect of this my labour, 

Thus much in br euutie ſhall ſerue thee for the generallorder. Particularlie I haue diſpoſed and di- 
geſted the whole works into . partes, or as it were Claſſes, not arit hour my reaſons. In the fit I hau 
martialled all our voyages o fo moment that haue bene performed to the South and Southeaft parts 
of the world by which I chiefly meane that pet of eAſia which is neereft, and of the veſt hithermo#t to- 
wards vs: For I find that the oldeit traueli as well of the ancient Britams as of the Engliſh, were ords- 
marie to Indea which is in Aſia, termed by them the Holy land,principally for denotions ſahe accordivg 
to the time, although [read in Ioſe ph Bengorion a very authenticall Hebrew author, a teſtimone 
of the paſſing of 2c 000 Britains valtant ſouldionrs to the ſiege and fearefall ſacking of leruſalem un- 
der the * of Veſpaſian and T itus the Romane Emperour, a thing in deeũd of all the reſt moſt an- 
cient, But of latter dayes I ſee our men laue pierced further into the Cult, haue paſſed downe the 
mightie riner Euphrates, hae ſayled from Balſara through the Perſian gulſe to the Citie of Ormuz,, 
and from thence to Chanl and Goa in the Eaſl India, which paſſag et written by the parties themſeluts 
are herein to be read. I o theſe I haue added the Nanigations of Te Engliſh made for the parts of A.

as The north,and Northeaſterne voyages of our nation ] haue produced in the ſecond place,becanſe 
or acceſſe to thoſe quarter! of the world is later and not ſo awncient as the former: andyet ſome of our 
trauailes that way b of more antiquitic by many hundred yeeres, then thoſe that haue bene made to 
the weſterne coaſtes of America. V/nder this title thou ſhalt foſt funde the old northerne Namgations 
of our Britiſh Ning i, as of Arthur, of _ of Edgar Pacificus the Saxon Monarch, with that 
alſo of N icholaus de Linna vdr the nort pole: next to them in Conſequence, the diſromeries of the 
bay of Saint Nicholas of Colgoiene of Pechoragf the Iſles of Vaigats,of Nona Zembla,and of the Sea 
eaſtward; towardes the riuer of Ob: after this the opening by ſea of the great Duhedome and Empire 
of Ruſſia with the notable and ſtrange ronrney of Maſter lenkinton to Bog har in Battria, Where 
unto thou maiſt agde ſiur of our voyages elenen hundred verſtes v againſt the ſtreame of Dy ina to 
the tone of Volog hala: thence one humdred. and four eſcore verſtes by land to Neraſſaue ſtanding ⁊ pon 
the mighty riuer of Volga: there hence aboue two thouſand and fine hundred verſts downe the ſi came 
to the ancient marte Jane of Aſtracan, and ſo to the manifolde mouthes of I olga, and from thence 
alſo by ſhip ouer the Caſpian ſea into Media, and further then that alſo with Camels unto Georgia, 
Armenia, Hyrcamia, Gillan and the cheefeſt Cities of the Emprre of Perſia: wherem the Companie 
of Moſcome Murchants to the perpetual! honor of their Citte, and ſoctetie haue performed more then 
any one,yea then all the nations of Europe beſides: which thing is alſo acknowledged by the moſt le- 
ned Coſmographers, and Hyſtoriographers of Chriſtendome,with whoſe honorable teſtimonies of the 
action, not many for number, but ſufficient for authoritie Thane concluded this ſecond part. 

Tuuc hung the weſterne Nanigations, and trauaiſes of ours, they ſuccerde natur allie bs the third and 
laſt roome, for aſmmch as in order and comrſe thoſe coaſtes, and quarters came laſt of all to our know- 
ledge and experience. Herein thou ſhalt reade the attempt by Sea of the ſonne of one of the Princes 
of Northwales,in ſayling and ſearching towards the weſt more then 400, yeeres ſice:the offer made 
by Chriſtopher Columbus that renowned Genomoys to the moſt ſage Prince of noble memorie King 
Henrie the y. with his prompt and chere full acceptation thereof, and the occaſion wherempon it be- 
came frunleſſe, and at that time of no great effect to this kingdome: then followe the letters Patentes 
of the fore ſaid noble Prince ginen to lohn Cabot aV enctian and his 3 ſonnet, to diſcouer & conquer in 
his name and der his Banners unknowen Regions:who with that rojall incomragement & contribu- 
tion of the king himſclfe and ſome aſſiſtance in charges of Engliſh Marchants departed||with . ſaules Roben Fabian. 
from the Port of 'Briſtoll accompained with 300, Engliſhmen, and firſt of am Chriſtians found out 
that mightie and large tract of lande and Sea, from the circle eArtlicke as farre as Florida, as ap- 
peareth in the diſcourſe thereof, The triumphant raigne of King Henry the J. yelded ſome proſecuti- 
on of this diſc ouerie: for the g. voyages performed, and the 4. intended for all Aſia by his Maieſties 
ſelſe. do appronue and confirme the ſame.Then in proceſſe of yeeres ariſeth the firſt Engliſh trade to 
Braſill, the firſt paſſorg of ſome of our nation in the ordmarte Spaniſh fleetes to the weſt Indies, and 
the huge Citre of Mexico im Noua Hiſpania. T henimmediatlye enſue g. vohages made by Nl. Tohn 
Hawkms now Knight, then Eſquire,to Hiſpaniola, and the gulfe of Mexico: ⁊ pen which depende 
fexe verie excellent diſcourſes of our men, whereof ſome for 1 pior 1 6.whole yeeres inhabited in New 
Spaine, andranged the whole ¶ ountrie wherem are diſcloſed the cheefeſt ſecretes of the weſt India, 
which may in time ture to our no ſmal aduantage. The next leaues thou turneft, do yeelde thee the 
firſt valiant enterpriſe of Sir Francis Drake vpon Nombre de Dios, the mules laden with trea- 

ſure which he ſurpriſed, and the houſe called the Cruzes, which his fire conſumed: and therewith is 
60ned an actium more venterons then happie of [on Oxnam of Plmmonth written and confeſſed by 
a Spamard, which with hus companie paſſed oner the ſtreight Iſime of Darien, and building certame

Prugus ane in that part of Butaine which is called Wales, was head 02 gouernour of the 

famous Colledge of Bangog, not farre from Chefter, wherein lined x Societie of 2100, Di. 
uines,0z Students of Chiſtian phtloſophie , applying themſe lues to the pꝛolite of the Chiſtian 
people, and liuing by the labours of therr owne handes, accozding to Pauls doctrine, He was a 
man excellently lcarned,andſkilfull both in the Greeke and Latine tongues, and as it were ano- 
ther Tertullian, after his long and great trauatles fo the good of the Chꝛiſtian Common 
wealth, ſeeing himſelfe abuſed, and injuriouſly dealt withall by ſome ol the Clergie ol that time, 
he tooke the matter ſo grieuouſly, that at the laſt he relapſed from the faith, 

QAhereupon he left Tales, and went into France, and hauing gone though France, he 
went there hence into Egypt, Syna. x other Conntries ofthe Caff, and being made Pꝛieſt by a 
certaine Ponke of thole parte s, he there hatched his hereſie, which accopding to his name was 
called che hereſie of the Pelagians : which was that man was bozne without ſinne, and might be 
ſaued by the power ol his owne wil without grace , that ſo the miſerable man might take away 
fapth aud baptiſme, TUith this aud the like dzegges of falſe doctrine, he returned againe into 
Wales,and there by the meanes of the two falſe Pꝛelates Julian and Celeſtine , who fauoured 
bishereſie, hee infected the whole Countrep with it, But berge his fall and Apoſtaſie from the 
faith, he ererciſed himſelfe in the beſt ſtudies, as Gennadius, Beda, Honorius, and other authours 
doe repoꝛt him, and wote many bookes ſeruing not a little to Chꝛiſtian vtilitie: but being once 
fallen into his hereſie, he w2ote many moꝛe errontous bookes, then he did befoze honeſt, and ſins 
ceare: whereupon at the laſt his owne Countreymen baniſhed him, as Qalden teſtiũeth in his 
Epillle tu ;; ope Martin the fift, Oe floziſhed in the peere after the Jncarnation, 3 90. Maximus 
being then Ring of Bzitane. *

I Robert Ketenenſis, was called an Engliſhman by ſyꝛname, as he was by birth : who 

after ſome time ſpent in the foundations of humanitie, and in the elements of good Artes in 
the Untuerſities of England, determined to trauaile tothe partes beyond ſea: and ſo trauayled 
thꝛough France, Italie, Dalmatia, and Greece, and tame at laſt into Aſia , where hee liued in 
great danger of his life among the cruell Sarracens , but pet learned perfectly the Arabian 
tongue. Afterwards he returned by ſea into Spaine, and there about the riner Iberus, gaue him 
ſelf wholy to the ſtudie of Aſtrologie,with one Hermannus a Dalmatian, who had accompanied 
him in his long voyage. De floziſhed inthe peere 1143 Steuen being then King of England, 
and was buried at Papilona. |

C9, 0 N ſymamed Ccrur de Lion che ſone of Denty the ſecond, after the death 
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| of his father remembꝛing the rebellions that he had vuduetifully rai 
ͥſed againſt him, ſought fo? abſolution of his treſpaſſe, and in part of ſa- 
&/ tiſfaction fon the ſame, agreed with Philip the French Ring to take 
his voyage with him fox the recouerie of Chaiſtes patrimonie, which 
they called the Holy land: wherevpon the ſaid Ring Richard imme: 
diatly after his Cozonation, to pzepare himſelfe the better to wardes 
his tourney, vſed diuers meanes to take vp ſommes of money, and ex: 
acted a tenth ofthe whole Realme, the Chyiſhians to make theeſcoze and ten thouſand poundes, 
and the Tewes which then dwelt in the Realme thzeeſcoze thouſand, 

Hauing thus gotten ſufficient money for the exploit, her ſent certaine Earles and Barons to 
Philip the French king in the time of his Parliament at S. Denis, to put him in minde of his p2o- 
miſe made fox the recouerie of Chiiſts holy pattimonit out of the Saracens hands: To whome 
he ſent woꝛd againe in the moneth of December, that he had bound himſelfe by ſolemne othe,ve- 
poling vpon the Euangelilts, that he the peere next following, about the time of Eater, had cer 
tainely pꝛeſtxed to add3elle himſelfe toward that tourney, requiring him likewiſe not to faile,but 
err where both the Kings ſhoulde 
meete together, 

In the pere therefoze 1190 Ring Richard hauing committed the gouernment ofthis Realme 
in his abſence to the biſhop of Elye then Chancelour of England, aduaunced fo warde his tours 
uey and came to Turon to meete with Philip the French king, aud after that went to Vizcliace,

Ring Richard ſending his Nauie by the Spaniſhſeas, and hy the 
Otreits of Gibraltare, betweene Spaine and Africa, to meete him at Marſilia. hee himſelfe went 
as is ſaid ta Vi eliace to the French king, Vhich two kings from thence went to Lions, where 
the bꝛidge ouer the flood Rhodanus for pꝛeſſe of people hake, and many both men and women 
were downed : by accaſion whercof the two kings foꝛ the combyance of their traines, were con- 
ſtrained to diſſeuer themſelues fo2 time of their journey, appointing both to meete together in Si- 
cily:and ſo Philip the French king tooke his way to Genua . and king Richard to Marſilia, where 
he remained 8,vayes, there his Nauie to meete him, From thence croſſing ouer to 
Genua where the F king was, paſſed foꝛ ward by the coaſtes of Italy, and entred into Tiber 
not farre from Rome, / 

King Richard ſtaying in Marſilia 8, dayes for his Nauie which came not, hee there hired :o. 
Gallies, and 10, great barkes to ſhippe ouer his men, and ſo came to Naples, aud ſo partly by 
hozſe and wagon, partly by che ſea, paſſing to Falernum, came to Calabria, where after that he 
had heard that his ſhips were arriued at Meſſana in Sicily, he made the moze ſpced.andſothe 23. 
of September entred Meſſana with ſuch a noyſe of Trumpets and Shalmes, with ſuch a route 
and ſhewe, that it was to the great wonderment and tertour both of the Frenchmen, and of all 
other that did heare aud behold the ſight. | 

To the ſaidtowne of Meſſana the French king was come befoze the 16. ol the ſame moneth of 
September and had taken vp the Pallace of Tancredus king of Sicily fo his lodging: to whom 
king Richard after his arriuall eftſoones reſozted, and when the two kings had communedtoge: 
ther immediatly the French king tooke ſhipping and entred the ſeas, thinking to ſaile cowardes 
the land of Jeruſalem : but after he was out of the hauen, che winde riſing contrary againft him. 
returned him backe againe to Meſſana. Then king Richard(whoſe lodging was pꝛepared in the 
ſuburbs without the Citte ) after he hadreſozted againe and talked with the French king, andal- 
ſo had ſentto Tancredus king of Sicily fo deliverance of Ioane his ſiſter ( who had bene ſame- 
times Queene of Sicily, and had obtained her to be ſent vnto hem, the laſt day of September paſ- 
ſedouer the floud del Fare

The Citizens of Meſſana ſeeing that the king of England had wonne the caſfle and Jland de 
la Baguare, and alſo the Pouaſterie of the r ab 24.

his power further to inuade their Cutie, e get it he could the whole Ille of Sicily, began to ſiitre 
ag ainſt the Kings armie, and to ſhut the Engliſhmen out ofthe gates, and kept their walles a- 
gainſt them. The Engliſhmen ſeeing that, made to the gates, and by foxce would haue oken 
chem open, inlomuch that the King riding amongſt them with his ſtaffe, and bzeaking diuers ol 
their heads, could not all wage thetr fiercencs, ſuch was the rage of che Engliſhmen againſt the 
citizens of Meſlana. The Ring ſeeing the furie of his people to be ſuch, that he could not ſtay 
them, tooke boate, aud went to the pallace of King Tancred, to talke of che matter with the 
French Ring, in which meane time the matter was ſo taken vp by the wiſe handling of the aun- 
cients of the citie, that both parts laying downe their armour,went home in peace. 

The fourth day ofthe ſaide moneth of October, came to Ring Richard the Archbiſhop of Me(- 
{ana with two other Archbiſhops alſo with the French King, and ſundzy other Carles, Barons. 
and Biſhops to intreate oł᷑ peace, who as they were together conſulting, and had almoſt conclu- 
ded vpon the peace the citizens of Me ſſana ilſuing out ofthe to wne, ſome went vp vpon ÿ moun⸗ 
taines,ſome with open fozce inuaded p manſion oz lodging of Hugh Brune an Engliſh Captaine. 
The noice whereof comming to the cares ok the Ring, he ſuddenly bzeaking off talke with the 
French Ring andthe reſt,departed from them. and comming to his men, commaunded them foꝛth⸗ 
with to arme themlelus. Who then with certaine of his ſouldiers making vp to the toppe of the 
mountaine (which ſcemedto paſſe theirpowerto climbe) there put the Citizens to flight, chaſing 
them downe the mountaincs, vnto the very gates ofthe citie, whom alſo certaine ofthe Kings ſer- 
uauts purſued into the citie, of whome ſiue valiant ſouldiers twentie of the Rings ſeruants were 
llaine. the French King looking vpon, and not once willing to reſcue them, contrary to his othe, 
aud league befoze made with the King of England: fo the French Ring with his men bemg there 
pꝛeſent. rode in the middeſt ofthem ſafcly, and without any harme to and fro, and might well haue 
caſed the Rings partie. mode then he, if it had ſo liked him, 

This being knowen to the Engliſh hoſt howe their fellowes were ſlaine, and the Frenchmen 
permitted inthe citie, and that they were excluded and the gates barred agamſt them, being alſo 
ſtopped from buying of victuall,x other things, they vpon great indignation gathered themſelues 

en won in armes, bꝛaſt open the gates, and ſcaledthe wals, and ſo winning the citie, ſct vp their flags with 

vy tut Engl the Engliſh armes vpon the wals : which when the French Ring did ſee, he was mighte ly often 
ded, requiring the Ring of England that the Armes of France might alſo be ſer vp. joyned with 
his: but Ring Richard to that would inns caſe agree, notwithſtanding to ſatiſkie his minde, he 
was contented to take do wne his Armes, and to commit the cuſtodie of the citie tothe Voſpitalla⸗ 
ties and Temp laries of It ruſalem, til the time that Tancred king of Sicily and he ſhould agree 
together vpon conditions. 

Theſe things being done the fift and ſirt day of Octobet . it followed then vpon the eight day of 
the lame, that peace was concluded among the kings. In which peace, firſt king Richard, ꝑ Philip 
the French king renewed againe their othe and league befoze made, concerning their mutuall aide 
and ſocictie,during the time of that peregrination, 

Decondly, peace alſo was concluded betweene king Richard and Tancred king of Sicily as 
foꝛe ſaid, with conditions,that the daughter of Tancrede in caſe king Richard ſhould die without 
pllue, ſhould be maried to Arthur Duke of Bittaine the kings nephew e nextheire to his crown, 
whereof a fozmall charte was dzawen,and letters ſent thereof to Pope Clement being dated the 
ninth of Nouember, 

Fromthis time vntill Febjuary the next yeere,theſe two kings kept ſtill at Meſſana, either 
fo2 lacke of winde and weather. on fox the repairing of their ſhippes , And in the afozeſayde Fe» 
bary.inthe yeere 1191. Ring Richard ſentouer his gallies to Naples, there to meete his mo⸗ 
ther Elinore,and Berengaria the daughter of Zanctius king of Nauarre, whome he was purpo⸗ 
ſed to marry, who by chat time were come to Brunduſium, vnder the conduct of Philip Earle of 
— ſo pꝛoceeding vnto Naples, chey founde the kings ſhippes wherein they ſayled to 
Meſlana, 

In this meane ſpace,king Richard ſhewed himſelfe exceeding bounteous and liberallto all 

meu: tothe French king firſthe gaue diuers ſhippes, vpon others likewiſe he beſtowed riche 
rewardes,and of his treaſure and goods, he diſtributed largely to his ſouldiers and ſeruants as 
bout him, ol whome it was repoxted, that he mote in one moneth, then any ol his pze» 
deteſſoꝛs did in a whole yeere : by reaſon whereof he purchaſed great loue and fauour, which noe 
onelp redounded tothe aduancement of his fame, but alſo to his vſe and pꝛoũtte, as the ſe⸗ 
que le afterward pꝛooued. ä 
The lirſt day ol March lolo wing, he leftche Citie ol Meſſana, where the te 
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and went to Cathneia, a Citi where Tancredus king of Sicily then lap, where he was honoza: 
bly receiaed, and there remained with king Tancredus tinte dayes and thee nightes. Ou the 
fourth day when he ſhould depart,the afozeſaid Tancredus offred him many rich pꝛeſents in 

and ſiluer, and pjecious ſilkes, whereof king Richard would receive nothing, but one little ring 
fo) a token of his good will: fox the which king Richard gaue againe vnto him ariche ſwoꝛd. At 
length when king Richardhould cake his le aue, king Tancred would not let him ſo depart, but 
needes would giue hem 4. great ſhippes,and 5, gallies, and furthermoze he himſelfe would 
needes accompanie him the ſpace of two dayes tourney,to a place called Tauernium. 

Then the next mozning when they ſhould take their leaue , Tancredus declared vntohim the 
mellage , which the French Ring a little befoze had ſent vnto him by the Duke of Burgundie, 
che contents whereof was his: That che Ring of England was a falſe Traptour , and would 
neuer keepe the peace that was betweene them: and if the ſaid Tancredus would warte againſt 
him, o ſecretly by night would inuade him, he with all his power would aſſiſt him to the deſtruc» 
tion ol him and all his armie, To whom Richard the Ring pyoteſted againe,chat he was no traps 
tour,no} neuer was: and as touching the peace begunne betwirt them, the ſame ſhould neuer be 
bꝛoken though him: neither could he belecue chat the French Ring being his good loꝛd and his 
ſwoꝛne Compartner in that voyage, would vtter any ſuch woꝛdes by him, Which when Tan- 
credus heard, he bungeth fooxththe letters of the French Ring, ſent to him by the Duke of Bur- 
gundie, affirming mozeouer,that if the Duke of Burgundie would dente the bunging of the ſaid 
letters, he was ready to trye it with him by any of his Dukes, Ring Richard reteauing the let- 
ters, and muſing not a little vpou the ſame, returneth againe to Meſſana. The ſame day that 
King Richard departed, che French king came to Tauernium es with Tancred, and there 
abode with him that night, and on the moro we returned to Meſſana againe, 

From that time Ring Richard moued in ſtomacke againſt Ring Philip, neuer ſhewed any 
gentle countenance of peace amitie, as he befoze was wont: whereat the Frenchking greatly 
marueiling, and enqutring earneſtly what ſhould be the cauſe thereof, wozd was ſent him againe 
by Philip Carle of Flanders from Ring Richard, what woes he had ſent to the king of Sici- 
7 ——— wj32— — mate by the Duke of Burgun- 

ie to the Ring of Sicily: which when the French Ring vuderſtood, firſt he helde his peace as 
guilty in his conſcience, not knowing well what toanſwere, At length turning his tale to ano- 
cher matter, he began to quarrell with Ring Richard, pzetending as though he ſoughe cauſes to 
bzeake with him, and to maligne him: and therefore he foꝛged (ſaid he) theſe lies vpon him, and 
all becauſe he by chat meanes would anoide co marrie with Aliſe his ſiſter, acroꝛding as he had 
p2onuſed, Adding mozeouer that if he would ſo doe, and would not marrie the ſaid Aliſe his ſiſter 
accozding to his othe,he would be an enemie to him, and to his, while he liued. 

To this Ring Richard ſaid againe, that he could by no meanes marry that woman, fozſomuch 


as his fatherhad carnall copulztion with her. and alſo had by her a ſonne: fo p2oofe whereofhe 
had there pꝛeſently to dying fozth diuers e ſundzy witneſſes tothe Rings fate, to teſtiſie with him, 
In concluſton, chꝛough counſell and perſ waſion of diuers about the French King, 


at laſt was made, ſo that Ring Philip div acquite Ring Richard from this bond of his 
ſifter,and Ring Richard agatne ſhoulv be dound to pay to him euery yeere fo} the ſpace 
pecres, two thouſand markes, with certaine other conditions beſides , not great ly materiall fo 
this place; And thus peace being betweene them coucluvev the 28, dap of the ſaide moneth ol 
March che French Ring launching out ofthe Hauen of Meſſana, the 22 nay after in the Eaſter 
weeko,came with his armie to the ſiege of Achon. 
After the departure of the French King from Meſſana, Ring Richard with his armie yet re⸗

Apzil following, about the 10. day of the ſaid moneth, departed from the Dauen of Meſſana with 
150. ,and 5 2 great gallies well manned and ,tooke his iourney 
Achon: who vpon the Deas on good Friday about 9. houre , roſe a mightte South» 
winde with «tempeſt, which diſſeutred and ſcattered all his Nauie, ſome to one place, and ſome 
to another, The Ring with a fewe ſhippes was dituen to the le of Creta, and there befoze the 
Hauen of Rhodes caſt anker, The ſhippes that cariedthe Rings ſiſfer ,Queene of Sicily, any 
Bernegera the king of Nauars daughter, with 2. thippes were dzinen to the Jle of C

ſiſter was, and the mapden whom he ſhould marrie , who at length were found ſafe and merrie at 
the poꝛte of Lymſaem in the Ile of Cyprus, notwithſtanding the two other ſhippes, which were 
in their tompanie befoze in the ſame hauen, were downed with diuers of the Kings feruants 
and men of wozſhip,among whom was M. Roger, called Malus Catulus, the Rings Uicechaw 
celour,who was found with the Rings ſeale hanging about his necke. 

The king of Cyprus, was then 1iakius(called alſo the Emperour of the Gryffons)who tooke 
and impꝛiſoned all Engliſhmen, which by ſhipwzacke were caſt vpon his land, alſo inuegled in 
to his hands the goods aud puſcs of them which were found do wned about his coaftes,neither 
would ſufter the ſhippes wherein the two Ladies were to enter within the pozte, 

The tydings of this being bzought to King Richard, he in great math gathering his gab 
lies and ſhippes together, bozdcth the land of Cyprus, where he firſt in gentle wiſe ſignifieth to 
king I{aks, how he with his Engliſhmen, comming as ſtrangers tothe ſuppoꝛtation of the ho- 
ly land, were by diſtreſle of weather dziuen vpon his bounds , and therefoze with all humble pe 

tition beſought him in Gods behalfe , and foz reuerence ofthe holy Croſle , to let goe ſuch pziſo- 
ners of his as he had in captiuitie,# to reſtoze againe þ goods ofthem that were o wurd, which 
he detayned in his hands, to be employed fot the behoofe of their ſoules, Andchis the king once, 
twiſe, and thyile deſired of tl? Emperour: but he pzoudly anſwering againe ,ſent che king wozde, 
that he neither would let the taptiues goe,no2 render the goods of them which were owned, 

Ihen king Richard heard this, how light che Emperour Iſakius made of his ſo bumble and 

honeſt petition, and howe that nothing coulde be gotten without violent force , eftſoones giuerch 
commandement thꝛoughout all his hoſte to put themſelues in armour and followe him, tore» 
uenge the iniuries receiued of that pzoude and cruell king of Cyprus, willing them to put their 
truſt in God, and not to miſdoubt but that the Loꝛde would ſtand with them, aud giue them the 
victozie. The Emperour in the meane time with his peorde ſtood warding the Sea coaftes, 
where the Engliſhmen ſhould arriue, with ſwoꝛdes, billes, and launces, and ſuch other weapons 
as they had, ſetting booꝛdes, ſtooles, and cheſtes befoze them as a wall: few of chem were harne{- 
ſed,and fo2 the molt part all v and vaſkilfnll in the feates of warre, 

Then king Richard with his ſouldiers illuing out of their ſhips firſt ſet his bowe men befoqe, 
who with their ſhot made a way foz others to followe, The Engliſhmen thus winning the land 
vpon them, ſofiercely pꝛeſſed vpon the Gryffons that after long fighting and many blowes , at 
laſt che Emperour was put to flight, whom king Richard valiantly purſued, and ſiue many, and 
diuers he tooke aliue , and had gone neere alſo to take the Emperour, had not the night come on 
and parted the battell. And thus king Richard with much ſpoile.and great victozie, returning to 
the pozte Towne of Lymſzem , which the Townes men had left log feare , found there great a-

ſwearing fidelitie to king Richard befoze Guido king of Jeru-

Theſe things thus done, and all ſet in oꝛder touching the polleſſion of the Tle of Cyprus, the The rozde 
keeping whereof he committed to Radulphe ſonne of Godfryc Lom Chamberlaine, being then mg N. 
the firſt day of June vpon the fit ofthe ſaide moneth ung Richard departed from the J le of Cy- chard, left go- 

rus, with his ſhipp?s aud gallies toward the ſiege of Achon , and on the next mozrowe came to Cen. 
Tyrus,where by procurement of the French Ring he was refrained by the Citizens to enter. 
The next day affer,which was the ſirt day of June, crofſingthe ſeas, he met with a great barke 
fraught with ſouldicrs and men of warre to the number of a thouſand and ſiue hundzed, which 
pretending tobe Frenchmen, and ſetting fooxth their flagge with the French Armes, were in 
deede Sarracens,ſccretly ſent with wilde fire and certaine barrels of vnknowen ſerpents to the | 
defenſe of the towne of Achon, which Ring Richard at length perceiuing, eftſoones ſet vpon Z peat fhipo 
them and ſo vanquiſhed them, of whome the moſt were dzowned and ſome taken aliue : which den by img 
being once knowen in the titie of Achon, as it was a great diſcomfozt to them, ſo it was a great dard. 
hclpe tothe Chaiſtians foz winning the citie. 

The next day after which was the ſeuenthof June, King Richard came to Achon, which at Zan. 
that time had bene long beſieged by the Chaiſtians , After whoſe comming it was not long. but yon. 
the Pagans within the citie,ſeeingtheir wals to be vndermined and towers ouerthwowen, were 
dzfuen by compoſition to eſcape with life and limme to ſurrender the citie tothe two kings, 

Another great helpe to the Chyiſtians in winning the citie, was this. In the ſaid city of Achon 

there was a ſecrete Chyiſtian among the Sarracens, who in time of the ſiege thereof, vſed ac ſum- 
my times to caſt ouer the wals intt the campe ot the Chiiſtians, certaine bils witten in Hebyne, 
Greeke, and Latine, wherein he diſcloſed to the Chuſtians from time to time, the doings and 
counſels of the enemies aduertiſing them how and what way they ſhould wozke, and what to be- 
ware, and alwaie s his letters began thus. In nomine Patris, & Filij, & Spiritus ſancti, Amen. By 
reaſon whereof the Chziſtians were much aduantaged in their pꝛoceedings: but this was a great 
heauines vntothem.chat neither he would vtter his name, no when the citie was got did they e- 
ner vnderſtand who he was, |

King Richard being thus traiterouſly taken, and ſold tothe Emperour by the Duke of Au- 
ſtridge fo2 60000 markes, was there kept in cuſtodie a yecre and 3. moneths, 4 

Tn ſome ſtaoꝛies it is affirmed that Ring Richard returning out of Aſia came to Italy with pzo- 2 
ſperous winde, where he de ſired of the Pope to be abſolued of an othe made agaiuſt his will and 
could not obteine it: and ſo ſetting out from thence towards England, paſſing by the Countrey 
of Conradusthe Marques, whoſe death (he being ſlaine a litle befoze) was falſly imputed by the 
French Ring to the King of Englande, there traiterouſly was taken (as is afozeſaide) by Lim- 
poldus duke of Auſtridge. 

Albeit in another ſtoꝛie J finde the matter moꝛe credibly ſet foꝛth: which ſaich thus. That king 
Richard ſle we the bꝛother ofthis Limpoldus, playing with him at Cheſſe in the French Kings 
Court: and Limpoldus taking his vantage, was mote cruel againſt him and de liuered him (as is 
ſaide) to the Emperour, In whoſe cuſtodie he was dete ined during the time aboue mentioned, a 
perre | 3. moneths. During which time of the Rings endurance the French Ring in the meane 
ſeaſon ſtirred warre in Noꝛmandie: and Exrle John the Rings bꝛother, made ſtirre and inuaded 
Eng land, but the Barons and biſhops of the land mightily withſtood him, 

At length it was ſo agreed and tontluded wich the Emperour,that Ring Richard ſhould be res 
leaſed fo2 a hundzeth and foure thouſand pound:of which money part ſhould remaine to the Duke 
of Auſtridge che reſt ſhould be the Emperours, The ſumme of which money was here gathered 
and made in England of Chalices, Croſles, ines, candleſticks and other Church plate, alſo 
with publike contribution of Friers, Abbots, and other ſubiects of the Realme: whereor part 
was pꝛeſently paid, and fo che reſidue remayning,hoſtages and pledges were taken, which was 
about the fift yeere of his reigne: and chen it was obteined of the Pope, that Pꝛieſtes might cele- 
hate with Chalices of latten and tinne. 

At what time this afoꝛeſalde money was payd, and the hoſtages giuen fo2 the ranſome of the | 
Ring. I haue an olde hiſtoꝛie which ſaich, that the afozeſaid Duke of Aultridge was ſhoꝛtly after — tndgs 
plagued by God, with 5. ſundzy plagues, bpon che Dubs 

Firlt, withthe burning ofhis chiefe Townes, A 
2, CUlith howningoftennethouſandof his men in a floud happening no man can tell how, 
3. By turning all che eares of his cone ſielde into woꝛmes. 
4. By taking away almoſt all the Nobles of his land by death. p 
5, Bybzeaking his owne legge falling from his hozſe, which legge hee was compelled to 
cut off with his owne hands, and afterwardes died of the ſame : who then at his death is repozted 
to foꝛgiue King Richard 50000,marks,and ſent home che hoſtages that were with him, And furs 
ther a certaine booke intituled Eulogium, declareth that p ſaid Limpoldus duke of Auſtridge fell 
in diſpleaſure with the biſhop of Rome and died excommunicate the next peere after, Agno 1196. 

But thus as you haue heard, Richard the Ring was ranſomed & deliuered from the couctous 
captiuitic ot the Emperour, and returning home made an ende of his voyage fo2 Aſia, which was 
both honourable to himſelfe and to all Chiiſtian States, but to the Sarracens the enemies of

Aldwine a Deuouſhire man bozne in Exeter ofmeane parentage,was a very eloquent man, 

an exact hiloſopher, and in thoſe dayes very excellent in all kinde of ſtudies. De was firſt of 
all a Scholemgſter: afterwards he became an Archdeacon, very famous foz his learning # wiſe- 
dome in all his doing s. De was alſo a Ciſtercian Monke and Abbot of Foorde Boneſtcrie, and 
the chiefe of all thoſe that were of his oꝛder: he grewe after this to be biſhop of Woceſter, and at 
laſt after the death of Ring Richard he was pꝛomoted and made Archebiſhop of Canterburic,and 
Þ2imate of all England. In the diſcharge of which place hee being very vigilant , ſhe wed him- 
ſelfe a worthy PPaſtoz, ſowing the ſeede of Gods wozd in euery place as karre foozth as the iniqui⸗ 
tie of that time permitted. In his time King Richard with all indeuour pzepared a Flecte and all 
things ucceſſarie fo2 waging of warre againſt the Jnfidels at Jeruſalem , taking with him the 
Standerd and Enſignes of the king dome. This Bald wine eftſoones followed the King into Sy- 
ria and Paleſtina, as one deſirous to be partaker of his trauailes, paines, and pcrils in ſo holy a 
voyage. De was Archbiſhop of Canterburie almoſt ſire peeres : but hauing folowed the King in⸗ 
to Syria, in the peere 1190. he died at Tyre where he was allo buried,

Vbert Walter biſhop of Sariſburte a vertuous man, and famous fo his good wit and pie- 
e, was one of the chiefeſt of them that followed Ring Richard into Syria going againſt the 
Sarracens, As he returned from Paleſtina ꝶ came in his tourney into Silic ia, he there hard of the 
ill foztune of the Ring being fallen into his enemies handes, and thereupon leauing his iourne y 
home wards. he went pꝛeſently and in all haſte to the place where the Ring was captiued, whom 
the King immediatly vpon his comming lent into England, that by the authoꝛitie of the Coun: 
cil,acribute might be collected fo2 his redemption : which this Hubert perfourmed with great di- 
ligence, and deliuered the King. After this hee was made Archbiſhop of Canterburie, aud after 
the death of King Richard he ſhewed the like dueties of fidelitie and truſt to his bꝛother Iohn that 
ſucceeded him. Foz by a long Ozation he perſwaded che whole Nation of the Engliſhmen, that 
he was a very circumſpect man, vertuous, valtant, bozne of Noble parentage, and moſt wozthp 
of the Crowne, Thereupon he was ſo recctued of all the people and crowned Ring, Oe wote 
certaine bookes, and died at the laſt with very great griefe of minde, in the peere x 205, hauing 
bene Archbiſhop the ſpace of 11. veeres d. moneths and ſire dayes,by reaſon of the ciuill diſcozds 
abꝛoade, whereby all things went topſte turuie, and in the raigne ol King Iohn.

Obert Curſon deſcended of a noble familie in England, vſed great diligence as well in pzo- 

phane as in diuine ſtudies in the famous Uniuerſitie of Oxkopde (as I coniecture.) Hee had 
there the beſt ſcholemaſters that were tobe gotten, and was moſt indultrious in the Arts aud con: 
tinuall txerciſes of learning: by meancs whcreofhe grew to be ol great renowne where he liued. 
Afterward thinking of greater matters he went to Paris and thence to Rome it ſelfe, and at Pa- 
ris he pꝛocerded doctoꝛ of Oiuinitie. at Rome he was made Cardinal: whereupon both Matthew 
Paris aud Matthew of Weltminſter,pzoduce this teſtimonie of him, The one in his 2. booke, the 
other in his 8. booke of Chzonicles, Ju the peere of our Lode (ſay they) 1 218, at the taking of 
Damiata a Citie of Egypt vnder Iohn Brenne King of Jeruſalem, M. Robert Curſon an Eng. 
lihman,a moſt famous clearke ofnoble parentage and Cardinall of the Church ol Rome, was 
there with Pelagius Albanenſis, &c. Boſton of Burie in Noxfolke in his Catalogue repozteth, 
that he wote diuers bookes, De flouriſhed in the pere afozeſaidby the witneſſes afozeſaid,Heurp 
the thirde the ſonne of King John being then Ring of Eng land: and by the further teſtimonie of 
Boſtonthis Curſon was Legate into England in Þ dapes of Honorius the third biſhop of Rome,

Aynulph Glanuile Earle of Cheſter, a man of a very noble houſe and learned in boch the 
Lawes, deſerues of duetie tobe here placed by me in the Catalogue of woꝛthy and notable 
men, he applied ſo well all the yeeres ofhis to the ſtudie of humane and diuine Lawes, 
that he came not fo ſoone to the age of a man, as he hadpurchaſedto himſelfe by reaſon of his ſin- 
guler learning,renowne and honour, TAhen the noble men of Fraunce went to Prolomais,vp- 
onthe counſell of Iohn Brenne Ring of Jeruſalem, they reſolued to beſiege Damiara a Citie of 
Egypt in the peere 1218. And then Henry the Ring vpon the motion of Honorius the 3. biſhop 
ol Nome ſent thicher this Earle Raynulph with a great power ol armed ſoulviers, to further the 
entetpuſe ofthe Chaiſtians: whoſe valure in that warre ( by che teſtimonie of Polidor Virgil) 
was marueilouſly commendedof all men. After the ende of which buſtnes . he being returned in- 
to his count rey, wyte a booke ofthe Lawes of Eng land. It is alſorepozted that hee wote other 
bookes hut time the deſtroyer of many memozials, hath taken them from vs. Ve ſlouriſhed in the 
peere after the natinitie of Chyiſt 1230. being very aged, and in the raigne ol K. Henry the 3,

alſo pzeftred,which ſhould be after the feaſt of S. John Baptiſt the next yeere enſuing, 

at which time William Longeſpee a wozthie warriour, with the biſhop of Wozceſter and cer 
tainc other great men inthe Realme of England (mooued with the example ofthe French men) 
pꝛepared themſelues like wiſe to the ſame tourney, 

It fell out in this enterpuſe, that about the beginning of October the French king aſſaulted 
and tooke Damiata, being the pꝛincipall fort o2 hold of the Sarracens in all Egypt, Anno 1 249, 
and hauing foxtifiedthe Citie with an able garriſon left with the Duke of Burgundie, he remoo: 
ued his tents from thence to goe Caſtward, Jn whoſe armie followed William Longeſpee ac: 
tompanied with a piked nomber of Engliſh warriours retayning vnto him. But ſuch was the 
viſdaine of the Frenchmen againſt this William Longeſpee # the Engliſhmen that they could 
not abide them, but flout ed them after an oppzobzious maner with Engliſh cailes, inſomuch that 
the French king himſelfe had much adoe to keepe peace betweene them, 

The oꝛiginall cauſe of this grudge betweene them beganne thus, There was not farre from 
Alexandria in Egypt a ſtrong foꝛt o2 caſtle repleniſhed with great Ladies andriche treaſure of 
the Sarracens ; which holde it chancedthe ſaide William Longeſpee with his companie of Eng- 
liſh ſouldicrs to get. mote by politique dexteritie then by open foxce of armes, where with hee aud 
his retinue were greatly enriched, Then che Frenchmen had knowledge hereof (they uot be. 
ing made pꝛiuie hereto ) began to conceine an heart burning ag ainſt the Engliſh ſonldiers, and 
could not ſpeake well of them after that. 

It happened againe not long aftcr, that the ſaide William had intelligence of a companie of 
riche marchants among the Sarracens going to a certaine Faire about the parts of Alexandria, 
hauing their camels,aſſes and mules,richlp loden with ſilkes, pzecious iewels,ſpices,golde,aud 
ſiluer, with Cart loads of other wares, beſide victuall and other furniture,whereof the ſoulviers 
then llood in great neede: he hauing ſecret knowledge hereof, gathered all the power of Engliſh 
men vnto him that he could, and ſo by night falling vpon che Barchants,ſome he flew with their 
guides and conducters,ſome he tooke,ſome he put to flight: the Carts with the dziuers, and with 
the oxen,camels,aſſes,and mules, with the whole cariage and victuals he tooke and bꝛought with 
him,looſtng in all the ſkirmiſh but one ſouldier and 8,of his ſeruitoꝛs : of whom notwithſtanving 
ſome he bꝛought home wounded to be cured, 

This being kno wen in the Campe,fozth came the Frenchmen which all this while lo 
in their pauillions, and meeting this cariage by the way, tooke all the fozeſaive pzape whole to 
themſelues, rating the ſaid William and the Engliſhmen fot aduenturing and yſſuing out of the 
Campe without leaue oz knowledge of their Generall, contrary to the diſcipline of warre, Wil- 
liam laid againe he had done nothing but he would anſwere to it, whole purpoſe was to haue the 
ſpoyle deuided to the behoofe of the whole armie. 

Then this would not ſerue, hee being ſoze grieued in his minde ſo cowardly tobe ſpoyledof 
that, which hee ſo aduenturouſly had trauailedfo2, went to the Ring to complaine : But when no 
reaſon noꝛ complaint would ſerue by reaſon of the pꝛoude Carle of Artoys the kings bother, 
which vpon ſyicht and diſdaine ſtoode agaiuſt him, he bidding the Ring farewell ſaive hee would 
ſerue him no longer: and ſo William de Longeſpee with the reſt ol his companie bzeaking from 
the French hoſte went to'Achon, Upon whole departure the Earle of Artoys ſaide, Now is the 
armie of Frenchmen wel ridde of theſe tailed people, which wozds ſpoken in great deſpight were 
ill taken of many good men chat heard them, 

But not long after when the keeper of Cayro and Babylonia, heaxing a good mind to the Chi 
ſtian Religion, and being offended alſo with the Soldan, pzomiſed to deliuer the ſame to the 
French King, inſtructing him what courſe was beft fo him reer 
hereupon in all haſte ſent fox Willam Longeſpee, promiſing him a full redjeſſe of all his iniu- 
HD ioyned with the 

ren er. 

After this it hayyened chat the French Ring paſling with his armie to wardes Cayro afoze- 
ſayde tame to the great riuer Nilus, on the further part whereofthe Soldan had pitched humſelle 
to withſtand his comming ouer : there was at this time a Sarracen lately conuerted to Chniſt. ſer 
uing the Earle Robert the French Rings hoher, who told him ol the abſence of the Soldan from 
his tents, and of a ſhallow foozd in the riuer where they might eaſly paſſe ouer. TAhereupon the 
ſaide Earle Robert the Paſter of the le with a great power,eſteemed to che third part of 
the Armie vſſited ouer the Riuer, after whom W.Longeſpee with his bandof Engliſh 
ſouldiers, Theſe being ioyned together on other ſide of the water, encoũtred the ſame day with 
the Sarracensremaiung in the tents e put them to the woꝛſt. Which victozy being 4 — 
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French Earle ſurpꝛiſed with p2ide aud triumph, as though he had conquered the whole earth, 
would needes fozward,deuiding himſelfe from the maine hoſte , thinking to winne che tpurres 
alone. To whome certaine ſage men of the Temple, guung him conttary counſell, aduiled him 
not to doe ſo, but rather to returne and take their whole company with them, and ſo ſhould they be 
more ſure againft all deceites and dangers, which might be layd pztuily fox them, The maner of 
chat people (they ſayd) they better knewe , and had moze experience thereof then he :alleaging 
mo2eouer their wearied bodies, their tired hozſes, their lamiſhed ſouldiers, andthe inſufficiencie 
alſo of their number, which was not able to withlkand the multitude of the enemies, eſpecially at 
this pꝛeſent bunt, in which the aduerſaries did well ſee the whole ſtate of their domimon now to 
conſiſt either in winning all, oz loſing all. 

TUHich when the pꝛoude Earle did heare , being inflated with no leſſe arrogancie then igno⸗ 
tance, with oppꝛobꝛious taunts rentled them, calling them cowardly daſtards, and betrayers ot 
the whole countrey,obtecting vnto them the common report of many, which ſayd, that the land of 
the holy crolle might ſoone be wonne to Chꝛiſtendome, were it not fo2 rebellious Templaries, 
with the Hoſpitalaries,aud their followers, . 

To theſe contumelious rebukes, when the maſter of the Temple anſwered againe fo him 
and his fellowes, bidding them diſplay his enſigne when he would, and where he durſt, they 
were as ready to follow him, as he to goe befoze them, then began William de Longeſpee the 
worthy knight to ſpeake,deſiring the Earle to giue eare to thoſe men ol experience, who had bet 
ter knowledge ol thoſe countries and people then had he, commending alſo their counſell to be 
diſcreete and wholeſome, and ſo turning to the maſter of the Temple, beg an with gentle wozves 
to mitigate him likewiſe, The knight had not halle ended his talke, when the Earle taking his 
wonds out of his mouth, began to fume and ſweare, crying out of thoſe cowardly Engliſhmen 
with tailes: What a pure armie (ſayd he) ſhould we haue here, if theſe tailes and tailed people 
were purged from it, with other like woꝝds of villany, and much diſdayne: whereunto the Eng: 
uh knight anſwering againe,well,Earle Robert ( ſayd he) whereſoeuer pou dare ſet pour foote, 
my ſtep ſhall goe as farre as youts,aud (as Jbeleeue) we goe this day where pou ſhall not dare Te worthy 
to come neere the taile of my hozſe , as in derde inthe euent it pꝛooued true: foz Earle Robert Witham Long | 
would needes ſet foꝛward, weening to get all the glozyto himlelfe befoze che comming of the (Ig © 
hoſte,and ſirſt inuaded a litle village 02 caſtle,which was not farre of, called Manſor. The coun - 
trey Boozes and Pagans in the villages ſeeing the Chiiſtians comming, ranne out with ſuch a 
maine crye and ſhowte, that it came to the Solvans hearing, who was neerer then our men did 
thinke. In the meane time, che Chyiſtians inuaving and entring into the munition incircum- 
ſpectly, were pelted and paſhed with ſtones by chem which ſtood aboue, whereby a great number 
of our men were loſt, and the armie ſoꝛe mavmer. and almoſt in deſpaire, 

Then immediatly vpon the ſame. commeth the Soldan with all his maine which ſee⸗ 
ing the Chiiſttan armie to be deuided, and the bꝛother ſeparated from the had that which 
he = — fo2,and ſo incloſing them round about, that none ſhould eſcape , had with them a 
cru 

Then the earle began co repent him of his heady raſhnes, but it was too late, who then ſeeing 
William the Eng liſh knight doughtily fighting in the chief bunt ol the enemies,cried vnto him 
moſt cowardly to flie, ſeeing God (ſaith he) doth fight againſt vs: To whome the Rnigcht an ⸗ The cotuartiy 
ſwering againe, God fozbid ( ſayth he) that my fathers ſonne ſhould runne away from the face of A of Earie 
a Sarracen, The Earle then turning his hoꝛſe, fled away thinking to auotd by the ſwiftues ol his 
hoꝛſe, and lo taking the riuer Thafnis,oppeſſed with harneſſe, was there ſunken and dzowned, 

Thus the Earle being gone the Frenchmen began to diſpatre and ſcatter, Then William 
de Longeſpee bearing all the foxce ofthe enemies, ſtoode againſt chem as long as he could, 
wounding and ſlaying many a Sarracen, till at length his hozſe being killed, and his legges 
maimed,he could no longer ſtande, who pet notwithſtanding as he was downe , mang led their 
feete and legges,and did the Sarraceus much ſoxrow,cillat laſt after many blowes g wounds, an dne: 
being ſtoned ofthe Sarracens he yeelded his life, And after the death of him the Sarracens ſet⸗ l 
ting vpon the reſidue ol the armie, whome they had compaſſed on euery ſide.deuoured and deſtroi 
ed them all, inſomuch that ſcarfe one man remained aliue. ſauing two Templaries, one Hoſpita- 
ler. and one yoote raſcall ſouldier, which bzoughe tidings hereof to the 

And thus by the impudent and fooliſh harvines of that French Earle, the Frenchmen were 
diſcomfited,and that valiant Engliſh Rnight ouermatched, tothe griefe of all Chziſtian people, 
the glozie of the Sarracens, and the vtter deſtruction and ruine of che whole Frencharmie, as 
afterwards it appeared, . * 
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The voyage of Prince Edward the ſonne of King Henry 
the third mto Aſia, in the yeere 1270. 


A Bout the peere of our Loꝛd, 1267. Octobonus the Popes Legat being in Eng⸗ 
land, punce Edward the ſonne of King Henry, and diuers other Noble men of 
England tooke vpon them the croſſe vpon D. lohns day the Baptiſt, by the ſaid 
egates hands at Northhampton to the reliefe of the Holy lande, and the ſubs 
uerſion ok the enemies ok the crolſe of Chyiſt. Foz which purpoſe, and foꝛ the bet 

— ter furniſhing of the pꝛince towards the tourney, there was granted him a ſubſ 
die throughout all the Realme,and in the monech ol Map, in the peere ol our Loꝛd 1270. he be⸗ 
gan to ſet foꝛ ward. 

At Miche lmas following, he with his compante came to Eguemortes, which is from Martil- 
lia eight leagues weſtward, and there taking (hip againe ( hauing a merrie & pꝛoſperous wind) 
within ten daies artiued at Tune :, where he was with great top welcommed, and intertained of 
the Chuſhan punces that there were to this purpole aſſembled, as of Philip the French Ring, 
whole father Lodouicus died a litle befo2e,of Carolus the Ring of Sicilia, and the two Rings ok 
Nauarre,and Arragon,and as this Low Edward came thither foz his fathet the King of Eng · 
land,thicher came alſo Henry the ſonne of the King of Almaine for his father, who at his returne 
fromthe voyage, was ſlaine in a Chappell at Viterbium. 

hen pzince Edward demaunded gf theſe Kings and pꝛinces what was to be done, they ans 
ſwered him againe,and ſaid, the pyince ofthis citie and the pzouince adioyning tothe ſame, hath 
bene accuſtomedto pay tribute vntothe king of Sicily enerp yeere:and now fo2 that the ſame hath 
bene fox the ſpace of ſeuen yeeres vnpatedand more, therefoze we thought good to make inuaſt; 
ou vpon him. But the King knowing the ſame tribute tobe but juſtly de manded, hath now accop- 
ding to our pwne deſire ſatiſfied fo2 the time paſt, and alſo paid his tribute befoze hand. 

Then ſaid he, My L o2vs, what is this to the purpoſe * are we not here all aſſembled, and haue 
takt᷑ vpon vs the Lows Character to fight againſt the wfidels enemies of Chuſtꝛ what me ane 
pou then to conclude a peace with them. God fozbid we ſhould do ſo,fo2 now þ land is plaine and 
hard, ſo that we may appꝛoch þ holy city Ieruſalem. Then ſaid they, no haue we made a league 
with them, neither is it lawful fo vs to bꝛeake the ſame. But let vs returne againe to Sicilia, and 
when the winter is paſt we may well take ſhipping to Acra. But this counſel nothing at all liked 
him, neither did he ſhe we himſelfe wel pleaſed there with: but after he had made them a pꝛintely 
banket, he went into his cloſet o2 pꝛiuy chamber from amongſt them, neither would be partaker 
of any ol that wicked money which they had taken, They notwithſtanding continuing their pur: 
pole, at the next merry wind tooke ſhipping. and fo2 want of ſhips left 200. of their men a ſhoare, 
crying out. and piteouſly lamenting foꝛ the peril and hazard of death that they were in: where⸗ 
with pꝛince Edward being ſomewhat mooued to compaſſion, came backe againe to the land, and 
reteiued and ſtowed them in his owne ſhiys, being the laſt that went aboozd, 

Within ſeuen dates after, they arriued in the king dome of Sicilia, ouer againſt the citie Tra- 
pes, caſting their ankers a league from thence within the fea,fo2 that their ſhippes were of great 
burden. and thoughly fraught: and from the hauen of the citie, they ſent out barges and boates 
to reteiue and being ſuch ofthe Nobilitie to land as would, but their hozſes fo2 the moſt part, and 
all their armour they kept till within boozd, | 

At length towards the evening,the ſea began to be rough, t increaſed to a great tempeſt any 
a mighty: inſomuch that their ſluys were beaten one againſt ſides, and owned there 
was of them at that tempeſt lying at anker moꝛe then 1 20, with all their armour and munition, 
— =>" AER that wicked money alſo which they had taken befoze, likes

But the tempeſt hurt not ſo much as one ſhip of pzince Edwards,whohad in number 13. nog 
pet had one man loſt thereby,fo that (as it may be pzeſuppoled) he conſented not to the wickev 
counſell ofthe reſt, | 

When inthe mozning the pꝛinces and kings came tothe ſea ſide, and ſaw al their ſhips hows 
ned, and ſaw their men and hozſes in great number caſt vpon the land do wner they had ful hea» 
uie hearts, as well they might, fon ol all their ſhips and mariners, which were in number 1 500, 
om — ſouldiers, there was no moze ſaued then the mariners ol one onely ſhip. and 

vin this wile, 

There was in that ſhip a goodand wiſe Mattone, a Counteſle 02 an Carles wife, perctiuing 
the tempeſt to grow, fearing her ſelle, called to her the M. ol the ſhip, e aſked him whether in at⸗ 
| tempting

tempting to the ſhoare it were not pollible to ſaue themſe lues: he anſwered, to ſaue þ ſhip it was 

impolltble,howbeit y men that were therin by Gods heipe he doubted not. Then ſad the Coun- 

celle,fo2 che ſhippe foxce no whit, ſaue che ſoules therein, and haue to thee double the value of the 
ſhippe : who immediatly hoyſing the ſatles with all foꝛce, ranne the ſhippe aground ſo neere the 
ſhoare as was pollible,fo that with the vehemencie of the weather and fozce he came withall, 
b)aſt the ſhip and ſaued all that was within the ſame,as the Maſter had ſhe wed, and ſayd before, 

Then che Kings and Punces (altering their purpoſe after this ſo great a ſhipwzacke) retur: 
ned home againe euerp one vnto their owne lands. Onely Edward the ſonne of the Ring of Eng: 
land,remained behind wich his men and\\ips, which the Lozd had ſaued and pꝛeſerued. 

Then Prunce Edwarde renouating his purpoſe, tooke ſhipping againe, and within fifteene . 
dapes after Eaſter arriued he at Acra, and wont aland, taking with him a thouſand of the beſt — —Mxj 
ſouldiers and moſt expert, and taried there a whole moneth, refreſhing both his men and hozſes, wardat xcra. 
and that in this ſpace he might learne and knowe the ſecrets of the land, After this he tooke with 
him ſire oz ſeuen thouſand ſouldiers,and marched foꝛward twentye miles from Acra, and tooke 
Nazareth,aud thoſe that he founde there he flewe, and afterward returned againeto Acra. But 
their enemies following alter them, thinking to baue ſer vpon them at ſome freight oz other ad · Nozarerhta- 
uantage, were eſpiedby the Pzince, and returning againe vpon them gaue a charge, andſlewe org - 
many ol them . and the reſt they put to flight. | 

After this about Midſommer when the Pꝛince had vnderſtanding that the Sarracens began 
to gather at Cakowe which was foꝛty miles from Acta, he marching thither ſet vpon them very _ 
earely in the moꝛning and flewe of them moze then a thouſand, the reſt he put to flight, and tooke * victonie a- 
riche ſpoiles,marching fe ward till they came toa Caffle named Caſtrum peregrinorum , ſitus $990 the Sas 
ate vponthe ſea coat i tariedthere that ulght. the next day then returned againe toward Acra. md 

Jn the meane ſeaſonthe King of Ieruſalem ſent vnto the JNoble men of Cyprus, deſiring them m 
to come wich ſpeede to avde the Chniſtians , but they would not come, ſaying they would keepe 
their owne land. and goe no further. Then unce Edward ſent vnto them, deſiring that at his re: 
queſt they would come and ioyne in ayde with him: who immediatly chereupon came vnco him Tye p1inces 
with great pꝛeparation and furniture fo2 che warres , ſaying, that at his commandement they of Cypius ar. 
were bound to doe no leſſe, fo2 that his p2edeceiſozs were ſometimes the gouernours of that — 
their land, and that they ought al waies to ſhe we their fivelicie to the Rings of England, kings of Eng 

Then the Chaiſtians being herewith animated , made athirve voyage oz toade, and came as 
farre as the forte called Vincula ſancti Petri, and to S. Georgius, and when they had ſlaine cer: 
taine there not finding any to make reſiſtance againſtthem,chey retired againe from whence they 
tame: when thus che fame ol Pyince Edward grewe amongſt his enemies, and that they began 
to ſtand in doubt of him, they deuiſed amongthemſelues how by ſome pollicie they might cirrum- 
uent him and betray him. TUhereupon the great Pzince and Admirall of Ioppa ſent vntohim, 
faininghimſelfe vader great deteite willing to become a Chuſtian,and that he would aw with 
him a great number beſides, ſo that they might be honourably intertained and vſed ol the Chiti · 
ans. This talke pleaſed the Pyince well. and perſwaded him to finiſh the thing he had ſo well be⸗ 
gun by wating againe, who alſo by the ſame meſſenger ſent and mote backe vnto him diners 
times about the ſame matter, whereby no miſtruſt ſhould ſpzing. 

This meſſenger ( ſaych mine Authoz) was one ex caute nutritis, ont ofthe ſtome hearted, that 
neither feared God. noꝛ dzeaded death, 

The fift time when this meſſenger came, and was of the Pꝛintes ſeruants ſearched accozding 
to the manner and cuſtome what weapon and armour he had about him, as alſo his purſe. t hat not 
ſo much as a knife could be ſeene about him, he was had vp into the Pꝛinces chamber. x after his 
reuerence done, he pulled out certaine letters, which he de liuered the Pzince from his loꝛde, as he 
had done others before. This was about eight daies after Whicſontide, vpon a Tueſday, ſome* 
what befoze night, at which time the Pꝛince was layd vpon his bed bare headed, in his Jerkin,fo} 
the great heate and intemperatute ofthe weather. 

When the Nunce had read the letters. it appeared by them that vpon the Satterday next fol 
lowing his lowe would be there ready to accompliſh all chat he had wiitten and pzomiſed, The 
report of theſe ne wes by the Punce to the ſtanders by, liked them well, who dzewe ſomewhat 
backe to conſult thereof amongeft themſelues. In the meane time, the Beſlenger kneeling, and 
hisobeiſance to the Pꝛiuce (queſtioning further with him) put his hand to his belt. as 
though he would haue pulled out ſome ſecrete letters, and ſuddenly he pulled out an innenomed 
knife. chinking to haue ſtraken the Pince into the belly there with as he laye: but the Pute lil 
ting vp his hand to defend the blowe, was ſtriken a great wound into the arme, and being about

ded. knife from him chat he hurt himſelfe there with on the fozehe ad. and immediat ly thꝛuſt the ſame in · 
to the be lly ofthe Meſſenger and ſtriker, and flew him. 

The pꝛinces (cruants being in the next chamber not farre ot hearing the buſkling, came with 
great haſte running in. and finding the Beſlenger lying de ad in the flooꝛe, one of them tcoke vp a 
ſoole and beate out his bꝛaincs: whereat the pzmce was wzoth fox that he ſtroke a dead man, and 
ont that was killed befoze, 

But the rumour of this accident as it was ſtrange, ſoit went ſoone thozoughout all the Court, 
and from thence among the common pcople. to which they were very heauy, and greatly dtſccus 
raged, To him came alſo the Captame of che Temple, and bꝛoug he him a coſtly aud pzecioug 
dzinke againſt poiſon . lea the venome ok the knife ſhould penetrate the liuely bloode, and in bla⸗ 
ming wiſe ſayde vuto him: did J not tell your Grace befoze, ofthe deceite and ſubtiltie of this 
people : Mot wit hitanding. ſapde he. let your Grace take a good heart, you ſhall not die of this 
wound,my life fo2 yours, But ſtraight way the Durgions aud Phyſitions were ſent foz,audthe 
Pince was dꝛeſſed, and within fewe dayes after, che wound began toputrifie,and the fleſh to looke 
dead aud blacke: wherupon they that were about the pzince,began to mutter among themſelues, 
and were very ſad and heauy. 

Tahich ching he himſelf perceiuing, ſaid vnto them: why mutter you thus among your ſelues* 
what ſee you in me can J not be healed: tell me the trueth be ye not afraid. CAheteupon one ſaid 
vnto him, and like your Grace you may be he aled, we miſtruſt not, but pet it will be very paine⸗ 
full foꝛ you to ſufter, May ſuffering (ſayd he agame) reſtoze health? pea ſayth the ether, on paine 
oflooſing my heave, Then layd the punce, J commit mp ſelle vnto pou, doe with me what you 
thinke good, 

Then ſayd one of the Phyſitians,is there any of pour Nobles in whome pour Grace repoſeth 
ſpcciall truſt $ to whome the punce anſwered yca, naming certaine of the Noble menthat toove 
about him, Then ſaid the Phyſictan to the two, whome the pꝛince firſt named, the Lowe Edmund, 
and the Lo lohn Voyſye.And doe you allo faithfully loue yourLode and Pzince : Who ans 
ſwered both, pea vndoubtedly , Then ſapth he, take you away this Gentle woman and Ladie 
(meaning his wife) and let her not ſee her Loe and huſband ill ſuch time as J will pon there» 
vnto. CAhereupon they tooke her from the punces pꝛeſente crying out, and wꝛinging her hands. 
Then ſayd they vnto her, be pou contented good Ladie and Madame . it is better that one woman 
ſhould weepe a little while, then that all the Realme of England ſhould weepe a great ſeaſon, 

Then on the mozrow they cut ont all the dead and inuenomed fleſh out ol the pꝛinces arme, and 
thiew it from them, and laid vnto him: how cheereth pour Grace , we pꝛomiſe you within theſe 
fifteene dayes you ſhall ſhe w your ſelfe abꝛoad (it God permit) vpon your hoꝛſebacke, whole and 
well as euer vou were. And accoꝛding to the pꝛomiſe he made the pyince.it came to paſle, to the no 
lit le comfoꝛt and admiration of all his ſubiects. 5 

Chen the great Souldan heard hereof,and that the pzince was pet aliue, he could ſcarſely 
beleeue the ſame , and ſending vnto him thꝛee of his Nobles and p2inces, excuſed himſelfe b 
them, calling his gods to witnes chat the ſame was done neither by him no his conſent, Zbich 
punces and Meſſengers ſtanding a loofe off from the Rings ſonne, wozſhipping him fell flat vp 
on the ground: you (ſapd the pꝛince) doe reverence me, but yet you loue me not. But they vnder 
ſtood him not,becauſe he ſpake in Engliſh vnto them, ſpeaking by an JInterpzeto2 : neuerthe leſſe 
he hono)ablp intertained them, and ſent them away in peace. 

Thus when pzince Edward had beene eighteene monethes in Acra, he tooke ing about 
the Aſſitmption of our Lady, as we call it, returning home ward, and after ſeuen werkes he arri⸗ 
ned in Sicilia at Trapes, and ftumtheute traue led though the mids of Apulia, till he came to 
Rome, where he was of the Pope honozably intertainey, 

From thence he came into France, whoſe fame and noble pzowes was there michbmted x: 
mong the common people, and enuied ofthe Nobilitie, eſpecially ofthe Earle of Chalons, who 
thought to haue intrapped him and his companye, as map appeare in the ſtozte : but pzince Ed- 
ward continued footth bis tourney to Paris, and was there of the French Ring honozably inter 
tained : and after certaine dates he went thence into Gaſcoyne, where he tarted till that he heard 
ofthe death of the Ring his father, at which time he came home, and was crowned Ring of Eng»

It tell out bythe varictie of windes, that it was the 14. day of October befqze 
we could fetch Dartmouth: and being there arriued wee continued in that roave ſire dapes,any 
the 20,of October we warpt out ofthe hauen x let ſaile directing our courſe towards the Souths 
welt, and the next moꝛning we were runne by eſtimation z o. leagues.

The d. day we kept our courſe as neere the winde as we conlde,becauſe that our due courſe to 
fetch the coaſt of Barbary, was Southeaſt and by Caſt, but bythe ſcant winde we coulde not goe 
our due courſe,but went as neere it as we could, and ranne this day and night 25,leaques, 

The . day we ramne zo. leagues che 10. 25. leagues, the 11.24. 

The 12. day we ſaw a ſaile vnder our Lee, which was as we thought a fiſherman, ſo that we 
went toome to haue ſpoken with him, but within one houre there fell ſuch a fogge that we cculde 
not lee the ſhippe no} one of vs the other: we ſhot offdiuers pieces tothe Hinde, but ſhe hard them 
not: at after noone ſhe ſhot off a piece which wee hard, and made her anſwere with another: and 
within one halke houre after the forge bꝛake vp, and we wre within 4.leacues of the ſhoare vpon 
the coaſt of Barbarie, and wee ſounded and had 14. fadom water. The Barke alſo came roome 
with vs aud there ancred by reaſonof the coutrary winde. Then we fell with the lande, we could 
not iudge iuſtly what part of the land it was, becauſe the moſt part of that coaſt is lowe land, and 
no part to be tudged of it but the fozepart of the ſhoare, which is white like chalke oz ſande, and ve · 
ty deepe vnto the hard ſhoare : there immediatlp wee beganne to fiſh, and founde great ſtoze of a 
kinde offiſh which the Portingals commonly fiſh fo2 vpon that coaſt, which call Pergoſſes, 
the Frenchmen call them Saders, andour men, ſalt waterbzeames, Befoze the clearing vp of 


by ttaſon ot our ſhooting off to finde the Hinde againe, This part of the coaſt of Barbarie, by 

our Pilots reckoning is about 16,leagues to theEaſtwards of the riuer del Oro, Kiuer del Ora, 
The 1 3.dap in the after noone wee ſyyed a ſatte comming towardes vs, which wee indeed 

tobethe ſale that wee ſawe che day befoze,and as ſoone as — — — tauſed the Hinde 

to way her ancre and to goe to warde s him, and manned out our Skiffe in like caſe to laye him 

abooꝛde, o to diſterue what hee was, and we our ſelues within halle an houre after wayed alſo: 

but after the ſaile had eſpyed vs, he kept about, and turned backe againe, and ſhoꝛtly after there 

kell ſuch another fogge, that wee coulde not ſee him : which fogges continued all that night, ſo 

that wer were conſtrained to leaue the chaſe, This after noone the winde came about, and wee 

went our courſe Sourhweſt,and by ell, to goe cleare off the coaſt,and we ranne that night x 6, 


8. 

The foureteenth day in the moꝛming was very foggie : but about twelue a clocke wee eſpyed 
a Caruell of 60, tunne which was fiſhing, and wee ſent our Skiffe to him with fiue men, and all 
without any weapon ſauing their Dares, The Caruell fo hafte let ſuppe her ancre, and ſet 
laile; and they ſeeing char,fearing that they ſhould not fetch her, woulde carp fz no weapons, and . PIES 
inthe ende ouertooke the Caruell, and made her to ſtrike ſaile, and bzought her away, although ken. 
they had fouteterne on fifreene men aboozd, + cuery man his weapon, but the y had nat the hearts 
toreliſtour men, Alter they were come to vs, they let fall their ancre, fo wee hadcaſt ancre be: 
cauſe the winde was not good: J cauſed then the Skiffeto come foz mee, and J went aboozde of 
them to ſee that no harme ſhoulve bee done to them, nm to take any thing but that which they 
might ſpare vs foz our money. So wetooke of them thzee Tapnets of figges, two ſmall pots of 
ple. a. pipes of warer.foure hogeſheavs offalcfiſh which they had taken vpon the coaſt, and cer- 
tame freſh fiſh which they did nut eftceme, becauſe there is ſuch ſtoꝛe vpon that coaſt,chat in an rear foze of 
hore and ſometime lefſe, a man may take as much fiſh as will ſeruecwentie men a day. fiſhvyon the 
Fn theſe thinges,and fo? ſome wine which wee dꝛanke abode of them, and ther oz foure great vane, 
cames which they ſent aboozde of our CID era twentie and ſeuen 1 
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which was twiſe as much as they willingly would haue taken: and lo let them goe tot heit an 
cre and cable which they had let ſuppe, and gat it againe by out helpe. After this we let ſaile, 
but the wind cauſed vs to ancre againe about 1 2.leagues off the wer Del oro, as the Porting; 
tolde vs. There were 5. Caruels moze in this place, but when they ſawe vs, they made all away 
fo? feaxe fo vs. 

The 1. day we ridde ſtill becauſe of the winde. 

The 16, day we ſee ſaile and ranne our courſe 40. leagues. This day by the reckoning ol our 
Pilots, we were right vnder the Tropike of Cancer, The 17, day we ranne 25. leagues with: 
in ſight fo2 the moſt part of the coaſt of Barbarie, 

The 18. day we ranne zo. leagues, and at 1 2,of the clocke by the reckoning of our Pilots wee 
were thwart of of Cape Blanke, 

The 19.day we ranne our courſe 3 o.leagues. 

The. ao. day we ranne 36.leagues,the 21.34 leagues, and the 22, 30 leagues. And this 22, 
day our I ilots reckoned vs to be thwart of Cape Verde. 

The 2 3 day we ranne our courſe 28. leagues, che 24.25. leagues, the 25. 1 2.leagues, the 26, 
t 2, leagues, the 27.15. leagues, the 28. by reaſon we were becalmed, but 3. leagues, the 29.25. 
leagues, the 3 o. S. leagues:and this day at 12. ot the c locke, we found our ſe lues to be in8,degrees 
and a halfe of latitude. 

The firſt of December we ranne 20. leagues, the 2. day being becalmed, but 4. leagues the; 
day 16. leagues, 

The 4. day we had terrible thunder and lightning, with exceeding great guſts of raine called 
Ternados, which continued not aboue halfe an houre: we ranneour courſe 18. lcagues. 

The 5 day we ranne 20. leagues che o. dap 8,leaguesby reaſon of variable windes, the 7. 
but 4. leagues. 

The 8. day we had moꝛe thunder and lightn ing, and we ranne about 6. leagues. 

The . day we ranne 8. leagues, che 10. day 10. leagues, the 1 1. day 12. leagues. 

The 12. day we had ſight of the land uf Guinea, which as ſoone as we ſawe we halled into the 
lande Noꝛtheaſt, and about 12. of the clocke at night we were neere the ſhoare within leſſe then 
2. leagues: and then we kept about and ſounded,and found 18. fadom water. Afterwards we ſaw 
a light towards the ſhoare, which we thought to haue bene a ſhippe, and thereby tudged it to be the 
riuer de Seſtos, which light as ſoone as we efpied, wer came to an ancre and armed our toppes 
and made al things readie to fight,becanſe we doubted that it might be ſome Portingal oz French 
man: this night we remained at an ancre, but in the mozning we ſaw no man onely we eſpied 
rockes about 2. Engliſh miles from vs, one great rocke, and the thzee other ſmall ones, which 
when we ſawe, we ſuppoſed that the light came from the ſhoze, and ſo wayed and ſet ſaile El 
Southeaſt along the ſhoare,becauſe the Paſter did not well know the place, but thought that we 
were not ſo farre tothe Eaſt as the riner de Seſtos. 

This land all along is a lowland, and full of very high trees all along the ſhoare, ſo that it i 
not poſſible to know the place that a man doeth fall withall, except it be by the latitude: Inthel 
24. houres J thinke we ranne 16. leagues, ſoꝛ all the night we had a great gale as we were vnde 
ſaile. and had withall ſtoꝛe of thunder and lightning s. | 

The 1 3 day fa; the moſt part we ranne Caſt Southeaſt all along the ſhoare, within 2 leagues 
alwayes of the ſame, and founde the land all as at the firſt, full of woods and great rockes ham 
aboonde the ſhoare, and the billowe beating ſo ſoꝛe, chat the ſeas bzake vpon the ſhoare as whitt 
as ſnowe, and the water mounted ſo high that a man might eaſily diſcerne it foure leagues offjn 
ſuch wiſe that no boate could land there, Thus wee ranne vntill twelue ofthe clocke, and ther 
they tooke » ſunme & after tudged themſe lues co be 24. leagues paſt the riuer de Seltos tothe Ei 
wards, by reaſon whereof we halled into che ſhoare withii two Engliſh miles, and there ance 
and found fifteene fadom water, and all off from the ſhoare the ſea ſo ſmooth, that wee might well 
haue ridde by an Hawſer: All that after noone we crummedour boate and made her a ſaile, tu cht 


ende that ſhe might goe along by the ſhoare to ſerke ſome place to water in: fen we could not got Þ 


backe agaiue tothe riuer de Seſtos, becauſe the winde blowes alwayes coutraty, and the cum 

runneth alwayes to the Eaſtwards,whtch was alſo againſt vs, | 
The fourteenth day we ſec ſaile and went backe againe along the coaſt, and ſent our boat 
hard ahoo1de the ſhoare to ſecke a watering place, which they founde about twelue of the clocks, 
and we being farre into the ſea, metre with diners boates of the Countrey, fmall, long and um 
rowe,and in euery boat one man and no mme: we gaue them dead which they did rate, and wen 
very glad ol it, About foure of the clocke our boates came to vs with freſh water: and this nig 
: | w 
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we ancred againſt a Ruter. 

The 1 5. day wer wayed and ſet ſaile to goe neere the ſhoare, and with our leade wee ſounded 
all che wap, and found ſometimes rocke s, and ſometimes faire grounde, and at the ſhalloweſt 
found ſeuen fadoms alwapes at the leaſt, So in fine we founde 7, fadom and a halfe within an 
Engliſhmile of the ſhoare, and there wee aucred, in a maner befoze the mouth of the Riuer, and 
then we ſent our boates into the River foz water, which went about a mile within the Riuer, 


where they had very good water, This Riuer lyeth by eſtimation eight leagues beyond the Ri: Riner $.Din- 
uer de deſtos, and is called in the Carde, River 8. Vincent, but it is ſo harde to finde, that a boate ** 


being within halfe a mile of it, hall not be able to diſcerne that it is a Riuer: by reaſon that direct- 
ly befoze the mouth of it, there lyeth a ledge of rockes, which is much bꝛoader then the River,ſo 
that a boate muſt runne in along the ſhoare a good wap betwixt the rockes, and the ſhoare befoze 
it come to the mouth ofthe Riuer, and being within it, it is a great Niuer and diuers other Ris 
uers falls into it: The going into it is ſomewhat ill, becauſe that at the entring,the ſeas doe goc 
ſomewhat high, but being once within it. it is as calme as the Thames, 


There axe ncere to the ſea vpon this Riuer diucrs inhabitants, which are mightie bigge men Cloth made of 
the barke og 
trets. 


and oe all naked except ſome thing befoꝛe their pꝛiuie partes, which is like a cloute about a quar 
ter ok a varde long made of the barke of trees, and vet it is like a clothe : fo2 the barke is of that 
nature, that it will ſpinne ſmall after the maner of linnen, Some of themalſo weare the like vp: 
on their heades being painted with diuers coulers, but the moſt part of them goe bare headed,

and their heades are clipped and ſhozne of diuers ſoztes, and the moſt part of them haue their raccthex 
Ckinue of their bodies raced with diuers wozkes, in maner ofa leather Jerkin , The men and nes. 


wamen goe ſo alike, that one cannot knowe a man from a woman but by their bꝛeaſtes which in 
the molt part be very foule and long, hanging downe lowe like the vdder of a goate. 

This lame moꝛning we went into the Riuer with our Skiffe,and carried certaine baſons, ma⸗ 
nels, xc. And there we took? that day one hogſchead and 100. li. waight ol graines, andtwo O⸗

lephants teeth at a reaſonable good reckoning; We ſolve them boch baſons, and Manellios, aud Ditppants 


Margcrets, but they deſtred mall to haue baſons: Foꝛ the moſt part of our baſons bor had by eſti- 


mation about 3 o. li.foʒ a piece, and foʒ an Oliphants tooth of 3 o. li. waight, we gaue them 6, 

The 16. day in the moꝛning we went into the River with our Skiffe, and tooke ſome of cue» 
ty ſozt of our Marchandize with vs, and ſh e wed it to the Negroes, but they eſteemed it not, but 
made light of it. and alſo of the baſons, Manellios and Bargarets, which yeſterday they did buy: 
howbeit fo2 the baſons they would haue giuen vs ſome graines, but to no purpoſe, ſo that this 
day we tooke not by eſtimation aboue one hund eth pound waight of graines, by meanes of their 
Captaine,who would ſuffer no man to ſell any thing but thꝛough his handes, and at his pꝛiſe: hee 
was ſo ſubtile.that foꝛ a baſon hee would not giue 1 5, pounde waight of graines, and ſometimes 
would offer vs ſmall diſhfuls, whereas befoze wee had baſkets full, and when hee ſawe that 
wee would not take them in contentment, the Captaine departed, and cauſedall the reſt ofthe 
boatesto depart,thinking belike that we would haue followed them, and haue giuen them their 
owne aſkings, But after that we perceiued their fetche,we wayed our Grapnel and went away, 
and then we went on lande in a ſmall Towne to ſee the faſhions ofthe Countrey, and there came 
atheeſcoze of them about vs, and at the firſt they were afraide of vs, but in the ende perceining 
that wee did no hurt, they would come to vs and take vs by the hande and bee familiar with vs, 


and then we went into their Townes, which were like to twentie (mall houels, all couered ouer — 
Townes and 


with great leaues and baggage, and all the ſides open, and a ſcaffolde vnder the houſe about a 


parde high, where they wozke many pꝛetie thinges of the barkes of trees, and there they lye al- boules- 


ſo, Jn ſome of their houſes they wozke y2on and make faire dartes, and diuers other thinges to 
woſke their boates, and other things withall, and the women wozke as well as the men, But 
when we were there divers of the women to ſhe we vs pleaſure daunced and ſung after their mas 
nerfull ill to our cares, Their ſong was thus: 
Sakere, ſakete, ho, ho. Sakere, ſakere, ho, ho. p 
And with theſe wowes they leape and daunte and clappe their handes, Beaſtes wee coulde 
ſee none that they had, but two ccoates, ſmall dogges, and ſmall hennes: other beaſtes wee ſawe 
none, After that wee had well marked all things we departed and went aboozde our ſhippes: 
whichthing the Captaine of the other towne perceiuing, ſent a. of his ſeruants in a boate with a 
(et of graines, and made vs ſignes that if when we hadflept we would come againe into their 
Riuer,we ſhould haue tote of graines. and ſo ſhe wed vs his graines and departed, 


ww 17,day in the mozning becauſe we thought that the Negroes would haue done ſomething 


aule the captaine ſent lo; vs,J requiredthe Maſter to goe on ſhoare, and ſent the reſt of our

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marchants with him, and taried aboozde mp (elfe by reaſon that the laſt day hee eſtecmed our 

things ſo litle:ſo when che Maſter e the reſt came into the riuer. the Captaine with diuers others 

came to them, and bꝛought graines with them, and after that hee ſawe that J was not there, hee 

1 made ſignes to know where J was. and they made ſignes to him againe that J was in the ſhips; 

4 Pigothename and then he made ſignes to know who was Captaine by the name of Diago, fo ſo they call their 

% of a Caprame. Captaine, and they pointed to the Maſter ofthe ſhippe : then hee beg anne to ſhewe his graines, 

but he held them ſo vurealonably, that there was no pꝛolite tobe made of them: which things the 

Maſter perceiuing, and ſecing that they had no ſtoꝛe of graines, came away,and tooke not aboue 

\ 50,pound waight of graines, Then hee went a ſhoare to the litle towne where we were the day 

beloꝛe, and one of them plucked a gow, wherewith the Negroes were offended and came mam 

of them to our men with their darts and great targets. and made ſignes to them to depart: which 

gur men did, hauing but one bowe and 2.02 3. ſwoꝛdes, and went aboozdthe boat? and came awap #7 

from them: and alſdone as they were come abooꝛd we wayed & ſet ſaile, but the winde was ofthe # 5 

ſea, ſo that we could not get out cleare of certaine rocks, # therefoze we came to an ancre againe.

alfe, . Tuhis countrey as farre as we could perceiue is altogether woddy, and al ſtrange trees where, 

ceedingiengeh, of we kne we none, aud they were ok many ſoꝛts, with great leaues like great dockes, which bee 
higher then any man is able to reach the toppe of them, : 


— 1 There are certaine peaſon by the ſea ſide, which growe vpon great and very long ſtalkes 
; one ofthe ſtalkes J meaſured and found it 27, paces long, and doeth grow vpon the ſand like to 
trees, and that ſoneere the ſea,that ſometimes the ſea floweth into the woods as wee might per 

ceiue by the water markes. 


| Long wo⸗ The trees and all things in this place grow cõtinually greene. Diuers of the women haue ſuch 
i mens deals. [receding long breaſtes, that ſome of them wil lay the ſame vpon the grounde and lie powne by 
| them, but all the women haue not ſuch bꝛeaſtes. 
At this place all the daythe winde bloweth off the ſea, and all the night off the lande, but wee 
found it to differ ſometimes, which our Maſter maruevled at. 
This night at 9,of the clocke the winde came vp at the Eaſt, which oꝛdinarily about that time 
was wont to come out ofthe Noꝛth Moꝛthweſt off the ſtoare: yet we wayed and halled off South 
| with that winde all night into the ſea, but the next mozning we halledin againe to the lande, and 
| tooke in 6,Tunnes of water foꝛ our ſhippe, and J thinke the Hinde tooke in as much. Ke 
J could not perceiue that here was any colde,o2 any other good thing: fo? Þ people be ſo win 
and idle. that they giue themſclues to ſeeke out nothing: if they would take paines they might g® 
ther great ſtoze of graines, but in this place J could not perceine 2. tunne. 
There are many foules in the countrey, but the people will not take the paines to take them, 
J obſerued ſome of their woꝛds of ſpeach, which J thought good here to let downe.

The 18. day towards nicht.as we were ſayling along the coaſt,we met with certaine boats in 
the ſea, # the men ſhe wed vs that there was a riuer thwart of vs, where there were graiues tot 
ſold, but we thought it not good to tarie there, leaſt the other ſhips ſhould get befoze vs, This rut 
hath lying befoze it 3 great rocks. and . ſmal rocks, one great tree, and alitle tree right by then 
uer, which in height exceeded allthe reſt: we halled this night along the coaſt 10. leagues. 

The 19. day as we csaſted the ſboare, about twe lue of the clocke there came out to vs 3 ,boatts |

e proceeded along the coaſt, æ ancred bythe ſhoze all the night. and ran this day 10. leagues. 

The twentie day the Hinde hauing ankered by vs amongeſt rockes, and toule ground, loft a 
mall anker. At noone, as we paſſed along the coaſt, there came foot a Negro to vs, making 
ſignes,thatif we would got a ſhoare, wee ſhould haue graines, and where we anketed at night, 
there came another to vs, and bꝛought graines, and ſhewed vs them, and made ſignes that wee 
ſhould tar v. and made a fire vpon the land iu the night, meaning thereby to tel vs where we ſhould 
lund and ſo they did in diuers other places vpon the coaſt, where they ſawe vs to anker. 

Tn all the yl | that we haue aukered ſince we came from our wat ring place, we haue found Thetides and 
the tide alwarez ing to the Tell wardes, and all along the coaſt many rockes hard aboard aug. 
the hoare,aud ma them a league ok the ſhoare oꝛ mode, we ran this day twelue leagues, 

The 21 nay,” ch we ranne all dap with a good gale of winde, yet the tides came ſo ſoꝛe 
out ofthe car vrt not able to runne aboue ſix leagues : and this day there came ſome 
Neqroes to vs, a ad done other times. 

The 22. we taune au day and night, to double a point, called Dos palmas, and ranne ſixteene ep of 

agues. 
- The 23. da, about thꝛee ofthe clocke, we were thwart of the point. and befoze we came to the 
weſtermoſt part of it, we ſawe a great ledge of rockes, which lie weſt from the Cape, about tee 
leagues, and a league 02 moze from the land, Shoꝛtly after, we had ſight of the Eaſtermoſt part 
of the Cape, which lieth foure league s from the Weſtermolt part, and vpon the very coꝛner cher: 
of, le two greeue places, as it were cloſes, and to the weſtwards of the Cape, the land parted 
fromthe Cape as it were a Baye, whereby it may well be knowen. Foure leagues mote beyond 
that there lieth a head land in the ſea, and about two leagues beyond the head lande, there goeth 
ina great Bap, as it were a riuer,befoze which place we ankered all that night, which we did, leaſt 
in the night we ſhould ouerrunne a riuer, where the laſt pere they had all their Elephants teeth. That was

the riuer de Seſtos, is the greateſt ſtoꝛe of graines to be had, and being paſt the ſaid Cape, there is 
no great ſkoze els where. 
here we ankered this night, we found that the tide,which befoꝛe ranne alwaies to the weſft- 


ward, from this Cape runneth all to the Eaſtward : this day we ranne ſome 16,leagues. — 


The 24. day running our courſe, about cight of the clocke there came fooꝛth to vs certaine 
boates,which bꝛoug bt with them ſmall egges, which were ſoft without ſhels, and they made vg 
ſignes, that there was within the land freſh water, and Goates : andthe aſter thinking that it 
was the riuer which we ſought, caſt anker, and ſent che boate on ſhoare, with one that knewe che 
riuer and comming neere the ſhoare, he perteiued that it was not the riuer, and ſo came backe a: 
gaine, and went along the ſhoare, with their oares and ſatle, and wee waied, and ranne along the 
ſhoare alſo: and being thirteene leagues beyond the Cape, the Maſter perceiued a place, which 
he iudged to be the riuer, when we were in deede two miles ſhot paſt it: vet the boate came from 
the ſhoare,and they that were in her, laid, that there was no riuer: notwithſtanding we came to 
an anker, and the aſter and J tooke fiue men with vs in the boate , and when he came neere the 
ſhoare he perceiued that it was the ſame riuer which he did ſeeke: ſo we rowed in, and found the 
entrance very ill. by reaſon that the ſea goeth ſo high: and being entred, diuers boates came to vs, 
and ſhewed vs that they had Elephants teeth, and they bꝛought vs one about eight pound, and a 
litle one of a pound, which we bought: then they bꝛought certaine teeth tothe riuer ſide, making 
ſignes that if the next day we would come againe they would ſell vs them: ſo we gaue vnto two 
Captaines to either ol them a manillio, and ſo we departed, and came aboard, and ſent out the os 
ther boate to another place, where certaine boates that came into the ſea , made vs ſignes that 
there wis freſh water: and being come thither. they found a to wne, but normer , yet the people „ ;owne. 
brought them freſh water, and ſhewed them an Elephants tooth, making ſignes that the next day 
they would ſell them teeth, and ſo they came aboard. 

This riuer lieth by the Care thirteene leagues from the Cape Dos palmas, and there lieth to 
the well wards ofthe ſame, a rocke about a league in the ſea, and the riuer it ſelfe hath a point ol 
land comming out into the ſea, whereupon groweth fiue trees, which may well be diſcerned two 
an thꝛee leagues of comming from the weſtward, but the riuer can not be perceiued vntill ſuch 
time,as a man be hard by it, and then a man may perceiue a lit le towne on each ſide the rtuer, and 
— towne there belongeth a Capitaine. The riuer is but ſmall, but che water is good and 


Two miles beyond the riuer, where the other towne is, there lieth another point into the ſea, 
which is greene like a cloſe,and uot aboue ſire trees vpon it, which growe n 
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other, whereby the coaſt may well be kuowne: foz along all the coaſt that we haue hitherto ſa © 
led by, J haue not ſeene ſo much bare land. 

In this place, and thꝛee o2 foure leagues to the weſtward of it, al along the ſhoare, there groy 
am Palme many Palme trees, whereof they make their wine De Palma. Theſe trees may eaſily be knowng 
— almoſt two leagues of, fo they be very high, aud white bodied,aud ſtreight, aud be biggeſt in the 

middes : they haue no boughes. but onely around buſh in the toppe of them: and at the toppe u 

the ſame trees, chey boare a hole, and there they hang a bottell, and the ioyce of the tree runnet 

out ofthe ſaid hole into the bottle, and that is their wine. p ” 
Eape Tres From the Cape Dos palmas, tothe Cape I res puntas,there are 100.leagnes: and tothe pox 
Huntas. where we purpoſe to make ſales of our cloth beyond the Cape Tres puntas,foxtie leagues. = 

Note: that bet wixt the riuer De Seſtos, and che Cape Dos palmas, is the place where allthe 
graines be gathered, 

The language ofthe people ofthis place, as farre as J could perceiue,viffereth not much from 
the language of thoſe, which dwel where we watered betoze: but the people ofthis place be mae 
gentle in nature then p other, x goodlier men: their building apparel is all one with the others, 

Their deſire in this place was moſt of all to haue Manillios and Bargarcts, as fo? the reſtof 
our things, they did litle eſteeme them. 

The 25. day, being the day of the natiuitie of Chziſt, we ſent our boates and ſkiffes foꝛ water 
foꝛ our ſlippes, which that day filled as much water, as we had caſkes emptie, which was abou © 
two tunnes ſoꝛ vs, and one tunne foꝛ the Hinde. | 7 

Their mamer A bout nine of the clocke, there came boates to vs foozth, from both of the places afozeſaive,and 

of weder og b2oucht with them certaine teeth, and after they had cauſed me to ſweare by the water of the ſea, 

the ſea. that J would not hurt them, they came aboozd our ſhippe thꝛee 02 foure of them, and we gaue them 
to eate of all ſuch things as we had, and they did eate and dꝛinke of all things, as well as we our 
lelues. Afterwardes we bought all their teeth, which were in number foureteene , andof thoſe 
fouretetne there were ten (mall: afterwards,they departed, making vs ſignes, that the next day 
we ſhould come totheir townes, 

The 26, day,becauſe we would not trifle long at this place, J required the Maſter to goe wv 
Twotownes. to one of the townes,and to take two of our marchants with him, and I my ſelfe went to the other, 

and tooke one with me,b*cauſe theſe two townes ſtand thꝛee miles aſunder, To theſe places we 
caried ſomewhat of euery kind of marchandize that we had: and he had at che one towne, nine 
teeth, which were but ſmall,and at the other towne where J was, J had eleuen, which were allo 
not big ge, and we left aboozd with the Baſter,certaine manillios , wherewith he bought twelne 
teeth aboond the ſhippe. in our abſence : and hauing bought theſe of them, we perceiuedthat they 
had no mote teeth: ſo inthe place where J was, one bzought to me a ſmal goate, which J bought, 
and to the Maſter of the other place, they bought fiue (mall hennes, which he bought allo. and at 
ter that, we ſawe there was nothing els to be had, we departed, and by one of the clocke, we met 
abooꝛd, and then waied, and went Eaſt our courſe eighteene leagues ſtill within ſightof land. 

The 27, day we ranne tweutie leagues. | 

The 28.the wind varied, and we ranne into the ſea, and the wind comming againe off che ſea, 
we fell with che land agame, and the firſt ofthe land which we raiſed. ſhe wed as a great redcliffe 
round, but not very high. and to the Eaſtward of that, another ſmaller red cliffe , and right aboue 
that. into the land a round hammoke,and greene,which we tooke to be trees. We raune in theſe 
24, houres not aboue foure leagues. 

The 29,day comming neere tothe ſhoare, we perceiucd the red cliffe afozeſaide , to haue right 
vpon the top of it a great heape of trees. and all to the weſtwards of it full of red cliffes, as farre as 
we could ſee, and all along the ſhoare,as well vpon the cliffes, as otherwiſe, full of wood: within 
à mile of the ſaid great cliffe, there is a riuer to the Eaſtwards, and no cliffes,that we could ſee ex 
cept one ſmall clitfe. which is hard by it. Ne ranne this day and night. twe lue leagues, 

The winds that we had in this place, by the repoꝛtes ofthe people. and of thoſe that haue bene 
there. haue not bene ſcene oſten, but in the night, at Noth ofk the land, & in the dap South off che 
ſea. and moſt commonly Noꝛthweſt, and Southweſt, 

The zo. day, we made our way twentie leagues. 

The 3 i. day, we went our courſe by the ſhoare onthwards:this land is all along a low ſhoare, 
and full of wood, as all the coaſt ts,fo2 the moſt part, and no rockes. This moꝛning came out ma- 
ny boates, which went a liſting which be greater boates then thoſe which we ſawe befche ſo that 
in ſome of them there ſate fue men. but the faſhion of the boates is all one. In the afternoone about 

thice ofthe clocke, we had ſight of a towne hard by the ſea — 
le 
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leagues:othe weſtwards of the Cape, I ces puntas. About foure of the clocke we met with mauy 
fiſher boates,but none of them would come neere to vs, ſauing two,ot whome we bought certaine 
filbe. | 
verwirt theſe two Capes, we haue found the wind freſheſt in the day, and ſpecially about ten 
of the clocke, with great gales: the nights we found calmeſt, In theſe 24. houres we made way 
twentie leagues, 


The firſt day of Januarie in the mozning, we perceiued the lande to riſe higher then it did be ⸗ January, 


fore.which our Pilots iudged to be the Cape, and halled in as neere to the land as they could: 
we ranne this day twenty leagues. | 

The ſecoud day in the moznng,when we were come neere to the place, our Pilots perceiued 
that it was not the Cape. as they thought it had bene: we made way this day but cight leagues. 


The third day in the mozming, we fell with the Cape Tres puntas, aud in che night paſled, as Cape Tres 
our Pilots ſaid,byone of the Poztingals caſtles, which is eight leagues to the weſtwards of the ,t, 


Cape: vpon the firſt ſight of the Cape, we diſcerned it a very high land. and all growen ouer with 
trees, and comming neere to it, we percemed two head lands, as it were two Bayes berwtct 
them. which opened right to the weſtward, and the vttermoſt of them is the Eaſterue Cape, there 
we percetuedthe middle Cape. and the Eaſtermoſt Cape: the middle Cape ſtandeth not aboue 
a league from the weſt Cape, although the Carde ſheweth them to be thzee leagues one fromthe 
other: and that middle Cape hath right befoze the point ol it. a mall rocke ſo neere to it. that it can 
not be diſcerned from the Cape, except a man be neere to the ſhoare, and vpon the ſame Cape 
ſtandeth a great he ape of trees and when a man is thwart the ſame Cope, to the Caſtward, there 
riſeth hard by it a round greene hommoke, which commeth out of che maine. 

The third Cape is about a league beyond the middle Cape, and is a high land like to the other 
Capes and betwirt the middle. and the third commeth out a litle head oz point of a land out of the 
maine,and diuers rocks hard aboard the ſhoare, | 

Befoze we came to the Capes, being about eight leagues off them, we had the lande South« 
eaſt, and by Eaſt and being paſt the Capes, che land runneth in againe Eaſt Noꝛtchcaſt. 

About two leagues beyond the fartheſt Cape, there is a low g lade about two miles long, and 
then the land riſeth high againe, and divers head lands riſe one beyond another, and diuers rocks 
lie at the point of che firſt head land. The middeſt of theſe Capes, is the necreſt to the South- 
wards,J meane further into the ſea, chen any ofthe other, ſo that being to the Eaſtward of it, it 
maybe diſcerned farre oll, and being ſo tothe Eaſtward it riſeth withtwo ſmall rockes, 

This day we ankered foz feare of cuerſhooting a towne called S. lohns. Ae ranne this dap 
not aboue eight leagues. In the afternoone this day, chere came a boate of the countrey from the 
ſhoare, withfiue men in her, and went along by vs, as we thought, to diſterne our flaggs, but they 
would not come neere vs, and when they had well looked vpon vs, they departed, 

The fourth day in the mozning, ſailing by the coaſt, we eſpied a ledge of rockes by the ſhoare, 
and to the weſtwards of them two great greene hils io nung together, ſo that betwcene them it 
was hollowe, like a ſaddle, and within the ſaid rockes, the Maſter thought the afozenamed towne 
had ſtaode. and therefoze we manned our boates,andtooke with vs cloth, and other marchandize, 
and towed a ſhoare, but going along by the coaſt, we ſawe that there was no towne, therefoze we 
went abooꝛd againe. 

From theſe two hils afoꝛeſaid, about two leagues tothe Caſtward, lie out iuto the ſea almoſt 
two miles, a ledge ofrockes, and be vond that a great Bay, which runneth into the Nozth Nonch: 
weſtward. and the land in this place lieth Noꝛth Moꝛtheaſt along the ſhoare : but the vttermoſt 
point of the land in that place that we could ſee, lay Nontheaſt. and by Eaſt from vs. 

After that we were with a ſmall gale of wind runne paſt that vttermoſt head land, we ſawe a 
great red cliffe, which the Maſter againe iudged to be the towne of S. Iohns, andthen we tooke 
our boate with marchaudize,and went thither,and when we came thither,we percehced chat there 
was a towne vpon the toppe ofthe hill. and ſo we went toward it. and when we were hard by it, 
the people of the to wne came together a great ſon ol them. and waued vs to come in with a pete 
ol cloth, and ſo we went into a very faire Baye, which lieth tu the Caſtward of the cliffe, whereup- 
on the towne ſtandeth, and being wit hin the cliffe, we let fall our grapnell, and after that me han 
taried there 4 good ſpace, they ſent a baate aboow of vs to ſhewe vs that they had golde, and they 
ſhewed vs a peete about halfe a crowne weight, and requtted to kno we our meaſurt. our weight. 
that they mixt ſhtw their Captatne thereof: and wee gaue them a meaſure of two elles, and a 
wairht of two Angels to ſhew vutohim, which they tooke,and went on ſhoare, and ſhe wen it vn- 
totheir Captaine,andchen they bought vs a meaſure of two elles, one quarter and a halfe, and 

| one 
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9 one cruſado weight of golde, making vs ſignes that ſo much they would giue, foz the like meas 
1 ſure, and leſſe they would not haue. After this, we taried there about an howne, aud when we laue 
þ that they would doe no otherwiſe,and withall vnderſtoode, that all che beſt places were befoe vg, 
we departed to our ſhippes,aud waied. and ranne along the ſhoare, c went befo2e with our boate, 

and hauing ſailed about a league, we came to a point, where there lay foozth a ledge of rothen, 

like to the others befoze ſpoken ol, and being paſt that people, the Maſter ſpied a place, which he 

ſaid plainly was the towue of Don lohn: the night was come vpon vs, lo that we could not wel 

. diſcerne it, but we ankered as neere vnto the plate as we could, 

T te tout oi Thc lift day in the moꝛning. we perceiued it to be the ſame towne in deede, and we manned our 

Don John. boates, and went chither. and becauſe that the laſt yeere the Poztingals at that place tooke away 

a man from them, and after ſhot at them with great baſes, and did beate them from the place, wee 

let fall our grapnell almoſt a baſe ſhot of the ſhoare,and there we laye about two homes, aud m 

boates came to vs, Then certaine of our men, with the Hindes boate, went into a Baye, which lþ 

eth tothe Eaſtward of the Towne,and within that Baye, they found a goodly freſh riuer,andaþ 

terwards they came, and wauedto vs alſoto come in, becauſe they percetuedthe Negroes to 

come downe to that place, which we did: and immediatly the Negroes came to vs, and made vg 

ſignes that they had golde, but none ol chem would come abooꝛd our boates, neither could we per 

cetue any boates that they had to come withall, ſo that we iudged that the Poztingals had ſpailed 

il their boates, becauſe we ſaw halle of their towne deſtroied. 

ee hauing ſtaied there a good ſpace, and ſeeing that they woulde not come to vs, thzuſt our 
boates heades a ſhoare, being both well appointed, and then the Capitaine of the Towne came 
downe, being a graue man: and he came with his dart in his hand, and ſixe tall men after him, e 
uery one with his dart, and his target, and their darts were all of yzon, faire and ſharpe, and chere 
came another after them, which caried the Capitaine s ſtoole:we ſaluted him, and put off our caps, 
and bowed our ſelue s, and he like one that thought well of himſelke, did not mooue Its cappe, na 
{cant bowed his body, and ſate him downe very ſolemnlp vpon his ſtoole: but all his men put al 
their caps to vs and bowed doume themſelues. | 

He was clothed ſrom the loines downe, with a cloth of chat Countrey making. mapped about 
him, and made faſt about his loines with a girdle , and his cap of a certaine clothof the Countrey 
alſo,and bare legged, and bare footed,and all bare aboue the loines,ercept his head. 

His ſeruants,ſome of them had cloth about their loines, and ſome nothing but a cloth betwize 
their legges, and made faſt befoze, and behind, to their girdles, and caps of their owne making, 
ſome like a baſket,and ſome like a great wide purſe of beaftes ſkinne, 

| All their cloth, coꝛdes, girdles, fiſhing lines. and all ſuch like things which they haue, they make 
of the barke of certame trees, and thereof they can wozke things very pꝛetily, and yzon wozke they 

Their weapos can make very ine, ot all ſuch things as they doe occupy,as darts,fiſhookes,hooking y2ons, vun 
heades,and great 22ggers,ſome of them as lung as a wood knife, which be of both ſides excev 
ding ſharpe,and bended after the manner ol Turkie blades, andthe moſt part of chem haue han 
ging at their left ſive one ofthoſe great daggers. 

Their targets be made of ſuch pils as their cloth is made of, and very cloſely wmought, and 
they be in fozme foure ſquare,and very great, and ſomewhat longer then they be bzoad , ſo that 
kneeling downe,thep make their targets to couer their whole body. Their bowes be ſhozt, and al 
a pꝛettie ſtrength, as much as a man is able todzawe with one of his fingers, and the ſtringe is ol 

| the barkeof a tree, made flat, and about a quarterof an vnche bꝛoad: as fo2 their arrowes, J hau 
1 not as yet tene any of them, fo2 they had wmapped them vp cloſe, and becauſe J was bw 
| ſie, W not ſtande about it, to haue them open them. Their golde alſo they wonke v6 
ry we * 
Chen the Capitaine was ſet, I ſent him two elles of cloth, and two baſons, aud gaue them 
vnto him, aud he ſent againe fo2 a waight ofthe ſame meaſure , and J ſent him a weight of tun 
Angels,which he would not take, neither would he ſufferthe towne to buy any thing, but the b# 
ſons of bꝛaſſt: ſo that we ſolde that day 74, baſons,vnto the men ofthe towne , fo2 about halfe an 
Angel weighe,one with another, and nine white baſons,which we ſolve fo2 a quarter ol an Angel 
a peece,o2 thereabouts, 
e ſhewed them all our other thinges which we had, but they did not eſteeme them, 
| About two of the clocke,the Capttaine,who did depart in the mozning from vs, came againe, 
if . and bzought with him to pꝛeſent me wit hall a henne, and two great rootes , which J receiued, 
and after made me ſignes that the countrey would come to his towne that nighe,and bing great 
| ſoze of gold, which in deed about 4.of the clocke they did: foz there came about 100,men vnder 3, 
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we had nut bꝛought againe their men, which the laſt yeere we tooke away, and could tell vs chat 
| chat they were 
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Captanes, well appointed with chett darts, and dowes, and when they came tu vs, euery man 
Ficked down his bart vporiche ſhore, and che Captaines had ftooles bꝛought them, and they 
fats downt and fent a young marr abo of vs, which bought a meaſare with him of an ell, and 
ont fourth part, and one terne patt, and he would haue that foure times foꝭ a waight of one An 
graine si offered um two elles, as J had done befoze fo tuo Angels weight, 
he effeemed nothing, but ill ſtucke at his foure meaſures afozeſard: yet inthe ende, when 
it grew very late, and J made him ſignes that J would depart, he came to foure elles, fox the 

aboueſaid, aud otherwiſe he would not deale, and ſo we departed, This day we tooke 
fs daſons fire ounces arch ahaife,am one eight part. 

The firt day in the moꝛning we manned our boates, and the ſkiffe well, for fare of the Þoz- 
ungals, which the laſt yeere had taken away a man from the other ſhippes, aus went on ſoare, 
and landed, becauſe they had no boates co come to vs, and ſo the young man which was with vs 
the mat befoze, was ſent aboozd, who ſer med to haue dealt and bargainev defoze with the Pon 
ungals fon he could ſpeake a litle Potuguiſe,and was perfect in weights,and nieaſures : at his 
comming, he offered vs as he had done befoze, one Angell, and e grames, fo2 fonte elles, 
and moꝛe he would not giue, and made ſignes , that ic we would not take that, we ſhould depart, 
which we did: but befoze we did in deede depart, F olfeted him of ſome totten clochthye elles foz 
his waight of an Angell, and twelue graines, which he would not take, and then we departed, 


making ſignes to him that we would goe away, as in deed we would haue done, rather then haue 


giuen that meaſure, although the cloth was ill. ſeeing we were ſoncere to the places, which we 
iudged to be better ko ſale, Then we went aboozd ourſhippes, which lay about a league of, and 
came backe againe to the ſhoare fo2 ſande, and balaſte: aud then the Captaiue percetming that the 
boates had bꝛought no marchandiſe, but came one ly fo water, and ſand, and ſeeing that we would 
depart, tame vnto them, mating ſignes againe, to kuo we whether wee would nat cine the foure 
elles and they made ligne againe chat we would giue them buc thier, and when chey ſawe that 
the boates were ready to bepart, they came vnto them, and gaue them che weight of one Angell, 
and twelue graine n, which we required befoze,and made ſignes, that if we would come againe, 
they would take thiee elles. So when the boaces came aboow, we lated wares in them both, and 
for the ſpeedier diſpatch, L and lohan Sauill went in one boate, and the Paſter Iohn Make worth, 
andtwo ounces and in the other boate they tooke eight ounces and a-quarter, all by one weight, 
and meaſure,and ſo being very late, we dey arced,and went abooꝛd, and tooke in all this day ther 


pound. 

The ſeuenth day we went a ſhoare againe, amd that day J tooke in out boace chee pound, 19. 
duntes, ſo that we diſpatrhev almoſt all the t loch that we cariev with vs, befoze noone, and then 
many ol che people were veparted x thoſe that remained had litle golde. yet they mave vs ſignes 
to ketch them ſome latten baſons, which J would nut. berauſe J not to trifle out the time, 
but goe thence with ſperde to Don Johns towne, But lohn Sauill, and Iohn Makeworrh, were 

to goe againe;and J, loth to hinder them of any pꝛolite, conſruted dut went not my ſelle: 

— thn ounces ol gold, and came away, ſeeing that che people at a certaine crie 
departedv. 

While they were ar the Hoare, chere came a young fellow, which could ſpeake a litle Poꝛtu⸗ 
gule, with thyer moye with him and to him J ſolde 39, baſbns, and tuo mall white ſawcers, fox 
ther ountes xt. which was the beſt reckoning that we did make of any baſons: and in the foze- 
noone, when J wag at the Hoare the Maſter ſolde fiue baſons vnto the ſame fellow, fon halfe an

Our boates being come abooꝛd, we waied, and ſer ſaile, and a litle after ſpied a great fire vpon 
the ſhoare,and by the light ol the fire we might diſcerne a white thing, which they tooke to be the 
Caſtle. and fot feare of ouerſhooting the towne of Don Iohn,we there ankered,cwo leagues ofthe 
toarc, fo2 it is hard to fetch vpp a towne here, tf a ſhippe ouer ſhoote it, This day we tooke ſeuen 
pound, and fiue ounces of golde. 21 

This towne lieth in a great Baye, which is very deepe. | 

The pcople in this place deſired moſt co haue baſons, and cloth, They would bie ſome of them 
alſo, many trifles,as kniues, hoꝛſetailes, hoznes: aud ſome of our men going a ſhoare, ſoulda 
cappe,a dagger, a hat, xt. | 

They ſhewed vs a certaine courſe cloth, which J thinke to be made in France: foz it wag 
courſe wooll,aud a ſmall thee, and as thicke as wolted, aud ftripped with ſtrippes 
white, yellow,#c.Diuers of the people did weare about their neckes great beades of glaſle of dþ 
uers colours, Here alſo I learned ſome of their language, as followeth :

The eight day in the mozning, we had ſight of the Calle, but by reaſon of a mille chat then fel, 
we could not haue the perfect ſight of it, till we were almoſt at the towne of Don Ioho, and then 
it cleered vp. and we ſawe it, and a white houle,as it were a Chappell von the hill about it: chen 
we halled into the ſhoare, within two Engliſh miles of Don Iohns towne,and there ankered in ſe 
d 12 we perceiued that the currant went with 
the winde, ; 

The land here is in ſome places lowe,and in ſome high. and full of wood altogether, 

The towne of Non Iohn is but litle,of about twentie houſes, and the moſt part of che towne 
is walled in wich a wall of a mans height, made with reede oz ſedge,o2 ſome ſuch thing. Here we 
ſtaied two oꝛ thiee hownes after we had ankered to ſee if any man would come vnto vs: andle» 
ing that noue did come, we mannedour boates, and put in marchandize, aud went, and ankert 
with our boates neere to the ſhoare : then they ſent out a man to vs, who made vs ſignes that that 
was the to wue of Don Iohn, and that be himſelfe was in the Countrey, and would he at home xt 
the going downe of the Sunne, and when be had done, he required a reward, as the moſt parti 
them will doe, which come firſt abooꝛd, and J gaue him one ell of cloth, and he departen, and ty 
night we heard no moze of him. 

The ninth day in the mozning, we went againe with our boates to the ſhoare, and there came 
foorth a boate to vs, who made ſignes that Don Iohn was not come home, but would be at hom? 
this day: and to that place alfo came another boate from the other towne,a mile from this, which 
is called Don Deuis,and bzought with him gold, to ſhew vs, making ſignes chat we ſhould come 
thether. I then left in this place Iohn Sauill, and Iohn Makeworth, and tooke the inde, and 
went to the other towne,andthere ankered.and tooke c loch, and went to ſhoare with the boate,and 
by and by the boates came to vs, and bꝛought a meaſure of foure yards long & a halfe,and ſhews 

vs a weightofan Augell,audewelue graines,which they would giue fo2 ſo much,aud not other 
wile:ſo J ſtaied, and made no bargaine, And all this dap the barke lay at Don Iohns to nt, 
did nothing, hauing anſwer chat he was not come home. | 

The tenth day we went againe to the ſhoare,and there came out a boate with good ſto? of gold 
aud hauing duuen the matter off a long time, and hauing b the meaſure to a nails leſſe tim 
thzeeelles,aud their weight to an Ange ll and twentie could not bziug them to mar 
did conc lude with them and ſolde, and within one quarter of an ho we, J tooke one pound un 
aquarter of au ounce of gold: and then they made me ſignes to tary til they had partedtheir clath 
vpon the ſhoare,as their manner is, and they would come againe, and ſo they went away, 
lapd the cloth all abzoad vpon the land, peete by peece, and by aud by one came ruuning down 
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52 and being waued by them to tome a ſhoare, yet we would nut but bent aboozd the Hinde, and 
perceiued vpon the hill 30. men which we judgedto be Portingals: and they went vp to the toppe 
ol the hill and there muſtered and ſhewed themſelues, hauing a flagge withchem, Then J being 
deſirous to know what the Hart div.cooke the Hindes boate and went towardes her, and when J 

came neert to them they ſhot off two pieces of ozdinance which J marueiled at: I made as much 
” haſteas I could to her, and met her boate # Skiffe comming from the ſhoare in all haſte, and wee 
met aboozd together. They ſhewed me thatthey had bene a ſhoare all that day, and had giuen to the 
2 ſonnesof Don Iohn, to either ut them z. yardes and a halfe of cloth, and 3. baſons bet wixt them, 
and had deliuered him moze 3. pards of cloth aud the waight of an Angel and 12 graines,aud be: Che Ponte, 


ing on land didtarie fo2 his anſwere,and in the meane time the Portingals came tuning from the Na ve bn 


them, whereof che Negroes a litle befoxc had giuen them warning, and bad them to goe #"madedour 

duc they perceſned ne, "The ſonne of Don Iohn confyired with the Portingals cant 8 
them. ſo that they were almoſt vp>u them, but yet they recoucred their boate and ſer off from the 
ſhoare, andthe Portingals ſhot their caleeuers at them, but hurt no man, and then the ſhippe percei- 
ung it. hot olf the 2. pieces afozeſaivamong them, Hereupon, we layed baſes in both the boates, 
and in the ©kiffe and manned them well, and went aſhoare againe, but becauſe ofthe winde we 
could not land, but lay ot in the ſea about 1 0,ſcoze and ſhot at them, but the hill fuccoured them. and 
they from the rocks and from the hilles ſhot at vs with their halfe hakes, x the Negroes moze foꝛ 
feare then fo2 laue ſtood by them to helpe them. and when we ſawe that the Negroes were in ſuch 
ſubiccrion vuto them that they durſt not ſell vs any thing fon feart of them we went aboozde,and 
that night $ winde kept at the Cat, ſo that we could not with our ſhip letch the Hinde, but I tooke 
the boate in the night aud went abooꝛd the barke to ſee what was there to be done, and in the moz- 
ning we perteiued the towne to be in like caſe layd with Portingals, ſo wee wayed q went along A 
thecoaſt, This towne of lohn de Viſo ſtandeth von an hill like the towne of Don Iohn, but it Chrtowons of 
hath bene burned,ſo that there are not paſſing 6. bonds in it : the moſt part of the golde that comes Bua 
thither comes out ok the cofitrey, & nodoubt if the people durſt fo feare of Portingals bying foxth 
their gold chere would be had good ſtoze:but they dare not ſel any thing their ſubtertion is ſo great 
tothe Portingals. The 1 1 dap rũning by the ſhoare we had ſight of a litle towne 4.leaguesfrb che 
laſttowne that we came from, about halfe a league fromehat of another towne vpõ a hil, # halle 
a league from that allo of another great to une vpdtheſhoare: whither we wentto ſee what could 
there be done: if we coulde doe nothing, then to returne to the other towne, becauſe wee thought 
that the Portingals would leaue the towne vpon our deyaveure, Heregrew ſome contention a» 
bout one Greſham aboowde the Hinde, who refuſed to vudertake further paines without further 
wages: but the matter was quieted, foz Packman tooke the charge which he refuſed, aud ſo wee 
wenttowards the ſhoare,butche winde ſranted ſo that we could not doe it, Along from the taſtle 
duto this place are very high hilles which may be ſcene aboue all other hilles,but they are full of 
wood, # great red cliffes by the ſea ſide, The boates of theſe places are ſomewhat large e bigge, 
iq; one of them wil cary 12. men, but cheir fozme alike with the foꝛmer boats of the coaſt,There 
are abouttheſe townes few riuers:their lãguage differeth not krõ the language vſed at Don Iohns 
to mne hut euery one can ſpeake 3 4. woꝛds of Portuguiſe, which they vie altogether to vs. 

We ſaw this night about 5. of the clocke 22. boats running along the ſhoare tothe Weſtward, 
whereupon we ſuſpected ſome knauerie intended againſt vs. The 12. day thereſdze we ſet ſaile 
and went further along che toaſt, æ deſctied mode townes, wherin were greater houſes then inthe 
other townes, the people came out of the to wnes to looke vpon vs, but we could ſee no boates, 
Two mile beyond the Eaſtermoſt cowne are blacke rocka, which black rocks continue to þ veter- 
mol? cape of the land, which is about a league off,+then þ land runnes in Eaſt noꝛtheaſt, q a andy 
ſhoare againe; vpon theſe black rocks tame downe certaine Negrocs, which waued vs th a white 
flag but we perceiuing 3 principal place to be nerre, would not ſtay but bare ſtill along the ſhoare: 
and as ſoone as we had opened Þ point of che land, we raiſed another head land about a league of 
the point; which had a roche lying off it into the ſea, Ethat they thought to be the place which we 
ſought, When we came almolt thwart the place chey knew it, x we put wares into our boat, x the 
withtn halle a mile of the place ancred in . fanom water, and faire ground We went 
onlhvare with our boare,aud ancred about 10. ol the clocke in the fozenoone: we ſap many boates 
lying vpon the ſhoare, and divers came by vs, but none ol them would come neere as we 
udgedafrayed of vs: becauſe that foure men were taken perfoxce the laſt yeere fromthis placeiſo Foure ments 
thatno man cane co vs, whereupon we went aboozde againe, and thought here to haue made no the 
(ale: yer towardes night a great ſozt tame doume to the water ſide, and waued vs on ſhoare 
wich a white flagge, and afterwarde cheir = came dome and many men with him, 
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and late him downe by the ſhoare vnder a tree: which when J perceiued,J tooke things with 
to giue him: at laſt he ſent a boat to call to vs, which would not come neere vs, but made vs ſignes | 
to come againe the next day: but in fine, I got them to come aboom in oftering them thinges 
to giue to theit captaine,which were two elles ol cloth, one latton baſon,one white baſon,a battle, 
a great piece of beefe, #6, biſket cakes, which they tet eiued making vs ſignes to come ag aine the 
| next day, ſaping, that their Captaine was Grand Capitane ag appeared by thoſe that attendey 
1 vpon him with their darts, and targets, and other weapons, 

This towne is very great and ſtands vpon a hill among trees, ſo chat it cannot well be ſeene 
except a man be neere it:to the Eaſtward ol it vpon the hil hard by the towne ſtand two high trees, 
which is a good marke to knowe the towne, And vnder the towne lieth another hill lower then it, 
whereupon the ſea beates: and that ende next the ſea is all great blacke rockes, and beyond the 
towne in a bay lieth a nother ſmall towne, 

The 13. day in the mozning wee tooke our boate and went to ſhoare, and ſtayed till tenne 
clocke aud no man came to vs: wee went about therefoze to returne aboozde,and when the Ne. © 
groes ſawe that, they came running downe with a flagge to waue vs againe, ſo wee ancrey » 
gaine, and then one ſhewed vs that the Captaine would come downe by and by: wee ſawe a ſulr 
in the meane time paſſe by vs, but it was ſmall, and — not, Being on ſhoare wee 
made a Tilt with our Dares and ſaile, and then there came a boate to vs with fiue men in her,who 
bꝛought vs againe our bottle, and bzought me a henne, making ſignes by the ſunne, that within . 
houres the marchants of the countrey would come downe and buye all that wee had: ſo J gaue 
them 6, Banillios to carryto their Captaine, and they made ſignes to haue a pledge of vs, an 
they would leaue vs another man: and we willing to doe ſo,put one of our men in their doate,but 
they would not giue vs one of theirs, ſo wee tooke our man againe. and there tarried foꝛ the ma 
chants : and ſhoxtly after one came done arayen like their Captaine, with a great traine after 
him, who ſaluted vs kriendl y, and one of the chiefeſt of them went & late downe vnder a tree, where 
the laſt yere che Captaine was wont to ſit: and at laſt we pertetued a great many of them to ſtay 
at the ende of a hollow way, x behinde them the Portingals had planted a baſe, who ſuddenly that 
at vs, but ouerſhot vs and pet we were in a mauer hard by them, and they ſhot at vs againe befne 
we could ſhip our oares to get away, bat did no hurt. Then the Negroes came to the rocks hard by 
vs, and diſcharged Caleeuers at vs, and againe the Portingals ſhotte off their baſetwiſe moe n 
then our ſhip ſhot at them, but the rockes and hilles defenved chem, 

| m kobert Then we went aboozd to goe fronrehiz plate, ſeeing the Negroes bent againſt vs, betauſe that 

| Gainſhees the laſt yeere M. Gainſh did take away the Captaines ſonne, and 3. others from this place with

ment which the Trinitie had there, when the Captaine came aboowe the ſhip,and bzought them

The 10. day J toohe 8. li.. aunct ot gold: and ſince q departure af che Hinde J hard not of her, 
but when our pledge went iuto the countrey the firſt night, he laid he ſaw her caſt aucre aboue ſiue 
leagues fromthis place. The 17. day J ſold about 17. pieces of cloth,andtooke 4. li.. aunces and 
a halle ol gold. The 1 d. day the captaine deſired tu haue ſome ol out wine, and ottered halfe a duc⸗ 
kt of gold £02 a bottelibut I gaue it him freely, and made him and his ttaine dzinke beſides, Aud 
this dap allo J tooke 5. li. 5 ounces ot gold, The 1. day we ſold about 18. clothes, and tooke 4. 
u. . ounces aud one quarter of golde. | 

The ꝛc. day we tooke 3. li.. aunces anda quarter of gold. The 21,wetooke 3,1i,7,ounces and 
aquarter, The 22.3. li. S. ounctes q a quarter. And this night about 4, of the clocke the captaine 
who had layen all this while vpon che ſhoare, went away with all the reſt of the people with him.

day vpon the requeſt of a Negro that came vuto vs from a captaine, we went to ſhoare with our 
' marchandiſe,andtooke 7. li. aud 1. ounce of golv;At this place they required no gages of vs, but at 


night they ſent a man abooꝛd vs, which lap with vs all night, becauſe we might knowe that they 
would alſo come to vs the next day. The 27.dap in both our ſhippes we tooke 8,11. 1,ouncc, tinee 
quarters and halfe a quarter of golde. The 28, wee made ſales foz the companie, and tooke 
i. l. and halfe an ounce of golde. The 29. day inthe mozning we heard 2. caleeue rs ſhot off vpon 
the ſhoare, which we iudged to be either by the Portingals, oz by the Negroes of the Portingals: 
we manned our boates and armed our ſelues and went to ſhoare, but could finde nothing: fo2 they 
were gone. The o. day we made nioꝛe ſales fo2 the compante, and fo2 the Paſters, 

The 3 i. we ſent our boate to ſhoare to take in ſand fo balaſt, and there out men mette the Ne- 
grocs, with whom they had made ſale the day befoze a fiſhing, which dio helpe them to fill ſande, 
and hauing no gold, ſold fiſhto our men fo2 theirhandkerchiefs,and nightkerchiefs, 


Th? 1,dayof Febzuaric we wayedand went to another plate. and tooke 1. li. . dunces 3,quar- pepynarie 


ters o gold. The 2, day we made more ſales: but hauing viewedour victuals, we determined to 
tatie no long time vpon the coaſt, becauſe the moſt part of our dzinke was ſpent,aud that which re- 


mained grew ſo wꝛe. The 2. and 4. dayes we made ſome lales,thoug not greatly, and finding the Tbep return 
winde this 4. day to come off the ſhoare, wee ſer ſaile & ranne along the ſloare to the Ueſtwards: .

The 22, day Chriſtopher Rawlinſon our Cooper, who had bene ſicke fo2 the ſpace of one ms 
neth befoze, died about 8. of the clocke at night, whoſe will made befoze his death. This nigh 
we deſcried two ſaile of tal ſhips, but were content to — — went not room 
with them, This day by our reckoning we were thwart ofthe Cape de Monte, which is to the 
TAcftwardof the Riuer de Seſtos, about 3 0. leagues. 

The 23. day we receined William Iobber foxour Cooke, perteiuing that the Cooke himſelt 
was weake and not able to doe that ſeruice foꝛ which he was ſhipped. - 
The 24. day we ranne about 20. leagues, the 25 day 25. leagues che 26. day 1 6.leagues, 

The 27, day we had a great Ternadoout of the Southeaſt with much raine, which continug 
not aboue one houre, and then the winde came againe to the Southweſt wich a good gale:and we 
made way this day 1 2.leagues, 


The 28. day we had another Ternado outof the Noth, and Nozthnozthweſt, but continued ue 


long, and ſo became calme againe preſently, 

The ꝛ /. day we ranne (becauſe of the varietie of winde s.) not aboue 7. leagues. 

The firſt day of March in a Ternado we loſt the Hinde, whereupon we ſet vp alight, and tht 
offa piece but could not heare of her, ſo that then we ſtrooke our ſaile and taried fox her, and inthe 
morning had ſight of her againe, 3. leagues a ſterne of vs, We ranne as we accompted this day 

The 2,day we ranne 16. leagues, the 3.20. leagues, the 4.20.leagues mote, 

The 8. day we had light of a Carnel of about 1 00, tunnes to the windewards ol vs, and when 
ſhe was chwart of vs we caſt about and gaue her the chaſe vntill 4. of che clocke, but coulde ug 
ketche her. 

Fromthis daytill the 22. of this moneth wee went our courſe directly, Upon which 22, dy 
we found our ſeluesto be in the height of Cape Verde, which Randes in 1 4.degrecs,aud a hallt. 

From this day till the 29. day we continued our courſe, and then we found our ſelues tu ben 
22. degrees. This day one ofour men called William King, who had bene long ſicke,died in h 
fleepe,his apparell was diſtributed to thoſe that lackt it, and his money was kept for his friendes 
to be delivered them at our comming home, 

The 3 o. day we founde our felues to be vnder the Tropike, 

The ʒ 1. day we went our courſe,and made way 18 leagues, 

From the 1, day ok Apꝛil tothe 20, we went our courſe, and then ſdund our ſelues to be inthe 
height of the Acores. 

The ſeuenth day of May wee fell with the South part of Trelande, and going on ſhoare with 
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our boate had freſh dꝛinke, and twoſheepe of the countrey people, which were wilde Kernes W 


we gaue them golde foꝛ them, and bought further fuch other victuals as wee had neede alm 
thought would ſerue vs till we arriued in England. 

The 1 2.of May we fell with the Ille of Lundy in the Channel of Briſtoll, which lyeth abou 
5.leacues from the maine land ok England. 


The 1 3, day wee came betwirt the flat Holmes and the ſterpe Holmes, which are about,

The 19. we foundour ſelues in the height of Sierra Leona, and all this day wee ranne thwart <= 


of certaine Currants,which did ſer to the Teſt Southweſtward ſo faſt as if it had bene che ouer- 
fall ofa ſand,making a great noyſe like vnto a ſtreame oz tyde gate when the water is ſhoale: and 
co pꝛooue whether we coulde finde ground in this place, we ſounded and had 1 50,favom,and no 
ground, aud ſo departed, | 

The zo. af December we fell with che coaſt of Guinea and had firſt ſight of it about 4. leagues 
off, The beſt marke that wee could take ofthe place to knowe it, was thiee hilles, which laye 
No2thealt aud by Caſt from vs: betwirt the Noxthermoſt two hilles, there are two high and 
great trees ſtanding in ſight as it were a ſailes bꝛeadth one from another, and a litle moꝛe tothe 
No!thweſtwards are certaine hommocks, Mauing ſailed ſomewhat into the ſhoare, wee tooke 
pur ſelues to be ſhotte ſomewhat paſt the Riuer de Seſtos, ſo that we kept about to fetche it, And 
a litle after wee had ſight of thꝛee ſailes ofſhippes, and two pinneſſes which were in the weather 
ofvs.andhauing light of them, we made our ſelues readie to meete them, and halled off our ſhips 
to fetch? the winde as necre as wee coulde: and hauing ſapled about an houre o2 two, they alſo 
went about, and went as wee went to make themſelues readie, and when wee had them in chace, 
they went away from vs: but when they had made themſe lues readie, they kept about againe, 
and came with vs very finely appointed with their ſtreamers, and pendants and enſignes, and 
noyſe of trumpets very bꝛauely: ſo when we met, they had the weather of vs, and wee being de⸗ 
tetmined to fight ik they had bene Portingals, waued them to come vnder our lee, which they de⸗ 
med ſtoutly: then we demaunded ol them whence they were, and they ſaide of F raunce, we tolde 
them againe that we were of Loudon in Eng land. They aſked of vs what Portingals wee had 
ſeene, wee auſwered, none but fiſhermen: then they tolde vs that there were certame Portingall 
ſhippes gone to the Mina to defende it, and that they mette with another at the Riuer de Seltos, 
which was a ſhippe of two hundꝛeth, which they had burned, and had ſaued none but the aſter 
and two o2 thee Negroes, and certaine others which were ſoꝛe burned, which they left a ſhoare 
there, Then they deſired to come aboozde of vs with their boates to talke wich vs, and wee gaue 
them leaue. Then the Captaine of the Admirall and diuers others came abooꝛde very friend; 
ly, deſiring vs to keepe them company becauſe of the Portingals, and to goe to the Mina with 
them: wee tolde them that we had not watered, and that we were butnowe fallen wich the coaſt, 
and they ſhewed vs that we were fiſtie leagues paſt the Riuer de Seſtos: notwithſtanding there 
was water ynoughto bee had, and they would helpe vs to water with their owne boates , be: 
cauſe they would haue our companie. And tolde vs further, that they had bene ſire weekes 
vpon the coaſt, and had gotten but thee tunne of grames amongſt them all: and when wee had 
heard them, we made our reckoning that although the Mine were cleare, yet if they did goe be- 


foe vs they would marre our market; and if it wert not cleare, then if the Portingals were there They admit 
and did take them, they would vuderſtande that wee were behinde, and fo woulde waite fon vs. Ftenchmen 
And further wee made actompt that if wee went withchem wee ſhould doe as well as they if the ico ther 
coalt were cleare : if it were not cleare, then by them, wee were aſſured to be the ſtronger, There: . 


foe hauing conſidered thus much of their gentle offers, wee tolde them that the next day wee 
would conferre moze largely of the matter, Whereupon they deſired mee to come the next day 
to dinner to them, and to bꝛing the Maſters of our ſhippes with mee, and ſuch marchants as J 
thought good, pꝛonuſing to giue vs water out of their owne ſhippes if we would take it, oz els to 
tatie with vs, and helpe vs to water with their owne boatts and Pinneſſes. 

The one and thirtieth day in the moꝛning, the Admirall ſent his boate abooꝛde fo2 mee, and 7 
tooke our Maſters and certaine of our Marchants and went to him, who had pꝛouided a notable 

for vs, and intreated vs very friendly, deſiring vs till to keepe his companie, pzomt- 

ling that what victuals were in hisſhippes, oz other thinges that mighe dos vs pleaſure vntill 
the ende, wee ſhould haue the one halke of ic, offering vs if wee woulde, to furte his Flagges, and 
tobe at our commaundement in all things, 

Jntheende we agreed to come to an ancre, and to ſende our boate on ſhoare with the Admirals 
boate,andone of his Ptuneſſes,and an Almaine which they had bzought out of France, to ſecke 
water,as foz our Pinneſle ſhe came to an ancre to ſea ward of vs al, and would not come at vs. All 
this night the boates continued on ſhoare. 
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waved and ſer ſaile. aud ancred againe at another Riuer. 

The 2. day we went into the Riuer and bargained, and took? 5. mall Eliphants teeth. 

The 3 day we tooke 5, moe. 

The i. day the French Admirall and we tooke 1 5,ſmall teeth. This day we tooke 3 ©, men 
with vs # went to ſceke Eliphants, our men being all well armed with harquebulles,pikes,long 
bowes,croſlebowes,partizans, long ſwows, and ſwozdes and bucklers: we founde 2, Eliphants 
which we ſtrooke diuers times with harquebuſſes and long bowes but they went away from vt 
and hurt one of our men, The 5. day we ſet ſaile and ranne along the coaſt. 

The 6, day we fell with the Riuer ok S. Andros, at which place the lande is ſomewhat high 
tothe TUeſtward of the Rtuer, and a faire bay alſo tothe TUeſtward of ik: but tothe Caſl warde of 
it, it is [owe land. 

The 7. day we went into the Riuer and found no village, but certaine wilde Negroes not at 
cuſtomed to trade. It is a very great Riuer, and 7,favom water in ſome places at the entring: here 
we filled witer. and after ſet ſaile. 

The 8, day we ſailed along the ſhoꝛe and came to the red cliffes, and went ſoꝛ warde in ſayling 
the . day alſo. 

The 10 day we tame together to confcr with Captaine Blundel Admiral of the French ps, 
lerom Baudet his vice Admiral, and lohn de Orleans maſter of a ſhip of 0. tunne, and with their 
marchants,and agreed that when God ſhould ſende vs to any place where we might make ſale, 
that we ſhould be ok one accoꝛd and not ode of vs hurt the market of the other, but certaine of dur 
boates to make the pute fo2 all the reſt, and then one boate to make ſale foꝛ euery ſhippe, This 
night our boates going to the ſhoare met with certatne Negroes, who ſaid that they had gold and 
the refoꝛe we here caſt aucre. 

The 1 1 day all the day we tooke but one halfe Angel waight of 4. graines, which we tooke by 
hand foꝛ the people of this place had no waig ht: the Negroes calledthis place Allowe. 

The 12. dap weranne along the coaſt and found but one towne, but no boates would come out 
to vs, and therefoꝛe we went our courſe, | 

The 1 3,day J tooke my boate and went along the ſhoare,+ paſſed by diners ſmall townes,and 
was wauedto come on ſhoare at4.places,butthe ſea went ſo high vpon the ſhoare,that it was not 
poſſible foꝛ vs to land, neither could they come to vs if they had had boates,as J could ſee none but 
at one place, where there was one that would haue come vnto vs, but the land waſh went ſo ſore, 
that it ouerthee we his boate,andone ofthe men was dꝛou ned, which che people lamente d and cried 
ſo ſoꝝ that we might eaſily heare them, and they got his body out of the ſea,and caried it among 
them to their towne. 

The 14. day we came within Saker ſhot of the caſtle. # ſtraight way they ſet foxth an Almade 
to deſcrie vs, and when they perceined that we were no Portingals, they ran within the towne# 
gaine: fo2 there is a great towne by the caſtle, which is called by the Negroes, Dondow, With: 
out this there lie two great rocks like Jflands,and the caſtle ſtandeth vpon a point which ſheweth 
almoſt like an Jfand, Befoꝛe we came at this caſtle, we found the land foꝛ 5. oꝛ 6 leagues to bet 
high land, and about 7, leagues befoze we tame to the caſtle, low land vntill we came at the eaftfl, 
and then we found z land high againe, This caſtle ſtandeth about 5. leagues on this ſide the Cape 
Trois points, Here J tooke the boate with our Negroes and ranne alongſt the ſhoare. till I came 
to the Cape & found twa ſmall cownes, but no boates at them, neither any traſique to be had. at 
theſe places our Negroes did vnderſtand them well, and one ok them went a ſhoare at all the pl 
ces. and was well receinedof them: this night we ancred at the Cape Trois points. 

The 15. day J tooke our boate ⁊ went along the ſhoare, & about 3. leagues beyondthe Celle 
moſt part of the Cape we found a faire bay where we ran in, and found a ſmall towne,and certame 
boates which belonged to the ſame towne, but the Negroes in a long time would not come to bs, 
but at the laſt by the perſwaſion of our owne Negroes one boat tame to vs, and with him we ſent 
George our Negro a ſhoare,and after he had talked with them. they came aboozdour boats with 
out feare, 4 J gaue to their captaine a baſon,# two ſtrings ot Margarets, & they ſhewed vs about 
5.duckets waight of golde. but they required ſo much fo} it that we would not take it. becauſe the 
Frenchmen and we hadagreedto mike puce of our goods all in one boat. the price being made 
then cuery man to ſell in his owne boate, and no man to giue more then the pyice which ſhouldbe 
ſet by vs all. This place is called Bulle, æ here the Negroes were very glad of our Ne groes am 
ſhewed them all the friendſhip they could, when they had tolde them that they were the men that 
were taken away. being now againe bzonght by vs. 

The Negroes here ſhewed vs that a moneth ſince there were; ſhips that fought together 20 
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tuo ſhippes put the other to flight. and befoze that at the caſtle of Mina there were 4. ſhippes of the 
Poꝛtingals, which met with one French man, which Frenchman cauſed them all to lee, which 
ſuppe we tooke to be the Roebarge : oz the Frenchmen ol our compauy iudged her to be there 
about that time, with her pinnaſſe alſo: and further, that after her went a ſhippe of cwelue ſcoze, 
named the Shawder,all alone, and after her a ſhippe of foure ſcoze, and both fo2 the Mina. And 
there were two others alſo which they left, one at Cape Verde, called the Leuriere of Die pe, and 
mother at the riuer De Seltos , beſides theſe thice, which all this time be in our companie, whoſe 
names be thele : 

The Eſpoyer of Hableneff, which is the Admirall, whoſe Captaine is Denys Blundell, 

The Leunere of Roan Uiccadmirall, whoſe aſter is Icrom Bau det. 

The other is of Hunfleur, whole aſter is called lohn de Orleance, 

The ſirt ene day, J went along the ſhoare, with two pinneſſes of the Frenchmens, and found 

a Bayc,and a frech riuer, and after that went to a towne called Hanta, twelue leagues beyond the Nantes 
Cape, àt this towne our Negroes were well knowen, and the men of the towne we pt fot ioy, 
when they law them, and demaunded ol them where Anthony, and Binne had bent: and they told 


them that they had bene at London in England, and ſhould be brought home the next voyage. 


Do a ter this, our Negroes came abooꝛd, with other Negroes, which bꝛought a weight with 


them, which was lo lmall, that we coulde not giue them the halle of that which they demaunded 


fol it. 
The J}2ecroes here told vs. that there were five Poztingall ſhippes at the 5 one pin⸗ 


neſſe,and that the Poꝛtingals did much harme to their Countrey, and that they littcd in feare of 
them, and we told them againe, that we would defend them from the Poztingals, whereof they 
were very glad. 

The 17. day we went a ſhoare, and the Frenchmen with vs, but did no great good, the e 
groes were ſo vnreaſonable, we ſolde foure ſcoꝛe Manellios foꝛ one ounce of golde. 

Then we departed, and went to Shamma , and went into the riuer, with flue boates well ay: Shanna, 
pointed with men and owinance,and with our noiſes of trumpets. and dzummes, fo2 we thought 
here to to haue found ſome Poꝛtingals. but there were none: ſo we ſent our Negroes a ſhoare, and 
after them went diuers of vs, and were very well recemed, and the people were very glad of our 
Negroes, ſpecially one of their bꝛothers wiues, and one of their auuts, which reteiued them with cue Kegroes 
much iov,and fo did all the reſt ofthe people as if they had bene their naturall bzethzen; we com- ow bony 
foxted the Captatae,and tolde him, that he ſhauld not feare che Poztingals, fo we would defende 
him from them: whereupon we cauſed our boates to ſhoote off their baſes, and harquebuſſes, and 
cauſedour men to come on ſhoare with their long bowes.and they ſhot before the captaine, which 
he, with all the reſt of the people. wondzed much at, ſpecially to ſee them ſhoote ſo farre asthey did, 
and aſſaied to dꝛaw their bowes,but could not,TAhen it grew to be late, we departed to cur ſhips, 

m we looked euery howne for the Pozcingals, © And here the Negroes ſhewed vs, that there was « ore. 
an Engliſh ſhippe at the Mina, which had bꝛought one of the Negroes againe, which Robert 
Gayn(htooke away, 

The 18,dap we went into the river, with no leſſe ſtrength then befoꝛe, and concluded with the 
Negroes to giue them fo2 every fuffe two pardes and thice nailes of cloth, and to take fo it one 
— Ducket: ſo that we tooke in all 70, Duckets,whereof the Frenchmen had fortie, and we 

rtie, 

The 19. day we went a ſhoare,euery man foꝛ himſelfe.and tooke a good quantitie of golde, and 
Im my part tooke foure pound and two ounces and a halfe of golde, and our Darts boate tooke 
21.0unces,At night, the Negroes ſhewed vs. that the next day the Poꝛtingals would be with vs, 
by land oz by ſea: and when we were ready to depart, we heard divers harquebuſſes ſhoote off in 
the woods by vs, which we knew to be Hoꝛtingals, which durft come no neerer to vs, but ſhot off 
inthe woods to ſee if they could feare vs, and ſo make vs to leaue our traffike. 

The ꝛc. day, we manned our five boates, and alſo a great boate ofthe Frenchmens, with our 
men, and the Admirals, twelue of them in their murrions, and coꝛſlets, and the reſt all well ap⸗ 
pointed, with fourt trumpets. a dumme, and a fife , and the boate all hanged with ſtreamers of 
like, and pendants very faire, and went into the riuer, and traffiked, our man of warre lying off, 
and on in the riuer to waft vs, but we heard no more ofthe Poxtingals. Ts day the Negroes 
told vs. that there were certaine ſhippes come into Hanta, which towne is about t wo leagues to 
the weſtwary of this place, 

The 21, day we manned our boates againe , and went to a plate a league from this, to the 


weffwarys,andthere found many Negroes, wich another Captaine , and ſolde at the ſame — 
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that we had done with che others. | 

The 2 2.day,we went a ſhoare againt, and traffiked in like ſozt quietly , and J tooke four 
pound and ſixe ounces of golde. 

The 23.vap,about night, the Negroes with their Captaine, came to vs, and tolde vs that the 
king of }Ioztingals ſhippes were departed from the Caſtle , meaning the next day to plyetothe 
windward,to come to vs, giuing vs warning to take heede to our ſelues: we told them againg, 
that we were very glad of their comming, and would be ready at all times to meete them: andi 
allure them that we were glad of it, we ſounded our trumpets, and ſhot off certaine baſes, whereof 
the Negroes were very glad, and requeſted vs, that if the Poztingals ſought co hinder our traf 
like, to ſhew them all the extremitie that we could, pzomiling vs, that if they came by land, they 
would aduertiſe vsthcreof, 

The 24. we went aſhoare with our trumpets,aud dzummes,and traffiked,and J bad the Cay 
taine of the towne to dinner. 

The 25. day, we being a ſhoare, our ſhips had deſcried ſiue ſaples of the Ring ol the Po; 
tingals, aud our ſhippes ſhotte off ozdinance to call vs away, and we thzewe euery man hu 
caſke a ſhoare fo2 water, and went to our ſhippes, and by that time we had waied, and giuenop 
der one to auother what to doe, it was night, ſo that that night nothing was done: we ſet ſayle, 
and lay cloſe all night, to get the winde ik we could : we were neere ſome of them, and one ſhotte 
off a peece, which we iudged to be the Admirall of the Poztingals, to cauſe the reſt to come an 
ſpeake with him: ſo all this night we made our ſe lues ready foz fight, 

The 26. we came in with the ſhoare, and had ſight of the Poztingals, where they rid at anker, 
and we bare with chem, and we gaue all our men white ſcarffs , tothe ende that the Frenchmen 
might knowe one the other, i we came to booꝛding: but the night came vpon vs, that we could 
not fetch them, but we ankered within Demy culuering ſhot of them, 

The 27. day we waied, and ſo did the Poztingals, and about cleuen of the clocke, we had the 
winde ok them, and then we went roome with them, which when they perteiued, they kept about 
to the ſhoare againe, and we after them, and when they were ſo neere the ſhoare, that they coulde 
not well runne any further on that booꝛd, they kept about againe, and layto the ſea ward, and then 
we kept about with them, and were a head ofthem, aud cooke in our topſailes,and taried foz them, 
and the firſt that came vp, was a ſmall barke, which ſalled ſo well, that ſhe cared not fo2 any of vg, 
and caried good ozdinance,and aſloone as ſhe came vp che ſhot at vs, and ouerſhot vs, and then ſe 
o ot at the Admiral ofthe Frenchmen, and ſhot him thꝛough in two oꝛ thiee places and went faith 
a head of vs, becauſe we were in our fighting ſailes: t hen came vp another caruell vnder our let 
in like caſe, which ſhotte at vs, and at the Frenchman, and hurt two ol his men, and ſhot him the 
rough the mayne maſte. And after them came vp the Admirall vnder our Lee alſo, but he was 
not able to doe vs ſo much harme as the ſmall ſuppes, becauſe he caried ozdinance higher then 
they, neither were we able to make a good ſhot at any of them. becauſe our ſhippe was ſo weaken Þ 
the ſide, that ſhe laide all her ozdinance in the ſea : wherefoze we thought to lay the great ſhippe ⸗ 
booꝛd, and alſoone as the French Admiral went roome wich him, he fell a ſterne, x could not fetch 
him, and after he fel a ſterne oftwo caruels moꝛe, and could fetch none of them, but fell to leeward 
of them all: and when he was to lee ward, he kept about to the ſhoare ward, and left vs, and then 
we put out our topſailes, and gaue them chaſe, and both the other Frenchmen kept the wind, and 
would not come neere vs, and our owne ſhippe was a ſterne, ſo that ſhe could not come to vs: and 
after we had followed them about two howꝛes to the ſeaward, they kept about againe towards 
the ſhoarc,thinking to pay vs as they went along by, # to haue the wind of the French Admirall, 
which befote ran in towards the ſhoare,# we kept about with them. and kept ſtil the wind of chem, 
thinking that our Uiceadmiral,and the other,would haue followed vs, as we willed them to doe: 
but after that the Poztingall was paſt by them, and euery one had ſhot at vs # our Uiceadpurall, 
both our Uticeadmiral,and the two Frenchmen,aud our owne pinneſle, left vs in che laps,and ra 
to ſeaward,and we ran ſtil along, and kept the wind of them to ſuccour the French Admiral, wie 
was under all of their lees, and when they met with him, euery one went roome with him. gan 
him the bꝛoad ſide, and after they caſt about againe, and durſt not boozd him, becauſe they ſawe s 
in the weather of them, oꝛ els without doubt they had taken oz ſunke themꝛloꝛ thꝛee of them which | 
were the ſmalleſt, went ſo faſt, that it was not poſſible foꝛ a ſhip to boom them. and caried ſuch an 
nance. chat if they had had the weather of vs, they would haue troubled tee of the be ſt ſhips thit 
we had, and as fo their Admirall. and Uiceadmirall, they were both notably appointed, : 

Then the Frenchman was cleare of chem, he laye as neere the winde as he could, 0 
wee followed them till cowardes the ſhoare , ano then the Admirall raune to Sea after - I 
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re(t,and left vs all alone: and when the ]Boztingals pereeiued that we were alone, and gaue them 
chale, they kept about with vs, and we wich them, to keepe the wind of them, and we ranne ſtill 
within baſe ſhot of them, but they ſhot not at vs, berauſe we had the weather of them and ſaw that 
they could doe vs uo hurt: and thus we followed one another vntill night, and in the night we 
loſt them, but as fo2 all the reſt of our ſhippes , they packed on all the ſailes that they could, and 
ranne to ſea, and, as they themſe lues confeſle,they p2aced ſaꝭ vs, dut as foz helpe at their hands we 
could haue none, 

The 28, day we met with our Uiceadmirall our pinneſſe and two ol the French men and the 
third was fled which was a ſhippe of foure ſcoze tunne, and be longed to Roan: and when J had the 
light ofthe reſt of our ſhippes, I tooke our ſkiffe, and went to them, to knowe, why they loſt vs in 
ſucb a cale, and lohn Kire made me anſwere, that his ſhippe would neither reare noꝛ ſteere, and 
as foz the pinneſſe, John Daucis made me anſwer,that ſhe would doe nothing, and that he coulde 
cary her no further, foꝛ her rudder was bzoken, ſo that the Hart was glad to towe her. Then J 
went to the French Adnutall, and found himſelfe to be a man of good ſtomake, but the one halle 
ofhis men were ſic ke, and dead, and then J talked with the ſmaller French man, and he made me 
anſwer, chat he could doe nothing, ſaying, that his ſhippe would beare no ſaile, and had ſixteene 
alſo of his men dead, and ſicke, ſo he made vs plaine that he was able to doe nothing. Af- 
ter this, the Frenchmen durſt not anker foz feare of the Poꝛtingals. 

The 29, day the Maſter ofthe pinneſſe came to vs. and ſaide, that they were not able to keepe 
her any longer, and then we viewed her, and ſeeing that there was no remedie, her rudder with all 


the 201 wozke being bꝛoken both aloft and belowe, we agreed to bꝛeake her vp, and to put the The Engliſh 
men into the Hart. So we tooke out of her foure baſes, one anker, and certaine fire wood, and ſet 5g. gen 


her on fire, and afterwards ranne along the coaſt, 

The thirtie day, we went into the ſhoare,and ſpake with certaine Negroes. who tolde vs, that 
= French ſhippes had bene there, but we could not bargaine with them, they were ſo vnrea- 

able, 

The: i. dap, I went to ſhoare,but did not traffike, 

The firſt day of Febzuanie we waied, ſecing we could not bzing the Negroesto any reaſon, 
and came to another place, which ſtandeth vpon a hill. 

The ſecond day we wated hence and had ſight of a ſaile, which departed from the place afoze» 
ſaid,and ſhot olf two peeces fox his pinneſſe, which was a ſhoare : then J tooke our boate , and the 
Frenchmen tooke theirs,and went with the ſaile to deſcrp him, and when we had rowed abont a 
league, we had ſight ofthe pinneſſe: the ſhippe was gone ſo karre, that we could not reach her: 
but the pinneſſe we found to be the French men, which ranne away from vs, when we were in 
light with the Poztingals, After this, we went to the ſhoare, and found the Negrocg vnreaſone- 
ble in thetr pꝛices. and dealt not with them. 

The third day, I went to a towne foure leagues from vs, and ſhot off two peetes and the Cay- 
tatne came to vs. and J ſent Thomas Rippen à land, who knewe the Captaine, and alſoone as he 
tame a ſhoare,the Captaine knew him, and diuers of the Negroes, who then began to aſke fo2 
me, and hauing told the Captaine that J was in the boate, he made no longer tarying, but by and 
by cauſed two boates to be put to the ſea, and came to me himſe lle, aud when he ſawe me, he cried 
tom?,befoze he came to the boate. and ſeemed to be the gladdeſt man aline, and ſo did all the com» 
panie that knew me, and J gaue him a reward, as the manner of the Countrey is, and cauſed the 
Frenchmen to giue another, pꝛonuling the next day to giue him wine: and that night, becauſe it 
was late, he would not talke of any pꝛice, but left me a pledge, and tooke another of me, and ſo de 


parted. 
The fourth day, going on ſhoare, J found that the ſhippes of France, which had bene there, 
6! droney hos ets ho ounces and a halfe of gold, 

The lift day J tooke eight ounces and one eight part of golde: but J ſawe that the Negroes 
percefued the difference in cloth,berwirt ours and that which the Frenchmen had, which was ber: 
ter and bwader then ours: and then J told Captaine Blundel,chat I would goe tu the Leeward, 
— perteiued that being there where his cloth was ſolde, J ſhould doe no good, whereof he 


The ſixt day there tame an Amade, and Negroes abood me. requeſting me to come to their 
towne.fo) they had much golde, and many marchants:and ſo J went, and found their olde Cap- 
tune gone.and another in his place : but this night we did no good, becauſe the marchants were 
not come downe : ſo he required a pledge, which J let him haue, and tooke another of him. 


The ſeuenth day, George our Negro came to vs, who had followed vs atthe 12 
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leagues in a {mall boate, and when he came, che Negroes and we ſoone concluded ol pꝛice. J tooke 
this day fiue pound and one ounce, thzee quarters of gold. This Negro we had left at Sham- 
ma, at the tune ol che fight, who laid. that he lawe the fight being aſhoare, and that when we were 
gone from the Poztingals,the Poztiagals came into their riuer, and tolde them, that the Engliſh 
Two Poztin- men had ſlaine two Poxtingals wich a peece , which was in deede out of our ſhippe , and they re, 
gals flame by quired harbour there, but the Captaine of Sh amma would uot ſuffer them. 
* The eight day, we tooke nineteene pound, thꝛee ounces and a halfe, 

The nuh dap, we cooke two pound, ſixe ountes, and a halfe. 

The teuch day, chꝛee pound, 

The 1 1, dap, came to vs lexome Baw det, the Uiceadmirall of the French men, and his pin- 
nelle, and he ſhewed vs, that where we left them, there was no good to be done, and ſaid, he would 
goe to the Caſtward, but we tolde him he ſhould not: and thereupon commaunded him to goe to 

The Frency- bis compauie, which he was appointed to be with, which he refuledto doe. vntil we hadlhot ther 
men budied by 02 foure pectes at their pinneſle,and when che ſhip ſaw that, ſhe kept about, and ranne to ſeawam 
the Engl. durſt come no neerer to vs, ſo the pinueſle went after her,TUe tooke this day 1. pound, 5 ounces, 

The 1. dap, there came one ofthe French mens pinneſle to vs, laden with cloth, and woulde 
baue made ſale: but J would not ſuffer him, and therefoze cooke him, and ſent him abooꝛd ofour 
ſhippe,aud cauſed him to ride there all day,Te tooke fiue pound, ſixe ounces,and a halfe. 

The 1 3, day, we tooke in ſande to balaſte our ſhippe. 

The 14. day, we tooke of ſome Negroes foure ounces of golde. 

The 15. we ranne farther along the ſhoare, 

The 16. we came to another towne. 

The 17, day, I went a ſhoare, and vnderſtoode that tlyte of the Poꝛtingall ſhips were at the ca- 
ile, and the other two at Shamma. The Captaine of this tuwne was gone to the puncipal towne, 
to ſpeake with their King. and would returne ſhoꝛtly as the y tolde me, and ſo he did, aud bzought 
me a weight and meaſure, and J ſent a man to ſee that pꝛincipall towne, and their King . The 
Noꝛtingall ſhippes rid ſo necre vs, that within thzee howꝛes they might be with vs, yet we were 
all contented to tarp fo? ſales, 

The 18. dap, certaine ofthe Rings ſcruants came to vs, and we tooke one pound,twoounces, 
and one eight part of gold. |

= — to the pꝛouiſion into his countrey, to build a Caſtle, and to hing Tailers with them, ta make them a 
parell. and good wares and they ſhould be ſure to ſellthem: but fo2 that pzeſenc, the Frenchmen 

had filled them full of cloth. 

This towne ſtandech about foure leagues vp in the land, and is, by the eſtimation of our men, 

A townein ds bigge in circuite as London, but the building is like tothe reſt of the countrey , They haue a 

cirewre as big bout this towne, great ſtoze of the wheate of the Countrey, and they iudge, that on one ſide ofthe 

london. tone, there were 1000, rikes of wheate, and another ſont of coꝛne, which is called mill, which is 
much vſed in Spaine. About this towue, they keepe good watch euery night, and haue to warnt 
the watchmen certaine coꝛds made faſt ouer their waies, which leade into the to wne, and certain 

9 bels vpon them. ſo that if auy man touch the codes, the bels ring, and then the watchmen rumt 

wiſe ro deſcrp fooꝛch of their watch houſes,to ſee what they be:and if they be enemies, i they paſſe the cod, they 

theenemie. haue pouiſion with certaine nets hanged ouer the waies, wherethey muſt paſle, to let fall vpon 
them, and ſotake them, # other wiſe then by the waies it is not poſſible to enter the towne,by res 
ſon of the thickets,aud buſhes, which are about the ſame,and thetowne is alſo walled round about 
with long cos, and bound together with ſedge,and certaine barkes of trees. 

Ahen our men came to the towne,it was about fiue of the clocke in the nen

The 1 1 day when we came to the Jfland we perceined that it was the Ale of Tenerif and then 
in derde we had ſight ol the Grand Canarie, which lieth 12. leagues to the Eaſtwards ol Tene- 
rif: and becauſe the road of Tenerifis foule ground, and nothing was there to be gotten fan the hel 
ping ol our pinneſfe,haning the winde large, we agreed to goe with the Grand Canarie.

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vent to the Tiger which was neerer the ſhoare then the other ſhips, and went abooꝛd her. and with

any place to trade in there. 
It being neere night J tooke our cocke and the Tygers ſkiffe, and went to the Jſland, where 
we got cereaine foules like vnto Gannards: andthen I came aboozde ag aine and tooke two ol the 
Gaunards which we had taken, and caried them to the Captaine of the Chriſtopher, and when J 
had talked with him. J formde him not willing to tarie there, neither was J deſtrous to ſpend any 
long time there, but onely to attempt what was to be done. The after of the Chriſtopher tolde 
me he would not tarie, being not bound fan that place. 
The 27. the Captaine ofthe Tyger and Edwarde Selman came to me, and Iohn Make worth 
from the Chriſtophet, andthen we agreed to take the pinneſle,# to come along the ſhoare,becauſe 
that where we ridde no Negroes came to vs, and the night befoꝛe our pinneſſe bzought vs wode, 
that there was a very faire Jſland, And when J came beyond the point J found it ſo, and withal a * 2 
goodly Bay, and we ſawe vpon the maine certaine Negroes which waued vs on ſhoare,and then Teincg ade. 
we tame to an ancre with the pinneſle, # went a ſhoare with our cocke, and they ſhewed vs where 
heir trade was, and that they had Elephantsteeth, muſke, and hides,and offered vs co fetch downe Eurphante 
r captaine, i we would ſend a man with them and they would leaue a pledge foꝛ him: then we teeth, nuke, 
aſkedthem when any ſhippe had bene there, and ſome of them ſaid not in d. moneths . others, in 6, * biber. 
moneths,and others in 4. and that they were Frenchmen. 
Then we perceiving the Chriſtopher not willing to tarie.departed from them, r ſet ſaile with 
e pinneſſe # went aboozdche Tyger. Aud J vnderſtoode of ſome contention berwixtthe Mater 
if the Minion,and the captaine of the Chriſtopner not worth the repoꝛting. 
The 10. day of arch we fell withthe coalt of Guinea, leagues to the Eaſtward of Cape de ꝙarch. 
Monte, beſide a riuer called Rio de palmas. 
The rr. we went tothe ſhoare, # foundone man that could ſpeake ſome Porteguiſe, who told 
Sthatthere were z. French ſhips paſſed by: one of them 2. moneths paſt, e the other r. moneth 
. At this place Jrecciued 19. Elephants teeth. aud 2. ounces and halfe a quarter of gold, 
The 12. we ſet ſaile to got to the riuer de deſtos. The Kiner de 
The 13. atnighe we fell wich the ſame riuer. 2 
The 14. day we ſent in dur boates to take water, and romagedour ſhippes,anddeliuered ſuch 
restothe Chriſtopher and Tyger,as they had neede of. 
The 15,tecame together, and agreed to ſend the Tygerto another riner to take in her water, 
ad to ſee what ſhe tauld no fo2 graines. After that we tookt marchandize with vs, and went into 
de ruer. and there we found a Negro which was bozne in Lisbone, left there by a ſhip ol Portin- 
die which was burner the laſt yeere at this tier in fighting with . Frenchmen: and her tolde 
further chat two moneths paſt there were 3. Frenchmen at this place. and 6. werkes paſt there 
«two French ſhippes at the tiuer, and —

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gut lalle of the Courſe, which is all the day at the Southweſt, and Weſt Southweſt; but this dav with a flawer 
Pozringals. kept all the day at the Caſt, and Caſt Southeaſt, ſo that the Portingals had the winde of vam

The 21, wee came to the tiuer de Potos, where ſome of our boates went in ſoꝛ water, n; 
went in wich our cocke, and tooke 12. ſmall Elephants teeth. 
The 23. dap, after wee had taken as niany teeth as we could get, about 9. of the clocke weer la 
ſaile to goe towards che Mina. . 
The 27. day being by my reckoning ꝛ0. leagues from the Cape Treſpoints,our pinneſſe bu: 
one of the gudgions of her rudder, fo that we were fozced to tow her. This day allo we called © 
Botefwaine betoꝛe vs, and lapd to his charge certaine matters,wherein he had miſdemeanedhm © 
ſelfe:buc vpon his ſubmilſion e intreatie of pardon, and pꝛomiſe of better be hauiour, we (deſirous © 
of peace and quietnes ) foꝛgaue him. | 1 
The 28. we mended our pinneſles rudder, 
The 29. we ranne along the coaſt, 
The ʒ i. we came to Hanta,andmade ſale of certaine Banillios, E 
The firit of Apꝛil we had ſight of ſiue ſaile of Portingals, whereupon we ſet ſaile and went ai 
to fea to get the winde ofthem, which wee ſhoulde haue had if the winde had kept his c2diur Þ 


came roome with the Tyger and vs vntill night, and bꝛought themſelues all laue one, which 
led not ſo well as the reit, within ſhotte of vs: then it fell calme, and the winde came vptothe © 
Southweſt, howbeit it was neer? night, and the Chriſtopher by meanes of her boate,was abort 7 
foure leagues to the lee wards of vs. TUe tacked and ranne into the weather ofthe Admirall, m 
thee mare of his companie , and when we were neere him, we ſpake to him, but he would nut © = 
ſ wert: then we caſt about and lay in the weather of him; and caſting about hee ſhotte at vs,au 
then we ſhot at him, and ſhotte him foure oz five times though. They ſhot diuers times though © 
our ſailes, but hurt no man. The Tyger and the pinneſſe becauſe it was night kept out their ſailes 
and would not meddle with them : after wee had thus fought together two hourcs oꝛ mone, m 
would not lay him abooꝛde becauſe it was night, we left ſhooting one at the other, and kept al 
the weather ofthem, Then the Tiger and the pumeſſe kept about and came to vs, and afterwards 
being neere the ſhoare,we 3. kept about and lay to the ſea,andſhatte off a piece to giue warnings 
the Chriſtopher, 

This night about twelue of the clocke being very little winde, and the Paſter ol che Tiger! 
ſitepe, by the euill woꝛke of his men the ſhippe fell aboozde of vs, and with her ſheare hockt 
our maine ſule. and her boate being betwirt vs was bꝛoken and ſunke, wich certatne archi 
diſe in her, and the ſhippes wailes were bzoken with her outlegerꝛ yet in the ende we cleared le 
without any moꝛe hurt, but ſhe was in hazard to be token downeto the water. 

The ſecond day we had ſigbt of the Chriſtopher, and were neere vnto her, ſo that J tookear 
boate and went to her. And when J came tbither, they ſhemed mee, that after the Portingal n 
left vs, they went all roome with him, and about t welue a clocke at night mette him, and lan 
at him, and hee at them, and they ſhotte him though the ſailes in diuers places, and did noothe 
great hurt. Aud when wee had vnderſtoode that they had bene with him as well as with ven 
agreed altogether to ſeeke them (if wee might linde then,) and keepe a weather our places! 
trafique, | 

The z. weranne all day to the Southweſt wards to ſeeke che Portingals,but caulde haut u 
ſiccht of chem. and halled into the ſhoare, 

The fourth day when we had ſight o land, we found that the currant had ſec vs thtrtit leagus 
to the Eaſtwards of our reckoning, which we wondered at: fo? the firſt lande wee made,was [+ 
gua. Then J cauſed our boate to be manned, and the Chriſtophers alſo, and went tothe ſho 
andtooke our Negro with vs, And on ſhoare wee learned that chere were foure French uns © 
vpon the coaſt; one at Perinnen, which is ſixe leagues to the Wicſtwarve of Lagua: anachttt 
Weamba,whichis foure leagues to the Eaſtward of Lagua: athirve at Perecow, whichis foo! ©” 
leagues to the Eaſtward ol Weamba : and the fourth at Egrand, which is foure leagues u 
Caſtward of Perecow, N 

Ulhen we had intelligence oftheſe newes, we agreed to got to þ Eaſtwards with the n 
men to put them from their trafique, and ſbotte off two o2 thyee pieces in our boaces co cauſe 
ſ{xppesto wap: and hauing bene about one houre vader ſaile, we hadfightofone ofche Frm 5 
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men vnderſaile, halling off from Wcamba to whome wee gaue chaſe. and agreed in the night foz 
feare of outerſhooting them, that the Minion ſhould firſt come to ancre, x after that about 3. houtes, 
the Tyger and the Chriſtopher to beare along all might, 

The 5,vay we found 3. of the French ſhips at ancre: one called La foye de Honfleur, a ſhippe 
of 220. tunnes, another called the Ventereuſe q (mal Roebarge of Honfleur, of 100, tunnes, 
both appertayning to Shawdet of Honfleur, the 3. was called the Mulet de Batville a ſhippe 
of 120,tunnes,and this ſhippe belonged to certame Marchants ofRoan, 

hen we came to them we determined to lay the Admiral abooꝛde, che Chriſtopher the Uice- 
admiral.and the Tyger the ſmalleſt: but when we came uecre them they waped,andthe Chrilto- 
pher bein the headmoſt x the weathermoſt man, went roome withthe Admiral: the Koeberge 


went ſo fall that we coulde not fetche her, The fir that wee came to was the Mulet. and her wee The Engliſh 
luyd aboozde aud entred our men. and tooke her, which ſhippe was the richeſt except che Admnrall, ——_—_ 


Fo? the Admirall had taken about 80. li.ot gold, andthe Roeberge had taken but 2 2. pound, and 
all this we learned or the Frenchmen, who kne we it very well: oz they were all in conſoꝛt coge- 
ther and had bene vpon the coat cf Mina 2. moneths and odde dayes: howbeit the Roeberge had 
bene there befoze them with another ſhip ol Diepe, and a Caruell which had beaten all the coaſt, 
and was departed one moneth befoze our arriuing there, x they 3. had taken about 700, li. of gold. 
As ſoone as we had layd the ſhip abooꝛde, and left certaine men in her to keepe her, we iet ſatle 
and gaue chaſe to the other 2. ſhips. chaſed them al day and night. x the next day vntil z. a clocke 
inthe afternoone,but we could not fetch them: and therkoꝛe ſeeing that we bꝛought our ſe lues ve 
xy fare to lee ward of our place, we let the chace, kept about againe to goe wich the ſhoare, 
The 7. day J ſent fo2 the captatue,marchants # maſters ot the other ſhips,and when they came 52-99 of 


goldte takt n in 


we wayed the gold which we had from the Frenchmen, which wayed 50. li. and 5,ounces of gold, ide Frency 
this done we agreed to put men out of euery {vp into the pꝛiſe to keepe her. Pulte, 
The 1 2,day we came to the further place ofthe Mine called Egrand, and being come to an an» 
cre diſcharged all the marchants goods out ofthe pꝛiſe, and would haue ſold the hep with the vic: 
tuals to the Frenchmen, but becauſe ſhe was leake they would not take her, but deſired vs to ſaue 
their liues in taking them into our owne ſhips : then we agreed to take out the victuals and ſinke 
the ſhtppe, and deuide the men among our ſhips, 
The 14, at night wee made an ende of diſcharging the pile, and deuided all the French 
men ertept 4, which were ſicke and not able to helpe themſe lues, which 4. boch the Chriſtopher 
andthe Tyger refuſed to take, leauing them in their ſhip alone inthe night, ſo that about midnight 
J was foxcedto fetch them into our ſhip, 
The 15. of q pul. moouing our companie for the voyage of Binnie, the moſt part ol them all re Buna 
luled it. The 16. ſeeing the vnwil lingnes ol the companie to goe thither, we determined to ſpend 
as much time vpon the coaſt as we could, tu the end we might make our voyage, e agreed to leaue 
theMinion here at Egrand,the Tyger to goto Perico which is 4.leagues olf, the Chriſtopher 
to goe to Weamba. which is 1 0, leagues to the wetherward of this place: and if any ol them 
ſhould haue ſight of moꝛe ſailes then they thought good to meddle withall, to come roome th their 
felowes,to wit, firſt the Chriſtopher to come with he Trgerand then both they to come withvs, 
Weremained in this place called Egrand vntil the laſt day of Apzil,in which time many of our r men du 
men fel ſicke. and 6,of them died. And here we tould haue no trafique with che Negroes but 3 0 4. of fickenes, 
dayes inthe weeke, and all the reſt of the werke they would not come at vs. Te here loſt one an. 
fre and bzoke a cable. and in the waying of another ancre ſome ol our men were hurt. 
The z. ol May not hauing the pinneſſe ſent vs with cloch from che other ſhips as they pꝛomi⸗ May. 
led we ſold French cloth, and gaue but 3. yards thereof to euery fuffe, 
The 5, day the Negroes departed, and tolde vs they would come to vs againe within . dayts, 
which we determined there to tarie, although we had diuers ol our men ſicke. 
The 8. dap al our cloth in the Minion being ſold, J called the company together, to know whe⸗ 
ther they would tarie the ſale ol the cloch taken in the pꝛiſe at this place oz no: they anſwered, that 
in reſpect ofthe death of ſome of their men. and the reſent ſicknes of 20. moꝛe, they would not carp, Sickneſle, 


© burreyairetoche other ſhips,of whome they had heard nothing ſinte the 27. dĩ Apzil : and yet they 


had our pinneſſe with chem, one ly to cary-newes from one to another. 
The 9, day we determined to depart heuce to our felowes, to ſee what they had done, and to at 
{amy what was to be done at the to wne of Don John. 
The ro. day in the moꝛning we (:t ſaile to ſeeke the Chriſtopher and the Tyger, 
The 11 day the taptaine of the Chriſtopher came tu vs. and told vs that they could finde ſmall 
doings at the places where they had bene. x T be 
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ſow1e,

The 1 2, William Crompton and J in our ſmall pinneſle went tothe Tyger and the — 


her at Perenine. 


The 1 3, we ſent away the Tyger to Egrande, becauſe we founde nothing to doe at Perenine, 
worth the tarying fo? 

The 14. our great pinneſle came to vs, and pꝛeſently we put cloth into her, and ſent her backen 
Weaniba where ſhe had bene befoze, and had taken there 10. li. of golde, 

The 1 5, the Minion came to vs, and the next day we went a ſhoare with our boates, and tooke 


but one ounce of golde. 
The 19. day hauing ſet ſafle we came to anancre befoze Mowre,and there we taried 2. daytt 


but tooke not an ounce of golde. 
The 21, we came to an ancre beroze Don Iohns towne, 
The 22,wemamed our boats and went to ſhoare, but the Negroes would not come at vs then 


the Captaine of the Chriſtopher and J,tooke a Skiffe and 8, men with vs, and went andtalkey F 


with the Negroes,andthey laid that they would ſend a man to the great towne, where Don long 


himſelfe lave,co aduertiſe him of our comming, | 
The 23. we went a ſhoare againe,# the Negroes told vs that this day the marchants of Don 


. 


lohn would come downe : ſo we taried there vntill night, and no man would come to vs: bu 


uers of che Negroes made vs ſignes to depart, 
The 24. the captaine of the Chriſtopher tooke his boate # went to Mow re, and when he came 


thither certaine Negroes came ta him to know the pꝛice of his wares,but in the end there came an 
Almade, which he iudged came from the caſtle, cauſed all the Negroes to depart from him: am 
when he law they would come no mote to him he went a ſhoare and tooke certaine men with hum 
and then the Negroes caſt ſtones at them. & would not ſufter them to come vp to their towne, And 
when they ſaw chat, they tooke certaine ol their Almades, & put them to the ſea, e afterwards 
parted, The ſame mozning J went a ſhoare at Don Iohns towne & tooke a white flag with me 
but none of the Negroes coulde come to me, which cauſed vs to iudge that the Portingals wette n 


the towne. After this our boate came to vs well manned and J ſent one man vp to che cowne with © | 
a white flagge in his hand, but when he was come thither all the Negrocs went away and would © 


not ſpeake with him. Then J ſent one alone into the woods after them, but they in no caſe would 
come to vs. Ahen we ſaw that, we tooke 12. goates and 14. hennes, which we found in che towne, 
and went aboow without doing any further hurt to the to wne: and when J came abooꝛd, J foum 


our pinneſſe come fro Cormatin, which hadtaken there 2. li.. ounces ot gold. Then after much: 


doe with the froward Mariners, we went thitherwards with our ſhip, # the Chriſtopher went 


Mowre, The 25. day the Baſter of the Chriſtopher ſent his boate to the ſhoare fo? balaſte, and 


the Negroes would haue beaten the companie fromthe ſhoare, whereupon the companie reſiſſed 
chem, andflewe and hurt dine rs or them, and hauing put them to flight, burned their towne W 


brake all theit boates. The 26. vapour pinneſſe came to vs from Cormatin, and had taken l. 


1 1 ounces of gold: and Iohn Shitife told vs that the Negroes of that place were very veſirousts 
haue aſhip come backe agame to cheir towne. The 27. we wayed and went to Cormatin. 

The 28. the Chriſtopher came to vs from Mowre,and taffimued there two dayes, 

The ſecond day of June the Tiger came to vs from Egrande,and the pinneſſe from Weamba, 
and they two had taken about 50. li. of golde ſince they departed from vs. 

The 4. day we departed from Cormatin to ply vp to Shamma, being not able to tarrie im 
longer vpon the coaſt foꝛ lacke of victuals, and ſpecially oł dꝛinke. | 


The /. day we had ſight of 5. ol the king of Portingals ſhips, which came to an ancre beſides 


the Caſtle. ; 


The d. day George and Binny came to vs, and bꝛought with them about 2. li. of golde. Tha 


night the Chriſtopher and the pinneſſe tame vp to vs which had bene · 3. dayes a ſerne of vs m | 
the Malter ofthe pinneſſe tolde vs their extremitie foz want ofvictuall, and thereſdꝛe they veſro Þ* 


to be taken out ofthe pinneſſe, but we intreated them to goe to the pinneſſe againe, and gaue then 
beere, bꝛead, poke and ſtockfiſhto victual them vntill ſuch time as we came to Shamma, that ie 
might ſend her away with ſome of our Frenchmen, 


The 10, day in the rfioming J tooke our ſmall pinneſſ?, and the Captaine of che Chriſtopher Þ 


with me, and manned her well and went to the calle to vie we the Portingals ſhips. and there ve 
found one ſhip of about z oo. tunne, and 4. caruels: when we had well viewed chem, we returned 
backe againe to our ſhips which we found 7. leagues at ſea. : 
The ri. day tn the moꝛming we found our Mlues wel ſhot toward Shamma,and the Tiger with 
vs, but the Minion p the pinneſle had not wayed that night, ſo that we were out of light * 
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ind hautng brought our ſe lues in the wether of the Poztingals ſhips, we came to an anker to ta 
ne fo2 the Pinion, 02 els we might hauefetched Shamina,At night the Pinion, and the pumeſle 
came vp to vs, but could not fetch ſo farre tothe weather ward as we, and therefoze they ankered 
about a league a wether the caſtle, and we waied in the Chyiſtopher, aud went rome with her. 

The 1 2, daythe Tyger came rvome with vs, and ſhe and the Chuſtopher finding themſelues 
to lind in great needofvictuals, would haue gone with the oꝛtingals ſhippes to haue fetched 
ſome ol them fozth : but our mailter and companie would in no caſe conſent to goe with chem, fo 
fare of hanging when we came home: and the ocher two ſhips being fully minded to haue gone, 
and fearing that their owne company would accuſe them, durſt not goe to them. 

After this, by reaſon of the want of victuals inthe pinnelle, which could receiue no victuals 
fromthe other ſhips, but from vs onely, we tooke out all our men, and put 1 2, French men into 
her. and gaue them vittuals to bꝛing them to Shamma, 

The 19. dap the Tiger aud Pinion arrived at Shamma, and the Chiiftopher within two 
leagues offthem, but could not ferch the winde by reaſon of the ſcantneſle of the winde, which 
hath bene ſo ſcant, that in liſteene dayes we haue plied to the windewards but twe lue leagues, 
whtch befoꝛe we did in ont day and a night, 

The 20, day J tooke our pinneſſe, and went to the towne af Shamma to ſpeake with the cap 
caine, and he tolde me that there was no golde there to be had, no2 ſo much as a hen to be bought, 
and all byreaſon of the accoꝛd which he had made with the Poztingals, and J leeing that, depar⸗ 
ted peactably from him. N N 

The 21. J put luch things as we had into our ſmall pinneſſe, and tooke one merchant ol our 
(hip, and anocher of the Cyger, and ſent her to Hanra,to attempt, if ſhe could doe anything thert: 
that night they could do nothing but were pzomiled to haue ſome golde the next day. 

The next day ( which was the 2 2,)beiug come, we ſent our pinneſſe to Hanta agatne, but there 
neither the captaine no2 the Negroes traffike wich vs, but intiſed vs from place to place, and 


all to no purpoſt. 


This day we put away our pinneſſe, with fine and twentie Frenchmen in her, and gaue them 


bu tbetr bittuals,

burut by the Shamma, and becauſe the Captaine thereof was become ſubiect tothe Poztingals , we burn 
Engiith. the towne, and onr men ſeeking the ſpoile of ſuch trifles as were there, found a Poxtingals cheg, 
wherein was ſome ol his apparell, aud his weights, and one letter ſent to him from the Caſty, 
whereby we gathered, chat the Poztingall had bene there of a long time. 
es The 25. dap, about three of the clocke at afternoone, we ſct ſaile, and put into the ſea , fozuy 
returne to England. 


The laſt day of this moneth, wee fell withthe ware againe , and made our reckoning tobt 


eighteene leagues to the weather ward of the place where we ſct off, Then we came to make the 
land, we fuund our ſelues to be cighteene leagues tothe lee ward of the place, where we ſet ul 

The currant. hich came to paſſe, by reaſon ot the extreame currant that runnech to the Eaſtward : when we 
perceiued our ſelues ſo abuſed, we agreed to caſt about againe, and to lye as necrc the winde ag 
we could, to fetch the line. 


iy mas The ſeuenth ok Julp, we had ſight of che Ille of S. Thomas, and thonght to haue ſought the 
Idand. roade, to haue ankered chere: but che next mozning che winde came about, and wee keptour 
courſe. 


The ninth, the winde varying, we kept about againe, and fell with the Jſlandof S. Thom, 


and ſeeking the roade, were becalmedneere the Illand, and with the currant were put neere the 
ſhoare, but could haue noe ground to anker: ſo that we were fozced to hoiſe out our pinneſſe aud 
the other ſhippes their ſaiſtes to to we from the Illand, which did litt le good, but in the ende tht 
winde put vs thiee leagues offthe ſhoare. 


The tenth day the Chriſtopher,and the Tyger, caſt about, whereby we iudged them to hat 


agreed together, to goe ſeeke ſome ſhippes in the roade, and to leaue vs: our men were not wflling 


to goe after them fz feare of running in with the Jlland againe, aud of putting our ſelues m 


the lime danger that we were in the night brfoze : but we ſhot off a peece, and put out two lights, 
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and they anſwered vs with lights againe: whereupon we kept our courſe,# thought that they had 7 


followed vs, but in the mozning we could not ſee them, ſo that they left vs willingly , and we: 
termined to follow them no moe. 
But the 1 1. day, we altered our opinion, and courſe,and conſentedto caſt about ag aint fo che 
Iſland to ſceke our ſuippes. and about foure of the clocke in the afternoone,we met with them, 
Our men vn⸗ The 13, we fell againe with the Jſlandof S. Thomas, and the ſame night we found out ſelues 
der the Une. directly vnder the line, | 
This Iſlandis a very high Illand, and being vpon the welt ſive of it, vou ſhall ſee a very hig 


picke, which is very ſmal, and ſtreight. as it were the ſteeple of a Church, which picke liech dirt; 
ty vnder the line, and at the ſame Sauch ende of che Jſland,to che weſtward thereof, licth a ſmall F 


Tland, about a mile from the great Jſland, 
Augul. The third ol Augult, we departed fromthe Ille of S. Thomas, aud met the wiude at the ſouth 


The ſixt day, we found our ſelues in eight degrees. 
The 1 2, day, we were in the height of Cape Verde. 
an Tflandok The 22. day,we fell with one of the Jules of Cape Verde, called the Iſie of Salt, and being 
infoꝛmed by a Scottiſhman, that we tooke among the French men vpon the coaſt, that ther! 
were freſh victuals to be had, we came to an anker there. 

The 23. day, in the moꝛning, we manned our ſkiffe, and went a Hoare,and found nohouſes,but 
we ſawe foure men, which kept themſelues alwaies farre from vs, as fo? catte ll, we could finde 
none, but great ſtoꝛe of goates, and they were ſo wild, that we could not take abcue chace oz fourt 
ofthem: but there we had good ſtoꝛe of iche, and von a ſmall Jfland, which lay by the ſame, we 
had great ſtoze of ſca birds. 8

The 26, we came agatue with the Alland of S. Anthony, and could not double the Cape. This 10 
day, Philip Iones the Maſter of the Chriſtopher, came vs, who had bene abooꝛd the 1 y- 5 
get, and tolde vs that they were not able to keepe the T yger,becauſc ſhe was leake, and the Pa · . 


ſter very weake and ſaid further, he had agreed with the Maſter and the company that if the next it: 
day we could double the Iſland, we ſhould runne to the lee ward ol it, and there diſcharge her: but Mk 
if we could not double it, then to put in det wirt the Filand of S. Vincent, and S. Anthonie, to ſee i: 
if we could diſcharge her, 11 
The 27, ſeeing we could not double the Aland, we put in betweene the fozeſaid Jſlands ,- and 1201 
went though them, but found no roade, and therefoze taried foꝛ our fellowes, and by and by it fell 
calme, ſo that we were in hazard to fall abooꝛd one of another, but God ſent vs a ſmall galc of 
wind. and we went befoze them, and left them a ſterne, 
The 28. we were out of ſight of our company:but we kept about, and ſaw them againe, foꝛ they 
were becalmed vnder the J land all night. . 
The third day of September. I went abooꝛd the Tyger, with the Baſter,and merchants with ®*vtember, 
me to view the ſluppe, and men:and we found the ſhtppe very leake,and onely ſir labouring men 
in her, wherrofone was the Paſter Gunner: ſo that we ſecing that they were not able to ket pe 
the ſuppe. agreed to take in the men, and of the goods what we could ſaue,and then to put the ſhip 
away, 
The lift day, we went to diſcharge the Tyger. 
The cight day, hauing taken out the artillerie, goods, victuals, and gold of the Tyger, we gaue Che Tyger gis 
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The third day of October, we had ſight of another ſaile, and bare roome with her, to haue October. 
knowen ſome newes ol Eng land:but the weakenes ol our ſhippe, and men, cauſed vs to leauc 
her. and keepe our courſe, 1178 

The fourth ol October, we found our ſelues to be 41, degrees and a halfe from the line. . 

The fift day, che weather was very feule with winde, and raine. 0 

The ſirt day, the Chriſtopher tame to vs, and willed vs to put with the Cape, foz they alſo 
were la weake, that they were not able ta keeye the ſea, and we being weak alſo we agreed to go 
im Vigo, being a place which mauy Engliſhmen frequent, 

The 10, day, the Chriſtopher went roome with the Cape, but we hauing a merrte winde ſoꝛ 
England, and fearing the danger of enemies, which oꝛdinarily lye about the Cape: beſides, not 
knowing the ſtate of our Countrey, and Spatne, and al it were peace, yet there was litle 
hope of friendſhip at their hands,conſidering the voyage that we had made, and we alſobeing fo 
weake that by foꝛce and violence. we could came by nothing, and doubting alſo that the King of 
Pottingall kno wing of our being there, might wozke ſome way with the counſell of Spayne, to 
trouble vs:and further, conſidering that if we did put in with any harbour, we ſhould not be able ta : 
come out againe,til we ſent foꝛ moze men into England, which would be a great charge and loſle 5 
oftime,and meanes of many danger: All theſe things pondered, we agreed toſhoote off two pee: C 
ces of ozdinance, to warne the Chriſtopher, and then we went our courſe foz England: ſhe hea- 
ung our peeces, followed vs, and we carried a light fo2 her, but the next day in the mozning, it 
was thicke. and we could nat ſec her in the afternoone nether,ſo that we ſuſpected, that either ſhe 
was gone with Spayne,02 els that ſhe had put fooxth mote ſailes then we in the nicht, and was 
(bot a head of vs, ſo that then we put foo2th our toplailes,and went aur courſe with Eug land. 
Atthe time when the Chriſtopher left vs, we were within 1 20. leagues of England, ann 45. 

leagues Noꝛthweſt. and by Weſt, rom Cape Finiſter: and at the ſame time, in our ſhips we had 

not about ſire marriners,and ſixe merchauts in health. which was but a weake cumpanie fon ſuch 
allippe,coſecke a foxrey harbo?,

this great light a ſhoze, 
Trafique there ſeemes, will you let vs 
anker this night therefoze, 
And trie if we may get, 
this next moming by day, 
Some kind of food fo2 vs to eate, 
and then to goe our wap? 
Ve anker there that night, 
the next moming to ſhoze : 
And inthe place. where we the light 
did ſee the night befoze, 
A watch houſe now there ſtood, 
vpon a rocke without: 
Hard by a great blacke croſſeof wood, 
which putteth vs in doubt, 
CUhat place that this ſhould be, 
A Caſtell there we gan eſpie, 
this made vs doubt the moze, 
herein we ſaw did ſtand 
a Portingall oz twaine 2 
Who held a white flag in his hand, 
and waued vs amaine, 
Our fieſh as ſtaile now ſhakes, 
whereby we gan retire, 
Andhe at vs a ſhot then makes, 


but none ol vs it hits. 
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Ae wiſht tyen we had there Scrikmg their open cops in ſight, 
a good ſhip, eke o2twatne, with dint of arrow head. 

But hyelpleſle now, we rowea ſhoze Foz we ſawe they had there 
to know th end of our paine. no Gallies vs to take, 

The ueerer that we went CQhere thneatnings tht᷑ could vs not feare 
to them vnto the ſhoxe, oʒ make vs once to ſhake, 

To veld our ſelues , as firſt we ment Then Canons loud gan rope, 
they ſtill did ſhoot themoze, and pellets flie about, 

Now Canons loud gan rose, And each man halech hard his oze 
and Culuerins now crackt, and mooued not a ſoote. 

The Caftell eke it thundzed loze, ea. though the poulder ſent 
as though the wals weere ſackt, the pellets thicke away, 

Some ſhot doth light hard by, Het ſpite of them cleane though we went 
ſome ouer vs agame: | at laſt, and got the ſea, 

But though the ſhot lo thicke doth flie, And pieces charging kalt, 
yet rowe we in a mame, they ſhot after vs ſv,

A bow? in hand ſome hent, With wares to trafique there with them, 
with poiſ ned arrow pꝛeſt, if they had meant the ſame, 

To ſtrike therewiththey be full bent, They Portuguſe doe ſpeake 
a pined Engliſh byeſk, rightnaturall iwis: 

But ſtones come downe ſo faſk And ok our ſhip to know they ſeeke, 
on vs on euery ſide, how big and where ſhe is, 

Ae thinke our boats bottom would bzaſt Te anſwered them againe 
if long we thus abide, we had two ſhips at ſea, 

And arrowes flie ſo chicke, Right well appointed full of men, 
hiſling at euery care, | that ſtreight would take their wap 

TUHich both in clothes and fleſh do ſticke, Along the coaſt fo2 gold, 
that we,as men paſt feare, they cary but foy vs, | 

Cry now, Launch launch in haſt, TAhich came with wares there to haue ſold 
hale of the boate a maine: but that they vl d vs thus. 

Foure men in banke let them ſit faſt Then gan they vs to p)ay, 
and rowe to ſea againe, if welackt any thing, 

The other fiue like men, To anker there all chat whole dap, 
do manfully in hand, and they to vs would being 

Take vp each kind of weapon then, All things that we doe want, 
theſe wolues here to withſtand, they ſoy ſap they be: 

A harquebuſh takes one, But we their woꝛds yet truſting ſcant, 
another bends his bowe, retuſe their curteſie. 

Among the ſlaues then do wne fals one, Ve aſke them of this hold 
andother hurt J trowe. what place that it ſhould be, 

At thoſe Portingals then ſhoot we, Then they againe thus ſtraight vs told 
vpon the Foꝛt which ſtand, that Portingals there lie, 

In long fine white ſhirts as we ſer, And how that point they ſapd, 
and lintſtocks in ch ir hand, which there hard by we ſee, 

And ot theſe ſhirts ſo white as one of Cape thyee points chat lay ce thn 
we painted ſome full red, the Aclternmolt of tree, en 
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Tuthouten further ſpcech, 
we hoiſe our ſaile to ſea: 
Minding a friendlier place to ſeech. 
and thus we part our wap. 
e mind truly to prooue 
the Portingals no moꝛe: 
But now t'aſlay rather what loue 
Negros will ſhew a ſhoje, 
De then with ſaile and oze, 
went backe againe in haſt: 
A chirtie leagues J thinke,and moe 
from thence where we were chaſt. 
And here we anker fall, 
abooꝛd the Negros come: 
e gaue gay things vnto them all, 
and thus their hearts we wonne, 
At laſt abooꝛd comes one, 
that was the Kings chiefe ſonne: 
To whom by ſignes J made great mone, 
how that J was vudone, 
Dad loſt our ſhips,and eke 
were almoſt ſtaru d foꝛ meate, 
And knew not where our ſhips to ſeeke, 
02 any thing to eate.

To know in haſt away he went, 
the Rings pleaſure on ſhoꝛe. 
And came foozthwith agame, 
ca, bade vs come a land: 


Ahereof God knowes we were ful fatne, 


when this we vnderſtand, 
Each man bankes to his ode, 
to hale the boate a land: 
Abere as we ſee vpon the ſhoe, 
five hundꝛed Negros ſtand, 
Our men rowing in a maine, 
the billow went lo hie. 
That ſtraight a wauc ouerwhelms vs 
andthere in ſea we lie. 
The Negros by and by, 
tame ſwimming vs to ſa ue: 
And bꝛought vs all to land quickly, 
not one durſt play the knaue. 
The Rings ſonne after this, 
à ſtout and valiant man, 
In whom I thinke Nature iwis, 
hath wꝛouqht all that ſhe can, 
He then J ſay commaunds 
them ſtraight to ſaue our boate,

Te lav vpon the ground, 
with chem there all that night: 
But fearing ſkill a deadly wound, 
we could not lleepe a whit, 
Two dayesthus paſt we well, 
no man vsoftred wong: 
The cauſe thereof J gin vou tell, 
they thought this them among: 
Our ſhips had bene at ſea, 
and would come there befoze 
Two dayes to fetch vsthence away, 
and giue them wares good ſtoꝛe. 
But when they thus heare tell 
how that our ſhips be loſt. 
And that we know not very well, 
when ſhips will come to coaſt: 
They then waxe wearie ſtreight, 
andthey which did befoze 
At ſundꝛy times giue vs to eate, 
did giue vs now no moꝛe. 
Our lowance wart ſo ſmall, 
that neuer nine J geſſe, 
TUere ſeru d the like. yet ſtill withall, 
it waxed leſſe and leſſe. 
Some run now in the wood, 
and t here fo2 rootes do ſeeke, 
Baſe meat would here be counted good, 
too bad that we miſlike. 
Our clothes now rot with ſwear, 
and from aur backs do fall, 
Saue that whom nature wils fo ſhame, 
we couer nought at all, 
One runs ta ſeeke fo2 clay 
to faſhion ſtraight a pot, 
And hardens it in Dunne all day: 
mother fafleth not

ſtel of Comſort, the May Flower, and the George, and a Pinnefle allo,

and the 12. day we were thwart of ſhane, 
The 15. day in the moming being Sunday, 
we loſt the company of our Admirall, wherefoze we ſayled# 
long the coaſtof Poztingall,hoping that our Adnurall had bene before vs.

The ſaid 2. day being the day ofthe Natiuitte, we hoiſed out our boate, and fet aiſter Ed- 
ward Fenner Captaine of the May Flower abooꝛd vs being in the Geoꝛge, with the Maiſter 
whole name was Robert Courtiſe, and others of the ſayd ſhip, and fraſted them with ſuch chere 

od had ſont vs. 
4 The 26.day we fell with an Jlland called Tenerif, which is 27, leagues from the ſaid Jland, 


© ndonthe Eaft ſide thereof we came to in anker in foxtie fadome water, within a baſe ſhoete of

The 29. day the May Flower foz that ſhe cduld not fet into the road where we were at an an⸗ 


4 ker, byreaſon the wind was off the ſhoze, & becaule ſhe bare roomer from the land then we did, in 


the myming came bearing in with the towne of Santa Cruz, thinking to come to an anker in the 


= roadagainlt the towne, and befoze ſhe came within the reach of any of their oꝛdinance, they ſhot at 
® h:rfoure pieces, which cauſed her to come roome with vs, and came at laſt to an anker by vs. And 
* aboutoacof the clocke in che after noone, the fozenamed Capt aine ofthe May Flower, mote a letter 
* aſo:e,directing it tothe head officer ofthe cowneof Santa Cruz, to the intent to vnderſtand the pꝛe · 
tence ofthe ſhooting of the ſayd oꝛdinance. 


The letter being witten, Robert Courtiſe maſter of the May Flower, and Walter Wren, 
were appointed to deliuer t he ſame a land at the thꝛee oz foure houſes,to be conueiedtothe foꝛeſayd 


duni, and ſo went with ſixe men in the boate, and rowed to the ſhoze as neere as they might, fox 
* ſetingthe boate on ground fo2 the ſea went cruelly at the ſhoze, | 


The people ſtood in number o. perſons, with ſuch armour as they had: the fozeſayd Wren cal? 
led to them in Spaniſh, declaring to themthat they had a letter, which they would very gladly 
haue conueied vnto the cowne, ſhewing that they would traffique withthem as merchants, deſiring 
their helpe fox the conueiance ofthe ſame letter. With that one of the Spamards willed vs to tome 
on land. x we ſhould be welcome, but doubting the worſt, the ſayd Walter anſwered them, that they 
would not come aland,vntil they had anſwere ofcheir letter which they had bought. 

CUhrreupon one of the Spaniards vnraied himſelfe. and lepe into the water, and ſwamme to the 
boate, whom we receiued, And he ſaluted vs, and demaunded what our requeſt was: we made him 
auſ were, that by miſfoꝛtune we loſt the companie of our Admirall, and being bound to this Illand 
to traffique foꝛ wines and other things neceſſarie fo) vs, doe heare mindto ſtay vntill ſhe come. 

Couterning our letter, he made vs anſwere that he would with all diligence cary it, and deli⸗ 
ner i accoꝛding to the direction, and ſo the ſayd Walter knit the letter in a bladder, and deliuered 
it vnto him, and alſo gaue him foure royals of Spaniſh money foz his paines: and promiſing 
that we ſhauld haue anſwere ofit,hetooke his leaue, and ſwamme ag aine a ſhoze, where the people 
ſtaodreadytoreceiuehim, And after that they had talked with him, and vnderſtood ourmeanmg, 
ſome ofth*m thꝛe w vp their hats, and the other put them olf holding them in their hands, and made 
vs very curtedus ſignes,alwayes deſiring that the boate would come a land, but we reſaluting thẽ 
rowed backe ag eine abooꝛd. 5 n 

The zo daythe Gouernours bꝛother of Santa Cruz, came abooꝛd che May Flower, with ſire 
0 (152 Sp miards with him, who concluded wich the Captaine that we might come a ſhoze and 
aus withthem, but that day we did not, foz we had noſufficiencpledge of theirs fo2 our aſſu · 


# 7210, Dur Captaine tntertained them well, and at their departure gaue them foure pieces of oy 


na farewell,andbeſtowed vpon them two cheeſes withotherthings. 
The land Souernours byother pzomiſed our Capitaine that he ſhould haue ſufficient pledges 


now kallowing, which was not done, whereupon we grew ſuſpicious, and went not that 


£7100 ſhoꝛe. 


The firſt day of Januarie, our Captaine ſent Nicholas Day, and Iohn Fumpter a ſhoze,” who Januarie,

The tluto day we departed about the Tlefterne point of the J land, about 1 2, oz 14. [eaques 
from d uta Cruz, into a Baie which is tight agaynſt the houſe cf one Petro de douſes, in Which 
Baie we came to an anker the 5. day, where we heard that our At nurall had bene there at an an 
ker v. dayes befoze vs, aud was gone thence to an I ſland called Gomera, whereupon we ſet late 
peſcuclyco ſeeke him, 

They meete The 6, day we came to an anker againſt the towne of Gomera, where we finde our Adnirall, 
their dmiral which was very ioyfull of our commung, and we alſo ct his ſight, 


— In the ſapdroade we found Edward Cooke in a tallſhtp, anda ſhip ofthe Copperſiniths of 


London,whichthe Noztingals hadtrecherouſly ſurppſcd in the Bate df Santa Cruz,vpon the cual 
of Barbaric, which hip we left there all ſpoiled, 

Our General aud merchants bought in the laid towne fo2 our p2ouiſion, 14. buts of winc,which 

* coſt 15. ducats a butt, which were offered vs at Santa Cruz in Tencrit,foz 8, 9. and 10. ducats. 
The g. day we departed from this road to an other Baie, about 3. leagues off, and there tooke in 
freſh water; and ſo the 10. day we ſet ſaile towards Cape Blanke, which is on the coaſt of Ginnie, 
The 1 2, day we fell iuto a Bate to the Caſtward ol Cape Pargos, which is 3 5. leagues from 
Cape Blanke. But hauing no knowledge of that coaſt, we went with Cape Blanke, and at the 
fall ofthe land we ſounded, and had 16. fadome water two leagues from the ſhoꝛe. The land is 
x good ta / very lol, and white ſand, Upon the fall of the ſapd coaſt, beware hots you bozow in 1 2, oz 10. 
2 fadome, ſoꝛ within 2,02 3. caſts of the lead you may be on ground. - 
The 1 7, day, wi ſet ſayle from Cape Blanke, directingour courſe South and by Eaft, and 
Sauth among, and ſo fell into a Bate to the Caſlwardof Cape Verde, about 16, leagues, am 
about 6, leagues from the ſhaze. The ſayd land ſeemed vnto vs as ik it had bene a great number al 
ſþips vnder layle. being in deed nothing els but the land which mas full of Hammoks, ſome high 
ſome lowe, with high trees on them. Ae bare with the ſayd land till we were withm 3,leaquegof 
the ſhoze,and then we ſounded and found 28. fadome water, black oaſe, This day we ſaw much il 
in ſundzy ſculs l wimming wich their noſes with the bzimme of the water, 
Paſling along this coaſt, we might ſee two ſmall round hils, ſeeming to vs about a league oe 
from the other, which is the Cape, and betweene them are great ſtoze oftrecs, and in all our dera 
ſailing we ſaw no land ſo high, as the ſaid two hils. 
The 19. day we came to an anker at the Cape, m a road faſt by the TUeſtermoſt ſive ol two hils, 
in 10. fadome of water, where you may ride in ſiue 02 ſire fadome, fox the ground is faire, and al 
wapes you ſh ill haue the wind off the ſhoze, Aud as ſoone as we were all at an anker, our General 
came aboozd vs, and with him the maſter olthe Admixall, whoſe name was William Bars, and 
with them the Captaine of the Uiceadmirall; whoſe name was maſter Edward Fenner, and Ro- 
bett Curtiſe the maſter, and dined abooꝛd of vs, being in the Geoꝛge, wherein was Captaine loha 
Hey wood, and John Smith of Hampton maſter, and there we concluded to cor aland, which was 
The footiH Hille a mile from vs: and by the counſell of William Bats, hoth Captaine and merchants am u 
ralhnefſe of uers of the company went without armour; fo2 he ſayd, that although the people were blacke and 
p-rimaving naked, yet they were ciuill: ſo that he would needes giue the venter, without the conſent of the 
— — reſt, to go without weapon. Thus they rowed to ſhoze, where, we being in the ſhip might ſee a 
— great company of Negrocs naked, walking to and fro by the ſeaſide where the landing plac 
was, waiting fo2 the comming of our men, who came too ſoane, and landed to their loſſe as fell out 
afterwards, | 
There went a hoze the Admirals ſkiffe, andthe May Flowers boate, and in them the number 
of 20, petſons 02 thereabouts, as maſtex George Fenner the Generall, his mother maſter Ec- 
ward Fenner, Thomas Valentine, lohn Worme and Francis Leigh marchants, Iohn Ha war, 
William Bats, Nicholas Day, lohn Tomſon, and others, 
At cheir cunnning to the ſhoꝛe there were 100. Negroes 02 vpward, with their bowes and a> 
rowes: our Captaineg and merchants talked with them. and atcoꝛd ing tothe vſe of the countrey, tht 
one demanded pledges of the other. and they were content to deliuer 3. of their Negros foꝛ 5, ofen 
meu. Our . mens names were theſe, lohn Ha ward, Wil. Bats, Nich. Day, loh. Tomſon, and lch. 
Curtiſe:theſe wete deliuered them. and we receiued 3. Negroes into our Admirals ſ kiffe. 
cyuet, mut. Out men being a ſhoꝛc among the Negroes, beganne to talke with them, declaring what um 
goid + ararn®>- and merchandize we had, as woollen cloth linnen cloth, iron, cheeſe and other things. The Negroe® 
ces ofC5< anſwered againe they had cyuet. muſke, gold and graines, which pleaſed our captaines and mfr 
Verde. chants very well. Then the Negroes deſired to haue a ſight of ſome of our wares, to the whicho 

merchants were content, and foozthwith ſent aboozd one of the boates fox part of their — 


Cape Verde. 
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bis arme cut off, Androwes that was laſt of all hurt. laye lame not able to helpe himſelfer 
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bin the meane time while the boate went to the ſhip, our ſiue men were walking on the ſhoare 
with the Ne groes, and out Generall and Parchants ſkayed in the other boate by the ſea ſide, has 
uing che 3 Ne grocs with them, | 

Dur boate then came againe, and bzoughe p2on and other marchandize, with bꝛead, wine, 


© and cheeſe, which they gaue vnto them. Then two of the Negroes (which were the pledges) 
© made themlelues ſicke, deſiring to goe aſhoare, pzomiſing to ſende other two fo2 them. Cap- 
tant Hayward percetuing that our men had let the Negroes come a ſhoate, aſked what they 
meant, (and doubt ing the wozlt )began to zawtoward the boate, and two oz tine of the Negroes 


followed him, And when he came to the boate they beganne to ſtay him, and he made ſignes vnto 
chem that he wouldfetche them moze dꝛinke and bꝛead: notwithſtanding, when hee was entring 
into the boate, one of them caught him by the bꝛeeches, and woulde haue ſtayed him. but hee 
ſpzange from him and leapt into the boate. And as ſoone as hee was in, one of the Negrocs a 
ſhoare began to blowe a pipe, and preſently the other Negro that was in our boate, ſitting on 
the boates ſive, and Maſter Wormes ſword by him, ſuddenly dzewe the ſwozde out of the ſcaberde 


and caſt himſelfe into the ſea, and ſwomme a ſhoare: and pꝛeſently the Negroes layde handes on —— 


our men that were on ſhoare, and tooke chꝛee of them with great violence, and toare all their ap: 
parell from their backe 85 and left them nothing to couer them, and many ofthem ſhotte ſo thicke 


t out men in our boates, that they coulde ſcarſe ſec hande to any Dare to rowe fromthe ſhoare, 
pct (by the helpe of God) they got from them with their boates, although many of them were 
* hurt with their poyſoned arrowes : and the poyſon is vncurable if the arrowe enter within 

| the ſkinne and dꝛawe bloud, and except the poyſon be preſently ſuckt out, oz the place where 


my man is hurt, be furthwith cut away, hee dieth within foure dayes, and within tinee houres af; 
ter they be hurt oꝛ packed, where ſoeuer it be, although but at the litle toe, yet it ſtriketh vp to the 
heart, and taketh away the ſtomacke, and cauſeththe partie marueilouſly to vomit, being able to 
hooke neither meate no2 dzinke. 

The Negroes hauing vſed our men with ſuch cruelty, whole names were Nicholas Day,Wil- 
liam Bats, and Iohn Tomſon, ledde them away to a towne which was within a mile ol the water 
ſide.o2 there about. 

The 20,dap we ſent too lande a boate 02 ſkiffe wherein were eight perſons, and one of chem 
was the fozeſaid lohn Tomſon and our i cer, which was a Frenchman ( ſoꝛ there was oue 
of the Negroes which ſpake good French: ) they carried with them two harquebulſe s. two tar⸗ 
gets, and a mantell. 

The cauſe of ſending them was to learne what raunſome they demaunded foz Batts and 
Day, whome they detained, And when they came to the ſhoare, and tolde the Negroes what 
they deſired, they went and fetched them from among the trees, and bzought them looſe amongſt 
fourtie oz fiftie of them. And being come within a tones caſt of che ſea ſide, William Batts bake 
from them, and ranne as faſt as hee coulde into the ſea towardes the boate, and hee was not ſo 
ſoone in the water but hee fell downe, either being out of bꝛeath oz his footing fayling him in 
the ſande being ſoft : ſo that the Negroes came and fell on him and tooke him, and halled him, 


that wee thought they had tome him in pieces, Foz they toare againeall the apparellfromt his u danger af 


backe, ſo that ſome of them caricd our men againe to che towne, and the reſt ſhotte at vs with rowes, 
their poyſoned arrowes, and hurt one of our men called Androwes in the ſmall of the legge, 
—j come aboozde, ( foz all that our Surgeons coulde doe) wee thought hee would 


Our Generell (notwithfanving all this villanie, )ſent acaine to them, and offered chem 
a thing chat they deſired foꝛ the raunſome of our men, but they woulde not de liuer them: 


guung vs this anſwere, That there was in the ſoyelayde roade thzee weekes befoze wee came, —— 


U Cugliſh hippe which had taken ther of their people, and vntill wee did bung oz ſende groes: 
— wee ſhoulde not haue our men, although wee would giue our three ſhippes with 


The 21,day a French ſhippe ofthe burden of foureſcoze tuunes, (02 there abours, came to the 

where we were, being bounde to craftque at the Cape: we tolde them of the detapning of our 

two men by the Negroes: and ſeeing that theſe Frenchmen were very well welcome to the Ne- 

does we wiſhed them to ſee whether they coulve pꝛocure them againe of the Negroes; and bring 

dem along with them, and our General pzomiſedche Frenchmen 100. li. toobtaine them, $0 
we committed the matter tothe Frenchmen and departed, 

Ol our men that were hurt by the Negroes arrowes, foure died and one to ſaue his life, had 
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onel = recouered of cheir hurts, So we placed other men in the roomes of thole that wee gg

1 The 26. day betweene Cape Verde, and Bond viſta, we ſaw many flying fiſhes of the bigney 

I. of herrings, whereof two flew into our boate, which we towed at our ſterne, 

The 28. day we fel with an Jſland called Bona viſta, which is from Cape Verde 86 

The Noxthlive of the laide Illande is full of white ſandie hilles, and dales, aud ſomewhat high 

lande, 

| The ſaive day we came to an ancre within the Weſtermoſt point about a league wichinth 
point, and found in our ſounding faire ſande in tenne foote water, but you may goe neere till pz 
be in fiue 02 ſixe fadom,fo2 the ground is faire, 

As ſoone as we were at an ancre, our Generall ſent his pinneſle a land, and founde fiue o ſix 
ſmall houſes,but the people were fledde into the mountaines : and the next day hee ſent a hoare 
gaine, and mette with 2. Portingals, who willingly went aboowde with his men,and at theit tun 

| ming he welcommed them, although they were but pooze aud ſimple, x gaue eche ol thema pan 
ol ſboes, and ſo ſet them a ſhoare againe, 

The z o. day we wayed and ſailed into a bay within a ſmall Jſland about a league from vs, an 
tooke plentic of diuers lots of fiſh, The fozeſaide Jflande lyeth in ſixteene degrees, And it yn 
meane to ancre inthe ſaid bay, you may bozrow in foure oz five favome of the Southermolt pam 
ofthe ſaive Jſland, which you may ſee when pou ride in the roade. But be ware ofthe middle 

n good abmo⸗ the bay, fo there lyeth a lcdge of rocks, which at a lowe water bꝛeaketh, pet there is thzee m 
nition, water ouerthem, 

The laſt day of Januarie our Generall with certaine of his men went a ſhoare in the bayen 
the houſes,where he foundtwelue Portingals. In all the Illand there were not aboue 3 o,perſons, 

— which were baniſhed men foz a time, ſome foꝛ moze peercs,ſome fo? leſſe, and amongſt them then 
was one ſimple man which was thetr captame, 

They liue vpon goates fleſh, cockes, hennes, and freſh water: other victuals they haue nun 
ſauing fiſh, which they eſteeme not, neither haue they any boates to take them, 

They repoꝛted that this Illande was giuen by the king of Portingall, to one of his Gentls 

— . men, who hath let it fooꝛth to rent foz one hundꝛeth ducates a peere, which rent is reared onelya

goates ſkinnes. Fo2 by their ſpeaches there hath bene ſent foo2th of the ſatde Illand into Por

| Te were to theſe men marueilouſly welcome, and to their powers very well intertained, ad 
| they gaue vs the fleſh of as many hee-goates as wee would haue, and tooke much paines foz ben 
| taking them, and bꝛinging them fromthe mountaines vpon their alles, 
| They haue there great tote of the oyle of Toxtoyſes, which Toztoyſe is a fiſh which ſun 
7 meth in the ſea, wich a ſhell on his backe as bzoade as a target. Jtrajnech not in this Jſland bun 
| thice moneths of the yeere, from the middeſt of July to the middeſt of October, and it is heres 
th || wn week hotte. Kine haue bene bꝛought hither, but by reaſon of the heate and dzoughtthy 
aue died, 
| Febznarie, The 3;of Febuarie wee departed from this Jſland,and the ſame day fell with another Am 
| de Je or CAlledthe I ſie of Maiyo, which is 14. leagues from the other Jfland: there is in the middeſt ul ch 
— way betweene theſe 2. Iſlands a danger which is alwayes to be ſeene, 
Dee ancred in che Noꝛthweſt ſide of the ſaide Ille in a faire bay, of eight fadoms water mn 
faire ſande, but here wee ſtayed not, but che fourth day wayed and ſailed to another Jſland call 
S. lago, which lyerh off the ſaid Illande of Maiyo Eaſt and by South, and about fiue leagues un 
from the other, Being come within the TWeſtermoſt point, wee ſawe a faire roade, and a ſmall 
towne by the water ſide, and alſo a fozt oz platfozme by it: there wee purpoſed to come to anc, 
and our Parchants to make ſome ſale, But befoze we came within their ſhotte, they let ſie an

two pieces, whereupon wee went roomer and ſailed along the ſhoare two o2 thꝛee leagues un 
the roade, where we found a ſmall bay and two oz thꝛee ſmall houſes, where we came to an ant

Vithin an houre after we had ancred, we might ſce diuers hozſemen and footemen on the lm : 


right againſt vs riding, and running to and fro. 


The next day being the fift of Febzuarte, a great companie of their hozſemen and footemi! 


| appeared on the ſhoare ſide, vnto whame our Generall ſent, to vnderſtande whether they und 
74 quietly trafique with them: And they ſent him woe againe, deſiring that they might ſpeak! Þ 
| with him, pꝛomiſing that if he came to trafique as a marchant, he ſhould be welcome,and alſoh# : 


he ſhould haue any thing that he oz the marchant would with reaſon demaunde. 
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Quben this anſwere was bꝛought vuito our Generall, he was very glad thereof, and the whole 
companie, and pꝛeſently (with as much ſpeede as he could ) hee cauled his boate s tu be made tea. 
die: but doubt ing the villanie of che Portingals, armed his boates, putting a double baſe in the 
head ot his pinnelle, and two lingle baſes in the head of his Skiffe, and ſo ſent to the May floure 
” andthe George, and wil led them in like ſozt to man their two boates, 
= Theſe boates being thus manned and well appointed, our Generall entred into his ſkiffe, 
und uith the reſt rowed tothe ſboare where were thzeeſcoze hoztemen oz moe, aud two hundzeth 
* footemen readie toreceiuethem, Our Generall marueiled that they came in ſo great a non» 
per and all armed, and therefoze with a flagge of truce ſent to them to knowe their pleaſure: 
” andchey anſwered them with many faire pzomiſes and othes, that their pꝛetence was all true, 
und chat they meant like Gentlemen and Marchants to trafique with him, declaring alſo that 
their Captaine was comming to ſpeake with him; and therefoze deſired our Generall to come 
aud (peake with him himilelfe, 

Mich this anſwere che boate returned, and then our Generall cauſed his pinneſſe to rowe to 
chem and as he came neere the ſhoare,chey came in a great companie with much obeyſance, ope 
nung their haudes, and armes abzoade, bowing themlelues with their bonnets off, with as much 
* hunble ſalutations outwardly as they might: earneſtly deſiring our Generall and Parchants 
to come a lande to them, whercunto hee would not agree, without ſufficient gages of Gentlemen 

and Parchants. At length they pꝛomiſed to ſende two gages to our Generals contentment, 
: ſing freſh water, victuall, money, oz Negroes foz ware, if it were ſuch as they liked: and 
= thrrefoze deſired our Generall and Marchants to ſende them a ſhoare in waiting, the quantitie of 

their wares, and the names of them: all which our Generall departed to perfourme, looking fo2 
their anſwere the mozowe following. And being gone a litle from the ſhoare, hee cauſed his bas 
ſes, curriers. and hatquabuſſes to be ſhotte off, and our ſhippes in like caſe ſhotte off fiue oꝛ ſire pie: 
tes of qreat ozdinance, and ſo came abooꝛde to pzepare the note. The Portingals moſt of them 


were villanoufly to betray vs ( as ſhall appeare hercafter, ) although we meant in trueth and ho: 
neſtie, friendly to traſique withchem, 

There was to the TWeſtwards of vs, and about two leagues from vs, atowne behinde a point 
faſt by the ſea ſide, where they had certaine Caruels 02 ſhippes, and alſo two Bꝛigandines, 
whereof they (with all the ſpeede that they might) made readie foure Caruels,and both the Bꝛi⸗ 
gandines which were like two Gallies,and furniſhed them both with men and ozdinance,as much 
as they could carrie, and as ſoone as it was night, theycame rowing and falling towards vs: ſo 
that the land being high, and the weather ſomewhat cloudie oz myſtie, and they comming all the 
way cloſe vnder the ſhoare, wer could nat ſee them till they were right againſt one of our ſhippes 
calledthe May floure, 

By this time it was about one 0 two of the clocke in the moꝛning, and the May floure toade 
neter them then the other two by a baſe ſhotte, ſo that they made a ſure accompt either to haue 
taken her oz burnt her, In the meane time our men that had the watche (litle thinking of ſuch 
villanoustreacheries after ſo mauy faire wozdes,) were ſinging and playing one with the other, 
and made ſuch a noyſe, that ( being but a ſmall gale of winde, and riding ucere the lande) they 
might heare vs from the ſhoare: ſo that we ſuppoſed that they made actompt that wee had e ſpied 
— deede we had not neither had any one piece ofozdinance pzimed,o2 any other thing 

areadineſle, 

They came ſo nere vs that they were within gunſhot of vs, x then one of our men chancedto 
ler a light. # then looking out ſpied the 4. ſhips, and ſuddenly criedout,Gallies,nallies,at which 
ap we were all amazed, and foozthwith they ſhotte at vs all the great ozdinance that they had, and 
their harquebulles, and curriers, and ſo lighted certaine tronks oꝛ pieces of wilde fire, andallof 
them with one voyce(as well they onthe ſhoare as they in the ſhippes)gaue agreat ſhoute,and ſo 
7 great noyces, ſtill appoching neerer and neerer vnto the May- 
oute. Tee ( with all the ſperde that wee might) made readie one piece of ozdinance and 
lbotte at them, which cauſed them ſome what to ſtave, ſo they recharged their oꝛdinance and ſhotte 
u vs freſhly againe, and while they ſhotte this ſecond time at vs, wer had made reavie ther 
| — — them, but they appꝛoched ſkill ſo neere, chat at laſt wee might haue 
| 
| 
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arrowe to them. Uherenpon wee hauinga gale of winde off the ſhoare, hoy» 
led our fazeſaple, and cut our cable at the hawſe, and went towarde our Admirall, and they 


cmtinued following and W Admirall, but our Admirall ſhotte 
2 one 


departed, ſauing thoſe that were left to watch and coreceme the note, which about foure oz fine a The treaſon 
clocke in the after noone was ſent, and it was reteiued. But all the purpoſes of the PortingaB, gas m S.

Enguth ſhip, ping our courſe, the greateſt ſhippe ſhot at vs freely, and che caruell alſo, and wee pzepared on 


one ſuch piece at them that it made them ta retire, and at length to warpe away like traitergy 
villaines,audalthough they thus ſuddenly ſhot all thett ſhot at vs, pet they hurt neither man m 
boy of ours, but what we did to them we know not. | | 

But ſeciug the villanie of theſe men, we thought it beſt to ſtay there no longer but immediay 
ſet ſaile towards an Jſland called Fuego, 12. leagues from the ſaide Jſlandof S. lago. At whg 
Iſlamd ot Fuego we came to an ancre the 11, dap of this moneth, againſt a white chappell int 
Teſt ende of the ſaid J land, within halle a league of a litle towne,and within a league oz the 
about of the vttermolk point ol the ſaid Jfland, | t 

Inthis Illand is a marueilous high hill which doch burne continually,andthe inhabitants 
poꝛted that about 3. peeres paſt, the whole Jſland was like to be burned with the abundante n 
fire that came out of it. | | 

About a league from the ſaid chappel tothe Weſtward,is a goodly ſpzing of freſh water. when 
we had as much as wee would, QAheate they haue none growing here, but a certaine ſeedethy 
they call Mill, and certaine peaſon like Guinie peaſon, which Mill maketh good byeade, by 
they — — good ſtoze of rother beaſtes and goates. Their marchandize is cotton which 

weth there. 
Theinhabitants are Portingals, which haue commandement frd the king to trafique neither wg 
Engliſymen noꝛ Frenchmen fox victual oz any other thing, except they be foxced ſo to doe. 

There licth off this Illand, another called Ilha Braua, which is not paſſing two leagues ouer; 
hath good ſtoꝛe of goate s aud many trees, but there are not palling tige oz foure perſons dwe} 
ling in it. | 

The 25 day of Febzuarie we departed towards the Tllands of Azores, and on the 23. dayd 
March we had ſight of one ok them called Flores, and then wee might ſee another Illand to 
Netthward of it called Cueruo, lying 2. leagues o2 thereabouts off the other. | 

The 27. we came to an ancre in Cueruo ouer againſt a village of about twelue ſimpleho 
ſes; but in the night by a cal? of winde, which cauſed vs to dzawe our ancre after vs. we hopſa 
ſaile and went to the afozcſaid Jſland of Flores, where wee ſawe ſtrange ſtreames of water ry 
ning downe from the high cliffes by reaſon of the great abundance of ratne that had ſuddenly 
fallcn, 

The 29.dap we came againe to Cueruo and caſt ancre, but a tozme aroſe and continued ſeue 
02 eight houres together, ſo that wee let ſuppe a cable and ancre, and after the ſtoꝛme was alayn 
wee came againe thinking to haue recoueredthe ſame, but the Portingals had either taken it. 
ſpoiled it: the cable was new and neuer wet befoze, and boch the cable and ancre was better wind 
then 40.1t, Do that we accompt our ſelues much beholding to the honeſt Portingals. 

The 18,dapof Apul wee tooke in water at the Iſland of Flores, and hauing ancrev,our cable 
was kretted in ſunder with a rocke and ſo burſt,where wee loſt that cable and ancre alſo,and ſow 
parted to our coaſt, ; | 

Then wee ſet ſaile to an Jſlande named Faiall, about the which lie chzee other Illands the 
one called Pico, the other S. George, and the other Graciola, which wee had ſight of onthe 
28 dap. | 

The 29, we came to an ancre in the Southweſt ſive of Fayal in a faire bay, and 22, fadom ws 
ter gainſt a litle towne, where we had both freſh water and freſh victual. In this Iſland by then 
pozt of the inhabitants, there groweth certaine greene woad, which by their ſpeaches is farre bt 
ter then the woade of 8. Michael, o of Tergera, ; | 

The eight day of May we came to Tercera, where we mette with a Portingal Gippe, and be 
ing deſtitute of a cable and ancre, our Generall cauſed vs to keepe her companie, to ſee if he 
could conueniently ſpare vs any. The next moming we might ſee bearing with vs a great ſhippe 
and two Caruels, which wee iudged to ber of the king of Portingals Armado,and ſo they wen 
whereupou wee pꝛepared our ſelues fo2 our defence, The ſaide ſhippe was one of the kings 
Galliaſles, about the burden of foure hund2ech tunnes, with about thee hundꝛeth men in her et 
ſhippe being well appointed with bꝛaſſe pieces boch great and ſmall, andſome of them ſo binge, 
that their ſhotte was as great as a mans head, the other two Caruels were alſo very warlike un 
well appointed, boch with men and munition. 

As ſoone as they were within ſhotte of vs, they waned vs amaine wich their worde, wer ke 


ſelue s, and made all things cleare fo our ſafegard as neere as we could. Then the great ſhippt 
ſhot at vs all her b)oad ſive, & her foure greateſt pieces that laye in her ſterne, and therewith hurt 
ſome ol our men, and wee did the beſt wee could with our ſhotte to requite it, At laſt two acht 
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<=urls came off the ſhoare, and two other pinneſles full of men, and delivered chem aboozde the 

ſhippe, and ſo went backe againe with two men in a piece of them, The ſhippe aud the Car 
uels gaue vs the firſt day three fights, and when the night was come, they left off ſhooting, 
pet notwithſtanding kept hard by vs all the night. Jnthe meane time wee had as much as wee 
coulde doe all the night to mende our ropes, and to ſtrengthen our bulwarkes, putting our 
eruſt in God, and reſoluing our ſelues rather to die in our defenſe , then to bee taken by ſuch 


wetches, 

The next day beiug the 10, of May in the mozning, there were come to ayde the ſaide Portin- 
gls A. great Armados oꝛ Caruels moze which made ſeuen, of which 4.thzee of them were at the 
leaſt 1 00,tunnes apiece, the other not ſo bigge. but all well appointed and full ot men. All theſe 
came bearing with vs being in our Admirall, and one of the great Carue ls came to lay 
vs abooꝛde ( as we iudged) foꝛ they had prepared their falſe nettings, and all things fo that pur: 
poſe,lo that the Gallias came vp in our larbooꝛd ſide, and the Caruel in our ſtarboodd ſide, 

Our Captaine and Paſſer perceiuing their pzetence, cauſed our gunners to make all our oꝛ⸗ 
din ance readie with croſſebarres, chaineſhotte, and haileſhot: ſo the ſhippe and Carnell came vp, 
and as ſoone as they were right in our ſides, they ſhotte at vs as much oꝛdinance as they coulde, 
thinking to haue layde vs pꝛeſently abooꝛde: whereupon wee gaue them ſuch a heate with both 
our ſides, that they were both glad to fall aſterne vs, and ſo pauled the ſpace ol two oz thiee houres 
being a very ſmall gale of winde. 

Then came vp the other fiue and ſhot all at vs, and ſo fel all aſterne vs, and then went to coun- 


ell together. 


Then our ſmall barke named the George came to vs, and wee conferred together a great 
ſpace, And as the Portingall ſhippes and Caruels were comming to vs againe, our barke min- 


* dingtofall aſterne of vs, aud ſo to come vp againe, fell quickly vpon the lee, and by reaſon ofthe 


litle winde, it was ſo long befoze ſhe couldfill her ſailes againe, that both the ſhippe and Caruels 
were come vp to vs, aud ſhe falling in among them, made reaſonable ſhift with them, but they got 
ahead ofher, ſo that ſhe could not fetch vs: then 5 ol the Caruels folowed her, but we ſawe ſhee de: 
fended her ſclfe againſt chem all, 

Chen came the great ſhippe and the Caruell to vs, and foucht with vs all that day with their 
opdinance, 

The May floure our other conſozt, being very good by the winde, tooke che benefite thereof, 
and halve all chat dap cloſe by the hunde, but coulde not come neere vs, So whenuightagaine 
wascome,thep gaue ouer their fight and followed vs all the night. 

Jutheſe many fights it coulde not otherwiſe bee, but needes ſome ol our men mult be llaine, 
(asthey were indeede) and diuers hurt. and our tackle much ſpopled : yet fo2 all this wee did our 
bef indeuour to repaire all things, and to ſtand tu it to the death, with our aſſured truſt in the mer- 
cie andhelpe of God, 

This night the May floure came vp to vs, aud our Captaine tolde them his harmeg any 
ſpoyles, and wiſhed them if they coulde ſpare halfe a doſen freſh men, to hoyſe out their boate 
and ſende them to him, but they coulde not ſpare any, and ſo bare away againe. Thich when 
our enemies awe in the next mozning,that we were one from another, they came vpto vs againe 
and gaue vs a great fight with much hallowing and hooping, making either to boozde 
vs oz els to ſinke vs: but although our compauie was but ſmall, yet leaſt they ſhoulde ſce vs auy 
whit diſmapde, when they hallowed wee hallowed alſo as faſt as thep, and waued to them to 


ung giuen vs that day 4.fights, at night they foxſooke vs with ſhame, as they came to bs at the 
firſt wich pzide 


They had made in our ſhippe ſome leakes with their ſhotte which we againe ſtopped bith all r. 
that being done, we cooke ſome reſt after our long labour and trouble. | 

The next day in the mozning the May floure came to vs, and bzoughe vs ſire men in her boate, 
which did vs much pleaſure,aud we ſent tu them ſome ol out hurt meu, 

Then we directed our courſe fo2 our owne countrey, and by the ſecond day of June wer were June. 
neeretoour owne coaſt. and ſaunded being thwart the Lyzard, 

Thethirve day we had ſicht of a hippe which was a Portingall, who bare with vs, and at his 
comming to vs ( the weather being calme, ) our Captaine cauſed him to hoyſe foorth his boate 
& come aboozde to ſyeake with hint , and at their comming our Captaine and Parchants 
vemaunded of them what ware they hav, and whicher they were bouude , and they made an- 
lutte that their laving was Suger and cotton. 6

come and boozde vs if they durſt, but that they woulde not, ſceing vs ſtill ſo couragious, aud ha- The 7.Pazs 
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them 5, Negroes that wee had, and aſked them whether they would buy them, which they wey 

very deſirous to doe, and agreed to giue foz chem 40. cheſtes of Suger, which cheſtes were ſy 

hauing not aboue 26, loaues in a piece: ſo they with their boate did fetch fiue of the cheſts, amy 

liuered them, and went fo2 moze, and when they had laden their boate and were come ag aint da 

— —_ might ſee bearing with vs, a great ſhippe and a ſmall, which our Captaine ſuppoſed to be meny 

ndmgall watte 02 Rouers, and then willed the Portingals to carie their ſuger to their ſhippe agaii 

renves 6”) ſing to make our ſelues readie foꝭ our defence, But the Portingals eatneſtly intreatedour 

| our menfrom taine not ſo to foxſake them, and pꝛomiſed him (ik he would ſafegard them.) to giue him about th 

— bargaine 1 0. cheſts of ſuger : whereupon our Captaine was content, and the Portin gal not being 

good of ſaile, we ſpared our topſailes fo2 her; ſo at laſt the fozeſaide ſhip bare with vs, and (ſering 

that we did not feare them) gaue vs ouer. And the next mozning came two others bearing with 
and ſeeing vs not about to flie a tot from them, fozſooke vs alſo, 

The 5, day of June wee had ſight of the Start, and about noone wee were thwart ol the bay t 

Lime, and ſo ſounded,and had 3 5,fadom water, 
The ſixt day wee came in at the Needles, and ſo came to an ancre vnder the Tſle of Wige 
place called Mcadhole, and from thence ſailed to Southhampton, where wee made an ended

The worthie enterpriſe of Iohn Fox an Engliſh. 
man in deliuering 266. ( briſtians out of the captiuitie of 
the Turkes at Alexandria, the 3. ot Ianuaric 1 577. 


Pong our Parchants here in England it is a common voyage, to trafiqueis 
to Spaine : whereunto a ſhippe, being called The three kalte Moones,manng 
\ Hs with eigbt and thirtie men, and well fenſev with Munitions, the better to ta 
4 \ counter their enemies withal, x hauing winde g tide, ſet from Portſmouth 136; 
md bended her iourney towarde Siuill a Citie in Spaine, intending there totrs 
W fique with them. And falling neere the Streights, they perceiued themſeluestolt 
beſet round about with eight Gallies ol the Turks, in ſuch wiſe, that there was no way fozthen 
to lie 02 eſcape away, but that either they muſt yeelde oz elſe bee ſunke. Which the owner pe 
ceiuing, manfully encouraged his companie, them valiantly to ſhewe their manhoote, 
| ſhewing them that God was their God, and not their enemies, chem alſo not tofain 
" in ſeeing ſuch a heape of their enemies readie to deuoure them; putting them in minde allo, tha 
| if it were Gods pleaſure to giue them into their enemies handes, it was not they chat oughty 
ſhewe one diſpleaſant looke o2 countenance there againſt; but to take it patiently, and not tome 
ſcribe a day and time foꝛ their delinerance, as the Cicizens ot Bethulia did, but to put chemltlues 
vnder his mertie. And agaiue, if it were his minde and good will to ſhe we his michtie power 
by them, if their enemies were tenne times ſo many, they were not able to ſtande in their handes 
them like wiſe in minde of the olde and auncient wozthineſle of their Count reymen, who 
n the harveſt extremities haue alwayes moſt pzeuafled and gone away conquerours, yea, m 
where it hach bene almoſt impoſſible, Such(quoth he)hath bene the valiancneſſe of our conntrey 
men; and ſitch hath bene che mightie power of our God, 
111 | Clith ſuch other like incouragements, exhozting them to behaue themſelues manfully, thy 
i" 1.4 * fell all on their knees making their Papers bzicfly vnto God : who being all riſen vp agent, 
1 percefued their enemies by their ſignes and deftances bent to the ſpoyle, whoſe mertit wum 
thing elſe but crueltie; wherupon tuery man tooke him to his weapon, 

Then fkoode vy one Groue the Matter, a comelp man, with his ſwoꝛde and target,ho 
ding them vp in defiance againſt his enemies, So likewiſe ſtoove vp the owner, the Halm 
mate, Boteſwaine, Purſer and cuery man well appointed, Nowe likewiſe ſounded vpthe 
dummes, trumpets adflutes, which would haue inconraged any man, had hee neuer ſo 
. the gumnerin the hollng of his pieces noir 

enta to ohn Fox er 
the beſt effect; and ſending his bullets towards the Turkes, ſe beſto wed their pieces 
' ehyile as fall toward the Chyiſtinns. But ſhoxtly they dzewe neere, ſo that the bowmen felltothet 
[ale | 11 charge in ſending forth their arrowes ſothicke amongſt the Gallies, & alſo in doubling thetr hn 
| hl. fo ſo? vpon the Gallies, that there were tile ſo many ofthe Turkes flaine,as che numberof tf 
kt Chpitlans were inall,Dut he Turkes diſchargedewilh as bt aguinche Chilling bbY 
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chat the ſhip was very loze ſtriken a byuiſed vnder water. CAhich the Turkes perteuung, made 
the moꝛe haſte to come aboo m the ſhippe : which ere they could doe, many a Turke bought it 
detrely with the lolle of their liues Pet was all ar vaine,and boozded they were, where they found 
{ hot a ſkirmilh, that it had bene better they had not medled with the fraſt. Fo2 the Engliſhmen 
hewed themlelues men in deede, in wozking manfully with their bzowne bils, and holbards : 
where the owner, maſter, boteſwaine, and their company ſtoode to it ſo luſtily, that the Turkes 
were halfe diſinaied, But chiefly the boateſwaine ſhewed himſelf valiant aboue the reſt : fo he fa- 
red amongſt the Turkeslike a wood Lyon: fo there was none of them that either could oz durſt 
ſand in his face: till at the laſt there came a ſhot from the Turkes, which bꝛake his whiſtle a ſun- 
der, and [mote him on the b2caſt, ſo that he fell do wne, bidding them farewell, e to be of good com 
fozt,;acouraging them like wiſe to winne pꝛaiſe by death, rather then to liue captiues in miferie 
and ſhame. TAhich they hearing, in deede intended to haue done, as it appeared by their ſkirmiſh x 
but the pꝛeale and ſtoꝛe of the Turkes was fo great, that they were not able long to endure, but 
were ſo ouerpꝛelſed chat they could not weild their weapons: by reaſon wherof hey mult needs 
be taken, which none of them intended to haue bene, but rather to haue died: except onely the Bas 
ſters mate, whoſhnke from the ſkirmiſh, like a note ble coward, eſteeming neither the valure of 
his name, noꝛ accounting ofthe pꝛeſent example of his fellowes, 102 hauing reſpect to the miſe⸗ 
ries, whereunto he ſhould be put. But in time, ſo it weis chat the Turks were victozs, wherof they 
had no great cauſe to reioyce, oꝛ triumph, Then wou ld it haue grieued any hard heart to ſee theſe 
1Tufidels ſo violently intreating the Chyiftians, not hauing any reſpect of their manhood which 
they had caſted of, noz yet reſpecting their owne ſtat e, how they might haue met with ſuch a boo- 
tie. as might haue giuen them the ouerthzow : but yoremozſe hereof, oz any thing cls dothbudle 
their fierce and tyzaunous dealing, but that the Chu ſtians muſk needes to the gallics, tolcrue in 
newe offices : and they were no ſooner in them. but clzeir garments were pulled ouer their cares, 
and tozne from their backes,and they ſet to the oares, 

Iwill make no mention of their miſeries,being now vnder their enemies raging ſtripes, J 
thinke there is no man wil iudge their fare good, oz their bodies vnloden of ſtripes. and not peſte- 
red with too much heate, and alſo with too much col : but J will goe to my purpoſe, which is, to 
ſhewethe ende of thoſe, being in meere miſerie, whit h continually doe call on God with a ſtedfaſt 
hope, that he will de liuer them, and with a ſure faith that he can doe it, 

Nigh to the citie of Alexandria, being a hauen to ne, and vnder the dominion of the Turkes, 
there is a roade being made very fenſible with ſtro ag wals, whereinto the Turkes doe cuſtoma⸗ 
bly bung cheir gallies on ſhoare eucry yvere,in the winter ſeaſon, and there doe trumme them, and 
lay chem vp againſt the ſpꝛing tune. In which road e there is a pꝛiſon, wherein the captiues e ſuch 
piiſoners as ſerue in the gallies, are put ſoꝛ all tha t time, vntill the ſeas be calme and paſſable foz 
the gallies euery pziſoner being moſt grieuouſly li wen with yꝛons on their legges, to their great 


paint, and ſoze diſabling of them to any labour tak ing , Into which pziſon were theſe Chhiſtians Se 
put, and faſt warded all the winter ſtaſon. But ei e it was long, the Maſter and the owner, by pyiſoners vw 
meanes of friends, were redeemed : the telt abidin x ſtill by the miſerie, while that they were all, rer Banen, 
though reaſon of their ill vſage and wozſe fare. mi lexably ſtarued:ſauing one John Fox, who (as d. 


ſome men can abide harder and mote miſerie, the n other ſome tan, ſo can ſome likewiſe make 
me ſhift,and wozke mote deuiles to helpe their \ tate and liuing, thenother ſome can doe) being 


Ckilfull in the craft of a Barbour, by re. aſon thereof made great ſhift in helping his fare 


now and then with a good meale. Inſomuch till a t the laſt, God ſent him fauour in the ſight of the 
keeyer ol the p)iſon,lo that he had le aue to goe in and out to the toade, at his pleaſure, paying a 
certaine ſtipend vnto the keeper,and wearing a locke about his legge: which libertie likewiſe, 
fire maze had vpon like ſufferance:who by reaſon of their long intpziſonment, not being feared oz 
ſuſpected to ſtart aſlve,o2 that they would wozke the Turkes any miſchiefe,had libertie to goe in 
— manner, as this Lohn Fox did, with yʒous on their legges, and to 
keturne againe at . 

Jathe peere of our L d 1 5 7 7, iu the wint er ſeaſon, the Gallies happily comming to their 
geeuſtomedharbozow, and being diſcharge of all cheir mattes, ſailes, and other ſuch furnitures 
as vnto gallies doe appertaine , and all the Paiſters and matiners of them being then neſted in 
their owne homes: there remained in the ol the ſaid road two hundꝛed threeſcoze and eight 
Chiitian pjiſoners, who had beene taken by the Turkes foꝛce, and were of ſixttene ſund)y nati- 
ens, Among which there were ther Engliſhmen, whereof one was named lohn Fox of 
Woodbridge in Suffolke, the other William Wickney of Portſmouth in the Countie of South- 
hampon,andthe third Robert Moore of Harwich inthe Countie of Eſſex .

tended enterpuſe. if that it would tedound to his glozy, 

Not farre from the roade , and ſomewhat from thence, at one ſide of the Citie , there was a ce 
taine Uictualing houſe , which one Peter Vnticaro had hired, paying allo a certaine fee vum 
the keepcrof the roade , This Peter Vntic aro was a Spaniard bozne, and a Chyiſtian, and ha 
bene vyiſoner aboue thirtie yecres , and neuer pꝛactiſed any meants to eſcape , but kept himſelfe 
qutet without touch oz ſuſpect of any conſpiracie : vntill that nowe this Ionn Foxe vimg much 
thither,chey bꝛake one to another cheir minds, concerning the reſtraint of their libertie and impy 
ſonment. Do that this lohn Fox at length opening vnto this Vnticaro the deuiſe which he wou 
faine put in pꝛactiſe, made pꝛiuie one mote to this their intent. Thich thꝛee debatedof this may 
ter, at ſuch times as they could compaſſe to meete together: inſomuch, that at ſeuen weekes ende 
they had ſufficiently concluded howe the matter ſhould be, if it plcaſed God to farther them there 
to: who making fine moꝛe pꝛiuie to this their deniſe, whome they thought that they might ſafe- 
ly truſt, determined in thzee nights after to accompliſh their deliberate purpoſe , Whereupon 
the ſame Iohn Fox, and Peter Vnticaro, and the other ſixe, appointed to meete all together inthe 
puſon the next day being the laſt day of December : where this ohn Fox certified the teſt of the 
pziloners, what their intent and deuiſe was, and howe and when they minded to bzing their pur: 
pole to palle : who thereunto perſwaded them without much a doe to further their deniſe, Which 
the ſame John Fox ſeeing, deliuered vnto them a ſozt of files, which he had gathered together in 
this purpoſe, by the meanes of Peter Vnticaro, charging themthat euery man ſhould be ready 
diſcharged of his yꝛons by eight of the clocke on the next day at night. 

Onthe nert day at night, this ſaide Iohn Fox, and his ſire other companions , being all tome 
to the houſe of Peter Vnticaro, paſſing the time away in mirth fo2 feare of ſuſpect , till the night 
came on, ſo that it was time fo2 them to put in practiſe their deuiſe, ſent Peter Vnticaro to the 
maſter of the roade, in the name of one of the Maſters ofthe citie, with whome this keeper was 
acquainted,and at whoſe requeſt he alſo would come at che firſt ; who deſired him to take the 
paines tomecte him there,pzomiſing him, that he would bzing him backe againe, The keeper# 
greed to goe with him, willing the warders not to barre the gate, ſaying, that he would not lay 
long, but would come againe with all ſpeede, 

In the meane ſeaſon,the other ſeuen had pzouided them of ſuch weapons, as they could get in 
that houſc : and Iohn Fox took him to an olde ruſtie wo blade, without either hilt oz pomell, 
which he made to ſerue his turne,in bending the hand ende of the ſwozd, in ſteede of a pomell n 
the other had got ſuch ſpits and glaiues as they found in the houſe, 

The keeper now being come vnto the houle, and percetuing no light, no2 any noyſt, 
ſtraightway ſuſpected the matter: and returning backe ward, John Fox ſtanding the cop 
ner of the houſe ſtepped fooxth vnto him: who percetuing it to be Iohn Fox, ſayde, O Fox, what 
haue J deſerucd of thee. that thou ſhouldeſt ſeeke mp death* Thou villaine (quoth Fox) haſt bent 
a bloodſucker of many a Chiiſtians blood, and now thou ſhalt knowe what thou haſt deſcruedat 
my handes: where with he lift vp his bzighe ſhining \wozd of ten ruſt, andftroke him 
maine a blowe,as there withall his head claue aſunder , ſo that he fell ſarke dead to che ground, 
Whereupon Peter Vnticato went in, and certifted the reſt how the caſe ſtoode with the keeper! 
who came preſently foozth,and ſome with their ſpits ranne him and the other with thei 
, c ee and mangled him ſo, that no man ſhould diſcernt 

Then marched they toward the roade, whereingo thepentered ſoftly, where were ſixe warden 
whom oue of them aſked, ſaping,who was there* quoth Fox & his company, all friends, Whid 
when they were all within, pꝛoued contrary: fo quocth Fox, my maiſters , here is not to tut 
man a man, wherefoze looke pou play pour part. AAo ſo behaued themſelues in deeve,chatthe? 
had diſpatchedcheſe ſire quickly, Then lohn Fox. intending not to be barredofhis enterpniſe,, 
TE ͤ¶²• One. and planted a Cv 

a A 

Then entred they into the Gailers lodge, where they found the keit of the foxtreſſe and mlm 
by his bed ſide, and there had they all better weayon s. In this chamber was a cheſt, wherein was 
a rich treaſure. and all in duckets, which this Peter Vnticaro. and two moe, opening, ſtuffrothem 
ſelues ſo full as they could,betweene thetr ſhirts and their Ckinne : which lohn Fox — 
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once couch,and ſaide, that it was his and their libertie which he ſought foz , to the honour of his 
God . and not to make a marte of the wicked treaſure of the Jufidels,Yet did theſe wozds linke no⸗ 
thing to their tomakes,they did it fox a goodinteut: ſo did Saule ſaue the fatteſt Dren, to offer 
untothe Lozd,and they to ſerue their owne turne , But neither did Saule ſcape the wzath of God 
thereloꝛt, neither had theſe chat thing which they deſired ſo and did thirſt after, Such is Gods iu» 
are. De that they put theit truſt in, to deltuer them from the tyꝛannous hands of their enemies, 
(he 3 ap) could ſupply thetr want of neceſſaries, 

Nowe theſe eight, being armed with ſuch weapons, as they thought well of, thinking them · 
ſelues ſufficient champions to encounter a ſtronger enemie, and comming vnto the priſon, Fox 
opened the gates and doo des thereof, and called footth all the puſoners, whom he let, ſome to ram · 
ming vp the gate, ſome to the dꝛeſſing vp of a certaine gallie, which was the beſt in all the roade, 
and was called the captaine of Alexandria, whereinto ſome caried maſtes, ſailes, oares, and other 
ſuch furniture. as doth be long vnto a gallie. 

At the puſon were certaine warders, whome Iohn Fox and his company ſlewe: in the killing 
of whome, there were eight moꝛe of the Turkes, which perceiued them, and got them to the toppe 
ol the puſon: vnto whome lohn Fox, and his company, were faine to come by ladders, where 
they found a hot ſkirmiſh, Fo2 ſome of them were there llaine, ſome wounded, and ſome but ſcars 
red, and not hurt. as lohn Fox was thꝛiſe ſhot though his apparell,andnot hurt, Peter Vnticaro, 
and the other two, that had armed them wich the duckets, were ſlaine, as not able to weild them- 
ſelues, being ſo pellered with the weight and vneaſie carying ol the wicked and pꝛophane trea⸗ 
ſire; and alſo diuers Chultians were aſwell hurt about that ſkirmiſh, as Turkes ſlaine. 

Amongſt the Turkes was one thꝛuſt tho we, who (let vs not ſay that it was ill fotune) fell 
olf from the toppe of the pziſon wall, and made ſuch a lo wing, that the inhabitants thereabout (as 
here and there ſcattering ſtoode a houſe oz two) came and dawed him, ſo that they vnderſtoode the 
caſe how that the pꝛilonẽrs were paying their ranſomes: where with they raiſed both Alexan- 
dria, which lay on che welt ſide of the roade, and a Caſtle which was at the Cities end, next to the 
toade and alſo an other Foꝛtreſſe which lay on the Noꝛth ſive ofthe roade : ſo that nowe they had 
no wap to —— one, which by mans reaſon (the two holde s lying ſo vpon the mouth of the 
roade) might ſeeme impoſſible to be a way fo2 them, So was the red ſea impoſſible fo2 the Iſrae- 
lites to paſle thzough, the hils and rockes lap ſoon the one ſide, and their enemies compaſſed them 
ay the ocher. So was it impoſſible,that the wals of Icricho ſhould fall downe, being neither vn- 
dermined,no2 pet rammed at with engines,noz yet any mans wiſedome, pollicie, oz helpe ſet oz 
—— impolſibilities can our God make polſcble. Oe that he lde the Lyons iawes 

renting Daniel aſunder, yea. q pet from once touching him to his hurt: can not he hold þ ro. 
ring cauons of this hellilh foxc? ꝛ He that kept the liers rage in the hat burning Ouen, from the 
3 flaming blaſtes from among his 


Nom is the roade fraught with luſtie ſouldiers,labourers,and mariners, who are faine to ſfaud 
totheirtackling,in ſetting to cuery man his hand,ſome to the carping in of victuals, ſome muntti 
ons, ſome oares,and ſome one thing, ſome another, but moſt are keeping their enemie from the 
wall ofthe roade. But to be ſhoꝛt, there was no time miſpent,noman idle. no any mans labour il 
beſtowed,o2 in vaine. Do that in ſhoꝛt time. chis gally was ready trimmed vp, Thereintoeuery 
man leaped in all haſte, hoyſſing vp the ſailes luſtily, peelding chemſelues to his mercie and 
grace,in whoſe hands is both winde and weather, - 

Now is this gall» on flote,aud out ofthe ſafetie of the roade : nowe haue the two Cafkles full 
power vpon the gall y, now is there no remedie but ſinke: how can it be auoided d the canons let 
flee from both ſides, and the gally is tuen in the middeſt, and betweene them both, What mancau 
deuile to ſane it 4 there is no man, but would thinke it muſt needes be lunke. 

There was not one of them that feared the ſhotte , which went chundzing round about their 
eares,no? yet were once ſcarred oz touched, with fine aud foꝛtie ſhot, which came from the Caſtles. 
here did God hold foozth his buckler. he ſhieldeth now this gally, and hath tried their faith co the 
bitermoſt, Now commeth his ſpeciall helpe:yea,euen when man thinks them paſt all helpe, then 
commeth he himſelfe downe from heauen with his mightie power, then is his pꝛeſent remedie 
molt ready p1eft. Fo they ſaile away, being not once touched with the glaunce of a ſhot, and are 
quickly out ol the Turkiſh cauous reach, Then might they ſte them comming downe bp heapes 
tothe water ſide, fn companies like vnto warmes of bees. making ſhew to come after them with 
gallies in buſtling them ſe lues to d2eſſe vp the gallies, which would be a ſwift peece of worde 
lothem to doe foz that thep had neither oares,maſtes.ſailes, gables, no} any thing els 12 
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1 any gally. But pet they are tax ying them into them, ſome into one gally, aud ſome into an othet, 

it ſo chat, being ſuch a confuſion amongſt them, without any certaine guide, it were a thing impoſſ- 

| ble to ouertake them: beſide that, chere was no man that would take charge of agally, the we 
ther was lo rough, and there was ſuch an amaſednes amongſt them. And verely J thinketheir 
God was amaſed thereat 2 it could not be but he mult bluſh oz ſhame, he cart ſpeake neuer a won 
fo2 dulnes, much leſſe can he helpe them in ſuch an extremitie, Nell, howſoeuer it is, he is very 

| much to blame, to ſuffer them to receiue ſuch a gibe. But howloeuer their God behaued himlelfe, 

| our God ſhewed himſelfe a God in deede, and that he was the oncly liutng God: fo? the ſeas were 
(wilt vnder his faithful, which made the enemies agaſt to behold them, a ſkilfuller Pylot leadeg 
them, aud their mariners beſtirre them luſtily: but the Turkes had neither marmers. Pylote, am 
any ſkilfull Maſter, that was in a readineſle at this pinch. 

When the Chaiſtians were ſafe out of the enemies coaſt, lohu Fox called to them all, willing 
them to be thankfull vnto almightie God fox their deliuerie, and moſt humbly to fall downe vpon 
chcir knees, beleeching him to aide them vnto their friends land, and not to bzing them into an 
ther daunger , ſithe het had moſte mightily de liuered them from ſo great athzaldome and boy 
dage. 

Thus when euery man had made his petition , they fell ſtraight way to their labour with the 
dares, in helping one another, when they were wearied, and with great labour ſtriuing to come u 
ſome Chiiſtan land, as ncere as they could geſſe by the ſtarres. But the windes were ſo diuers, 
one while duuing them this wap, an other while that wap, ſo that they were now in a ne we maſe, 
thinking that God had fozſaken them, and left them to a greater danger. And fozaſnuch as there 
were no victuals nowe left in the gallie,it might haue bene a cauſe to them, (if they had bene the 
ſtaelites) to haue murmured againſt their Cod: but they knew how that their God, who had de- 
Uncredthem out ol A gypt, was ſuch a louing and mercifull God, as that he would not ſuffer 
them to be confounded,in whome he had wzought ſo great a wonder: but what calamuie ſoeuer 
they ſuſtained. they knew it was but fo their farther triall, and alſo ( in putting them in mindeof 
their farther miſerie) to cauſe them not to triumph and glozp in themſelues therefoze,Pauing(J 
ſay) no victuals in the gally,it might ſeeme,one miſerie continually to fal vpon an others neckt: 

Ertremitt: of but to be butefe,the famune grew to be ſo great, that in 28. dates, wherein they were on the ſea, 
— there died eight perſons,tothe aſtoniſhment of all the refk, 
Do it fell out, that vpon the 29, day, after they ſet from Alexandria, they fell on the Ille of 
Candi, and landed at Gallipoli, where they were made much of by the Abbot and Monks there, 
| de who cauſed themto ſtay there, while they were well refreſhed and eaſed. They kept there the

thereof , The Turkes receiuing ſo ſhamekull a foile at their hand, purſued the Chziſtians,and 
| ſcoured the ſeas, where they could imagine that they had bent their courſe , And the Clhniſhans 
14 had departed from thence on the one day in the moming, and ſeuen gallies of the Turkes came 
1 thither that night. as it was certiſied by thoſe who followed Fox, and his companie, fearing leaf 
they ſhould haue bene met with. And then they came a foote to Naples, whert they departedaſun- 
der, enervy man taking him to his next way home, From whence lohn Fox tooke his ioumey vnto 
1 Rome, where he was well entertained of an Engliſhman, who pꝛeſented his woꝛthy deede vnto 
11 the Pope, who rewarded him liberally, and gaue him his letters vnto the king of Spaine, where 
A. he was very well entertained of hum there, who foz this his moſte wozthy enterpuſe, gaue him 
in kee twenty pence a day. From whence, being deſirous to come into his owne countrep,he came 
thither at ſuch time as he conuemently could, which was in the yeereof our Lode God, 1579. 
Tho being come into England, went vnto the Court, and ſhewed all his traue ll vnto the Coun 
cell: who conſidering of the ſkate of this man, in that he had ſpent and loſt a great part of his 
youth, in thꝛaldome and bondage. extended to him their liberalitie, to helpe to maintaine him now 
in age, to their right honour,and to the incouragement of all true hearted Chziſtians,

And one ol them pulled 
byacurrall of great bigneſſe and pꝛice. Fox there they ſap ( as we ſawe by experience) that the cur: Cucras. 
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day ot perill was the 29. of July. Aud pou ſhall vnderſtand that the Cape paſled, there bee tuo 
ua yes to India: ouc with the I ſle of $. Laurence, which they take willingly, becauſe they re 
freſh themſelues at Molambique a foxtutght oꝛa moncth, not without great need, and thence ma 
moneth moze, land in Goa. The other is without the Tie d. Laurence, which they take when they 
ſet tooth ſo late, and come ſo late to the point. that they haue no time to take the foꝛcſayd Molam. 
bique, and then they goe heauily,becaule in this way they take no pozt, And by reaſon of the long 
nauigation, and want of food and water, they fall into ſundyy diſeaſes, their gummes ware great 
and ſwell, and they are faine to cut them away, their legs ſwell, and all the body becommeth lox, 
and ſo benummed, that they cannot ſtirre hand noz foote, and ſo they die fo weakeneſle, others fal 
into fluxes and agues, and die thereby. And this way it was our chaunce to make: pet though we 
had moꝛe then one hundꝛed and fiftie ſicke, there died not paſt 27, which loſle they eſteemed nat 
much in reſpect of other times. Though ſome of ours were diſcaſed in this ſozt, yet thankes be u 
God. J had my health all che wap, contrary to the expectation of many: God ſend me mp health ia 
well in the land. if it may be. to his honour and ſeruice. This way is full of pꝛiuie rocks andquick 
ſandes, ſo that ſometimes we durſt not ſaile by night. but by the pꝛouidence of God we ſaw nothing, 
noꝛ neuer found botome vntill we came to the coaſt ot India. When we had paſſed agame theliue, 
and were come to the third degree, oꝛ ſomewhat moze, we ſawecrabs ſwimming on the water that 
were red as though they had bene ſodden, but this was no ſigne of land. After, about the 11. te: 
gree, the ſpace of many dayes, moze then ten thouſand fiſhes by eſtiniat ion followed round about 
our ſhip, whereof wre caught ſo many, that fo2 ifteene dayes we did eate nothing cls, and they 
ſerued our turne very well: fo} at this time we had neither meate no2 almoſt an v thing cls to cate, 
our nauigation growing fo long that it dꝛewe neere to ſcuen moncths, where as commonly they 
goe it in tue, J meane when they ſaile the inner wap, But theſe fiſhes were not ſigne of land, but 
rather of deepe ſea, At length we tooke a couple of birdes, which were a kund ol Daukes, where 
they ioyed much. thinking that they had bene of India, but in deede they were of Arabia, as wee 
found afterward, And we that thought we had bene neere India, were in the ſame latitude ner 
Locotera,an Jle in the mouth of the red ſea, But there God ſent vs great winds from the Noth: 
eaſt oz Nozthnoxtheaſt, whereupon vuwillingly they bare vp toward the Eaſt, and thus we went 
ten dayes without ſeting ſigne of land, whereby they perceiued their crrour: foꝛ they had directed 
their courſe befoꝛc. alwayes Noꝛtheaſt, coucting to multipliedegrees of latitude, but partly the 
difference of the Needle, and moſt of all the running ſeas, which at that time ran Nozthweſt, hay 
dawen vs to this other had not God ſent vs this wind, which at length waxed larger, and 
reſtoꝛed vs to our tight courſe, Theſe running ſeas be ſo perillous that they deceiue the moſt yart 
ofthe gouernours, and ſome be ſo litle curious, contenting themſelues with ozdinarie experience, 
that they care not toſecke out any meanes to know when they ſwarue, neither by the compalt, 
no? by any other triall, The firſt ſigne of land, were certaine fowles which they knew to bee of 
India: the ſecond, boughes of palmes & ſedges: the third,ſnakes ſwimming on the water nt 
ſubſtance which they call by pname of a coine of monp,as bzoad,andas round as a groat, wonder 
fully pzinted and ſtamped of nature, like vnto ſome coine, And theſe two laſt ſignes be ſo certaint, 
that the next day after,if the winde ſcrue, they ſee land, which we did to our great ioy, when allour 
water(foz you know they make no beere in thoſe partes) and victuals began to fayle vs, Ando 


They arrines Goa b came the 24. of October, there being receiued with paſſing great charitie. The people le 


at Goa rhe 24, 
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tawnie,but not diſkigured in their lippes and noſes,as the Moores and Cafres of Ethiopia. Thip 
that be not of reputation, o at leaſt the moſt part. go naked, ſauing an apꝛon of a ſpanne long nd a 
much in bꝛedth befoze them, and a lace two fingers bꝛoad befoze them, girded about with a ſtring 
and no moꝛe: andthus they thinke themſclues as well as we with all our trimming, Of the fru 
and trees that behere,7J cannot now ſpeake, fo2 I ſhould make another letter as long as this. Fi 
hitherto J haue not ſeene tree here, whole like J haue ſeene in Europe, the vine excepted, whih 
neuertheleſſe here is tu no purpoſe, ſo that all the wines are bwught out of Poztingall, The dike 
ofthis countrey is good water, o2 wine ofthe Palme tree, oꝛ of a fruite called Cocos. Andthis iu 
ſuffiſe fo this time, It God ſend me mp health, I ſhall haue oppoxunitie to waite to pou ont? 
gaine. Nowe the length ol my letter compelleth me to take mp leaue, and thus J wiſh your mol 
pꝛoſperous health.

Departed fram London che firſf day of Apzill,in the peere of our Lozde,r 581, 
and the next moming, being Sunday, I arriued at Graue ſende, where J found 
a Crater laden with beere then readyto depart,fo2 Fluſhing : J, and the compa⸗ 
oe was with me, Aten there that dap hn one of the ciocke in the after: 
(eben the nertday: amchen J. and Thomas God, with foure d fut moze that 
dere in the companit to goe to Ant werpe imbarked our ſelues in that Craier, 
andſo ſet ſaile, and departed: but the winde being quite contrary, we were ſet on ſhoare,a mile oz 
two befoze we came to Quinborough: in the euening, we milſed our way to the to wne, ſo that we 
lay in the Marſſhes all that night. til two of the clocke the next mozning,aud then by chance Tho- 
mas God happened vpon a tennants houſe of his by whome we were bought to Quinborough, 
where we were well entertained, and well refreſhed our ſelues. 

Upon Wenſday,the fift of Apꝛill, we tooke the ſeas againe, (the wind being ſomewhat good) 
ind i ſerued vs ſo well, chat we arrived at Fluſhing vpon che next dap, at foure ofthe clorke in the 
afternaone, Upon Friday inthe afternoone, J arriued at Antwerpe, and hauing diſpatched my 
bulines there by Saturday, I tooke my paſſage foꝛ Dort, where J arriued vpon Sunday, the 
much ol the ſame monerh,Caping there but that night: and in the moning, hauing found compa» 
nie that went to Wezell,J tooke my paſſage with them in a ſmall boate , the boace being heauie 
laden, and ſoze peſtered with paſſengers, and but one man and a boy, to guide the ſame : and the 
water withal being very rough, J cauſed them to land me at Gorcom, but foure mile from Dort, 
andthere ſtaied that night. and the next day J tooke a ſtronger boate,better manned , and leſſe pe» 
ſered,in which boate, J chanke God, J was ſafely delivered at Neumegen. 

From thence,J tooke my paſſage to Collen, in a ſtronge hop, laden with houſhold ftuffe , and 
lome other marchandize,and about twelue pallengers, beſide my ſelfe , From Neumegen, we 
departed vpon Wenſbap,che 12. of Apull, wich very ſcanc wind, by reaſon whereof, we were ve⸗ 
o long vpon the wap, and many times ſet on ground in great danger, beſides the perill of the 
who were vpon both ſides of the riuer. One tuening, as we lay at anker che wind 
being contrarie,chere came about ſirreene of the Palecontents.in a great ſhip boate, and thoughe 
to hane boozded vs, but our watch perceining them comming, called vs, the ret of our companie

betooke me to my ſword, foꝛ that was the belt weapon J had, and vp J went tothe top of the ha 
ches, and when J perceiued them comming, J pꝛocured halle a doſey to diſcharge atonce, tolx 
them vnderſtand. that there were thoſe in the ſhip, that would bid them welcome: and when thai 
peeces were all at one inſtant diſcharged, they — and ſtated, and wiſt not what to do 
Then J, with the beſt dutch I had, called to them, and aſked them whercfoze they came nat, thy 
ſhould be welcome to vs, with the beſt cheere that we were able to make, and ſo Got off ancthy 
vole y, and ſhewed our ſelues with long pikes,ſwozds,and other weapons, in ſuch oder, that hy 
went their wales. and would not accept our entertainment, noꝛ thanke vs fozour good wils: w 
were foure daies in danger of them the wind was ſo contrary, Then at che laſt, we pzocuredgy 
Maſter to go on ſhoate, to hire a couple of hoꝝſes to towe the ſhip, which he did, and vpon Sundy, 
the 16,of the lame moneth,we lauded at Wezcl!l, and there hireda waggon , to goe cuer landy 
Collen, becauſe I had haſte to be at Vcanice,befoze this moneth were out. 

- Upon Tueſday, the 17. of Apꝛill, I ſet from Wezell by laude, and that day J dined at Dui. 
burge, which is thee Dutch miles from Wer ell, and J lay all night at Thiſtleborough, whi 
is within fue miles of Collen, and vpon Wenſday J came to Collen, about foure of the clochen 
the afternoone,and ſtated there till Tuelday, the 24. of the ſame moneth, and then ſet to wan 
Meatz, 

The monuments which J ſawe at Collen be theſe.J ſawe the tombc(as they ſay) of the thi 
Kings of Colleu, which are very faite, incloled iu copper, and Baſle ſatd in it euery day: it is u 
the great Church of Collen. 

J was alſo inthe Church ol $.Vrſula, where J found the people at a ſermon, made by a Jef 
ite: to which ſermon, be ſwes the people chere reſo2tcd all the ſchollers of che ſaid Jeſuite, who 
haue their learning there foz nothing: J reckoned and numbyed them, to be ſixe hundꝛeth ant 
more, as they came out, and pet I ſuppoſe theve are we emma as J numbzed, which went 
out at an other dooze of the Church lo that J couldnot them all. Alſo I ſaw the tombed 
S. Vrſula there, and the tombe ofthe Engliſh Ring, that was her huſband, whole ſkuls art lw 
ned in ſiluer foꝛ great monuments, and the plate of ſiluer is made to open, ſo that euery bun 
that will, may ſee the ſkuls: and there are the bones and ſkuls of a great many of other virgins, 
and ladies of England, tothe number of ten thouſand, the ſkuls of all which Ladies, wereſy 
ned alſo, and the ſkuls of all the virgines were gilt, and put in caſes of purple, and crimſim uc 
uet: alfothe bones ol S. Vrſula, and moſt of the bones ofthe Ladies, with the bones of the Pope, 
that came with them from Rome, (as they ſap) be all gilt. 

This S. Vrſula was a Queene of Wales, and her huſband was a King, oz a Rings ſouned 
England, and his name was Enterius, which were all ſlaine, comming home wards from Rome, 
at Collen, with the Pope in their companie, that hadchuſtened them at Rome, (fozthey wert il 
heathen people befoꝛe ) and thinking to be their conduct home, was llaine with them. Then 
ſaw alſo(as theytold me) the wedding ring of S. Vrſula: there are the bones and ſkuls alſooftt 
ſeuen bꝛethꝛen, and the mother of them, mentioned in the Machabees , which were all matym 
fo2 net obeying the tyzants commaundement. J ſawe alſo one of the pots chat (by their repat) 
had water in it at the mariage in Cana of Galile, which Chziſt turned into wine: and J dun 
out ofthe ſame pot. which is made of white marble,and holdeth about a gallon, and the foote fits 
trimmed with ſilke of diuers colours. 

From Collen, J was commended by George Caſteler to Auguſta, toone Elias Geneſe, 90 
wards which place J went vpon Tueſday the 24. ol Apzill, and in che way. I ſaw many faire® 
ftles,and baue cities, wherein I entred not, as Punt, which is foure Dutch miles from Colle

whichis ſeuen ſhillings and two pence ſterling, Do then we had a new gard ol ſouldiers, and left 
the other. 

The houſe we lodged in at Rama, had a dooze ſo low to enter into, that J was faine to crecpe 
in as it were vpon my knees, and within it are tiger roomes to lodge trauellers that come that way: 
there are no beds, except a man buy a mat, and lay if on the ground. that is all the pꝛauiſion, with 
out ſtooles or benches to ſit vpon. Our victualles were bzought vs out of the towne, as hennes, 
eqges, bꝛead, great ſtoze of fruite, as pomgranets, figges, grapes, oziges, and ſuch like, and 
Hinke, we due out ofthe well, The towne it ſelfe is ſo ruinated, that J take it rather to be a heape 
of ſtones then a towne, 

Then the next mowing we thought to haue gone away, but we could not be permitted that day, 
ſo we Cayed there till two of the clocke the next monung, and then with a freſh gard of ſouldiers 
we deyarted toward Jeruſalem , e had not ridden fiue Engliſh miles, but we were incountred 
witha great number ofthe Arabiaus, who ſtayed vs, and would not ſuffer vs to paſſe till they had grooves ot 
ſomewhat, ſoit coſt vs foz all our gard aboue twentie ſhillings a man betwixt Joppa and Jeru- thervith 2 
ſalem, Theſe Arabians troubled vs often times.

Being come within ſight of Jeruſalem, the maner is to kneele downe, and giue Godthankes, His arrinan 
thatit hath pleaſed himco bung vs to that holy place where he himſelfe had beene: and there we Jann 
leane our hozſes, and go on foote to the towne, and being come to the gates, there they tooke our 
nam?s,and our fathers names. and ſo we were permitted to go to our lodgings.

The 27 of Nouember J ſet towards Nozemberge, where J came the 29, and there ſtayedtill 
the 9 of December, and was very well interteined ol the Engliſh merchants there: and the gouer: 
uuns ofthe towne ſent me and my company ſixteene g of excellent good wine, 

From thence J went to Frankford, from Franko to Collen, from Collen to Arnam, from 
mam tu Entrige,from Entrige to Dont, from Doztto Antwerpe,from Antwerpe to Fluſhing, 
from Fluſhing to London, where J arriuedvpon Twelfe cue in ſafetie ,4 gauethanksto God, ha 
uing finiſhed my tourney to Jeruſalem e home againe, in the ſpaceof nine moneths and fine dayes.

he will inqutre newes of you, and ſo from thence to the Conſuls houſe where you i 
Ive, The Uenecians haue a Conſul themſelues. But all other nations goe tothe French nations

gliſlunen are truly reported, and other ueceſſarie circumſtances obtcrued, Written by 
Thomas Sanders. 


His voiage was ſet footh by the right woꝛſhipfull. fir Edward Oſburve knigh, 
chiefe merchant ofallthe Turkiſh company,and one maſter Richard Stapersghy 
(hip being of the burthen ol one hundꝛed tunne called the Icſus,ſhe wasbuildedx 
Farmne a riuer by Portſmouth. The owners were maſter Thomas Thomſos 
Nicholas Carnabie, and Iohn Gilman. The maſter (vnder God) was ent La. 
cheus Hellier of Black- wall, and his Bate was one Richard Morris of tht 
place: their Pilot was one Anthony Ierado a French man, of the pꝛouince of Maſſils: th 
purſer was one William Thomſon our owners ſorme:the merchants factoꝛs were Romane Sec. 
nings,a Frenchman,and Richard Skegs ſeruant vnto the ſaid maſter Stapers. The owners wen 
bound vnto the merchants by charter partie thereupon. in one thouſand markes, that the ſayd in 
by Gods permiſſion ſhould goe fo2 Tripolis tn Barbarie, that is to ſap, firſt from Porteſmouth g 
Newhauen in Normandie, fromthence to S. Lukar, otherwiſe called S. Lucas in Andely- 
zia,and from thence to Tripolie, which is in the Eaſt part of Affrica, ꝶ ſo to teturne vuto Londoa, 
But here ought euery man to note and conſider the wozkes ofour God that (many times) whit 
man doth determine, God doth diſappoint.

And our maſters mate haun 
Geneua Bible in his hand, chere came the kings chiefe gunner, and tooke it out from him, wh 
ſhewed me of it, and Jhautng the language, went pꝛeſently to the kings treaſurer and tolde hn 
of it, ſaying, that lich it was the will of God that wee ſhoulde fall into their handes, yet chatthy 
ſhould graunt vs to vſe our conſciencs to aux owne diſcretion. as they ſuffered the Spaniards in 
other nations to vſe theirs, and he graunted vs: then J tolde him that the maſter gunner dan dy 
ken away a Bible from ont of our men 2 the Treaſurer went pꝛeſently and commaundedhims

times to ſee ik they were faſt riueted: ee continued fight wich the Carmoſall thee hourts a 
then we tooke it, x loſt but two of our men in that fight, but there were ſlaine ol the Greckes in 
and 14. were cruelly hurt, and they that were ſound, were pꝛeſent ly made ſlaues, and <y 
nedto the oares: and within fifteene dayes after we returned againe into Tripolis, and then we 
were put to all maner of ſlauerie. J was put to hewe ſtones, and other to carie Clones, and m 
7h. gutes do dꝛawe the Cart with earth, and ſome to make morter, and ſome to dzawe ſtones, (fozat ty 
vinided a time the Turkesburldeda church:) And thus we were put to all kinde of ſlauerie that was w d 
cpurch. done. And in the time of our being there, the Moores that are the huſbandmen of the countreys 
belled againſt the king, becauſe he would haue conſtrained them to pay greater tribute then hers 
tofozc they had done, ſo that the ſouldiours of Tripolis marched fooꝛth of the towne to haut my 
| ned battell againſtthe Moores for their rebellion, and the king ſent with them foure pieces 
dinance, which were dzawen by the captines twentie miles into the countrey after them,ondx 
the ſight thereofthe Moores fled, and then the captaines returned backe againe, Then Im 
certaine Chuſtians moꝛe, were ſent twelue mile into the countrey with a Cart co lodetimberay 
we returned againe the ſame day.

C aſt Noꝛtheaſt, and Teſt Southweſt, And at midnight oꝛ neere thereabouts, as J unn 
ding vpon my camel. J fell aſleepe. and the guide and all the reſt rode a way from me. not thin 
but J had bene among them, Then J awooke, and finding my ſelfe alone, durſt nat tall m 
hallow. foꝛ feare leaſt the wilde Moores ſhould heare mee, betauſe they holde this opinion, thern 
killing a Chꝛiſtian they doe God good ſeruice: and muſing with my ſelfe what were belt ſn ar 
to doe, if I ſhould goe fooꝛth, and the wilde Moores ſhould happe to meete with mee, they wand 
kill mee: and on the other ſide, if J ſhould returne backe to Tripolis without any weod cy cemps 
nie, J ſhould be moſt miſerablie vſed therefoꝛe: of two eutls, rather J had to goe fooꝛth to ch i» 
ſing of my like, then to turne backe and truſt to their mercie, fearing to bee vſed as befo;eJha 
ſeene others: foꝛ vnderſtanding by ſom? of mp companie befoze, how Tripolis and the ſaid wi 
did lic one off another, by the Noꝛth Carre J went fooꝛth at aduenture, and as God would her; 
I came right to the place where they were, euen about an houre befoze day: there altogether wr 
reſted and gaue our camels pꝛouender, and aſſoone as the day appeared, we rode all into the wet:

after they were violently vſed, fo2 that the kings ſonne demaunded of them againe, if that they 

wouldturne Turke ? then anſwered Richard Burges, a Chiiſtian Jam, and ſo J will remaine, 

Then the kings ſonne very angerly ſaide vnto him: by Bahomet thou ſhalt pꝛeſently bee made 

Turke, Then called hee foꝛ his men, and commaunded them to make him Turke, and they did 

ſo,and circumciſed him. and would haue had him ſpeake the wozdes that thereunto belonged, But 

he anſwered chem ſtout ly that he would not: and although they had put on him the habite ofa

lies: and J woe alſo to Conſtantinople to the Engliſh Embaſſadour, boch which letters were e. 
faithfully deliuered, But when my father hadreceiued my letter, and vnderſtood the truethofour 
ap and the occaſion chereof, and what had happened to the offenders, he certified the right ho⸗ 
le the earle of Bedford therof,who in ſhort ſpace acquainted het highnes with þ whole cauſe 
thereof,# her maieſtic like a moſt mercifull puincefſe, tending her ſubiects, pꝛeſently tooke oꝛder 
four deliucrance,Therupon the right wozfhipful fir Edward Oſburne knight, directed his let 
ters with all ſpeede to the Engliſh Embaſſadour in Conſtantinople, to pꝛucure our deliuerie: 
an he olteined the great Turkes commiſſion. and ſent it fozthwith to Tripolis, hy one maſter Ed- 
ward Barton,together with a Juſtice ofthe great Turkes and one ſouldiour. and another Turke, 
anda Greeke which was his interpꝛetour, which could ſpeake beſides Greeke, Turkiſh, Italian, 

uh and Engliſh, And when cheycame to Tripolis, they were well interteined. And the 
night they did lie in a captaines houſe in the towne: all our companiethat were in Tripolis, 
for ioy to maſter Barton andthe other commilſioners to ſee them, Then maſter 
Barton ſatd vnto vs, welcome my good countte ymen, and louingly interteined vs and at our de 
ſentre from bim de gau vn ewo ſhillings, and bade fert God, fox to mozrowe I hope pou ſhall 

akree as ener you were,TUe all gane himthankes and ſo departed. Ae: 

The next day in the mozning very early, the king hauing intelligence ol their comming, ſent 
worde to che keeyer ; that none of the Engliſhmen. (meaning our companie ) ſhoulde goe to 
wake, Then hee ſent fo2 maſter Barton and the other commiſſioners, and demaunded of che 
lade maſter Bacton his meſſage: the Juſtice anſwered, that the grent Turke his Souereigue 

ſent them vnta him, ſignifytug that hee was infozmed that a certaine Engliſh ſhippe called

offende the lawes of this place, by the ſame lawes therefoze ſome of your tompanie were condey 

ned to die as you knowe, and pou to be perpetuall captiues during your lives : not wit 
ſceing it hath pleaſed my ſourretgne lozde the great Turke to pardon your ſeide ofences.amy 
giue you your freedome and libertie, beholde, here J make deliuery of pou to this Engliſh Gey 
tleman: ſo hee deliuered vs all that were there, being thirteene in nomber, to maſter Barton, yl 
required alſo thoſe two yong men which the kings ſoune had taken with him. Then the king w 
ſwered that it was againſt their la we to deliuer them, for that they were turned Turkeg: and 
ching the ſhip and goods , the king ſaide. chat he had ſolde her, but would make reſtitution of then 
luie, and as much of the goods as came vnto his handes, and ſo the King aroſe and went to dimm 
and commaunded a Jewe to goe with maſter Barton and the other tommiſſioners to ſhe we then 
their lodging, which was a houſe pꝛouided and appointed them by the ſaide king, Aud becauſe 
bad the Italian and Spaniſh tongues,by which their moſt trafique in that countre y is, Maſttr ba. 
ton made mee his Cater tu buy his victuals fo2 him and his companie. and deliuered mee may 
neederull foꝛ the ſame.

Y laſt I ſent vou, was the 29. of May laſt paſt from Aleppo, by George Gill the 
ptrſer of the Tiger, whichche laſt day ofthe ſame came from thence,aud 
2rriued at Feluge the 19. dapof June, which Feluge is one dayes iourney from 
hence, — ſome ol our company came not hither till the laſt day 
ofthe laſt moneth. which was fo2 want of Camels to carp our goods: fo at this 
me ofthe yeere,by reaſon of the great heate that is here, Camels are very 
ſkant co be gotten, And ſince our comming hither wee haue found very ſmall ſales, but diuers ſap 
that inthe Tintcr our commodities will be very well ſold, J pꝛay God their woꝛds may pzooue 
true, I thinke cloch,kerſies and tinne, haue neuer bene here at ſo lowe pyices as they are num. Not: 
withſtanding, if I had here ſo much readie money as the commodities are woozth, J would not 
doubtto make a very good pꝛoltte of this v oiage hither, aud to Ballira, and ſo by Gods helpe there 
will bereaſonable made ofthe voiage, But with halfe money and halfe commoditie,may be 
bought here the belt ſozt of ſpices, andother commodities that are bꝛought from the Indies, & with: ey, ven lt 
out money there is here at this inſtant ſmall good to be done.

The 9, day of Apʒill, we came to Zante, and being befoze che towne, Willan 
Aldridge, ſeruant to Maſter Thomas Cordall of London, came abood vs, with whome o dhe 
ſter, and 12. moe of our companie. thought to haue gone on ſhoare, but they could not be pern 
ted: ſo we all tame aboozd againe, and went to Petras, where we arriued vpon good Friday and 
lay there with good entertainement, at the Engliſh houſe, where was the Conſul — 
Ralfe Aſhley,q Iohn Doddington, who very kindly went with vs, and ſhewed vs the plealures 
ofthe towne. 

They bꝛought vs to the houſe of theCady,who was made then to vnderſtand ol the 20.Curks 
that we had aboow,which were to go to Conſtantinople, being redeemed out of captiuitie, bylt 
Francis Dtake in the weſt Indias,and bjought with him into England, x by over ofthe Queens 
Maieſtie, ſent now into their Countrey, Whereupon the Cady commandedthem to be bag 
befoꝛe him that he might ſee them: and when he had talked with them, and vnderſtoode hour 
ſtrangely they were deliuered, he maruailed much, and admired the Queenes Maieſtie of En 
land, who being but a woman, is notwithſtanding of ſuch power and reno wme amongſtalltie 
pzinces of Chziſtendome, wit h many other honozable woꝛds ol commending her Maier. Hole 
tooke the names of thoſe 20. Curkes and recoꝛded them in their great bookes,to temaint inp# 
petuall memozie, After this, our foꝛeſaid countrey men bzought me to the Chappellof S. Ar 
dre v, where his tombe oz ſepulchte is, and the boozd vpon which he was beheaded, which ban 
is now ſo rotten, that if any man offer to cut it, it falleth to powder, yet I bzought ſome of it au 
with me, Upon Tueſvay in Eafter weeke, we ſetout towards Zante againe,and the 24.0% 
pull. with much adoe, we were all permitted to come on ſhoare , and J was tarien to che Cuil 
douſe in Zante, where J was very well entertained.

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vmmtctn ill of Don Pedro his curteſie, whercof we are ſuſpitious and doubttull, and not with: 
aut god cauſe : vſing withall good woꝛds to the meſlengcr, and willing him to come abooꝛd him, 
ſing ſecuritie and goovvlage, that thereby he might the better know the Span yatds minde: 

pon he in deed left his frigate, and came aboozd him, whom he interteinedin friendly ſozt, 

aud cauſed a cuppe of wine to bedzawne fo2 him, which he tooke.andbeganne,with his cappe in his 
hind, aud with reuerend termes, ta dunke to the health of the Queene of England, ſpcaking ve⸗ 
ryhonozablie of her Maieſtie, and giuing good ſpeeches of the curtcous vſage, and interteinement 
that he himſelfe had recetucd in London, at the time that the Duke of Alenſon, bꝛother to the late 
French King was laſt i England: and after he had well dzunke he tooke his leaue,ſpeaking well 
ofthe ſufficiencie and goodnelle of our ſhippes, and eſpeciallie of the Merchant Royall, which he 
confeſſ-dto haue ſeene befoze, riding in the Thames neere London. He was no ſooner come to 
Non Pedro de Leiua,the Spaniſh generall, but he was ſent offagaine,andreturnedto the Eng: 
1 Admirall, ſayingthat the pleaſure of the generall was this, that either their capteines, mai⸗ 
ters, andpurſers ſhould come to him with ſpeed, oꝛ eis he would ſet vpon them, and either take 
chem oꝛ ſiuke them. The replie was made by H. CUilkinſon afoꝛeſaid, t hat uot a man ſhould come 


to him: andfo2 the bꝛagge and thzeat of Don Pedro, it was not that Spaniſh bꝛauado that ſhould 


make them yeeld a rot to their hindzance, but they were as readie to make reſiſtance, as he to offer 


* aniniurie, Tlhereupon Cauallero the meſſenger left bꝛagging, and began to perſuade them in 


gutt ſoꝛt. and with many woꝛds. but all his laboz was to no purpoſe, and as his thtat did not hing 


terrifie them, ſo his perſuaſion did nothing mooue them, to doe that which he required, At the laſt 


* heintreatedto haue the merchant of the Admirall caricd by him as ameſſenger tothe generall,that 
b he might be litiſaed, and aſſuredoftheir mindes by one of their owne companie . But H, Wi- 
* kinſon would agree to no ſuch thing, although Richard Rowit the merchant himſelfe ſcemed 
* willingto be imployedin that meſſage, and labozed by reaſonable perſuaſions to induce . Til 
* kinſon to grant it, as hoping to be an occaſion by his pꝛe ſence aud diſcreet anſweres to ſatiſfie the 


all, and therby to laue the efftiſion of Chyiſtian bloud il it ſhould grow to a battell , And he 
edſomuch the moꝛe willing to be ſent, by how much deeper the othes and pꝛottſtatious of 

this Cauallero were, that he would (as he was a true knight and a ſouldio2) deliuer him backe a- 
gune in ſafetie to his companie, Albeit, M. Ailkinſon, which by his long experience had received 
ſufficient triallof Spaniſh inconſtancie and perturie, wiſhed him in no caſe to put his life and li⸗ 
bertie in haz rd vpon a Spanyards och. But at laft, vpon much intreatie, he peclved to let hun 
ge to the generall, thinking in deed that good ſpeeches, and anſweres ofreaſon would haue con« 
_ him, whereas otherwiſe, refuſall co doe ſo, might peraduenture haue pꝛouoked the moze 

contentment, 

Daiſter Rault therefoze paſſing to the Spaniſh generall, the reſt ofthe gallies haumg eſpied 
him, thought in deed that the Engliſh were rather determined to peeld then to fight, and therefoze 
came flocking about Þ frigat,eucry man crying out, Que nueuas, que nueuas, Daue theſe Engliſh 
men peelded ꝛ the krigat anſwered, Not ſo, they neither haue, noꝛ purpoſe to peeld, onely they haue 
ſentamm ok their companie to ſpeake with our gen crall: and being tome to the gallie wherein he 
wis, he ſhewed himſelfe to H. Rowit in his armoz, his gard of ſouldiozs attending vpon him in 
md alſo, and beganue to ſpeake very pzoudly in this ſoꝛt: Thou Engliſhman, from whence ts 
your flect, why ſtand ye aloofe off, know ye not your dutie to the Catholcke king, whoſe perſon J 
leere tepꝛeſent : There are your billes of lading, your letters, paſports, and the chiefe of your 
men? Thinke ye my attendance in theſe ſeas to be in vaine , oz my perſon to no purpoſe : Let all 
theſethings be done out of hand as J command, vpon paine of my further viſpleaſure y the ſpoile 
of you all? Theſe woꝛdes of the Spaniſh generall were not ſo outragiouſiy pzonounced, as they 
were mildly anſwered by maiſter Rowit, who, tolde him that they were all merchant men, vſing 
traffike in honeſt ſont, and ſceking to paſſe quierly, if they were not vꝛged further thenreaſon : as 
forthe king of Spaine, he thought (fo his part) that there was anutie betwirt him and his ſouc- 
rin? the Queene of England, ſo that neither he noꝛ his officers ſhould goe about to offer any 


lucht rie to Engliſh merchants, who as they were farre from ging offerte to any man, ſo they 


would be loath to take an abuſe at the handes of any, o2ſit downe to their loſſe, where their abilt- 
© ws able to make defence. And as touching his commandement afoꝛeſaid, fox the acknow⸗ 
ledgingofdurie, in ſuch particular ſort, he tolde him, that where there was no ductie owing, there 
none ſhauld be perfoꝛm d, aſſuring him thattheir whole companie , andſhippes in generall, ſtood 
reſolutely bpon the negatiue, and would not peeld to any ſuch vnreaſonable demand. iopned with 

imperious and abſolute maner of commanding , Why then laid he, if they will neither come

come withinthzee Engliſh miles of the towne, # made after them in all poſſible haſte, and although 
they ſaw that they were farre out ol them reach, pet in a vaine furte & fooliſh pzide, they ſhoe off their 
ojinance, and made a ſtir in the ſea as il they had beene in the midſt of them. which vanity of theirs

The voyage of M. lohn Eldred to Tripolis in Syria by ſea, and 
from thence by land and riuer to Babylon and Balſara. 1583. 


Departed out of Londd in the ſhip called the Tyger in the companie of M. John 
Newberte, M. Ralph Fitch, and ſixe oz ſeuen other honeſt merchaucs vpon 
Shzoue mundap 1583, and arriued in Tripolis of Sy2a the firſt of Pap next 
inſuing : at our landing we went on maying vpon S. Geoꝛges Tſland,a place 
where Chaiſtians dying aboozd the ſhippes are woont to be buried. In t his citie 
7 our Engliſh marchants haue a conſul, & our nation abide together in one houſe 


: with him called Fondeghi Ingles, builded of ſtone, ſquare, in maner like a cloiſter, and every man 


his ſeuerall chamber, as it is the vſe ol all other Chuſtians of ſeuctall nations. This towne ſtan- 


dethvnder a part of the mountaine of Libanus two Engliſh miles diſtant from the poꝛt: on the ſide 
is 


of which pozt,crending in foꝛme of an halle moone, ſtand fiue blockehouſes 02 ſmal 
ſome very good artillerie, and the fozts are kept with about an hundzed Janiſlares, Right befoze 
this towne fromche ſeaward, is a banke of mouing ſand, which gathereth and increaſeth with che 
UWeſterne windes, in ſuch ſozt, that, accopding to an olde pzophecie among them, this banke is like 
to ſwallowvp andouerwhelme thetowne : foz euery yeere it increaſeth and eateth vp many gar» 
dens, alchough they vſe all pollicie to dimintſh the ſame, andto make it firme ground. The citie 
is about the bigneſſe of Byiſto w, and walled about, though the walles be of no great foxce , The 
chiefe ſtrength of the place is in a citadell, which ſtandeth on the South ſide within the walles,and 
ouerlooketh che whole towne, and is ſtronglie kept with 200 Janilſaries and good artillerie , A 
riuer yalleth though the middeſk ol the citie, wherewith they water their gardens and mulberie 
trees, on which there grow abundance of ſilke wopnes, wherewith they make great quantity of 
very white (ke, which is the chiefeſt natural{ commonitie to be found in and about this place, 
This rode is moꝛe frequented with Chniſtian marchants, to wit, Uenetians, Genouois, Flozeu: 
lines, Parſflians, Dictlians, Raguſes, and lately with Engliſhmen, then any other pozt of the 
Carks dominions, From Tripolis I depattedthe 14 of May with a tatauan paſling three dayes 


ouer the ridge ol mount Libanus,at the end whereof we arriued in a citie called Hammah, which eye citte of 
fandethon a goody plaine repleniſhed with come e cotton wooll. On theſe mountaints which we _ 
paſſed,grow great quantity of gall trees. which are ſomewhatlike out okes,but leſſer & moze croo · Sal trees. 


led: on che beũ tree a man ſhall nocfinde aboue a pound of galles, This towne of Dammah is fal- 
len, md falleth moze & moze to decay, and at this day there is ſcarce one halfe ofthe wall ſtanding, 
which hath beene very ſtrong and faire : but becauſe it coſt many mens liues to win it, the Turke 
dull unt haue it repay)ed, and hath witten in the Arabian tongue ouer the caſtle gate, which tan- 
dich inthe midſt ot the towne, theſe wozds : Curſed be the father & the ſonne that ſhall lay their 

tothe repairing heerof. ng our ſelues one day here, we paſſed fozward with ca- 


els thnee dayes more vntill we came to Alleppo,where we arriued the 21 of May. This is the nun. 


Freateſk place of trafftkefo2 a dzy towne that is in all choſe parts: fo) hither reſozt Jewes, Carta. 
rans,Perſians, Armenians, Egyptians, Jndians,# many ſozts of Chiiſhans,# intoy freedome of 
their conſciences, y bung thither many binden of rich merchandizes.Jn the midſt of this towne ab 
io ſtanderh a gvodly caltle raiſevon hie with agariſon „3 — 
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nules round about are goodly gardens and vineparocs aud trees, which beare goodly fru nett: 
vnto the tiuers ſide, which is but ſmall, the walles are about thzee Engliſh miles in compaſſt u 
the ſuburbs are almoſt as much moze , Che to wne is greatly peopled, e departed from them 
without camels the laſt ol May with M. John /2cwberic aud his compauie, and came to 

in thꝛee dayes, being a ſmall towne ſituated vpon the riuer Euphꝛates, where it beginneth firſt u 
take his name, being heere gathered into oue chanell, whereas befoze it commeth doume in may, 
folde bzanches, and is therefoze called by the people of the countrey by a name which figmficth 
thouſandheads . Deere is plentie of victualles whereof we all furniſhed our (clues fo) our bag 
tourney downe the afozeſaid riucr, And accopding to the maner of thoſe that trauell downe iy 
water, we pzepareda ſmall barke foꝛ the conuepance of ourſelues and ol our goods, Theſe boat 
are flatte bottomed, becauſe the riucr is ſhallow in many places: and when men trauell itt 
moneth of Julie, Augult, and September, the water being then at the loweſt, they are conſtr 
ned to carie withthem a ſparc boate oz two to lighten their owne boates.if they chance to fall ouch 
ſhoaldes , Te were eight and twentie dapes vpon the water betweene Birrahand Felugi 

we diſembarked our ſelues and our goodes , Euery night after the Sunne ſetteth, we tie our 
barke to a take, goe on land to gather ſtickes, and ſet on our pot with rice oz bjuſed wheat, andy 
uing ſupped, the merchant s lie abooꝛd the barke, aud the marmers vpon the ſhozes ſite as necre x 
they can vito the ſame , In many places vpon the riuers ſive we mette wich troopes of Arabiang, 
of whom we bought milke, butter, egges, and lambes, and geue them in barter, (foz they att ua 
fo2 money) claſſes, combes, cozall, amber, to hang about their armes and nerkes, and ſoꝛ chu 
milke we gaue them bzead and pomgranat peeles, wherewiththey ve to caune their goats line 
which they churne withall, Their hatrc,apparell,and colour are altogether like to thoſe vagabony 
Egyptians, which heretofoze haue gone about in England. Their women all without erceytion, 
wearc a great round ring in one of their noſtrels, of golde,ſiluer,o2 y2on, accoding to their ability, 
and about their armes & ſmalles of their legs they haue hoopes of golde,(i{uer oz p2on, All of then 
aſwell women and childꝛen, as men, are very great ſwimmers, and often times ſwimmingthe 
bꝛought vs milke to our barke in veſſels,vpon their heads. The le people are very theeuiſh,which 
I pꝛooued to my coſt: fo2 they ſtole a caſket of mine, with thinges of good value in the ſame, fron 
vnder my mans head as he was aſleepe: andtherefoze trauellers keepe good watch as they paſt 
downe the tiuer. Euphzates at Birrah is about the bzeadthof the Thames at Lambeth, ada 
ſome places narrower, in ſome bꝛoader : it runneth very ſwiftly, almoſt as faſt as the rived 
Trent: it hach diuers ſoꝛts of fiſh in it, but all are ſcaled, ſome as bigge as ſalmons, like barbil, 
e landed at Felugia the cight and twentith of June, where we made our abode ſeuen dayes,fn 
lacke of cam-ls to carie our goods to Babplon: the heate at that time of the yeere is ſuchinthel 
parts, that men are loath to let out their camels to trauell. This Fe!ugiais a village of ſane 
hundꝛed houſes, and a place appointed fs2 diſcharging of ſuch goods as come towne the riuer :the 
inhabitants are Arrabians. Not finding camels here, we were conſtrained to vn lade our goods, 
and hired an hundꝛed aſſes to caric our Engliſh merchandizes onely to New Babylon auer alm 
deſert, in croſſing whereof we ſpent eighteene hourcs travelling by night, and part ofthe mami 
to auoid the great heat. 

Ju this place which we croſſed ouer . ſtood the olde mightie citic of Babylon, many olde nun 
whereof are eaſilie to be ſeene by day light, which J John Eldꝛed haue often beheld, at my good ko 
ſure. hauing made thꝛee voyages betweene the New citie of Babylon and Aleppo ouer this deſert, 
VV re alſo are yet ſtanding the rutnes of the olde tower of Babell. which being vpon a plainegrod 
ſeemeth a farre off very great, but the netrer you come to it, the leſſer and leſſer it appeereth:ſus 
dy tunes J haue gone thither to ſee it, and found the remnants pet ſtanding aboue a quartero!! 
mile in compaſle, and almoſt as high as the ſtone wozke of Paules ſteeple in London, but t lv 
eth mich bigger. The bꝛickes remaining in this molt auntient monument be halfe a yardthitks 
and tiger quarters ofa yard long, being dyed in the Sunne onely, and betweene curry courſe 
bꝛickes there licth a courſe ol mattes made of canes, which remaine ſounde aud not periſhed, 8 
though they had beene layed within one peere , The citie of New Babylon ioyneth vpon ther 
foxcſaid ſmall deſert where the Olde citie was, and the riuer of Tygris runneth cloſe vudertx 
wall, and they may if they will open a ſluce, and let the water ol the ſame runne round about 
towne. It is aboue two Engliſh miles in compaſſe, and the inhabitants generally ſpeake tip! 
languages, to wit, the Perſian, Arabian and Turkiſh tongues : the people are of the Spa 
complexion : and the women generallie weare in one of the griſtles of their noſes a rug 
wedding ting. but ſomewhat greater, wich a pearle and a Turkiſh ſtone ſer therein: and this? 
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This is a place of very great traftique, and a very great tinoughtare from the Caſt Indies to 
Aleppo. The towne is very well furniſhed with victuals which come downe che riuer of Tygris 
from Moſul which was called Niniue molde time, They but»g theſe victuals and diuers ſoztes Nate bone 
of merchandiſes vpon raftes boꝛne vpon goates ſkins blowen vp ful of wind in maner of bladders, — 
4nd when they haue diſcharged their goods, they ſell the rafts for fire, and let the wind ou: of their u 
goates Ikins, and cary them home agame vpon their alles by land, to make other voyages downe 


the riuer, The building here is moſt of byicke dꝛied in the ſunne, and very litle oꝛ no ſtone is to bee 


* found: their houles are all flat roofed and lowe. They haue no tame fo2 eight moneths together, dome ram. 
na almoſt any cloudes in the ſkie, night no day. Their Tinter is in Nouember, December. Ja- 
” quaricand Febꝛuarie, which is as warme as our Sommer in England in a maner. This J know

by good experience,becauſe my abode at ſeuerall times in t his citie of Babylon, hath bene atthe leſt 
the ſpace ol two peeres. As we come to the citie, we paſle ouer the riuer ol Tygris on a great bzidge 
made with boates chained together with two mightie chaines of iron. From thence wee departed 
in flat bottomd barkes moze ſtrong and greater then thoſe of Euphzates, aud were eight andewen- Sade and

Caranmn were foure thouſand Camels laden with ſpices andother rich merthandiſes. Theſe Ca- joure thous 
mels wil line very well two on ther dayes without water: their feeding is onThiſfles,TClo2me- and Camels, 
wood, Magdalene and other ſtrong weedes which they find vpon the way. The gouerment and

He thercfoze valiantly ſubdued all Scantia, whichis now called Norway, 
and allthe Jflands beyond Norway,to wit Iſland and Greenland, which are appertaining vnto 
Norway, Sweueland Ireland, Gotland, Denmarke, Semeland, Windland, Curland, Roe, Feme- 
land, Wireland, Flanders, Cherilland „Lapland, and all the other lands and J ſlands of the E aſt 
ſea tuen vnto Ruſſia ( in which Lapland he placed the Caſterly bounds of his Buttiſh Empire) 
and many other Illands bexond Norway, euen vnder the North pole, which are appendances of 
$cantia,nowcalled Norway. Theſe people were wild and ſauage, and had not in them the loue of 
God non ol their neigbboꝛs. becauſe all tuill commerh fromthe Nozth, yer there were among them 
eertaine Choiſtians luung in ſerret. But king Arthur was an ercecding good C hyiſtian, and cau⸗ 
ſedthem to be baptized, and thzoughout all Nor way to worſhip one God, andto receiue andkeepe 
nuiolably fo2 euer, faith in Chaift onely. At that time all the noble mien of Norway tooke wiucs 
ofthe noble nation ofthe But aines, whereupon the Norſes ſap, that they are deſcended of the race 
and blood of this kingdome. The afozeſapd king Arthur obteined alſo in thoſe dayes ol the Pope 
2 court of Rome that Norway ſhould be fo2 euer annexed to the crown of Bytaine fox the mlarge⸗ 
ment efthis king dome. and he called it the chamber of Buttatne, Fo? this cauſe the Notſes ſay, 
that they ought to dwell with vs in this kingdome, to wit, that they belong to the crotne of Buy 
ume: foz they had rather dwell here then in their owne natiue countrey, which is due and full of 
mountaines.and barren and no graine growing there, but in certaine places, But this councrep 
of Butaine is fruitfull, whert in come and all other good things doe grow and inert ale: foxwhich 
cauſe many cruell battels haue bent oftentimes fought betwixt the Engliſhmen and the people of 
Norway,and infinite numbers ot people haue bene ſlain, andthe Norſes haue poſſeſſed many lands 
and Ill vids ofthis Empire, which vnto this day they doe polleſſe, neither could they cuer after: 
wards be fully expelled, But now at length they art incoꝛpoꝛated with vs by the receiuing ol our 
religion and ſacrament s. and by taking wiues ol our nat ion. and by affinitie, and mariages. Fon ſo 
the good king Edward ( who was a notable maintainer of peace) ozdamed and granted vnto them 
bythe gener all conſent of che whole kingdomt. ſa that ty yeuple may, and ought from hencefoozth 
dwell and rem une in this kingdome with vs as our louing and ſwozne byethzen,

dilicently made ſearch, leaſt Pauperes a potentibus prziudicium paſſi, opprimerentur. 

Thus did publique ſerurit ie frb foꝛren foc abzoad, and true lone a his owne ſubiects, garding 4 
him at home, and the heauenly ſpirite directing all his good putpoſen, cauſe iuſtice and equitie m 1 
allquartersofthis Albion to flouriſh. Foz which his peaceable and poſperous benefits at the e. e 
ternall kung his hand obteined, he became not in ſolent oz declined to tyꝛannicall tegiment (as ſome WR 
pincesin other cauntries haue made their liues Comicotragicall) but with all his-fozeſaid in 
cible Dea foꝛte, aboundant wealth. triumphant peace, with ſecuritie and Juſtice oner all his Bo» 
narchie preuailing, his heart was tuntinual ly. and mot zealouſly bent to ſet foozth the glo)y, laud 
and honour ofthe almigchtie Creatoz, the heau?nlp and euerlaſting king, by ſuch pzincipall aud

Then inch as he feared that beiug diſcouered, euery other Pzince would ſende 
anderade thither. ſo that the colt and perill of viſconering ſhoulde bee his, and the pꝛoũte commons 
wherefoxe firſt hee gaue knowledge of this his minde to all pzinces Chyitened, ſaying that hee 
would ſceke amongſt the iufivels ne we poſſeſſions of regions, andtherefoze woulde make a cer 
tame armie : and that if any of them would helpe in the colt of the ſaid armie, hee ſhould enioy his 
yartof the pute 02 honour that ſhould come of x. Aud as then this diſcouering was holden fo} a 
thing aud vncertaine. Nowe they ſay, that all the Pziuces of Chziſtendome anſwered, 

that they would be no part of ſuch an armie, na yet of the pate that might come of it, After the 
which he gaut knowledge tothe Pope of his purpoſe, and of the anſwere of all the Buntes, deſi⸗ 
ring him chat ſecing that none would helye in the coſtes that hee would iudge all that ſhoulde bee 
founde and diſcouered to be of his iuriſdiction. and commaunde that none other Pꝛince s ſhould in · 


termeddle there with. The Pope ſaid not as Chyift ſath,Quis me conſtituit iudic em inter yos? Che Pope ta- 


de did not refuſe, but making himſelle as Lodand Judge of all, not onely graunted that all that dyedended.

on great cenſures no other Phince ſhoulve diſcouer but hee, And if they did, all to bee the kings ol 
poctingall.

After this in the peere 149 2 che king ol Spaine willing to diſcouer lands toward the Octident 
without making any ſuch diligence, 02 taking licence of the king of Portiogall, armed cercaine 
Caruels, and then diſcouered this India Dcciventall, eſpecially two Jſlandes of che ſaide India, 
chatin this Carve J ſet fozth, naming the one la Dominica, and the other Cuba, and byought cet 
taine golde from thence. Df the which when the king of Portingal had knowledge, hee ſent to the 
kingof Spaine, requiring him to giue him the ſaid Iſlands, F oxthat bythe ſentence of the Pope 
all that hould be diſcouered was his, and that hee ſhoulde not octede further in the diſcouerie 
without his licence. Aud at the ſame time it ſeemeth that out af Caſtill, into Portingall had gone 
fyfeare of burning infinite nomber of Jewes that were expelled out of Spaine, fox that they

thatit ſeemeth that the king ol Spaine anſwered, that it was reaſon king of Portingall

medie (as it theu appeared ) wanting to their deſires, ſoꝛ the auopding of ſo great anincomey 
ence: fo ſeeing that the wealth of the Spaniards and Portingals, by the diſcouerie and (carche 
ewe trades and Countreis was marueilouſly increaſed, ſuppoſing the ſame to bee a tunen 
meane #02 them alſo to obteine the like, they thereupon reſolued vpon anewe and lraunge Ray 
cation, And whercas at the ſame time ont Sebaſtian Cabora,a man in thoſe da pes veryrency 
med, happened to be in London, they begaune firſt of all to deale and conſult diligently with, 
— 2d after much ſpeache and conference together, it was at laſt concluded that thee ſhippesſhub 
ntſhed kon che be P2epared and furniſhed out, fo2 the ſearch and diſcouerie of the Noztherne part of the nan 
viſcouerte, to open a way and paſſage to our men fo trauaile tonewe and vnknowen kingdomes, 
| And whereas many things ſeemed neceflarte to bee regarded in this ſo harde and difficulty 
matter, they firſt make choyce of certaine graue and wiſe perſons in maner of a Senate an 
panie, which ſhoulde lave their heads together, and giue their iudgements, and pzouide things 
requiſite and p2oficable fo) all occaſions: by this companie it was thought expedient, that ac 
taine ſumme of money ſhoulde publiquely bee collected to ſerue ſo the furniſhing of ſomay 
ſbippes. And leaſt auy pꝛiuate man ſhoulde bee too much oppꝛeſſed aud charged, acourſe ws 
taken, that euery mau willing to be of the ſocietie, ſhould dil burſſe che poztion of cwentie andlix 
pounds a piece: ſo that in ſhoꝛt time by this meanes the ſumme of ſire thouſande pounds being 
gathered the thee ſhippes were bought, the moſt part whereof they pꝛouided to bee newlybut 
andtrimmed, But in this action, I wotte not whether J may moze admire the care ofth

that the Mariners, and the reſt to he emploved in this voyage might bee free and ſafe unt 
danger, they couer a piece of the keele of the ſhippe wich thine ſheetes of leade : and haun 
thus built the ſhippes, and furniſhed them wich armour and artillerie,then followed a ſcrondcan 
Pooniſtonof no leſſe troubleſome and neceſſarie then the former, namely, the pzouiſion of victuals, wh 
18,monerþs, was to be made accopving to the time and length of the voyage. And whereas they amt ban 
mined to haue the Eaſt part of the wonlde ſapled vnto, and yet that the ſea towards the ſame wi 
not open, except they kept the Nozxtherne tract, where as pet it was doubtfull whether km 
were any paſlage yea o2 no, they reſolued to victuall the ſhippes fo2 eighteene moneths, whi 
they did fo2 this reaſon, Foz our men being to paſle that huge and colde part of the bm 
they wiſely fozeſecing it, allowe them ſixe moneths victuall to ſaile to the place, ſo much an

Nowe this pꝛouiſion being made and caried aboozde, with armour and munition of all ig 
Chou ofcap- ſufficient Captqines and gouernours of ſo great an enterpiiſe were as pet wanting: w whid 
Pilots. office and place, although many men, ( and ſome voyde of experience) offered 
Sir Bugh one Sir Hugh Willoughbie a moſt valiant Gentleman, and well bozne, earneffly mn 
witionghdie, to haue that care and charge committed vnto him: of whome befoze all both by os 
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of his goodly perſonage (foz hee was of a tall fature ) as alſo fo his ſingular ſkill in the ſeruicts 
of warre, the companie of the Marchants made greateſt accompe : ſo that at the laſt they con- 
cluded and made choyce of him foz the Benerall ol this voyage, and appointed to him the Admi- 
till. with authozitie aud commaunde ouer all the reſf, And foꝛthe gouernement of the other lips 
although divers men ſeemed willing, and made offers of themſelues thereunto, pct by a com» 
mon conſent one Richard Chanceler, a man of great eſtimation foz many good partes of wittein 
him, was elected, in whome alone great hope foz the perfozmance of this buſiueſle reſted, This gichary 


man was bought vp by one maſter Henrie Sidney, a noble young Gentleman and very much — 


belouedof king Edwarde,who at this time comming to the place where the Parchants were ga- bonne in Bh 


chered together, beganne a very eloquent ſpeache oz Diation, and ſpake to them after this maner tow. 
following, 


Py very wojlhipfullfriendes, J cannot but greatly commende pour pꝛtſent godly and ver- Per die 


tuous intention, in the ſerious enterpiiſing ( fo2 the ſinguler loue you beare to your Countrey,) ©1ation, 
amatter,which (J hope) will pzooue pꝛoſitable foz this nation, and honourable to this our land. 
{Which intention of yours ( wee alſo of the Nobilitie) are readie to our power tu helpe and fur 
ther: neither doe wee holde any thing ſo deare and pꝛecious vnto vs, which wee will not wil⸗ 
ingly loꝛgue, and lay out in ſo commendable a cauſe, But pzincipally J retopce in my ſelfe, that 
I haue nouriſhed and maintained that witte, which is like by ſome meanes and inſome meaſure, 
toprofite and ſfeede you in this wozthy action, But pet I woulde not haue pou ignozant of this 
one thing, that J doe nowe part with Chanceler,not becauſe J make litle reckoning ofthe man, 
ncht his mainteinance is burdenous and chargeable vnto mee, but that you might conceiue 
and vnderſtande. my good will and pꝛomptitude fo the furtherance of this buſineſle, and that the 
authozitie and eſtimation which hee deſerueth may be giuen him, You know the man by report, 
Jby experience, you by wozdes, J by derdes. pou by ſpeache and companie, but J by the dayly 
triall of his life, haue a full and perfect knowledge of him. And pou are alſo to remember, into 
howe many perils fo2 pour ſakes, and his Countreys loue, hee is nowe torunne : whereofit is 
requiſite that wee bee not vnmindefull, if ic pleaſe God to ſende him good ſucceſſe. ee comp 
mit alittle money to the chaunce and hazard of Foztune: Hee committs his life, (a thing to a man 
ofallthings moſt deare ) tothe raging Dea, and the vncertainties of many dangers, Te ſhall 
here liue and reſt at home quietly with our friendes, and acquaintance: but hee in the meane 
time labouring to keepe the ignoꝛant and vnrulye Parriners in good oꝛder and obedience, with 
have many cares ſhall hee trouble and vere himſelfe, with howe many troubles ſhall hee bꝛeake 
jumſelfe, and howe many diſquietings ſhall hee bee fozced co ſuſtaine * Wee ſhall keepe our 
owe coaſtes and Countrey, Pee ſhall ſeeke ſtrange and vnknowen kingdomes. Hee ſhall com: 
mit his ſafetie to barbarous and cruell people, andſhall hazarde his life amongſt the monſtrous 
an terrible beaſtes ofthe Sea, Therefoze in reſpect ofthe greatneſſe of the dangers. and the ers 
eellencie of his charge, you are to fauour and loue the man thus departing from vs, and if it fall ſo 
nog out that hee returne againe, it is your part and duetie aiſo, liberally to rewarde 


After that this noble pong Gentleman had de liuered this 02 ſome ſuch like ſpeache, mach 
ane eloquently then I can paſſiblie repoze it, the companie then pyeſent beganne one to looke 
ym mother, one to queſtion andconferre with another: and ſome (to whome the vertue and ſuf: 
kciencie of the man was kno wen) began ſecretly to reiopce with themſe lues, and toconceiue a 
allhope, that the man would pzooue in time very rare and excellent, and that his vertues al 
appearing and ſhining tothe wozlde, would growe to the great honour and aduancement 
Aterallchis.che companie growing to ſome ſilence, it ſeemed good to them that were of grea- 
tanie amongftthem, to inquire, ſearche and ſecke what might be learned and knowen, con: 
ing the Eaſterly part oz tract of the wozld. Foz which cauſe 2,Tartarians, which were then 
ings Stable, were ſent fo2,+ an interpyeter was gotten tobe pꝛeſent. by whom they were

But to pzoceede inthe matter. 

The ſhippes going downe with the tyde, came at laſt to Wool wiche, where they ſlaytd m 
caſt ancre, with purpoſe to depart therehence ag aine, as ſoone as the turning of the water, un 
better winde ſhoulde Nawe them to ſet ſaile. After this they departed and came to Haruiche 
in which poꝛte they taped long; not without great loſſe and conſuming of time: yet at hel 
with a good winde they hoyſed vp ſaile, aud committed themſelues to the ſea, giuing then lf 
adieu to their natiue Countrey, which they knewe not whether they ſhoulde euer recurne un 
againe 02 not. Many of them looked oftentimes backe, and could not refraine from tratei m 
— aa 1 were to fall, aud what vncertainties of the ſea they were to nut 
triall of, 

Amoudgſ the reſt Richard Chanceler, the Captaine of the Edwarde Bonauenture, ami 
litle grieued with the feare of wanting victuals,part whereof was founde to bee coprupt, wv 
trified at Harwiche, and the hoggeſbeads of wine alſo leaked, and were not Ranch : bis natal 
and facherly affection alſo ſomewhat troubled him, fo hee left behinde him his two little ſoms, 
which were in the caſe of Dzphanes if hee ſpedde not well: the eſtace alſo of his companiews 
ued him to care, being in the fozmer reſpects after a ſozt vnhappie, and were to abide wich hiv 
ſelfe euery good oz badde accident; but in the meane time while his minde was thus tamen 
with the multiplicitie of ſozowes and cares, after many dapes ſapling, they kennedlandealun 
olf, whercunto the Pilots directed the ſhippes : and being come to it they lande, and finde it uin 
Roſe Jſlaude,where they ſtaped certaine daye s, and afterwards ſet ſaile againe, and pocem 
towardes the Noth, they certaine other Jſlauds, which were called the Croſſeof Am 
From which places when they were a litle departed, maſter Willoughbie the Generall am 
of good fozeſight and pꝛouideuce in all his actions, erected and ſec out bis flagge, by wb 
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The very ſame day in the aſternoont, about foure of the clocke, ſo great a 
roſe,aud the Deas were ſo outragious, that the ſhippes coalde not keepe their 

but ſome were perfozce dziuen one way, and ſome another way, to their great 

The generall wich his lowdeſt vopce, cried out to Richard Chanceler, aud 

him not to goe farre from him: but het neither woulde noz coulve 

he ſailed Chill ſofaſt : fo2 the Admirall was of better ſaile then bis ſhippe.

Nowe Richard Chanceler with his ſhippe and companie being thus left alone, and be: 1 
come very penſiue, heauic, and ſozrowtull, by this diſperſion of the Fleece, hee (actoꝛding ta 

ozder befoze taken.) ſhapeth his courſe fox Wardhouſe in Norway, there to expett and abide 
che arnyallof the reſt of che ſhippes, And being come thither, and hauing ſtayed there the ſpace 
of 7, dayes, and looked in vaine fo? their comming, he determined at length to p2occede alone 
inthe purpoſcd voyage. And as hee was pꝛeparing himſelfe to depart, it happened that hee fell 
u compame aud ſpeache with certaine Scoctiſhmen : who hauing vnderſtanding of his intens 
tion, and wiſhing well co his actions, beganne earneſtly to diſſwade him from the further pꝛoſe⸗ 
cutionof the diſcouerie, by amplifying the dangers which hee was to fall into, and omitted no 
reaſon that might ſerue to that purpole, But hee holding nothing ſo ig nominious and repꝛoch⸗ 
full as inconſtancie and leuitie of minde, and perſwading himſelfe that a man of valure coulde 
not commit a moꝛe diſhonourable part then foz feare of danger to auoyde and ſhunne great at⸗ 
tempts, was nothing at all chaungedo2 diſcouraged with the ſpeaches and wozdes of the Scots, 
remapning ſtedfaſt and immutable in his firſt reſolution : determining either co bying that to 
pale which was inteuded,o2 els ta dic the death. 

And as fo2 them which were with maſter Chanceler in his ſhippe, although they had great 
cauſe of diſcomfozt by the loſle of their compante ( whome the fozeſatde tempeſt had ſcparated 
from them, ) and were not a little troubled with cagitations and perturbations of minde, in re: 
ſpect oftheir doubtfull courſe : pet notwichſtandinx, they were of ſuch conſent and agreement of 
minde with maſter Chanceler, that they were reſolute, and p2epared vnder his direction and 
qouernment,to make pzoofe and triall of all aduentures, without all feare oz miſtruſt of future 
dangers, Ahich conſtancie of minde in all the companie did exceedingly increaſe their Caps 
tunes carefulneſſe: fo2 hee being ſwallowed vp with like good will and lone cowardes them, | 
feared leaſt though any errour of his, the ſafetie of the companie ſhoulde bee indangered. To yy 
conclude, when they ſawe their deſire and hope ofthe arriuall ofthe reſt of the ſhippes to bee eue⸗ | 
ty day moze and moꝛe fruſtrated, they pꝛouided to ſea againe, and maſter Chanceler helde on his 'F 
courſe towardes that vnknowen part of the woꝛld, and ſailed ſo farre, that hee came at laſt to the 1 
place where hee founde no night at all, but a continuall light and bꝛightneſſe of the Sunne ſhi⸗ 4 
ling clearely vpon the huge and mightie Sea, And hauing the benefite of this perpetuall light 6 
certaine dayes,at the length it pleaſed God to bzing them into a certaine great Bay, which "+ 
was of one hundꝛeth miles oꝛ thereabout ouer, Uhereinto they entred, and ſome what farre 
withinit caſt ancre,and looking euery way about chem, it happened that they eſpied afarre olf a 
certaine fiſher boate, which maſter Chanceler, accompanied with a fewe of his men, went to« 
wardes tocommon with the fiſhermen that were in it, and to knowe of them what Countrep 
t mas, and what people, and of what maner of liuing they were: but they being amazed with | 
the range greatneſſe of his ſhippe, ( fo in thoſe partes befoze that time they had neuer ſcene the | 
like) beganne preſently to auoyde and to flee : but hee till following them, at laſt ouertooke $1 
them, and being come to them, they ( being in great feare, as men halfe dead) pꝛollrated them» 
ſelues befoxe him, offering to kille his keete: but hee ( actoꝛding to his great and ſluguler cours 
tele, ) looked pleaſantly vpon them, comfozcing them by ſignes aud geſtures, refuſing thoſe 
Aeties and reuerences of theirs, and taking them vp in all louing ſoꝛt from the ground, And it 
ſtangetoconſtder howe much fauour afterwardes in that place, this humanitie of his did 
purchaſe to himſelfe, Fon they being diſmiſſed, ſp28ad by and by a repozt abꝛoade of the ar» 
of a ſtrange nation, of a ſinguler gentleneſſe and courteſie: whereupon the common peo- 
ple came together offering to theſe newe come gueſts victuals freely,and notrefuſing to trafique 
except they had bene bound by a certaine religious vſe and cuſtome, not to buy any fop 
kane commodities, without the knowledge and conſent ofthe king. 

By this time our men had learned that this Countrey was called Ruſſia, oz Moſcouie, Che vicconeris 
in that Evan Vaſiliuich (which was at that 7 their Kings name) ruled and _ of Kudla, 
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they were, and what they came foꝛ: whereunto anſwere made, ep nglſhne 
ſent into thoſe coaſtes, fromthe molt excellent King Edwarde the Cit, hauing from hem nan 
maundement certaine things to yeliuer to their Ring, and ſeeking nothing els, but his amd 
and friendſþip.and crafique with his people, whereby they doubted not. but that great comma 
| and pꝛolite would growe tothe ſubtects of both kingdomes, : ; 
| The barbarians heard theſe thinges very gladly, and pzomiſed their ayde and furchern, 
| to acquaint therr king out ol hande with ſo honeſt and reaſonable a requeſt, 
ö In the meane time maſter Chance lour intreated victuals foz his money ofthe gourrun i 
1 that place, who together with others came aboozde him, and required hoſtages ol them ile 
} wiſe foz the moze aſſurance of ſafetie to himſelfe, and his companie, To whome the Gouerngy, 
anſwertd that they knew not in that caſe the will ol their king, but yet were willing in ſuch tag 
4 as they might lawfully doe, to pleaſure him: which was as then to alooꝛde him the bench 
victuals. 
7 Nowe whiles theſe thinges were a doing, they ſecretly ſent a meſſenger vntothe Emperay, 
to certifte him ofthe arriuall of a ſtrange nation, and withall to knowe his pleaſure concenag 
i them, Which meſſage was very welcome vnto bim, inſomuch that voluntarily hee init 
ih! them to come to his Court. But if by reaſon ofthe tediouſneſſe of ſo long a journey, they though 
; it not beſt ſo to doe, then hee graunted libertie to his ſubtects to bargaine, and to trafique wi 
f them: and further pꝛonuſed, (that if it woulde pleaſe them to come to him.) heehimſelfe wou 
beare the whole charges of poſte hozſes , In the meane time the gouernours ol the places 
ferredthe matter from day to day, pꝛetending diuers excuſes, and ſaying one while that thy n 
ſent of all the gouernours, and another while, that the great and waightie affaires ol the l 
dome compelled them to vifferre their anſwere : and this they did ol purpoſe, ſo long to pam 
the time, vntill the meſſenger ( ſent befoze to the king) did returne with relation of his will un 
leaſure. | 
8 But Palter Chauncelour, (ſeeing himſelfe he lde in this ſuſpence with long and vaint eum 
tation, and thinking that of intention to de lude him, the) 1 the matter off ſo often, ) us 
ry iuſtant with them to perfourme their pꝛomiſe: Thich if they woulde not doe, hee tobe tm 
that hee woulde deparc,and pꝛoceede in his voyage. So that the Moſcouites ( although aut 
they knewe not the minde ofthcir king) pet fearing the departure in deedeofour men, whohu 
ſuch wares and commodities as they greatly deſired, they at laſt reſolued to furniſh out peil 
with all thinges neccſſarie, and to conduct them by lande to the pyeſence of their king, Aud 
Paſter Channcelour beganne his iourney, which was very long and moſt troubleſome, when 
in hee had the vſe of certaine ſledds, which in thas Countrey are very common, foz they nt 
ried themſelues vpon lledds, and all their carriages are in the ſame ſoc, che people almoſ ut 
knowing any other maner of carriage, the cauſe whereof is the exceeding hardnes of the gramd, 
congealedin the winter time by the foxce ofthe colde, which in choſe places is very extreemead 
hoꝛrible, whereof hereafter we will ſay ſomething, | 
But nowe they hauing paſſed the greater part of their journey, mette at laſt wich the Side 
man (of whome J ſpake befoze) ſent co the king ſecretly from che Juſtices oz gouernours, un 
by ſome ill happe had loſt his way. and had gone to the Sea ſide, which is neere to the County 
of the Tarrars, thinking there to haue ſounde our ſhippe, But hauing long erred and wander 
out of his wap at the laſt in his direct returne hee mette (as her was comming) our Captaints 
TheEmpe- the way. To whome hee by and by deliuered the Emperours letters, which were witten e hn 
ous letter co With all courteſie,and in the moſt louing maner that could bee: wherein expꝛeſſe commanndew 
Þ.Cyances was giuen,that poſt hozſes ſhoulde bee gotten fox him and the reſt of his companie withouta? 
1 monty. Ahich thing was of all the Ruſſes in the reſt of their iourney ſo willingly done, chatte 
beganne to quarrell, yea, and to fight alſo, in ſtriuing and contending which ol them ſhouldex 
their poſt hozſes to the ſledde : ſo that after much avoe, and great paines taken in this long 
wearte journey, (fo2 they had trauailed very neere fifteene hundzed miles) maſter Chani 
came at lat to Moſco the chiefe citie of the kingdome,and the ſeace of the king: of which citit 
ofthe Emperour himſelfe, and of the pzincipall cities of Moſcouic, wer will ſpeake immedi 


moze at large in this diſcourſe,

Touching the reſt ofthe diſhes , becauſe they were bzought in out of ozder, our men can repozt no 


certaintie :but this is true, that all the furniture of diſhes,and dzinking veſſels, which were then 


* the vſeofa hundꝛed gheſts, was all of pure gold, and the tables were ſo laden with veſlels of 


gold, that there was no roome fo2 ſome to ſtand vpou them. 

We may not foꝛget, that there were 1 40. ſeruitozs ataied in cloth of golde, that in the dinner 
ume, changed thuſe their habit and apparell , which ſeruitoꝛs are in like ſozt ſerued with head 
from the Emperour, as the reſt of the gheſts. Laſt of all, dinner being ended, and candles bought 
n,(fo2 by this time night was come) the Emperour calleth all his gheſts and Noble men by 
cher names, in ſuch ſorte,that it ſeemes miraculous , that a Pzince, otherwiſe occupied in great 
matters ofeſtate,ſhould ſo wel remember ſo many and ſundzp particular name s. The Ruſſes told 
an men, that the reaſon thereof,as alſo of the beſto wing of bead in that manner, was to the ende 
that the Emperour might keepe the knowledge of his owne houſhold: and withall , that ſuch as 
are vuder his diſpleaſure, might by this meanes be knowen. 


Of the diſcipline of warre amongſt the Ruſſes. 


T_T oi we grantee —f Z — nancy he neuer 
armeth a leſſe number ag ainſt the enemie then z 00, thouſand ſouldiers, 100, thouſand 
whereofhe carieth out into the field with him, and leaueth the reſt in garriſon in ſome fic places, 
inthe better ſafecie of his Empire. Oe preſſeth no huſbandmen,no2 Harchant : fo; the Countrey 
is ſo populous that theſe being left at home, the youth of the Realme is ſufficient fo} all his wars, 
2s many as goe out to warfate, doe pzouide all things of their owne coſt: they fight not on foote, 
lut altogether on hozſebacke : their armour is a coate of maile, a helmet:the coateof maile wout 
smlded,o2 cls adozned with ſilke, although it pertaine to a common ſouldier : they haue a great 
pude in ſhe wing their wealth:they vſe botwes,aud arrowes,as the Turks do:theycary lances al · 
u imo the field. They ride with a ſhoxt ſlirrop, after the manner ofthe Turkes : they are a kinde 
ofyeople moſt ſparing in diet and molt patient in extremitie of colde, aboue all others. Fo when 
the ground is couered with ſnowe , and is growen terrible and hard with the froſt , this Ruſſe 
hanges vp his mantle, oꝛ ſouldiers coate,againlt that part from whence the winde and Snowe 
nuutg. and ſo making a litt le fire, lieth downe with his backe cowards che weather: this mantle 
tis ſerues him fo2 his bed, wall, houſe and all: bis dzinke is the cold water of the riuer,mingled 
withoatemeale,and this is all his good cheere, and he thinketh bunſelfe well, ano daincily fedde 
ſo ſitteth dowae by bis fire, and vpon the harde grounde, roſteth as it were his 
weary ſides thus daintily ſtuffed : the hard ground is his feather bed, and ſome blocke oz ſtone his 
:and as fo2 his hozſe, he is as it were a chamberfellow with his aſter, faring boch alike: 
— hen barbarous, and rude Ruſſe, condemne the daintines a 

who liuing tn a ſotle and aire much moze temperate, vet commonly vſe furred boots. 
mdclokes*Buc thus much of the furniture of their common ſouldiers.But choſe that are of high» 
da ere, come intothe fielde,a litt le better promded, As foz the furniture of the Emperour 
elke is then aboue all other times,moſt notable , The couerings of bis tente fo the moſt 
dar x all of gold. adomed with ſtones ol great pnite, and with the curious wozkemanſhip of plus 
mier: as often as they are to ſkirmiſh with che enemie, they goe fooxth without Me”

againſt arriuall ot our men in thoſe partes, wote their letters tothe Emperour againſt chem 


nnn 
all: they make no wings, noz nulitarie duuſions ol their men, as we doe, but lying fo2 the wy 
part, in ambuſh, doe ſuddenly ſet vpon the enemie. Their hoꝛſes can well abſtaiie cwo whey 
daies from any 2 vpon the barkes of trees, and the moſt tender bꝛanches il 
the time of warre. And this ſcant and miſerable manner of liuing, both the hozſe and his gate 
can well endure,ſometimesfoz the ſpace oftwo moneths, luſtie, and in good ſtate of body. A 
man behaue himlelfe valiantly in the fielde , tothe contentatton of the Emperour , he beſtowey 
vpon him in recompenſe of his ſeruice,fome farme,o2 ſo much ground as he and his may lie y 
on, which notwithſtanding after his death,returneth againe to the Emperour, if he die withaxz 
male iſſue. Fo2 although his daughters be neuer ſo many, pet no part of chat inheritance cum 
to them. except peraduenturethe Emperour of his goodnes, giue ſome poꝛtion of the land un 
geſt chem to beſtowe them withall. As foz che man, whoſocuer he be, that is in this ſozterewang 
by che Emperours liberalitie, he is bound in a great ſumme, to maiutaine ſo many ſouldiers in 
the warre, when neede ſhall require, as that land, in the opinion of the Emperour,is able tomy 
taine. And all thoſe. ta whome any land fals by inheritance, are in no better condition: fozifhy 
die without any male iſſue , all their lands fals into the hands of the Emperour : and moxay, 
if chere be any riche man amogſtthem, who in his owne perſon is vnſit fo che warres, x 
hach ſuch wealth that thereby many Noble men and warriozs might be maintained, if anyofty 
Courtiers pꝛeſent his name to the Emperour, the vnhappy man is by and by ſent foz, and u thx 
inſtant, depʒiued of all his riches, which with great paine s and trauel all his life time, he hadew 
ten together: except perhaps ſome ſmall poxtion thereof be left him, to maintaine his wife, ch 
den,and familie. But all this is done of all the people ſo willingly at the Emperours comma 
dement,that a man would thinke, chey rather make reſtitution of other mens goods, then giv 
that which is their owne to other men. Nowe the Emperour hauing taken theſe goods into l 
hands, beſtoweth them among his Courtiers, accoꝛding to their deſerts: # the oftener that ama 
is ſent tothe warres the mote fauour he thinketh is bozne to him by the Emperour, although r 
goe vpon his owne charge, as I ſaid befoze , So great is the obedience of all men generally 


their Bince. 
Of the Ambaſſadors of the Emperour of Moſcouie. 


T* Moſcouite, with no leſſe pompe,and maguificence, then that which we haue ſpokend, 
ſends his Ambaſſadozs to foren Pyinces, in the affaires of eſtate. Fo2 while our men were 
abiding in the Citie of Moſco,there were two Ambaſſadozs ſent to the King of Poland acm 
nied with 500, notable hozſe, and the greater part of the men were arraied in cloth of golbe,a 
ol lilke, and the worſt apparell was of garments of a blewe colour, to ſpeake nothing of chetrap 
pings of the hazſes, which were adozned with gold and ſiluer,and very curiouſly 
had alſo with them one hundzed white and faire ſpare hozſes, to vie them at ſuch times um 
wearines came vpon them. But nowe the time requireth me to ſpeake bziefly of other Citiesd 
the Moſcouites,audof the wares and commodities that the Countrey peeldeth. 


Nouogorode. 


Ext vnto Moſco, the Citie ol Nouogorode is reputed the chiefeſt of Ruſſia : fo although 

it be in aieſtie inferio2 to it, vet in grratnes it goeth beyond it. It is the chiefeſt and gu 
teſt Parte Towne of all Moſcouie : and albeit the Emperours ſeate is not there, but at Moſcy 
yet the commodiouſnes of the riuer,falling into that gulfe, which is called Sinus Finnicus,wh 
byit is well frequented by Parchants, makes it mote famous,then Moſco it ſelfe, This owt 
excels all the reſt in the commonicies of flaxe,andhempe : it yeeldes alſo hides, honit, and wi 
The Flenmings there, ſometimes had a houſe of marchandize , but by reaſon that they ved 
like ill dealing there, which they did with vs, they loſt their puuiledges, areſtitution 
they earneſtly ſued fo. at the time that our men were there. But thoſe Flemmings —— 


them foꝛ pirats and roners, wiſhing him to detaine, and impiſon them. Which things when che 
were knowen of our men, cher conceaued feare that they ſhould neuer haue returned home. Be 
the Emperour be leeuing rather the Rings letters, which dur men bzought , then che lying 
falke ſuggeſtions of the Flemmings, vſed no ill intreatie towards them.

Of their religion. 


Hey maintaine the opinions of the Greeke Church: they ſuffer no grauen images of ſaints 

intheir Churches, but their pictures painted in tables they haue in great abundance,whic 
they do adoze,and offer vnto,aud burne ware candles befoze them, and caſt holy water vpon them, 
without other honour, They ſap that our images, which ars ſet vp in Churches, and carued han 
no diuinitie in them. In their pate houſes, they haue images ſoꝛ their houſho ld ſaints, audly 
the molt part, they are put in the darkeſt place of the houſe: he that comes into his neinhbous 
houſe, doth firlt ſalute his ſaints. although he ſee them not. If any fpozme oz ſtoole ſtand in his wa, 
he oftentimes beateth his bꝛowe vpon the ſame, and often ducking downe with his hend nde 
dye, woaſhippech the chiefe Image. The habite, and attire of the Pꝛieſtes, and of the Lynn 
doth not hing at all differ: as foz marriage, it is fozbidden to no man: one ly chis is rettaum, 
and helde amongſt them fo a rule. and cuſtome, that if a Pꝛic ſts wife doe die, he may notmary 
againe,noz take a ſecond wife: and therefoze they of ſetulat Pꝛieſtes, as they call them att mate 
Monkes to whome then chaſtitie foꝛ euer is commanded, Their deuink leruice is al doue,and{@ 
in their owne language, that euery man may vnderſtand it: they receaue the L ozves Supp

This 
ſeale was much like the bzoad ſeale of England, hauing on the one ſive the image of a mi an hozſe» 
backe in complete harneſle lighting with a dzagon, Under this letter was another paper witten in 
the Dutch tongue, which was the iuterpꝛetation of the other witten in the Boſcouian letters, 
Theſe letters were ſent the next peere after the date of king Edwards letters, 1 5 5 4, 
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The coines, waights and meaſures vſed in Ruſſia, written 
by Iohn Haſſe, inthe yeere, 1 x5 5 4.

This day there was a great gale of winde at Nozth, and we ſay fo much pce dztuing a laben 
that it was then no going to ſea, 

Auguſt, 


Saturday J went a ſhoze,and there I ſawthzee mozſes.chat they had killed: they held ont bach 


bles: they further tolde me, that there were people called Bamodds an the great Jſland, mite 
they would not abidethem no? vs, who haue no houſes, but ouly couerings made of deere ſkims, 
ſet ouer them with takes:they are men expert in ſhooting, and haue great plenty of deere. 
This night there fell a cruell ſtozme che winde being at Weſt, 
Sunday we had very much winde, with plenty of ſno w. and we rode with two ankers ahead. 
Punday we weyed and went roome with another Jfland, which was five leagues Eaftrotd 
eaſt from vs: andthere J met againe wich L oſhake, and went on ſhoze with bim, and he lougs 
me to a heape of the Samoyds idols which were in number aboue z oo, the wont. and the m x 
artifictall wozke that ener J ſaw : the eyes and mouthes of ſundyy of them were bloudy, chey ba 
the ſhape of men, wamen, and children, very grolly wjought, x chat which they had made in car 
parts, was alſo ſpzinkled with bloud . Some of their idols were an olde ſticke wicht wo oth! 
notches, made with a knife, in it. Z faw much of the footing of the ſald Bamoyds and of the n 
chat they ride in. There was one of tbeir lle ds bhoken ind lay bythe heape of idols and there] la 
a dcereſkinne which the fowles had ſpoyled: and befoze certaine of their idols blocks wen . 
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eee ; 
as high as their mouthes, be ing all bloudy, I thought that to be the table wheron they offered their 

cacrifice: I ſaw alſo the mſkruments, whereupon they had roaſted fleſh,and as farte as J could per. 

criue they make their fire directly vnder the ſpit, 

Loſhake being there preſent, tolde me that theſe Samoyds were not ſo hurtfull as they of Ob Tye &amoids 
nt, and that they haue no houles, as in deed J law none, but onely tents made of deereſkinnes, of che Sb, very 
whichthey vnderpꝛoppe with ſtakes and poles : they boats are made of deere mes, and when — 
they come on ſhoare they cary they? boates with them vpon their backes : fo2 they carriages they | 
haue no other beaſtes to ſerue them, but deere onely , As fo bꝛead and come they haue none, ex⸗ 
cepethe Ruſſes bung it to them: their kuowledge is very baſe, fo2 they know no letter, 

Tueſday we turned fo; the harbozough where Loſhaks barke lay, whereas befoze we road vn⸗ 4 
derm Jſland . And chere he came abooꝛd of vs, and ſaid vato me: if God ſend winde and wea⸗ 
ther to ſerue , J will goe to the Ob with you, becauſe the mozſes were ſkant at theſe J flandes 
of Qaigats : but if he could not get to the riuer of Ob, then he ſaid he would goe to theriner of 
Narmezay, where the people were not altogether ſo ſauage as the Samoyds of the Ob are: he 
ſhewed me that they will ſhoote at all men to the vttermoſt of their power, that can not ſpeake they?

Noꝛthweſt againe, and ble we a freſh gale, and ſo continued vntill the ſeuenth day m the mann 
we lying with all our ſhippes cloſe by, and caping to the Noꝛthwards: and then the wunde dau 
moꝛe Noꝛthetly, we were fozced to put roomer with the coaſt of Cugland againe, and fell tua 
thwart Ne we caſtel. but went uot into the hauen, x lo plied vpon the coaſt the tight day g the nut 

The tenth dap, the winde came to the Nozth Nozthweſt, and we fozced to beare roomeawt 
Flamborow head, where we canie to au anker, and there remained vutill the ſeuentetuth day, 
Then che winde came faire, aud we weyed, and ſet our courſe Noꝛth and by Eaſt, and ſo cums 
ed the ſame with a meary winde, vntill the 21, at noone, at which time we tooke the Sunnt, m 
had the latitude in 60, degrees. Then we ſhtited our courſe, and went Noth Moꝛtheaſt, and Nath 
caſt, and by noꝛth, vntil the 25. day. Then we diſcoueredeertaine Illands, called Heilick Jſlands, 
lying from vs noꝛtheaſt, being in the latitude of 66. degrees, 0. miuuts. Then we went nozthand 
by TAeſt, becauſe we would not come too nigb the land and running that courſe 4. houres, ven

ouer our heads a ratne bowe,like a ſemicircle, with both ends vpward, Note that there isberwen 
the ſaid Roſt Illands, and Lofoote,a whirle poole, called Maleſtrand, which from halle cbt w 
til halte flood, maketh ſuch a terrible noiſe, that it ſhakeththe rings in the dooꝛes of the inhabits 
houſes of the ſaid Illands, ten miles of. Alſo if there commeth any Whale within the currentd 
the ſame, ther make a pitiful cry,Bozeouer if great trees be caried into it by foꝛce of ſtreames,t 6 
ter with the ebbe be caſt out againe, the ends & boughes of them haue bene ſo beaten, that teu 
like che ſtalkes of hempe that is bmuiſed, Note, that all the coſt of Finmarke is high mointaus, 
and hils, being couercd all the yecre with ſnowe. And hard aboozd the ſhoareof this walt enz 
100,0? 150, fadoms of water in depth, Thus pzocceding and ſaplingfo2weord, we fell wichen 3 
land, called Zenam, being in platitudeof 70, degrees.About this Illand, we ſaw many Whalss,

The Mona- bf is a Monaſte rie of Monkes, of the Ruſſes religion,called — —— 
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coaſt from Roſt unto Lofoote, lieth noꝛth 4 ſouth,and from Lofoote to Zenam, nozthealt 4ſout 
welt, and from Zenam to Kettelwike, eaſt noztheaſt,# weſt ſouthweſt. F rom the ſaid Kertelvile 
we ſailedeaſt # by nozth 10,leagues,# fell with a land,calledInger ſound, where we ſiſhen hang 
becalmed,# tooke qreat plenty of Cods. Thus plying along the coaſt, we fel with a Capt. un 
the Noꝛth Cape, which is the nozthermoſt land that we paſſe in our vopageto S. Nicholas iin 
the latitude of 7 1. degrees. 10,minuts,and is from Ingerſound Eaſt, and to the nozthwarts!5 
leagues, And being at this Nozth Cape the 2. day of July, we had the ſunne at nozth 4.degis? 
boue the Doꝛiʒon. The 3. day we came to Wardhouſe, hauing ſuch miſts that we could not {tt# 
land. This Wardhouſe is a Caſtle ſtauding in an Iſland 2. miles from the maine of Finland 
iect to the king of Denmarke . e the Eaſtermoſt land that he hath. There are 2. other J lands u 
adioyning vnto that, whereon the Caffle of Wardhouſe ſtandech. The inhabitants ofthoſt 3. 
lands,liuc enely by fiſhing, # make much ſtockeũſh, which they my with froſt : their moſt fern 
isfſh:b2cad and djinke they haue none, but ſuch as is ought them from other places, Theyba 
ſmall ſtore of cattell, which are alſo fed with fiſhe, From Wardhouſe we ſailed ſouth ſoutheaſt 
leagues. ⁊ fell with a Cape of land called Kegor,$ nothermaſt part of the land of Lappia. Am 
tween Wardhouſe,# the ſaid Cape is a great Bay called Dommes haff, inthe ſouth pam ue

warde, and ſailing along the coaſt of the ſaive lande of Lappia, winding — 
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ur chough great miſts and dar kenes, we loſt the companie of the other chzee ſlups, and met nee 
with chem againe, until the 7, dap, when we fell with a Cape oz headland, called Suetinoſe, 
ch is the entring into the Bay of S. Nicholas. At this Cape lieth a great ſtone,to the which the 
batte s that paſſed thereby, were wont to make offrings of butter, meale, and other victuals, thin 
ung that vnlelle they did ſo,their barkes oz veſſels ſhoulde there periſh, as it hath beene often- 
tuncsſeeue : and there it is very darke e miſtie. Note, that the 6,day we paſle by the place where 1

the ſayde roade ſeuen hundꝛed and ſiftie leagues, The Ruſſian Ambaſſadour and his companie 
whgreatioy gotte coſhoze, and out ſhippes here foxthwith diſcharged themſelues: and being la⸗ 
den againe,and hauing a faire winde, departed to warde England the firſtof Auguſt. The third or 3 f. 
the ayde moneth J with other of mp companie came vnto the citie of Colmogro, being an hun: 
ted verſtes from the Bay of Saint Nicholas, and in the p angel 64.degrees, 25. minutes. J 
tarried at the ſayd Colmogro vntill the fifteenth day: and then J departed in a little boate vp the MH 
great riuer of Dina, which runneth very ſwiftly, and the ſelfe ſame day paſſed by the mouth of 11 
inner called Pine go, leauing it on our left hand fifteene verſtes from Colmogro.

that way: wherein marchandiſe are tranſpoꝛted from the afozeſayd Colmogro tothe citie of Vo- 

Theſe veſlels called Naſſades, are very long builded,bzoade mave,and cloſe aboue, flatte The deſcripti- 
ltomed,aud dza we not aboue foure foote water, aud will carrie two hundzed tunnes: they baue A a. 
ane yon appertaining to them but all ol timber, and when che winde ſerueth, they are made to 
(ole, Otherwiſe they haue many men, ſome to hale and dzawe by the neckes with long ſmall 
"pes made falk to the ſaide boate s. and ſome ſet with long poles. There are many of theſe Barks 
Sade riverof D nina: Andthe moſt parrof them belongeth vuco the citie of Vologhda: fot 
h well many marchants, and they occupte the ſayde boates with carrying of ſalt from the 
"aſde inthe layve Vologhda. Thetwentieth of September Jcame vnto Vologhda, which 
gs och and the riuer palſech chyough the mivveſt of the ſame. The houſes are builded with 
. ure trees, ioyned one within another, and round without: the houſes are foure ſquare 

My»2on 02 ſtone woozke, couered with birch Barkes, and woodouer the ſame : Their 
Churches are all of wood, two foz euery partſh, one to be heated fo2 Winter , and the ocher for 
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On the toppes of their houſes they laye much earth, ko feare ol burning: fox they nei 
plagued with fire This Vologhda is in 59, degrees, 11, minuts, andis from Colmog, 
1000, vcrites, 

All che way J neuer came inhouſe , but lodged in the wilderneſſe, by the rivers ſide, ay 
carried pzouiſion foz the way. Aud he that will trauell thoſe wales, muſt carry with him an hy 
chet,a tinder boxe, and a kettle,to make fire aud leethe mcate, when he hath it: foz there is (wy 
ſuccour in thoſe parts, vnleſſe it be in townes, 

The firſt day of December, J departed from Vologhda, in poſte in a led, as the mannerigy 
inter. And the way to Moſcua is as followeth. From Vologhda to Commelski,27, belli 
ſo to Olmor 25, verſtes, ſo to Teloyrske, 20. verſtes,ſoto Vre 30. verſtes, ſo to Voſhansko, je, 
verſtes,then to Veraſlaue, 30. which ſtandeth vpon the great riucr Volga,ſotoRolloy, 
50,verſtes,then to Rogarin,zo,verſtes,ſoto Peraſlaue, 10, verſtes, which is a great tout, iu 
ding hard by a faire lake, From thence to Dowbnaye, 30. veſtes, ſo to Godoroke, 30, vet i 
to Owchay, 30. verſtes, and laſt tothe Mus ko, 25, verſtes,where J artiued the ſixt day al Oo 
cember. 

There are 14. poſts, called Vannes, betweene Vologhda, and Musko, which are accompt 
5 oo. verſtes aſunder. 


The 10. day of December, J was ſent foz to the Emperours Caſtle, by the ſaide Empetn 
and deliuered my letters vnto the Secretarie,who talked with me of diuers matters, by them 
mandement ofthe Emperour. And after that my letters were tranſlated, J was anſwerrdehe! 
was welcome, and that the Emperour would giue me that J deſired. 

The 25, dap, being the day of the nattuitie. J came into the Emperours p2eſence,aud killed u 
hande, who ſate aloft in a goodly chaire of eſtate , hauing on his heade a crowne moſt nichlyde 
— „anda ſtaſſe of golde in his hande, all apparelled wich golde, and garniſhed wich pretious 

nes. 

There ſate diſtant from him about two pardes his bꝛother, and next vnto him a boye of twelue 
veeres of age, who was inheritoꝛ to þ Emperour of Caſan, conquered by this Emperour 8 cem 
paſt, Then late his nobilitie round about him. richly apparelled wich golde,and ſtone. And att 
had done obeilance tothe Emperour,he with his owne mouth calling me by my name, bade mu 
dinner, and ſo J departed to my lodging. till dinner time, which was at ſire of the c lockt y candle 


The Emprrour dined in a faire great Pall, in the middeſt whereof was a pillar foure ſquare, 
very artificially made, about which were diuers tables ſet, and at the vppermolt part of the hal 
late the Emperour himſelfe,# at his table ſate his bꝛother, his Uncles ſonne, che Petropolitant, 
the young Emperour of Caſan, and diuers of his noble men, all of one ſide. There were dum 
a s,f other ſtraugers,as wel Chziſtians,as Heathens,diuerſly apparelled, to them 
ber of 600, men, which dinedin the ſaid hal, beſides 2000, Tartars, men of war, which werent» 
ly come to render themſelues to the Emperour,and were appointed to ſerue him in his want x 
gainſt che LyManders,but they dined in other hals. J was ſer at a litle table, haung no ſtray 
with me, directly befoze the Emperours fate. Being thus ſet,and placed, the Emperourſeneme 
diuers bo les of wine, and meade,# many diſhes ol meat from his owne hand, which were bag 
me by a Duke, and my table ſerued all in golde, and ſiluer, and ſo likewiſe on other tables, then 
were ſet boles of golde, ſet with ſtone, worth by eſtimation 400, pounds ſterling one cup, belites 
the plate which ſerued the tables. 

There was alſo a Cupboozdof plate, moſt ſumptuous and rich. which was not vſed: an 
the which, was a pcece of golde,of two pardes long, wought in the toppe with Towers, n 
D1agons heades , alſo diuers barrels of golde, and iner, with Caſtles on the bungs.ric, 
and artificially made, The Emperour, and all the Hall thjoughout, was ſerued with Dukes! 
and when dinner was ended, the Emperour called mee by name, and gaue mee 
his owne hande, and ſo J departed to my lodging. * 

Note, that when the Emperour dzinketh , all che companie ſande vp, and at cuet⸗ 
— — oꝛ taſteth of a dilhe of meate, he bleſſeth himſelle. any other things J lum cher an 

noted. 

The 4. ol Januntie mbirb was Twelftive withthem, the Emperour , wich hisbyother 9 
all his Nobles,all moſt richly apparelled with gold, pearles, ꝑetious ſones,t colily 
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cropolitan,and diuers biſbops, and pꝛieſts. That day J was befoze the Emperour again, in Ruſſe 
apyarel,andche Emperour aſked ilthat were not J, and his Chance lo anſwered yea. Then he 
had me to dinner: then came he out of the Church, and went with the pjoceſſion vpon the riuer,be- 
me ill ftopen, and there ſtanding bare headed, with all his Mob les, there was a hole made in the 
tand the Petropolitan hallowed the water with great ſolemnicie , and ſeruice, and did caſt of 
the lud water vpon the E ſonne,andthe Nobilitie That done, the people with great 
chonging filled pot s ofthe ſatd water. ta carry hometocheir houſes , and diners chilvzen were 
thowen in. and liche people, and plucked out quickly againe, and divers Tartars chziſtened :afl 
which the Emperour beheld, Alld there were bought the Emperours beſt hozſes,to dzinke at the 
(aid hallowed water, All this being ended. he returned to his pallace againe, and went tovimer 
bycandle light, and ſate in a woodden houſe, very fairely gilt. There dined in the place, aboue 
oo. ſtrangers,and J late alone as J did befoꝛe, directly befoze the Emperour,and had my meat, 
head and dzinke ſent me from the Emperour. 

Thecitie of Musko is great. the houſes foʒ the moſt part of wood, and ſome of ſtone, with win» 
wwes of yon, which ſerue fo2 ſummer time. There are many faire Churches of tone,but moze of 
wood,which are made hot in the winter time, The Emperours lodging is in a faire, and ta- 
lie, walled foure ſquare of bucke, high · and thicke, ſituat ed vpon a hil, two miles about, and the ri⸗ 
ut du the Southweſt ſide of it, and it hath 16. gates in che wals, and as many bulwarks. His pal 
laceis ſeparated from the reſt of the Caſtſe,by a long wall going nozth and ſduth to the riuer ſive, 
Jn his pallace are Churches, ſome ol ſtone. and ſome of wood, with round towers faire ly gilded. 
Tnthe Church dooz2es,aud within the Churches, are images of golde : the chiefe markets fo; all 
things,are within the laide Calkle,and foz ſumndzp chinges,ſuudzy markets, and euery ſcience by it 
ſelfe,A1ſo in the winter there is a great market without the Caſtle, vponthe tiuer being frozen, 
uid there is ſold cozne,carthen pots,tubs.fleds,+c,The Caſtle is in crreuite 2900, paſts, 

The cuntrie is full of mariſh ground, and plaine, in woods and rivers abundant, but icbaingeth 
lunch good plentie of come. This Emperour ts of great power: fo he hath conquered much, as 
vellofthe Lyfflanders,Poles,Letros,and Swethens,as alſoof the Tartars, and Gentiles, called 
Samoydes,hauing thereby much inlarged his dominions, He keepeth his peoplein great ſubier⸗ 
tion:all matters paſſe his iudgement, be they neuer ſo ſmall, The lawe is ſharpe fot all offenders. 

The Metropolitan dealeth in matters of religion. as himſelfe liſteth, whome the Emperour 
qreatly honoeth, They vſe the ceremonies . and oꝛders of the Greeke Church, They wozſhip ma · 
w images painted on tables. and ſpecially the tmage of S. Nicholas. Their Puieſts bemarried, 
buttheir wines being dead, they may not marrie the ſecond time, and ſo become Monkes, where 
there are a great number in the land. 
ren Lents in the verre, and the werke befozxe Shoftide , they call the Butter

They haue many ſoꝛtes ol meates and dꝛinkes, when they banket, and delight in eating of 
quit meates,and ſtinking fiſhe, Befoꝛe they dzinke, they vie to blowe in the cup: their greateſt 
nendſhip is in dꝛin tung: they are great talkers, liers, without any faith q; truſt in their wows, 
laterers,anddiſſemblers, The women be there very obedient to their huſbands, and are kept 
ſraghtly from going abꝛoad, but at ſome ſeaſons, 

Anm being there, J heard ol men, and women, that munke awaytheir childzen, and all their 
yads.at the Emperours tauerne, and not being able to pap, hauing impauned hemſelle, the Ta 
uerner bingeth him out to the high way, and beates him vpon the legges then they that paſle by, 
owing the cauſe,and hauing peraduenture compaſſion vpon him, giueth the monie,and ſo he is 


Ineuery good towne,chere is adumken Tauerne,called a Curſemay, which the Emperour 
Wnerime letteth out co farme, x ſometimes beſtoweth fo? a yeere oꝛ two on ſome Duke o2Gentles 
mn;nrecompence of his ſeruice : and fo) that time he is Lozd of all the Towne, robbing and ſpois 
enn what pleaſcth him: and then he being growen riche is taken by che Emperour,and 

tothe warres againe,where he ſhall ſpend all that which he hath gotten by ill meanes: ſo chat 

KEmperour in hig warresis little charged, but all the burden lieth vpon the pooze people, 
 Chepvſeſadles made of wood and ſinewes, withthe tree gilded th damaſke wozk,and the ſeate 
dunn with cloth, lometimes of golde, and the reſt Saphian leather, well ſtitched, They vſe little 
dame at their ſadle bowes,by the ſound whereof,cheir hozſes vſe to runne moze ſwiftly. 
ChrRuſſeis apparelledin this manner this vpper garment is of cloth of golde, ſilke,o cloth, 


unt to the foote,and buttened with great buttons of Muer, oz els laces of ke, RU 
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bꝛooches · the llerues thereof very long, which he weareth on his arme, tuffed vp. Undtt teh 
hach another long garment, duttoned with lilke buttons, with a high toller ſtanding vy al am 
colour, and that garment is made ſtraight, Then his hire is very fine,aud wzought with tei 
oꝛ ſome gold, with a coller of pearle.

hen he rideth on hozſe backeto the warres,02 any iourney, he hath a ſwod of the Tui 
faſhiou,and his bowe and arrowes ofthe ſame manner, In the towne he weareth no 
one ly two oꝛ thꝛer paire of kmues;hauing the halts of the tooth of afilhe,called the Pont. 

Ju the TAinter time, the people trauell with fleds, in Towne and Countrey, the way bem 
hard and ſmooth with ſnow : the waters and riuers are all frozen, and one hoſe with aſled ul 
Maw a man vpon it 400. miles,inthyee daies: but inthe Summer time, the way is deeye wih 
mire,and trauellingts very ill. 

The Rulle,tfhe be a man of any abilitie, neuer goeth out of his houſe in the Winter, bu un 
his ſled, and in Summer vpon his hozſe: and in his fled he ſits vpon a carpet, 02 a white Beares 
ſkmne: the ledis dzawen with a hozle well decked, wich many Foxes aud Moolues tales a hu 
nicke,#is conducted by a litle boy upon his backe: his ſeruants ſtand vpon the taile ofthe ſa x.

The 13. of July che foꝛeſaide foure ſhippes tame to an anker in the Baye of S. Nichols o 
fore an Abbey, called the Abbey o S. Nicholas, whereas the ſaide Peſſenger, Oſcpp Gregory 
wich Napea, went a ſhoare,and as many Engliſh men as tame to ſerue the Emperour, un 
ned with him at the Abbey, fo the ſpace of ſire dates, vntill he had gotcen all his things a dom, 
and laden the ſame in Barkes, to goe vp the riuer Dwina, vnto Vologhda , which is by watt 
ro00, verſtes, aud euery verſte is about thiee quarters of an Engliſh nule. 

The 20. of July, we departed from S. Nicholas, andthe 24. of the ſame, we came to Cor 
mogro, where we remained eight daies : and the ſaive Meſſenger was there of all his au 

| + ny tance welcommed home, and had pꝛe ſents innumerable ſent vnto him, but it was nothing it

* 14.of September we were commanded to come vnto the Emperour. and immediately af: 
ter our comming wee were bꝛought into his preſence, vnto whom each of vs did his dutie accoz- 
gp d kill d his right hand, his mateſſie ſitting in his chaire of eſtate, with bis crowne cn his 
a ſtafſeofgoldſmiths wozke in his left hand well garniſbed with rich and coſtly ſtones,

At another table ſate another kind of people cal- 
I Chu kaſſes, uhich the Emperoz entertaineth foz men of warre to ſcrue againſt his enemies, Ot 
whichpeople and of their countrep,J will hereafter make mention, 

Al che tables afozeſayd were coucred onely with ſalt and bycad, and after that we had ſitten a 
while the Emperour ſent vnto tuery one of vs a piece ofbzead, which were giuen, aud deliuered 
butocuery man ſeuerally by theſe wozds : The Emperour and great Duke giueth thee bread 


this day, and in like maner three oz foure times befoze dinner was ended. hee ſent vnto every man 


nuke, which was giuen by theſe wozds, The Emperour and great Duke giueth thee to drinke. 
Al che tables aloe ſaid were ſerued in veſſels ol pure and fine golde, as well baſons and cwers, 
platters, diſhes and ſawcers, as alſo of great pots, with an innumerable ſozt of ſmall dzinking 
pottes of diuers faſhions, whereof a great number were ſet with tone . As foz coſtly meates 
J hauemany times ſeene better: but foz change of wines, and diuers ſoztes of meads,it was wou. 
derfidll2 ko there was not left at any time ſo much voyd roume onthe cable, that one cuppe moze 
might haut bene let. and as farre as I could perteiue, all the reſt were in the like maner ſerued, 
In the dinner time there came in ſire ſingers which ſtood in the midſt of the chamber, and their 
facestowards the Emperour, who ſang there befoze dinner was endedchyee ſeuerall times, whoſe

The 6. of December being S. Nicholas day, wee dined againe at the Emperdurs fa th i 
one of the pꝛincipall feaſts which the Boſcouites hold: we were ſerued in ſiluer vellels and ann 
in all points as befoꝛe, and it was paſt /. of the clocke at night befoze dinner was ended. 

The Emperours maieſtie vſeth euery pcere in the moneth ol December, to haue all his oj 
nance that is in the citie of Mosko caried into the fields which is without the Suburbesof the n 
tie, and there to haue it planted and bent vpon two houles of Mood filled within with earth: z 
gainſt which two houſes there were two faite white markes ſet vp at which markes they diſcharg 
all their oꝛdinaunce, to the ende the Emperour may ſee what his Gunners can doc. They haut im 
oꝛdinance of bꝛaſſe of all ſoztes, baſes, faulcons, minions, ſakers, culuerings, cannons doutl 
andropall, baſtliſkeslong and large, they haue ſixe great pieces whoſe ſhot is a yard of heigh 
which ſhot a man may eaſily diſterne as they flee : they haue alſo a great many of mozter pam 
02 potguns, out of which pieces they ſhoote wild fire, 

The 12. of December the Emperours mateſtie and all his nobilitie came into the fieldonhob 
backe. in moſt goodly oꝛder, hauing very fine Jennets # Turkie hoſes garniſhed with gold z f/ 
ner abu dantly. The Emperours maieſtie hauing on him a gowne of rich tilſue, a tap ofſtun 
on his head. ſet not only with pearles but alſo with a great number ok tich and coſtly ſtones, 


befoze them there went 5000, harquebuzzers,which went by 5, and 5, in a tanke in very goody 
der, euery of them carying his gunne vpon his left ſhoulder and his match in his right hand, adi 
this oꝛder they marched into the field where as the fozeſaiwozdinance was plante d. 

And b:fozerhe Emperours mateſtie came into the field, there was a certaine ſtage mated 
ſmall poles which was a quarter of a mile lang, and about thzee ſcoze pardes off from che Star 
of polts were certaine pieces of ice of two foote thicke,and ſire foote high ſet vp, which rankeofin 
was as long as the ſtage of poles, and as ſoone as the Emperourgmarftie came into thefield# 
harquebuzz3ers went vpon the ſtage of poles where they letledthemſelues ia oꝛder. And unt 
Emperours maieſtie was ſetled where he would be, and where he might ſee all the ozdinance a 
charged and ſhot ol, the harquebuʒ pers began to ſhoot of at the banke of ice. as though it had bern 
any ſkirmiſh oz batt el. who ceaſed not ſhooting, vntil they had beaten all the ice flat on the 

After the handguns they ſhot of their wild fire vp into the atre, which was a goodly ſight wi 
hold. And after this, they began to diſcharge the ſmall pieces of bnalle, beg inn ing with che nul 
and ſo oꝛderly bigger and bigger, vntil the laſt and biggeſt, When they had ſhor them all ol. 40 
began to charge them againe, and ſo hot them all ot 3. times after the firſt ower. beginning u. 
the ſmalleſt. and ending with che greatell. And note that befoze they had ended thrir ſhootingt 
houles that they ſhot vnto, were beaten in pieces, aud yet they were very ſtrongly made of lun 
andfilled with earth. being at the leaſt; o. ſuote thicke, This triumph being ended, che Ene 
departed and rode home in the ſame onder that he came foozth into the field, The ozdinance 8 
charged euery peere in the monech of Derember. accoꝛding to the oꝛder befoze mentioned.

Duke, And as this Emperour which now is Euan Vaſiliuich, doeth exceed his pꝛedeceſſauts in 
nuame, that is, from a Duke to an Emperour, euen ſo much by repoꝛt he doth exceed them in ſtout⸗ 

nes ol courage and valiantneſſe, and a great deale moze: fo he is no moze afraid ot his enemies 

which are not few then the Pobbie of the larkes. 

His enemies with whom he hath warres foz the moſt part are theſe: Litto, Poland, Sweden, 

Denmarke, Lifland, the Crimmes,Nagaians, andthe whole nation of che Tartarians, which are

caſtle, and much ozdinaunce of bꝛaſſe vpon the wals of the ſame, They told me the 
there are ſcuen hundzed byethzen of them which belong vnto that houſe . The moſt pam erte 
lands, townes,and villages which are within foztie miles of t. belong vnto the ſame, Theyhey 
edmethe church, wherein were as many images as could hang about, o2 vpon the wals of ty 
church round about, e euen the roofe ofthe church was painted full of images, The chiefe imag; 
was of our Lady, which was garniſhed with gold, rubies, ſaphires and other rich ones abundax. 
ly. In the midſt ofthe church ſtood 12. waxe tapers of two par ds long. and a fathome about m by 
ucſſe there ſtands a kettle ful of waxe with about 1 00,watght, wherein there is alwaies the wk 
of a candle burning. as it were lampe which goeth not out day no2 night. 

They ſhewed mee a coffin couered with cloth of gold which ſtoode vpon one ſide within ther 
church. in whichthep told me lay a holy man, who ncuereate noꝛ dzanke, and yet that he lincth. z 
they told me (ſuppoſing that J had beleeued them) that hee healeth many diſeaſes, and giucthche 
blind their ſight, with many other miracles, but J was hard of beliete becauſe J ſam him nue 
miracle whileſt J was there. 

After this they bzought me into their ſellers. and made me taſte ol diners kinds of dinkes, ba 
wine and becre,meadandquaſſie,ofſundzy colours and kinds, ſuch aboundance ol dzinke as ho 
haue in their ſellers, J doe ſuppole few pʒinces haue moze,o2 ſo much at once, 

Their barrels 02 veſſels are of an vnmeaſurable bignes and ſiſe:ſome of them are ;. vi in 
and moze,and 2,yards > moze byoad CO I 6,0) 7,tunnes a piece : theyhar 
none in their ſellers of their owne making that are leſſe then a tunne. They haue 9. 03 10, ui

They giue bꝛead, meat and dzinke vnto all men that come to them, not onely while they ar « 
their abbey,but alſo when they depart, to ſerue them by the may. 2 

There are a great number of ſuch monaſteries in the realme, and the Emperours miele u 
deth oftentimes from one to another of them, and liech at them 3.05 4. dapes together. | 

The ſame monkes are as great merchants as any in the land ol Ruſſia, and doe occupybuyint 
and ſelling as much as aupother men, and haue boates which paſſe too and fro in the nurm wh 
merchandize from place to place where any other of their countrey doe traffique, | 

They eateno fleſh during their liues as it is repozted,but vpon Sunday, Bunday, Curſo, 


Thurſday and Saturdap, it is lawfull foz them to tate egges, butter, cheeſe and milke, and a d 


times to cate fiſh,and after this ſozt they lead their liues. 
They weare all blacke garments, and ſo doe none other in all the land, but at that abbey auch. 


They haue no pzeachersno not one in all the land to inſtruct the people, ſo —

in like maner. And when they come to any houſe they bleſſe themſclues 3.02 4, times befoe ix 
will ſalute any man in the houſe, * 
They reckon and hold it foz great ſinne to touch o handle any ol their images withm the a 
cle of the boozd where the painting is but they keepe them very daintely,# rich men decke chen 
and about, with gold,ſuer and ſtones,and hang them ouer and about with cloth ol gold. ; 
The peſts are married as other men are, and weare all their garments as other ment 
cept their nighttappes, which is cloth of ſome ſavde colour, beyng rounde, and reatje va 
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be cares : they2crownes are ſhauen, but the reſt of their hayꝛe they let grow, as lung as nature 
| ſo that it hangeth beneath their eares vpon their ſhoulders : therr beards they neuer 
aut: f his wife happen to die, it is notlawfull foz him to mary againe during his life. 

* They miniſterthe Cominunton with bꝛead and wine, after our ozder.but he bzcaketh the bꝛead, 
md puteth it into the cuppevnto the wine, and commonly ſome are partakers with them : # they

Al they churches are full of images, vnto the which the people when they aſſemble, doe bow Therr ſernice 
adknocke theyꝛ heads, as J haue befoze ſaid, that ſome will haue knobbes vpon they? foꝛe heads —— 
withknocking,as great as egges. . 

Al their ſeruice is inthe Ruſſetongue, andthey and the common people haue no other pꝛayers 
hut this, Ghoſpodi Icſus Chriſtos eſine yoze ponuloi naſhe That is to ſay, O Low Jeſus 
Chiilt, fonne of God haue mercy vpon vs: andthts is their pꝛayer, ſothat the moſt part of the vn⸗

Hen any childe is bone, it is not baptiſed vntill the next Sunday, and if it chance that 
it be not baptiſed then, it muſt tarp vntill the ſecond Sunday after the by2th, and it is

Whenthey goto che Church,the midwife goeth fozmoſt,carping the childe and the Godfathers

Afterthis he hath many mote ceremonies, as annointing eares and eyes with ſpittle, and mas 
kingcertctne croſſes withoyle vpon the backe, head. and byeſts of the childe : then taking the childe 
in his armes, carieth it to the images of S. Nicholas, and our Lady, xc. and ſpeaketh vnto the 
unages, deſiring them to take charge ofthe childe, that he may line, and beleeue as a Chaiſtiay 
man 02 woman ought to doe, with many other woꝛds. Then comming backe from the images, 
hetakech a payze of ſheeres and clippeth the poong and tender hayyes of the childes head, in tier 
n burt plates. ind then deliuereth the childe, whereunto euery of the Godfathers and Godmothers 
lapa hand: then the pꝛieſt chargeth them. that the childe be bzought vp in the faith  feare of God 
0Chilt, and that it be inſtructed to clinege and bow to the images, and ſo they make an end: then 
oneof the Godfathers muſt hang a croſſe about the necke of the childe, which he muſt alwaves 
werte. fa that Ruſſe which hath not a croſſe about his necke they eſterme as no Chuiſtian man. and 
thereupon they ſay that we are no Chyiſtians, becauſe we do not weare croſſes as they do.

1 of June we paſſed by certaine fiſhermens houſts called Perowſe twentie leagues 
from theriuer Cama, where is great fiſhing foz ſturgion, and ſo continuing our way vnrill the 
22 day, and paſſing by another great riuer called Samar, which falleth out of the afozeſapd toun⸗ 
trey, and runneth though Nagay, and ertreth into the ſayd river of Volga. The 28 dap we 
camevntoa great hill, where was in times paſt acaſtle made by the Crimmes, but now it is rui⸗ 
— heinſt midway betweene the ſapd Cazan and Aſtrachan, which is 200 leagues 0? 
therabout, in the latitude of 51 degrees 47 minuts, Upon all this ſhoze groweth abundance of 
licoz,whoſe root runneth within the ground like a vine. 
Thus going fozward the ſirt day of Julie we came to a plate called Perouolog, ſonamed be» 
uu in tunes paſt the Tartarres carryed thetr boates from Volga wato the rjucr Tanais, others 
wiſecalled Don, by land, when they would robbe ſuch as paſſed downe the ſapd Volga to Aſtra- 
can, and alſo ſuch as paſſed downe bythe riuer Tanais, to Aſophe, Caffa, q; any towne ſi⸗ 
mated bpon Mare Euxinum, into which ſea Tanais falleth, who hath hes ſpꝛinges in the coun: 
tepofRezan, out ot a plaine ground, It is at this ſtreight of Perouolog from the one riucr to 
the other two leagues by land, and is a dangerous place fo2 theeues and robberg, but now it is rot 
u tulll as it hath beene, by reaſon of the Emperour ot Ruſſia his conqueſts, 
Departing from Perouolog, hauing the wilderneſſe on both ſides, we ſaw a great heard of 

paſturing,as is aboue ſayd, by eſtunation aboue a thouſand cammels da wing of carts 
with houſes won them like tentes, of a ſtrange faſhion, ſeeming to be a farre oZtowne : that 
den was belonging to a great Purſe called Smille, the greateſt pyinte in all Na gay, who hath 
lune and diuen away all the reſt, not ſparing his owne bzethzen and chudꝛen, and hauing peace 
viththis Emperour of Ruſſia he hath what he needeth, and ruleth alone, ſo that now the Ruſſes 
ine in peace with the Na gayans, who were woont to haue moxall warres together. 

The 14 day f July poll bean olde caſtle, which was Olde Aſtracan. and leguing it vyon 
mugſt hand, we arriued at New Aſtracan, which this Emperour of Ruſha conquered fire 
weres palk, in the verre 15 5 2. It isfromthe Moſcobnto Aftracan ſixe hundyeth leagues , 0 
there about, The towne of Aſtrac an is ſituated in an I ſland vpon a hill ſide, hating a caſte 


withinthe ſame, walled about with earth and timber, neither fayzenoz Ctrong, the towne is alſo 


walledabout with earth : the buildinges and houſts (except it be the captaines lodging, end ert 
teineother gentlemens) moſt baſe and ſimple. The Jfland is moſt deſtiture and barren ol wood 
mbyaſhrre, and the ground will beareno tome : the ante is there moſt infected, by reaſon (as J 
) of much fihe, and ſpecially ſurgion, by which onelythe inhabitantes live, hauixg greac 
offleſh and bꝛead. They hang vp their fiſh in they? ſreetes and houſes to dy for they) p20» 
wn. which cauſeth ſich abundance of flyesco increaſe chere, as the like was neuer ſtene m any 
nd, to their great plague . And at my being at the ſayd Aſtracan, there was a great famine and 
anne the people, and ſpecially among the Tartarres called Nagayans, who the fame 

time carte chither in great numbers to render themſelues to the Ruſſes their enemies, and to lerbe 
fuccour u thert hands, chyircountrey being veſfroved, as J Card before: but they were bett ill inter. 
wrd retiened, fo2 there dyed a great number of them fo2 hunger, which lay all the Jlantc 
thaugh tn heapes dead, and like to beaſtes, vnburyed, very ptttifull to beholde: many of them 
were

were alſo ſolde by the Rullks, and the reſt were bantſhed from the Alland. At that tune it an hx 
an eaſie thing to haue conuerted that wicked Narion to the Chziſtian faith, if the Ruſles they 
ſelues had beene good Chuſtians:but how ſhould they ſhew compaſſion vnco other Nai 
they are uot mercitull vnto their owne. At mp being there J could haue bought many goody Tx, 
ears childzen, if I would haue had a thouſande, of their owne fathers and mothers, to ſay, im 
02a wench fo2 a loafe of head woꝛth ſixe pence in England, but we had moꝛe need of victuallgy 
that time then of any ſuch mcrchandize , This Aſtracan is the furtheſt holde chat this Emery 
of Ruſſia hath conquered of the Tartars towardes the Caſpian ſea , which hee keepeth vey 
ſtrong, ſending chither eufry peere pjouiſion of men, and victualles, and tunber to bullet 
caſtle. 

There is a certaine trade of merchandize there vſed, but as yet ſo ſmall and beggerly, thi 
is not woozth the making mention, and pet there come merchante s thither from divers places, 
The chietiſt commodities that the Ruſſes bying thither are rede hides, redde ſheeye ſkinny, 
woodden veſlels, byidles, and ſaddles, kniues, and other trifles, with come, bacon, and oe 
victualles , The Tartars bying thicher diuers kindes of wares made of cutten wooll, uch h 
uers kindes of wꝛought lilkes : and they that come out of Perſia, namely from Shamackie do bug 
ſowing ſilke, whichis the courſeſt that they vſe in Ruſleland, Craſko,diuers kindes of pide ſikes 
fot crirdles,ſhirtsof male, bowcs,ſwoo)ds, and ſuchlikethings : and ſome yeeres come,andwill 
nuts, but all ſuch thinges in ſuch ſmall quantitie, the merchantes being ſo beggerlpandpune 
that bzing the ſame, that it is not woozththe waiting, neither is there any hope oftradeinallthol 

wooꝛth the following, 

This foxeſaid Jſlaudof Aſtracan is in length twelue leagues and in bꝛedch thiee,andlicth en 
and Teſt in che latitude of foꝛtie ſeuen degrees nine minuts : we tarryed there vntill the iy 
of Auguſt, and hauing bought and pꝛouided a boate in compan ye wich certaine Tartars m 
Perſians, we laded our goods, and imbarked our ſelues, andthe ſame day departed J, withthe 
ſaidtwo Johnſons hauing the whole charge of the Nauigation downe the ſaid riuer Volgz, y. 
ing verycrooked, andfull of flats to ward the mouth thereof, Te entred into the Caſpian kat 
tenth dap of Augull at the Eaſterly ſide of the ſaidriuer, being twentie leagues fromAſtracas 
fopeſaid, in the latitude of foxtie ſixe degrees twentie ſeuen minuts, 

Volga hath ſeuentie mouthes 02 falles into the ſea : and we hauing a large winde, kept 
Noztheaſt ſhoare, and the eleuenth day we ſailed ſcuen leagues Eaſftnoztheaſt, and tam dim n 
I ſland hauing an high hill therein, called Accurgar, a good marke in the ſea, F tumthentt i 
cen leagues, we fell with another I ſland called Ba whyata, much higher then the other. Withi 
theſe two Illands to the Nozxthwards, is a great bay called che Blew ſea . From thence wel 
led Eaſt and by Nath tenne leagues, and hauing a contrary winde, we came to an ankerinafs 
thom water, and ſo ridde vntill the fifteenth dap, hauing a great ſtoꝛme at Southenſt, being! 
molt contrary winde, which we ridde out, Then the winde came to the Nozth, and we wezed, 
and ſet our courſe Southeaſt, and that day ſayled eightleagues . | 

Thus pꝛoceeding foxwards, the ſeuenteenth dap we loft ſight of land, and the ſame dy 
led thirtie leagues, andthe eightcenth day tmentie leagues winding Eaſt, and fell buch iind 
called Baughleara, being ſeuentie foure leagues from the mouth of the fozeſapd Volga, in of 
latitude of foꝛtie ſire degrees fiftie foure minuts, the coaſt lying neereſt Eaſt and by South, n 
ZQeſt and by Nozth. At the poynt of this land lyeth buryed a holpe Pꝛuphet, as the Tarts 
call him, of they} lawe, where great deuotion is vſedof all ſuch Mahometiſtes as dot halte ia 
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The nineteenth day the winde being Weſt, and we winding Eaftſoutheaſt, we ſailed n BS dad! 
leagues, and paſſed by a great riuer called Yake, which hath his ſpzing in the lande of ben BW and, 
nigh vnto the fozeſayd riuer Cama, and runneth though the land of Nagay, falling im a WF rey; 
Mare Caſpium. And vp this riuer one dapes journey is a towne called Serachicke , ſui dee 
to the afozeſayd Tarrar pzince called Murſe Smille, which is now in friendſhippe with the Cap uarle 
rour of Ruſſia. Oeere is no trade of merchandize vſed, ſoꝛ that the people haue novſeof mi» Bp tem 
and are all men ofwarre, and paſturersof cattell, and giuen much to cheft and . Chl BY nil 
being at an anker againſt this river Yake, and all our men being on lande, ſaving J, who i I fnſu 
ſoe liehe, and fiue Tartars, whertof one was reputed a holy man, becauſe hee camel I be þ 
Mecka, there came vnto vs a boate with chirtie men well armed and appopnttd, who wt being 
vs, and beganne ta enter into our barke, and our holy Tartar called Azy, perceiuing tha de 
them what they would haue, and withall made a mayer : with that theſe rouers ſtayed, b ＋ 


that they were Gentlemen, baniſhed from theyz countrey, and out of liumg, and came * 
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there were auy Ruſles oz other ChaiSians(which they call Caphars) in aut batke to whom this 
4::c molt toucly ami weren. that there were none, auo ming the lame by greatothes ol their lawe, 
(which lightly they will nor heahe) whom che rouers belceued, and vpon his wozdes departey, 
4nd ſo though the ſide litie of that Tacrar, I with all my compamie aud goods were ſaued, and 
zur men being come on boozde, andthe winde faire, wee departed from that place, and winding 
Eaſt and Southeaſt chat dap being the fecondof Jugult ſailed 16. lcagues. a 
The 2 day wee paſled ouer abapof 6, leagues b2oade, and fell with a Cape of land, hauing 
o dum at che Southtaſt part thereof, being a good marke iu the ſea: and doubling that Cape 
geln trended Northeaſt, and maketh another bay,into which lalleth the great river Vein, ſpin⸗ 
ging out o the land of Colmacke. 
| * The22.23.and 24. dayes, we were at au uncre. 

The 25. che wunde came faire. and we ſailed that day 20. leagues, and paſſed by an I ſland of 
ow land and there about are many flats aud ſands: and to the Nozthward of this Jland there go⸗ 
«hin a great bay, but wee ſet off from this Jſland, and winded South to come into deepe water, 
hang much croubled with ſhoalds and flats, and ranne that courſe 10.Jeagues, then Caſt South» 
caſt 20, leagues, and fel with the maine land, being full ol copped hils, and paſſing along the coaſt 
20,leaques,the further we ſailed, che higher was the land, 

The 27 day we troſſed ouer a bay, the Sourhſhoare being the higher land, and fell with a high 
paint of land:and being ouerthwart the Cape chere roſe ſuch a tome at the Eaſt. that we thougle 
verily we ſhould haue periſhed: this ſtozme continued z. daves. From this Cape we paſſed to 
aport called Man goſlaue. The place where wee ſhould haue arriued at the Southermoſt part of 
the Caſpian ſca. is 1 2, leagues within a bay: but wee being ſode cozmented, aud toſſed with this 
fneſaidſtozme,were dzinen vnto another land on the other ſide che bay, oucrthwart the ſaid Man- 

being very lowe land, anda place as well foz the ill commonitie of the hauen as ofthoſe 

huitefielde people where neuer barke no boate had befoze arrived, not likedof vs. 
5 But ytt here we ſent certaine of our men to lande to tale with the gouernour and people, as 
ell i our good vſage at their handes, as alſo fo2 pzouiſion of camels to carty our goods from 
the ſaide ſea ſide to a place called Scllyzure, being from the place of our landing fbte and twen⸗ 
_ Our meſſengers returned with comfoztable woꝛdes and faire pꝛomiſes of all 


(Wherefore the 3. day of September x 5 58, wee diſcharged our barke, and J with my comp#- 
nie were gently intert ained of che Jyince, and of his people, But befoze our departure from 
thence, wer founde them co bee very badde and bjutiſh people, fo2 they ceaſed not dayly to mo⸗ 
left vs either by fighting, ſtealing 02 begging, rayſing the pile of hozſe and camels, and victuals 
double, that the wont was there to bee, and fozced vs to buy the water that wee did dꝛinke: which 
cauſedvs haſten away, and to conclude wich them as well fo2 the hier of camels, as fox the 
pace of ſuch as wee bought, with other pꝛouiſton, actoꝛding to their owne demanude : So that 
in tuery camels lading being but 400, waight of ours, wee —— hides of Ruflia, 
andfoure wodden diſhes, and to the {Pzince o goucrnour of the ſaide people one ninth and two 
ſeuenths, Name ly, ſeuerall things. and twiſe 7. ſeuerall things :fo2 money they vſe none, 

Indthus being readie, the foureteenth of September wee departed fromchat place, being a 
WH Erin of 1000, camels, Andhauing trauailed fiue dayes icurney, wee came to another Pun⸗ 
WH ff Dominion, and vpon the way there came vuto vs certaine Tartars a hozſebacke, being well 
ma, nd ſetuants vnto the ſaid Prince called Timor Soltan, gouernour of the ſaid Countrey of 
Mangoſlaue,where we ment to haue arriued and diſcharged our barke if the great ſtozme afoze- 
ſaidhad not diſappointed. T heſe fozeſaid Tarrars ſlayed our Carauan in the name of their pꝛince, 
Wopenedour wares,and tooke ſuch things as they thought beſt fon their ſaid prince without mo- 
ney,butfo2 ſuch things as they tooke from me. which was a ninth, (after much dillenſion) J ridde 
vntothe ſame Prince,and pꝛeſented my ſelfe befoze him,requeſting his fauour,and paſpozt to tra· 
wile though his countrey. and not to be robbed noz ſpoiled of his people: which requeſt he graun- 
tome and intertained me very gently, commanding mee tobe well feaſted with fleſh and mares 
ul: im bzeadthey vſe none. no other dziuke ercept water: but money he had none to giue mee 
fmſuch things as hee cooke of mee, which might bee of value in Ruſſe money, fifteene rubbles, 
bit hee gane mee his letter, and a hozſe wozth ſeuen rubbles, And ſo J departedfrom him 
being glad that J was gone: fon hee was repozted to bee a very eyzant, and if J had not 
Me onto him, J vnderſtoode his commaundement was, that J ſhould haue bene robbed and 


Thi Soltan liued in the fieldes without Catfle 03 tone, and rear my being weben 
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if 44 1 ra litie rounde hoaſe made ofreeves conered without with felt, aud within wich Carpen cy 
44 , n 
7 was wich hun the great Perropolitan ok that wilbe Countrey, eſteemed of the Peper 
this Metropolitan, demanded ot me many queſhions,as wel touching our kingdoms, Ihn a 
Religion as allo the cauſe ol my comming into thoſe parts, wich my furt her pzetence, Tom 


J anſwered concerning all thing a/ as vnto nie feemed beſt, which they cooke in 
uing leaue J departed and ouertooke our Carauan, aud pꝛoteeded on our iournep, and traugin 
20,dayes iu the wildernes from the ſea ſide without ſeeing towne 02 habitation,carying pi 
of victuals with vs fo the ſame time, and were dziuen by neceſſicie to eate one of my came 
a hoꝛſe fo2 our part,as other did the like, and during the ſaid 20 dayes we found no water,bu wg 
as we d2ewe out of olde deepe wells, being very bꝛackiſh and ſalt, and yet ſometimes paſſeacy 
o2 thiee dayes without the ſame, And the z. day of October enſuing, we came vuto a gulyheety 
Caſpian (ea ag aine, where wee founde the water very freſhandſweere : at this gulphe the cuts 
mers ofthe king of Turkeman met vs, who cooke cuſtome ofeuery 25. one, and 7. ninthes int 
aide king and his bjethzen, which being receiued they departed, and we remained thereadys 
ter to refreſh our ſelues. 

Note that in times paſt there did fal into this gulfe ß great riuer Qxus, which hath his (ings 
in the mountaines of V araponiſus in India, and nom cummeth not ſo farte, but falleth into ichn 
riuer called Ardoc ke, which runneth towarde the Nozth, and con himſelfe in the gem 
paſſing vnder ground aboue 1000, miles, and then iſſueth out againe and falleth into the lake 


Kithay. | 

Ne hauing refreſhed our ſelues at the foꝛeſaide gulke, departed thence the 4. day of Octaby, 

— and the 7. day arriued at a Caſtle called Sellizure, where the king (called Azim Can) remann 

are. miitth z. other ol his bzethzen, and the 9. day J was commaunded to come befoze hispeſencea 

whome J de liuered the Emperours letters of Ruſſia: and J alſo gaue him a pꝛeſent of a ninty, 

who entertained me very well, and cauſed mer to eate in his preſence as his bzechzendid, feattng 

me with fleſh of a wilde hozſe, aud mares miilke without bzead, And che next day ſent im tte 

naine,andaſkedof me diuers queſtions, as well touching the affaires of the EmperourofRuſi, 

as of our Countrey and lawes, to which J an\wered as I thought good: ſo that at mp deparnne 
he gaue me his letters of ſafe conduct, 

This Caſtle of Sellizure is ſituates vpon an high hill, where the king called the Can hen 
whole palace is built of earth very baſely, and not ſtrong : the people are but pooze, um lian 
trade of marchandiſe among them. The South part of this Cale is lowe lande, but very fun 
full, where growe many good fruttes, among which there is one called a Dynie ofa greatbip 
ueſſe and full of moyſture, which che people doe eate after meate in ſteade of dzinke, Allocm 
growes another fruite called a Catbuſe of the bigneſſe of a great cucumber, yellow andſvent 
as ſugar: alſoa certaine cone called Iegur, whoſe ſtaſke is much like a ſugar cane, and at lin 
and the graine like rice, which groweth at the toppe of the cane like a cluſter of grapes; ge m 
ter that ſerueth all that Countrey is dzawen by diches out of the tiuer Oxus, vntoche great 
ſtruction ofthe ſatd riuer,foz which cauſe it falleth not into the Caſpian ſea as it hath done mins 
paſt,and in ſhoꝛt time all that lande is like to be deſtroyed, aud to become a wildernes lin unt 
water, when the riuer of Oxus ſhall fatle, | | 

The 1 4.dap ofthe moneth we departed from this Caffle of Sellizure, and the 16,oftheſane 
we arriuedat a citie called Vrgenſe, where we payde cuſtome as well oz our owne heads asf 
our camels andhozſe, And hauing there ſoiourned one moneth, attending the time of our lune 
trauaile , the king of that Countrey called Aly Soltan, byother to the fozenamey AzymCa 
returned from a towne called Corozan within the bozders of Perſia, which hee lately bam 
queredfrom the Perſians, with whome hee and the reſt of the kings of Tartaria haut continu 
warres, Befoze this alſo J was commaunded to come, to whome J likewiſe 
Emperours letters ofRuſſia, and he intertained me well, and demaunded of me divers queſtions 
and at my departure gaue me his letters of ſafe conduct. 

This Citie 02 towne of Vrgence ſtandeth in aplaine ground, with walles of earth by tem 
tion 4.miles about it, The buildings within it are alſo ol earth. but ruined and out of good 
it hath one long ſtreete that is couered aboue, which is the place oftheir market. It hahe 
wonne and loſt 4.times within 7, yerres by tiuill warte s, by meanes whereof there art burn 
marchants in it, and they very pooze,and in all that towne J could noe ſell abone 4.carſeis. Cx 
chiefeſt commodities there ſolve, are ſuch wares as come from Boghar, and out of Perf, 
moſt ſmall quantit ie not worth the wiiting, All the land from the Caſpian ſea to this cu

vence,is called the lande of Turkeman, and is ſubiect to the ſaide A2 im Can, and his brethzen 
uhich be an nomber,and one ot them hath the name of the chtefe king called Can, but he is litle 
obepedſaing in his owne Dominion, and where hee dwelleth: fox cuery one will be king ol his 
aut poxion, and one bꝛothet ſeeketh al wayes to deſtroy another. hauing no natural loue among 
chem by reaſon that they are begotten al divers women, and commonly they are the childzen of 
ſurs, tither Chuiſtians oꝛ Gentiles, which the father docth keepe as concubines, and cuery Can 
n Sultan, hath at the leaſt 4.02 5. wiues, beſides yong maydens and boyes, liuing moſt viciouſly: 
and when there are warres betwire cheſe bzerhzen, ( as they art ſeldome without) hee that is ouer⸗ 
come ik hee be not ſlaine, -flieth to the fie lde with ſuch companie ol men as will followe him, and 
gere liueth in the wilder neſſe reſoꝛting to watering places, and ſo robbeth and ſpoyleth as mas 
ny Carauans of Marchants and others as they be able to overcome, continuing in this ſozt his 
wicked life, vncill ſuch time as hee map get power and ayde to inuade ſome of his bzethzen as 
gane. From the Caſpian ſea vntothe Caſtle of Sellizure afozeſaid,and all the Countteis about 
the ſaid ſea,che people liue without towne oz habitation in the wilde fieldes, remoouing from one 
place to another in great companies with their cattle, whereof they haue great ſtoꝛe, as camels, 
ales, and ſheepe boch tame and uxlde, Their ſheepe are ot great ſtature with great buttockes, 
wapiux 60,02 80, pound in waight, There are many wilde hozſes, which the Tartars doe many 
times kill with their hankes,and chat in this oder, 

The haukes are lured to ſeaſe vpon the beaſtes neckes o2 heads, which with chafing of them» 
ſclues andſo2e beating of che haukes are tired: then the hunter folo wing his game,voeth (lay the 
hoſe with his arrow? 02 ſwozd, Tu all this lande there groweth no graſle,but a cerraine buſh oz 
heath wher on the cattell feeding, become very fat. 

The Tacrars neuer ride without their bowe,arrowes,and ſwoꝛd, although it be on hauking, oz 
at any other pleaſure, and they ate good archers both on hozſebacke, and on foote alſp. Theſe peo- 
ple haue not the vſe of golde, ſiluer, oꝛ any other copne, but when they lacke apparell oz other ne» 
ceſſaries, they barter their cattell fo che lame, Bꝛead they haue none. oz they neither till noz ſow, 
theybe great deuourers of fleſh, which they cut in ſmall pieces, and eate it by handfuls moſt gree« 
dily,zeſpectally the hozſefleſh,Their chiefell dzinke is mares milke ſowned as I haue ſaid befoze 
ofthe Nagayans,audthep wilbe dzunke wich the lame: they haue no riuers no2 places of water in 
this countrey,vutil pou come to the fozeſaid gulfe, diſtant from the place of our lading 20. dayes 
ep, except it be in wels. che water whereof is ſaltiſh, & pet diſtant the one from the other two 
dayesiourney aud 1oze, They eate their meate vpon the ground, ſitting with their leggs double 
vnderthem, and ſo alſo when they pꝛay. Arte oz ſcience they haue none. but liue moſt idlely,ſicting 
round in great companies in che ſte los, deuiſing, andcalking moſt vainely. 

The 26. day of Nouember, wee departed from the towneof Vrgence, and hauing trauailed by 
theriuer Oxus r00,mile,we paſſed ouer another greatriuer called Ardocke,where we paid acer 
lane petie cuſtome. This riuer Ardocke ts great, and very ſwift, falling out of the fozeſaid Oxus, 
andpalling about 1000, mile to the Nonthward, it then conſinneth it ſelfe in the ground, and paſs 
R 5 oo. mile, iſſueth out ag aine, and falleth into the lake of Kicay, as A 


duꝛnet Soltan, who ment to haue robbed all the Chyimans in the Carauan, had it not bene fog 
br ul dis bzother the king of Vrgence, as we were infozmed by one ol his chiefeſtcounſailers, 
who willed vs to make him a p2eſent, which he tooke, and deliuertd: beſides we paide at the ſaide 
Caſtle i cuſtome,ofeuery camel one red hive of Ruſſia, beſides petie gifts to hisofficers, 

Thus in our tourney, the tenth day at night being at reſt, and our watche ſet.chere

layinwaicero veſtroy vs,ifhe could,and that they themſelues were of his companie,

19 befkoꝛe our Carauan, and hauing ranged the wildernes foz the ſpace ol foure houres, they 
160 | vs comming towardes vs, as fall as their hozſe could runne, and declared that they had fawacy 
| | a tract ofhozſes not farre from vs, percetuing well that wee ſhould meete with enemies, aden 
" fore willed vs to appoint our ſelues fo2 them,andaſked vs what we would giue them to conduc 
vs further, ozelsthey would returne, To whome we offered as we thought good, butthey ud 
ſed our offer,and would haue moꝛe, and ſo we not agreeing they departed from vs, and went bac 
to their Saltane, who ( as wee contectured ) was pꝛiuie tothe conſpiracie. But they being gay, 
certaine Tartars of our companie called holy men, (becauſe they had bene at Mecha) tun 
the whole Carauan to ſtay, and would make their papers, and deume howe wee ſhould 
in our iourney, and whether we ſhould meete with any ill compante oz no to which, our wholec;. 
rauan did agree, and they tooke certaine ſhecpe and killed them, and tooke the blade bonegoftie 
lame, and firſt ſodde them, and then burnt them, and tooke ofthe blood of the ſaide ſheepe, and un 
gled it with the powder of the {aide bones, and wyote certaine Characters with the (aide bun 
vling many other crremonies and wb2des, and by the ſame deuined and founde, that wer leu 
meete with enemies and theeues (to our great trouble ) but ſhould ouercome chem, to which in 
cerie, J and my compante gaue no credite but we found it true: foꝛ within 3. houres after chart 
ſouldiers departed from vs, which was the 15. day of December in the moming, we eſcriedfane 
off diuers hoꝛſemen which made towards vs. and we ( perceiuing them to be rouers) gathettden 
lelues together, being 40. of vs well appointed. and able to fight,and wee made our pꝛaytte ux 
ther euery one after his la we, pꝛofeſſing to liue and die one with another, and ſo pꝛepard ar 
{elues, When the theeues were nigh vnto vs, we perceiued them to be in nomber ;7.menwel 
armed, and appointed with bowes, arrowes and ſwoꝛds, and the Captaine a pzince baniſhed from 
bis Countrey, They willed vs to ycelde our ſelues, oꝛ els to bee ſlaine, but wee defiedthen, 
wherewith they ſhotte at vs all at once, and wee at them very hotly, and ſo continued our igt 
frommoning vutill two houres within night, diuers men, hoſes and camels being woundaan 
flaineon both partes: and had it not bene fo2 4, handgunnes which J and my conpanie han an 
vſed,we had bene ouercome and deſkroped : fo2 che theeues were better armed, and were all he 
ter archers then we; But after wee had ſlaine diuers of their men and hozſes with our gunars, 
they durſt not appꝛoche ſo nigh, which cauſed them to come to atruce with vs vntill the next mop 
ning, which we accepted, and encamped our ſelues vpon a hill, and made the faſlion ofa Caſt, 
walling it about with packes of wares, and layde our hoꝛſes and camels within the ſame tour 
them from the ſhotte ofarrowes : and the cheeues alſo incamped within an arrowe ſhotte aloe 
vs, butt hey were bet wirt vs and the water, which was to our great diſcomfort, becauſencih 
we noz our camels had djunke in 2. dayes before, 

Thus keeping good watche, when halle the night was ſpent, the Pꝛince of the theenesſat1 
meſlenger halle way vuto vs, requiring to talke with our Captaine in their tongue che Car» 
uan Baſha, who anſwered the meſſenger, J will not depart from my compante to got ino 
halle way totalke with ther: but if that thy Phince with all his companie will [weng by ox 
Lawe to keepethe truce,then will I ſende a man to talke with thee, oꝛ els noc. Which che pan 
vnderſtanding as well himſelfe as his companie, ſwoze ſo lowde that wee might all hent. an 
then wee ſent one of our companie (reputed a holy man) to talke with the ſame meſſenger, Tt 
meſſage was pꝛonounced aloude in this ozder, Our Punte demaundeth of the CarauanBalta 
aud of all pou that be Buſlarmans, (chat is to ſay circumciſed) not deſiring pour bloom. chat m 
deliuer into his handes as many Capbars, that is, vnbeleeuers (meaning va the Chum 
are among you with their goods, and in ſo doing, hee will ſuffer pou to depart with 

| quietneſle,andto the contrary, you ſhall be handled with noleſſe crueltie then the Caphan;if if 
1 ouercome yott, as he doubteth not, To the which our Carauan Baſha anſwered.chatherh@s 
| Chyiftians in his companie, noz other ſtrangers, but two Turkes which were ol their Lum 
although hee had, hee would rather die then deliuer them, and that wee were not 
and chat ſhould hee knowe when day appeared, And ſo paſſing in talke,che hers 
(contrary to their othe) carriedour holy man away to their Pzince, crying with a lowve vol 
token of victozte,O1lo,ollo, MAherewith we were much viſcomfozted, fearing that that bonn 

would berrap vs: but hee being cruelly handled and much examined, would not to dehnt 

any thing whirh was to vs pyeiuditiall, neither touching vs, noz yet what men they ba lar 

- and woundedofours the daybefoze, When the nigbt was ſpent,in the moning we Ney 
ſelues to battel againe, which che therues perceiuing,required cofalltoagreement paſhan? 
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of vs: Andco be bziefe, the molk part of out companie being loch to go to battel againe aud hauing 
ile o looſe, x ſafeconduct to paſſe, we were compelled to agree, # to giue the theeucs 20. ninthes 
(thtis to ſap) 20.times 9, ſeuerallchings, and a camell to carie away the ſame, which being te · 
ceued, the thieues departed into the wildernes to their olde habitation, and we went on our way 


\ward. And that night came tothe riuer Oxus, where wee refreſhed our ſelues, hauing bene 3. Spanner at 
pes without water, and dzinke, and tarried there all the next day, making merry with dur ſlaine 


hoxſes and tame ls and then departed from that place, & foz feare ofmceting with the laid thetues 
araineo2 ſuch like, wee left the high way which went along the ſaide riuer, and paſſed thzough a 
wildernes of ſand, and trauailed 4. dapes in the ſame befoze we came to water: and then came to a 
well the water being very buackith, and we then as befoze were in neede of water, and of other vic- 
mals, being foced to kill our hozſes and tame ls to eate. 

In this wildernes alſo we had almoſt fallen into the handes ol theeues:fo2 one night being at 
reſt, there came certaine ſcoutes, and caried away certaine of our men whichlay a little ſeparated 
tom the Carauan, wherewith there was a great ſhoute and cry, and we immediacly laded our ca» 
mels.aud departed being about midnight and very darke, and dzoue foe till wee came to the riuer 
Oxus againe, and then we fearednothing being walled withthe ſatd riuet: and whether it was fo2 
that we had gotten the water, oz foꝛ that the ſame thecues were karte from vs when the ſcoutes dil- 
conered vs, we knowe not, but we eſcaped that danger. 

Do vyon the 22, dap of December wee arriued at the citie of Boghar in the lande of Bactria, 


This Boghar is ſituated in the loweſt part of all the land, walled about with a high wall of earth, of Sacrria, 


with diners gates into the lame: it is deuided into z. partitions, whereof two parts are the kings, 
andthe z. part is fox Marchants and markets, and euery ſcience hath their dwelling and market 
bythemlelues, The Citie is very great,andthe houſes fo2 the moſt part of earth, but there are al- 
ſo many houſes, temples and monuments of None ſumptuouſly builded, aud gilt, and ſpecially 
bathſtones ſo artificially built, that the like thereof is not in the wozlve:the maner whercof is to 
longtorehearſe, There is a little Riuer running though the m iddes ol the ſaive Citie. but the 
water thereof is moſt vnholſome, ſoʒ it heedeth ſometimes in men that dzinke thereof and eſpe⸗ 
ciallyinthem that be not there bozue, a woe of an ell long, which lieth commonly in the legge 
betwirt the fleſh and che ſkinne, and is pluckt out about the ancle with great art and cunning, the 
Nurgeons being much pꝛactiſed therein, and if ſhee bꝛeake in plucking out. the partie dieth, and 
ruery day ſhe connneth out about an tuche, which is rolled vp, and ſo wozketh till ſhee be all aut. 
Ind yet it is there fozbidden to dzinke any other thing then water, # mares milke, and whoſoeuer 
ic ſound to bꝛeake that lawe is whipped and beaten moſt cruelly though che open markets, and 
there are officers appointed fo2 the ſame , who haue authozitie to goe intu any maus houſe, ta 
ſearcheif hee haue either Aquauitæ, wine, oz bzage, and finding the ſame , doe bzeake the veſſels, 
ſhople the dzinke,and puniſh the maſters of the houſe moſt cruelly,yea,and many times if they per: 
— 5 heath ot a man chat he hath dzunke, without further examination hee ſhall not ef» 
ndes. 

There is a etropolitane in this Boghar, who tauſeth this lawe to be ſo ſtreighely kept, and 
umme obeyed then the king and will depoſe the king, and place another at his will and ple#- 
ine. as hee did by this king that raignedat our being there, and his pꝛede ceſſour, by the meanes 
iftheſaide Petropolican: fo2 hee betrayed him, and in the night lie we him in his chamber, who 
was a Punce that loued all Chiiſtians well, 

This Countrey of Boghar was ſometime ſubtert to the Perfians,and doe now ſpeake the Per- 
fan tongue, but vet now it is a king dome of it ſelfe, and hath moſt cruel warres continually with 
theſaive Perſians. about their religion, although thev be all One occaſion ot their 
mersig that the Perſians will not cutthe haire of their vpper lippes, as the Bogharians and 
—— hey rompe great ſinne,andcal them Caphars that is,vubeleeuers, 

Uthey doe hiſtians, 
| I hach no great powero) riches, biSrenennesarebue mall,an he is mot 
named bythe Citie : for he taketh the tenth penie of all things that are there ſolde,as wel by 
tecraftesmen,as by the Marc hants, to the great impoueriſhment of the people, whome her kee · 
dahingreatſubjecrion, and when he lackerh money, hee ſenderh his officers to the ſhoppes of the 
— Harchants tu take theit warts to pay his debts, and will haue credite of foꝛce, as the like he 
u pay mee certaine money that hee owed me fo2 19. pietes ol turſey. Their money is luer 
golde there is none currant: they haue but one piece of ſiluer, # that is worth 12. 
fa" Englilh,andche copper money are called Pooles,and 120. A chem goerh to the value of the

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molt aduantage euery other moneth, and ſometimes twiſe in a moneth, not caring toopyreſſe in 
people, fo2 that hee looketh not to raigne aboue 2.07 3. yeeres beloge het be cithec (lane ij hwy 
away to the great deſtruction of che Countrey and marchants, 

The 26. day ofthe moneth J was commanded to come befoze the ſaid king to whom J pin 
ted the Emperour of Ruſſia his letters, who interteined vs moſt gently , aud cauſe ie ; 
tate in his pzeſcnce, and dtuers times he ſent foz me, and deuiſed with me familiar ly in his ſen 
chamber, as well of the power of the Emperour, and the great Turke, as alſo oof our country 
lawes, and religion, and cauſed vs toſhoote in handgunnes beoze him, and did himſelfe pany 
the vle thereol. But after all this great intertainement befoze my departure he ſhewed him 
a very Tartar; fo; he went to the warres owing me money, and ſa we mee not paide bela hu w 
parture ; Aud although in deeve hee gaue onder foz the lame. yet was J very ill ſatiſſied, audio 
co rebate part, and to take wares as patment foz the reſt contrary to my expectation, but ofa bey 
ger, better paiment J could nat haue, and glad J was ſo to be paide and diſpatched, 

But pet J muſt ncedes pzaiſe and commende this barbarous king, who imme diatly after 
arriuall at Boghar, hauing vnderſtoode our trouble with the thecues,ſent ioo. men well unn 
and gaue them great charge uot to returne befoze they had either laine oz taken the ſaide theews, 
Abo accowing to their commiſſion ranged the wildernes in ſuch ſozt,that they met withthe lan 
companie of theeues,and ſlewe part, and part fledde, and foure they tooke and bzought mh 
king, and two of them were ſoze wounded in our ſ kirmilh with our gunners : And afterthe king 
had ſent fox me to come to ſee them hee cauſed them all 4.to be hanged at his palace gate, becaue 
they were Gentlemen to the example of others, And of ſuch goods as were gotten againe, Jha 
part reſtoꝛed me, and this good juſlice I found at his handes, 

There is yeerely great reſozt of Marchants to this Citie of Boghar, which trauaile in ge 
Carauant from the Countries thereabout adiopning,as India, Perſia, Balke, Ruſſia, wichtum 
other s, and in times paſt from Cathay, when there was paſſage, but theſe Parchants are ſo beg 
gerly and pooꝛe, and bying ſo little quantitie of wares, lying two oz 3. yerres to ſell che ſamegh 
there is no hope of any good trade there to be had woꝛthy the following. 

The chiefe commodities that are bzoughe thither out of thele fozeſaive Countreys,rethel 
ollo wing. | 

The ladians doe bzing fine whites, which the Tartars doe roll about their heads, and all an 
kinds of whites,which ſerue fo2 apparell made of cotton wooll and craſko, but golde, ſiluer, ys 
tious ſtones, aud ſpices they bzing none, J enquired and perteiued that all ſuch trade pub 
ſeth to the Ocean ſea,aud the vaines where all ſuch things are , are in the ſubiectionoſthe 
Portingals, The Indians carie from Boghar againe, mought redde hides, llaues andy» 
ſes, with ſuch like. hut of carſeis and other clothe they make litle accompt. J offered to barter vi 
Marchants of thoſe Countreis, which came from the furtheſt parts of India, euen fromthe Cum 
trey of Bengala, # the Riuer Ganges, to giue them carſeis fo} their commodities, but they wb 
not barter fo2 ſuchcommonitie as cloth, 

The Perſians doe bing thither Cras ka, wollen cloth, linnen clothe, divers kindes of mat 
pide lilkes, Argomacks, with ſuch like, and doe carrie from thence redde hives with other Ru 
ware s, and ſlaues which are of divers Countreis,but cloth they will buy nont / fon that they ba 
tbither themſe lues, and is bought vnto them as J haue enquired from Aleppo in Syria, aw! 

parts of Turkie, The Ruſſes doe carrie vnto Bogharxedde hides, ſhrepeſ kinnes,wollencoc i 
diuers ſo2ts, wodden veſſels, byivles, ſaddles, wich ſuch like, and doe carrie away fromdhencs 
uers kindes of wares made of cotton woll. ders kindes of ſilkes, Craſca, wich other ching 
there is but ſmall vtterance. From the Countreis of Cathay is bzought thither in time alem

Alſo the Metropolitaue of Bo- 
gbr, who is greater then the king , tooke the Emperours letters of Ruſſia from me, without 
which] ſhouldhaue bene taken llaue tn euerp place : alſo all ſuch wares as J had receaued in 
barter in cloth. and as J tooke perfozce ofthe king. and other his Nobles,jn paiment of monie due | 
vato me, were not vendib e in Perſia : fo which cauſes, and diuers others, J was conſtratnedto |

This Caſpian ſea (to ſay ſome thing of it) is in length about two hundzed leagues, andin 
bꝛedth 1 50, without any iſſue to other ſeas, to the Eaſt parte whereof , ioyneth the great deſer 
Countrey of the Tartars, called Turkemen: to the Weſt,the Countreyes of the Chyrcaſles the 
montntaines of Caucaſus,andthe Mare Euxinum,which is from the ſaive Caſpian a a hundn 
leagues, To the Noth is the riuer Volga, and the land ol Nagay, andto the South part ion 
the Countries of Media, and Perſia. This ſea is freſh water in many places, and in other places 
ſalt as our great Ocean, It hath many goodly rivers falling into it, and it anoiderh not it ſellt 
ceptit be vnder ground, The notable riners that fall into it, are firſt the great riuer uf Volg, 
called in the Tartar tungue Edell, which (pzingeth out of a lake in a marred, o2 plaine ground, 
not farre from the Citie of Nouogrode, in Ruſſia, and it is from that ſpunge, to the ſea, about 
two thouſand Engliſh mile s. It hath diners other goodly rivers falling into it, as out of de. 
baria, Yaick, and Yeim: Alſo out of the mountaines of Caucaſus, the rtuers of Cyrus md . 
raſh, and diuers others.

rours dominiaus . then we thinke good fo2 you to ſee if you can pꝛactiſe to carp yourſayd wareghy 
ſafe conduct though Polonia, oz any other wapes bnto Conſtantinople, ozels where pouch

"> | Trſt imbarking my Cele in a good (hippe of pours, named the Swallow, at 
45.4 Graveſend, hauing a fade and good winde, our anker then weyed and com- 
mitting all to the pzotecteon of our God, haumg in our ſailmg diuerſitie of 
y| windes, and thereby foxced to direct and obſerue ſundzy courſes (not here rt 
' hearſed, becauſe pou haue beene thereof heerecofoze amply mfozmed) on the

the cates of the citie ſhould be ſhutte, and that no perſon, ſtranger oz natiue (certeine of his houſe: 
holde reſerued) ſhould come out of they? ſapd houſes during the ſayd triumph the cauſe thereofvn» 
uthis day not being knowne. 

The ſirt of September following, the Emperour made a great feaſt, whereunto were called 
il Ambaſſadours and ſtrangers being of reputation, and hauing affay2es: amougſt whom J was 
dre, but being willed bythe Decretarte firſt to come, and to ſhew him the Queenes Bateſties let 
ters, J refuſed ſa to doe, ſaying I woulddeliuer the ſame vnto the Emperours owne hands, and 
uot otherwiſe: which heard, the Secretarie anſwered, that vnleſſe he might firſt peruſe the ſald 
letters, I ſhould not come into the Emperours preſence, ſo that I was not at the feaſt , Neuerthe- 
eſe, I was aduertiſed by a noble man that I was inquired fo by the Emperours Parcſtie, al- 
though the cauſe of mp abſence was to his Baieſtie vuknowne .

Chis citie of Derbent is an ancient towne, hauing an olde caſtle therein, bing ſituated vpon 
an hl called Caſto ve, builded all of freeſtone much after our building, the walles very high and 
chicke, aud was firſt erected by king Alexander the great, when he warred againſt the Perſians g nughtr 
Hedians, andthen he made a wall of a woonderfull height and thickeneſle, extending from wan , 
the lame cite to the Geozgians, pea unto the pzincip il citie thereof named Tewflith, which wall * cdu. 
it be now raced, oꝛ otherwiſe decayed, yet the foundation remapneth, andthe wall was made 
uche intent that the inhabitants of that countrey then newly conquered by the ſaid ꝗ lexander 
ſhould not lightly flee, no2 his enemies ealily muade . This citie of Derbent being now vnder the 
power of the Sophie of Perſia, bozdereth vpon the ſea,adioyning to the foreſaid land of Shaltcall, Fortie one 
inthe latitude of foztieone degrees, From thenceſailing Southeaſt South ſoutheaſt about 8 0 **5**#: 
miles.che ſixth day of Auguſt, the yecre afozeſaid, we arriued at our landing place called Shabran, $1abean, 
where my barke diſcharged 3 the goods layd on ſhoze, and there being in my tent keeping great 
watch for feare of roucrs, whereof there is great plenty, being field people, the gouerno} of the ſayd 
ofitrey named Alcan Murcyomming vnto me, intertapned me very gently, vato whom giuing iran urey 
apreſcnt, he appointed fo my ſafegard foꝛtie armed men to watch and ward me, vntil he might tbe gouernoz, 
havenewes from the king of Shyruan. The 1 2 dayof the ſame moneth newes did ceme from the 
king, with oder that J ſhould repayze vnto him with all ſpeed: and foz etpedition, aſwell camels 
tu the number ol fiue and foztie to cary my goodes, as alſo hoꝛſes fo me and my company were in 
readineſſe, ſo that the goods laden, and taking my iourney from thence the ſaid twelft day, on the 
18 ofthe ſame moneth, J came to a citie called Shamac kye, in the ſaid countrey of Hyrcan, other» 
wiſe called Shyruan, and there the king hath a fate place, where my lodging being appointed the 
goods were diſcharged ; the next dap being the 19 day, J was ſent foꝛ to come to the king named King ©bdos 
Obdolowcan, who kept his court at that time in the high mountaines in cents, diſtant from the . 
{aid Shamackye twentie miles, to auoid the iniury of the heat: and the 20 day J came before his 
meſence, who gently intertepned me, and hating kiſſed his handes, he bad me to dinner, and com- 
mandedmeto ſic downe not farrefrom hum, This king did ſit in a very rich pauilion, wought Te vente 3 
with ke and golde placed very pleaſantly, vpon a hill ſide,of ſixteene fathom long. and ſire fat hom attyie of ung 
hoad,hauing befoze him a goodly fountatne of faire water: wherofhe and his nobilitte did dꝛinke, dad can. 
he being a punce of a meane ſtature, and of a fierce countenance, richly apparelled with long gar- 
ments of ſilke,aud.cloch of golde imbꝛodered with pearles and ſtone : vpon his bead was a tolipane 
witha ſharpe end ſtanding vpwards halfe a yard long, of rich cloth of golde,w2apped about with a 
pieccof India ſilkeoftwentie yards long, woughte with golde, and on the left ſive of his tolipane 
ſtood a plume of fet hers, ſet in a trunke of golde richly jnameled, and ſet withprecious ſtoncs: his 
fareriugs had pendants of golde a handfull ſong, with two great rubies of great value, ſet in the 
ends thereof : all the ground within his pauilion was couered with rich carpets, and vnder him · 
ſelfe was ſev a ſquare carpet wꝛought with Muer x gold, x therupon was laid two ſutable cuſhi- 
ons, Thus the king with his nobilitie ſitting in his pauillion with his legs a croſſe,and perteiuing 
that it was painefull foz me ſo to ſit, his highneſlt cauſed a ſtoole to be bzoucht in. and did will me to 
ſethrreupon, after mv faſhion, Dinner time then appyoching, diuers clothes were ſpꝛed vpon the 
round, and ſundyy diſhes ſcrued, and ſet ina ranke with diuers kindes of meats, co the number of 
140dihes, as) ntimbyed chem, which being taken away with the table clothes, and others ſpꝛed. 
abanker offruites of ſundyy kindes, with other banketting meates, to the number of 1 50 diſhes, 
werebzonght in: ſo that ro ſerutces occupyed 290 diſhes, and at the end of the ſaid dinner & ban- 
let the kingſaid unto me Qupſhe quelde hat is to ſay,welcome : and called fon a cup of water to 
be yawen at a fountaine,and taſting thereof, did deliuer me the reit, demanding how J did like the 
lame, and whether there were ſo good in our countrey oꝛ not: vnto whom F anfwcred in ſuch 
ſor, that he was therewtth contente : then he poponed vnto me ſiindzy qu tions, bochtouching 
teliqon, and alſo the tate of our countryes, and further queſtioned whether the Emperour of Al- 
mane, the Emperour ol Ruſſia, oꝛ the great Turke, wereof moſt power, with many other things 
wolong herre to reheaſe, to whom J anſwered as I thought moſtmeet , Then he demanded whe: 
dag intended to gue any further. andthe cauſe of my comming : vnto that J anſwered, that 7 
wasſent with letter from the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſty of England, vnto the great Tue gnernes 
do intreat fricudſhippe and free paſſage , and fo his ſafeconduct to be granted vnto 3

Cabin. tourney, vp into the land of Perſia, at a caſtle called Casbin : ſo departing from the king at tha 
time, within thee dayes after, being the fourc andtwentie day of Auguſt the verre aforeſapd, he 
ſentfo2 me agatne : vnto whom J repay2ed in themoming,and the kingnot being riſen out ol hu 
bedde (fox his manet is, that watching m the nig bt, and then banketting with his women, hemg, 

ſwulritude of hundzed and foztie in number, he lleepeth molt in the dap) did giue one commandement th 

concubines, ſhould ride an hawking with many Gentlemen of his Court: and that they ſhould ſhew met 
much game and paſtime as might be, which was done, and many cranes killed: we retumedfon 
hawking about thzee of the clocke at the aſternoone. The king then riſen, and ready tu dimer 1 
was inuited thereunto, and appꝛoching nigh to the entring in of his cent, and being in hu lade 
two gentlemen incountred me with two garmentes of that countrey faſhion, ſide downetoche 
ground, the one of ſilke, and the other of ſilke and golde, ſent vuto me from the king, and, alter tha 
they cauſed me to put offmy vpper garment, being a gowne of blacke veluet furred with 
they put the ſaydt wo garments vpon my backe, and ſo conductedme vnto the king, befoze whom 
doing reuerence, and kiſſing his hand, he commanded me to ſit not farre from him, andſo J dine 
in his pꝛeſence, he at that time being very merry, and demanding of me many queſtions, and 
maugſt other, how J like che maner of theyꝛ hawking. Dinner lo ended, J required his hin 
neſſe ſafeconduct fo2 to depart towards the Sophie. who dilmiſlung me with great fauour, ind ap 
pointing his Ambaſſadour (which returned out of Ruſſia) andothers, to ſafeconduct me, he gun 
me at my departure a fayze hozſe with all furniture, and cuſtome free from thence with all 
goods. So J returned to Shamakye againe, where J remayned vutill the ſixtof October, ty 
pꝛouide camels, hoꝛſes, and other neceſſaries fo my ſayd tutended iourney. 

Che deſcrti· But now befoze I pzoceed further, J purpoſe to mite ſomething of this countrepofH 

on of trans. nom called Shyruan, with the townes and commodities of the ſame. This countrepof Hyrcan 

in times paſt was of great renowme, hauing many cities, townes, and caſtles in it: andthe kings 
thereof in time of antiquitie were of great power, able to make warres with the Sophies ol pw 
ſia : but nowit is not onelyotherwile (fo that the cities, townes and caſtles be decayed) but ul 
the king is ſubiect to the ſayd Sophie, (although they haue they pzoper king) and be at the com: 
Danger by di- mandement ot the ſayd Sophie, who — — many peeres paſſed, foz them dinerſiti 
nerſicie in te- in religion, and cauſednot onelyall the itie and gentlemen of that countrey to be put todeath, 
but alſo ouer and beſides, raſed the walles of the cities, to wnes, and caſtles of the ſaid realme, u 
the intent that there ſhould be no rebellion, & fo they? greatterrow, cauſed a turret of fret ſtone un 
flints to be erected in the ſayd citie called Shamakye, and in a tanke of flintg ofthe ſaydcunet, 

Warbarous Did ſet the heads of the ſayd nobilitie and gentlemen, then executed: this citie is diſtant fromthe 

ſea ſide, with camels ſeuen dayes journey, but now the ſame being much decayed, and chill 
inhabited with Armenians, another citie called Arraſh,bozdering vpon the Seoꝛgians, is then 

Tdecitie® felt and molt opulent in the trade of merchandize, andthereaboutsisnouriſhed the moſt abundant 

gro weh of raw ſilke, and thither the Turkes, Syzians, and other ſtrangers do reſozt anderaffike, 
There be alla diuers good and neceſſarie commodities to be pzouided and had in this ſaid realme! 
The commods. delizet, galles, rough and ſmooth, cotten wooll, allome, aud raw ke of che naturall grows 
ties of this bl that countrey, Belides, ueere all kinde of ſpices and dzugges, and ſome other commoditcs 
countrep, which are bought thither from out of Eaſt Judia, but in the leſſe quantitie, foz that chey bens 
aſſured to haue vent oz vtterance of the ſame : but the chiefeſt commontties be there, raw ſikesof 
all oxtes whereof there is great plenty. Not farre fromthe ſapd citie of Shamakye, there vs 
an olde caſtle called Gullictone, now beaten downe by this Sophie, which was eſlermed tu le 
The ſtrong ca? one of the ſtrongeſt caſtles in the woꝛld, and was beſieged by Alexander che great, longtime® 
le of Sullt” foze he could winne it. And not farre from the ſaid caſtle was a Nunneryof ſumptuos builking, 
wherein was buried a kinges daughter, named Amalecke Channa, who flew her ſelfe withi 
knife; fo2 that her father would haue foxced her (ſhe pyofelſing chaſtitie) co haue married with! 
— — wed a occaſion the maideng of that countrey doe reſozt thither once tur 
peere to lament > 
Allo in the laid countrey there is a high hill called Quiquifts, vpon the toppe whereof 
is commonly repozted) did dwell a great Giant, named Arneoſte, hauing vpon his head im 
great hoznes, and cares, and eyes like a hozſc, and a taple like acowe Je is furcher un, 
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monſter kept a pallage thereby, vntill there came an holy man (termed Haucoice Hamſhe) a 
uubnmto one ofthe Sophie's, who mounted the ſaid hil and combatting with the laid Clant, did 
ot onely him in c haines, but alſo his woman called Lamiſache, with his ſonnenamedAtter: 


| — which victozie they ol that countrey haue this holy man in great reputation, and the hill at this 


ap (asit is dnuted) ſauoureth ſo ill, chat no perſon may come uigh unto it. But whether tc be 

noe, referre it to further knowledge, 
Now toreturne to the diſcourſe ofthe pzoceeding in my voiage towards the great Sophie. 
The 6,of October inthe ycere akozeſayd, I with my company departed from Shamachie afoze- 
land and hauing iourneied thee ſcoꝛe miles. came to a towne called V auate, wherein the king hath The towne of 
i faire houſe, with oꝛchards and gardens, well repleniſhed with fruites of all ſoꝛts. By this towne Pauare. 
pallech a great riuer called Curre,which ſpꝛingeth in the mountains of the Georgians,and paſſing 
cqoughthe countreyof Hircania afozeſaid,falleth in tothe Caſpian oz Hircan ſea, at a place be 
eweene two ancient townes called Shabran and Bacowe, ſituate within the realme of Hircane, 
zndfrom thence iſſucth further, paſſing thzough a fruitfull countre y. inhabited with paſturing peo⸗ 
ple, which dwell in the Summer ſeaſon vpon mountaines, aud in Winter thepremooue into the 
valleys without reſozting to townes o2 any other habitation: and when they remooue,thep do tour: 
ney in Carrauans 02 troopes of people and cattell, carrying all their wives, childzen and bag: 

vpon bullocks, Now paſſing this wild people ten dayes iourney comming into no towne oz 
houſe.the 16 day of October we artiued at a citie called Ordowill, where we were lodged in a ho. Sam 
ſpicall builde d with faire ſtone, and erected by this Sophies father named Iſmael. onely fog the cout, 
ſurtout and lodging offtrangers and other trauellers, wherein all men haue victuals and feeding 
in mm and hoꝛſe, foꝛ 3. dayes. and no longer. This foꝛeſayd late punce J ſmael, liech buried in a 
faire Meskit, with a ſumptuous ſepulchꝛe in the ſame, which he cauſed to be made in his life time. 
This towne Ordowill is in the latitude of 38, degrees, an ancient citie in the pzounce of Ader- 
nugan, whereiu the pzinces of Perſia are commonly buried, andthere Alexander the great did 
keepe his court when he inuaded the Perſians. Foure dates iourney to the Weſtward is the Citie 
Tebris,in old time called Tauris, the greateſt citie in Perſia, but nat of ſuch trade ofmerchandize The cut Ce. 
zithath bene, 02 as others be at this time, by meane ofthe great inuaſion of the Turke, wo Taurus 
hath conquered from the Sophie almoſt tothe ſayd Citie of Tauris, which the ſayd Turke once 


led, ind thereby cauſed the Sophie to loꝛſake the ſame, and to kerpe his court ten dayes tour: 


ney ftomthence at the ſapd Citie of Casbin, 

Che 21. day wee departed from Ordowil afozeſaid, trauel ling foz the moſt part ouer moun: 
tanesallin the night ſeaſon, and reſting in the day being deſticuce of wood, andtherefoze were 
foxcedto vſe fo2 fewell the dung ofhozſts and camels, which we bought deare of the paſturing peo- 

ple, Thus paſſing ten dayes tourney the peare afozeſayd,the ſecond day of Nouember we arrmed WP. Jenkin- 
atthefipeſayd Citie of Casben, where the ſayd Sophie keepeth his court, and were appoyneedto 913 arena! 
a lodging not farre from che kings pallace, and within two dayes after the Sophie commann- pies court. 
bed pince called Shallie Murzey ſonneto Obdolowcan king of Shiruan ſendfoy 66 
r ta his houſe, whoaſked me in the name ofthe ſayd Sophie how J did, and whither J were in 

jealth, and after did welcome me, andinuited me to dinner, whereat J had great entertainment, 
andſo from thence J returned to my lodging, The next day after J ſent my interpyeter vnto the 

Dophies Decretarie, declaring that I had letters directed from our moſt gracious Douce raigne 

ladie the Queenes moſt excellent maieſtic of the Realme of England, vnto the ſayd Sophie, and 

that the cauſe of my commiug was expyeſſed in the ſame letters, deſiring that at conuenient time 

T might comme into his maieſties peſence, who aduertiſing the Sophie thereof, ſhoztlyafter an- 
[wered mie that there were great affaires in hand: Which being finiſhed, J ſhould come be- 
nie willing mee in the meane time to make readie my preſent if J had any to de⸗ 


Athistime the great Turkes Ambaſſadour artiued foure dayes befoze my comming, who Che Tarkes 
wasſent thither to conclude a perpetuall peace betwixt the ſame great Turkeand the Sophie, ®1baſladour 
mndloughe with him a pzeſent in gold and faire hozſes, with rich furnitures and other giftes e. 5. 0b. 
ſeemed to be woozth foxtic thouſand pound, And thereupon a peace was concluded with ioyfull 
feaſtes,trumphs and ſo lemnities. cozrobozated with ſtrong othes, by their lawe of Alkaron, fox 
her w obſerue the ſame, aud toliue alwayes after as ſumne hyethen, ayding the one the other 
unt all pꝛinces that ſhould warre againſt them, oz of them. And vpon this conctuſion 
the Sophte cauſed the great Turkes ſonne named Baiſet Soltan, «valizune ince, who beyng 
kata his father vnco the Sophie, had remayned in his court the ſpace ol foure peeres) to bee 
death. In which time the ſayd Turkes ſonne had cauſed moztall warres berwirt che ſay 

piinces, 
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pꝛinces, aud much pꝛeualled therein: The Turke demaunded therefoze his ſouneto beeſen x. 
tu him, and the Sophie refuſcd chereunto to conſent, But now being ſlaine accozding ty he 
Turkes will, the Sophie ſent him his head fo a pꝛeſent, not a little deſired, and acceptable n 
the vnnaturall father. Oiſcourling at my firſt arriuall wich the king of Shiruan of ſuddy wy 
ters, and being intertatned as hath bene befoze declared, the ſapdkmg named Obdolocy, \ 
maun ding whether that wee of England had friendſhip with the Turkes oz not, J anſwe 
chat we neuer had friendſhip with them, and that therefoze they would not ſuffer vs to Palle thou 
their countrie into the Sophie his dominions, and that there is a nation named the Neuen 

not farre diſtant krom vs. which are in great league with the ſayd Turkes, who trade into h d 
minions with our commodities, chieſſp to barter the ſame fo rawe ſilkes, which (as we um 
ſtand) come from thence : and that if it would pleaſe the ſapde Sophie aud other pyinceg of the 
countre p, to ſuffer our merchaunts to trade into thoſe dominions, and to giue vs paſſtyox az 
ſafe conduct fox the ſame, as the ſayde Turke hath graunted to the ſapde Uenctians, J m 
ted not but that it ſhould growe to ſuch a trade tothe pꝛoſite of them as neucr befoze had bene th 
like, and that they ſhould bee both furniſhed with our commodities, and alſo haue vetcranc a 
theirs, although there neuer came Turke into theirland, perſwading with many other wowes 
fo2 a trade to be had. This king vnderſtandung the matter liked it maruetlouſly, ſaying, thathe 
would wnite vnto the Sophie concerning the ſame : as be did in very deede, aſſiuing me th te 
Sophie would graunt my requeſt, # that at mp returne vito him he would giue me letters of lan 
conduct, and pzuiledges, The Turkes Ambaſladour was not then come into the land, nutte 
any peace hoped to be concluded, but great pꝛeparation was made foz warre which was lie mc 
to haue furthered my purpoſe, but it chaunced otherwiſe, Foz the Turkes Ambaſſadour beg 
arriued, and the peace concluded, che Turkiſh merchants there at thattime p2eſent, declaredtocy 


wich op, ſame Ambaſſadour, that my comming thither (naming mee by the name of Franke) would in

great part deſtroy their trade, and that it ſhouldbee good fo2 him to perſwade the Sophie not u 
fauour me, as his highneſſe ment to obſerue the league and friendſhip with che great Turke bs 
maſter, which rcqueſt of the Turkiſh merchants, the ſame Ambaſſadour earneſtly piefgrred, m 
being afterwards diſmiſſed with great honour hee departed out ofthe Realme withthe Curkes 
ſonnes head as afozeſapd, and other pieſents, | 
The 20, day ot Nouember afozeſapd, I was ſent fozto come befoze the ſayd Sophie, oth 
wiſe called Shaw Thamas,andabout thee ofthe clocke at after noone J came to the court, adi 
lighting from my hozſe at the court gate befoze my feete touched che ground, a patre of the v 
ies owne ſhoes termed inchePerflantongue (Baſmackes) ſuch as hee himſelfe weareth wha 
e ariſeth in the night to pꝛay (as his maner is) were put vpon mp feete,fo2 withoutthe ſame ſhoes 
might not be ſuffered to tread vpon his holy ground, being a Chaiftian, and called amongſtthen 
Gower, that is, vnbeleeuer, and vncleane : eſteeming all to bee infidels and Pagans which wee 
not beleene as they doe, in their falſe filthie prophets, Mahomet and Murtezallie. At the ina 
court gate the things that I bꝛought to pzeſent his maitſtie with, were deuided by ſuntyy parces 
to ſundꝛy ſeruitoꝛs of the court, to cary befozeme, foznone ot my companie oz ſeruaunts mightt 
ſuffered to enter into the court with me, my interpꝛeter onelp excepted, Thus comming bein 
his maieſtie with ſuch reuerence as I thought meete to bee vſed, J deliuered the Queenesmas

J was, and what affaires J had there to do? vnto whom J anſwered that J was ol che mn 
Citieof London within the noble realme of England, and that J was ſent chither from che nt 
excellent and gracious ſoueraigne Ladic Elizabeth, Queene of the ſapd Reabne fen to treat o 
friendſhip, and free paſſage o dur merchaunts and people, to repaire and traffique within his 
minions, fo2 to hing in our commodities, and to carric away theirs to the honour ol doch w 
ces, the mutuall commoditie of both realmes, and wealth of the ſubtects, with other words int 
omitted, He then demaunded me in what language the letters were waitten, J anſwered, ut

not people of all nations within his large dominions to interpyere the ſame, Then he queſtion 


andthe great Turke, and which of them was of moſt power: whom J auſweredto his cone 
tion, not diſpzayſing the great Turk their late concluded friendſhip conſidered, Then ber aid 
ned with me much of religion, demannding whether J were a Gower, that is to ſap, m dull 
ver ora Muſelman, that is, of Bahometslawe, Unto whom J anſwered, that J wasneihe'® 
beleeuer noz Pahometan, but a Chiftian, What is that ſayd hee vnto the king of Sarge 
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bunt, who be ing a Chuſtian was fled vnto the ſayd Sophie, and hee anſwered that a Chuſtan 
mashechar belecuerh in leſus Chriltus, affirming bim ta bee the ſonne of God, and the greateſt 
gin!

ſapdhe, we haue no needeto haue friendſhip with che vnbelecuers, and ſo willed mer co 
depart, J being glad chereof did renerence and went my way, being accompanied wich many of 
yi gentlemen and others, and alter mee followed a man witha Baſanet of ſand, fring all the 
way that J ha gone withinthe ſaid pallace, euen from che ſayd Sophies ſight vnto the court 


king of Hircanc z who fauoured mee very much ch that J was commended bnto him nr Pur 
from his father, willed me not to doubt of any thing, putting me in hope that J ſhould haue good 
ſacreſle withche Sophie, and good tutertainment, 

Chus I continuedfoz a time, dally reſozting vnto me viners gentlemen ſent by che Sophic 
tu conferre with me, eſpecially touching the of che Etperour of Rifſia, and to know by 
what way J intended to return? into my countrey, either by the way that J tame, 02 by che way 
of Ornus, and ſo with the Poxtingals ſhippes,Unto whom J anſwered, that I dur not rettiene 
zythe wap of Ormus, the Poztingals and wer not being friends, fully percetuing theſt meas 
ning : dj J was avuertiled that the ſayde Sophie meant to haue warres with the Pontingals, warres tw 
2nd wortldhaue charged me that J had bene come foz aſpie to paſſe thiongh his dominiorig unte 1e1ded agam. 
theſaid Poxtingals, thinking them and vs to bee all one people, and calling all hy the name of — 
Franks, but by the pꝛouidence of God this was pzenentey, | 


Atterthis the ſayd Sophie conferred with his nobilitie and counſel concerning me, who per 
ſwaded, that he ſhould uot entertaineme well, neither diſmiſſe mee with letters oz gifts, conſipes 
ugchat J was a Franke, and of that nation that was entmie co the great Turke his beother, 

ng that if hee did otherwiſe, and that the newes thereof ſhauld come to the knowledge 
ofthe Turke, it ſhould be a meane to byeake their new league andfriendſhip lately concluded: tif 
ſwading further becauſe hee had no neede, neither chat it was requiſite fox him ta haue friendſhip 
with unbeleeuers, whoſe countreys lay farre from him, and that it was beſt foz him co ſend mee 
with my letters vnto the ſayde great Turkefoz a pzeſent, which he was fully determined to haue

But the king of Hircanes ſonne afozeſapd, vnderſtanding this deliberation, ſent a man in poff eye kung or 
mo his father, foz to declare and imparc the purpoſe vnto him, who as a gracious pꝛince, couſi: — — 
dering that J had paſſed though his dominions, andthat J had iourneyed foz a good inteut, did in 9p.

iu graine, beſides other ſukes wought and made here, by which, pꝛoltte may be made, then a 
might lende a great ſubſtance of wares hither . But J feare pou lhall be hindzed by the Venes, 
ans. if they may: foꝛ J knowe it will grieue them, that you doe trade into theſe partes : iin 
time it ſhall cleane alter their trade, and hinder the ſales oftheir clothes in Aleppo,aud other pi 
ces adioyning. Nou ſhall vuderſtaud that 60,batmaus of ſilke is a Pules lading: aud as i un 
pozted, one village of the Armenians, peerely carricth 400. and 500, Mules lading of lr 
to Aleppo, and buugeth thence $00, oz a thouſand Mules laden with kerſies, and Venice clothes, 
And 18, peeces of kerſies,arc a ules lading. But I wiſh you not to ſende aboue 20co, p 
of ker es although I hauc bene willedto wute foz moze , It I nught haue had any wider 
ding what pour TAozſhips had witten foz in pour letters ſent this per te, J ſuould in this my in 
tet baue beue better able to haue anſwered you, They which be now in Aſtrac an, might haut dt 
ten ſome thing vnto me hither i it had pleaſed chem, oz elſe haue ſent me ſuch letters ofmine x 
Jhope ſome of my friendes haue witten to me: fox here are arriued 8. werkes paſt, twoboares 
with wares, and Ruſſes, by whome they might haue wnitten, had it bene but 3,02 4. lines. They 
pꝛomiſed the Ruſſes to mute, but pꝛomiſe was not kept. I would be ſoʒie that any boatt ſhouldis 
part out of theſe parts, and not w2ice vuto them, waping how all chings ſtande. J heart they han 
bought a baate, which coſt 40, robble s, and ſhipped certatne wares to come hithcr,Godſendthen 
in ſafetie. I doe tarp their comming oz els J had thought to haue come to Altrac an in thoſe boates 
which departed hence lately. 

The lifteenth ol July laſt, I departed from Casbin, and came to this Towne the 29. fl the 
ſame , And the fourth of Auguſt, J founde meanes to arreſt the falſeſt knaue in this Can 
trey to wit, che Cuſtomer, fo2 22. tumens, and 1 00,ſhaughes,(200,ſhaughes is a tumeu,) That 
cauſed him to put in ſuerties fo2 his fooxth comming at all times: what end J ſhall haue with hin 
God knoweth: the debt wil be recouered, but not yet: foz he muſt pay the Shaugh 1 000,robbles 
Theſe parts as yet are in na ſtay,fo2 lacke of a Goucrnour oz head torule, which J thinkeſhillbe 
the Murſcy.CCluthin 5.02 G. daes, we ſhal know, fo? it is time, becauſe men are iu feare totrauell 
for being robbed, It there were a pꝛince placed, J ſhould ſoone get in pour debts, fo2 they dare nt 
diſabey the Shaughes lettcrs,02 puuiledge: wherein he hath not onely waitten that our debt hal 
be paid, but alſo that we ſhall be taken heede to, ſo as we need not to doubt, God willing in tune u 
come to be here as wel vled as we are in Ruſſelarid. The bils of debts that Richard lohnſon lt 
with me, had neither the parties name, noz ſumme of money in two of them and in other bils, but 
his owue name. If J had not vſed diſcretion, in cauſing to be witten in our pziuiledge, that lu 
debts as are owing, ſhould be paide any of vs in the abſence of the other, ſome men would net han 
paid one penny, but onely to Richard Iohnſon, who hath witten but his owue name onely in che 
bils. I reteaued in Casbin of Fotac kan, in part of 29, tumens, 300, ſhauches in money: ther 
he will deliuer me here in ſilke, and this is all that I haue receaued to this day. And as fozHaw 
rambecks twelue tumens, I make accompt, that if I could ride to ſpeake with him, J ſhouldbe 
paid in maney and wares. Touching Ackones money, by meancs of Duke Amedenbecke, wp 
firſt owed the debt, becauſe they meant not to pay a pennp, he did rather ſecke to hinder my lm 
then to farther mee: but J founde outa pꝛeſent remedie: foz God ſent me friendes that were 
waies about the Shaugh, and daily put on his apparell, who opened all my ſute, and bought m 
to the preſence ofthe Shaugh,befoze that Coſomomet ſawe the Shau ghes eies. But 
met in the ende was my friende ; fo he was ſentfoz , and declared vnto the Shaugh, what pa 
MParchants we were. vſing trueth in all our doings, and howe wee were in great fauour 
Emperour of Ruſſia. and what guod commodities we might bꝛing into his Countre y, withof 
talke. And daily he was ſent fo2 to the Shaugh, about the affaires in thoſe partes: lo no mmi 
able to aduiſe the Shaugh ofthe ſtate and affaires of thoſe Countries, ſo much as he was. ht ow? 
vont 7Uorſhips ſeuen tumens, and 48. ſhaughes, which was not all this time to be gotten 
hands: fo be was at great charges in riding to Casbin , and giuing great guifts ſincehis 
ming, which he twile declared vnto mer. J feeling his griefe, became Phiſicion, to calf 
paine , aud foꝛgaue him his debt aboueſaide, in recompence of tenne pecces of kerfies,

Turkes, who be reſident there, ſome by the Armenians, who fetch them at Aleppo, and ſunc hy 
the townelmen, who trauell vnto Venice, and there buy them, ſo that no man offered me ae 
penie moꝛe then a hundꝛed and foꝛtie ſhawghs fo2 a karkie: and hauing ſpeciall commiſſion my 
charge from pour Agent not to ſtay there aboue the ſpace of ſcuen dayes after myarrinallthr, 
bir: to repay2e to Casbin with all ſpeed, and furthermoze, hauing regardto keepe vp che pur t 
the woxſhipfuls commodities, accozding to they deſire, J found meanes to barter them away in 
ſpices, ſuchas were there to be had, neither in goodneſle noz yet in pyce to my content ;neurrthe 
lelle, conſidering the colde ſales which were there, as well fo your karſies, as alſo the hotnewes,

It chanced me in that place to meet with the gouernours merchant of Groꝛ yne, who west. 

o round pa; little deſirous to bargen with me fox a hũdꝛed pieces of karſies fo his maiſter called Leuortie,au 
merchant. offering me ſo good bands fo} the payment ofthe money oz ſiſke to the merchants contentment vp 
on the deliuery of them, as in any place within all thts countrey is to be had: and offerng me le 
ſides his own letter in the behalfe of his maiſter, that no cuſtome ſhould be demanded fo) the ſane, 
aud the obtaining allo at his maiſters hand as large a puuilege foꝛ the woꝛſhipfull to traucll un 
all parts of his dominton, as the Shaugh bad guen them, and hearing good repon matt ahn 
by the Armenians alſo, and that he was a Chꝛiſtian, T was much moze the willing to bargen uh 
him, and ſolde him a hundzed pieces foz a hundzed and tlyeeſcode ſhawghs a piece to be paydtothe 
merchant in Gro: ine either in money oꝛ ſilke to his contentment, within thzee dayes afterthe 
luerie ot the karſtes there, hauing a band ol him made by the Metropolitanes owne hand, fich

J am intoꝛmed by all the bzokers in Teueris, that the way once open to Ormur, from when

from the mouth of M. Arthur Edwards which was 
Agent in the ſame, 


Hen he came firſt to the Sophies preſence,at his court in Casbin,byinging bun 
KYLE cerpietour with him, and ſtan ding far off, the Sophie (ſitting in a ſeat ropall wh 
LY great number of his noble men about him) bad him come neere, andchatthit 
Aci be came ſo neere him that he might haue touched hum with his hand, Tha 
| the firſt demand that he aſkedhim, was from be came: heanſue 
e red, chat he came from England. Then aſked he of his noble men, whotacy 
any ſuch countrey ꝛ But when Edwards ſaw that none of them had any intelligence of that umt 
be named it Ingilterra, as the Jtalians call England. Then oue of the noble men ſaid Londs, 
meaning London, which name is better knowen in farre countries out of Chiiſtentore, 
then is the name of England, When Edwards heard him name Londro q ſaid that that wasthe 
name ofthe chiefe citie of England, as was Teueris of the chiefecitie of Perſia. He aſkedhimms 
ny thinges moze,as ofthe realme of England, maruelling that it ſhould be an Jſland, of hi gm 
riches and power, as Edwards declared vnto him, of the riches # abundance of our | 
as he further vnderſtood by our traffike in Moſcouia,andother cuntries. He demanded amm 
things ofthe Queenes Paieſtte,and of the cuſtomes andlawes ofthe realme: ſaping oftentines 
in his owne language, Bara colla (that is to ſap) Well ſaid. He aſked alſo many thingsofking 
Philip,s of his wars agatuſt the Turke at Malta. Then he demandedof him what was the ch 
cauſe of his reſozt into his realme, And being certified that it was foz the trade ofmerchandize, K

Chapman. In this patutledge is one pyincipall article fo} ſeruants oz merchants : That if

tous voiage all byſea : fo whereas the citie and land of Ormus,lpingtathe gulfe ofÞerſy, u 
che moſt famous marte towne of all Caſt India, whither all the merchaundiſes of Jnia ax 
bought, the ſame may in ſhoxter time aud moze ſafely,be bzought by land and riuersthnough per 
ſia,cuen vnto the Caſpian ſea, and from thence bythe tountrtis of Ruſſia oz Þoſcouia by rivers, 
tuen vito the citie of Veraſlaue, and from thence by land a htmdzed and foureſcoze miles m V6. 
logda, and from thence againc all by water,enen vnto England. 

The merchandiſes which be had out of Perſia fo the returne ol wares,are \itke of all ſoxes aq 
colours, boch rawe and wjought, Alſo all maner of ſpices and dzugs,pearles and precious ſtoves, 
likewiſe carpets of diuers ſoztes, with diuers other rich merchandiſes. It was told meeofthen 
that came laſt from erſia, that there is mote ſilke bzought into ſome one citie of Perſia, then i 
cloth bꝛought into the citie of London, Alſo that one vil lage of ArmeutanamedGilgat, vothcary 
peelyliue hundꝛed and ſometime a thouſand mules laden with ſilke to Halepo in Soria of Turki,

The maner how the Chriſtians become Buſor men, 


and forlake their religion. 

Joe not ed here befoꝛe that if any Chyiſtian will become a Buſoz man chat is our that hath iy 

ſaken his faith,and be a Mahumeran of their religion, they giue him many gifts, and ſometime 
alſo a liuing, The maner is, chat when the deuill is entred into his heartto fozſake his faith, he rr 
ſoꝛteth to the Soltan oz gouernour of the towne, to whom hee makech pzoceſtacion of his du 
purpoſe, The gouernour appointeth him a hozſe, andoneto ride befoze him on another hoſe, ber 
ring a ſwoꝛd in his hand. and the Buſor man bearing an arrow in his hand, and rideth inthe ati, 
curſing his father and mother: and if euer after he teturne to his owne religion, hee is quiltic o 
death, as is ſignifted by the ſwoꝛd bozne befoze him. A pong man, a ſeruant of one of our merchants, 
becauſe he would not abide the cozrection ot his maſter fo2 his faultes, was minder to forſake his 
faith, But (as God would) he fell ſuddenly ſicke and died, befoze he gaue himſelfetg the deuill, N 
be had become a Buſor man. he had greatly troubled he merchants. — 
that halfe their goods had bene his, they would haue giuen credite vnto him. Foz the anoiding of

Perſia is great abundanceof Bombaſine cotton, & very fine, this groweth on a certainelitl 

tree 02 bur not paſt y heightof a mans waſte oz litle moze:the tree hath a lender Calk like vas 
a bier. q; to a carnation gillefloure, with very many bjanches,bearing on enerp hrauch a frut qm 
ther a cod. growing in round fozme,contcining in it the cotton: when this bud oz tod mm 
the bignelſe ol a wallnut, itopeneth and ſheweth fooꝛththe cotton, which groweth ſail in bignel 
vntill it be like a fleece of wooll as big as a mans fiſt,and beginneth to be looſe, and then they gr 
it as it were the ripe fruit, The ſeeds ol theſe trees are as big as peaſon, and are black, nn im 
what flat, and not tound: they ſowe them in plowed ground, where they grow in the fieldgin gar 
abundance in many countries in Perſia, and diuers other regions.

Rthir Edwards ſhewed me aletterofthe Sophie, wiitten in their letters ard 
—— Sophie and his Secretarie, The Sophies ſubſcription,v2# 
only one wozd (his name J ſuppoſe was Shaugh) witten in golden letters vpon red paper. Cl 
whole letter was alſo wiittenon the ſame piece of red paper. bemg long and narow,about ie? 
of a foote,aud not paſt thee inches bꝛoad. The pꝛiunte ſignet ofthe Sophie, was a round p 
marke about the bignes ofariall, onely pꝛinted vpon the ſame paper without any ware0} 0 
ſeale, the letters ſeeme ſo miſhapen and diſozdered,that a man would thinke it were ſomtrhotſcnd 
ledin maner at aduencures,Yet they ſap that almoſteuery letter with his ppicke 02 crounſ f 
nifieth a whole woꝛd. Jnſomuch that in a piece of paper as big as a mans hand, cheir dung 

contatne as much as dothours almoſt in a ſheece of paper. The 
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The firit voyage into Perſia made by M. Thomas Baniſter, and 


M. Ieffrey Ducket Agents for the Moſcouie companie, begun from England in 
the yeere 1568. and continuing to the yeere 1574. following. Written 
by P. I. trom the mouth of M. Lionell Plumtree. 


Non the ;. dap ot July 1568. they embarked themſe lues at Veraſlaue, being ac« 
# companted with Lionell Plumtree, and ſome 12. Engliſhmen moꝛe, in a Barke 
called the Thomas Bonauenture of the burden of /o. tunnes, taking alſo along 
with them of Ruſles to the number of 40. fo their vle and imploiments. It feil 
out in the way, befoze they tame to Aſtracan by 40. miles, that the Nagaian Tar- 
Gab tares, be ing a kind of theeuiſh and cruell people, made an aſſault vpon them with 
d boates of theirs, each of them being armed, ſome with [wozds, ſome with ſpeares, and ſome 0- 
thers with bowes and arro wes, and the whole number of them they diſcouered to bee about 300, 
men. They fo2 their partes, although they could haue wiſhed a quiet votage and tourney without 
hlowes and violence, yet not willing to be ſpoiled with ſuch Barbarians as they were. degan to dc: 
fend themſe lues againſt their aſſault. by meanes whereof a very terrible and fierce fight followed 
rm continued hote & ſharpe fo2 two howers, wherein our men ſo well platd their parts with cheir ca⸗ 
luers chat they foꝛced the Tartares to flee with the loſſe of 120. of them, as they were afterwards 
enfozmed by a Ruſſe pꝛiloner, which eſcaped from the Nagaians,and came to them to Altracan, at 
whichtowne they arriued the 20, of Auguſt, 

Ju this towne of Aſtracan they were ſomwhat hindered of their iourney, and ſtaied the ſpace of 
6weekes by reaſon of a great armie of 70000, Turkes and Tartares which came thither vpon 
the iulligation of che great Turke,hoping either to haue ſurpuſed it ſuddenly 02 by continuance of 
legt tu win the lame. But in the end by reaſon that the Tlinter appꝛoched, as alſo, becauſe they 
hadreceiued newes of a great expedition, which the Emperour of Ruſſia was in pꝛouiding fo? the 
defence ofthe ſayde place,they were conſtrained co raiſe their ſiege,and to leaue the towne as they 
lud it. 

Upon their departure our men had oppoztunitie to pꝛocecdon their voyage, and vſing the oc⸗ 
caion, they left Altracan, and came to Bilbill towards the ende of October: from whence they 
went to Shauaran, where (as they lodged in thetrtents) they were greatly moleſted with ſtrange 
tzzopes of holcaues 02 fores, which were ſo buſie with them that they tooke their meate and victw 
is out of their lodgings, and deuoured to the bare bones in one night a mightie wild Boze that 
das ſent vnto them for a pꝛeſent from the gouernour ofthe countrey. 

Hauing ſtated here ſome thꝛee oz foure da yes in pꝛouiding of cartages and other neceſſaries fox 
teu iourney, they departed thence and came to Shamachic,which is foure daes tourney from the 
daxſapd Shauaran. In this towne of Skamachie their whole company ſpent out the Winter, 
ind ſtom thence in Apꝛill following, they tooke their tourney towards Ardowill a place of great 
count and much eſteemed, by reaſon of the ſepulchꝛes of the Empcrours of Nerſia, which fox the 
molt part lie there buried, and ſo is growen to be a place of their ſuperſtitious deuotion , In this 
une of Ardowill they ſotournedthe ſpace ok 5,026,moneths, finding ſome traffique and ſales, 
= no purpoſ c,the towne being mote inhabited and frequented with gentlemen and noblemen 

merchants, 

Thedife:ence of religion bꝛed great bꝛoiles in this towne whiles they remained there: for the 
bother ſought the deſtruction of the bꝛother, and the neereſt kinfemen roſe vp one againſt an o- 
ther, inſo nuch that one of their companie Lionel Plumtree hath ſeene in one day ſometimes 14. 
ne n a garboile. And he beiug further deſtrous to ſee their maner of fight, oꝛ rather ſomewhat 
mar curiout to behold, then miſtruſtfull of their blowes, was like to haue bone a ſhare in theit 
llodietragedie, bemg twiſe wounded with their ſhot and arrowes although not to the death. 

it this towne the Shaw Thamas ſent a meſſenger fozour men to come to his pꝛeſence at Caſ- 
di, {whom Thomas Baniſter failed not to goe, although maſter Ducket lay very ſicke at 
Arcowill, and in ſuch caſe that they almoſt deſpaired of his recouerie. re being come to the 

was receiued and entertained ol him with great farour and ſpectall countenaunce, and 

kadthe moſt part of all his requeſts graunted him, this one ly excepted, that whereas heentreated 
tnintledge on ſufferance to tranſpoꝛt and carie though his domimons certaine hozſes into India, 
fe Shaw ſeemed loth to yeeld chereunto, and yet did not altogether denie it, but referred it to 
time. As fo? the point of traffique, hee could not make that motion oꝛ requeſt that was 
ſoone graunted as it was preferred: and the Shaugh himſelfe bought there ol him man y 
and made him as good paiment as any man could wiſhe, and oftentimes would ſend his

One thing ſomewhat ſtraunge J thought good in this place to remember, that whereas jy 
purpoſed to ſend a great ſumme of money to Meccain Arabia, fo; an ottering to Mahomet rt 
mophet, hee would not ſend any money 02 coine of his owne, but ſent to the Engliſh n 
to exchange his copue fo2 theirs, according to the value ofit, peelding this reaſon foz the 
that the money of themerchaunts was gotten by good meanes, and with good conſciences, wy 
was therefoze wooꝛthie to bee made an oblation to their holy pzopher,but his owne money was, 
they gotten by fraud, oppꝛeſſion, and vnhoneſt meanes, and therefoze was not fit to ſerue for 
lie a vſe, 

After ſire moneths ſpent in Casbin, the ſayd Thomas Baniſter departed towards the 
citteof Tauris, where bring artiued, hee found maſter Ducket well recouered of his ſickerer; 
whom he had left ill at Ardo will. , 

At this Citie the foꝛcſayde maſter Ducket made ſales of the Engliſh commonities, ted 
ning there to that purpoſe the ſpace of two peeres and a halfe, And beſides other kindes of mz: 
chandiſes of that countrey,he bought great ſtoze of gals which grow in great abundance ata pla 
within one dayes tourney of the afozeſatid Tauris. 

After this Thomas Baniſter departed from Tauris, and went to Shamakie, to giue oder in 
the tranſpozting of thole commodities which were bought foz England. And haniug diſyaccied 
them away, hee wentthere hence to Arraſh, a towne foure dayes iourney with camels from$h«- 
machie, foxthe buying of rawe ſuke. But there by reaſon ofthe vn wholeſomneſſe of the an, 
and cozruption of che waters in the hote time of che peere, hee with Lawrence Chapman and 
ſome other Engliſh men vnhappily died: which being knowen ol maſter Ducket, hee mmm 
ately came from Tauris to Arraſh, to take poſſeſſion of the goods, fo2 otherwiſe by the cuſtome a 
the countrey, if there had bene no merchaunt oz other friend of his to enter vpon that which hee 
left, all had fallen into the Shaughs hands, which goods notwithſtanding could not bee treu 
red from the officers which had ſeaſed and ſealed vp the ſame, vntill maſter Ducket had bene u 
perſon with the Shaugh, and had pꝛocured his oꝛder fo the deliuctie thereof, 

Lionell Plumtree in the meane time chat maſter Ducket was at Casbin in ſite in 
goodes vpon the perſwaſion of certapne Bogharians , made pꝛouiſion fo a journey to Cx 
thaya,with cariages and commodities, and hauing all things readie, departed ſecretly withaC# 
rattan : but bevng gone foxwards on his way ſire dayes tourney, ſome fiftie hoꝛſemen by the yy 
curement of Humfrey Greenſell (who afterwardes beyng at Ormuz in the Eaſt Tndias, ws 
there cruelly burnt in the Jnquilition by the Poztingals) were ſent after him in poſte fra 
Doltan Eraſbecke, the Shawghs Lieuetenaunt, to fetche him backe agayne, not ſuffering 
him co paſſe on ſo perillous and dangerous a journey fo; feare of diuers inconueniencesthit 
might follow, | 


After this maſter Ducket returned from Casbin to Shamachie againe, and imtmediatty 
made pꝛeparation foz a iourneyto Caſhan, bepng about foure dayes journey from Shamachic, 
and caricd with him 4. mules laden with money, 

In the way of histrauell hee paſſed though Perſipolis, ſometime the ropall ſeate of th 
Emperours of Pcrſia, but now altogether ruined and defaced, whereof remayne to be ſeenex! 
this daytwo gates onely that are diſtant one from the other the ſpace of 1 2, nules, and ſome few 
pinuacies in the mountaines and conuetances fo} freſh water. 

The fozeſaypde Caſhan is a Towne that conſiſteth all together of merchaundiſe, m 
the beſt trade of all the lande is there, beyng greatly frequented by the merchauntes & 
India. 

Heere our men bought great ſtoze of all maner of wwought Silke s, and ſome Spices, m 
good ſtoꝛe of Turkie ſtones. 

The towne is much to bee commended foz the ciuill and good gouerne ment that is ther! 
fed, An idle perſon is not ſuffered to liue amongſt then. | 

The childe that ts but fiue yetres olde, is ſet co ſome labour. No ill rule, viſozder ij u 
by 0 is there permitted. Playing at Dice oz Cardes is by the law? 


At this Caſhan they temayned about the ſpace of tenne weekes, and then came dow? 
gaine to Shamachie, and after ſome tum ſpent in diuers places of the countrep f buping c 15 
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ce andorher commodities, they came at caſt to Shauaran againe, where t heit fhip was in haz: 
aur, andthen they ſhipt all their goods and embarked themlelues alſo, ſetting fayle the eight 
pol Hay, in the yeere 1 5 7 3, Mendeng to fetch Aſtracan. By reaſon of the varterie of the 
mund and dangerous flats of the Cal pian ſea, they beat it vp and do wne ſome 20, dapes, And 
the ꝛ8. dap riding at anker vpon the flats, certaine Ruſſe Callaks, which are outla wes oz bani⸗ 
ſhrdmen, hauing intelligence of their be here, and of the great wealth that they had with them,

** bepng taken, and all the Engliſh greuouſſy hurt, che Caſlaks immediately 
niſcharged the ſhip of them, putting them all into the ſhip bo2te with two oz three {Icrſtan targets 
full of hozſe fleſh aud ſwines fleſhe, without further victuala 02 reliefe : they being in that caſe, 
made the beſt haſt they could to get to Altracan: and being come to the ctowne, matter Ducket 


. made great ſute to the captaine, to haue men and boates ſe out fo2 the reſkuing andrecouermg 


ofthe ſhip if it were poſſible, who immediately ſent ont his lonne with foꝛtie boates and fine hun · 
dredmen to purſue the Pirats, and by good hap came to the place where they rid at anker with 
the ſhip, but by reaſon of their fooliſhneſſe in Criking vp their dzummes befoze they were come 
ute them, the Caſſaks diſcouer ing the boates, cut their cables, and put out to Sea, whereup⸗ 
tuche boates not being able to follom them, returned againe to Aſtracau. Aftet which tige ſcoʒe 
dates moꝛe were ſent out to pur ſue them agayne the ſecond tune: and that ſecond armie came to 
aplace where they found many of thoſe Caſſaks, and ſlew them and found out the places where 
they had hid certaine parcels of their goods in the earth in the cheſtes ol the ſup: all which they re⸗ 
ouered againe fo2the Engliſh merchants, tothe valew of 5000.1i. of 30,02 40,thouſand pound, 
but allthe teſt the Caſſaks in the ſhip had caried away. 

Ju the ſame place they found further, diuers of the Caſſaks which the Engliſh men had ſlaine, 
med in the carth, and wꝛapt ſome in foztie oꝛ fiftie yardes of Sattm, and Taffataes,and ſome in 
Curkiecarpcts cut and ſpoyled by thoſe vilanous Jirats, of whom afterwartes as many as 
couldbe;taken by the Perſians, who entire ly loued the Engliſh merchants, were put to moſt crucl 
ments in all places accopding to their deſerts, 

But dur men being thus ſpoyled ol their goods, and wounded in their bodies remained about 
two nuneths at Aſtracan, fon theit better recouerte: and hauing gotten ſome reaſonable ſtrength, 
they then pouided boates, and went vp the riuer Volga to Caz an, with ſuch goods as they had 
tecouered from the Caſſaks, From Cazan they went towards Veraſlaue, but in the way the ice 
intercepted them about the beginning of October, where ſuddenly in the night they were taken 
vithacruell and vehement froſt, and therewithall the waters ſo con geled. that their boates were 
mulhedand cut in ſunder with the ice, whereby they ſuſtained both a further daunger of life and 
hic a goods: but as much as they could pꝛeſerue with much adoe, they conucyed ouer land in 
— Vologda, and from thence ſeut much of it to S. Nicholas, to bee laden in the ſhippes fo2 

d, 


Butmaſter Ducket, Lionell}Aumtree, and Amos Niall went with ſome parcels to the Moſ⸗ 
lo, and there ſold certaine quantities of it to the Emperour, who pityig the mightie loſſe that 
they hadſuſtained by his owne rebellious people and ſubiects, bought himſelfe as much as her 
Uked, ind paied pꝛeſent money fo2 the ſame. So that linter beyng ſpent out in Mos ko, and 
lach mes pꝛouided by them as ſerued fo2 England, they departed to S. Nicholas, and there 

in che monethof Auguſt: and hauing indured a very terrible paſſage in nine weekes 

Uthiee dayes, with ſome hardneſſe of victuals, contrary and furious windes, and other ſea ac- 
ments, they arriued at London in the moneth of October one thouſand fiue hundꝛed :uencie and 
and ſo made an ende of an vnfoztunate voyage, which if it had picaſed God to p2oſpcr, that 
Uthings had come home as ſafely as they were carcfully pꝛouided, and painfully laboured foz,

The Turkes ſapthat it was one Homer and his ſount Vin 
voc the Perſians lap that it was one Mortus Ali, which they would pooue in fl 
maner, They ſap there was a counſell talled to detide che matter who ſhould bet if 
ſucceſſour : and after they had called vpon Bahumet to reueale vnto them his will and plea 
yand therein, there came among thema UleLhrard,who veclarevehat ic was $ahumrts plein 
Mortus Ali ſhould bee his ſucceſſbur, This Mortus Ali was a valiant man, and flew Homer 
Turkes pꝛophet. De had a ſwoꝛdthat he fought withall, with the which he conquered al he er 
mies, and killed as many as he ſtroke , Then Mortus Ali died, there came a holy prophit, W. 

gaue them warning that ſhoxtly there would come a white Camell, vpon the which hee <9 

chem to lap the body #ſ\wowof Mortus Ali, andtoſuffer the Camel to caric it whither * 
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che which being perfourmed,the ſad white camell caried the ſwoꝛd and body of Mortis Ali vu- 

che lea ſide, and che camell going a good way into the ſea, was with the [wozd and body of 
locus Ali taken vp into heauen, foz whole returne they baue lgng looked in Perſia. Aud

flew of his armie about an hundꝛech thouſand men, who after his returne, was by his father caſt 
intopziſon,and there contimueth vntil this day: foz his father the Shaugh,had him in ſuſpition that 
he would haue pnt hum downe, and haue taken the regiment vuto himſelfe. 

Their opinion of Chalk is, that hee was an holy man, and a great Pꝛophete, but not like vnto det — 
Mahumet: ſaying, that Mahumet was the laſt pꝛophet, by whome all things were fuuſhed, and 
wastherefoze che greateſt, To pwoue that Chuſt was not Gods ſoune, thep ſap that God had

The moſt part of ſpices which commeth into Perſia, is bought from the Jſlande of Ormus, 
ſituate in the qulfe of Perſia, called Sinus Perſicus, betwerne the maine lande of Perſia and Ara- 
du, t. The Portingals touche at Ormus both in their vopage to Eaſt India, aud home warde a- 
qaine, and frum thence bꝛing all ſuch ſpices as are occupied in Perſia aud the regions there a- 
uu: in of pepper they bzing very ſmall quantitie,aud that at a very deare piice. 

The Turkes oftentimes bzing pepper from Mecha in Arabia,whichthey ſell as good cheape 
asthat whichis bought from Ormus, Silkes are bzought from no place, but are wought all 
uthei one cauntrey. Ormus is within two nules of the maine lande of Perſia, and the Por- 
eee e which they pay tribute to the Shaugh dn king of 


(Cithin Perſia, they haue neither golde noz iluer mines, yet haue they coyned money, boch of Their monep, 
calde andſiluer,andafſo other ſmall monets of copper. There is bought into Perſia an incredi: 
ble ſumme of Dutch dolers, which fo the moſt part are there employed in ra we ſilke. 

They haue fe we bookes, and leſſe learning. and are fo the moſt part very bꝛutiſh in all kinde of Tyeit hookes 
vod ſtientes, ſauinq in ſome kind ol ſilke woꝛkes, and in ſuch things as pertaine tothe furniture and larnung. 
tt honſes, in the which they are paſſing good. 

Theirlawes are, as is their religion, wicked and deteſtable, And if any man offend the pzince, Jud was the 
tepuniherh it extreemely, not onely in the perſon that olfendeth, but alſo in his childzen,andin Pacrdomiaus 
ummy as are of his kinne.Theft and murther are often puniſhed, yet none otherwiſe then pleas o tralen.

tooke ol them the Admirall, wherein were left but 3. men, the reſt were fledde toſhoare ham 
boates amongſt the woods vpon Tuttec . an which ſhippe hee ſet fire and burnt her, Hee loten 
foure moze of thoſe ſhippes which are nowe here, and one ſhippe eſcaped him: out of which lan 
ſhippes ſome of the men fled in their boates and ſo eſcaper, others were ſlaine in fight,and one x 
chem when they ſawe they coulde not eſcape, caſtthemſelues willingly into the Sea, and wry 
dꝛowned. So that in thele 5. ſhippes were left but 83. men. 

The ſaide William Borough when her came hither to Narue, finding here Chriſſopte 
Hodſdon afozename, both the ſaide Chriſtopher and William, together in che name of fir v1. 
liam Garrard, and the reſt of their whole Companie and fellowſhip, did p2eſent vnto your ich 
neſle ofthoſe Freeboters taken by our ſhippes 82, men, which wee de liuered here vato Koen 
Voi voda the 13. ofthis moneth, One man of thoſe Freebooters we haue kept by vs,whoſe nan 
ts Haunce Snarke a Captaine. And the cauſe why we haue done it is this: When we ſhould hun 
delivered him with the reſt of his felowes vnto the Viouodaes officers, there were cf our Engith 
men moze then 50. which fell on their knees vnto vs, requeſting that hee might bereſerueiudy 
ſhippe, and carrted backe into England: and the cauſe why they ſo earneſtly intreated in him u 
chat ſome of thoſe our Engliſhmen had bene taken with Freeboorers, and by his meanes in 
their liues ſaued, with great fauour beſides, whichchey found at his hands. Wherefoze ifit pleaſe 
pour highneſſe to permit it, we will carry him home with vs into Eng land, wherein weerequt 
pour Paieſties fauour : notwithſtanding what you command of him ſhalbe obſerued. 

Dee haue alſo ſent our ſeruant to your highneſle with ſuch beſtellings and wiitings unn 
found in thoſe ſhippes : whereby your Maieſtie may ſee by whome, and in what oer they wer 
fet out, and what they pzetended, which wit ings wee haue commended vnto Kneze Yorive pour 

Viouoda at Plaſco, by dur ſeruant. And haue requeſted his furtherance for the ſafets 
ltuerte of them to your Maieſties handes : which wiitings when you haue peruſed, weedeſireha 
they may be returned vnto vs by this our ſeruant, as ſpeedily as map be : fo2 theſe ſhippes whic 


we now haue here, will be ſoone diſpatched from hence,fo2 that wee haue not goods to lade abu 


the halfe ofrhem, And the cauſe is, we haue this winter ( by pour Pateſties oder) bent kext fron 
trafiquing, to the companies great loſſe, But hoping pour Maieſtie will hereafter haut tuin 
ration thereof, and that we may haue free libertie to traſique in all parts of your Paieſties Cow 
treis, accowing to the pꝛiuiledge giuen vnto vs, wee pꝛay foz your Maieſties health, ni un 
rous ſutteſſe to the pleaſure of God, From Narue the 15. of July.

After they potage (which was made of 
rice) tus done, and likewiſe they bopled meat, there came in platters of rice ſodden thicke, and 
hoy mingled withall: after all which, came a ſheepe roſted whole, which was brought in a tray, 
and ſet before the captaine: he called one of his ſeruitours, who cut it in pieces, andlaying thcrof 
un divers platters, ſet the ſame befoze the captaine: then the captaine gaue to . Garrard and 
ks company one platter, and to his gentlemen another, andto them which could not well reach 
ut meat fromthe platters which were befoze him. Diuers queſtions he had with . Garrard 
anChiſtopher Burrough at ſupper time, about their diet, inquiring whether they eat fiſh oz ficſh 
boluntarily, on by oder. They? dainke in thoſe parts is nothing but water. After ſupper (wal- 
kiginthe garden) the captaine demanded ol M. Garrard, whetherthe vſe was in England to 
li in the houſe oz in the garden, and which he had beſt lik ing ol: he anſwered, where it pleaſed 
hin, butchey2 vſe was to [ye in houſes : thereupon the captaine cauſed beds to be ſent mto the 
houle fo them, and cauſed his kinſman to attend on them in the night. if they chanced to want any 
thing: he himſelfe with hi gentlemen and ſouldiozs lying in the garden. 

Jathe moꝛning very early he ſent hozſe lo the reſt of the company which ſhould go to Derbent, 
[nding bychemchat went tenne ſheepe fon the ſhippe,, In that village there was a Stoue, into 
which the captaine went in che moming, requeſting M. Garrordto go alſo to the ſame to waſh 
kunſelfe, which he did. Shoxely after they comming out of the Stoue, whileſt they were at 
beakfaſt, . Turnbull, M. Taylboyes, and Thomas Hudſon the M. of the ſhippe, came thither, 
and whenthey had all bzoken the yn faſts, chey went to Backow : but Chyiſtopher Burrogh retur · 
wtothe ſhip,fo2 that he had hurt his leg, and could not well endure thattrauell. And from Bac- 
kowthey ppoceeded towards Derbent, as it was by the captaine pꝛomiſed, being actompanyed on 
den way an thexſafeconduct. with a gentleman, and certaine ſouldiozs, which had the captaine 

backow his letters to the Baſha of Derbent, very friendly uitten in they? behalfe , In they 
burneyto Derbent they fozſooke the oꝛdinary wayes, being very dangerous, and trauelled tho⸗ 
mw woods till they came almoſt to the towne of Derbent: and then the gentleman road befoze 
viththe capcaines letters co the Baſha, to certiſie him of the Engliſhmerchants comming, who 
nung the letters, and vuderſtanding the matter, was very glad of the newes, and ſent fozth to 
we chem, certame ſouldtozs gunners, who met them about two miles out of the towne, ſalu- 

ting 
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anda Ruſſe interpꝛetour: that night they road from the ſea ſide, to a village about ten miles off, — 
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ling: videlicet, one hundzed pieces of karſies, ſeuen bad clothes, two barrels of cochentia. in 


ting them with great reverence, and afterwardes road befoze them: then againe met them mi 

ſouldiours, ſomewhat neerer the caſtle, which likewiſe hauing done chep? lalutations wog 
them, and then came fozth noble men, captaines, and gentlemen, to receme them into the cl 
and to une. As they entted the caſtle there was a ſhot of twenttz pietes of great ovinance 
Baſha ſent Þ, Turnbull a very fapze hozle with furniture to mount on, eſtetmed to be wha 
hundzed markes, and lo they were conueped to his pucſence: who after he hadcalked withchen, 
ſent fo} a coate of cloth of golde, and cauſed it to be put on . Turnbulles backe, andthey wig 
them all to depart, audtake chepz eaſe, fo that they were wearte ofthey tourney, andonthe my 
row he would calke further with chem , The next dap whenthefactozs came againe tothe plan 
of the Baſha, accopving to his appointment, they requeſted him that he would grant them his yy 
uilege, whereby they might craffike ſafely m any part andplaceofhis countrey, offering hun a 
if it pleaſed his ate ſtyto haue anpofthe commodities that they had bzought, and to uh 
minde therol to the captaine of Bac ko it ſhould be deliuered him accoꝛdingiy. The Baſhas wy 
ſwere was,that he would willingly giue them bis pyiwlege : pet foi that he regerdedchenlinn 
hauing come lo farre,andknowing the ſtate ol his country to be troubleſome,he wouldhauethen 
to bying they commodity thither, & there to make ſale of it, pzomiſinghe would pꝛouide ſuch com 
modities as they needed, and that he would be a defence vnto them, ſo that they ſhould not be ini 
ted by any: wherupon the factozs ſent Thomas Hudſon backe fo2 the ſhip to bꝛing bertoDerben, 
and the Baſhaſent a gentleman with him to the captame of Backow, to certifie him what us w 
cermined, which meſlage being done, che captaine of Backow,aut the Baſhaes meſſenger, accar, 
panied with a doo zen ſouldiours, went from Backow with Thomas Yudſon, and cametothe hy 
at Bildih the 1 1 dap of June. After the captaine aud his men had beene abooꝛd and ſerne the ly 
they all departed pyeſently, but the gentleman,meſlenger fromthe Baſha, with thee other Turks 
remained aboozd, and continued in the ſhippe till ſhe cameto Derbent: the latituve of Bildib bytþ 
uers obſeruattons is 40 degrees 25 minuts : the variation ofthe compaſle 1 0 degrees 40m 
from Noꝛth to Weſt , Alter the returne of Thomas Hudſou backt to Bildih, they were conſtrap 
ned to temayne there with the ſbippe thdugh contrary winden vntill che x 6 day of Junc um i 
the clocke in the moꝛning, at which time they weyed anker, ſet ſaile and departed chence towarks 
Derbent, and arriued at anker againſt Derbent Eaſt and by South from the ſayd caftleinfoure 
fathome and a halfe water, the 22 dayof June at ten of the clocke in themoning : then theytooks 
vpthey2ozdinance, which befoze they had ſtowed in holde for eaſing the ſhippe in her rowling, 
the afternoone the Baſha came downe to the water ſive againſt the ſhippe, andhauing the ud un 
nance placed, and charged, it was allſhotte off to gratifie him: and pyeſently afterhisdepartur 
backe. he permitted the factozs to come abooꝛd che ſhippe . The 29 dap they} goods were vun 
and carryedto the Baſhaes garden, where he made choyte of ſuch things as he liked, taking m 
ſome of euery fiue and twentie karſies, oꝛ whatſoeuer ane, q; after the rate of foure fo thehunyza, 
The factours after his choyce made, determined to ſend a part of the reſt ofthe coodstoBackon, 
fo? the ſpeedier making ſale thereof, foꝛ which cauſe they obteined the Baſhaes letter tothecap 
taiue of Backow, mitten very fauourably in them behoofe : and thereupon was laden and lara 
a ſmall boatofthat countrey iu merchandize, to the value (very neere) of one thouſand pound ſity 


barrels of tinne, foure barrels of ſhaffe . There went with theſame ofthe companyes ſernanted 
CUilliam Tinckle, Robert Golding, and Richard Relfe, with two Ruſſies,whereofone was 
intcrpyeto, beſides foure barkemen . They departed from Derbent with the ſapd barkethe 19 
of July, and arriued at Bildih the 2 5 dap: them paſſage and carriage of their goods to Bache 
was chargeable, although they ſales when they tame thither were (mall : they had great fried 
ſhip ſhewed them of the captaine of Backow,as well fo the Baſhacs letter, as alſo ſq the au 
ſakes, who had dealt friendly with him. as befoze is declared, Nobert Golding deſirons tov 
ſtand what might be done at Shamakie,which is a daies journey from Backow, went thither.tmn 
whence returning, he was ſet on by theeues, and was ſhot into the knee with an arrow, abo hae 
ric hardly eſcaped with his life and goodes, but that by good hap he killed one of the theenes hu 
with his caliucr,and ſhot a Turkechozow both cheeks with a dag, On the ſix day of Augult fart 
toꝛs being aduertiſed at Derben that they ſhip was ſorotten and weake, that it was doubefull 
would not carry them backe to Aſtracan,pidtherupon agree and bargen at that place with wÞ 
menian, whoſe name was lac ob, fo a barke called a Buſſe, being of burden about z 5 n 
which came that yeerefrom A'tracan,and was at that inſtant riding at an iſland called Zere u 
thyee oz foure leagues beyond oz to the Eaſtwardes of Bildih, which barke foz they mozeſale, 
they ment to haue with them in their returne to Aſtrac an, andtherupon wote vnto 9 
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Am Bacon, that they ſhould recetue the ſame Bulle. and lade in her their goods at Bildigh 
qberecurnedco Derbenr, and to diſcharge their firſt boate, which was obſerued by them accop 
ugly, Whenall ther goods were laden aboꝛde the ſaide Buſle at Bildigh, and being readie 
»haedeparted thence fo2 Derbenc, there aroſe a great ſozme with the winde out of the ſea,by 
ince whereof the cables and halſters were bo ken. and their veſſell put a ſhoare, and bꝛoken to pic- 
eg aqainſt the rockes: eucry of them that were in her ſaued their liues, and part of the goods. 
du chere was a Carobia 0} cheſte, wherein were dollers, and golve, which they had receiued 
commodities of the companie, which they ſolde at Backowe, which at the taking cut of 
he Bulle, fell by che barkes ſide tato the water amongſt the rockes, and ſo was loſt, The packes 
— _ not well take out of the Buſſe were alſo loſt, other thinges that were 
le they ſaued. 
day Auguft,the F actozs receiued from the Baſha 500, Batmans of rawe ſilke, partell 
ne made with him, who bade them come the next day fox the reſt of the barg aine. 

The 19. day the Factozs went to the Baſha accozding to his appointment, but that day they 
aud not ſpeake with him, but it was deliuered them as from him that they ſhould looke and con» 
der whether any thing were due vnto him oz not, which grieued the Factoꝛs, and thereupon M. 
Tunebul anſwered, that their heads and all chat they had were at the Baſhaes pleaſure; But then 
{was mſwered there was no ſuch matter in it: but that they ſhould caſt vp their reckonings,to 
ſee how it ſtood bet wer ne them. The 20.dap they caſt vp their reckonings, The 21. they went 
nhaue ſpoken with the Baſha,but were denied audience, 


The 22.day they heard newes by a Buſle that came from Aſtracan, that Arthur Edwards —_— — 


at Xltracan, 


(vhomethe F _ left at Altracan with the moitie of the goods) was dead, who departed this 
lfethe © 

The 23.dapthe Factoꝛs reteiued mozce from the Baſha 500, Batmans of ſilke, The 4,of 
Ieptember newes was bꝛought to Derbent, that Golding comming from Shamakie,was ſet 
mbytheeues (Turkes) and had hurt one of them. 

The 5, Tobias Atkins the gunners boy dien ol the flure, who was buried the 6, day 2. miles to 
the Southward ofthe Caſtle of Derbent, where the Armenian Chyſtians do vſually burie their 
un. About the 20. of September newes came to Derbent, that the Buſſe which they had 
bughtoflacob the Armenian as befoze, was caſt away at Bildih, but they recetued no certaine 
nves in miting from any of our people, 

The 26.of September was laden aboozdthe ſhippe 40. bales of ſilke. From the 26.cil the 2,of 
October, they tooke into the ſhippe, bead, water, and other neceſſary pꝛouiſion foz their ſea ſtoze; 
tie ſaid 2. day of October. che F actozs were commanded vpon the ſuddaine to auoyd their houſe, 
udgeechem with their pzouiſton out of the towne:Thereupon they were conſtrained to remoue 
mdcarrptherrchings to the ſea ſide againſt the ſhip,and remained there all the night. The cauſe 
ofthis ſudden auoyding them out of the cowne (as afterwards they perceined) was foz that the 
baſhahadreceiued newes of a ſupplie with treaſure that che Turke had ſent , which was then 
tte at hand comming towards him. | 

de;. day of October all things were bꝛought from the ſhoare abooꝛde the ſhip : and that day 
the Factors went to the Baſha tu take their leaue of him, vnto whom they recommended thoſe the 
Companiesſeruants,#c.which they had ſent to Backow . making accompt to leaue them behinde 
uche Cumtrey: who cauſed their names to be mitten, and pꝛomiſed they ſhould want nothing, 
Wieiniuriedof any, After this leaue taken, the Fattoꝛs went abooꝛd purpoſing pꝛeſently to 
iar ſit ſule and departed towards Aſtracan, the winde ſeruing well fo) that purpoſe at South 
Sotheaſt; And as they were readie to ſet ſaile there came againſt the ſhippe a man who weued: 
the boate was ſent a ſhoare to him, who was an Armenian ſent from William 
Wncoll,withhis waiting table s, wherein the ſaive Wincoll had witten bniefly, the miſhappe 
the loſſeof the Bulle, and that they were comming from Bildih to warde s Derbenr, they, and 
lchthings as they ſaued with a ſmall boate, fozccdto put aſhoare in a place by the ſea ſide called 
fr Armenian village: WIhereupon the F actos cauſed the ſhippe to ſtap hoping that with the 
y winde that then ble w they would come from the plate they were at to the ſhippe,but if 
bey duld not come with that winde, they ment to ſaile with the ſhippe, with the next winde that 
wouddſerue them, againſt the place where they were, y take them in il they coultzwhich ſtay and 
uleofthoſe Southerly windes, was a cauſe of great croubles, that they afterwards ſuſtained 
Naugh per. ft. entring the Volga as ſhalbe declared, 

Ur 4.daythe winde South Bouthealt, the ſhippe rode ſtill: This day Chriſtopher Bur- 
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02two, which ſhould goe in the ſhippe pallengers to Altracan. And being 1 
the comming in of che Turkes treaſure, being accompanied wich 200, ſouldierg, to, 
pioners, beſides Captaines and Gentlemen: the Baſha with his Captaines and Couldiers wy 
gallancly apparelled and furmſhed, went out from Derbent about thzee 02 foure miles u wy 
the ſatde treaſure. and receiuedthe ſame with great io ye and triumphe, Treaſure was the chek 
thing they needed, foꝛ not long befoze, the ſouldiers were readie to byeake into the Cour 
the Baſha oz their pay: there was a great mucenie amoneft chem, becauſe hee had lung 
and not pre them their due. The treaſure came in 7. wagons, and with it were bought, 
pieces of bzaſſe. | 

Ju the parts of Media where they were, there was no commoditie to bee boughtof yy 
lue,but raw? lilke, neither was that to bee had but at the Baſhaes handes: who ſhoztly aft hm 
comming thither taxedthe Countrey foz that commoditie. His dealing with our Parchagss 
it was not wich equitie in all points accozding to his bargaine, ſo it was not exttetme il. 
the commodities they carried hee tooke the chieteſt part, foz which hee gaue but a null nn 
reſpect of the value it was chert wozth, and becauſe he had pꝛouided ſuch quantitie ol unmom 
fo them, which otherwiſe they coulde not haue had, the Countrey being ſo troubleſomt an 
uaile by land ſo dangerous, he vled them at his pleaſure, 

The newes that was repozted vnto them at Aſtracan touching the warres bert br 
Turkes and Perſians differed litle from the trueth: Foz the Turkes armie with unde it 
Crims, (being in nomber by the inkoꝛmation of 2. Spaniards that ſerued in thoſe warres, unn 

200000, \t11aded & conquered the Couucrey of Media in Anno 1577. QAhen the gien Tum 
vnderſtood ofthe conqueſt,he appointed Oſman Baſha(the ſaid Baſha,and now CaptaineofDe. 
bent) gouernout of the whole Countrep, who ſettled himſelfe in Shamakie the chiefe Cites 
Media, and puncipal place of trafique, vnto whome was ſent from the great Turke,inſigud 
cation of the gratefull acceptation ofhis ſeruice and the great conqueſt, a ſwozd of great value, 

After the ſaide Baſha had bzought the Counetey in ozder to his liking, and plates gain 
where hee thought conuenient, the armie was dilſolued and ſent backe: Ihen the Perſan u 
derſloode that the Turkes armie was diſſolued and returned. the y gathered a powertogecher,,v 
with the Queene of their Countrey as chiefe, they entred the Countrey of Media, andourrram 
the ſame with fire and ſwo2d-deſtroping whatfoeuer they founde, as well people, cattell as wh 
ſocuer els, that might be commodious to the Turkes,And after they had ſo otterrunne the Ca 
trey,they came to Shamakie, where the ſaide Baſha Lieutenant generall of the great Curt un 
ſectled,and beſieged it: wherevpon the. Baſha ſecing hee coulde not long indure to wich 
them, fledde thence to Derbent where he now remameth. 

Derbent is a ſtrong Caſtle which was built by Alexander the great, the ſituation whereoſs 
ſuch, that the Perſians being without Oꝛdinance, are not able to winne it but by famine, Wha 
the Turkes were fled from Shamakie, the Perſians entredthe ſame and ſpoyledit, leauing then 
in neither liuing creature noꝛ any commoditic,and ſo returned backe into Perſia, and ſettled then 
ſclues about Teueris, where there grewe ſome queſtion among them foz che kingdome, At 
wards the Perſians hauing intelligence of an armie from the Turke comming into Media, 
thered themſelucs together in a great armie and encountring the ſaide Turkes, ſet pon tren 
the ſudden,and vanquiſhed them, putting them all to the ſwozde, This ouerthzowe ofthe Turks 
grieued the Baſha of Derbent, and made him to haue the moꝛe care fo? his owne ſafetie, 
Moꝛeouer. newes was bzought vnto him that che Kiſel Baſhaes, (that is to ſap the nobles # e 
tlemen of Perſia ) were minded to ſet vpon him, and that neere vnto Backow there lay mu 
readie to beſiege it, Ahereupon the Baſha oftentimes would ride about the CaſfleofDerdent 
viewing the ſame, and the ſpꝛings that did come to it and where he ſaw any cauſe of refomationi 
was amended. 

The Latitude of Derbent ( by divers obſeruations exactly there made) is 41,eg.52. The 
riation of the Compaſſe at that place about 1 1, degrees from Month co Tell.

{ed about foure leagues the winde ſcanted Caſterly, ſo that they were foxcedto ancre inthyee fa-

en e m tbey wapedancre,and bare further off into the ſea, where they ancredin 7, fathome 
water,che ſhippe being very leke and ſo rotten abafte the maine maſte, that a man with his nailes 
might ſcrape though her lide, 

Che /. day about 7. ofthe clocke in the mozning, they ſet ſaile. the winde Southweſt, They 
anſdered the time ofthe peere was farre ſpent, the ſhip weake, leke and rotten, andthcrefoze de⸗ 
ermining not to tary any longer foꝛ Wincoll and his fellowes but to leaue them behinde, bent 
themſelues directly towards Altracan : and ſapling Noꝛth Noztheaſt vntill midnight about 1 6. 
winde then came to the Noꝛth Noxthweſt, and blew much. a very ſtonne, which cau⸗ 
ſeothem to take in all their ſailes,ſauing the foze coꝛſe, with which they were fozced to ſteere be» 
ur the ſea, South by weſt, and South ſouthweſt, And on the 8. day about 2. ofthe clocke in the 
maning their great boate ſunke at the ſhips ſterne, which they were fozced to cut from the ſhippe 
tocheit great griefe aud diſcomfort : log in her they hoped to ſaue their liues il the ſuppe ſwoulde 
have miſcaried, About 10,ofthe clocke befoze noone they had ſight of the lande about . leagues 
> the South of Derbent, and bare longſt the coaſt tothe Southeaſtwards vnto Nezauov, where 
che» came at ancre in 3. fathoms and blacke oze, goodancre holde, whereof they were glad as al- 
ſothat the winde was ſhifted to the Noxthweſt, and but a meane gale, Wincoll and the reſt of

Ene J enter intothe declaration of mine ambaſſage into Moſcouie it ſhall not 
be amiſſe bꝛietely to declare the occaſion therof. Therefore it is to be vnderſtood 

that John Baſiliwich the Emperour of Ruſſia, in the vetre 1 5 8 2, ſent ouet 
1 into Eng land, as his ambaſſadour, one Phcodor Andre wich Spiſemskie, a ve: 
rie diſcreet and aged councelloꝛ of his, accompanyed with a lecretarie named 
Neodatza Gawralo, who were wafted hethet with a warlike ſluppe called che 
where af one M. Chuſtopher Carlile, a gentlman iadued with many good partes, was 
nh in that, and partly fo2 the ſafe waſting of the reſt ot the fteete againſt the Dane appointed 


— ambaſſadour, with all his traine, to the number of aboue twentit perſons, hauing 

keene entertemed and vſed heere very honourablic both by her Maieſtie and her ſuviccts, beſought 

Highneſſe to ſend an ambaſſidour home with him vnto his Maiſter, with commiſſion to con- 

une ſuch matters of impo2tance as he was ſent about into theſe parts, Wherupon J was choſen 

ſgchat ſeruice : and after J had receiued oꝛder fo2 my pit paration, and had my commiſſion deliue- 

eedbntome, with two letters from her Maieſtie to the Emperour,xthe articles here agreed vpon 

with his ambaſſadour, as alſo mine inſtructions, with the doleances and petitions ofour Engliſh 

merchants, I tooke my leaue in Court to pꝛocted in my voyage.

(zutations, they tolde me tley hadto ſayto me from the Emperour : J anſwered that it was wel- 
come, ind tequeſted them ta deliuer what they had m charge. Thus after the rehearſing of a long 
file, both they and my ſelfe being lighted from our hoꝛſts, they deliuered what they had to ſay, 
duch were nothing but welcomes and meſlages of fauour : ſo we went agayne to hoꝛſbacke, and 
teyhought me to my lodging in Moſco . J was not in my lodging one quarter of anhoure, but 
there came a gentleman from the Emperour , and bought me a ſupper readie dyeſt of the Empe · A upper li 
mme. And after rehearſing of the Emperours ftile, aud deliuerie of his meſſage, he ſate Emgernur 
wine to ſupper, where he would haue duucu me to haue taſted of eucry ſundzie meats and pinks 
— goodueſſe (as hee termed it) 02 tis he would ſap, that J did not actept it as 7 


The Friday net after, being the fourth ol October, there came to me from the Emperour a 
Ancipall ſecrztaric, who bug it me a dinner from che Emperour, meaning himſelfe to dine 
uche. Ve tame, giuing me a very ſhoꝛt warning, and ſo founde me ſicke in my bedve : how- 
vis no remedie, but the dinner mul be ſet vpon a table at my beddes ſive, and ſo it was,

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Ind yet were they not lo latillied therewith, out J mult eit her take and caſt my 1 
ſhoulders, aud ſit vp, and taſte of ſomewhat oz cls the Emperour woulde imagine that lowry 
him not, aud that J ſcomed his ſending to nie. Thus J was faine colatiſke in part theſc ma 
vuadle requeſts : andſo we two departed mkindneſle, 

The 14 of October there came to viſite me another ſecretaric, whoſe name wos Sau Frolle 
und to aſke me if I had any ſecret matter to ſend tothe Emperour, to whome J anſwertd gy 7 
Fad none, and ſo after alittle ſpace he left me. 

Che next day the Emperour ſent a gentleman to me, and would haue had me to haut tum 
Coqre the Sunday next following, but J was ſicke and could not: but the Tut ſday then nat 
lomiug, being the 16, of October, J lent to intreat that I might ſce his Maieſtie on the Thur 
day next inſuing: which was granted me: yet the very next day J had a countermand, andthy 
the Thurſday ſeuent night J ſhould come to Court. 

Thurſday being come, which was the 24 of October, there came gentlemen to my lodging y 
accompany me zo Court, where J dmedin the pꝛeſence ofthe Emperour, and all my men da 
ther booꝛd, in the preſence ofthe Emperoꝛ allo, 

Then J was ſet at che table, the Emperoꝛ commanded a company of gentlemen to ſt vum 
by me, to accompany me as he ſapd, and J had vpon the ſudden no comely meanes to ſhunnt l. 

was no ſooner returned to my lodging, after my going from Court, but the Empernſac 
after me a gentleman ol his, and good ſtoꝛe of dzinke, to potſiuae ( as they terme it) me andmy pw 
ple: ſo was J foꝛted to ſit dꝛinki ig with them, till ſome of vs had tuo much. 

The next Tueſday following, being the 29 ofthe moneth, there came to me the woontedcom 
pany that inuited me befoze,to ſummon me to Court, | 

edneſday being the 33 day of October, the gentlemen tame ſoꝛ me, and ſo J went againets 
Court, and was mette (as the day befoze) with two ſundꝛie companyes of gentlemen, the ont il 
better degree then the other: and ſo was conueyedtothe Emperoꝛs preſence, who ſtraightwap i 
ter Jhaddonemp duety to him, bad me ſit downe, without vſing any other ſpeeches oz enten 
ment vnto me: neither had J ſitten two minuts of an houre, but the Empero? ſent his cl 
to me, to will me to rety2e my ſelfe to another chamber, whether J was guided by my woonted 
companions, 

"had not beene long in that other chamber, but there came to me Mekita Romanowich, Bo. 
dan Belskoy, Andrew Shalcan the chancelloz, all thzee chiefe councellozs,and Sauio Frolle pit 
cipall ſecretaxic. 

They demanded of me what it was that J had to ſay to the Empcrour from the Queent mymb 
ftreſſe . I anſwered that J was rather ſent to hearke then to ſpeake: fo? it is not vnknowneto all 
pour honours (quoth J) that the Emperour hath lent to the Queene my miſtreſſt. intreatingher 
to ſend a gentleman of hers vnto him, naming what kinde of perſon he deſired to be ſent towarts 
bim: and fo2 ſuch an one as he deſired to be ſent, her Maieſtie hath allowed me, commandingme 
hicher toknowe his Maieſties pleaſure ; as then J was ready to doe his Paicſtic what ſeruiceJ 
might. 

They tolde mee that the Queene had witten to the Emperour, that ſhee had deliueredher 
minde in all potutes, that had beene ſpaken of, and that J ſhoulde reſolue his Baicſtiein turm 
thing, 

I tolde them that J was made pꝛiuie to thus much, that the Emperour had ſent tothe Querie 
to haue a perpetuall league with her aieſtie, and that his ambaſſadour had delineredche articts 
of his Maieſties deſire to the Queene, and the Queene had cauſed her anſwere to euery artillt iu 
be deliueredtothe Emperours ambaſſadour, to be pꝛeſented to his Maieſtit, as J well unt 
they were: I therefoze locked that rather there ſhould be ſome what ſayd to me, touching thelb 


king oꝛ miſliking of thoſe articles, then any thing (till then) to be looked for fromme. 


They yet replyed, that it was the courſe in all partes, that the ambaſſadours Fouldveliucrthe 
cauſe of they comming: J ani wered that J knew it well, but that caſe was altered in mycow 
ming, in as much as J was ſent foꝛ, and (in all lkelihood) to haue ſomewhat to be ſaydto mt: dy 
this tune they ſeemed to linde the argument reaſonable, ſaying they wo uld goe tell the Emperor 
what J had ſayd, 

Erelong they returned with this anſwere from the Empcreur , that now the mowing wad 
well ſpent, ſo as I could not conueniently ſpeake with the Emperour any moze chat day, butts 
next time that J came to Court, J ſhoulde, and that againſt then they would haue they ane 
ready to the articles, and ſo left me: and I returned to my lodging with ſich like fart well a1 
had welcome, ſauing that 7 ſaw the Emperour no moꝛe that day Ty 
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"The Caeſdap nert following, being the lirt of z20uember,J was ſummoned by my we onted 
u £9 be at the Court the next day: and the next day the gentlemen, accopding to theꝛ n foꝛ⸗ 
foʒ me to my lodging. 


1 came to Court, and into the Emperours pꝛeſence, J had no ſooner ſaluted him. arid

The Fridaythen nertfollowing, bemg thethirteenthdapof December, J was calledagine 
to Court, and the Emperour ſpake with mee, but yet with ſire oz ſeuen of his councell about hun: 
and J was willed befoze my then going to Court (by a councellour that was ſcnt crpreſlytochae 
end) that J ſhould leaue off my ſwozd, which J had alwayes wozne till then. Aud furtherthemyz 
ning when J went, tholt gentlemen that came fo2 me did will me from che Cmperour, that] 
ſhould not haue about me neither dagger noꝛ knife, 

The Emperoz The Cmpcrour did make tauill, that the Tng{tſhmerchantes dꝛd bying him nothing that vas 
dung dur ner; good. and compared olde gaberdines of his owne of ſkarlet with ſuch ſkarlets asthenerchaus 
chants wares, hadthen bzought him, which ſkarlets were in the merchauts opinions, the belt piece of claththace 
uer came in Ruſſia: and in truthit was the better cloth, 

Ve found fault alſo with parſement laces that the merchants had alſo then bꝛought him cem 
ring them with laces vpon his olde cloakes, ſuch as the faſhion was woe out in England tui 
peeres ſince , JNothing pleaſedthat day. 

The Tedneſdap then next following, being the eighteenth day of December, J went againe 
to Court after ſuch ſummons as of cuſtome, when the Emperour talked with me, and his cow 
cell about him, but not ſo many as befo2e, but bſed the like cauelling as the other time he ud: iet 
ming as though he would make no moꝛe ret kouing to haue any anutie with the Qucenes Pais 
ſtie, vanting himſelfe quite beyond his compaſle, challenging me. as he had done cre then, um 
oo much ſtoutneſle, reckoning vp great numbers of ambaſſavours that had come to him ſtom m 
ny great pꝛinces, but that not any that bare himſelfe ſo ſtout as J did, oz would challenge his plat 
to be ſo great. 

I d his Maieſtie to haue patience (fo2 he had then none within my ſeeing) and nottowdge 
of me in his choller,and then he would finde that J had not at any time done ought that becameme 
not: ſaping further that J had beſtowed my tune very ill, hauing all my life tune berne hrung 
vp - Court aud fozren nations, if I had not learned with what duety to vſe a pzmuce, vert ee 
uer lo great. 

Akter theſe extreme iarres ( wherm Jvſed moꝛe patience then J had) we grew talmer. and p 
ted ſuch friends (reconciled as it were) as pꝛeſently vpon my arriuall in my lodging. he len 
bis gentlemen to potſiuate me, which was the greateſt token of his fauour that mig ht be. then 
. — thzeaten to ſend me of his olune incat as ſoone as his Leut was ended, which houldie 
at Chuſtmas. ; 

Upon New yeeres day J went agayne to Court vport ſunnnons, as ofcuſtome, having ont 
ly the bare intertainement that J had beene woonted to, which was onely to ſec the 
eyes, aud was willed to goe to the Councell chamber, whither the councell came vnto me, ad 
readde vnto mee the articles which had beene in Englande deliuered to the ambaſſadour : 82 
when they had readde them, they aſkedme if J had commiſſion to coufirme them. J anſwered 
_ T — aſſure them, that the Queenes Maieſtie woulde not goe from them, if her requeſts 
tooke place. 

They then aſkedmee (as they had done before then) if J had no power by commiſſin to ain 
them ꝛ J aunſwered that J had not: and tolde that the Qucene my Miullreſſe, had therm 
yeelded ſo farre to ſatiſfie the Emperours deſire, as with honour ſee might, and ſu kan 
as ſhee did imagine , the Emperour woulde rather haue taken extreame kindelye , an 
once ſeemed to haue miſliked oz dilſallo wed ante parte thereof , And J ſayde 11.

pedhimſelfe well towards me, the Emperours diſpleaſure was vpon him, and koꝛ his fault was fir Acrom 
out of his place, and that the Emperours meauing was to doe me right, vpon euery man that 
in monged mec: and then they called into pꝛeſence Sakair, to ſhewe him vnto me as a man cons 
med to pꝛiſon, and further to receiue ſuch puniſhment, as vpon exanunation of his faults, hee 
fouldbe found to haut deſcrued, 
Touchtug the Chauceller. Janlwered no moze but that J foundethat the Emperourspurpoſe 
wis to doe the Queene my Miltreſſe right : 703 the others, Sakayr aud one other Gentleman, 
whohad alſo behaued huntelfe ill towards me, J intreated the great duke, andthe reſt, that they 
wouldin my name be ſitters to his Mateſtie.to pardon them at my humble ſuite,and ſaive,that if 
they had not had better backes then their owne, that were their ſetters on, they durſt neuer haue 
gfcred me a wꝛong. 
This ſuite was much liked, and they all pꝛomiſed to ſay to the Emperour all that they had 
heardof me, and ſo they tooke their leaue of me, willing me to retire to my lodging. 
The Tueſdap next after, J was ſummoned againe to Court, againſt the next day, which 
was no ſooner done, but the chieke Decretarie came to mee ſent from the Emperour onely to 
kioweofmee, whether my cone (as they terme it) were, and had bene deliuered mee actoꝛding

Uyon this ſuddaine arriuall, my Priſtaues, Maſters of houſholde, after our reckoning, foꝛ

with me, ſent to mee in great haſte, that J would be ſo good vnto them, as to ſap, that J 
hadhad euerything accoꝛding to the Emperours appointment: ko; if J ſhoulde haue tolde the

There remayned nothing in the fozeſaide Articles, but the confirmation of them by ſeale,

But inthe meane time it fell out ſo vufoztunately that the Emperour fell ſicke, and within a gy, vearh of 
{ewedayes died: After whoſe death, the foꝛeſaide Counſellers, who not long befoze were ag the ode Ems 
guat my friendſhip, as J was alſo of theirs, gre we agaiue to be of their fozmer authoutie, and ur. 
then beganne to reuenge themſelues vpon mee, at their pleaſure, Foz Mekita and Shalkan, 
lut met bp immediatly in mine owne houſe, (as it were a cloſe p2iſoner,) ſothat foꝛ the ſpace of 
eichto2 nine weekes, J was fozced with all my companie to keepe within dooꝛes, not ſo much

Beſides this. they tooke from me the liberall allowance of diet, which the late Emperour had 
craunted me,yeelding ſuch lender and ill fare, as enuious ſtomackes coulde afoozde, with manp 
ther dig nities, which foz modeſties ſake J here ſuppꝛeſſe. 

Al this while I ſued foz my diſpatche, which J ſhould haue had befo2e the Emperour died, 
kit coulde by no meanes obtaine it, ſuch was the pleaſure of Mekita and Shalkan, But after 
in andtedious de laye, they ſent mee woꝛde at laſt ouernight,to come to Court the next day to 
t my diſpatch, Chicher being come, whereas euertofoze J had bene mette within Coun» 
ſell, wich many ok the greateſt and graueſt Counſailers, I was nowe onely intertained by this 
Shalcan, and a bꝛother of his, and one other meane Gentleman, whome J hadneuer ſecnetill 
then, Who deliuered to mee fo; reſolution from the newe Emperour , that hee had no Theodoe the

Shnitly after I was willed to come againe to Court tu take my leaue of the Emperour, and

it) diſpatche, deliuered vnto mee a letter, which hee had wiicten to her Maicftie, which J re-

— 4 of was committed to one r Hugh Willoughbie knight, a goodly Gentleman

diother n furniſhed.to wit, The Bona Speranca, the Edward Bonaduenture, aud the Confidentia. Tht 
act vopage. Edward Bonaduenture, Richard Chanceller being Pilote, and Steuen Burrough 
utng diſcouered Wardhouſe vpon the coaſt of Finmarke, by ſtozme oz fogge from the 
rell, found the bay of d. Nicholas nome the chiefe pont fo2 Ruſſia, there wihcred in ſaferie, and had 
ayde of people at a village called Newnox, 

The other two ſhippes atrempelng furcher Notthwards ( as appeared by pamphlets founde

wels, and chatnes, Theſe were found to be no Courtiers, but ancient Poſcouits, inhabi⸗ 
uus and other their merchants ofcredite, as the manner is, furniſhed thus from the TUardrobe 
md Treaſurie,waiting and wearing this apparell foz the time, and lo to reſfoje it, 

Then entring into the Preſence, being a large roome flowed, with carpets, were men ol moꝛe e⸗ 
tate. and ticher ſhe we, in number aboue an hundzed ſer ſquare : who after the ſaive Engliſhmen 
came in, doing reuerence.they all ood vp, the Pꝛince onely ſitting, and pet riſing at any occaſion, 
when our Ring and Queenes names were read oz ſpoken , Then after ſpeeches by interpꝛetati · 
in aut men killing his hande, and bidden to dinner, were ſtated in another roome, and at dinner 
tought thzough,where might be ſerue maſſie ſiluer and gilt plate, ſome like # as big as kilder- 
uns and waſhbowles,and entring the dining place, being the greater roome, the Pꝛince was ſet 
hare headed, his crowne and rich cappe tanding vpon a pinnacle by.

mes of vuciuil Tartarians,encountred,aud in danger: but keeping compante with merchants of 
Bactria,0 Boghar,and Vrgemegrauailing with camels,he with his companie, wentto Beg 
and no further, whoſe entertainment of the king is to be had of alter lenkinſon, which tetuntr 
anno 1559. to Moſcoute, And in anno, 1 560, he, with Henry Lane, came home into England 
which veere was the firſt ſafe returne, without loſſe of ſhipwacke, oꝛ dead fraight, nd burmngy, 
And at this time was the firſt traffike tothe Narue in Liuoma, which confines with Luan 
all the dominions of Ruſſia, with the markets, faites, commodꝛities, great towncs, and nuers ven 
ſent vnto by diuers ſeruants: the repoztes were taken by Henry Lane, Agent, and delwertdte 
the companie, 1561. The trade to Rie, and Reuel ol olde time hath bene long ſince ſrequentedhy 
our Eng liſh nation, but this trade to the Narue was hitherto concealed from vs by the Danskers 
and Lubeckers. 

Anno 1 561, the ſaid aſter Anthony lenkinſon, went Agent into Ruſſia, who the nert peere 
after. paſſing all the riuer ol Volga, to Aſttacan, and ouet the Caſpian ſea, arriued in Perſia, aud 
opened the tradethither, 

Alſo betweene the peeres of 1 568. and 1 572, ſundzp voyages after Maſter Ienkinſons, were 
made by Thomas Alcocke, Arthur Edwards, aſter Thomas Banniſter, and Maſter Geffrey 
Ducket.whoſe returne,if ſpoile neere Volga had not pꝛeuented by rouing thetues. had altogether

Arthur Edwards was ſent againe 1579. and died in the voyage at Aſtracan , g bout which 
matters, are to be remembzed the voyages of Maſter Thomas Randolph Eſquire, ® mbaſſadn, 
anno 1567, And late of Sir Hierom Bowes, anno 1 583, both tending and treating fen further 
diſtoueries, freedomes, c puuiledges, where with J medle not.

Nche veere 1588, was ſent Ambaſſada from her Highnes, inte the Countrey 
lol Ruſſia, Giles Fletcher, Doctqꝑ of the Ciuill Law, aſwel to treat with the rt w 
emperour Pheodor Iuanowich, about league and amitie, in {tke manner 2s 
i \] was befoze with his father Iuan Vaſilowich, as alſofo2 the recſtabliſhing and 
eeducing into oder the decaied trade of our Engliſhmen there. Thonotwith 
g ming at his firſt arriuall at the Mosko, founde ſome partes of harde enter 
tainment.by meanes of certaine rumoꝛs, tonteruing the late nauall victozie, which was chert te 
poxted to haue fallen on the Spaniſh ſive, as alſo f ſome diſlike conceaued againſtthe punker 
ged trade of our Engliſh merchants.Net in the ende obtained ol the Emperour many good and 
equall conditions, and was courteouſly and honozably diſmiſſed by him. The pyincipall pointes 
which he intreated of, and were granted vnto him by the ſaid Emperour, were theſe: 
1 Acontinuation of league and amitie, betweene hit Highnes, and the ſaide Empetou

This gentleman conducted the Engliſh amballado} athouſand miles vp the riuers of Duy. 
na and Soughana, to a citie called Vologda, where receiued him another gentleman ſent from 
the Empcroz, a man of better countenance then the other, who pꝛeſented the ambaſſadoz from che 
Emperoꝛ with two faire geldings well furniſhed afterthey2maner, 

At acitie called Veraſſaue vpouthe rincr Volga there met the ambaſſadoʒ a duke well accom: 
panied, ſent from the Emperoꝛ, who preſented him from the Emperoꝛ a coach and ten geldy 
to; the more eaſie conueying of him to Mulco, from whence this city was diſtant ftuehunyzey 
miles, 

Two miles on this ſide Muſco there met the ambaſſadour foure gentlemen of good ac 
accompanied with two hundꝛed hoꝛlle: who after a little ſalutation, not familiar, withoutimby, 
cing, tolde him that they had to ſap to hem from the Emperour, and would haue had him lighton

Their meſſage being deliuered, and after hauing embzaced ech other, they conductcdche ſaid 
ambaſſzdoz to his lodging at Muſco,a houſe builded of purpole foz him,themſelues being placed 
inthe — houſe to it, as appointed to furniſh him of all pꝛouiſions, and to be vſed by him vpon all 
other occaſion s. 

The ambaſſa dour hauing beene ſome dayes in Muſco, and hauing in all that time beent yery 
honoꝛably vſed from the Emperoꝛ (foz ſuch was his will) though ſome of his chiefeſt councelias 
(as is ſaid) had another purpoſe, and didoften times cunningly put it in vſe : Oc was ſentfozto 
Court, and was accompanied thither with about foztie genclemen, honozably mounted, 4 ſump: 
tuouſly arrayed. in his paſſage from his lodging to the court, were ſet in a ward fiue 02 ſixe thous 
ſand ſhot, that were ofche Emperoꝛs guard. Atthe entry tuto court, there met him foure noble 
men apparef{ed m cloth of golde, and rich furre s, they2 caps embꝛothered with pearle and ſone, 
who conducted him towards the Emperour, till he was met with foure others of greaterdegre 
chenthep,who guided him yet further towards the Emperoz, in which pallage there ſtood aloag 
che walles, and ſate vpon benches and fourmes in row, ſeuen oz eight hundzed perſons, ſaid tobe 
noblemen and ge..tlemen,all apparclled in garments of coloured ſatins and clothof golde. 

Theſefoure noblemen accompaniedhim to the Emperours chamber doze, where met him the 
Emperoꝛs herald, whoſe office is there held great: and with him all che great officersof the Ems 
peroꝛs chamber, who all conducted him to the place where the Empero? ſate in his Cate, haumg 
thxce crownes ſtanding by him. viz. of Muſcouia,Cazan,# Aftrakan, & alſo by himfoure poong 
nobltmen of about twenty pecres of age, of ech ſide twaine, coſtly apparelled in white, holding 
vpon they? ſhoulders ech of tbem a bzode are, much like to a Galloglas axe of Ireland, thin and 
very ſharpe, the ſteale 02 handle not paſt halle a yard long, and there ſate about the chamber vpon 
benches and other low ſeats, about a hundzednoblemen richly apparelled in cloth of golde. 

The amballadoz being thus bꝛought to the Emperoꝛ to kille his hand after ſome complements 
and inqutrie of her Maieſties health, he willed htm to goe ſit downe in a place p2ouided foz that 
purpole, nigh ten paſes diſtant from him, from whence he would haue had him to haueſent him 
ber airſties letters and pꝛeſent, which the ambaſſadoz thinking not reaſonable,Cept fozwardts 
war ds the Empcrour :in which paſlage the chancelloz came to meet him, and would haut taken 
his letters, to whom the ambaſſadoz ſaid. that her Maieſtie had directed no letters to him. ama 
went on and deliucred them himſclfe to the Emperozs owne hands. 

And after hauing thus deliuered her Maieſties letters, and what he had elsto ſay at that timt, 
be was conducted to the Councell chamber, where hauing had conference with the councell ol 
matters of his amballage, he was ſoone after ſent fo2 againe tothe Emperoꝛ, where he dine din 
bis preſence at a ſide table, neere vntohim, and all his company at another boozd by, where ulla 
dined at other tables in the ſame place all the chiefe noble men that were about the court, to the 
number ok an hundzed. And in the time of this dinner the Emperoꝛ vſed many fauozstothe a 
baſſadour, and about the midſt ot dinner (ſtanding vp) danke a great carouſe to the health of the 
Queene his good ſiſter, and ſent him a great bowle full of Rhenich wine and ſugar to pledge hun. 

The ambaſſadour after this, was often called to court, where he had conference both withche 
Emperoꝛ and his councell. ofthe matters in queſtion, touching both ambaſlages, which diuers 
times raiſed many tarres: and in the end after ſundzy meetings, the Emperour finding 
not ſatiſdedto his liking, fo2 that the ambaſſadour had not power by his commuſſion to yeeſdls 
tuerything that he thought lit as a man whole will was ſeldome wonted to be nta 
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— fon, nud with a ſterae aud augry countenance tolde hun, that he did not reckon che Queene 
y ird ta be his fellow : fo2 there are (quoth he) that are her betters. 
Tie zmva7a202 greatly miſliking theſe ſpeeches, & being verp vawilling (how dangerous 
dealt it mig ht P2000 to his dune perſon) to giue way tothe Emperoz,coderogate ought from 
honour and 7reatueſie of her Maicſtie: and finding allo that to ſubiect himſelfe to the angrie 
won and diſpoſition or the Emperour, was not the meanes to wume ought at his hands, with 
r courage and countenance to an were his, tolde him that the Queene his miſtreſſe, was as 
rat ap2mce as any was in Chaſtenvome, equall to him that thought himſelfe the greateſt, well 
hleto defend her ſelfe agaiuſt his malice whoſocuer, and wanted not meanes to oflend any thet 
"her <2had, 02 ſh2uld haue tauſe to be enemy vnto. Dea (quoth he) Dow ſaveſt thou co the 
Frenchking, and the king of Spaine 7 Parry (quoth the ambaſſadoz) J holde the Queene my 
whreſe as great as any of them both, Then what ſayeſt thou (quoth he) to the Emperour of 
ernmy $ Such is the greatneſſe of the Queene my miftreſle (quoththe ambaſſadout) asthe 
rherfacher had (not long ſince) the Empero2 in his pay, in his warres againſt France, 

This anſwete miſliked the Emperoꝛ vet ſo much mote, as that he tolde the ambaſſadour, that 
were he not an ambaſſzdour, he would tho w him out of the doꝛes. Wlhereuntohe anſwered that 
mlt doc his will, foꝛ he was now faſt within his countrey: but he hada miſtreſſe who (he 
weed not) would be teuenged of any iniury that ſhould be done vnto him. Ahereupon the 
ert in great ſudden bad him get him home. And he with no moze reuerence then ſuch v- 
ee ſaluted the Emperoꝛ, and went his way, 

Ulthts notwichſtanding. the ambaſſadour was not much ſooner out of the chamber, and the 

E tus choller ſome wat ſetled, but he de liutred to his coũcell that ſtood about him m my com- 
noni tu the fauoꝛ of the amb aſſado q that he would not indure one ill woꝛd to be ſpoken a⸗ 
it his miſtreſſe, and there withall wiſhedhimſe le ta haue ſuch a ſeruant. 
* The amb ill doꝛ hd not beene much more then one houre in his lodging, but the Emperour 
mining (as it ſeemed) by the cxtraozdinary behauioꝛ of the anbaſſavoy (fox he wanted not wit 
che he had kound what was the Emperoꝛs cafe ſent his pꝛincipall Secretary vnto him, 
tell him, that notwithſtanding what had paſt, yet fo2 the great lone that he bare to the Queene 
later. he Q191ttd very ſhoꝛt ly be called againe to Court, and haue a reſolution of all the matters 
yqcſtion{ and this Secretary was now further content to impart, and ſaid to the ambaſſadoꝛ 
thitthe Emperour was fully reſolued to ſend a greiter noble man home with him, in ambaſſage 
tothe Queent his ſiſter, then ener he pet at any time ſent out of his tountry: and that he determi⸗ 
/ redalſo, to ſend to the Queene a preſent wooꝛth cher thouſand pounds, and to gratifie himſelfe at 
he departure, witha giſt that ſhould be woo cha chouſand pounds: and tolde him alſo that the 
teredayche Empetoꝛ would ſend a great noble man vnto him, to conferre with him of certaine 
thafes done him by Shalkan the chance lloꝛ. and his min iſters. 

Ind ſa the day folowing he ſent Bodan Belskoy the chiefeſt counceller he had. and a man mot 
nerevit with him a this m in examined all matters where with the ambaſſado2 had found himſelfe 
_ aud ſapplied him with what he wanted, and rig hted him in all things wherein he had 

monged. 

Not long afterthe returne ofthis noble man, the Empe roꝛ cauſed to be ſet downe in his 
peſenet, a new and much larger allowance of diet fo2 the ambaſſadoꝛ then he had had before, 
badly alter ſent the Came to the ambaſſadour by his ppincipall Secretarie Sauio Frollo. This 
wrt tas fo qrent,: es the ambaſſadolir often times ſotrcheco haue it leſſened, but the Emperour

Now he began ſo much to diſcouer his purpole and affection towards her Maieſtie z her cow, 
trey, as he ſent to the amballadoz,intreating him that his pzeacher, and doctoꝛ Jacob his Eugich 
pbiſicion, might ſet downe the points of the relig ion in vſe n England, which the ambaſſadow 
cauſed to be done actoꝛdingly, and ſent them vnto bim, who ſcemed ſo well to like them as he tw 
ſed them (with much good allowance) to be publikely read betoze diners of his councell, and ma 
nyothers of his nobility, | 

Now he dzew hotly againe in queſtion,tomarry ſome kinſwoman of her Baieſties, 4 chat he 
would ſend againe into England, to haue ſome one of them to wife, and if her Baieſt; 
not vpon his next ambaſſage ſend him ſuch a one as he required, himſelfe would then 4 — 
England and cary his treaſute with him, and marry one ol themtherc. 

Heere you mult vnderſtand that the yeere befoze this ambaſſage, he had ſent to her Paicſti 
by his ambaſſadoz to haue had the lady Mary Haſtings in marriage, which increaty by meanesof 
her inhabillicy of body, bp occaſion of much ſicktneſſe, 02 perhaps, of no great liking either al a 
ſclfe oz friends,o both, tooke no place. ; 

The ambaſſadoz was no w fo farre growen into the Emperoꝛs fauo, and his affection ſogrea 
to England. as thoſe great councellozs that werethe ambaſſadozs great enemies 
deſirous of ſome publike courteſies at his hands fox they? aduantage to the Emperour ; neicher 
durſt they now any mote interpoſe themſelues twirt the Emperoz e him: foz not long befoze this, 
the Emperoꝛ fo abuſing the ambaſſado had (to ſhe w his fauoz towards him) beaten Shalkanthe 
chanceller very grienouſlp,and had ſent hun wozd, that he would not leaue one of his race aline. 

Now whileſt the ambaſſadoz was thus ſtrongly poſſeſt of the Emperours faus,he imyloped 
bimſelfe in all he might, not only fo) the ſpeedy diſpatch ofthe negociation he had in hand, but ls 
boze alſo byallthe good meanes he might, further to benefit his country andcountrymen.audb 
not lang after, wanne at the Emperoꝛs hands, uot onelp all choſe things he had in commiſſion u 
treat fo 8 his inſtructions, but alſo ſome other of good and great impoztance, fozthe benelit i

men, in ſuch rich attire, as is aboue ſpeciſted ; and ill from the Princes table ( notwithſtanding 
geo une furniture) they had his whole meſles ſet ouer all in maſſie fine golde, deltuered cuery 
une from him by name to them, by theit ſeuerall Chꝛiſtian names, as they ſate, viz. Richard, 
Ceorge, Henry, Arthur.

De you not vnderſtand ſaid hee (ſpeaking to certaine Gentlemen of Uenice) Thtediſcourſe 
how to palle to India toward the Nozthweſt winde, as did ol late a citizen of Ue- tand e. 
nice, ſo valiant a man, and ſo well pꝛactiſed in all things pertaining to Nauiga; tume ot voia- 
tions, andthe ſcience of Coſmographie, that at this pyeſent hee hath not his like Na aus. 
in Spatue, inſomuch that fox his vertues he is pycferred abour all other Pilots 
that ſaile to the Teſt Indies who may not paſle thither without his licence. and 
is cherefoze called Piloto Maggiore (that is) the grand Pilot, Andwhen we ſaidthat weeknew 
him not, he p2oceeded, laying, that being certaine peeres in the citie of Siuil, and deſirous to haue 
ſame knowledge of the Nauigations of the Spaniards, it was told him thatthere was in the citie 
zvaliant man, a Uenztian bozne, named Scbaſtian Cabot, who had the charge of thoſe things. 
being an expert man in that ſcience, and one that could make Cardes foz the Sea with his owne 
hand,and that by this repoxt, ſeeking his acquaintauce, he found him a very gentle perſon, who 
intertained him friendly, aud ſhewed him manythings, and among other a large mappe of the 
wold,with certaine particuler nauigations, as well of the Poztingals, as ofthe Spamards, and 
thathe ſpake further vnto him in this effect, 

When my father departed from Uenice many yeeres ſince to dwell in England, to follow the 
trade ofmerchaudiles,he tooke me with him tothe citie of London, while J was very yong, yet 
hauing neuertheleſſe ſome knowledge of letters of hnmanitie,andof che Sphere, And when my 
father died in that time when newes were bought that Don Chriſtofer Colonus Genueſe, had 
diſcouered the coaſts of India, whereof was great talke in all the court of king Henrythe 7, who 
then raigned, inſomuch that all men with great admiration affirmed it to bee a thing maze diuine 
then humane, to ſaile by the TAeſtinto the Eaſt where ſpices growe, bp a way that was neuer 
knowen befoze, by this fame and tepox there increaſedin my heart a great flame of deſire to at: 
tempe ſome notable thing. And vnderftandingby reaſon ofthe Sphere, that if J ſhould ſaile by 
wayofthe Nozthweſt winde, J ſhould by a ſhoxtertract come into India, J thereupon cauſed the 

ingto be aduertiſed of my deutſe, who immediat ly conmnaunded two Caruels to bee furniſhed 
thall things appertaining to the voiage, which was, as farre as J remember,in the yeere 1496 
inthebeginning of Sommer. J began thercfoze to ſaile toward the Nozthweſt, not thinking to 
find any other land then that of Cathay, and from thence to turne toward India, but after cer- 
fainedayes I found that the land tanne towards the Noth, which was to me a great diſpleaſure, 
Neuertheleſſe, ſailing along by the coaſt co ſee if I could lind any gulfe that turned, I found the 
land till continent to the 5 õ.deg. under our pole, Andſeeing that there the coaft turnedtowarvthe 
Eaft,deſpairing to find the paſſage, J turned backe againe, and ſailed downe by the coaſt of that 
landtoward the Equinoctiall (euer with intent to find the ſaid paſſage to Judia)and came to that 
pat o this firme land which is now called Florida, where mp victuals failing, I departed from 
thenceand returned into England, where J found great tumults among the people,andpepara- 
tion foz warres in Scotland: by reaſon whereof there was no moꝛe conſideration had to this voy: ⸗ 
ae. hereupon, J went into Spaine to the catholike king, and Queene El:zaberh, which being 
nile what I had don intertained me, and at theit charges furniſhedcercaine ſhips, where- Q gr 0. 8 
withthey cauſed me to laile to diſcouer the coaſts of Byalile, where J found an exceeding great det tothe land 
aud lage river named at this peſent, Rio de la plata, that is. the tiuer of ſiluer, into the which J 
ſailed and followed it into the firme — ſe ſe leaques, finding it euery where very 
fare,ndinhabited with infinite people, which with admiration came running daily to our ſhips, 
Jntochis riner run ſo many other riuers chat it is in maner incredible. Afterthis I made many o 

which J now pretermit,and waxing old, I giuemp ſelfe to reſt fromſuch trauels,be- 

cauſe there are now many yong and luſtie Pilots andmariners of good experience, by whoſe fo- 
warneſſe J do reioyce in the fruit of my labours, nd reſt with the charge of this office, as you ſee, 
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The foreſayd Baptiſta Ramuſius in his Preface to the third 


yolume of the Nauigations, writeth thus of Sebaſtian Cabor.

paſt it was witten vuto me by Sebaſtian Caboroour tountrey man a Uenctian, a mun el gen 
experience, and very rare in the arte of Nauigation, and the kno mige of Coſmographie, who 
ſailed along and beyond this land of New France, at the charges ol king Henry the 7, king of 
England: and he aduertiſed me, that hauing ſailed a long time Teſt and by North, bepondchoſe 
Illands vnto the latitude of 67, degrees and an halfe, vnder the Noth pole, and at the 11. dy of 
June finding ſkill the open ſea without any maner of impediment, he thought verily bythat way 
to haue paſſedon till the way to Cathaia, which is in the Eaft,and would haue done it if the my 
init of the ſhipmaſter and mariners had not hindered him and made him to returne home warde 
from that place. But it ſeemeth that Gow doeth yet tillreſerue this great entetpꝛiſe fe ſome great 
pꝛince to diſcouer this voiage of Cathaia by this way, which fon the bzinging of the Spiceries 
from India into Europe, were the moſt eaſie and ſhozteſt of all other wayes hitherto found out. 
And ſurely this enterpyiſe would be the moſt glozious, and of moſt importance of all otherthatcan 
be imagined, to make his name great, and fame unmoꝛtall, to all ages tocome,farre mote thencan 
be done by any of all theſe great troubles and warres which daily are vſed in Europe among the

Nozth ſeas haue bene ſearched by one Scbaltian Cabot, a Uzaetian bozue, whom be- 
ing yet but in maner an infant, his parents taried with them into England, hauung occaſb 
moreſozt thither for trade of merchandiſe, as is the maner ofthe Uenctians to leaue no part of 
the wopld vnſearched to obtaine riches, Herherefozefurniſhedewo ſlups in England at his owne 
chargcs, and firſt with z oo. men, directed his courſe ſo farre towards the Nozth pole, that cuen 
ache moneth of Julie he found monſtrous heapes of ice ſwimming ou the ſea, and in maner con- 
tall day light, per ſaw he che land in chat tract free from ice, which had bene molten by the heat 
ofthe Sunne. Thus ſceing ſuch heape s of ice befoze htm, he was enfoꝛted to turne his ſailes and 
fallow the Teſt, ſo coaſting ſtill by the ſhoze, that hee was thereby bought ſo farre into the 
South, by reaſon ofthe land bending ſo much Southwards, that it was there almoſt cquall in 
Latitude, with the ſea Fretum Herculeum, hauing the North pole elcuate in maner in the ſame 
degree, He ſailed likewiſe in this tract ſo farre towards the TUeſt, p he hidthe Jſland of Cuba on 
his left hand, in maner in the ſame degree of longitude, As he trauell:dby the coaſts of this great 
ind which he named Baccalaos) he ſaith that het found the like courſe of the waters toward the 
(eſt, but the ame to ruune moze ſoftly and gently then the ſwift waters which the Spaniards 
foundin their Nauigatious Southward, Tlherfoze it is not onely moꝛe like to be true, but ought 
alſo ofueceſſitie co be concluded that berweeue both the lands hitherto vntnowen, there ſhould be 
certaine great open places whereby the waters ſhould thus contmually paſſe from the Eaſt vato 
the (Cleſtz which waters J ſuppoſe to be dzjuen about the globe of the earth by the vnceſſane moos 
ung and impulſion ofthe heauens, and not to bee ſwallowed vp and caſt vp againe by the bzea- 
thingof Demogorgon,as ſome haue imagined, becauſe they ſee the feas bytucreaſe and decreaſe 
tocbbe and flo we. Sebaſtian Cabot himſelfe named thoſe lands Baccalaos, becauſe that in the 
Heas thereabout hee found ſo great multitudes of certaine bigge fiſhes much like vnto Tunies, 
(which che inhabitaunts call Baccalaos) that they ſometime ſtayed his ſhips. e found alſo the 
pople of thoſe regions couered with beaſtes ſkinnes, pet not without the vſe of reaſon. Pee alſo 
laizthchere is great plentie of Beares inthoſe regions which vſe to eate fiſhe; fo plunging them⸗ 
ſclues into the water, where they perceiue a multitude of theſe fiſhes to lie they faſten their clawes 
intheirſcales, and ſodzaw them to land and eatethem, ſo (as he ſateth) che Beares being thus 
ſxiſfied with fiſh, are not notſome to men. Hee declareth further, that in many places of theſe re- 
gions, he awe great plentie of Laton among the inhabitants. Cabot is mp very friend, whom J 
bſefamiliarlie, and delight to haue him ſometimes keepeme companie in mine owne houſe, Foz 
being called out ol Eng land by the commaundement of the Cathol ike king of Caſtile, after the 
dathof king Henry the ſcuenth of that name king of England, he was made one of our counſell 
adAſiſtants,as touching the affaires of the new Judics, looking foz ſhips daily to beefurniſhev 
in him to diſcouer this hid ſecret of Nature.

Der made relation that in the moneth of July it 
wasſocold,and the ice ſo great,chat he durſt not paſſe any further: that the dayes were very long, 
nimmer without any aight,and fo2 that ſhort night that they had, it was very cleate.

Det learned and painefull witer Richard Eden in a certaine epiſfle of his tothe late 
duke of oxthumberlaud, befoze a wozke which hee tranſlated out of Munſter inthe 
I FAY) veere 155 3, called A treatiſe ofthe new India, maketh mention of a voyage of diſc 
uerie vndertaken out of England by Sir Thomas Pert and Sebaſtian Cabota, # 
bout the eight yeere of king Henry the 8. of famous memonie, inputing the ouerthzow thereof 
vnto the cowardiſe and want of ſfornacke of the ſayd Sir Thomas Pert, in maner followpng, 
If manly courage, ſaieth he, (like ynto that which hath bene ſeene and prooucdin your grace 
as well in forraine realmes, as alſo in this our country) had not bene wanting in otherinthele 
our dayes, at ſuch time as our ſoueraigne lord of . memotie king Henry the 8, aboutthe 
ſame yeere of his raigne, furniſhed and ſent out certaine ſhips vnder the gouernance of Seba- 
This fir Thos ſtian Cabot yer liuing,and one Sir Thomas Pert, whoſe faint heart was the cauſe that the yoi-

yeere 1 517. an Engliſh Rouer vnder the colour oftrauelling to diſcour, came with a great ſhip 
int the partes of Bꝛaſill on the coaſt of the Firme land, and from thence he croſſed ouer vnto this 
Handof Hiſpaniola,and artiued neere vnto the mouth of the haue n ok this citit of S. Domtigo, 
ind ent his ſhipboare full of men on ſhoꝛe, and demaunded leaue to enter into this bauen, ſaying, 
thathe came with merchaundiſe to traffique. But at that very inſtant the gouernour of the caſtle 
Francis de Tapia cauſed a tire of ozdinance to be ſhot from the caſtle at the ſhip, foʒ ſhee bare in di- 
rectly with the hauen. Then the Engliſhmen ſawe this, they withdzewthemſelues out, and 
tale that were in the ſhipboatc,got themſelues with ſperde on ſhipboozd, And in trueth the Aar 
denof the caſtle committed an ouerſight : foꝛ if the ſhip had entred into the hauen, the men thereof 
could not haue come on land without leaue both of the citie and of the caſfie, Therefoꝛe the people 
ofthe hip ſeeing how they were there receiuen, ſayled toward the Jſlandof S. John, and entring 
into the poꝛt of S. Germaine, the Engliſhmen parled with thoſe ofthe towne, requiring victuals 
md things needfull to furniſh their ſhip, and complained of the inhabitaunts of the citie of Saint 
Domingo, ſaying that they came not to doe any harme, but to trade and traffique fon their money 
andmerchandiſe , In this place they had certaine victuals, and foz recompenſe they gaue and 
pudthem wich certain veſſell of w2oughe tinne and other things. And afterward they departed to- 
vd Europe, where it is thought they arriued not: fo we neuer heard any moze newes of them. 
Thus farre pꝛoceedeeth Gonſaluo de Ouiedo, who though it pleaſe him to call the captatne of 
thsqreat Engliſhſhip a Rouer, yet it appearethby the Engliſhmens owne wozds,chat they tame 
t0"i[couer, and by their traffique fo2 pewter veſſell and other wares at the towne of S. Sermains 
inthe 7laudof S. Iohn de porto ricco, it cannot bee denied but that they were furniſhed with

And whereas maſter Pall, and maſter Grafton ſay, that in thoſe ſhips there were diuers can 

ning men, J haue made great inquirie of ſuch as by their yeeres and delight in nauigation, might 
giue me any light to know who thoſe cunning men ſhould be which were the directers in the ai 
ſaid voyage. And it hath bene told mee by Sir Partin Frobiſher, and maſter RichardAllm, a 
knight of the Sepulchze, that a Canon of S. Paul in London, which was a great Bathematich 
an, and a man indued with wealth, did much aduaunce the action, and went therein himſelfe in 
perſon, but what his name was, J can not learne of any. Andfurther they told mee that one of 
the ſhips was called the Dominus vobiſcum, which is a name likely to bee giuen by areligious 
man ofthoſe daies: and that ſailing very karre Noxthweſtward, one of the ſhips was caſt away as 
it entred into a dangerous gulphe, about the great opening, betweene the Nozth partes of Pew 
found land, and the countrey lately called by her maieſtie Meta Incognita. TUhereupontheother 
ſhip ſhaping her courſe towards Cape Britton, and the coaſt of Norumbega, and oftentimes put 
ting theit men on land to ſearch the ſtate ofthoſe vnknowen regions, returned home about the be 
gunung of October, ofthe yeere afozeſaid, And thus much (by reaſon ofthe great negligence of 
the waiters of thoſe times, who ſhould haue vſed moze care in pꝛeſeruing the memozies ofthe wo 
thie acts of our nation,) is all that hitherto J can learne,o findout of this voiagt.

The 15. ol Nouember at night, we departed from Teneriffe,and the 20, of the ſame, wee had 
ſight of 10. Caruc ls, that were fiſhing at ſea,with whome we would haue ſpoken, but they te 
ring vs fled into a place of Barbarie, called Cape de las Barbas. | 

The 20, the ſhippes pinneſſe, with two men in her, ſailing by the ſhippe, was ouerthzowen by 
the ouerſight ol them that were in her, che wind being ſo great, that befoze they were eſpied, and 
the ſhip had caſt about fo2 them. ſhe was dziuen halfe a league to lee ward of the pinneſle , and had 
loſt ſight ol her, ſo that there was ſinall hope of ret cuerie, had not Gods helpe, and the Captaines 
diligence bene, who hauing well marked, which way the pinneſſe was by the Sunne, appointed 
4. of the luſtieſt rowers in the great boate, to rowe to wind wards, and ſo receuered, tonttatyu 
all mens expectations, both the pinneſſe and the men ſitting vpon the kee le of her. 

The 25. he came to Cape Blanco, which is vpon the coalt of Africa, and a plate wherethe 
Portingals doe ride that fiſhe there, in the moneth of Noucmber eſpeclally, and is a very good 
place of fiſhing,fo Pargoes. Mullet, and Dogge fiſhe, In this place the Portingals haue no holde 
oꝛ their defenſe,but haue reſcue ofthe Barbarians,whome they entertaine as their ſouldiers , in 
the time oftheir being there, and foz their fiſhing vpon that coaft of Affrica, doe pay acertaine tris 
bute to the King of the Moores. The people of that part of Affrica, ate tawnie,hauing long haire, 
without any apparell,ſauing befoze their pꝛiuie members, Their weapons in warreg,are bowes, 
and arrowes, 

The 26, we departedfrom S. Auis Baye, within Cape Blanco, where we refreſhed our ſelues 
with liche, and other neceſlaries : andthe 29, we came to Cape Verde, which lieth in 14. degrees, 
and a halfe, Theſe people are all blacke,and are called Negroes, without any appareli,ſauingbe 


all other Gupneans foz ktne, goates. pul lin, tiſe. fruits, and fiſhe, Here we tooke fiſhes with heaves 
like Conies, and teeth nothing varying, of a iollie thicknes,but not paſt a foote long, and is notto 
be eaten without flaping 02 cutting ofhis head, To ſpeake ſomt what of the ſumd)y ſoztes of thelt 
Guyneans, The people of Cape Verde, axe called Leophares, and counted the guodlieſt men if 
al other,ſauing p Manicongoes, which do inhabite on this ſive p cape de Buena Speranza. Theſe 
Leophares haue warres againſt the Icloffes, which are bozderers by them: their weapons are 
bowes, and arrowes targets, and ſhozt daggers, darts alſo, but varying from other Negroes : ft} 
whereas the other vſe a long dart to fight with in their hands, they carry ſiue oz ſire ſmallones a 
peece, which they caſt with. Theſe men alſo are moye ciuill then any other, becauſe of their dailit 
traffike withthe Frenchmen,and are of nature very gent le, and louing: fo2 while we were there, 
we tooke in a Frenchman, who was one ofthe 19. that going to Braſile, in a Barke of Diepe, of 
60, tunnes, and being a ſea boozd of Cape De Verde, 200, leagues, the plankes of their bark? 
with a ſea bꝛake out vpon them ſo ſuddenly, that much a doe they had to ſaue themſelues intheir 
boates : but by Gods pꝛouidence, the wind being weſterly,which is rarely ſcene there, they gut u 
the ſhoare, co the Illes Braues, aud in great penurie got to Cape Verde, where they remained ſize 
weekes,and had meate and dzinke of the ſame pcople.The ſaid Frenchman hauing fozſaken his 
fellowes, which were thee leagues off from the ſhoare, and wandzing with che Negroes too and 
fro,foxtuned to come to the water ſide. and communing with certaine of his countreymen, which 
were in our ſhip,by their perſwaſions came away with vs: but his entertainment amongfthem 
was fuch,that he deſired it not: but thzough the impoxtunate requeſfof his Countreymen, cow 
ſented at the laſt. Here we ſtared but one night, and part of the day: for the 7. of December,wee 
came away, in that pꝛetending to haue taken Negroes there perfozce, the Mynious men gam 
them there to vnderſand of our comming,andour pꝛetence, wherefoze they did auoide thefiares 
we had laid fo2 them. | 

The d. sf December, we ankered by a ſmall Iſland, called Alcatrarſa,wherein at our goin! 
ſhoare, we found nothing but ſea birds. as we call them Ganets,but by the Portingals called A- 
carrarſes, who fo} that cauſe gaue the ſaid Illand the ſame name, Herein halfe of our boates were 
laden uuch pong and olde fowle,who not being vſedto the ſight of men. lem ſo about vs, that wee 
ftrokethem do mne with poles , In this place, the two ſhips riding. the two barkes , with ther 
boates,went into an Jſland of the Sapics,called La Formio, to ſte if they could take anyof = 
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ndthere landed to the number of 80. in armour, and eſpying certaine , made to them, but they 
vin ſuch ozder into the woods, that it booted them not to followe: ſo gouig on their way fo ward 
tl they came to a ruer which the y could not paſle duet. the y eſpied on the other ſide two men, who 
with their bowes and arrowes ſhot tertibly at them. UAhereupon we diſcharged certaine harque · 
juſſestothem againe, but the ignozant people waied it not, becauſe they knewe not the danger 
thereof: but vling a maruelous crying in their fight, with leaping, and turning their tailes, that 
itwasmolt ſtrange to ſee,and gaue vs great pleaſure to behold chem, A: the laſt, one being hurt 
with a harquebulle vpon the thigh, looked vpon his wound, and wiſt nut howe it came, becauſe he 
aud ct ſee the pellet , Here Baſter Hawkins perceauing no good to be done amongſt them, be: 
cauſe we could not finde their tones, and alſo not knowing how to goc into Rio grande, fa want 
li pilot, which was the very occaſion ol our comming thither: and finding ſo many tholes, fea- 
redwith our great ſhips to goe in,andtherefoze departed on our pꝛetended way to the Idols. 

The 10. of December, hauing a noꝛtheaſt wind, with raine,and ſtozme , which weather con: 
tinued two dates together, was the occaſion , that the Salomon, and Tyger loſte our compa- 
nit: n whereas the Ie ſus, and pinneſſe ankered at one of che Jflands, called Sambula, the 12. The 70and 
uy the Salomon and Tyger tame not thither, till the 14. In thts Illand, we ſtaied certaine daies, — 
gung tuery day a ſhoare, to tabe the Inhabit ants. with burning, aud ſpoiling their to wnes, who 
defoze were Saptes,and were conquered by the Samboſes, Inhabitants beyond Sierra Leona. 
Theſe damboſes had in habited there 3. yeeres befoze our comming thither, and in ſo ſhozt ſpace Che Samboſe 
haneſo plante d the ground chat they had great plentie of mill, riſe, rootes, pompions, pullin, 
qoates,of (mall frye dzied,euery houſe full of the Countrepfruite planted by Gods pꝛouidence, as 

trees fruites like dates, and ſundzy other in no place in all that Countrey ſo aboundant- 

hy whereby they liued moꝛe de litiouſly then other. Theſe inhabitants haue diuerſe of the Sa- Hapits. 
pes, which they tooke in the warres,as their ſlanes,whome onely they keepe to till the ground, 
mnthat they neither haue the knowledge thereof, noꝛ pet will wozke themſelues, of whome wee 
tooke many in that place, but of the Samboſes none at all, fo2 they fled into the maine. Al the Sam- 
boſes haue white teeth as wee haue, far vn like to — 7 doe inhabite about Rio gran- 
tie in their teeth are all filed which they doe fo2 a bzanerte, to ſet out themſelues, and doe tagge 
their lleſh, both legges, armes, and bodies, as wozkemanlike, as a Jerkinmaker with vs pinketh 
airrkin.Theſe Sapies be moze ciuill then the Samboſes: fo whereas the Samboſes liue moſt by 
the ſpoile of their enemies, both in taking their victuals, and eating them alſo, The Sapies doe 
ut tate mans fleſh,vnleſſe in the warres they be diuen by neceſlitie thereunto, which they haue 
notbſed,but by the example of che Samboſes. hut liue onely with fruits, and cattell,whereof they 
have creat ſcoe. This plentie is the occaſion that the Saptes veſire not warre except they be ther: 
vntopjonoked by the inuaſtons of the Samboſes, whereas the Samboſes fo want of foode,are in- 
fnced thereunto, and therefoze are not woont onely to take them that they kill, but alſo keepe 
thoſe that they take, vntill ſuch time as they want meate, and then they kill them. There is allo a- 
nither occaſion, that pꝛouoketh che Samboſes to warre againſt the Sapics, which is fo? couetouſ- 
nes of their riches. Fo2 whereas the Sapies haue an onder to burie their dead in certaine places 
pointed fo2 that purpoſe. with their golde about them the Samboſes diggeth vp the ground, to 
hanethe ſame treaſure: fox the Samboſes haue not the like ſtote of golde, that the Sapies haue. In 
this Aland of Sambula, we found about 5 o. boates called Almadyes,oz Canoas, which are made 
one peece of wood, digger out like a trough but pet of a good pzopoxtion, being about 8. pardes 
ung and one in bꝛedth. hauing a beake head, and a ſterne very popozcionably made, and on the 
out ſive artificially carued,and painted ted, and blewe : they are able to carry 20. 02 o. men, but 
they are about the coaſt able to carry tinee ſcoze,andvpward, In theſe Canoas they rowe ſtan · Che Canoas 
ding vpigtt, with an ower ſomewhat longer then a man, the ende whereof is made about the. ra. 
headthandlength of a mans hand, of the largeſt ſoꝛt. They rowe very ſwift,andin ſome of them 
urerowers, and one to ſteere make as much way, as a paire ofoares in the Thames of Lon- 
im Heir townes are petily diuided with a maine ſtreere at the entring in, chet gveth chozough Ibs teme ot 
their Cote. and another ouerthwart ſtreete, which maketh their townes crofſe waies : their hou · their townes, 
les ne built in aranke very oderly in the face of the ſtreete, and they are made round like a doue 
"ate, wich Cakes ſec full of almito leaues in ſteede of a wall: they are not much moꝛe then a fa» 
thome largr,4 two of heigtb. ind thatched wich Palmito leaues very cloſe, other ſome with rede, 
nner the roofe thereof fd the better garniſhing of the ſame, there is a tound bundle of reede 
Prefly contriued like a louet: in the inner part, they make a loft of ſtickes, wherenpon t ey lay 
cher pjoutſion of victuals: a place they reſerue at their encrance le the kitrhin, and the place 
hep lie in is deutden with certaine mats artificially made wich the rineok Pubnito trees: ther 
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bedſtcedes are of ſmall ſtaues, laide along, and raiſed a foote from the ground, vpon which wing 
a matte, and another vpon them when they liſt : foz other couering they haue none, In the mne 
of the Towne,there is a houle larger and higher then the other but in foume alike, adiopuing bun 
the which, there is a place made of foure good ſtancions of woode, and a round roofe dukt it, the 
grounde allo raiſedround withclaye, a foote high, vpon the which flooze were ftrawed many tut 
mats ; this is the conſultation houle, the like whereof is in all Townes, as the Portingals af, 


- fame: in which place, when they lite in Counſell. the King or Capeaine ſiceeth in the mize 


aud the Elders vpon the flooze by him: (foz they giue reverence to their Elders,) and the com, 
mon ſoꝛte ſite round about them. There they lite to examine matters of theft, whichif amm 
be taken with, to ſteale but a Portingall clothe from.another , he is ſolde to the Portingals in a 
flaue. They conſult alſo, and take ozder what tyme they ſhall goe to warres : aud as it is certay- 
ly reported bythe Portingals, they take ozder in gathering of fruites in the ſeaſon of the ert, 
and alſo foʒ receauing of Palmito wine, which is gathered by a hole cutte in the toppe ul x 
tree, and a gozde ſet fo2 the receaung thereof, which fallethinby dzoppes, and perldeth frehe 
wine agaime within a moneth, and this diulded, part aud poztion like to every man, bythe indge. 
ment of the Captaine and Elders, euery man holdeth himſelfe contented; and this ſurely 5 
iudge to be a very goodopder: foz otherwiſe, whereas ſcarſitie of Palmito is, euery man woule 
baue theſame, which might beede great ſtrife: but fo2 ſuch things, as euery man doth plant in 
himſelfe, the ſower thereof reapeth it to his owne vſe, ſo that nothing is common, but that which 


is vnſet by mans handes. In their houſes there is moze common pallage of Lizardes, like E- 


uats, and other greater, of blacke and ble we colour, of neere a foote long, beſides their tailes, 
then there is wich vs of Pile in great honſes, The Sapics and Samboſes alſo, vſe in their wars 
bowes and arrowes, made of reedes, with heads of on popſoned with the inice of a Cutum⸗ 
ber, whereof I haue had many in mp handes. In their battels they haue target men, wth 
b)oade wicker targets, and darts with heades at both endes, of yꝛon, the one in fonme of atwo 
edged woe, a foote and a halfe long, and at the other ende, the y2on long of the ſame length, 
made to counterpeaſe it, that in caſting, it might flee leue ll, rather then foz any other purpoſe, a 
J can iudge. And when they eſpie the enemie, the Captaine to cheere his men, crieth, Hungry, 
and they anſwere Heygre, and with that euer man placeth himſelfe in oꝛder, foz abouteuery 
target man tinee bowemen will couer themlelues, and ſhoote as they ſee aduantage : and luhen 
they giue the onſet, they make ſuch terrible cryes, that they may be hearde two miles off. n 
their beleefe, J can heare of none that they haue, but in ſuchas they themſelues imagine to ſee 
in their dꝛeames, and ſo wozſhippe the pictures, whereof we ſawe ſome like vnto Diuels, Ju 
this Alland afozeſaide, wee ſoiourned vnto the one and twentieth of December, where hauing 
taken certaine Negroes,and of their fruites, riſe, and myll, as we could well carry away,(where- 
of there was ſuch ſtoe, chat we might haue laden one of our Barkes there with,) we departed, 
and at our departure, diuers of our men being deſirous to goe a ſhoare, to fetch Pompions,which 
hauing pwoued, they found to be very good, certaine of the Tygers men went alſo, mangel 
the which there was a Carpenter, a pong man, who with his fellowes hauing fet many, aud 
carried them downe to their boates, as they were ready codepart, deſiredhis fellowes to tarry, 
while he might goe vp to fetch a few which he had laped by fo himſelle, who being moze licozous 
then circumſpect, went vp without weapon, and as hee went vp alone, poſſibly beeing mar 
kedof the Negroes that were vpon the trees, eſpying him what he did, perceauing him tu bes 
lone, and without weapon, dogged him, and finding him occupied in binding his Pomplonsto- 
gether, came behind him, ouerthzowing him, and ſtraight cutte his thzoate, as he afterwards 
3 his fellowes, who came to the place foz him, and there founde him us 

The two and twentieth the Captaine went into the Riuer, called Callowſa, with the two 


"Barkes, andthe Iohns pinneſſe, and Salomons boate, leauing at anker in the Riuers mouth the 


twoſhippes, the Riuer being twentie leagues in, where the Portingals toade: he came the fiueaud

Wwiththe Negroes,by whome he vnderftoode,chat che Ring of Sierra Leona had made all ths | Nh 
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power he could, to take ſome of vs,parrly o the deſire he had to ſee what kind of people we were 
that had (yoiled his people at the Idols, wherof he had newes befoze our comming and as Jing 
Tangoman- alſo, vpon other occaſions pzouoked by the Tangomangoes, but ſure we were that the arnue ws 
— come dovme , by meanes that in the evening we ſawe luch a monſtrous fire made by the wang 
place. that befoze was not ſeene,which fire is the onely marke fozthe Tangomangoes, to know 
where their armie is alwates . Iktheſe men had come downe in the euening, they had done 1s 
great diſpleaſure,fo2 that we were a ſhoare,filling water: but God, who wozketh all thunger in 
the belt, woulde not haue it fo, and by him wee eſcaped without danger, his name ber pyanlen 
fo2 it. 
The 29. of the ſame moneth, we departed with alt our ſhips from the Sierra Leona, u 
Febjuarie, the Weſt Indias, where foz the ſpace of 28. dates, wee wert betalmed, hauing nowe and chen 
contrarie windes, and ſome Teruados amongeſtthe ſame calme, which happened to vs beryll 
being but reaſonably watered, fo2 ſo great a companie of Negroes, and out ſelues, which pa 
ched vs all, and that which was wont, put vs in ſuch feare,that many neuer thought to haut tex 
chedtothe Jndias , without great death of Negroes, and of themſelues but Aimightie Ga, 
who neuer luffereth his elect to periſh, ſent vs the ſixteene of Febuarie , the ozdinarie Byiele, 
| which is the Noth welt wunde, which neuer left vs, till we came co an Jſland of the Cannybals, 
ominica Al- Called Sancta Dominica, where we arriuedthe ninth of March, vpon a Satturday: and betauſt 
land. it was the moſt deſolate place in all the Jfland,we could ſee no Cannybals, but ſome oftheir how 
march. ſes, where they dwelled, and as it ſhould ſeeme, foxſooke the place, foz want of freſhe water, iy 
wee coulde finde none there but raine water, and ſuch as fell from the hils , and remaynedaga 
Cannybals Puddle in the dale, whereof we filled ſoz our Negroes, The Cannybalsof that J ſland, anda 
— 651. ſo others adiatent. are the moſte deſperate warriers that are in the Indias, by the Spaniarcbtt⸗ 
no:ded. pont. who are neuer able to conquer them, and they are moleſted by them not a little, when they 
are duuen to water there in anyof thole Illands: of very late, not t wo moneths paſt, in che lune 
Illand.a Carauell being dꝛiuen to water, was in the night ſette vpon by the Tuhabitants, who 
cutte their cable in the halſer, whereby they were dztuen a ſhoare,and ſo taken by them, aud ev 
ten. The greene Dzagonof Newhaucn, whercof was Captaine, one Bontemps, in Much 
alſo, came to one of thoſe Iſlands, called Granado, and being dztuen to water, could not doeche 
ſame, foꝛ the Cannybals,who fought with him very deſperately two daies. Foz our partalſo, if 
we had not lighted vpon the deſerteſt place in all the Jfland, we could not haue miſſed, but ſhould 
haue — greatly troubled by them, by all the Spaniards repoztes, who make them Deuilgin 
reſpectof men. n 
The tenth day, at night, we departed from chence, and the fifteenth had ſight of nine Jun, 
Ceſtigos called the Teſtigos: andthe ſireteenth,of an Jſland,called Margarita, where we were entern 
argarita ud by the Alcalde,and had both beeues and ſheepe giuen vs, fo2 the refreſhing of ourmen: but 
land, the Gouernour ofthe J ſland, would neither come co ſpeake with our Captaine, — 
him any licence totraffike : andto diſpleaſe vs the moze.whereas wee had hired a Pilot, to 
gone with vs, they would neither ſuffer him to goe with vs, but alſo ſent woꝛde by a Carauellout 
of hand, to Santo Domingo, to the Uicerop, who doth repꝛeſent the Rings perſon,of our arrival 
in thoſe parts, which had like to haue turned vs to great diſpleaſure , by the meanes that the ſame 
Uiceroy did ſend woꝛd to Capo de la Vela, and to other places along the coaſt. commanding them 
by the vertue of his auchoutie. and the obedience that they owe to their Pꝛince. no man ſhouldtrab 
like with vs, but ſhoulde reſiſte vs withall the foꝛce they could , In this Illand, notwichſlaw- 
ding that we were not within foure leagues of the Towne, yet were they ſo afraid, chatnotonely 
the Gouernour hunſelfe,but alſo all the Jnhabitants foxſooke their Towne, aſſemblmg all che 
Indians to them,and fled into the mountaines,as we were partly certified, and alſo ſawe theerp®# 
rience ourſelues,by ſome of the Indians comming to ſee vs, who by thꝛee Spaniardsa 
palling hard by vs, went vntothe Jndians,hauing euery one ofthemtheir bowes, and arrowes,

pꝛocuring them amay, who befoze were conuerſant with bs. Here perceaning notraffiketobehod 


wich them. non yet water for the refreſhing of our men, wee were duuen co depart the twentieth 
day, and the two and twentieth, we came to a place in the mapne, called Kenimnawo, whither 
the Captaine going in his pinneſle,ſpake with certaine Spaniards, of whome he 
fike,but they made htm anſwerexhey were but ſouldiers newly come thither, and were notable i 
buy one Negroe : whereupon he aſked lo a watring place, and they pointed him a placetws 
leagues olf called Sancta Fee, where we found maruelous goodly watring, and commodious fa 
the taking in thereof : fo2 that the freſh water tame into the Dea, and ſo our ſhippes had abo the 


thoare 20. fathome water, Neere about his place;inhabited certaine Jnduans,whothenerev0 8 
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i ue tame thit her, came downeto vs, pe ſeuting mill & cakes ot head, which they had made ol a 
il copne called Maiſe, in bignes of a peaſe, the care whercofis much like to a teaſell, but a ſpan 
alength,hauing thereon a number of graines, Alſo they bzought downe to vs which we bought 
kbeades, peeer whilkles, glaſſes, kniuts, and other rifles, Dennes, Potatoes and pines, Theſe 
pueators be che molk delicate rootes that map bee eaten. and doe farre excerde theit paſſeneps 02 
aum. Cheir pines be of the bigneſle ol two fiſtes, the oucſive whereof,is of the making of a pie: 
nie, but it is ſoft like the rinde of a Coucomber, and the inſide eateth like an , but it is 
mee delicious then any [weete apple ſugred. Theſe Jndians be ot colour tawnie like an Dliue, 
dung every one of them boch men and women, haire all blacke, and no other colour, the women 
pearing the ſame hanging downe to their ſhoulders, and the men rounded,and without beards, 
nichr men noz women ſuffering any haire to growe in any part of their body, but daily puls it 
iu t groweth. They goe all naked, the men couering no part of their body but their yard, vp- 
mhe whichthey weare a gourd oz piece of cane. made falt witha thꝛerd about his loincs, leauing 
te other partes ol their members vncouered, whereofthey take noſhame, The women alſo vn- 
courred, with acloth which they weare a handbyeadch, where with they coner cheir pꝛiui⸗ 
ties both befoze aud behind, Theſe pcople be very ſmall feeders, foz trauelling they carrie but two 


{mall bottels of gourdes, wherein they put in one the juice of Sozrell whereofthep haue great The bir of 
ine, andinche other flowpeoftheir Paile, which being moil, hep — of the %** 


Theſe men carie cuery man his bowe and arrowes, whereof ſome arrowes are poiſoned 
wares, which they keepe in a Cane together, which Cane is of the bigneſſe of a mans arme, 
other ſome with bz0ad heades of tron wherewith they ftrike fiſhe in the water : the experience 
whereof we ſawe not once no twiſe, but daily fo2 the time we taried there, fo2 they are ſs good ar 
chers that che Spaniards foz fearethercof armechemſelues and their hozſes with quilted canuas 
mu inches thicke, and leaue no place of their bodte open to their enemies, ſaumg their eyes 
whichthey map not hide, and pet oftentimes are they hit in chat ſo ſmall a ſcantling: their pot 


wthe Spaniards doe affirme, and in mp judgement is like there can bee no ſtronger poyſon 
uchey make it, vſingthereunto apples which are very faire and redof colour, but are a ſtrong 
poilon, with the which together with venemous Bats, Uipers, A dders and other lerpenes, they 
make amedlep,and there with anoint che ſame, 


The zaman women delight not whenthep are yong in bearing of chdldzen, becauſe it maketh oye mans 


them haue hanging beaſts which they account to bee great defozming in them, and vpon that oo 
alan while they bee pong, they deſtroy their ſcede, ſaving, that it is fitteſt foz olde women, 
Pnjeoner, when they are deliueren of childe, they goe ſtraighe to wathe themſelues, without 
making any further ceremonte foz it, not lying in bed as our women doe. The beds whichthep 
haue are made of Goſlopine cotton, and artificially of diuers colours, which they carte a⸗ 
lum with them when they trauell and making the ſame faſt to two trees lie therein they and their 
women. The people bee ſutely gentle andtractable, and ſuch as deſire to liue peaceablie, oz cls 
had it bene vnpoſſible fo3 the Spaniards to haue conqueredthem as they did, and the maze to liut 
they being ſo many in number, andthe Spaniards ſofew, 

From hence we departed the eight and twentie,and the next day we paſſed betweenc the maine 


to haue them come a ſhoze, which if it had not 
ich them, he would not haue denied them, becauſe the Judi? 
and ſuch as doe no man hurt. But as God would 


ane to him of friendſhipp?, and golde ſhewed as though they deſtred traffique, with the which 
it Spaniardes being mooned, uſpecting no decete at all, went a Shoe amongft =

who was uo ſooner a ſhoze, but th 4. 02 3. moze was taken, the rel ol his company being wy 
ded by them, ſaued chemſelucs by flight, but they that were taken, pated their ranſome wh tp 
their ſnares: they are blouvſuckers both of Spaniards, Indians, and 1 — 
uot ſparing their owne countrymen if they can conueniently come by them. Thetr pollicie nig 
with che Spaniards is maruelous :fo they chooſe foy their refuge the mountaines and wang 
whereche Spantards with their hoꝛſes cannot follow them, and if they foztune to bee mer in the 
plaine where one hozſeman may ouerrunne 100. ol them, they haue a deutle of late pati 
them to pitch takes ol wood in the ground, and alſo ſmall iron pikes to miſchiefe then hat 
wherem they ſhew themſe lues politike warriours, They haue moze abundaunce of gold chen a 
the Spaniards haue, and liue vpon the mountains where the Pines are in ſuchnumber, that the 
Spaniards haue much adoe to get any ol them from them, and yet ſomerimes by aſſembling f 
great number ofthom,which happeneth once in two peeres, they get a piece from them, which af, 
cerwards they keepe ſure inough. 

Thus hauing eſcaped the daunger ol them, wee kept our courſe along the coaſt, and came the 


went a ſhozeto ſpeake with the Spaniardes, to whom he declared himſelle to be an E 
aid came thither to trade with them by the way ofmerchandize, and therefore required licence fy 
the ſame, Unto whom they made anſwere. that they were foꝛbidden by the king totraffique wy 
any fozren nation, vpon penaltie to foꝛfeit their goods, therfoze they deſired him not to molel chem 
any further, but to depart as he came, fo other comfozt he might not locke fo2 at their hands, bs 
cauſe they were ſubiects # might not goe beyond the law, But he repliꝛd that his neceſſirie was 
ſuch, he might not ſo doe: fo being tn one of the Queenes Armados of England, and haning 
many ſouldiours in them, he had neede both of ſome refreſhing fozthem, and of victuals, and of 
money alſo, without the which hee could not depart, and with much other talke perſwaed them 
not to feare any diſhoneſt part of his behalfe towards them, fon neither would he commit any ſach 
thing to the diſhonour of his pꝛince, noꝛ yet fo2 his honeſt reputation and eſtimation, vnleſſe hee 
were too rigozouſly delt withall, which hee hoped uot to linde at their handes, in that it ſhould as 
well tedound to their pꝛolite, as his owne, and alſo hee thought they might doe it without daun 

, becauſe their pzinces were in amitie one with another, and fox our partes wee had free tra 

in Spaine and Flaunders, which are in his dominions, andtherefoze hee knew noreaſon 
why hee ſhould not haue the like in all his dominions. To the which the Spaniardes made an 
ſwere, that it laie not in them to giue any licence, fo2 that they had a gouernour to whom the go 
uerument of thoſe partes was committed, but if they would ſtay tenne dayes, they would ſend to 
ä Wan and would returne anſ were withinthe ſpart iy 
pointe mind, 

Tuthe meane time they were contented he ſhould bzing his ſbips into harbour, and chere they 
would deliuer him any victuals he would require, Wlhcreupon, the fourth day we went in,where 
being one day and receiuing all things actoꝛding to pꝛomiſe, the captaine aduiſty himſelfe, hat 
to remaine there tenne da yes idle, ſpending victuals and mens wages, and perhaps in the ent 
receiue no good anſwere from the gouernour, it were mrere follie, and cherefoze determine w 
make requeſt to haue licence for the ſale of certaine leane and ſicke Negroes which he had in his 
ſbippe like to die vpon his hands if he kept them ten dayes, hauing litle oz no refreſhing fox them, 
whereas other men haumg them, they would bee recouered well inough. And this requeſt her 
was fozced to make, becauſe hehad not otherwiſe where with to pay fa; victuals & foz neceſſaries 
which he ſhould take: which requeſt being put in wyiting and pyeſented, che officers and towns 
dwellers aſſembled together, and finding his requeſt ſoreaſonable, grauntedhim licence fozthir 
tie Negroes, which afterwardes they cauſed the officers to view, to the intent they ſhould grant 
to nothing but that were very reaſonable, fon feare of anſwering thereunto afrerwardes. This bv 
ing paſt, our captaine accozding to their licence, thought to haue made ſale, but the day paſt and 
none came to buy, who befoze made ſhewe that they had great nerde of them, and therrime wil 
not what to ſurmile of them, whether they went about to pꝛo long che time of the Gouernour his 
anſwere becauſe they would keepe themſelues blameleſſe, oz lo any other pollicie het kurt not, 
and foz that purpoſe ſent them wozde, maruelling what the matter was that none came to bur 
them, They anſwered, becauſe they hadgraunted licence onely to the pooze to buie.thoſe Negroes 
of ſmall pate, and their money was not ſoreadie a other mens of more wealth. Poe then that, 
as ſoone as euer they ſawe the ſhippes, they conueyed away their money by their wines that 
nent into che mountaines fo} feare, and were not pet returned, and pet aſkedtwo 5 
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their wiues aud fetch their money, Notwithſtanding, the next dap diuers of them came to chea · 
yen but could not agree of pzice, becauſe they thought the pzice to high, Thereupon the Capy 
ur perceiuing they went about to bing downethe pzice, and meant to buie, and would not con: 
jſt if hee had licence, that hee might ſell at any reaſonable rate, as they were wooꝛth in other 
ylaces, did ſend fo2 the Punctpals of the Towne, and made a ſhewhee would depart, declaring 

to be very lozp that hee had ſo much troubled them, and alſo that hee had ſent fo? the go⸗ 
m to come downe, ſering now his pꝛetente was to depart, whereat they maruclled much, 
wdaſked him what cauſe mooued him chereunto, ſeeing by their wozking he was in pollibilit ie 
phane his licence, To the which he replied that ic was not one ly a licence that he ſoughc,but pꝛo⸗ 
ker, which hee perceiued was not there to be had, and therefoze would ſecke further, and withall 
hewed hun his wziting's what he pated fo his Negrots, declaring alſo the great charge he was 
gin his ſhipping, and mens wages, and therefoze to counteruaile his charges, hee mult ſell his 
Argroes fo} a greater pꝛice then they offered, So they doubting his departure, put him in com» 
lntoſellberter there then in any other plate. And ff it fell out that hee had no licence, that hee 


bannt bolt his labour in tarying, fox they wouldbuie withourlicence, @Qhereupon,the caps 


uur being put in comfoze, pꝛomiſed them to ſtay, ſo that hee might make ſale of his leane Re⸗ 
qroes, which they graunted vnto, And the next dap did ſell ſome of them, who hauing bought 
and paied foz them, thinking to haue had a diſcharge ofthe Cuſtomer foz the cuſtome of the Ne: 
qroes, being the kings duetie, they gaue it away tu the pooze fo2 Gods ſake, and did refuſe to 
giueche diſcharge in wuting, and the pooze not truſting their wozdes, for feare, leaſt hereafter it 
might bee demaunded of them, did refraine from buying any moze, ſo that nothing els was done 
weill che Gouernours comming downe, which was che fourteenth day, and then the Captaine 
made petition, declaring chat hee was come thither in a ſhippe of the Queenes maieſties of 

beyng bound to Guinie, and thither dziuen by winde and weather, ſo that Leing come 
thither, hee had neede of ſundzy neceſſaries fo2 the reparation of the ſayde Naute, and alſo great 
nerde ofmonep fo2 the patment of his Souldiours, vnto whom hee had pꝛomiſed paiment, and 
therefoze although hee would, per would not they depart without it. and fo2 that purpoſe reque: 
ſed licence fo? the ſale of certaine of his Negroes, declaring that although they were fozbidden 
traffique with kraungers, pet fo2 that chere was a great amitie betweene their pztuces, and 
thatthe thing pertained co our Queenes highneſle, heechought be might doe their puuce great 
ſerwce, andthat it would bee well taken at his handes, to doe it in this cauſe, The which allega» 
ſations with diuers others put in requeſt, were peſented vnto the Gouernour, who ſitting in 
counſell foz that matter, granted vuto his requeſt foz licence, But pet there fell out another thing 
r vpon eueryſlaue 30,duckets, which would not 

nto, 

Whereupon the captaine perceiuing that they would neither come neere bis puce hee looked 
inbya great deale, noz pet would abate the kings cuſtome of that they offered, ſo that either hee 
mit bet a great looſer by his wares, oz eis compell the officers to abate the ſame kings cuſtome 
which was too bnreaſonable, foz to a higher puce hee couldnot bung the buiers : Therefoze the 
lxeteench of Apyill hee pꝛeparrd one hundzed men well armed with bowes, arrowes, harquebuſ 
ke andpikes, with the which he marched tothe townewarves, and beyng percetued by the Go- 
nur, hre ſtraight with all expedition ſent meſſengers to know bis requeſt, deſiring him to 
uche uo further fozward vntill hee had anſwere againe, which tncontinent hee ſhould haue. 
o bur. captaine declaring how vureaſonable a thing the kings cuſtome was, requeſting to haue 
the ſame abated, and to pay ſeuen and a halle per centum, which is the ozdinarie cuſtome fo; 
unesthozough his dominions there, and vnto this they would not graunt, he would diſpleaſt 
am And this wozde beyng caried to the Gouernour, anſwere was returned that all 
hould ber to his content, and thertupon hee determmed to depart, but the ſouldiours and mart: 
wrsfinding ſa litle credite in their promiſes, demaunded gages foꝛ the perfozmance of the pres 
ales m els they would not depart. And thus they be ing tonſtrained to ſend gages, we departed, 

r traffique. and ending the ſame without diſturbance, 

Thushauing made traffique in the harborough vntill the 28, our Captaine with his ſhips in* 
ndedto oe out of the roade, and purpoſed to make ſhew of his departure, becauſs nowthe com- 
mn ſoxthauing imploied their money, the rich men were come to tu wne, who made no ſhem that 
$ werecometo buie,ſochat they went about to bring downe the pick; and by chis pollicie the

the ſbips, which was moſt ſozowfull lo vs to vnderſtand. ngk 

Thus hauing ended our traffique here the 4. of Pay, wee departed, leauing the French man 
behind vs, the night befoze the which, the Caribes whereof J haue made mentton 5 
the number of 200, came in their Cano was to Burbozoata, intending by night to haue burned 
the towne, and taken the Spaniards, who being moꝛe vigilant becauſe of our being there, then 
their cuſtome was, perceiuing them comming, railed the to wne, who in a moment being a hoſe: 
backe, by meanes their cuſtome is fo2 all doubts to keepe their hozſes readie ſadled, in the night ſt 
vpon them, and tooke one, the reſt making ſbift fo2 themſclues, eſcaped away, But this one;be 
cauſe hee was their guide, and was the occaſion that diners times they had made muaſiou vyon 
them, had fox his trauell a ſtake thꝛuſt thozough his fundement, and ſo out at his necke, 

The ſixt ol May afozeſapd, wee came to an Jſland called Curaſao, where wee had thoughts 
haue ankred, but could not ſiude ground, and hauing let fall an anker with two cables were faine 
to weie it againe, and the 7, ſayling along the coaſt to ſeeke an harboꝛow, and could finde none, 
came to an anker where wee rode open in the ſea, In this place we had traffique foꝛ Hides, and 
found great refreſhing both ol beefe, mutton and lambes, whereof there was ſuch plentie, thatſy 
uing the ſxtnnes, we had the fleſh giuen vs fo2 nothing, the plentie whereof was ſo abundaunt, 


plenree of cat- that the wozſt in the ſhipthought ſcozne not onely of mutton, but alſoof ſodden lambe, which they

dil dained to eate vnroſted. 

The increaſe of cattell in this Aland is maruellous, which from a doozen of each ſozt ought 
thither by the gouernour, in 2 5,yeeres had 100, thouſayd at the leaſt, and of other cattell was # 
ble to kill without ſpoile ofthe increaſe, 1 5. hundꝛed peerely, which he killeth fo2 the Ckinnes, and 
of the fleſh ſaucth onely the tongues,thereſt he leaueth to the foule to deuour. And this J am able 
to affirme, not onely vpon the Gouernours owne repozt, who was the firik chat bjought the iy 
creaſe thither,and ſo remaineth vnto this day, but alſo by that J ſawe my ſelfe in one field, where 
an hundꝛed oxen lay one by another all whole, ſauing the ſkinne andtongue taken away, unt is 
not ſo maruelous a thing why they doe thus caſt away the fleſh in all the Jſlands of the Veit J 
dies, ſecing the land is great, and moze then they are able to inhabite, the people fewe, having 
delicate fruits and meates inough beſides to feede vpon, which they rather deſire, andthe increaſe 
which paſſeth mans reaſon to beleeue, when they come to a great number: foz in S, Domingo 
an Jfland called by the finders thereof,Hiſpaniola,ts ſo great quantitie of cattell, and ſuchintttiſt 
thereol that notwithſtanding the daily killing ol them foz their hives, it is not able to aſſ wagt the 
number of them, but they are deuoured by wild dogs, whoſe number is ſuch by ſuffering them firſt 
to range the woods and mountains, that they eate and deſtroy 60000. a peere, and pet ſmall lache 
foundof them, And no maruell, foz the ſaid Jſlandis almoſt as big as all England and beingthe 
firſt place that was found of all the Indies, and of long time inhabited befoze the reſt,andtherrfine 
it ought of reaſon to be moſt populous, and to thishower the Uiceroy and counſell roiall, abideth 
there as in the chiefeſt place of all the Indies to preſcribe oꝛders to the reſt fo2 the kings behalle, 
pet haue they but one citie and 13. villages in all the ſame Jſland, whereby the ſpoile of them in 
reſpect ofthe increaſe is nothing. | 

The 1 5 ofthe fozeſaid moneth we departed from Curaſao,being not a little to the reiopcing of 
our captaine and vs, that we had there ended our traffique, fo notwithſtanding our ſweete ment. 
we had ſower ſauce, fo2 by reaſon of our riding ſv open at ſea, what with blaſtes whereby our 
kers being a ground, thzee at once came home, and alſo with contrary windes blowing, where:

But ſering they would contrary tu all reaſon goe about to withſtand his craffique, he would it TY 17 
duo not be ſaid by him, that bauing the fozce he hath,to be dziuen from histratfique perfoxce, but 
he would rather put it in aduenture to trie whether he oz they ſhould haue the better, and therefoze 
willed them to determine either to giue him licence to trade, oz cls to ſtand to their owne harmes: 

Hovpon this it was determined hee ſhould haue licence to trade, but they would giue him ſuch a 

mice as was the one balfe leſſe then he had ſold foz befoze, and thus they ſent wo they would do. 

id none other wiſe, x ik it liked him not, he might do what he would, foꝛ they were not determined 

wheale otherwiſe with him. Aherupon, the captaine waying their vaconſcionable requeſt, mott gg, ta m 

tochem a letter, that they delt too tigoꝛouſly with him, to goe about to cut his tote in the pꝛice dis letter to 

of his commodities, which were ſo reaſonablie rated, as they could not by a great deale haue the en 

like a my other mans hands. But ſeeing they had ſent hum this to his ſupper, hee would in the 1 

mning bzing them as good a heakefaſt. And therefoze in the moming being the 21. of Bay, 

he ſhat of a whole Culuering to ſummon the towne, and pꝛeparing one hundꝛed men in armour, 

wentaſhoze, hauing in his great boate two Faulcons of bꝛaſſe, and in the other boates double bas 

{sintheir noſes, which being perceiued by the Towneſmen, they incontinent in battell araie 

withtheir umme and enſigue diſplayed, marched from the Towne tothe ſands, of footemen to 

thenumber ol an hundzed and fiftie, making great agges with their cries, and weauing' vs a 

hae, whereby they made a ſemblanc to haue fought with vs in derde. But our Captaine percei- a 

ung them ſobzagge, commaunded the two Faulcons to bee diſcharged at them, which put them 1496. 

un ſmall feare to ſee, as they afterward declared, ſuch great pieces in a boate, At cuery ſhotte Ys 

they fell flat to the ground, and as we appꝛoched neere vnto them, they oke their arate, and diſ- 

gerſedcthemſelues ſo much foꝛ feare of the ozdinaunce, that at laſt they went all away with theit 

caligue, The hozſemen alſo being about thirtie, made as bzaue a ſhew as might be, courſing vp 

addowne with their hozſes, their haue white leather Targets in the one hand, and their Jaue · 

lags in the other, as though they would haue receiued vs at our landing. But when we landed,

d ſo boldly: and cherefoze as the Captaine was putting his men in aray, and marched fo ward 

#haue encountred with them, they ſent a meſſenger on hozſebacke with a flagge ol trute to the 

Captaine, who declared that the creaſurer maruelled what hee ment to doe to come a ſhoze in that 

net, in conſideration that they had graunted to euery reaſonable requeſt that hee did demaund: 

but the Captaine not well contented with this meſſenger, marched fozwardes , The meſſenger 

med him to ſtay his men, and ſatd, if hee would come apart from his men, the treaſtrer would 

ae andſpeake with him,whereunto he did agree to common together. The captaineonely with 

ksarmour without weapon, and the treaſurer on hozſeback with his iaueling, was afraid tocome 

ame him foz feareof his armour, which he ſaid was woꝛſe then his weapon, and ſo keeping aloofe 

ommming togicher, granted in fine to all his requeſts, Thich being declared by the captaine to 

tecompayp,they deſired to haue pledges fo2 the perfo7mance of all things, doubting that other: 

wie when they had made themſelues ſtronger,they would haue bene at defiance with vs : and ſce: 

nowthep might haue what they would requeſt, they tudged it to bemoze wiſedome to bein 

then to be foꝛced to make any moꝛe labours about it. So vpon this, gages were ſent, and 

ve made our traffique quietly with them. In 9meane time while we ſtatedhere,we watred a good 

unh offfrom the choꝛe, where by the lirẽgthof the freſh water turing into the lea che ſalt water 

vasmade freſh.

Now while we were here, whether it were of a feare that the Spanſards doubted wee wund 
haue done chem ſome harme befoze wee departed, on fo2 any treaſon that they pꝛetended tome 
vs, J am not able to ſay, but then tame thither a captaine from ſome of the other townes, bi x 
doozen ſouldiers, who vpon a time that our captaine and the treaſurer cleared allthingsbetwene 
them, and were in a communication of a debt ofthe gouernours of Burbozoata, which was to be 
pated bythe ſaid treaſurer, who would not anſwere the ſame by any meanes, Certaine woof 
dilpleaſure paſſed bet wixt the captaine and him, and parting the one from the other, the creaurer 
poſſibly doubting that our captaine would perfozce haue ſought the ſame, did immediately com: 
maund his men in armour both hozſemen and footemen 2: but becauſe the captaine was in the 
Riuer on the backe ſide ol the to une with his other boates, ad ell his men vnarmed and with 
out weapons, it was to be iudged he ment him litle good, hauing that aduantage ol him that tum 
ming vpon the ſudden, he might baue miſchitued many of his men, but the captaine having 
derſtanding thereof, not truſting to their gentleneſle, if they might haue the aduauncage, depart 
abooꝛd his ſhips, and az night returned againe,q demanded amongſt other talke, whatthep ment 
by aſſembling their men in that ozder, and they anſwered, that their captaine being come totowne 
— — —— ——U— 
that comming foz þ purpoſe he might haue done it ſooner, but the trueth is, they were not of ian 
vntill then, whereby to enterpꝛiſe any matter againſt vs, by meanes of pikes and harquebuſls, 
whereofthey haue want. and were now furniſhed by our capcaine, and alſo 3. faultons, which e 
uing got in other places. they had ſecretly conueied thither, which made them the bolder, alt 
for that they ſaw now a tonuenient place to do ſuch a feat, and time alſo thereunto, by the 
means that our men were not only vnarmed and vnpꝛouided, as at no time the lä, but alle 
were in hewing of wood, e lealt thinking of any harme: theſe were occaſions to pzouoke 


gentleman being in the towne, thinking ol no harme towards bs, and ſeeing men aſſembling in 
armour to the treaſurers houſe, whereof I maruelled, and renoking to minde the fozmer talkebs 
tweene the captaine and him, and the vureadimeſſeofour men, of whom aduauntage might have 
bene taken, departed out ofthe Towne immediately to giue knowledge thereof, but before wee 
came to our men by a fliche ſhoc, tu hozſemen riding a gallop were come neere vs, being ſent,as 
we did geſſe to ſtay vs leaſt we ſhould carie newesto our captaine, but ſeeing vs ſo neere ourmen 
ſkated their hozſes, comming together, and ſuffering vs to paſle, belike becauſe we were ſo neut, 
that if they had gone about the ſame, they had bene eſpied by ſome of our men which then imme 
diately would haue departed, wherebythey ſhould haue bene fruſtrate ol their pperence : audſo te 
two hozſemen ridde about the buſhes to eſpie what wee did, and ſeeing vs gone to the intent they 
migbt ſhadow their comming downe in poſt, whereof ſuſpicion might be had. fatned a ſimple excuſe 
inaſking whether he could ſell any wine, but that ſeemed ſo ſimple to the capcaine, chat ſtanding 
in doubt ol their curteſie, hee returned in the moming withhis 3. boates, appointed with baſesit 
their noſes,and his men with weapons v, where as befoze he cariednone : andthus di 
ſembling all iniuries concriued of boch partes, the captaine went a ſhoxe, leauing pledges in he 
boates oz himſelfe,x cleared all things betweenethe treaſurer and him, ſauing fo the gouerntts 
debt, which the one by no means would anſwere,no) the other, becauſe it was no bis due bett, 
he would not moleſt him len it, but was content to remit it vurill another time, * therefoze departfd,

un pet did we not reſuſe ic, but weremoze glad therof, as the time then required, then we ſhould

ſrousto deparr, the place was not very conuenient fo2 ſuch ſhippes ol charge as they 
becauſe there were many ſtoales lee ward, and alſo lay open to the ſea for any winde thar 
blowe, and therefoy the capcaine made the moe haſte away, which was not vemeedfull: for little 
ſooner were there ankers weyed, add fozeſaple ſer, but there aroſe ſuch « ſome, that they had not 
achte ſpare fo2 doubling out oft he ſhoales: foz one of the barks not being fully ready au the reit | 
was 
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was tame fo} halte to cutte the cable in the hauſe, and looſe both anker and cable tu ſaut ha 


ſelfe. ; 

Thus the leuenteenth of June we departed and the twentichfell with che {leſt end of Cub, 
called Cape S. Anthony, where fon the ſpace of thzee dayes,we doubled along till we came beyong 
the ſhoales, which are 20 leagues beyond S. Anthony. Andthe ozdinary brite taking vs, whichis 
the Nozthealt wunde, put vs the 24 fromthe ſhoare,aud therfoze we went to the 202thwelt tu ferch 
winde, and allo to the coaſt of Floridato haue the helpe ofthe currant,which wasiudged to haue ſer 
to the Ealtward : ſothe 29 wee found out ſeluesin 27 degrees, and in the ſoundings of Florich, 
where we kept our ſelues the ſpace of foure dayes, ſailing along the coaſt as neere as we could, 
teune oꝛ twelue fathome water, hauing all the while no ſight of land, | 

The litt of July we had ſight of certaine J llandes of ſand, called the Tortugas (whichis owe 
land) where the captaine went in with his pinneſſe, and found ſuch a number of birds, that in halt 


Great tot an houre he laded her wich them, and if they had beene tenne boats more, they might haue done the 


like . Theſe J landes beare the name of Tortels becauſe of the number ol them, which there doe 
berd, whoſe nature is to liue both in the water and vpon land alſo,but bet d onely vpon the ſhoare, 
in making a great pit wherein they lay egges to the number of thꝛee oz foure hundzed, andcove- 
ring them with ſand, are hatched by the heat ofthe ſunne, and by this meanes commeth the great 
increaſe , Of theſe we tooke very great ones, which haue both backe and belly all of bone of 
the thickeneſle of an inch, the fiſh whereof we pzooued, eating much like veale,andfinding a num 
ber al egges in them, caſted alſo ol them, but they did eate very ſwelly. Oeert we ankeredſize 
houres, andthen ſpzinging a faxze gale of winde, we weyed anker, and made ſaile to ward Cuba, 
whither we came the ſire day, and weathered as farre as the Table, being a hill ſocalled, becauſe it 
the fozme thereof : hetre we lay offandon all night, to kerpe that wee had gotten to winde wart, 
intending to haue watered in the mozning, if we could haue done it, 02 els if the winde had come 
larger, to haue plyed to winde wardto the Hauana, which is a harbozow whercunto all the flectof 
the Spanyards come and doe there tarry to haue onethe company ol another. This bill we tin 
king to haue bene the Table, made account (as it was in deed) the Hauana to be but eit leagues 
to winde ward, but by the perſuaſion ofa French man, who made che captaine beleeue her urn 
the Table very well, and had beene at the Haunna, ſaid that it was not the Table, and that the Tx 
ble was much higher, and neerer to the ſea ſide, and that there was no plaine ground tothe Eaſt 
ward, no? hilles to the Weſtward, but all was contrary, and that behinde the hilles tu the Web 
ward was the Hauana ; to which perſuaſion credit being giuen by ſome, and they not of the wolf, 
the captaine was perſuadedto goto leeward, and ſo ſailed along the ſeuenth and eight dayes, fin- 
ding no habitation, no} no other Table, aud then perceiving his folly to giue earetoſuchpyaters, 
was not a little ſozry, both becauſe he did conſider what time he ſhould ſpendere he could grtſo 
farre to winde ward agate, which would haue bene with the weathering which we had 100312 
dapes wozke, and what it would haue beene longer he knew not, aum that (which was won) de 
had not aboue a daves water, and therefdze knew not what ſhift to make : but in fine , becauſe the 
want was ſuch,that his men could not liue with it, he determined to ſeeke water, andto go further 
to leeward, to a place (as it is ſet in the card) called Rio de los porcos, whichhe was indoubtof 
both whether it were inhabited, and whether there were water oz not, and whether fo the nales 
he might haue ſuch acceſſ? with his ſhippes that he might take in the ſame :and while 
we were in theſe troubles, and kept our way to the place afozeſaid, almighty God our guide (who 
would noc ſuffer vs tu runme into any further danger, which we had beene like to haue incurred, if 
we had ranged the coaſt of Florida along as we did before, which is ſodangerous (by repozts) that 
no ſhippe clcapeth which tommeth thither, as the Spanyards baue yery well pzooued the ſame) 
ſent vs the eight day at night a fayze Weſterly winde, whereupon thecaptaiue and company c 
ſulted, determining not to refttſe Gods gift, but euery man was to pinch bis ont bed 
lie whatſoeuer had happened, and taking the ſayd winde, the ninth dan of July got to the Table, 
and ſailing the ſame night, vnawares ouerſhot the Hauana, at the we thottghtto haue 
along the eoaſt,ſeeking 

wevnderſtood chat we had 


watered,but the next day, not knowingthat we hadouerſhotthe 
it, and the eleuenth dap in che moming, by certaine knowen markes, went 
ourrlhotte it twentie leagues: in which coaft ranging, we found no conudnient watering place, 
whereby there was no remedy but to difſemble, and to water vpon the coaſt of Florida: fot, ts 
go further to the Eaſtward, we couldnot foz the ſhoales,which are very dangerous. and the 
currant ſhooteth to the 2oxthealk, we doubted by the foxce therofto be ſer vponthem, andtherefare 
durlt notapp}och chem: ſo making but reaſonable way the day afozeſatd,# all night:the 12 ay 
che moming, we fell wich the Iſlands vpon the cape of Florida, which wecould ſcant trouble bythe 
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mint thut fearing the ſhoales to che E rds, and doubting the currant comming out of the 


net, which was not ul that fozce we made account of, foz we felt little oz none till we fell with Tea 
checape, and then felt ſuch a currant, that bearing all ſailes againſt the ſame, vet were duuen Flozds. 


uche againt a great pace: the experience whereof we had by the Jeſus pinneſle, and the Sallo⸗ 
mans boate, which were ſent che ſame day in the afternoone, while the ſhippes were betalmed, to 
(xeifthey could finde any water vpon the Illands afozeſayd, who ſpent a great part ofthe day in 
unn thither, being further off then they deemed it co be, and in the meane time a fapze gale of 
unde ſpzinging at ſea, the ſhrppes departed, making a ſigne to them to come away, who although 
they ſaw them depart , becauſe they were ſo neere the ſhoare would nat looſe all the labour they 
hadtaken, but determined to keepethey2 way, andſee rf there were any water to be had, making 
waccount but to finde the ſhippes well enough: but they ſpent ſo much time in filling the water 
which they had founde, that the night was come befoze they coulde make an end, and hauing loſt 
che ligt of the ſhippes, rowed what they could, but were wholly ignozant which way they ſhould 
ſeekethem againe, as in deede there was a mode doubt then they knewof, Foz when they depar- 
ted, the ſhippes were in no currant. and ſapling but a mile further, founde one ſo ſtrong, that bea · 
ring all ſailes, it coulde not pꝛeuaile againſt the ſame, but were dzuen backe: whereupon the caps 
unt ſent the Sallomon, with the other two barkes, to beare neere the ſhoare all night, becauſe 
che currant was leſſe there a great deale, and to bearelight with ſhooting off a picte now and then, 
tothe intent the boates might better knowe how to come to them, 1 

The Jeſus alſo bare a light in her toppe gallant, and ſhot off a piece alſo now and then, but the 
nicht paſſed and the mozning was come, being the thirteenth dap, and no newes could be heard of 
them, but the ſhippes and barkes fozſooke not, but to looke fill fo them, yer they thought it was 
all in baine, byche meane s they heard not of them all the night paſt, and therefoze determined to 
urty no longer, ſeeking foꝛ them till noone, and if they heard no newes, then they would depart to 
the Jeſus, who perfozce (by the vehement y of the currant) was carryed almoſt out of ſight, but 
God would haue it, now time being come, and they hauing tacked about in the pinucſles top, 
had ſight of them, and tooke them vp : they in the boates, being to the number of one and twentie, 
hauing ſight ofthe ſhippes, and ſeting them tacking about, whereas before at the firſt ſight ol them 
didgreatly teioyce, were now in a greater perp then euer they were: foz bythisthey thought 
themſelues veterly fozſaken, whereas befoze they were in ſome hope to haue found them. True. 
ly God mought maruellouſly fo them, fox they themſelues hauing no victualles but water, and 
being ſoze oppꝛeſſed with hunger, were not of opinion to beſtowe any further time in ſeeking the 
luppes then that pzeſentnoone time: ſo that if they had not at that inſtant eſpyed chem, they had 
gone to the ſhoare to haue made pꝛouiſton foz victualles, and with ſuchthinges as they could haue 
aum, either to haue gone fo2 that part of Florida, where the French men are (which would haus 
lerne very hard foz them to haue done, becauſe they wanted victualles to bzingthem thither, be ⸗ 
ingone hundzed and twentie leagues off) oz els to haue remapned amongeſt the Floridians, at 
whoſe handes they were put in comfort by a French man, who was with them, that had remay⸗ 
win Florida at the firſt finding thereof, a whole peere together, to receiue victualles ſufficient, 
and gentle intertainement, ifneede were, foz a verre 02 two, vntill which time God might haue 
Noulded fox them , But how contrary this would haue fallen out to they? expectations, it us hard 
toindge, ſeeing thoſe people ofthe cape of Florida, are of moze ſauage andfiercenature, and moze 
baliant then any ofthe reſt, which che Spanyardes well pzooued , who being fiue hundzed men, 
who intended there to land, returned few oz none of them, but were infoꝛted to foxſake the ſame, 
mil then cruelty mention is made in the booke of the Decades, of a fryer, who taking byon him 
vpæſu e the people co ſubiection, was by them taken with his Ckinne cruelly pulled ouer his 
wes,and his fleſh eaten. 

Ju thtſe Ill mdes they being a ſhoare, founde a dead man died in a maner whole, with other 
heads and bodyes of men, ſo that thoſe ſozes ol men are eaters of the fleſh ofmen, as well as the Ca- 
nals. But to returneto our purpoſe, 

The foureteenth daythe ſhippe and barks came tothe Jeſus, bzinging them newes of the reco- 
ryofthe men, which was not a little to the reioycing ofthe captaine, andthe whole compeny ; 
adſothen altogether they kept on they} way along the coaſt of Florida, and the fifteench day came 
van anker, and ſofrom ſix? and twenty degrees to thirtie degrees # halfe, where the Frenchmen 
ne ranging all the coaſt along, ſeckingfoxfreſh water, ankering cuery night, becauſe we woulde 
— — water, and in the day time the captaine in the ſhippes pinneſſe ſapled a- 


— ————_, 


, went mtu cuery creeke, ſpeaking with diuers of the Floridians, becauſe he wonly P. ng ung. 
where the Freuch men inhabited, and not finding them in eight and twentte degrees co of F. 
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Flozida found is all lo we land, and very ſcant of tre ſh water, but the countrey was marucllouſlyſweer, wth 


as ft was declarevvuto hun, maruelied thereat, and neuer lett lailui along che coaſt tul he — 
chem, who mhabited in a riuer, by them called the riuer of May, and ſtandeth in thirtie 
and better. In rauging this coaſt along, the captaine found it to be all an Jfland and 


t 
mariſh and me dow ground, and goodlp woods among. There they found Sozrell to — 
bundantly as graſſe, and where they2 houſes were, great Noze ofmay:s and mill, and grapes 


The commo-f great bigneſle, but of taſke much like our Engliſh grapes, Alſo Deere great plenty, which came 
0 


vpo the ſands befozechem, They? houſes are not many together, foz in one houſe a huntzey 
them do lodge ithey being made much like a great barne, and in ſtrengthnoc mferiour to dum in 
it hath ſtanchions and rafters ol whole trees, and couered with Palmito leaues, hauing noplace 
diuided. but one ſmall roome fo their Ring andQueene , In the middeſt of this houſe is a hearth 
where they make great fyers all night, aud vpon certaine pieces of wood hewen in fo2 the bowng 
of their backes, and another place made high fo} they; heads, they lye vpon the ſame, which they 
put one by another all along the walles on both des. In their houſes they remaine onely inthe 
nights, and in the dap they deſire the fieldes, where they d2cſſe their meat, and make pyouiſigh 

victualles, which they pꝛoulde one ly fe a meale from hand to mouth, There is one thing tobe 
maruelled at, foꝛthe making of ther fire, and not onely they but alſo the Negroes doe the ſame, 


—— which is made onelp byt wo ſtickes, rubbing them oue againũ another: and this chey may dor in 


in Fa. any place they come, where they finde ſticks ſufficient ſo the purpoſe . Intheyz apparell the men 
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onely vſe derte ſkinnes, where with ſome only couer theit puuy members, other ſome vſethe ſame 
as garments to couer them befoze and behunde, which ſainnes are painted, ſome yellow +red,ſome 
blacke and ruſſet, and cuery man accozding to his owne fancy. They do not omit to paint their bo ⸗ 
dies alſo with curious knots, o2 antike woꝛke, as every man in his owne fancy deuileth, which 
p unting to haue it to continue the better, they vſe with a thozne to pꝛicke their fleſh, and dentin the 
ſame, whereby the painting may haue better holde. In their warres they vſe a lighter couler of 
painting their faces, therby to make themſelues ſhew the moze ſierte: which after their warresen- 
ded they waſh away againe. In their warres they vſe bowes andarrowes,wheroftheir bowes ar 
made of a kinde of Hew, but blacker then aurs, but mauy paſſing the ſtrength of the Negroesg 
Indians, fo it is not greatly interioꝛ to ours, theirarrowes alſo of a great length, but yetofreeds 
like other Indians, but varpingin two points both fozlength, and alſo foz nocks andfethers, which 
the other lacke, whereby they ſhoot very ſteddy : the heads ofthe ſame are vipers teeth, bonts ol l⸗ 
ſhes,flint ſtones, piked points of kniues, which hauing gotten of the French men, dzoke the ſame, 
and put the points of them in their arrowes heads: ſome o them haue their heads of ſilucr, other 
ſome that haue want of theſe, put in a kinde of hard wood, notched, which perceth as farre asanpof 
the reſt, In then fight, being in the woods, they vſe a maruellous pollicie fox cheir owne ſafegard, 
which is by claſping a tree in their armes, and pet ſhooting uotwithſtanding:this pollicy they bier 
with the Frenchmen in their fight, wherby it appeareth that they are people ol ſome pollicy : n 
although they are called by the Span pards Gente triſte. chat is to ſay, Bad pcoplt meaning ther 
by, that they are not men of capacity : yet haue the French men found them ſo witty in their an 
— owne tepoꝛt, a councellour wich vs could not giue a mot profound 
reaſon, 

The women alſo in their apparell vſe painted ſkinnes, but moſt of them gownes of mot. 
ſomewhat longer then our moſſe, which they ſowe together artificially, # make the ſame ſurplel 
wiſe,wearing their haire downeto they) ſhoulders,like the Indians. In this riucr of May aforrſan, 
the captatne entring with his pinneſſe, found a French ſhipof foureſcoze tunne, and tuo pinneſſes 
offifreene tunne a piece, by her, and ſpeaking with the keepers thercof, they tolde him al a ler 
two leagues vp, which they had built, in which they) captaine Mounſieur Laudonier was, with 
certaine ſouldiers therin. To whomour captaie ſendingto vnderſtand of a watringplace, whert 
he might conueniently take it in, and co haue licence fo2 the ſame, he ftraight becauſe there was 
no co11tenient place but vp the riuer fine leagues, where the water was freſh, did ſend him a pilot 
fo the moe expedition thereof, to bzing in one ol his barkes, which going in with other boats pw 
uided fo; the ſame purpoſe, ankered befoꝛethe fo2t, into the which our captaine went,where he was 
by the general, with other captaines and ſouldiers,very gent ly intertaine d, and declared vnto him 
9 time ol their being there, which was r 4 months, with the extremity they were dꝛiut to fo waie 
of victuals, hauing bꝛought very little with them. in which place they being 200 men at their hal 
connning. had in ſhozt ſpace eaten al the mayis they could buy of the inhabitants about them p ther 
foze were dʒiuen certeine of thẽ to ſerue a king of the Floridians againſt other his enemirs fo: mill 
and other victualles, which hauing gotten, coulde not ſerue them, being ſomany ſo lng 0. 
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to dpapne 
rida, where at their landing they were put in pziſon,and incontinent foure ofthe chiefeſt being con 
ed at the requeſt of the ſouldiours, did paſſe the harquebuſlers, and then were hanged vpon a 
Thislacke of thzeeſcoze men was a great diſcourage + weakuingto the reſt. foꝛthey were 
ofthe beſt ſoul dioꝛs that they had: and wheras they hadnow made the inhabitants wearyofthcm 4 
tytheir daply craving ofmayis hauing no waresleft to content them withall,and therefoze info ebe laueg 
to tobe chem, and to take awap their victuall perfoxce, was the occaſion thatthe Floridians (not ot with the 
wellcontentedtherewith) did take certaine of theyz company in the woods, and ſiew them, wert 
there grew great warres bet wirt chem and che French men, and therefoze they being but a few 
ianſiber durf not venture abzoad, but atſuch time as they were infoꝛced therunto foz want of food 
nd the ſame : and going twentie harquebuſſers in a company, were ſer vpon by tightene kings, 
hiuing leuen 02 eight hundzed men, which with one of they bowesflewone of their men. and hurt 
n, and dzoue them all done to they boats, whole pollicy in fight was to be marue lled ac:foz 
hauing ſhot at diuers of their bodies which were armed and perceiuing that their arrowes did not 
nenaile againſt the ſame,chey ſhoe ar their faces g legs, which were the places t hat the Frenchmen 
den hurt in. Thus the Frenchmen returned. being in ill caſe bythe hurt of their men,hauing not 
abone font y ſoul diois left vnhurt. whereby they might ill make any moze muaſious vpon the Flori- 
dns, andkeepe their fot withall : which they muſt haue beene dxtuen vuto, had not Godſentvs 
thitherfoz their ſuccour, fo2 they had not aboue ten dayes bictuall leſt befoze we came. In which 
perplerity our capcaine ſecingthem,ſpared them out of his ſhip twenty barrels of meale. and foure 
pipes of beanes, with diuers other victuals and neceſſaries which he might conueniently ſpare : The French 
not helpechem the better home wards whither they were bound befoze our comming, at their re 1-4" 
queſt we ſparedchem one of our barks of fifty tunnes. Notwithſtandnuig the great want that the Haul. 
Frenchmen had, the ground doth peeld victuals ſuffictent, if they would haue taken paines to get 
te lame, but they being ſouldioꝛs. deſiredto liue by the ſweat of other mens bzowes:fo2 while they 
hadpeace with p Floridians they had fiſh ſufficient.by weares which they made to catch the ſann: 
— — — — the ſame againe, and then would not 
men paines to any moe. ground peldeth naturally grapes in great | 

int m inthe time that the Frenchmen were there they made twenty hogſheadsof wine, Allvit heads of wine 
darth roots palling good, dere maruellous dime, with diuers other beaſts, and fowle, ſeruicea- 1825 io fh 
ile tothe vſe ofman, Theſe be things where with a man might liue,hauing come 02 mayis wher: wine of © 
withto wake bꝛead: foz mayis maketh good ſauozy bead, aud cakes as fine as flower. Alſo it ma. 
lech good meale beaten and ſodden with water and eateth like pappe wher with we ferd childzen. 
Imakech alſo good beuerage ſodden in water, and nouriſhable : which the French men did vſe 
anni of in the moꝛming . and it aſſuagedcheir thirſt,ſo that they had no need to dime all the dav 
net. And this mayis was the greateſt lacke they had, becauſe they had no laborcrs to ſowe the 
lame, nn cherefoze to them that ſhould inhabit che land it were requiſitto haue laboders to till and lte ga nes, 
lwwethe ground. Foz they hauing victuals of then owne. where by they neither rob noꝛ ſpoile the bebu new 
inhabitants, may liue not one ly quictly withthem, who naturally ate mozc deſtrous of peace then untries. 
f'warres, but alſo ſhall haue abundance of victuals pjoferedthem foz nothing: foz it is with them 
u is wich one of vs, when we ſee another man euer taking awayfrom vs, although we haue e⸗ 
wath belddes, yet then we chinke all to little fo2 our ſelues : for ſurely we haue heardthe French 

men 
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men repox, and J know it by the Indians that a very little conteuterh them: fon the Indians wi 

the head of mayis roaſted, willtrauel a whole dap, and whenthep are at the Spanpardg fining, 

they giue them notlung but ſodden herbsand mayts, 2 in thisder J ſaw ther cee of them i 

who wert laden with ware and came fifric league olf. The Floridians duhen theyttauelſ um 

kinde ol herbe dzped, which with a cane. and an earthen cup in the end, withlire, and the dyiedherts

and how theycame by this golde and ſiluer, the French men know nat as pet, but by geſſe, who 

hauing trauelledto the Southweſt of the cape,hauing foũd the ſame dangerous . by mennes ol lin 

day banks, as we alſo haue found the ſame, and there finding maſts which were wachs of Sya- 

nyards comming from Mexico,judged that they had gotten treaſure bychem, Fon i is moſttrue 

that diuers macks haue beene made of Spanpards, hauing muchtreaſure. Fozthe Frenthmen 

Cwo Spanp- hauing trauelledto the capeward a hundycd and fiftie miles, did finde two Spanyards wich the 
dung timed = Floridians, which they brought afterwardto they? foxt,wherof one being in a Carauell, comming 
— from the Indias was caft away foureteene peeres agu, and the other twelue pecres, whole fellowes 
ans ſome eſcaped, other ſome were ſlaine by the inhabitants. It ſeemeth they had eſtimationof they

There is another Jfland thereby called che Ffland of ſacrifices, whereas che Spaniards W. 
Spirits, times paſt vnlade their goods. And fox that they ſay there are vpon it ſpirits oz deuils, it is not 
frequented as it hath bene, In cheſe places the Nozth winde hath ſo great dominiou,chat oftew 
times it deftropeth many ſhippes and barkes, This place is giuen to great ſickneſſe, Thelt 
Iſlands ſtand in 18. degrees and ahalfe,and aboutthe ſame ts great plentie Vf fiſh, 
Fine leagues from S. Iohn de Vllua is a faire river: it lieth Nozthwedt from the pont, and 
mera crm. Loeth to a little towne of the Spaniards called Vera Cruz, and with ſmall veſſels oz barks, 
which they call — — carry all cheir marchandiſe which commeth out of Spaine, tothe 
ſaidtowne : and in like maner bying allche golde, ſiluer, Cochonelio, hide, and all other things 
that the ſhippes carry into Spaine vnto them. And the goods being in Vera Cruz, they tit

There are in this Citie ſtate ly buildings and many Monaſte 
nesoffriers and nonnes which the Spaniards haue made, And the building of the Indians is 
fomewhat beautifull outwardly, and within full of ſmaſl chambers, with very ſmall windoes, 
wich is not ſo tome ly as the building ofthe Spaniards, This Citie ſtandeth in the middeſt cf a 
gen lake. and the water goeth thꝛough all o2 the moſt part of the ſtreetes, and there come ſmall 
hoates, which they call Canoas, and in them they bing all things neceſſary, as wood and coales, 
maſt fo their hozſes,ſtones and lime to builde, and coꝛne. 

his Citie is ſubiect to many earthquakes, which oftentimes caſt downe houſes,and kill peo 

This Citie is very well pꝛouided of water to dꝛinke, and with al maner of victuals,as fruits, 
&< and fiſh, bꝛead, hennes and capons, Guinie cocks and hennes, and all other foule, There 
t in this Citie every weeke thꝛee faires ozmarktes, which are frequented with many people 
ij well Spaniards as the people ofthe Countrey. There are in theſe faires oz markets all ma- 
ur il things that map bee inuented to ſell, and in eſpeciall things of the Countrey. The one of 
theſe faires is vpon the Monday, which is called S. Hypolitos faire, and S. Iames his faire is vp- 
mathe Thurſday, and vpon Saturday is S. Iohns faire, In this Citie is alwapes the kings Go⸗ 
wernour m; Viceroy, and there are kept the Termes and Parliaments. And although there bee 
cher plates of Juſtice, yet this is aboue all; ſo that all men may appeale vnto this place. and may 
wtappeale from this Citie, but onely into Spaine befoze the Ring: and it muſt be for a certaine 
ſunme; And if it be vnder that ſumme, then there is no appellation from them. Many riuers 
lill into this lake which the Citie ſtandeth in: but there was neuer any place founde whither it 


eth ot. 
The Indians knowe a way to dʒowne the Citie, and within theſe 3. yeeres they would haue — 2 
martiſedthe ſame : but they which ſhoulde haue bene the doers ol it were hanged, and euer ſince Serra. 
the Citie hath bene well watched both day and night, foz feare leaſt at ſometime they might be de⸗ 
ud: toꝛ the Indians lone not the Spaniards, Round about the towne there are very many gar⸗ 
us ind Oꝛchards of the fruits of the Countrep marueilous faire, where the people haue great 
recreation, The men of this Citie are marueilous vicious, and in like maner the women are diſ⸗ 
meſt of their bodies, moze then they are in other Cities oʒ townes in this Countrey, 
There are neere about this Citie ol Mexico many riuers and ſtanding waters, which haue in Crocodſles. 
hem amouſtrous kinde of the which is marueilous rauening, and a great deuouret of men and 
rtl. He is wont to fleepe vpon the dzie land many times: and il there come in the meane time 
amm q beaſt and wake oz diſquiet him, he ſpeedeth well if he get from him. Hee is like vnto a 
ſerpent ſauing that he doech not flye, neither hath he wings. 
There is Weſt out of Mexico a poꝛt towne which is on the Southſea,called Puerto de Naui- —— 
@d,whereas there are ſhippes which they haue ozdinarily fz the Nauigation of China, which pot de Haut- 
ey hu newly found. This poꝛt is theefcoze leagues from Mexico. dad. 
There is another poꝛte towne which is called Culluacan on the South Sea which lyeth 
Act nd by Noth out of Mexico, and is 150, sfrom the ſame. And there the Spaniards 
ndewolhipsto goe ſeeke the ſtreighe oz gulfe, which as they ſay. is betweene the Ne wfounde eye geg.

Come to be marucilous rich, 
Cowarde the Nozch from Mexico, there are 7 of luer mpnes, There is greater 
dd 3 | quan⸗ 
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quantitie of ſiluer founde in theſe mines towarde the North, then there is in any other yan; 
andas the moſt men of experience ſaid alwayes,they finde the richer mines the moze Notther!; 
Theſe mines are commonly vpon great hilles and ſtonie ground, maruailous hard to be labaure 
and wꝛoughe. 
Painting Dut = of the mines, the Indians finde a certaine kinde of earth of diuers coulerg, where, 
earth, with they paint themlelues in times of their daunces, and other paſtimes which they vlt. 
Code ines. In this Countrey of Noua Hiſpania, there are alſo mines of gold, although the golde be um 
monly found in riuers, 02 very neere vnto riuers. And nowe in theſe dayesthere is not ſo much 
golde found as there hath bene heretofoze, 

There are many great riuers and great ſtoꝛe of fiſhe in them, not like vnto our kindes of gig 
And there are marueilous great woods, and as faire trees as map bee ſeene of diuers ſoxtes, an 
eſpecially firre trees that may maſte any ſhippe that goeth vponthe ſea, okes and 
another tree which they call a Miskiroxit bearcth a fruite like vntoa peaſecod marueiiausſweree, 
which the wilde people gather and keepe it all the yeere, and cate it tn ſterde of bꝛead. 

The Spaniards haue notice of ſcuen Cities which olde men ofthe Indians ſhe we them ſhoulh 
lie towards the Nozthweſt from Mexico, They haue vſed and vſe daply much diligence inthe 

”.Citiesby ſeeking them, but they cannot linde any one of them, They ſay that the witchcraft of the 
found oft — 8 when they come by theſe townes thep caſt a miſte vpon them, ſo that chepcan 
rs, . : 

The v haue vnderſtanding of another Citic which they call Copalla, and inlike maner,at my 
being in the Countrey, they haue vſed much labour and diligence in che ſeeking of it: they ham 
found the lake on which it ſhould ſtande , and a Canoa, the head whereof was wought withcops 
per curiouſly, aud coulde not finde noꝛ ſee any man noz the towne, which to their vnderſtanding 
Gould ſtand on the ſame water oꝛ very neere the (ame, 

Thebeates of There is a great number of beaſtes oz kine in the Countrey of Cibola, which were ncucr 

Noua Yilpas bought rhither by the Spaniards, but bzeednaturallyinche Countrey. They are like vnto an 

_ oren, ſauing that they haue long haire like a Lion, and ſhozt hoznes, and they haue vyon 
their ſhoulders a bunche like a Camell, which is hier then the reſt ol their body. They are mar 
ueilous wilde and ſwift in running. They call them the beaſtes oz kine of Cibola, 

Cibolaaban- This Cibola is a Citie which the Spaniards founde nowe of late, without any people inthe 

doned. ſame, goodly buildings, faire chimneis, windoes made of ſtone and timber excellently wiought, 
faire welles with wheeles todzawe their water, and a place where they had buried their dead 
people, with many faire ſtones vpon the graues. And the Captaine woulde not ſuffer his ſoul 
diers to bꝛeake vp any part of theſe graues,ſaping,hee would come another time to doe it, 

Thep aſked certaine people which they. mette, whither the people of this Citie were gone: 

And they made anſwere,they were gone downe a riuer which was thereby very great, audchere 
had builded a Citie which was moe fo) their commoditie. 

This Captaine lacking things neceſſarie fo; himſelfe and his men, was faine to returnt 
backe againe without finding any treaſure accozding to his expectation : neither founde they 
but fe we people. although they founde beaten wapes,which had bene much haunted and freque 
ted. The Captaine at his comming backe againe, had a great checke of the gouernour,becaule 
he had not gone fozwards and ſeene the ende of that riuer, ; 

Water con» They haue inthe Countrey farre from the ſeaſide, ſtanding waters which are ſalt : Andinthe

all the Indies, The Indians make winke of it, and in like maner meate to kate. Tt goeth 


— fo; money in any market 07 faire, and may buy any fleſh, fiſh, bzcad oz cheeſeopother 
nas, 


Fruits. There are many kinde of fruites ofthe Countrey which are very good, as Plantans, Sapot6, 


Guiaues, Pinas,Aluacatas, Tunas, Mamios, Lymons, Orenges, Walnuts, very ſmall aud 

and little meate in them, grapes which the Spaniards bzought into the Countrey, and alſo wil 
grapes, which are of the Countrey, and are very ſmall, quinſes, peches, fgces, aud but five 
apples, and very ſmall, and no peares: but there are melons and Calabaſſes. 

Therc is much honie boch ol bees and alſo of a kind of tree which they cal Maguer, huber 
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of Maguez is not ſo ſwerte as the other hony is, but it is better to be eaten une ly with bꝛead. then 
heother is: and the tree ſerueth foz menx things as the leaue s make thꝛeed to ſowe any kinde of 
ug and are good to coue t oꝛ thatch houſes and foz diuers other things. 

They baue in dtuers places ol the Counttey manp hot ſpzings of watcr, As aboue all other, I dot p1ings. 
haue ſeene one in the pꝛouince of Mechuacan.Jn a plaine field without any mountaine, there is 
zſqzing which hath much water, and it is ſo hot, that if a whole quarter of beefe bee caſt into it, 
within one halfe houne, it will be as well ſodden, as it will be ouer a fire in halfe a daye. J haue 
ſeene halfe a Sheepe caſt in, and imme diat ly it hath beene ſodden, and J haue eaten parte 


Kt. 
There are many Hares and ſome Conies. There are no Partridges, but aboundance of — 


king great ſtoze of fiſhe in the South Sea, and many Oyſters, and very great. The Dea filhe. 
people doe open the O pſters,aud take out the meate of them, and dꝛy it. as they doe any other kind 
of iſhe,and keepe them all che yeere : and when the times ſerue, they ſende them abzoad into the 
Countrey,to ſe ll as all other fiſhe . They haue no Salmon, noz Trowte, no; Pele,noz Carpe, 
Tench,no2 Pike, in all the Countrey, 
There are in the Countrey mightie high mountaines, and hils, and ſnowe vponthem , They ?ounaines, 
commonly burne, and twiſe euery day they tall out much ſmoke, and aſhes, at certaine open plas 
es uhich are in the toppes ol them. 
There is among the wild people much Manna. I haue gathered of the ſame, and haue eaten aun. 
t m it is good. Fo2 the Apothecaries ſend their ſeruants at certain times tu gather of the ſame, 
purgations,and other vſes. 
There are in the mountaines many wild hogs,which all men may kill, and L ons and Ty» 
get, which Tygers doe much harme to men that traue ll in the wildernes. 
Jthis Countrey,not long ſince, there were two pooze men that found a merue lous rich myne, 
mn hen theſe men went to make a regiſter ofthe ſame, accoꝛding to the Lawe and cuſtome,be- 
ne the Rings officers,chey thought this myne not meete fo ſuch men as they were, and violent 
l»tooke the laid myne fo2 the King, and gaue no part thereof vnto the two pooze men. And within ines diſcos 
cetaine vaies the Rings officers reſoxced thither to labour in the myne, and they found two great faund agaus. 
mixhcic hils were come together, ſo they founde noplace to wozke in. And in the time, while J 
uu among them, which was fiue peeres, there was a pooꝛe ſheepheard, who kexing of his ſheepe, 
happened to finde a Tell of quicke ſiluer, and he went in like manner to manifeſt the ſame, as the 
cuſtome and manner is , The Rings officers dealt in like awer, as they did with the two pocze 
men that found the rich myne. taking it quite from the ſheepheard: but when they went to fetch 
home the quicke — re rn could neuer finde it againe. So theſe things haue bene 
declared vnto the King. who hath giuen commandement, that nothing being found in theficldes, 
empnes,and ſuch like,ſhall be taken away from any man. And many other things haue bene 
mein this Countrey, which men might count fo2 great merueils. 
There is great abundance of ſuger here, and they make diuers conſerues,and very good x ſend Suger and 
den hid Peru, whereas they ſell them meruelous well, becauſe they make none in thoſe parts. . 
The people ol the Countrey, are of a good ſtature, tawnie coloured, bꝛuad faced, flat noſed, and weccription of 
duen much to dzinke both wine of Spaine, x alſo a certain kind of wine, which they make th hony tbe Jndiavs 
oMague7.androotes,andother things which they vſeto pnt into the lame. They call the ſame mamuz. 
wane Pulco. They are ſoone dzunke,and giuen to much beaſtlines. and void of all goodnes, Jn 
their munkennes . they vſe and commit ſodomie, and with their mothers and daughters they haue 
their pleaſures and paſtimes. Thereuppon they are defended from the dzinking of wines, 
yonpaines of money,aſwell he that ſelleth the wines, as che Indian that dzinketh the ſame. And 
— were nn he wine in Spainc,and in France, were not ſufficient for the 
diagonely, 
bin bes of much ſimplicitie.and great cowards, void of all valour, and are great TAitches, 
vo” diners times totalke with che Deuill, co whome they doe certaine ſacrifices and obla» 
. and I haue ſeene them moſt cruelly pu- 
The people are given to learne all maner of occupations and ſciences, which fo) the molt part 
de lerner ſince the comming ofthe Spaniards : J ſay all manner of artes. They are very artift» 
alin making of Images, with feathers, on the pzopoxtion oz figure of any man, in all kinde of 
aneras he is. The finenes and extellencie of this is wonderfull, that a barbarous people as they 
T,hould giue themſe lues to ſo fine an arte as this is, They are Goldliichs, Biacketmichs, ws 
oppere 
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dont pong beleeuedin the Sunne and the Poone,ſaping,that from them they had all things that wert nerd 


Pynes. 
Ce plentieof There is in new Spaine, a meruelous increaſe of cattel, which daily doth 
ofa greater growth then ours are. Nou map haue a great Dteere that hath an hundzed 
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Copper Smiths, Carpenters, Paſons, Shoemakers, Tailers,Sadlers.Jmbyoderers and ct al 
other kind of ſciences : and they will. and doe woꝛke ſo good cheape, that pooze youg men thatry 
out of Spaine,to get their liuing,are not ſet on wozke , Thich is the occaſion there are many nie 
people in the Countrey. Foz the Indian will liue all the weeke with leſle then one groate, which 
the Spaniard cannot doe, noꝭ any mau elſe, 

They ſay,that they came ofthe linage of an olde man, which came thither in a boatt of woot, 
which they tall a Canoa.But they canoe tell whether it were befoze the flood, oz after, neither 
can they giue any reaſon of the flood, no2 from whence they came. And when the Spaniatd tim 
firſt among them, they did certaine ſacrifice to an Image made in ſtone, of their owneinucntion, 
The ſtone was ſer vpon a great hill, which they made of bzickes of earth, they call it their Cows, 
And certaine dais in the peere,they did ſacrifice certaine olde men, and pong chtldzen, am 


full foꝛ them. They haue in theſe parts great ſtoze of cotton wooll, with which they make a nner 
of linnen cloth, which the Indians weare,both men and women, and it ſeruerh foz ſhirts g ſmocks 
and all other kind of garments,which they weare vpon their bodies: and the Spaniards vſe it ty 
all ſuch purpoles, eſpecially ſuch as cannot buy other. And if it were not foz this kind of cloth al 
man ner of cloth chat goeth out of Spaine, J ſap,linnen cloth would be ſold out of all meaſure, 

The wild people goe naked, without any thing vpon them. The women weare the ſkinne al 
Deere. befoꝛe their pꝛiuities, and nothing elſe vpon all their bodies, They haue no care fozany 
thing but onely from day to day foꝛthat which they haue neede to eate. They are bigge men an 
like wiſe the women, They ſhoote in bowes, which they make ol a cherrie tree, and their arrowes 
are of a Cane. with a ſharpe flint ſtone in the endofthe ſame : they will pierce any coateofmaile, 
and they kill Deere, and Cranes, and wild Geeſe, Duckes, and other fowle, and Wozmes, and 
Duahkes . and diuers other vermin. which they cate. They liue very long, foz J haue ſcene men 
that haue bene 1 00, peercs of age. They haue but very litle hure in their face, noꝛ on their bodies, 

The Indians haue the Friers in great reuerence. The octaſion is, chat by them, and by then 
meanes, the p are free, ᷑ out — — was ſo oꝛdained by Charles the Emperour, which 
is the occaſion,that now there is not ſomuch gold and ſluer comming into Europe, as thert was 
while the Indians were ſlaucx. Foz when they were in bondage, they could not chuſe but doetheir 
taſke every daye, and bing their Paſters ſo much mettall out of their Pynes. But nowethey 
muſt be well paied, and much entreated to haue them wozke.So it hath bene, and is a greathinds 
rance to the owners of the Pynes and to the Kings quinto oꝛ cuſtome. 


copper mtnes , There are many Ppnesof Copper, in great quantitie, whereot᷑ they ſpend in the Countrey 


much as ſerueth their turnes. There is ſome gold in it, but not ſo much as will pay the coſtesof 
the lining. The quantitie of it is ſuch, and the Mynes are ſo farre from the ſea, that it will nut be 
wooꝛth the fraight to carry it into Spainc. On the other ſide the Rings officers will giue no licence 
to make Oꝛdinantce thereof: whereupon the Mynes lie vn laboured and ok no valuation. 
There is much lead in the Countrep, ſo that with it they couer Churches, and other religions 
houſes: wherefoze they ſhal not net de any of cur lead. as they haue had neede thereofin times pal. 


Arran of The pompe and liberalitie ofthe owners of the Pynes, is meruelous to behold. The apparell 
owners 
uus. 


both of them, and of their wiues, is moze to be compared to the apparell of Noble perſans chen o⸗ 
therwiſe. If their wiues goe out of their houſes, as vnto the Church,oz any other place, they goe 
out with great aieſtie, and with as many men and maides,as though ſhe were the wilt ol n 
Noble man. J will aſſure you, I haue ſeene a Pyners wife goe to the Church, with 100. men, 
and 20. Gentlewomen, and maides, They keepe open houſe, who will, may come to eat? then 
meate. They call men with a bell to come to dinner and ſupper, They are Pyinces in keeping of 
their houſes,and bountifull in all manner of things. 

A good owner of Þynes muſt haue at the leaſt x oo. ſlaues tu carrye, and to ſtampe his met 
tals: he muſt haue many Mules. and men to keepe the Mynes: he muſt haue mils to ſtampe his 
mettals: he muſt haue many watnes,and Oxen to bzing home wood to fine the me: he muſt hane 
much quickeſiluer, and a merueloug quantitie of ſalt bzine,foz the mettals,and he muſt be at man 
other charges. And as foꝛ this charge of quickeſiluer it is a newe inuention, which theyfinde mie 
p2ofitable,chento fine their v2e with lead. Powbeit the ſame is very coſtly, Foz there is ur 
hundyeth of guicktliluer. but coſteth at the leaſt oo. pounds ſterling , Andthe Mynes fall dayly 
in decay and of leſſe value: andthe occaſion is, the fewe Indians that men haue to labour thei 
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ulame in his bellie fo; 1 6, ſhillings,and ſome one man hath 20, thouſand head ct cactell of his 
ne. They ſel the hides vnto the Perchants,who lade into Spaine as manp as map be wel ſpas 

red, They ſpend many in che Countrey in ſhoes and boote s. and tn the mpnes : and as the Coun- 

ney is great,lo is the increaſe of the cattell wonderfull. In the Jſland of Santo Domingo, thep 

commonly kil the beaſts foz theit hives and tallowe, and che fowles eate the carkaſes: and ſo they 

wot in Cuba, ad Porto Ricco,whereas there is much ſuger, and Cana hii.la, which daily they 

ed into Spaine. They haue great increaſe of ſheepe in like maner,and daily doe intend to increale Shecpe,woot. 
chem, They haue much wool, and as good as the wooll of Spaine . They make cloth as much as tory, 
ſerueth the Countrey,foz the common people, and ſend much cloth into Peru. J haue ſeene cloth 

made in the Citie of Mexico,which hath bene ſold fox ten pe30s a vare,which is almoſt 4.pounds 
Engliſh,and the vare is leſſt then our yard. They haue Dad growing in the Countrey, and Al- ©ad. 
m and Byalill,and diuers other things to dye withall, ſo that they make all colours. Jn Peru Z)aar 
hey make no cloth but hereafter our cloth will be litele ſet by in theſe partes, vnleſſe it be ſeme fine 
cloth. The wools are commonly 4, ſhillings euery roue, which is 25. pounds: aud in ſome pla- 

c olthe Countrep that are farre fromthe places whereas they make cloth, it is woꝛch nothing, 

and doth ſerue but ouely to make beds foz men to lye on. 

They make hat s, as many as doe ſerue the Countrey, very fine and good, and ſell them better 
cheape,chen they can be bzought out of Spaine and in like manner ſend them into Peru. 

Hany people are ſet on wozke,both inthe one, and in the other: they ſpin their wooll as we do, 
andin ſterde of oile, chey haue hogs greaſe : they twiſt not their thꝛeed ſo much as we doe, neither 
wokke ſo fine a ch2eed, They make no kerſie s. but they make much cloth. which is courſe,and ſell ic 
wn leſſe then 12. pence the vare. It is called Sapall. 

They haue much ſilke, and make all maner of ſoꝛtes chereof,as Taffacaes, Sattins,Ueluets 
ofallcolonrs,and they are as good as the ilkes of Spainc, ſauing that the colours are not ſo per 
fect: but the blackes are better then the blackes that come out of Spaine. 

They haue many hozles, and mares,and mules, which che Spaniards bzought thicher . They e. 
have as good Jennets,as any are in Spaine, and better cheape then they be in Spaine , And with ſNutes. 
heir Pules they carry all their goods from plate to place, — 

There is rame vſually in this Councrep fromthe moneth of May, to the midſt of October, e- 
iity day, which time they call their winter, by reaſon of che ſaid waters, And if it were not fan the 
waters which kal in cheſe hot ſeaſons their Matz, which is the greateſt part of cheir ſuſtenance, 
wouldbe deſtroied. This Paiz is che greateſt maintenance which the Indian hath, and alſo all Pats graine 
the common people of the Spaniards. And their hozſes and mules which labour, cannot be without la 
the nt. This graine is ſubſtantiall, and increaſeth much blood. It the Piners ſhoulde bee 
without it, they could not labour their ines: lo; all their ſeruants eate none other bzead,but only 
ofthis Patz and it is made in cakes,as they make oaten cakes, in ſome places of England. 

The Jndians pay tribute, being ofthe age of 20. peeres,4.ſhillings of money, and an hanege 
of Paiz, which is woozth 4. ſhillings moꝛe, vnto the Ring euery pecre, This is patd in all Noua 

ia,of as many as be of the age of : o. perres,ſauing the citie of Tlaſcalla,which was made 
free,becauſe che Citizens thereof were the occaſion that Cortes tooke Mexico in ſo litle a time. 
Ind although at che firſt, they were freed from paiment of tribute, yet the Spaniards now begin to 
dlarpevpon them. and make them to till a great fleldof Patz,at their owne coſtes euery petre fo 
heRing,which is as benefictall vnto him, and as great coſt vnto them, as though they paid their 
eidute, as the ochers doe. 

Thethips which goe out of Spaine with goods from Peru, goe to Nombre de dios, andthere 


lte Salomons Illands, and they came ſomewhat to the ſouth of the Equinoctiall, and founde an lands tow 
Hand with many blacke people,in ſuch number, that the Spaniards durft not goe on land among the South wa 
hem, And becauſe they had bene long vppon the voyage, their people were very weake,and ſo 1568 

vent not on land, to know what commoditie was vpon it. And foz want of victuals, they arrined 

u Noua Hiſ ania, in a poꝛt called Porte de Nauidad, and thence returned backe againe vnto Pe- 

"whereas they were enill entreated bet auſe they had not kuo wen moze of the ſame Jfland, 
They haue in this pont of Nauidad, oꝛdinaxily theirſhips, which goe tothe Jflands of China, china enn 
Bichare certnin Yllands,whichthey daue found within thele 7, yeerrs, They haue bought from * ra 


ﬀſcharge the ſaid goods: and from thence chey be carried ouer the necke of a lande, vnto a pozte 

nme in the ſouth ſea,called Panama,whichis 1 7, leagues diſtant from Nombre de dios. And 

there they doe ſhip their goods againe,and ſo from thence goe to Peru. They are in going thither 

— . — 20. daies. They haue ſe ldome foule weather, and few 
ier lot in che ſouth ſea. Foure yeeres pat, tu wit, 1568. chere was a ſhip made out of Peru, tu gatomons 32 
loughe,

thence gold and much Cin amon, and diſhes of earth,and cups of the ſame, ſo fine, that every may 
that may haue a peece of them, will gtue the weight of ſiluer fox it.

with one laut. bing of ſich merchandize as they haue neede of, And of theſe things therc haue bene bzoughtin- 
co Newe Spaine both cloth ol gold, x ſiluer,@# diuers maners of ſilkes,# wozkes of gold and ſilue, 
maruclous to be ſeene, So by their laping,there is not ſuch a Countrep inthe whole wozld, The 
maine land is from the Illands 150. leagues ; and the Jſlands are not farre from the Moluccys 
noꝛthwards. And the people of thoſe Jſlands, which the Spaniards haue, ſay, that if they woulde 
bing their wines & childzen,chat then they ſhould haue among them what they would haur. Ss 
there goe women daily,# the king paieth all the charges of the mariedmen their wiues that go 
to thoſe Illands. Aud there is no doubt, but the trade will be merue lous rich in timetocome, 

It was my foxtune to be in companie with one Diego Gutieres, who was the firſt Pilot that 
eucr went to that Countrey of the Phillipinaes. De makerh repozt of many ſtrange things inthat 
Countrev,aſwel riches,as others, and ſaith, if there be any Paradiſe vpon earth, it is in that coup 
trep: and addetſ that ſitting vnder a tree, you ſhall haue ſuch ſweete ſmels, with ſuch great tun 
tent and pleaſure, that you ſhall remember nothtug.neither wife, noz childzen, no haue anpkinde 
of appetite to cate 02 dzinke,the odoziferous ſmels will be ſo lweete. This man hath good liuings 
in Noua Hiſpania, notwithſtanding he will returne thither, with his wife and childzen, and as ie 
treaſure. there is aboundance,as he maketh mention. In this Countrey of Noua Hiſpania,there 
are many Bucks and Does, but they haue not ſo long homes as they haue here in England, The 
Spaniards kill them with handguns, aud with graphounds, andthe Indians kill them wich their 

Chamotce, bowes,and arrowes,and with che ſkins they make chamoyce, ſuchas we in England make don 
blets and hoſe of, as good as the ſkins that are dzeſſed in Flanders, and like wiſe they makemarue- 

Reer ld lea: aus good Spanilh leather ol them. There is a bird, which is like vnto a Nauen, but he hath ſame 

India nauens of his feathers white: there is ſuch aboundance of them that they eate all the cozrupt and veadfic 

beugurt carri- Which is in the Countrey. Other wile the aboundance ol carten is ſo much, chat it wouldmakes 

on. maruelous coꝛtupt atre in all the Countre y, and be ſo noiſome, chat no man could abide it. Thete 
foze it is commanded, there ſhall none ol them be killed. Theſe birds are alwates about Cities, 
and Townes, where there is much fleſh killed. 

The Indians are muchfauoured by the Juſtites of the Countrey,and they call them their Oy 

— e phanes. And if any Spaniard ſhould happen to doe anpof them harme, oz to wong bim in taking 

ans pũnitded. any thing from him, as many times they doe, oz to ſtrike auy ol them being in any tone, whereas 

iuſtice is, they are aſwell puniſhed fo2 the ſame, as if they had done it one Spaniard to another, 

Ahen a Spaniard being karte from Mexico m any place of iuſtice, thinking to doe with the peux 

Indian what he liſt,conſidering he is ſo fatre from any place ofremedie, he maketh the Jadian 

doe what he commaudeth him. and if he will not doe it, he beateth and miſuſeth him, accozvingts 

his owne appetite, The Indian holdeth his peace,vutill he find anoppoztunicie, and then taketh4 

neighbour with bim, and goeth to Mexico, although it be 20, leagues off, and makethhis com 

plaint. This his complaint is immediatly heard, and although it be a Rnight,o2 « right good 

Gentleman, he is fooxthwith ſent foz,and puniſhed both by his goods , and alſo his perlon Gin» 

Juſtice cance P2iloned at the pleaſure of the Juſtice. This is the occaſion that the Jndians are ſotame andc> 

ofctulicie, ill, as hep are: and if they ſhould haue this fauour, the Spaniards would ſoone diſpatch allthe 

Indians,o1 the Indians would kill them. But they may call them dogs,and vſe other tuill wow, 
as much as they will, and the Indian muſt needes put it vp, and goe his way. 

The pooꝛe Indians will goe euerp day 2.02 3. leaguestoa Faire q; Market, wich achilve vp 

on their necks. with as much kruite oz rotes on ſome kind of ware, an cotton wooll,0z Cadis ofall 

lours,as ſhall be not paſt woꝛth a pennie ; and they will maintame themſelues vpon che ſame.

They are in ſuch pouertie,that if you neede to ride into the Countrey , pouſhall haue a Ind

Aud the 

men haut a ſmall paire of bzeeches,of the ſame cotton wooll, and their ſhirtes which hang ouer 

their yeeches,and a byoad girdle about their middles,and a ſheete with flowers vpon their backs, 

m with a knot vpon one ſhoulder, and an hat vpon their heads, and a paire ofſhoes.2ndthis is all 

heir apparel l, although it de a Caſique, which they vſe in all the Countrey, 


Che wals ofthe houſes ol the Indians. are but plaine, but the ſtones are laid ſo cloſe, that you wt 


hall not well perceaue the ioynt s betweene one ſtone and another, they are ſo finely cut: and by 
the meanes that the ſtones are ſo wozkmanly done.and finely ioyned togethet. there is ſome beau · 
ie in their wals, They are meruelous ſmall and light,as Punne ſtones. They make their doozcs 
very little, ſo that there can goe in but one man at a time. Their windowes, and roomes wit hin 
their houſe s, are ſmall.and one roome they haue reſcrued fo their friendes, when they come co 
calke one with another, and that is alwaies faire matted, and kept meruelouscleane , and hanged 
yllof images. and theit chaires ſtanding there coſitm, They tate their meace vpon the ground, 


and fleepe on the ground vpon a mat, without any bed, boch the gentlemen, and other. 
The Indians ſtrike their fire with one fticke in another, aſwell the tame people, as the wilde. neten 
Fahey know not howe to doe it wich an y2on, and a ſtone, Nickes. 


In Noua Hiſpania,euery 10. 0} 1 2, leagues they haue a contrarie ſpeech, ſauing one ly about — 8 
Mexico : ſo there is a number of ſpeeches in the Countrey, | 

Mutezuma which was the laſt Ring ofthis Countrey, was one of the richeſt Pzinees which Mute uma. 
have bene ſcene in our time. on long befoe. e had all kind of beaſts, which were then in the coun» 
ey. nd all maner of birds, and fiſhes, and all maner of woes, which crerpe vpon che earth,and 
all tres, and flowers, and herbes,all faſhioned in ſiluer and gold, which was the greateſt part of al 
kistreaſure,and in theſe chinges had he great top,as che olde Indians repozt , And vnco this dap, 
they ſay that the treaſure of Murezuma,js hidden, and that the Spaniards haue it not. This King 
would giue none of his people freedome , no} fozgiue any of them that ſhoulde paye him tribute, 
thourhhe were neuer ſo pooze.

The z. vnfortunate voyage made with the leſus, the Minion, 
and foure other ſhippes, to the partes of Guinea, and the VVeſt In» 
dias, in the yeeres 1567. and 1568, by M. Iohn Hawkins, 


and had re iſouable weather, vntil che ſeuench dap, at which time toztie leagues 
W952 Noth from Cape Fmeſter, there aroſe an extreame dme, which concur 

toure daies, in ſuch ſozte, that the fleete was diſperſed, and all our great boates 
loft, and the leſas our chiefe (hippe, in ſuch caſe, as not thought abletoſerueche 
vopage : whert upon in che ſame ſtonne we ſette our courſe homeward, deter 
ning to giue ouer the voyage : but the eltuenth day of the ſame moneth, the winde changed with 
faire weather, whereby we were animated to followe our enterpyiſe , aud ſo did, directingag 
courſe with the J ſtands of Grand Canaries, where accozding to an der befoze pyeſcribed, al 
our ſhippes befoze diſperſed, mette in one of thoſe Jſlands, called Gomera, where we tookewp 
ter, and departed from thence the fourth day of Nouember, towards the coaſt of Guinea, was 


. tiued at Cape Verde, the eighteenth of Nouember: where wee landed x 50, men, hoping to oh 


taine ſome Negroes, where we gatte but fe we, and choſe with great hurt anddamage toour men, 
which chiefly proceevedof their enuenomed arrowes: & although in che begiuning,they ſeemed 
to be but ſmall hurtes, vet there hardely eſcaped any, that had bloode dzawen of them, but died in 
ſtrange ſozte,withtheir mouthes ſhucte, ſome ten dayes befoze he died , andafter their woundes 
were whole, where J my ſe lfe had one of the greateft woundes, yet thankes beto God, eſcaped. 
From thence we paſt the time vpon the coaſtof Guinea, ſearching with all diligence,che Rivers 
from Rio grande, vnto Sierra Leona, till the twelfthof Januarie, in which time wee han nut god 
ten together a hundꝛeth and fiftie Negroes: petnotwithſtanding che ſickenes of our men,andche 
late time of the peere commanded vs away:and thus hauing nothing where with to ſeeke the cual

— put ok che men that were left a lyue in/the Jeſus, made ſhift and followed the Pi⸗ 
uon in a ſinall boat, the reſt which the little boate was not able to receaue,were infozced to abide 
themercy of the Spanpards (which J doubt was very little):ſo with the Pinion onely and the Smat hope ts 
Judich (a ſinall bar ke of fiftye cunne) wee eſcaped, which barke che ſame nyghe fozſooke vs in —— ot tre 
ur great myſerie: wer were nowe remooued with the Pynion from the Spanyſhe ſhippes u fahne. 
two dowe ſhaotes and there roade all that nygbt: the next mozning wee recouered an J. 
unde a mple from the Spanyardes where there tooke vs a Nozth winde, and being left 
onely with two Ankers and two cables ( fo in th's conflicte wee loſte thzee Cables and two 
Ankers wee thought alwapes vpon death which euer was pzeſent, but God pycſerued vs 
tda longer tyme, 
The weather waxed reaſonable, and the Satturvay wee ſet ſayle, and hauing a greatnom» mal yope of 
ber of men and lytcle victuals our hope of life waxed leſſe and leſſe: ſome deſired co pelde to n. 
the Spanyardes, ſome rather veſired to obtapne a place where they migbe giue themſelues 
to the Jnfidels, and ſome had rather abide with a little pittance the mercie of God at Dea: Hardchoile. 
lo thus with manie ſo2owſull hearts wee wandzed in an vnknowen Sea by the ſpace of four» 
rene dayes, tyll hunger infozced vs to ſeeke the lande, foz hides were thought very good 
meate, rattes, cattes, miſe and dogges none eſcaped that myght bee gotten, parrates and qpieries, 
monkayes that were had in great pziſe, were thought there very pꝛolitable if they ſcruedthe 
tourne one dinncr : thus in the ende the eyght day of October wee came tothe lande in the tober 1768. 
dotome of the ſame bay of Mexico in twenty thee degrees and a halfe where wee hoped to 
have founde inhabit antes ofthe Spanyardes, reliefe of victualles, and place fo? the repatre uv mic 
of our ſhippe, wich was fo ſoze beaten with ſhotte from our enemyes and bzuſed with res. - 
hooting of our owne ozdinance, that our weary and weake armes were ſcarce able to de» 
{ade and keepe out the water. But all thinges happened to the contrary, foz we founde 
nexther people, victuall, noz hauen of relicfe, but a place where hauing faire weather with 
lomeperill we might land a boatc: our people being fozced with hunger deſiredto be ſcta land, 
whereunto J concluded, 
And ſuch as were willing to land J put them apart, and ſuch as were deſirous co goe home: 
wards, I put apart, ſo that they were indifferently parteda hundzed of one ſive and a hundzcy 
ofthe other ſide: theſe hundzed men we ſet a land with all diligence in this little place befoze ſaid, 
which being landed, we determined thete to refreſh our water, and ſs with our little remaine of 
dictuals to take the Sea, 
The next day hauing a lande with me fiftte of our hundzeth men that remained for the ſpee⸗ 
Ar meparing of our water abo onde, there aroſe an extreme to2ne , ſo that in thzee dapes we 
udo by no meaues repapꝛe our ſhippes : the ſhippe alſo was in ſuch perill chat eut ty houre we The grrag 
looked fo ſhipwyacke, ws untferte of al. 
But pet God againe had mercie on bs, ſent faire weather, had aboozve our water, and 
the ſirteene day of October, after which day wee had faire and pzoſperous wen ⸗ 
ter un che irteene day of Nouember , which day God be pzapſed wet were cleere from e, 
te coaſt of the Jndians , and out of the Chanell and Goulfe of Bahama, which is bes The gontteaf 
the Cape of Florida, and the Jlandes of Cuba, After this growing neere to 
i calde Counttie, our men being oppyeſled wich Famine, died continually , and they that 
Eee, 2, were 
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were left, grewe into ſuch weekenes that wee were (cantly able to manure our cap and thb 
being alwates yll foz vs to recouer England, determmed to go with Galicia in Dpant, 
intent there to relecue our company & other extreame wants, And being arriued the lat bay of 
December in a place neare vnto Vigo called Ponte vedra, our men with exceſſe of freſhe mem 
grew into miler able dilleaſes,and died a great part of them. This matter was bozne out ag 

as it might be but in the cndalchoughthere was none ol dut men ſuffered to goe a lande, per h 
acceſſe ofthe Spanpardes, our feblenes was knowen ta them. Whercupon they ceaſſed nat iu 
lecke by all meanes to betraie vs, but with all ſpeede poſſible we departed to Vigo, where we had 
ſome helpe ol certaine Engliſh ſbips xu. freſh men wherewith we repaired our wants as wee 
might, and departing the xx. dax of January 1568. arriued in Mounts bay in Coznewalethe xy, 
ofthe ſame moneth, pꝛaiſed be Sod therefoze. 

If all the miſcries and troubleſome affaires of this ſozowfull voyage ſhould be perfectly am 
thꝛougbly wutten,there ſhould neede a papnfull man with his penne, aud as great a time as bee 
had that wzote the liues and deathes ol the martirs,

The Relation of Dauid Ingram of Barking, in the Countie of 


Eſſex Sayler of ſundry things which he with others did ſee, in traueiling by 
land from the moſt Northerly partes of the Baie of Mexico (where he with 
many others were ſet pn 9 by Maſter Hawkins) through a great 
part of America, vntill he came within fiſtie leagues or 
there abouts of Cape Britton. 


| Bout the beginning of October, Anno 1568. Dauid Ingram with the tilt u 

© bis company being 100, perſons inall,were ſet on land by P. Iohn Hawkins, 

A about ſixe Leagues tothe Weſt ofthe riuer La mina, oz Rio de Minas, which 

ſtandeth about 140. leagues weſt a by Nozth from the cape of Florida,whotrs 

ueling towards cape Britton, ſpent about x 2,moneths in the whole, And about 

ſcuen moneths thereof in thoſe Countties, which lie tow ards the Nozthofthe 

riuer of May, in which time (as the ſaid Ingram thinketh)he traueiled by land two thouſand miles 

at the leaſt, and neuer continued in any one place aboue thzee 02 foure dapes, ſauing onely atthe 
Citie of Balma,where he taped ſixeo2 ſeuen dayes. 

There are in thoſe partes(ſayth he)very many Kings,commonly within ahundzech on a han 

dzeth and twenty miles one from an other, who are at continual warres together: The firſt Ring 

that they came beloꝛe, dwelt in a Countrey called Giricka, whocauſed them to be ſtripped naked, 


and wondꝛzing greatly at the whitenes of their ſkins, let them depart without further harme, 


The Kings in thoſe Countries are clothed with painted oz collour ed garments, and thereby 


— n you map know them, and they weare great pꝛecious ſtones, which commonly are Rubies, being

4 inches long, and two inches byoad, And if the lame bee taken from them, either by foxce 0

The Noble men and ſuch as be in ſpecial fauour with the Ring, do commonly we are feathers 
in the haire of their heads foz the moſt part, ol a Bynde, as bigge as a gooſe ot tuſſet 
this is the beſt marke that this Ingram can giue to know him by. 

There is in ſome of hoſe Countries great aboundance of pearle. fo in euery cottage be found

They haue alſo ſhoze bowes, ſtrung with p barke of trees, being halle an pnch bzoad, x thear- 
roweg are of bone, a parde long, nocked and headed with ſiluer & bone, and their arrowes are of

Then appcareth their Colluchio oz Deuil, in the likeneſſt afozeſaid, and ſpeaketh vntothem, 
and to that Deuil the parties bzought to execurion doe great reucrence, and with many payers 
to it doe take their death, 

He Catth chat ſuch perſons as are put to death in ſuch ſoꝛt, haue not any of their friends burich 
with them: but ſuch as die naturally, haue alwayes buried quicke with them one of their denen 
friendes to keepe them compante , and to pzoutde neceſſaries and victuall fo: them, who doe wi- 
lingly cdſent thereto, being thereto perſwaded by their Colluchio oz Deuil,whb they do worſhiy,

vpon he ble ſſed himſelfe : In the name of the Father, and of the Sonne, and of the holy Ghoſt, 
And T wide ſatd very vehemently, J vefie thee and all thy wozkes, And pjeſently the Colluchio 
ſhꝛancke away in a ſtealing maner foꝛth ofthe doozes,and was ſeene no moze vnto them, 

Alſo they paſſed ouer many great Riuers in thoſe Countries, in Canoes 0 Boates ſome 
foure,ſome ſixe, ſome eight, ſome tenne miles ouer: whereof one was ſo large, that they coulde 
ſcarſe croſſe the ſame in foure and twentie houres. 

Alſo he ſaich, that in the ſame Countrie , the people haue inſtruments of Buſicke made of4 
piece ofa Cane, almoſt a foote long, being open at both endes: which ſitting downe, they ſmite 
vpon their thighes and one oftheir handes, making a pleaſant kind of ſound, 

And they do vſe an other kind of inſtrument like a Taber,couered with a white ſkinne ſome 
what like Parchment, | 

This Examinate can very well deſcribe their geſtures,dauncing,and ſongs, 

After long trauailc, the afozeſaive Dauid Ingram with his two companions Bzowne and 
Trude, came to the head ofa riuer called Garinda, which is 60, Leagues Uleſt frõ Cape But 
ton: where they vnderſtood by the people of that Countrey of arrinall of a Chziſtian,Whert: 
vpon they made their repaire to the Sea ſide, and there found a French Captaine named Mos 
ſieut Champaigne, who tookethem into his Shippe and bꝛought them vnto Newhauen,# from 
thence they were tranſpozted into England, Anno. Dom. 1569. 

This Monſieur Campaigne, with diuers of his companie was bzought into þ Qillageof Ba- 
riniah, abouttwentie miles vp into the Countrie by þ ſaid Examinate and his two Companions, 
by whoſe meanes he had a trade with the people of diuers ſoztes of fin* furres, # of great redde 
leaues oftrees almoſt a pard long, # about a foote bzoade, which he thinketh are good fo; dying. 

Allo the ſaid Monſieur Champaigne, had there foz exchange of trifling wares, a good quants 
tie of rude, and woughe ſiluer,

with ſome of them within theſe ther peeres,

Pon munday being the ſecond of October, 15 67, the weather being rca- 
ſonable fapze, our Generall M. John Hawkins, hauing commaunded all 
bis captatnes and maſters to be in a rradineſſe to make ſaple with him, hee This fleete 
\| bimlelfe being imbarkedin che leſus, whereof was appotnted fo Paſter, 9 pn 
Robert Barret, hoyſed ſaple,and departed from Plymmoth vpon his in⸗ Tho ſus 
V| cended voyage foz the parts of Africa,# Americh, being accompanied with; Bau 
=) five other ſayle of ſhippes, as namely the Mynion, wherein went fon Cap- 1— — 
bampton, and John Garret Paſter, The William and lohn, wherein was Ehe — : 
Ciptaine Thomas Bolton, and James Raunce Maſter. The Iudith, in whome was Captaine 6 The Hwais 
Þ, Francis Dzake now kmght, and the Angel whoſe Paſter, as allo the Captaine and a- 
ſerofthe Swallow J now remember not. And ſo ſapling in companie together vponour voy 
Ce mall tbe tenth ol the ſame moneth, an extreame ſtozme then tooke vs neere vnto cape Fini- 
fer, which dured foz the [pace of foure dapes, and ſo ſeparatedour ſhippes, that wee had lot one 
nocer,and our Generall finding the Ieius to be but in pll caſe, was in minde to giue ouer the 
mage. and to returne home, Powbeit the eleuenth of the ſame moneth the ſcas waxing calme, 
Udthe winde comming fayde, he altered his purpoſe,and helde onche fozmer entended voyage: 
comming tothe Jlande of Gomera being one of the Jlands of the Canaries, where ac- 
ag toan onder befoze appoynted, we met with all our ſhippes which were befoze diſperſe, 
then tooke in frelh water and departed from thence the fourth of Nouember,and holding on 
courſe, vpon the eightenth day of the ſame moneth we came to an anker vpon the coaſte of 
Altca, at cape Verde in twelue fadome water, and here our Generall landed certaine of our 
þ men,

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men, to the number of 160 0} there about, ſecking to take lome Negroes, And they going pu 
to the countrey foz the ſpace of ſix miles, were iutountred with a great number of the Negroes; 
who with their inuenomed arrowes did hurt a great number of our men, ſo that they wert 
ted to retye to the ſhippes, in which conflict they recouered but a fewe Negroes, and of thele 
our men which were hurt with their enuenomed arrowes, thete died to the number of 7, j d. m 
very ſtrange maner, with their mouths ſput, ſo that we wert fozced to put ſlickes g other (hings 
into their mouths to keepe them open, x ſo after ward paſſing the time vpon the coaſt of 
vntill the twelft of Januatie, we obteined by that time the number of 1 50 Negroes. And being 
ready to depart from the ſea coat, there was a Negro ſent as an Ambaſſadour to our Gcnergll, 
from a Ring of the Negroes, which was oppzeſled with other Kings his bozdering neigh 
bours, deſiring our Generall to graunt him ſuccour and ayde againſt thoſe his enemies, which 
our Generall graunted vnto, and went himſelfe in per ſon a land. with the number of 2co af tut 
men oꝛ thereabouts, and the ſayde Ring which had requeſted our ayde, did ioyne his fozce with - 
ours, ſo that thereby our Generall aſſaulted, and ſet fyze atowne of the ſayd Ring his tue · 
mie s, in which there was at the leaſt the number of 8 oz wand Negroes,and they perces 
uing that they were not able to make any reſiſtance ſought bp ſitg ht to ſaue themſelucs,tnwhich 
their flight there were taken pyiſoners to the number cf 803 966, which our Generall oughtts 
haue had fo} his ſhare: howbeit the Negro Ring which re queren our ayde fallifying bis dont 
and pꝛomiſe, ſectetly in the night conuayrd himlelle away with as many pziſoncrs as hee had in

was ſo ſtraight , that we couldenot obteine any traffike there, and ſo fo; that our trade wad 
neere finiſhed ,our- Generall thought it beſt to depart from thence the rather fo2 the avoiding 
of certaine dangerous ſtoꝝmes called the Huricanos, which accuſtomed to beginne there dont 
that time of the peere, and ſo the 24. of July 1568. wee departed from thence directing our 
courſe Nozth, leauing the Jlands of Cuba vpon our right hand, to be Eaſt ward of bs, ind ſe 
ſapling ctowarde Florida, vpon che 12 of Auguſt, an extreme tempeſt aroſe, which durtd fo) the 


ſpact ot eight dayts in which our ſhips were molt dangerouſly toſſed e beaten hither, f qe 
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{o chat wee were in continuall feare to bee dzowned by reaſon of the ſhallowneſſe of the coalte, 
nun the ende we were conſtrapnedto flee fo ſuccour to the poztof M. John de Vilua, oz Ve- 
a Cruz, ſcituated in 19 degrees of latitude, and in 200, ſeuentie nine degrees of longitude 
vhichis the pozte that ſeruech foz the citie of Mexico: in our x torecouer this pozte our 
Generallmet by the wap,thzee ſmall ſhippes that caryed paſſengers, which bee tooke with him, 
nd ſ the lixtenth of September, t 5 68 wee entred the ſayde pozt of S. lohn de Vllua. The 
ds there ſuppoſing vs to haue bene the Ring of Spaynes fleete, the chiefe officers of 
the countrep there abouts came pyeſcnely abozve our Generali, where perceiumg themſelucs 
u baut made an vnwiſe aduenture, they were in great feare to haue bene taken and taped: how: 
ut our Generall did vſe them all very curteouſlp:in the ſapd pozte there were twelue ſhippes, 
which by cepozt had in them in treaſure to the valew of 200 thouſand pound, all which being in 
zur General his power and at bis devotion, he did freely ſet at libertie, as alſo the paſſengers 
which he had befoze taped, not taking from any of them all the valewe of one groate: onelp he 
td two of credite and account, the one named Don Laurenzo de Alua, and the other 
Don Pedro de Reuera, and pzeſently our Generall ſent to the Vizroye to Mexico which was 
teeſcoze leagues of, certifying him of our arrtuall there by fozce of weather, deſiriug that fo · 
nuch as our Queene his Doueraigne, was the Ring of Spayne his louing ſiſter and friend, 
hat cherefoze he would,conſidering our neceſſities aud wants, furniſh vs with victuals foz our 
Rune, and quietly to ſuffer vs to repaire and amend our ſhippes, And furthermoze that at the 
xiuall ofthe Spaniſh flecte which was there daply expected and looked fo, to the ende that 
there migbt no quarrell ariſe becweene them, aud our Generall and his companye foz the 
heach of amitie, hee humbly requeſted of his excellentie, that there might in this behalfe 
ſome ſpeciall oder bee taken, This meſſage was ſent away the 16 of September, 5 68, 
itbeing the very day of our arriuall there. The next mozning be ing the ſeuententh of the ſame 
monerh, we de ſcryed 13 ſaple of great ſhippes : and after that our Generall vaderſtood, that it 
uus the king of Spaynes Fleete then looked foz, hee pꝛeſentiy ſent to aducreiſethe Genet all 
hereof, ol our being in the ſapde pozte, and giuing him further to vaderſtande, that befoze hee 
houlde enter there into that harbour, it was requiſite that there ſhoulde paſſe betweene the two 
Generals ſome oꝛders and conditions to bet oblerued on either part, fo} che better contriuing of 
peace betweene them and cheirs, accozding to our Generals requeſt made vnto the Viceroye, 
Indatchis inſtant our Generall was in a great perplexitie of minde, conſidering with hunſe lfe 
thatif he hould keepe out chat fleete from entring into the pozte, a thing which he was very wel 
ie ta doe with the helpe of God, then ſhould that fleete be in danger of pzeſent hipwzacke and 
eat all their ſubſtance, which amounted vnto the valeweof one myllion and $00 thouſande 
qownes, Againe be ſaw that if he ſuffered them to enter, hee was aſſured that they would pꝛac· 
ey all maner of meancs to betrap him and his, and on the other ſide the hauen was ſo licle, 
thatthe other flecte entring, the ſhippes were to ride one hard abozde of another: alſo hee ſawe 
tit il then fleece ſhould pertſh by his keeping of them out, as ol neteſſitie they muſt if he ſhould 
lune dont ſo, then ſtoode he ta great feare of the Queene our Soueraignes diſpleaſure in ſo 
waightie a cauſe, therefoze did bee chooſe the leſt cuill, which was to ſuffer them to enter vnder 
Mbrance, and ſo to ſtande vpon his garde, and to defende himſelfe and his from their treaſens 
which we were wel aſſ.ired they would pꝛactiſe, and ſo the meſſenger being te turned from Don 
Martinede Hentiques, the new Viceroy,who came in the ſame Flecte, ans had ſufficient autho- 
ar to commaund in al caſcs both by ſeaand by land in this pzouince of Mexico qq new Spaine, 
dd certifie our General, that fo the better maintenance of amitie betweene the king of Spatne 
eur Soueraigne, all our requeſts ſhould bee both fauourably graunted, and faichfully per · 
fourmed : ſignifying further that he heard and vnderſtood of che honeſt and friendly dealing of 
n Gener all, taward the King of Spapnes ſubiects in all places where he had bene, as alſo in 
tielapde poꝛte: ſo that to be bʒeefe our requeſts were articled,and ſet downe in wiiting, viz.

unt fo continew, and that no Spaniard ſhould come to land in the Oyde Mand, hanng 02 chem. 
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peace, and of all the conditions, there might twelue gentilmen of credite be delwered of either 
part as hoſtages, Thele conditions were concluded and agreed vpon in witting by the vice. 
roy and ſigned with his hande, and ſealed with his ſeale, and ccnne hoſtages vpon either part 
were receiued. And further it was concluded that the two Generals ſhould mecte, any 
faith eche to other fox the perfozmance of the pꝛomiſes. All which being done, the ſame 
claymed by the ſound of a trumpet, and commaundement was giuen that none of either part 
ſhould violate oz bzeake the peace vpon payne of death: thus at the end of thyce dayes all wag 
concluded, and the fleete entred the poxt, the ſhips ſaluting one another as the manner of the ſeq 
doth require:the mozow after being Fuday we laboured on al ſides in placing the Englifh ſhips 
by themlelues, and the Spaniſh ſhips by them ſelues, the capcaines and inferiour perſons of 
either part, offering, and ſhe wing great curteſie one to another, and pzomiſing great amitie vp. 
on all ſives, 1)owbeit as the ſequel ſhewed, the Spaniards ment nothing lelle vpon their partz 
Foz the Viceroye, and gouernour thereabout, had ſecretly at land aſſembled to che number of 
1000 choſen men, aud well appoynted, meaning the next thurſday being the 24 of September 
at dinner time to aſſault vs, and ſet vpon vs on all ſives, But befoze J goe any further, I think 
it not amille byiefely to diſcribe the maner ofthe Jlandas it then was, and the fozce g fir 
that it is now of, Fox the Spaniards ſince the time of our Generals being there, fo) the better 
fo:tifying of the ſame place, haue vpon the ſame Jland built a faire caſtle, and bulwarke very 
well fozerfied : this pozte was then at our being there, alicle Fland of tones,not paſt thier foote 
aboue water in the higheſt place, and not paſt a bow ſhotte ouer any way at the molt, and it tans 
deth from the mapne land, two bowſhootes 82 mote: and there is not in all this coaſ any other 
place fo2 ſhips ſafely to ariue at: alſo the Nozth windes in this coaſt are of great violence aud 
koꝛce, and vnleſſe the ſhippes bee ſafely mozed in, with their ankers faſfened in this Munde, 
there is no remedie, but pzeſent deſtruction and fhipwzacke, All this our generall wiſely kent; 
ſceing,did pꝛoulide that hee would haue the ſayde Jland in his cuſtodie, oz els the Spaniardes 
might at their pleaſure, haue but cut our cables, and ſo with the firſt Nozthwinde that blewe 
wee had had our paſpoze, fo2 our ſhippes had gone a ſhoze, But to teturne ts the matter, The 
time appꝛoching that their creaſon muſt bee put in pzactiſe, the ſame Thurſday mozning,ſome 
appearance thereof beganne to ſhewe it ſelfe, as ſhifting; of weapon from ſhippe to ſhippe, and 
planting, and bending their ozwinance againſt our men chat warded vpon the lande, with great 
repay2e of people: which apparant ſhewes of bzeache ofthe Viceroyes fapth, cauſedour Gene 
rall to ſende one to the Viceroye, to enquire of him what was ment thereby, which preſently 
ſent and gaue oꝛder, that the ozdinance afozeſayde, and other things of ſuſpicton ſhoulde bet re- 
ed, t x anſwere to our Generall in the fayth of a Viceroye, that hee woulde bee 
our dekenſe, and ſafetie from all villanous treacherye : this was vpon Thurſday in the mop 

iy — ot ning. Dur Generall not being therewith ſatiſſied, ſecing they had ſecrecly conuaied agread 
'Decerop yis number of men abooꝛde a great hulke oz ſhip of thepzs of goo tunne, which ſhippe rode hardby 
fapth. the Mynion, hee ſent againe to the Viceroy Robert Barret the maſter ofthe leſus, a man that 
coulde ſpeake the Spaniſh tongue very well, and required that thoſe men might bee vuſhipt# 

againe, which were in that great hulke, The Viceroy then perceiuing that their treaſon yas 

tbꝛougbly eſpied, ſtayed our after, and ſounded the trumpet, and gaue onder that his people 

ſhould vpon all ſides charge vpon our men, which warded on ſhoze, and elſe where, which llrole 

ſuch a maſe, and ſudden feare among vs, that many gaue place, and ſought to reconer our ſhips 

ko the ſafetie of themſelues. The Spaniards which ſecretly were hid in ambuſh at lande were 

—— quikly conuaied ouer to the Jlandin their long boate s, and ſo comming to the Jland, they flewe 
tore bannt ds All our men coulde meece with, without any mercie. The Mymon which had lune 
o ther crucitp, whadzabekore her ſelfe co auoyde the danger, haled away and abode the firlt bunt. of 
the zoo men that were inthe great hulke: then they ſought to fall aboozde the leſus, wherewas 

a cruel fight, and many of our men ſlapne : but pet our men defended chemſelues, and bet 
them ont : ſo the Jeſus alſo gotte looſe, and iopning with che Mynion, the fight waxed whit 
vpon all ſides : but they hauing wonne and got our ozdinance on ſhoze,vid greatly annoy, 
Ju this fight, there were two great ſhips of the Spaniards ſunke, and one burne, ſo that wit 
their ſhippes they were not able to harme vs, but from the ſhoze they beat vs cruelly with our 
ane oꝛdinance, in ſuch ſozt that che Ieſus was very ſoze ſpopled, and ſuddeuly the Spaniards 
hauing fired two great ſhippes of their owne, they came directly againſt vs, which bzed among 
our men a marueilous feare, Powbeit the Mynion which hav made her ſaples ready, ſhifted 
her ſelfe, without conſent of the Generall, captaine 82 maſter, ſo that very hardly our General 
could be receiued into the Mynion: the moſt of our men chat were in the les halt 9 
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ns, no followedche Pinion. the bat, andchoſe which thar mall boate was net able tore == 
ceme, were molt cruelly by the Spanpards. Of our ſhippes none eſtaped ſauing the Þi- 


wg andthe Judith : and all ſuch of our men as were not in them were infoxced to abide the ty- 
um crueley of che Span pards. Foz it is a certaine trueth. that whereas thep had taken cer: 
une of our men at ſhoare, they tooke and hung them vp by che armes vpon high poſkes vntill the 
youd burſt out of their fingers ends : of which men ſo vled, there is one Copſtowe, and certain o. 
thers yet aliue, who chzough the merciful pꝛouidenct ofthe almighty, were long ſince arrined 
jerreat home in England, carrying ſtill about with them (and ſhall tu theit graues) the markes 
ad tokens of hoſe they inhumane aud moze then barbarous cruell dealing,

Wherein is ſhewed, how that after we were eſcaped from the Spanyards, we were like to

ned to put halſe of his men on land, and hat miſeryes wee after that ſuſtayned a- 
mongſt the Sauage people, and how we fell againe into the hands of the Spanyards.

mailter Francis Ducke, afozeſaid : che ſame night theſaid barke loſt 
being in great neceſlitie, and infoxced to remooue the Pinion

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cauſed auy ſtoup heatt to baue reteuted to he are the putifull mone that many did make, amjoy 
loth they wereto depart : the weather was then ſomewhat(tozmie andcempeſtuous and therm 
we wore to pale with great danger, yet notwithſtanding thers wats remedy, det eee 
appointed to goe away, mult of neceſlicie doe ſo, Yowbeit choſe that went in the firſt boate were 
ſafelie ſet a ſhoare, but ot them which went in the ſecond boate, of whichnumber J myſeig wy 


ont, the ſeas woughe ſo high, that we couldnot attapne to the ſhoare, andcherefize we were um 


ſtrapned thzough the cruell dealing of John Hampton capt aine of the Minion, and John $a 
ders boatſwaine ofthe Jeſus, and Thomas Jollary his mate, coleape out of the boate mud c 
maine Sea, hauing mo? then a mile to ſhoare, andſoto ſhift foz our ſelues.and either  ſincke g 
\wimme . And of thole that ſo were (as it were) thzowen out, and compelled to leape into che 
Dea, there were two dzowned, which were ol captaine Blands men, 

Juthe euening of the ſame dap, it being Punday the eight of October, 1568, when we were 


all tome to ſhoare, we found freſh water, whereof ſome ol out men dzunke ſo much, that they hay 


almoſt caſt themſelues away,foz we could ſcarſe get life in them fo2 the ſpace of two oy thyer hours 
after :other ſome were ſo cruelly ſwollen, what with the dzinking in of the ſalt water, and what 
with che eating ofthe fruite which wee found on lande, hauing a ſtone in it much like an umu 
(which fruite is called Capule) that they were all in very ill caſe, ſo that we were mn a mantt al 
ol vs both feeble,faint and weake, 

The next mopning it being Tuelday the ninth of October, we thoughe it bett to trauell along 
by he Sea coal, to ſeeke out ſome — — — Chaiſtians 02 Saw 
ges, we were indifferent. ſo that wee might haue wherewithall to ſuſtaine our hungrie bodyes, 
and ſo departing from an hill where wee had reſted all night, not hauing any day thzeed about vg, 
foz thole that were not wet bemgthzowne into the Dea, werechozowly wet with rae, fo; 
night it rainedcruelly: As we went fromthe hill, and were come intoche plaine, we were 
croubledto paſſe log the graſſe and woods that grew there then any man. On the lefthand 
we had the Dea, and vpon the right hand great woods, ſo chat of nereſſitie we muſt needes paſt 
on our wap QAeſtward, though thoſe marſhes, and going thus, ſupdenly we were aſſaultedby 
the Indians, a warlike kinde of people, which are in amaner as Cambals, although they do wt 
feed vpon mans fleſh as Canibals do, 

people are called Chichemici,and theybſe to wearethey) haire long. cuen dotunt to their 


arithe and knees, they doe alſo colour their faces yellow, redaudblew, which makechchem to ſerme 


© veryouglyand terrible to beholde , people doe keepe warres againſt the Spanpards, of 


whome they haue beene oftentimes very cruelly handled : foz with the Spanyardschrreions 
mercy, They perceiuing vs at ourfirſt comming on land, ſuppoſed vs to baue beene theirens 
mies, the bozdering Spanyards, and hauing by they) fozerunners deſcryed what number wee 
were, and how feeble and weake without armour oz weapon, they ſuddenly accozdingtotheiras 
cuſtomed maner, when they encounter with aup people in warltke ſozt, rapſed a terrible and hug 
crie, and ſo came running fiercely vpon vs, ſhooting off their arrowes as chicke as haile, dug 
whoſe mercy we were conſtrained to yeeld, not hauing amongft vs any kinde of armour, no} xt 
weapon, ſauing one caliuer, and two olde ruſtie ſwoozdes, whereby to make auy reſiſtance, 
to laue out ſelues: which when they perceined,that we ſought not any other then fauour and mee 
cp æ them hands, and that we were nocthep} enemies the Spanpards, they had compaſſion on bs, 
and came and cauſed vs all to ſit downe : and when they had a while ſurueyed, and caken a perten 
view of vs, they came to all ſuch as had anycoloured clothes amongſt vs, and thoſe they did ftrippe 
ſarke naked, and tooke thetr clothes away with them. but they that were apparelled in blacke they 
did not meddle withall, and ſo went their wayes, and left vs, without doing vs any further hurt, 
ouelyin the firſt bunt they killed eight ol our men. And at our departure, they perceining in whit 
weake caſe we were, vs with their hands which way we ſhould goe to come to atownesf 
the Spanpards, which as we afterwards perceiued, was nat paſt ten thence, 
theſe wozds : Tampecogtampeco Chriſtiano, tampeco Chriſti | — 
as to ſay in Engliſh, Gothat way, and pou ſhall finde the Chyiſtians , The weapons that they 
are no other but bowes and arrowes, and their aime is ſo good, that they very ſeltome miſle to hit 


- anything that they ſhoot at. Shoztly after they had left vs ſtripe (as afozeſaid) we thoughe it ber 


to diuide our ſelues into two and ſo being ſeparated, halfe of vs went vnder the ker 
ding of one Anthony Godard, whois yet a man aliue, and dwelleth at this inſtant in the 

Plimmouth.whom befoze we choſe to be captaine ouer vs all, and thoſe which went vnder his les 
ding al which number J Piles Philips was one, trauelled Weſtward chat way which hr 
Indians with their hands had befoze pointed vs to go. The other halle went ver dir kun

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could noc make aup reſiſtance, whoſe bidding wee obeped, and bpon che yeelding of dn lum 


they perceiuedvs to be Chaiſtians,and did call fo noze Canoas, and carrped va duet by um an 
foure in a boate, and being come on the other ſide, they bnderſtauding byour taptame hawlung 
we had beene without meate, imparted betwerne t wo and two a loafe of bend made o that da 
trey wheate, which the Spanparves call Mayle, ofthe bignefſe ul one of our halpenaie bam 
which byead is named in the Indian tongue Claſhacally. This bycad was very ſweet and plez, 
ſant vnto vs, fo wee had not eaten any in a long time bete, and what is it that hunger doc 
not make to haue a ſauozy and a delicate taſte + and hauing thus unparted the head among yg, 
thoſe which were men they lent afoze to the Towne, haumg alſo many Indians inhabitants sf 
that plate to garde them: they which were poung, as bopes, and ſome ſuch alſo as were ferhl, 
hep cooke vp vpon they houlſts, be binde them. and ſo carryed vs to the Towuc were they dart 
which was very neere diſtant a mile from che place where we came ouer, 

This Towne is well ſituated, and well repleniſhed with all kindes of fruites, ag 
Linmnons, Pomgranets, Apyicoks, and Peaches, andſund;y others, and is inhabited wich 
great number of tame Indians, oz Mexicans, and had in it alſo at that time about the number of 
two hundzed Dpanyards, men, women, and childzen, beſides Negroes . Salines, 
which lie vpon the Teſt ſide of the river, mode then a mile diſtant fromthence, they make a great 
pofite, fo2 it is an excellent good merchandize there: the Indians doe buy much thereof, ander 
rie it vp into the Countrey, and there ſell it to they owe Coantrey people, in doubling che pie, 
Aiſo much ofthe Salt made in this place, istrauſpoztedfrom thence by Sea to ſundy 
ces, as to Cuba, S. Iohn de Vllua, and the other Poztes of Tamiago, aud Tamachos, which 
are two barred Hauens Weſt and by South aboue thzeeſcoze leagues from S. Iohn de Vilu, 
hen we were all come to the Towne, che Gouernour there ſhewed himſelfe very ſenere m 
vs, and thyeateued to hang vs all : and then he demanded what money wee had, which in tructh 
was very little, fo the Indians which we firſt met withall, had in a maner taken all krum ba m 
of that which they left, the Spanyardes which bzoughe vs ouer, tooke away a good part alſo; 
howbeit, from Anthony Godard the Gouernour heerc had a chaine of golde, which was gun 
vnto hum at Carthagena, by the Gouernour there: and from others he had ſome ſmail ſox of 
——_— 1 amongſt vs all he had the number of fiue huudzed Pezoes, be 

And hauing thus ſatiſfied himſelfe,when he had taken all that we had, he cauſcdvs to be ri · 
to a little houſe much like a Hogſtic, where we were almoſt ſinoothered : and befoze we werethus 
ſhuttevp into that little coate, they gaue vs ſome of che Councrey wheat. called Mayſc, ſowdm, 
which they feed then Pogges withall, But many of our men which had beenc hurt by the Judv 
ans at our firſt comming on laud, whoſe wounds were very ſoze andgrieuous, deſiredto haneche 
helpe of they} Surgions to cure they) wounds. The Gouernour, and moſt ofthem all anſwera, 
that we ſhould haue none other Surgion but the hangman, which ſhould ſufficiently heale vs al il 
our griefes: and thus reuiling vs, and calling vs Engliſh dogges,andL heretikes,weres 
mayned the ſpace of thee dapcs in this miſerable ſtate, not knowing what ſhould become of vs, 
waiting euery houre to be bercauedofourliues, 


The fourth Chapter. 


Wherein is ſhewed how we were vſed in Panuco, and in what feare A death we werethere, 
and how we were catryed to Mexico to the Vice Roy, and of our impriſonment there 
and at Teſcuco, with the courteſies and cruelties wee recciued during that time, ind 
ho in the end we were by proclamation giuen to ſerue as ſlaues to ſundrie Gentlemen 
Spanyardes. 
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coupling vs two and two together, they commanded vs to march on though the Towne, and fo 
wagt country from place to place towardthe citie of Mexico, which is diſtant from Panuco 
mnetand by South the ſpace of thiceſcoze leagues, haumg onely but two Spauyardsto con- 
weths, they being accompanyed with a great number of Indians war ding on either ſide with 
nes and arrowes, leaſt we ſhould eſcape fromthem. Andtrauelling in this oꝛder, vpen the ſe⸗ 
andday at nigbt we came vnto a Towne which the Indians call Nohele, andthe Spanyardcs 
alt Santa Maria: in which Towne there is a houſeot᷑ White fryers, which did very courteonſ+ 
hevſevs, and gaue vs hote meat. as mutton andbyoth, andgarments alſo to couer our ſelues with · 
a, madeof white bayes : we fed very greedily ofthe meat, and of the Indian fruite, called No- 
Hole, which kruite is long and ſmall, much like in faſhion to a little Coweumber. Our greedie 
feeding carrſed vs to fall ſicke of hote burning agues . And heere at this place one Thomas Bas 
unt ol dur men died of a hurt: fo2 he had beene befoze ſhot in with an arrowe into the thwwat at 
firſt incounter, 

— about ten of che clocke, we departed from thente, bound two two together, 
md gardevas befoze, and ſotrauelled on our way toward Mexico, till we came to a towne within 
of Mexico, named Meſticlan, where is a houſe of Blacke fryers : and in this towne 
thire are about che number of thzee hundzed Spanyards, both men, women, and childzen , The 
fryers ſent'vs meat from the houſe ready djelſed, and the fryers, and men and women, vſed vs ves 
rycourteouſly, and gaue vs ſome ſhirts and other ſuch things as we lacked, Heere ourmen were 
veryſicke ol their accues,and with eating of another fruite called in the Tndtantongue,Guiaccos, 
whichfruite did binde vs ſo ſoze, that fo2 the ſpace of tennt oꝛ twe lue dayes we ceuld not caſe our 
ſeſues, The next moꝛning we departed from thence with our two Span vards Indian gard, 
uiſneſud. Ok theſe two Span yards the one was an aged man, who all the way did very cour: 
teullyintreat vs, and would carefully goe befoze to pꝛouide fo2 bs both meat and things neceſſa⸗ 
ryto the vttermolt of his power : the other was a yoong man, who all the way trauelled with vs, 
adnener departed from vs, who was a very cruell caitiſte, and he carryed a iaue lin in his hand, 
udſometimes when as our men with very ferbleneſſe and faintneſſe were not able to goe fo faſt 
he tequited them, he would take his iauelin in boch his hands, and ſtricke them with the ſame 
berweene the necke and the ſhoulders ſo violently, that hee would ſtrike them downe, then would 
ey and ſay: Marches,marches Engleſes perros, Luterianos,encmicos de Dios: which is as 
muhtoſay in Engliſh: March, march on you Engliſh dogges, Lutherans, enemies to God, 
Indthenert day we came to a toume called Pachuca, and there are two places of that name: as 
this towneof Pachuca, andthe mines of Pachuca, which are mines of filucr, and are about ſire 
diſtant from this towne of Pachuca towardes the Northweſt. 

Heere at this to wne the good olde man our Goucrnour ſuffered vs to ſtay two dayes and two 
wehies, hauing compaſſion of our ſicke and weake men, full ſoze againſt the minde ofthe yoong 
nahiscoinpwtion , From thence we tooke our journey, and trauelled foure 02 fiue dayes by lit» 
fievillages, and Stantias, which are Farmes oz Dairic houſes of the Spanpardes, and euer as 
vehadneede, the good olde man would ſill pzouide vs ſufficient of meates, fruites, and water to 
luainevs, At the cndof which fiue dayes wee came to a tou ne within fine leagucs of Mexico, 
durch is called Quoghliclan, where we alſo ſtayed one whole day and two nightes, where was 
inne houſe of Gray fryers, howbeit, we ſawe none of them. Veere we were tolde by the Spa- 
ads ia the Towne, that we had not paſt fiftecne Engliſh miles from thenceto Mexico, wheres 
tir were all very iopfull and glad, hoping that when we came thither, we ſhouldetther be relie- 
wd,aud ſet tree out of bondes, 02 els be quickcly diſpatched out of our liues: fo? ſeeing our ſelues 
thus carryed hound from place to place, although ſome vſed vs courteouſty, yet could wee neuer 
by, be merty till we might perceiucour ſelues ſet free from that bondage, either by death 02 
otherwiſe | 


dhe next moꝛning we departed from thenceon our iourney towardes Mexico, and ſo trauel⸗ 
(dell we come within two leagues of it, where there was built by the Syanvards a very fayꝛe 
thurch, calledour Lady church. in which there is an image ok onr Lady of ſiluer and gilt, being as 
large as a tall woman, in which church, and befoze this image, there are as many lamps 

(ver asthere be dayes in the yecre, which vpon high daye s are all lighted, Whenſoeuer any 
Samzards paſle by this church, although they be on hoꝛſſebacke, they will alight, and come into 
®echurch, + kneele before this image. and ppay to our Lady to defendthem from all enifl: fo that 
wither he be hoꝛſman 02 footman he will not paſſe by, but firſt goe into the church, and pꝛay as a- 
und, whichif they doe not, they thinke and belecue that they ſhall neuer p2oſper, which image 
callin the Spaniſh tongue, Noltra gnora de Guadalupe. At this place there arecertame 
Ffk 3 colde 
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colde baths, which ariſe, pnging vp asthough the water did ſeethe :the water whercofigiany 
what b)ackilh in taſte, but very good fo; any that haue an y ſoze oz wound. to waſhthemſe] 

with, fo2 as they ſap, it healeth many: aud euery peere once vpon our Lady day the people 
tepayꝛe thither to offer, andto pap in that Church befoze the (age, andthey ſay that out 

of Guadalupe doeth woe a number of miracles. About this Church there is not any toumt a 
Span pards that is inhabited, but certaine Indians doe dwell there in houſcs of theyn ont com 
trey building. 

Veert wee were met with a great number of Spanyards on hozſſebacke, which cameſrom 
Mexicoto ſee vs, both gentlemen, and men of occupations, and t hey came as people to ſee awe 
der: wee were ſtill called vpon to march on, and ſo about foure of the clocke in the x 
the lald day we entredinto the citie of Mexico, by the wap oz ſtrert called La calia Sancta Cube. 
rina: and wee ſkapednot in any place till wee came tothe houſe oz pallace of the Vice Roy, Don 
Martin Henriques,which ſtandeth in the middeſt ofthe city, hard by the market place, called L 
plaga dell Marqueſe. Tec had not ſtayed any long time at this place, but there was byought be 
by the Spanyards fromthe market place great ſfoze of meat, ſufficient co haue ſatiſfied fue mit 
ſo many as we were: ſome alſo gaue vs hats, and ſome gaue vs money: in which place we ſtay 
fo) the ſpace of two houres, and from theuce wer were conueped by water in to large Canas m 
boſpitall where as certaine ot our men were lodged, which were taken befoze the fight at S. lohn 
de Vllua: weeſhould haue gone to out Ladies hoſpital, but that there were alſo ſo manyofour 
men taken befoze at that fight that there was no roome foꝛ vs, After our commingthither, many 
of the company that came with me from Panuco dye d within the ſpace of fourctene dayes: ſoone 
after which time we were taken fozth from that place, and put altogether into our Ladyes hoſyi 
tall, in which place wee were courtcouſly vſed,aud vilited oftentimes by vertuous gentlemenan 
gentle women ofthe crtie, who bought vs diuers things to comfort vs withall, as ſuccats and m 
milads, and ſuch other thinges, and would alſo many times giue vs many things, and that very 
liberally, In which holpitall we remapned fo2 the ſpate ol lixe moneths, vntill we were all wol 
and ſound of body, aud then wee were appointed by the Vice Roy to be carryed vnto the towne of 
Teſcuko, which is from Mexico Souchwelt diſtant eight leagues :in which townethere art ter 
tame houſes ol cozrection and puniſhment to ill people called Obzaches, lite to Budewell herre 
in London: into which place diners Indians are ſolde fo ſlaues, ſome fo ten peeres,and ſome fo 
twelue , It was no ſmall grieſe vnto vs when wee vnderſtood that we ſhould be carryed thither, 
and to be vſed as llaues, wee had rather be put to death: howbeit there was no remedy, but we 
were carryed to the pziſon of Telcuko,where we were not put to any labour, but were very rai 
lx kept, and almoſt famiſhed, yet by the good pzouidence ol our mertifull God, we happenedthere 
to meete with one Robert Sweeting, who was the ſoune ol an Engliſhman bone of a Spanih 
woman: this man could ſpeake very good Engliſh, and by his meanes wee were holpen very 
much with victualles from the Jndiaus, as mutton, hennes, and bead. And if we had not bent 
ſo reliened, we had ſurely periſhed : and yet all the pzouiſion that we had gotten that way wasbut 
flender , And continuing thus ſtraightly kept in pꝛiſon there foz the ſpace of two moneths, atthe 
length weeagreed among our ſelues to bꝛeake foozch of puſon, come o? it what would, fo wee 
were minded rather toſuffer death then longer to liue in that miſerable ſtate, 

And ſo hauing eſcapedout ofpztſon, we knew not what way to flie fe the ſafetie of cut ſelues, 
the night was darke, andit rapned terribly, and not hauing any guide, we went we knewnot whb 
ther, and in the moming, at the appearing ofthe day, wee percciued aur ſelues to be comehardts 
the citie of Mexico, which is foure # twentie Engliſh miles from Teſcuko , The day being eum 
we were eſpyed by the Spanyards, and putſurd, and taken, and bjought befoze the Vice Roy ad 
head iuſkices, who thyeatned to hang vs ſoz bzeaking of the kings pziſon . Det in the end they ſent 
vs into a garden belonging to the Vice Roy, and comming thither, wee found there our Englih 

which were de liuered as hoſtages when as our generall was betrayed at S. lohnce 
— — and with them we alſo found Robert Barret, the Paiſtcr of the Jeſus, 
wb ich place weremayned labouring and doing ſuch things as we were commanded, fu theſpar 
of foure moneths, hauing but two ſheepe a day allowed to ſuffice vs all, being very neere a hm 
devmen, and fo) bead, wee had euery man two loaues a day, of the quantity of one halfepenif 
loafe . At the end of which foure moneths , they having remooued our gentlemen hoſtages, 
the Maiſter of the Jeſus to a pyiſon in the Vice Roy his owne houſe, did cauſe it to be proclamd, 
that what gentleman Span yard ſoener was willing, oz woulde haue any Engliſh man to fer 
bim, and be bound to keepe hem forth comming, to appeare before the Juſtices wichin one mou 
after notice giuen, that they ſhould repayze to the ſaid garden, and there take their choice :Wi 
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— ation was no ſooner made, but the gentlemencame aud repaired to the garden amainc, lo by 9 i 
cathappie was he that could ſooneſt get one of vs, 934

as concerning thoſe Gentlemen which were de luered as hoſtages, and t hat were kept in priſon, 
inthe Uiteroy his houſe, after that we were gone from out the garden to ſerue ſundzy Gentlemen 
wafoeſaid, they remained pꝛiſoners in the houſe fo the ſpace of foure moneths after their 
commingthicher, at the ende whereofthe Fleete beyng readie co depart from S. Iohn de VIlua, 
togve foz Spaine, che ſaid Gentlemen were ſent away into Spatne with the fleete, where as J 
haut heard it credibly repozted, many of them died with the cruell handling ofche Spaniards in 
the Jnquiſition houſe, as thoſe which haue bene deliuered home after they had ſuffered the perſe- 
cution of that houſe can moze perfectly declare. Robert Barret alſo the maſter ofthe Jeſus, was 
ſent away with che flecte into Spaine the next yeere following, where afterwards he ſuffered per» 
kation in the Jnquiſicton, and at the laſt was condemned to bee burnt, and with him thzee oz 
fouremoze of our men, of whom one was named Gregoꝛie, and another John Bzowne, whom 
—— were ol our Generall his Muſitians, but the names of the reſt that ſuffered with 
ow not. 

Nm after that ſixe yeeres were fully expired ſince our firſt comming into the Indies, in which 
tu we had bene iwpuſaned and ſeruedin the ſaid countreys as is befoze truely declared, Jn the 
were of our Lo one thouland fiue hundjed ſeuentte foure, the Jnquiſition beganne to be cſtabli- 
hedia the Tudies, verp much againſt the mindesofmany of the Spaniards themſelnes : foz ne⸗ 1 03 
wrvntill this time ſince their firſt conquering and planting in the Indies, were they ſubiect to W 
thatbloodie and cruell Inquiſition. The chiefe Jnquiſitoz was named Don Pedro Moya de A 
Contreres, and Iohn de Bouilla his companion, and Iohn Sanchis the Fiſchall, and Pedro de * 
aRios;the Secretarie: they being come and ſetled, and placed in a very faire houſe neere vnto 17 
hewhite Friers, conſivering with themſelues that they muſt make an entrance andbegiuning of WY 7 
thattheir molt deteſtable Jnquiſition here in Mexico, to the terrour of the whole country, thought 
t detto tall vs that were Engliſhmen firſt in queſtion, and ſo much the rather, fo2 that they had 
perfect knowledge and intelligence,that manyof vs were become very rich, as hath bene alreadie 
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n declared, and therefoze we were a very good bootie and pꝛaie tothe Inquiſitoꝛs: ſo that now again 1 
n, dem our fozowes afreſh, fo2 we were ſent foz, and ſougtt out in all plates ot the tountrey, and x 
ſerut Noclamation made vpon paine of looſing of goods, andexcommunication,that no man ſhould hide 
meth Heepe ſecret any Engliſhman 02 any partof their goods. By means whereof we were all ſoone 1% 
— Mehended in all places, and all our goods ſeized and taken fo the Jnquiſitozs vſe, and ſo from i} 
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all partes of the countrey we were conueied and ſent as pꝛiſonets to the citic-of Mexico. md there 
tommittedto puſon in ſundzy darke dungeons,where we could not ſee but by candle light. x were 
neuer paſt twotogether in one place, ſo that we ſawe not one another, neither could one or vs tel 
what was become of an other. Thus we remained cloſe impuſoned foꝝ the ſpace of a yettt and 
a halfe,andothers foz ſome leſſe time, fo they came to pꝛilon euer as they were appyehended, Dy: 
ring which tune of our impuſonment. at the firlk beginning we were often called befozeche Jnquy 
ſitoꝛs alone, and there ſeuerely examined of out faith,and commanded to ſay the Pater noſter, che 
Aue Maria, and the Creed in Latin, which God knoweth a great number of vs could nut ſay ather 
wile then in the Eugliſh tongue. And hauing the ſaid Robere Sweeting who was our friend x 
Teſcuco alwayes pꝛeſent with the foz an interpꝛeter, he made tepont fo2 vs, p in our owne country 
ſpeach, we could ſay them perfectly although not wozd foz wozd as they were in Latin. Then did 
they pꝛoceed to demaund ol vs vpon our othes what we did beleene ofthe Sacrament, & whether 
there didremaine any byead 02 vine after the woꝛds of conſecration, yea o no, and whether we dip 
not beleeue that the hoſt of dead whichche pꝛieſt did hold vp ouerhishead, and the wine that was 
in the chalice,was the very true and perfect body & bloud ot our Saniour Chuſt, yea ono: Ty 
which if we auſwered not yea then was there no way but death. Then they would demaundof vg 
what we did remember of our ſelues, what opuuons we had held,o2 had bin taught to hold contre» 
rytothe ſame whiles we were in England: to which we fon the ſaferte of our lines were ciftray 
nedto lap, that we neuer did beleeue, no2 had bene taught otherwiſe then as befoze we had ſapd, 
Then would they charge vs that we did not tel them the trueth that they knew to the contrary,aud 
therfoze we ſbould call our ſe lues to rememb)ance,# make them a better anſwer at the next tim m 
els we ſhould be tackt, and made to confeſle the trueth whether we would oꝛ no. And ſocomming 
againe befoze them the next time, we were ſtill demaunded o our beliefe whiles we wert in Eng 
land, and how we had bene taught, alſo what we thought oꝛ did know of ſuch of our owne compa 
ny as they did name vnto vs. ſo that we could neuer be free from ſuch demands, and at othertimes 
they would pzomile vs, that if we would tell themtrueth, then ſhould we haue fauour y beſet at l 
bertie, although we very wel knew their faire ſpeaches were but means to intrap vs tu the 
and loſſe of our liues: howbeit God ſo mercifully wought fo2 vs by a ſecretmeanes that wee 

that we kept vs till to our firſt anſwer,# would ſtil ſay that we had told the truethvnto them n 
knew no moꝛe by our ſelues no} any other of our fellowesthen as we had declared,andchatfozour 
ſinnes and offences in England againſt Godand our L adie,oz any of his bleſſed ſaintes, we were 
hearcily ſozy fox the ſame, and did crie God mercy,and beſoughe the Jnquilitozs fo) Gods ſake,cow 
ſidering that we came into thoſe countries by foxceof weather and againſt our wils,andthat neun 
in all our liues we had either ſpoken oz done anything contrary to their lawes,that therefore they 
would haut mercy vpou vs, fet allthis would not ſerue : foz ſtill from time to time we wert call 
vpan to confeſle, and about the ſpace of 3 moneths befoze, they pꝛocreded to their ſenere judge 
ment, we were all rackt. and ſome enfozced to vtter that againſt themſe lues, which aftcrwardscoft 
them their lines, And thus hauing gotten from our own mouthes matter ſufficient fo2 thF to yo: 
ceed in iudgement againſt vs, they cauſed a large ſcaffold to be made in the middeſt of the market 
place in Mexico rightouer againſt the head church,# 1 4.02 15. dayes befoze the dap of theirtudge» 
ment, with the ſound ol a trumpet, and the notſe of their Attabalies, which are a kind of dummes, 
they did aſſemble the people in all partes of the citie, befoze whom it was then ſolemnly hoclai 


med, that whoſoeuer would vpon ſuch a day repaire to the market place, they ſhould heare the ken 


tence of the holy Inquiſition againſt the Engliſh heretikes, Lutheranes, and alſo ſee the ſame put 
in execution, Which being done, and the time apmoching ofthis cruell muogement, the night be 
fore they came to the pziſon where we were, with certaine officers of that holy he lliſh houſe, bun 
ging with them certam fooles coats which they had pꝛepared foz vs being called in ther langnagt 
S. Benitos, which coats were made of pealow cotton & red croſſes vpon them. both befoze & behind: 
they were ſo buſied in putting on their coates about vs, and in bzinging vs out into a large yard, 
and placing and pointing vs in what oꝛder we ſhould go to the ſcaffold oz place of iudgement, vp: 
onthe mozow,chatthey did not once ſuffer vs to ſleepe all that night long. The next mozungbs

Francis Drakes being in the South Sea, & what preparation was made to take him, and 
how ſeeking to eſcape,was againe taken and put in priſon at Vera Cruz, and how a- 
gune I made mine eſcape from thence, | 
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curceous and loutng kind of people,,ugentous,and of great vnderſtanding,andthey hate g abbee 
the Spaniards with all their hearts. chey haue vſed ſuch homble crueities againſt them, and dae 
ſtill keepe them in ſuch ſubiection and ſeruitude, that they and the Negroes alſo doe daily lie in 
watteto pꝛactiſe their deliueraunce out of that th}aldome and bondage, that the Spanardg wwe 
keepe them in. Clilliam Lowe he was appointed tu ſeruethe Cooke in the kitchin, Richard (mg, 
liams and Dauid Alexander were appointed to the gray Friers,John toy and Robert Cooke 
to the white Friers : Paule Hozſewell the Secretarie fooke to be his ſeruant: ws 
ſent to a monaſterie of pzieſts, where afterwardhe died, Thus we ſerued out the peeres that wee 
were condemned lo, wichthe vſe ol out fooles cvate x, and we maſt acedes confeſſerhat the Frierg 
did ve vs very curteouſly ; fo euery one of vs had his chamber with beddiug and diet a allthing 
cleane and neat: pea many ol che Spaniards and Friers themſelues doc vtterly abhozre and nnſ 
like of that cruell Inquiſition, and would as they durſt bewatle our nuſcries, and comfort vs the 
beſt they tould, although they ſtond in ſuch feare ofthat diueliſh Tuquiſition, that they durſt nut let 
the left hand know what the right doeth. Now after that the time was expired fo which we were 
condemned to ſerue in choſe religious houſes,wee were then bought againe befoze the chice qu 
quiſitoz,and had all our fooles coates pulled off and hanged vpin the head church, called Eccleſu 
Maiorc,andeuery mans name and iudgement whitten thereupon with this addition, An heretike 
Lutheran reconciled. And there are alſo all their coats hanged vp,which were condemner' to the 
gallies, with their names and tudgements,aud vnderneath his coat, Heretike Lutheran teconci- 
led. And alſo the coats and names ofthe thzee that were burned, whereupon were mitten, An ob. 
ſtinate heretike Lutheran burnt. Then were we ſuffred to goe vp and do une the countrty and iu 
place out ſelues as we could, and pet not ſo free, but that we very well knew that there was good 
cſptall alwayes, attending vs and all our actions, ſo that wee durſt not once to ſpeake q lcokes 
wꝛie. Dauid Alexander and Robert Cooke they returnedto ſerue the Tnquiſitoz,who ſhoztly after 
maried them both to two of his Negto women: Richard Williams matied a rich widow of Bib 
kaie with 4000. eoes: Paule Hoꝛſewell is maricdto a Meſtiſa, as they name thoſe whoſe fo» 
thers were Spmiards and their mothers Indians, and this woman which Naule Pozſewel hath 
maried,is ſayd to be the daughter ol due that came in with Hernando Cortes the 

who had with her in mariage foure thouſand Pezocs,and a faire houſe:John Stozie hee ismaried 
to a Negro woman: TUilliam Lowe had leaue and licence to goe into Spaine where hee is on 
married: fo2 mine owne part J could neuerc<noughly ſettle my ſeile to marrie in chat countrey; 
although many fatte offers were made vnto mee of ſuch as were of great abilitie and wealth, but 
J could haue no liking to liue in that place, where J muſt euery where ſee and know ſuch hoy 
ble idolatrit committed, and durſt not once foz my life ſpeake againſt it: and therefoze J had 
wayesa longing and deſire to this my natiue countrey: and, to returne and ſerue agaimein the 
Pines where I might haue gathered great riches and wealth, Jvery well ſam that at aut time 
oz another J ſhould fall againe into the danger of that diucliſh Tnquiſition, and ſo be tripe ofall, 
with loſle of life alſo , and therefoze I made mp choiſe rather co learne to weaue Grogranes and 
Taffataes,andſo compounding with a Silke weauer,J bound mp ſelfe fo2 z.yceresto ſeruehim, 
and gaue him 150. eʒoes to teach me the ſcience, otherwiſe he would not haue taught me vader 
ſenen pecres p2entiſhip,and by this meanes J liuedthe moze quiet, and free from ſuſpicion. Pow 
beit I ſhould many times bee charged by familiars of that diueliſhhouſe, that J had a meaning 
to ruune away into England, and to bee an heretike Lutherane againe : To whom J would av 
ſwere that they had no neede to ſuſpect any ſuch thing in mee, fo that they knew all very well 
that it was impoſſible foz mee to eſcape by any maner of meanes : yet notwithſtanding J ws 
called befoze the Jnquiſitoz, and demaunded why J did not marrie: J anſwered that J had bound 
my ſelfe at an occupation. ell ſayd the Jnquifitoz, I know thou meaneſt to runne away, and 
therefoze I charge thee here vpon payne of burning as au heretike relapſed, that thou depart not 
out of this cftie, noz come neere to the pate of S, Iohn de Vllua, no2 to any other pozte, Toth 
which J auſwered, that J would willingly obey, Dea ſayd he, ſce thou doe ſo and thy fellowes#b 
fo,chey hall haue the like charge, | 

No J remamed at my ſcience che full time, and learned the Arte, at the end whereofthere came 
newes to Mexico that there were certaine Engliſhmen landed with a great power at the pozt of / 
capulco, vpon the South ſea, & that they wert comming to Mexico to takethe ſpoile therof,whic 
wnouhe a maruelous great feare amongſt them, # manp of thoſe that wert rich, began to da in 
themſelues their wiues & childzen:vpon which hurlie burlie che Uiceroy cauſed a generallmuſtr 
tobe made of all the Spaniards in Mexico, and there were found to the number of ooo. 


houthaldersof Spaniards in þ citie p ſuburbs,t of ſingle men vumaried.che number of ;o 
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of Helk130es, which are counted to be the ſounes of Spamards boni of Indian women twentie 
czouland perſons, andthen was Paule Hozſewell aud J Miles Phillips ſent fo befozethe Wce 
cop, and wert cramuned if we did know an Engliſhman named Francis Dzake, which was byo- 
thro Hawkins: to which we anlwered, that Captaine Hawkins had not any byother 
ut one, which was a man of the age of thzee ſcoze peerts oz thcreabouts, and was now 
pummouth in England. And then he demauuded of vs if we knew one Francis

r Mur thete dhings were in voing, there came newesthat all the Engliſhmen were gone, pet 
yas cherecight huudzed men made out vader the leadingof ſeuerall capeaines, whereoftwo hun- 
In were ſent to the yoxte of S. lohn de Vllua, vpon the Nah Sea vuder the conduct of Don 
lu Suares, two hundded were ſent to Guatimala inthe South ſea, who had foz their captaine 
lan Cortes, tho hundzed moze were ſent to Guarulco,a pozt of the South ſea, ouer whom went 
cataine Don Pedro de Roblis,andtwo hundzed moze were ſent to Acapulco, the pont where 
eas ap that Captaine Dꝛake had bene. And they had fo Captaine doctm Roblis Alcalde de 
Cone, with whom J Piles Philips went as interpyeter, hauing licence giuen by the Jnquiſt 
. hen we were come to Acapulco, we found that Captame Dꝛake was departedfrom 
thence, mode then a moneth befoze we came thither, But pet our captaine Alcalde de Cortethere 
weſcutly embarked himſelfe in a {mall ſhip of thꝛee ſcoze tunne oz thereabour, hauing alſo in com 
ne with him two other ſmall barkes,aud not pat two hundzed men tn all, with whom J went 
winterp2eter in his owne ſhip, which God knoweth was but weake and ill appointed, ſo that fo? 
certain, if we had met wich captaine Dzake, he might eaſily haue talen ys all: Wee bemg ime 
harkedkept our courſe aud tanne South ward towards Panama, keeping ſtill as nigh the ſhoze 
as wecould, and leauing the land vpon our left hand, and hauing coaſtedthus fot the ſpace of cigh: 
tnt oz twentte dayes, aud were mozeto the South then Guarimala, wee met at laſt with other 
ps which came from Panama, of whom we were certainly infozmed that he was cleane gone 
— . — and ſo we returned backe to Acapulco againe, and there 
Captaine being thereunto fozced, becauſe his men were very ſoꝛe ſea ſicke : All the 
mile that J was at Sea with them, J was a glad man, foz I hoped that if we met with maſter 
Duke, we ſhould all be taken. ſo that then J ſhould haue bene freed out of that danger aud miſe» 
riewherem J lived,and ſhould returne tomineowne countrey of England againe. But miſſing 
thereof, when J ſawe there was no remedie but that wee muſt needes comeon land againe, licle 
wethaup man know the ſwow and griefechat inwardly I felt, although oucwardly J was con- 
ſfrainedto make faire weather of it. And ſo being landen the next mozow aftcr,we began our tour 
n towards Mexico, and paſt theſe townesofname in our wap, as firftthe towne ofTuarepec, 
from Mexico. from thence to Waſhaca, 40. leagues from Mexito: from thence to

ever J ſhould be called fo): that notwithftanding within one moneth after certaine 
dug to Mecameca, 18, leagues fromMerico, toſend away certaine hides and Cuchionelio, 
thatthey had there at their Stantiaes opdairie houſes, and my maſter hauing leaueof the Secreta: 
em me to goe with them, I tooke my tourney with them being very well hozſed and appointed,

fo2,andſo I was cunueied away to pziſon, Andas I was thus going to pyiſon, tothe further in 
creaſe ol my griefe,it chaunced that at that very inſtant there was a pooze man in the pyeaſt char 
was come to towne to ſell hennes, whotolvthe Jultices that they did me wong and that i truth 
hee knew very well that I was an Engliſhman andno Spaniard, They then demanded & Ml |

ued chat J could not dente, and perceiving that J was run from Mexico, and came thither of yup 
pole to conuep my ſelfe away with the fleete,J was committed to pyiſon with a lo 
heart, aften wiſhing my ſelfethatthatman which knew me bad at that time bene further off, how 
beit he in ſincericic had compaſſion of mp diftreſſed tate, thinking by his ſpeach, and knowing of 
me to baut ſet me free frb that pꝛeſent danger which he ſaw me in howbett,contrary to his exper 
tation, I was thereby byoughtinto my extreme danger, y tu the hazardof my lie. pet there was no 
remedie but patience perfoꝛce : and J was no ſoonet tough into miſon, but J had a great pant 
of bolts clapt on my legs, and thus J remained in that pyiſon fox the ſpace of 3. weeks,where were 
alſo many other pꝛiſoners which were thither commitced fo) ſundyy

Whereinis ſhewed how Leſcaped to Guatimala, vpon the South ſea, and from thence to the 
port of Cauallios, where I got paſſageto goc into Spaine, and of our arriugll at the Ha- 
yana, and our comming to Spaine, where I was againe like to haue bene committed 
priſoner, and how through the great mercie of God 1 eſcaped, and came home in ſafetie

e be nert mozning(day light being come) J perteiued by che Dunne riſing what 
wap to tate to their handes, foz when J fledde, I cooke the way into the 
woods vpon the left hande: and hauing left that way chat went to Mexico vpon 
my tigbe hand, J thought to keepe my courſe as the woods and mountaines lay, 
ſtilldirecet South as neere as I coulde:by meanes whereof J was ſure tocon- 
uey my lelfe farre pnouzh from that way that went to Mexico. And as J was 
thus going on in the woods, J ſaw many great fires made to the Nozth not paſt a league from the 
mountaine where J was, and trauatling thus in my bootes with mine y2on coller about my 
necke,and my bzead and cheeſe,the very ſame fozenoone J met with a companie of Indians which 
vrt hunting of deare foz their ſuſtenance, to whome I ſpake in the Mexicane tongue, and tolde 
hem home that J had ol a long time bene kept in piiſon by the cruel Spaniards, and did deſire 
hemtohelpe me file off mine yꝛon coller, which they willing ly div, reiopcing greatly with mee, 
at was thus eſcaped out of the Spaniards handes, Then J deſired that J might haue one of

me very courteouſly : and J haning confidence in him did inderde cell him, chat J was minded to 
duenture to ſee if I could get out of the ſaid conntrey, if I could finde ſhipping, and didtherefoze 
y bim ok his ayde, direction, and aduice herein, which hee faithfully did, not one ly in directing 
mewhich was my ſafeſt way tp trauaile,but he allo of himſelfe kepe me company don the ſpace of 
theedayes,and euer as we came to the Indians houſes (who vſed and intertained vs well) be 
thered among chem in money to the value of 20. Peſoes, which at my departure from him 
freely gaue vnto me, So came J to the citie of Guatimala vpon the South ſea, which is diſtant 
um Mexico, about 2 50, leagues, where J taped 6. dayes, fo that my hoꝛſe was weake. Aud 
tunthente IJ trauailed ſill South and by Eaſt ſeuen daye s journey, paſſing by certaine Indian 
twnes,vntill I came to an Indian towne diſtant from Mexico, dirett South 3 o. leagues. Any 
hrreat this towne to goe to the pot Cauallos in the Noꝛtheaſt ſea, It was anſwered 
hatin tranailing thither J ſhould not come to any towne in 10,0} 1 2, dayes journey : ſo here J 
hn tro Indians to be mp guide, and J bought hennes, and dead to ſerue vs ſo long time, and 
toke with vs things to kindle fire euery night. betauſe of wilde beaſtes, and to dy ſſe our meate: 
an tuery night when wee reſted, my Indian guides would make two great fires, bet weene the 
dich we placed our ſelues and my hozſe, And in the night time we ſhould here the Lions roare, 
with Cygers, Ountes, and other beaſtes, and ſome of chem we ſhould ſee in the night, which had 
hesſhining like fire, And trauayling thus fon the ſpace of twelue dayes wee came at laſt to the

I would 
to God 7 might knowe him. ſutely J would meſent him ts the Holy houſe, And thus J kept till 
within doe at my wozke,and fained my ſelfe not well at eaſe, that J would labozas J mighe 
ugtt me ne w clothes, And continuing thus lo the ſpace of 3. moneths J called fox my wages, 
bought me all thiugs ne we. different from che apparel that J did weare at ſea, and pet durlt not 
uouerbolde to walke abꝛoad: and after vnderſtanding that there were certaine Englilhſhips at 
$.Lucar bound fo; England, I tooke a boate and went aboozd one of them. and deſired the aſter 
that } might haue paſſage with him to goe into Eng land. and told him ſecretly that J was one of 
thoſe which Captaine Hawkins did ſet on ſhoare in the Indies : he very courteouſly pꝛayed mee co 
have him ertu ſe d, fo he durſt not meddle with me. x pzapedmee thercfoze to returne from whence 
Jcame.Wlhich when J perceived, with a ſozowful heart God knoweth7J cooke mp leaue of him, 
int without wattie cheeks, And then J went to S. Mary port, which is 3. leagues from S. Lucar, 
where J put my ſelf to be a ſouldiet to go in the k. o Spaines Gallies, which were bound foz Ma- 
iorca,and comming thither in the end of þ Chzitmas holydayes, J found there 2. Eng liſh ſhips, 
the one ol London, aud the other of the Meſt countrey, which were ready fraighted and ſtayed but 
na luxe wind, To the M. of the one, which was of the Weſt countrey went J, and told him that 
{had bene 2. yeeres in Spaine to leatne the language, and that J was nowe deſtrous to go home 
ad ſee my friends. fe; that J lacked maintenance: and ſo hauing agreed with him foꝛ my paſlage 
ode Hipping. And thus though the pꝛouidence of Almightie God, after 1 6,yeres abſence. ha · 
ung ſuſtained many and ſundzy great croubles and miſeries, as by this diſcourſe appeareth, J 
came home to this my natiue countrep of England, in the peecre 1582. inthe the moneth of Fc» 
unit in the ſhippe called the Landrer,and arriued at Poole. 


The voyage of Robert Tomſon marchant, into Noua Hiſpa- 
ma in the yere 15 5 5. vith diners obſeruations concerning the 
ſtate of the Countrey:And certaine accidents touching himſelte. 


ObertTomſon bone in the towne ofAndouer in Hampſhire,begun his trauaile out of 
England in An, r 5 5 3 in the moneth of arch, who veparting out of 5 citie of Briſtol 
tn a goodſhtp called the Barke yong, in companie of other marchants of the ſaide citie, 
within 8, da pes after arriued at Lisbone in Porringal, where the ſaid Robert Tom- 
fo2 Spaine in the ſaid ſhippe, aud 
within 4.dayes arriued in the bay of Cadiz in Andaluſia, whichis vnder the kingdome of Spaine, 
mdfromchence trauatled vp tothe Cite of Siuil by land, which is 20. leagues and there he repat- 
te one lohn Fields houſe an Engliſh marchant, who had dwele in p ſaidcitie of Siuil 18,02 20, 
es maried with wife and childzen : In whoſe houſe the ſaid Tomſon remained bythe ſpace of 
me whole peere on there about, fo 2.cauſes : The one to learne the Caſtilian tongue, The other 
wſeeche oders of the countrey,and the cuſtomes of the people. Ac the ende of whichtime hauing 
ſeenethe fleeces of ſhips come out of the Indies to that citie, with ſuch great quantitte of golde and 
ous ſtones, ſug er, hides. ginger, and diuers other riche commodicies.hee did de- 
nine wich hemſe le to — — paſſe ouer to ſee that rich countrey from 
whence ſuch great quantitieofrich tame. And it fel out that withinſhozt time alter the 
n palle ouer into the Nel Indies 
jinelf, with his wife, childyen & familie, and at the requeſt ofthe ſaid Tomſon, he purchaſed a li- 
ale o the King to paſle into the Indies, ſch himſelfe, his wife & childꝛen. 4 among them alſd fox 
bela Tomſon to paſſe with them: ſo that pꝛeſently they made preparation of victual # other ne 
| e the voyage. But the ſhips which were pzepared to perfozme the voyage being 
Ureadyo depart, vpon certaine conſiderations by che kings commandement were ffayed r ar- 
nledtilfurcher ſhould be knowen ofthe kings the ſaid John Field, with R.

ende came, and there hauing taken that which they had neeve off, we ſhipped our ſcluesin aſhipol

114 departed from the ſaid J llands in the moneth of October the fozeſaid peere d. ſhips in our comps 
"als": nie, and ſo directed our courſe towards the bay of newe Spaine, aud by the wap towardes the 
| land ol $,Domingo,otherwiſe called Hiſpaniola. Mo that within 42, dayes after wee depart 
from the ples of Canaries, we arriued with our ſhip at the pot of S. Domingo, # wentinouerthe 
barre where our ſhip knocked her keele at her entrie: and there our ſhip rid befoze þ towne, wen 
we went on land andrefreſhed our ſelues 16. dayes, where we found no bzead made of wheat, ut 
biſket bꝛougbt out of Spaine. and out of the bay ol Mexico: foz the countrey it ſelfe doeth peed 
kinde ofgraine to make bꝛead withall. But the bzead they make there is certaine cakes made 
rootes, called Caſſauia, which is ſomething ſubſtanciall, but it hath but an vnſauerytaſten 
the eating thereof. Fleſh of beefe aud mutton they haue great ſtoꝛe: fo there are men that m 
10000, head of caetel,of oxen,bulls and kine, which they do keepe onely foz the hides fon the m 
ritie of fleſhis ſo great, that they are not able to ſpendche hundzeth part. Hogs lad is chert zs 
ſtoze, very ſweere & ſauerp,and ſo holſome, that they giue it to licke folkes to tat in ſtead ofhentes 
they baue good ſio e of poulerie of hat ſozt,as alſo of Guinycocks f Cu 


and capons: although 
hens, At the time of out being there.the citie of S. Domingo was not of about 500.houlholds# 
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Spani ofthe Indi in the ſuburbs there were moze, The countrey is moſtpir 
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the yere very hot, x very ful of a kindof flies oz gnats with long bils, 
the people very much in the night when they are aſleepe,in picking their faces g 
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ures ofchetr bodies p lie vncouered, & make them to ſwel wõdertully. Allo there is angcher kunde 
nl wopme which creepeth into the ſoles ol mens ferte eſpetially of » blacke Poozes & chil 
nenwhich vſe to go barefooc,and maheth their feete to grow as big as a mans head. q doth ſo ake 
thatit would make one run mad, They haue no remedy fon the ſame, but to open þ fleſh ſometimes 
;#4.inches & ſo digge them out. The countrey peelderh great ſtoze of ſuget . hides of oxen, buls 
hut, ginger, Cana fiſtula & Salſa perillia: mines of ſiluer # goldthere ate none, but in ſome ri 
urs chere is found ſome ſal quantitie of gold. The pztncipal coine that they do trafique withall 
inchat place, is black money made of copper  b)aſle:and this they ſay they do vſe not fo2 that they 
lacke money of golde and ſiluer to trade withall out of the other partes of India, but becauſe if 
they ould haue good money the marchants that deale with them in trade, would cary away their 
gold#ſiluer,and let the countrey commodities lie ſtil, And thus much foz S. Domingo. So wee 
were comming frd the ples of Canaries to S. Domingo, and there ſtaping vntil the moncth of De- 
cember,which was 3. moneths. About the beginning of January we departedthence cowards 
the beyol Mexico and newSpaine,towarde which we ſet our courſe, and ſo ſapled 24. dayes till 
wecame within 1 5 leagues of S. lohn de VIlua, which was the pozt of Mexico of our right dif 
carne : And being ſo neere our ſaid pont, there roſe a ſtomme of Noztherly winds, which came off 
from Terra Florida,which cauſed vs to caſt about into the ſea againe,foz feare leaſt that night we 
ould be caſt vpon the ſhoare befoze dap did bzeake,# ſo put our ſelues in danget of caſting away: 
te winde and ſea grew ſo foule and ſtrong, that within 2. houres after the ſtone began, S. chips 
that were together were ſo diſperſed, that we could not ſee one another. One of the ſhippes ol our 
being ofthe burthen of 500,cunne called þ hulke of Carion, would not caft about tofea 
u ue did, but went that night with the land, thinking in the moming to purchaſe the port of S. 
lohn de Vilua,but miſſing the poꝛt went with the ſhoare & was caſt away, There were do wned 
ofthacſhip 5. perſons, men women and childꝛen, and 64. were ſaued that could ſwimme, and had 
neanes tu ſaue themſe lues: among thoſe that periſhed in chat ſhip, was a gentleman who had bin 
ent the yere befoze in S. Domingo, his wife and 4. daughters with the reſt of his ſeruants and 
butold, We with þ other 7, ſhips caſt about into the ſea che ſtozme during 10. dayes with great 
might,boyſterous winds,fog's 4 taine: our ſhip being old e weake was ſo toſſed, that the opened at 
theſterne a fachom vnder water, # the beſt remedy we had was to ſtop it w beds & pilobiers, and 
ii leere ol ſinking we thꝛew x lighened into the ſea al the goods we had q; told come by:but that 
mul not ſerue, Then we cut our maine maſt & the we all our ozdinance into the ſea ſauing one 
rt, which early in a moming when we thought we ſhould haue ſimke, we ſhot off, x as pleaſed 
dan chere was one of che ſhips of our company nere vnto vs, which we ſaw not by meanes of the 
geen logge, which hearing the ſound ofthe piece, + vnderſtanding ſome ofthe company to be in 

extremitle, began to make towards vs, # when they came within hearing of vs, we deſired 
fo) loue of Ood to help to ſaue vs,fo2 that we were al like to periſh, They willed vs to hoiſe 
our foxeſaile as much as we could # make towards them, fo they would doe their beſt to ſaue vs, 
andſo we did: And we had no ſooner hoiſed our foreſatle,but there tame a gale of winde & a piece 
iſſen ſtrooke in the fozeſaile,and caried ſaile and maſte all ouetboom, ſo that then wee thought 
there was no hope of life, And then we beganne to imlnace one another, euery man his friende, 
ery wife her huſbande , and the childzen their fathers aud mothers, committing our ſoules 
to God, thinking neuer to eſcape aliue : vet it pleaſed God in the time of moſt neede 
den all hope was paſt,co aide vs with his helping hand, x cauſedche wind a litle toceaſe,ſothat 
within 2, houres after, the other ſhip was able to come abooꝛd vs, tooke into her with her boate 
wn, woman & childe,naked withouc hoſe oz ſhoe vpon many ol our fecte. I do rememberthat the 
uſtyerſon that came out of the ſhip into the boate,was a woman blacke Mode, who leaping out 
he ſhip into the boat with a yong ſucking child in her armes. lept to ſhozt and fel into the ſea and 
— har vnder the water befoze the boat could come toreſcue her. and with the ſpeding 
her role aboue water againe, and was caught by the coat & pulled into the boat hauing 
Ader childe bnder her arme, both of them halle owned, and yet her naturall loue towards her 
tilde would nut let her let the childe goe. And when ſhee came aboonde the boate,ſhee belde her 
tile ſo faſt vnder her arme ftil,chat two men were ſcant able to get it out. So we departed out of 
arſhippe and left ic in the ſea : it was worth foure hundyeth thouſanve vucats, ſhippe and goods 
diet we left e, And within thee vayes after wee arrined at our port of S. ohn de Vilua in 
Newe Spaine, J doe temember that in the great and boyſterous ſtozme of this foule wea- 
thr, in the night, there tame vyon the toppe of our maine yarve and maine malte, a certaine 
Ede lighe, much like vnco che light of a litcle canvir, which the Spaniards called ix Corpes 
if. lade ic way faint Eleno,whoms cheptaketobethe avuocate of Salers.7t th — 
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ſight the 5ganiards fell downe vpon theit knees audwozſhipped it,aud paying Godand lad C. 
mo to ceaſe the tozment, and ſaue them from the perill that they were in, with Þ2omiſing jam 
that at their comming on lande, they would repaire vnto his Chappell, and there cauſe Baltes 
to be ſaide,andother ceremonies to bee done, The Friers caſt reliques into the ſea, tocauſeths 
ſea to be ſtil, and likewiſe ſaive Goſpels, with other croſſings and ceremonies vpon the ſeats 
make the ſtoꝛme to ceaſe: which (as they ſaid) did much good to weaken the furic of the 

But J could not perceiue it,no2 gaue no credite to it, till it pleaſed God to ſende vs che 

and vel;uered vs from the rage of the lame, Dis Name be pzaiſedtherefoze, This light continycy 
abooꝛde our ſhippe about z .houres,flping from maſte to maſte,and from toppe ta topye:and ſome, 
time it woulde bee in two oz thiee places at once, I infozmedmy ſelfe of learned men after, 
ward what that light ſhould be, and they ſaide, that it was but a congelation of the wunde am 
vapours of the ſeacongealed with the extremitie ofthe weather, and ſo flying tu the winde my 
times doeth chance to hit in the maſts and Jzowdes of the ſhippes that are at ſea in foule weather, 
And in trueth J do take it to be ſo: fox that J haue ſeene the like in other ſhips at ſea. and in ſuntyy 
ſhips at ouce. By this men may ſte how the Papiſts are giuen to beleeue and wozſhip ſuch ban 
things and toyes, as God. to whome all honour doth appertaine, and in their neede and neceſſities 
doe lett to call vpon the liuing God, who is the giuer all good things. 

The 16. ol Apyill in An. 1556. we arriued at the pont of S. Iohn de VIlua in nete Spaine,very 
naked e diſtreſled of apparel, all other things. by meanes ofthe loſle ol our fozeſaid ſhip 4 goods, 
and from thence we went to the newtowne called Vera cruz, 5, leagues from the ſaid poxtofs, 
loh.de Vllua, marching ſtil by y ſea ſide, where we found lying vpon the ſands great quantitie« 
mightie great trees with rootes # al ſome ofthem of 4,5. & 6.cart load by our cſtimation,whichas 
the people told vs, were in che great ſtozmp weather which we dured at ſea,rooted out of j gu 
in Terra Florida, right againſt that place, which is 3 00,leagues ouer by ſea, and bzoughethither, 
So that we came tothe ſaiptowne of Vera cruz, where we remained a moneth: and there the ſaid 
lohn Field chanctd to meet with an old friend of his acquaintance in Spaine,calledGongaloRy. 
iz de Cordoua, a very riche man ofthe {aide towne of Vera cruz: who hearing of his conung thi 
ther with his wife & family, and of his miſfoztune by ſea, came vnto him & receiued him and alhis 
houſhold into his houle, kept vs there a whole moneth, making vs very good cheere,# giuing 
vs good interteinment,# alſo gaue vs that were in al 8. perſons of the ſaid I. Fields houle,nouble 
apparel new out ofthe ſhop of very good cloth,coates,cloakes,hoſe,ſhirts,ſmocks,gownes ſi che 
women,hoſe,ſhoes,and al other neceſſary apparel,and foz our way vp to che citie of Mexico heilte, 
moyles,# men, & money in our purſes fo) the expences by the way, which by our accompt might 
amount vnto the ſumme of 400. crownes. So chat after we wereentred 2. dayes journey intothe 
countrep,J the ſaid Robert Tomſon fel ſicke of an ague, ſo that the next day J was notabletoſi 
on my hozſe,but was faine to be carievvyon Indians backs, from thence to Mexico, Andwhen we 
came within half a dayes journey of the citie of Mexico, the ſaid I. Field alſo fel ſicke, and within ;, 
dayes aftcr we arriued at the ſaid citie he died: And pꝛeſently ſickened one ofhischildzen, and 2, 
mote of his houſhold people. and within 8.vayes died, So that within 10, dayes after we arriued 
at the citie ol Mexico,of ð ꝓerſons that wert of vs, of þ ſaidcompany, there remained but 4,ofvs 
aliue,* I the ſaid Tomſon at the point of death of the ficknes that J got vpon the way, whichch 
tinued wich me the ſpace of 6,moneths.At the endof which time it pleaſeda teller 
me my health ag aine, although weake 4 greatly diſabled. And being ſome thing ſtrong, J Nou 
red to lecke meanes to liue,# to ſeeke a way howto palit my ſelf in þ countrep,ſectug it hadples 
ſed God to ſen vs thither in ſafetie. Then by fritdſhip of one Th. Blake a Scotiſh man bomt. ue 
had dwelt had bene mariedin the ſaid citie aboue 20. yeeres befoze J came to the ſaide Ci 
was pꝛeterted to the ſeruice of a gentleman a Spaniard dwelling there, a man of great wealth 
and one of the firſt conquerers ofthe ſaide citie,whoſe name was Gongalo Serezo, with whom 
J dwelt 12. moneths # a hall. At the end ol which I was malitiouſiy accuſed bythe holy beuſe in 
matters ol religion,# ſo appehended and caried to pꝛilon where J lay cloſe piſonet 7,monets, 
without ſpeaking to any creature. but to 5 Jailer that kept the ſaid pziſon,when he bzoughtmeny 
meate #djinke.Jn the meane time was bzought into the ſaid pziſonone Auguſtin BoacioanÞ 
lian of Genoua alſo foz matters of religion, who was taken at Sacatecas $0, leaguestodt 
Doutheaſtward of the citie of Mexico: At the ende of the lade ſeuen moneths, wet werebah 
cariedtothe bigh Church of Mexico, to doe open penance vpon an high Scaffolde , made beim 
the high Altar, vpon a Sunday. in the pjeſence of a very great nomber of people, who n 
the leaſt fine oy ſire thouſande, Foz there were that came one hundzech mile Ane 
Auto (as they call it:) tag that there wert neuer none befoze, chat hav done the like 08 
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ſude Countte p, no could not tell what Lutheranes were,noz what it meant: foz they neuer heard 
my ſuch thing befoze, Ae were bzoughe into che Church. euery one with a S. Benito vpon his 
zacke,which is halfe a yard of yellow cloth, with a hole to put in a maus head in the nudſt, aud caſt 
quer a mans heade : both flaps hange one befoze and an other behinde, and in the middeſt of cuery 
up. Andrewes crolle,made of red cloth, lowed on vponthe ſame , aud that is called S. Benito. 
The common people, befoze they {awe the penitents come into the Church, were ginen to vnder⸗ 
tun chat we were Heretikes, Inſidels, and people that diy deſpiſe God, and his wozkes,aud that 
we had bene more like deuils then men, and thought we Had had the fauour of ſome monſters, oz 
people. And when they ſaw vs come into the Church in our plaiers coates, the women # 
chen began to cry out, and made ſuch a noiſe chat it was ſtrange to ſee and heart, ſaping, that 
neuer ſaw goodlier men in all their liues, and chat it was not poſlible that there could be in 
ps ſomuch euil, as was reported of vs, and that we were moze like Angels among men, then ſuch 
perſons of ſuch euil religion as ly oy and Friers we were repoztcdto be, and that it was 
gau ptie chat we ſhould be ſo vſed fo} ſmal anoffence , So that being bꝛought into the ſaide 
hich Church, and ſer vpon the ſcaffold which was made befozethe high altar, in the preſence of al 
until high Maſſe was done. and the ſermon made by a Frier, concerning our matter, 
mm putting vs in all the diſgrace they cot(ld,to cauſe the people not to take ſo much compaſſion 
ypan vs, fc that we were Heretikes, and people that were ſeduced of the deuill, and fozſaken the 
faith ofthe Catholike Church ol Rome, with diuers other repzochful woꝛds, which were coo long 
torecite in this place. High Maſſe & ſermon being done, our offences,as they calledthem,werere- 
cited,cuery man what he had ſaid and don, and pꝛeſently was the ſentence pzonounced againft vs. 
That was that the ſaid Auguſtine Boacio was condemned to weare his S. Benito all the dates of 
hislife,and put into perpetual pꝛiſon, where he ſhoulde fulfil the ſame, and all his goods conſiſca 
irt and loſt. And I the ſud Tomſon to weare the S. Benito fox 3. yerres, and then to be ſet at li- 
bertie, Aud foz the accompliſhing of this ſentence o condemnation, we muſt be pꝛeſently ſent 
une from Mexico, to Vera Cruz, and from thence to S. Iohn de VIlua, and there to be ſhipped 
in dpaine, which was 65. leagues by land, with ſtrait tummandement, that vpon paine of 1 000.

And it was ſo, chat the Italian feaxing, that if he had pꝛeſeuted 
hinſelfe in Spaine befozethe Jnquiſitozs, that they woulde haue burned him, to pꝛeuent that dan- 
grr,when we were connning home ward. x were arriued at the Alland ol Tercera, ane of the Jſles of 
the Azores:the firſt night that we came into the ſaid pont to an anker, about midnight he found the 
mes to get him naked out of the ſhip into the ſea, and ſwamme naked a ſhoare, and ſo pʒeſent- 
þ got him to the further ſive of the Illand, where he found a licle Caruel ready to depart fo Por- 
tingall, inthe which he cameto Lisbone, and paſſed into France,andſo into England, where he

It is ſo that being in Mexico, at the table, among many pꝛincipal people at dinner, they began 
to inquireofme being au Engliſhman, whether it werecrue,that in England they had cuertyow 
en all their Churches, and houſes of religion, and that all the images of the ſainegof heaucuthac 
were in them, were thꝛowen downe and bꝛoken. and burned, and in ſome places ſtoned high was 
with them, and denied their obedience to the Pope of Rome, as they had berne certified outaf 
Spaine,by their friends, To whom J made anſ were, that it was ſo. chat in deede they had in Eng 
land put downe all the Religious houles of Friers,and Monkes, that were in Eng land andthe⸗ 
mages that were in their churches, x other plates. wert taken away, vſed there no moze; for that 
(as they ſay) making ol them and putting ol them where they were adozed, was cleane contrary 
to the expꝛeſle commandement of Almightie God, Thou ſhalt not make to thy ſelſe any gtauen 
image. &c. that fo) Þ cauſe they thought it not lawful that they ould ſtand in the church, which 
is the houſe of adoꝛation. One that was at the declaring of theſe woꝛdes who was my Palter,

8. d. d of our money, which in deede was true, loꝛ that J haue ſeen it many times my ſelfe where i 
ſcands. At the table was another gentleman, who pꝛeſuming to defend the cauſe, maꝛe then any 
ther that was there ſaid, that they knew wel ynough that they were made but of ſtocks & ſtones, 
that to them was no wozſhip giuen, but that there was a certaine veneration due vnto them, after 
they were ſer vp in the church, x that they were ſet there to a good intent:the one, fo that they were 
bookes fo: the ſimple people, to make them vnderſtand the glozy of the ſaints that were in heauen, 
c a ſhape of them,to put vs in temembꝛance to cal vpon them, to be our interceſſozs vnto Godin 
vs,fo2 that we arc ſuch miſerable ſinners,that we are not wozthy to appeare befoze God, + that vs 
ſing deuotion to ſaints in heauen, they may obtaine at Gods hands the ſooner,the thing that wee 
demand ol him. As fo example, ſaid he, imagin that a ſubiect hath offended his king vpon þcarth, 
in any kind of reſpect,is it foz the partie to go boldly to the king in perſon, & ts demand pardon i 
his offFces*no ſaithhe,$ pꝛeſumption were to great, pollibly he might be repulſed, x haue a great 
rebuke fo his labour. Better it is fo2 ſuch a perſon to ſeeke ſome puuace man nette the Rug in 
his Court, æ make him acquainted with his matter, and let him be a Pediatoz to his Paicſtie,fo 
him, fo: the matter he hath to do with him, and ſo might he the better tome to his purpoſe, 40b- 
taine the thing which he doeth demande: euen ſo ſaith he, it is with God & his ſaintes in heauen,

Rotals, which is 1 8,pence, an 
no moe Bꝛead is as good che ape as in Spaine, and all other kind of fruites, as Apples,Peares, 
Bomegranats, and Quinces, at a reaſonable rate, The citie goeth wouderfully fo warts in bu 
ding of Frieries and Nunneries, and Chappels, and is like in time to come, to be the meſt yoyy 
lous Citie in the woꝛld, as it may be ſuppoſed, The weather is there al waies verytemperate, 
the day differeth but one ho we of length all the peere longe. The fieldes and the woods alwaies 
greene. The woods full of Popiniayes, and many other kind of birdes, that make ſuch an harms 
nie of ſinging, and crying, that any man will reiopce to heare it. In the fie lde s are ſuchoderiferous 
ſmels of flowers and hearbs, that it giueth great content to the ſenſes. About the Citicof Mexico 
2.3.02 4. leagues off are diuers townes of Indians, ſome of 4000, oz 6000. houſholds, which dt 
ſtand in ſuch a goodly ſoile. that if Chriſtians had the inhabitatton thereof, it would be put tu a ſu 
ther benefite, In my time were dwelling and aliue in Mexico, many aucient men, that wereof 
the Conqueroꝛs at the firſtconqueſt, with Hernando Cortes: f̃q; then it was about 36. yeeres 
agoe,that the ſaid Countrey was conquered. About Mexico, thert are diners Ppnesoffiluer, 
aud allo in other places there about, but the pꝛincipall Bynes that are in all New Spaine, att in 
Sacatecas, 8o. leagues from Mexico, and the Mynes of S. Martines, 30.leagues,bothto the cal 
ward of Mexico, whert is great ſtope of gold and ſiluer.

that which J had,andtooke my voyage towarpsthe pꝛouintes of the California in 1 eo 
dilcouered a certaine Councrep,by a By skaine,whoſe name was Diego de Guiara, andcalledi 
after che name of his Countrey,New Biskaye,where J ſold my lag exchange all 
uer fo2 there were there certaine rich M ynes diſcouered by the afozeſaid Bis kaine. Going from 
Mexico. directed mp voyage towarvthe ſouthwelt,to certaine Pynes,called Tamaſcal Tepec, 
and ſo trauelled foxwarde,the ſpaceof 20. dates, though deſert places vnhabited, till I came ii 
the valleyof S. Bartholomew. which ovneth to the pzouince of New Biskaye. In alltheſe place 
the Indians foz the moſt part goe naked, and are wild people. Their common armour is bohrt 
and arrowes, they vſe to eate vp ſuch Chiſtians as they come by. At my returne to Mexico, J 
came along by che coaſt of the South ſea, thoꝛough the pꝛouince of Sacarula,from thence intothe 
pounce of Coloa, where J imploied the ſiluer that I had, in a certaine gratue, growing like a 
Almond,calledamongſt the Indians, Cacao, which in Noua Hiſpania is currant foz money m 
buy things of ſmall value. as fruits, xt. foxchat they haue no ſmall money there, and in whichalſp 
they pay the King his tribute. They grinde this graine to a powder, and mungle it with water, 
and ſo is made both bnead, and dzinke vato them, which is a pzouiſion of great pꝛaũte, and good 
ſtrength, From hence departing, I came to another pouince named Xaliſco and from thenceto

tribute to the king all in Cotton wooll and Fethers, Fourteene leagues from this Citie, there 
is another called Chiapa, where are the fineſt Gennets in all the Indies, which are caricdhence 
to Mexico, 300, leagues from it, From this Citie I trauapled ill thzough billes and mou 
taines,till I came to the ende ofthis Pꝛouinte, to a bill called Ecatepec, which in Englth ſigns 
fieth the hill of wind: fo2 that they ſap,it is the higheſt hill chat euer was diſcoucred: fo from the 
toppe of it map be diſcouered both the Nozth,and che South Deas, and it is in height ſuppoltd 
be nine leagues, They which trauaile ouer it, lie alwayes at the foote ofit overnight, andbegin 
their iourney about midnight. to trauell ts the coppe of it befoze the Sunne riſe the next day,bv 
cauſe the winde bloweth with ſuch fozce afterwardes , that it is impoſſible foz any man to got by; 
from the foote of this hill, to Tecoantepec, the firſt Towne of Noua Hiſpania, att about fifteene 


leagues, and ſo from hence J tourneped to Mexico. By and by after I came to Mexico (which 


was in the peere 1572.) in the companie of another Spaniard, which was my companion in this 
journep , we went together toward the Pꝛouince of Panuco , which lieth vpon the coalt ofthe 
Nozth Seas, and within thzee dayes iourney we entred a Citie called Meſtitlan, where there 
dwelt twelue Spaniards:the Indian inhabitants there were about thirtie thouſand, This Citie 
ſtandeth vpon certaine high mountaines, which are very thicke planted with Townes very bal 
ſome, and frui full, bauing plentifull fountaines of water running thzough them. The hit ways 
of theſe hilles are all ſet with fruites, and tres of diuers kindes moſt pleaſant:in tucry Towne 
as we paſſed thzough, the Indians pyeſented vs with victuals. Within twentie leagues ofthis 
place, there is another Citie called Clanchinoltitpec, belonging to a Gentleman, where there 


inhabite about fourtie thouſand Indians: and there are among them eight en nine Fryers of 


the ozder of Saint Auguſtine, who haue there a Monaſterie. Within thzee dayes after we deym 
ted from this place, and came to a Citie called Guaxutla, wherethere is another Ponafterieof 
Fryers of the ſame oꝛder: there dwell in this Towne about twelue Spaniards, From this place 
fozwards beginneth a Pꝛouince called Guaſtecan, which is al plaine grownds without any bil.

doe of people remaining there, tame on a night, q entred the Pozte with foure . 
e panedts, and landed about 150. men, and leauing 70. men with a trumpet, in . 
CY a fonte which was there, with the other 8o. be entred the Towne, without dos 
| ing any harme, till hee came to the market place, andthere diſcharged his cali · 
urs, andſounded a trumpet very loude, and the other which he had left in the Fozte anſwered 
jim after the ſame maner, with the diſcharging their caliuers,and ſounding their trumpets:the 
Fopleheteupon not thinking of any ſuch matter, were put in great feare, and waking out of 
theit leepe fled all into che mountaines,inquiring one of another what the matter ſhould be, re⸗ 
maining as men amazed, not knowing what that vpz0ze was which happened ſo ſuddenly inthe 
Towne. But fourteene oz fiſteene of them ioyning together with their harquebuſſes, went co

Here was another Engliſh man, who hearing of the ſpoyle that FrancisDrake 
bad done vpon the coaſt of Noua Hiſpania, and of his good aduenture and ſafe

22 44 yo. men, and came thicher,and had alſo conference with 
| ayde Negroes : and hearing that the golde and ſiluer which came mp 
- on the Pules from Panama to Nombre de Dios, was nowe conducted with 
ſouldiers, he deternuned to doe that which neuer auy man befoze enterpziſed: and landed in that 
place where Francis Drake befoze had had his conference with the Negroes. This man couered 
his ſhip after he had bought her aground with boughes of trets, and hid his great Opinancein 
the ground, and ſo not leauing any man in his ſhippe, hee tooke two ſmall pieces of opdinance, 
and his caliuers, and good ſtoze of victuals, & ſo went with the Negroes about twelue leagues 
into the maine land. to a Riuer that goeth to the South ſea, and there hee cut wood and made a 
Pinneſle, which was 45. ſoote bythe keele, and hauing made this Pinneſſe , bet went into the 
South ſea, carying ſixe Negroes with him to be his guides, ſo went to the Jland ofPearles, 
which is 25.leagues from Panama, which is in the way that they come from Peru ts Panama, 
and there he was WI TI —— — u 
that came from Peru: At laſt, there came a ſmall Barke by, which came from Peru from aplace 
called Quito, which he taoke, and found in her 60.thouſand waight of golde, and much victuals, 
But not contenting himlſelfe with this pzile , hee ſtayed long without ſending away his mile m 
any of the men, and in the ende of ſixe dayes after, he tooke another Barke whichcamefromLi- 
ma, iu which he tooke 100,thouſande waight of ſiluer in barres, with the which hee thoughtto 
haue gone, and entred the Riuer, but firſt hee went into the Jlands to ſee if he could finde any 
Pearles: Where he found a fewe, and ſo returned to his againe , and ſo ſapling tothe 
Riuer from whence he came, and comming neereto the mouth of the ſayd Riuer, he ſent away 
the two pꝛiles that he tooke, and with his Pinneſſe he went vp the Riuer. The Negroes that 
dwelt in the Jland ol Pearls,che ſame night that he went from them, went in Canoas to Pas- 
ma, and the Gouernour within two dapes ſent foure Barks with 100,men, twentie ſiue ment 
euerp one, and Negroes to rowe with the Captaine, Iohn de Ortega, which went to the Nun 
ol Pearles, and there had intelligence, which way the Engliſh men were gone,andfollowingof 
them,hee met by che way the ſhips which the Eugliſh men had taken, of whome hee learned, that 
the Engliſh men were gone vp the Riuer, and he going thither, when he came to the mouth el 
the Riuer, the Captaine of Panama knew not which way to take becauſe there were et p# 
titions in the Riuer to goe vp in, and being determined to goe vp the greateſt of the thee K 
uers, he ſawe comming downea leſſer River many feathers of hennes, which the Engliſh man 
had pulled to eate, and being glad thereof, he went vp that Riuer where he ſawe the feathert an 
after that he had bene in chat Riuer foure dayes, he diſcried the Engliſh mens Pinneſſe vponcht 
ſands, and comming to her, there were no moze then ſixe Engliſh men, whereof they killen ont.

Theſe things in this oꝛder accompliſhed,our Generall commanded all the companie tu bebe 
dient in things needefullfoz our owne ſafegarn, to Maſter Fenton, Maſter Yorke, and Palit 
Beaſt, his Lieutenant, while he was occupted in other neceſlary affaires, concerning our am 
ming thicher, 

After chis oꝛder we marched thzoughthe Countrey, with Enſigne diſplaied , ſo farre as was

off the Rocks into the Sea, and dzowned chem (clues: which if they hav not done, but had 
ſubmitted them ſelues, 02 if by any meants we could haue taken aline (being their enemies as 
they iudge d) we woulo both haue ſaued them, and alſo haue ſought remedie to cure their wounds 
recciued at our hands, But they, altogether voyde ol humanitie, and ignezant what mercy meas 
th, in excremittes lookt fo2 no other then death: and perce rung they ſhould tal into dar hands, 
dus miſerably by dzowning rather deſired death, then otherwiſe to bee (aued by vs: the reſt, 

uing their fcllowes in this diſtrefſe, fled into the highmountetnes, Two womey, not be- 
mg ſo apt to eſcape as che men were, the one foz her age, and the other being incombyey with a 
nung childe, we tooke. The olve wzetch, whom diuers of our Saylets ſuppoſed to be eyther a

mn ſomething co be cruel, returned to their tents,and made a ſpoyle of the ſame: where we found cauuarup, 
moloe ſhirt, a doublet, a girdle,and alſo ſhooes of our men, whom we lolt the peere befoze;on no» 
thing elſe vnto chem belonging could we ſet our eyes. 
Their riches are not gold. ſiluer oꝛ piecious Dꝛapertp, but their ſaid tents and boates, made of 1 
theſkins of red Oeare and Seale ſkins: alſo, dogges like vnto woolues, but foz the moſt part cranes, 
black, with other crifles,moze co be wondyed at fa; their ſtrangeneſſe,then foz any other commo⸗ 
ditie needefull foz our ble. 

Thusrecurning to our ſhip the 3. ol Auguſt, we departed from the welt ſhoare, ſuppoſed firme 


withAmerica,after we had anchozed there 13. dayes: and ſo,the 4.thereof,we came to our Genes from ye welt

Inthis Ille, our Generall thought good, fo) this voyage, to fraight both the ſhips and barkes, 
withſuch Stone oz gold miner all, as he iudged co countcruaile the charges of his firſt, this bit 
ſeconde Nauigation to theſe countries, with ſufficient intereſt to the venturers, whereby they 
might both be ſaciſfied fo; tbis time, and alſo in time to come (if it pleaſe God and our inte co 
expect a much moze benclice, out of the bowels of thoſe Sepcentrionall Parale is, which long 
lime hath concealed it ſelte, till at this pzeſent,thzough the woudcrfull diligence, and great dans 
ger uf our Generall and others, God is contented with the reuealing thereof, Jt riſeth ſo aboun» 
dantly,that from the beginning of Auguſt, to the 2 2. thereof (euery man following the viligence 
dfour General) we rayſed aboue ground 200. tunne, which wee iudged a rcaſonable fraight fo} 
the ſhip and two bar kes, in the ſapd Anne Warrwickes Iſle. N 


Jnthe meane time of our abode here,ſome ofthe countrie people, came to ſhewe themſclut s The conntrie 


batovs,ſundzic times on the maine ſhoate, neere adtacent to the ſaid Ille. Our General, veſirous — 2 
whane ſome newes of his men, whom he loſt the peere befoze, with ſome company with him re- vnco vs, 
Jared with the ſhip boat, to common, oz ſigne with them foz familtaritie, whercunto he is per ſua · 

a u hing them, They, at the firſt ſbewe, made tokens, that thzce of his fiue men were aliue, and 

irt penne, yuck, and paper, and that within thyce oz foure daies, they wouldteturne, and (as we 
wged)bzing choſe ol our men, which were liuing, with them. 

They allo made ſignes oꝛ tokens of their Ring, whom they called Cacough,# how he was car- 

na m mens ſhoulders , a man farre ſurmounting any of our company, i bigneſle & ſtature. 

With theſe cokens and ſignes of wiiting, penne,ynke,and paper was delivered them, which 

thep would not take at our bands, but being layd vpon the ſhoare, and the partie gone away, they 


nt vp: whichlikewile they do, when they deſire any thing fox change ol their s, laping fon that Their viace im 


whichis left, ſo much as they chinke wil counteruaile the ſame, and not comming neare together. change, 

nech they haue bene ved to this trade oz traffique, wich foe other people adtopning,0z not 

lr dilant from their Countrie. 

After 4,vaies,ſome of chem ſhewed themſelues vpon the firme land, but not where they were Eye peopic 

lune. Our General very glad thereof, ſuppaſing to heare of our men, went from the J lland, th thewe rem 

tboate,and ſufficient company with bum. They ſeemed very glad, and alluted bim, about acer; Snbtis.

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| Compaſſion Dur Oenerall,hauing compaſſion of his impotencie, thought good (if it were poſſible)to cure

on firme land. white kin allured vs to them. Once againe, our Generall, fo2 that he hoped to heare ot his 
went towards them:at our comming neare the ſhoare, whereon they were, we might perceiue a 
number of chem lie hidden behinde great ſtones. e thoſe ther in ſight labour ing by al meang poſs 
r u⸗ ſible, that ſome would come on land: e perceining we made no haſt by woꝛds no? friendly 
jure vs to which they vſed by clapping of their hands, and being without weapon, and but thzee in light, they 
Ebert cond ſought further meanes to pꝛouoke vs thereunco, One alone layd ſleſh on the ſhoare, which wer 
meanes. tooke vp with the Boate hooke , as neceſſary victuals fo; the relicuing of the man, woman and 
child, whpm we had taken: foꝛ that as yet, they could not digeſt our meate: whereby they pertey. 
Aran ved themſelues veceiued of their expectation,foy all their craftie allurements. Pet once againe,co 
allurement, make (as it wert) a full ſhewe of their craftie nature s, and ſubtile fleightes, to the intent chereby 
to haue intrapped and taken ſome of our men, one of them counterfeited himſclfe impotent and 
lame of his legges, who ſeemed co deſcend to the water (ive, with great difficultie: & to couer his 
crafte the moꝛe, one of his fellowes came downe with him, and in ſuch places, where hee ſeemey 
vnahle co paſſe, he tooke him on his ſhoulders, ſet him by the water ſive, and departed from him, 
leauinghim(as it ſhould ſeeme)all alone, who playing his cofiterfeite pageant very wel thought 
thereby to pzouoke ſome of vs to come on ſhoare, not fearing, but that one of vs might make our 
partie good with a lame man, . 


to cure acrafs him therof: wherefoze,he cauſed a ſouldiour to ſhoste at him with dis Caletuer, which graſed be · 

netame man. f̃eze his face, The counterfeit villeine deliuerly fled, without any impediment at all, and gott him 
to his bowe and arrowes,and the reſt from their lurking holes, with their weapons, bowes a ⸗ 
rowes, ſlings, and darts. Our Generall cauſed ſome calecuers to be ſhot off at them, wherdy lome 
being hurt, they might hereafter ſtand in moze feare of vs. - 

This was all the aunt wert, foz this time, we could haue of our men, oꝛ of our Generals letter, 
Their craſtie dealing, at theſe thzce ſeuerall times, being thus manifeſt vnto vs, may plainely 
ſhewe, their diſpoſition in other to be cozreſpondent.TUe judged, that they vſed theſe lite 
tagemmes, thereby to haut caught ol vs, fo2 the deliuering of the man woman and childe 
whom we had taken, | 

They are men of a large eonpozature,and good jon:their colour is not much vnlike the 
Sunne burnt Countrie = 9 laboureth daily in fo2 his liuing, 

They weare their q x long, and cut befoze, cicher with ſtone 07 knife, very diſop 
derly. Their women wa... t long, and knit vp with two loupes,Hewing fozth on either 
ſide of their faces, and the rell foltred vpon a knot. Alſo,ſome oftheir women race their faces no 
poptionally, as chinne, checkes,and loge hend, and che wyiſtes of their hands, whereupon they lap 
a colour, which continuerh varke azurine. * x 

They eatetheir meate all tame, both fleſhe,fiſhe,and foule,oz ſomething perboyled withbloud 
and alittle —Uäũ—ẽ—ñʒ4ꝛ n — eg tate pte, that is hard froſen,as 
pleaſantly as we will doe Sugar, Candie, o; other Sugar. 

Jfthey,foz neceſlicies ſake, tand in nerde of the pzemiſles,ſuch graſſe as the countrie yeeldeth 
they plucke vpp,and eate, not deintily, oz ſalletwiſe to allure ther tomaches to apperite:but fo} 
neceſſictes ſake, without either ſalt,oples,o2 waſhing, like bzute beaſts deuouring the ſame,They 
neither vſe table,ſoole,o2 table cloth fo comelines:but when they are imbued with bloud,knuc- 
kle deepe,and their kniues in like ſozt, they vſe their congues as apt inſtrumentes to licke them 
cleane:in doing whereof,they are aſſured tolooſe none of theix victuals, 

Doggs lche They frank oz keepe certeine doggs,not much vnlike Wolues,which they poke together, w 
unte wolues. me do oren g hoyſt es, to a fled 02 traile: and ſo carrie their neceſſaries ouer the yct and — 
plate to place: as the captiue,whom we haue, made perfect ſignes, And when thoſe doggs at?

eate them:ſo that they are as needful fo them, in reſpect of their bigneſſe, as our oxen — 
They tate They apparellthemſclues in the ſkinnes of ſuch beaſtes as they kill, lewed together 
doggs fielh. ſinewes of them. All the fowle which they kill, they ſkin, and make thercof ont kinde of 
oz other, to defend them from the cold. unt to 
Hoods an They make their apparel with hoods and tailes, which talles they giue, when _ — 
aal drr gratiũe any friendſhippe ſhewed vnto them: a great ſigne of friendſhipve with them. * 
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haue them not lo lyde as the women. 

The men and women weare their hoſe cloſe to their legges,from the waſt to the knee, without 
un open befoze,as well che one kind as the other. Upon their legges they weare hoſe of leather, 
with che furre ide in ward, two oz thꝛet paire on at once, and eſpecially the women. In thoſe hoſe, 
they put their kniues,needles,and other things needefull co beare about. Cb ey put a bone within 
their hole, which reacheth from che foote to the knee, whereupon they dꝛaw their laid hoſe, and (a 
of garters, they are holden from falling downe about their feete. 

They dꝛeſſe theit ſkiunes very ſoft and ſouple with the hatre on. Jn cold weather oz Tinter, 

they 87 the furre ſive in ward: and in Summer out ward. Other apparell they haue none, but 
ſaid ſkinnes. 

e beaſtes, fiſhes, and fowles, which they kill, are their meate,dzinke,apparel,houſcs, bed- 

ung hoſe, ſhooes, thꝛed, and lailes foz their boates, with many other nett ſlaties, whet ol they ſtand 

n neede,aud al moſt all theit riches, 

Their houſes are tents, made of Sealeſkins, pitched vp with 4. Firre quarters, foure ſquare, heir houſes 
meeting at the toppe, and the ſkinnes ſewed together with ſinewes, and layd thereupon:they are of Sealeſking 
lopitched vp. that the entrance into them is alwates South, o; againſt che Sunne. 2 

They haue other ſoztes of houſes, which we found, not to be inhabited, which are raiſed with 
lunes aud CAhale bones, and aſkinne lapd ouer them, to withſtande the raine,oz other weather: 
the entrance of them being not muchvnlike an Duens mouth, whereto J thinke, they reſozt fo2 
a time co fiſhe, hunt, and foule , and ſo leaue them vntill che next time they come thether as 
tant. 

Their weapons are bowes, arrowes, dartes, and flinges. There bowes are of wood, of a pard co weg- 
lng ine we d on the back with ſtrong ſine wes, not glued too, but faſt girdcd and tyed on. Their pons of deffce. 
une ſtringes are likewiſe ſinewes. Their arrowes are thet pec ces, nocked with bone, and en 
dd with bone, with choſe two endes, and the wood in the middſt, they paſſe not in length balſe a 
yards) little moze, They are fethered with two ferhers,che penne end being cute away, and the fe» 
thers lapd vpon the arrow with the b10ad ſive to the wood; in ſomuch that they ſerme, when they 
aetped on, to haue foure ſethers. They haut likewiſe chzee ſozts of heades to choſe arrowes: one The moo? 
lnt of ſtone oz pz0n, pzopoztioned like to a heart: che ſecond ſozt of bone, much like vnco a ſtopte arrows. 
en with a hooke on the ſame:the third ſozt of bone like wiſe, made ſharpe at both ſides, and ſharp 
pointed They are not made very faſt, but lightly tyed to, oꝛ elſe ſet tn a nocke,that vpon ſmall oc- 
alion,the arrowe leaueth theſe heads behinde them: and they are of ſmall fozce,exccpt they be ves

arts are made ot two ſozts: the one with many fozkes of bones in the foze ende, and gw,

is no waod at all. To be byiefe, there is nothing fitte, 02 pꝛolitable ſoz the vie of man, which that 
Countrie with roote perldeth oz byingeth fozth:Howbeie,chere is great quantity of Deere,whoſe 
Ckinnes are like vnto Aſſes, their heads 0 homes doe farre exceede, as well in length as alſo in 
bzeadth, any in theſe our partes 02 Countrie:their feete likewiſe,are as great as our oxens, which 
we mraſured to be ſeuen oz eight pnches in bzeadth, There are allo hares,wolues{fiſhing beares, 
and Sea foule of ſund)y loztes, 

As the Countrie is barren and vnfertile,ſo are they rude & of no capacitie to culture the ſame, 
to any perfection:but are contented by their hunting,fiſhing,and fowling, with rawe fleſhe and 
warme blood, to ſaciſfic their greedie panches,which is their onely glorie, 

A figne of There is great like lyhood of Earthquakes,o} thunder: foꝝ that there are huge & monfteroug 
Cer. Mounteines, whole greateſt ſubſtance are tones, and thoſe ſtones ſo ſhaken with ſome extracs

Such valleies, as art capable to receiue the water, that in the Summer 
ound. time, by the operation of the Sunne, deſtendetd from great abundance of ſnowe,which continw 
ally lyeth on the mounteines, and hath no paſſage, ſinketh into the tarth, and ſo vaniſheth ama 
without any runnell aboue the earth. by which octaſion o continual ſanding of the ſaid water,tht 
earth is opened, and the great froſt peldeth to the fozce thereof, which in other placts, ſourt oy fine 
kathoms within the ground foz lacke of the ſaid moyſture, the earth : (euen in the very Summer 
— nmr ſo combineth the ſtones together, that ſcarcely inſtruments, with great foxte, 
can vnknit them. 

Allo, where the water in thoſe vallies can haut no ſuch paſſage awap,by þ continuance of tnt,

* other ſhippes, came to Graue ſend, where we ankred and abode the comming Carne Ka- 
of certaine other of our Fleete, which were not yet come. Audzew Dier- 
The 27. ol the ſame moneth, our Fleete being nowe come together, and all things peſt in a 
readineſſe,che winde fauouring,and tide ſeruing, we being of ſailes in nomber eight, waied an · 
kn, and hoyſed our ſailes toward Var wich, to meete with our Admirall, and the reſidue, which garwich, 
en and there abode our arriuall: where we ſafelv arriued the 28. thereot, finding there our Ad⸗ 
mirall, whom we, with the diſcharge of certaine pieces, ſaluted (accoding to ozder and duetie) 
ad were welcomed with the like courteſie: which being finiſhed, we landed: where our Gene» 
ull continued muſtring his Souldiers and Miners, and ſetting things in ozder apperteining to 
te vopage, vntill the laſt of the ſayd moneth of Pay, which day we hoyſed our ſailes, and com⸗ 
mitting our ſelues to the conducting of Almightie God, we ſet fozward toward the Weſt coun- 
ſeep, in ſuch luckie wiſe,and good ſucceſſe, that by the fife of June, we paſſed the Durlies, being Durſes, 
hevemoſt part of Jreland,co the Weſtward, — 
and here it were not much amiſſe , noz farre from our purpoſe, if I ſhould a litle diſcourſe 
ad ſpeake of our aduentures and chances by the way, as our landing at Plymmouth,as alſs the Plymmoutrh. 
acting of certatne pooze men, which were robbed and ſpoyled of all that they had, by Pirates 
WURouers:amongft whom was a man of Byiſtowe,on whom our General vſcd his liberalitie, Biiſtowe, 
Udſent him away with letters into England, 
But betauſe ſuch things are impertinent to the matter, J will returne (without anymoze 
wntioning of the ſame )co that, from the which J hane digreſſed, and ſtzarucd, J meane our 
bippes now ſafling on the ſurging Seas, ſometime paſſing at pleaſure with a wiſhed Caſterne 
unde,ſometimc hindered of our courſe againe by the Weſterne blaſtes,vntill the ꝛ0. day of the 
vd moneth of June, on which day in the mozning we fell with Frizeland,whichis a verp hie Frizelanz, 
Wcragged land, and was almoſt cleane couered with ſnowe, ſo that we might ſee nought but 
Urgie rockes,and the tops of high and hilles, ſometimes (and fo) the moſt part) all coue- 
m withfoggie miltes, There might we nr great Illes of pce lying on the has, 
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une mountzuncs,ſome (mall, ſome big, of ſundzp kindes ot ſhapes, and ſuch a number ofthem, 
that we could not come neere the ſhoze foz them. 

Thus ſailing alonglt the coaſt, at the laſt we ſawe a place ſomewhat vopde of pce, whereove 
Generall, (accompanicd with certaine other) went a ſhsare, where they ſawe certame tenceg 
made of beaſts ſ ins, and boats much like vnto theirs of Mera incognita. The tents were furs 
niſhed with fleſh, fiſh, ( kins, and other trifles: amongſt the which was found a boxt of naileg; 
whereby we did coniet ture, that they had either Artificers amongſt them, oz els a traffike with 
ſome other nation. The men ranne away, ſo that we could haue no conference oz communica, 

de — — tion with them. Our Generall(becauſe he would haue them no mote to flee, but rather encou, 
ran, © trage d to tap thzough his courteous dealing) gaue commaundement , that his men ſhould cake 
nothing away with them, ſauing onely a couple of white Dogs, fo2 which he left pins,popnes 
kniucs, and other trifling things, and departed, without taking oz hurting any thing, and la 
came a bozd, and hoyſed ſaples, and paſſed fozwards, 
But being ſcarſe out of the ſight thereof, there fel ſuch a fogge and hidious miſt, that we couly 
not ſee one another: whereupon we ſtroke our dzums, and ſounded our trumpets , to the ende 
we might keepe together: and ſo continued all that day and night, till the next day, that the mil 
bꝛake vp : ſo that we might eaſily perceiue all the ſhips thus ſapling together all that day, vp 
till che next day, being the 22. of the lame: on which day wee ſawe an infinite number of per, 
from the which we calt about to ſhun the danger thereof, F 
eaſter ken But one of our ſmall Barkes, named the Michael, whoſe Captaine was Paſter Kinderſlie, 
— the Maſter Bactholomewe Bull, loſt our companie, inſomuch that we could not obteine the ſight 
mew Bull. of her many dayes after, of whom J meane to ſpeake further anon, when occaſion ſhall be mins 
ſtred, and oppoztunitie ſerue. Thus we continued on our courſe, vntill the ſecond of July, on 
which dap we fell wich the Queenes fozeland, where wee ſawe ſs much yce, that we thonghtit 
vnpoſlible to get into the Straights: pet at the laſt we gaue the aduenture,and entredthe ce, 
Che Being in amongſt it, we ſawe the Michael, of whome J befoze , accompanied with the 
Ede Juv. Iudith, whoſe Captaine was Maſter Fenton, the Paſter Charles Iackman , bearing into the 
Charies Jack fozeſapd pce, farre diſtant from vs, who in a ſtozme that fell, that pzeſent night, (whereof J will 
— at large, God willing, diſcourſe hereafter) wert ſeuered from vs, and being in, wantzey vy an 
downe the Straights,amongſl the yce many dapes, in great peril, till at the laſt, (dy the uu 
Che countrſie dence ot God) they came ſafelyto harboz in their wiſhed Poꝛte, in the Counteſſe of UWarwicks 
ichs ſqund, the 20. of July afoyeſapd, ten dayes befoze any ol the other ſhippes: who going on ſhoare 
found where the people ofthe Countrey had bene, and had hid their pzouiſion in great heapes of 
ſtones, being both of fleſh, and fiſh,which they hav killed: whereof we alſo found great ſtoze in 0- 
ther places after our arriuall,They found alſo diuers engins,as bowes, flings,and darts. They 
found likewiſe certaine pieces of the Pinneſſe which our Generall left there the yeerc beimt, 
which Piuneſle he had loonke, minding to haue it againe the next yeere. 

Nowe,ſeeing Jhaue entreated ſo much ofthe Iudich,and the Michael: I will returne tothe 
reſt ofthe other ſhippes,and wil ſpeake a litt le of the tozme which fell, with the miſhaps that we 
bad, the night that we put into the pcez whereof Amade mention befoze. 

Our entrance At the firſtencrie into the yte, in the mouth of the Straights, our paſſage was very narrowe, 
6 pallage;$. and vifficill; but being once gotten in, we had a fapze openplace without any yce, fo) the moſt 
part : being a league in compaſſe, the yce being round about vs, and incloſing vs, as it were 
within the pales of a parke, Jn which place, becauſe it was almoſt night) we minded to takein 
our ſaples,andlie a hull all that night. But the dome ſo increafed , and che waues beganneto 
mount aloft,which bzought the pce ſo neere vs, and comming on ſo faſt vpon vs, that we were 
faine to beare in and out, where we might eſpie an open place. Thus the yce comming on iu le 
faſt,we wert in great danger, looking euery houre ic; death. And thus paſſed we on in that great 
danger, ſeeing both our ſelues, and the reſt of our ſhips ſo troubled and tofſed among the yt, 
that it would make the ſtrongeſt heart to relent. 

| WarkDionp At the laſt, the Barke Dionyſe, being but a weake ſhip, and bjuſed afoze amongſt the yee, bt 
ing ſa leake that ſhe no longer could tarry aboue þ water, ſanke without ſauing any of the goods 
which were within her: which light lo abaſhedche whole Fleete, that wee thought verily wer 
ſhould haue taſted of the ſame ſauce, But neuertheleſſe, we ſeeing them in ſuch danger, muna 

our boates,and ſaued all the men, in ſuch wiſe, that not one periſhed,(God be thanked.) 
| The ſtozme ſtill incteaſed and the yte incloſed vs, that wee were faine to take downe top and 
a mins 00 maſtes: fo) the yce bad ſo enuironed vs, that we could ſee neither land, noz ſca, as farre4s 
Bien, ms cab hem: ſochatwe were faine to cu our cables, to hang ouer bo e fo fenders, . 
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what toeaſe the ſhippes ſides, from the great and dzirie ſtrokes of the yte: ſome Capitan barres, 0 
ſome fending off with oar es, ſome with plancks of two ynches thicke, which were broken imme · 4 
diatly with the fozce of the yce,ſome going out vpon the yte to beare it off with their ſhoulders 
from the ſhips, But the rigozouſneſle ol the tempeſt was ſuch, and the fozceofthe yce ſo great, 
that not oncly they burlt aud ſpoyled the fozeſapd pꝛouiſton: but like wiſe ſo raſed che ſides of the Met 
ſhips,thac it was pitifullto beholde, and cauſed the hearts of many to faint. 4 if | 

Thus continued we all that diſmal and lamentable night,plunged in thisperplexitic, looking vi 
fo inſtant death: but our God neuer leaueth chem deſtitute which faithfully call vpon dim) @ovs pjout- | it 
although bee olten puniſheth, foz amendments ſake, in the mozning cauſed the windesto ceaſe; dence. [1 
un the fogge, which all that night lay on the face of the water, to cleare:ſo that wer might per: 511 
aue, about a mile from vs, a certaine place cleate from any yce, to the which with an eaſie heath 
ofwinde, which our God ſent vs, we bent our ſelues. And furthermoze, hee pꝛouided better foz f 
is then we deſerued, 02 hoped foz: foz when we were in the fozeſayd cleare place, hee ſent vs a 
freſh gale at UWeſt,oz at Weſt Southweſt, which ſet vs cleare without all the pce, And further, 
he added moze 2 foz he ſent vs ſo pleaſant a dap, as the like we had not of a long time befoze , as 1 
after puniſhment, conſolation, ie 

Thus we ioyfull wightes, being at libertie, tooke in all our ſailes, and lay a hull, ꝑayling 4811 
God foz our deltuerance : and ſtayed to gather together our Fltett: which once being done, wee Han, 
ſeeing that none of them had any great hurt, neither any of them wanted, ſauing onely they of j 
whom I ſpake befoze,and the ſhip which was loſk, then at the laſt we hoiſed our ſailes, and lay 
bulting off and on, till ſuch time as it would pleaſe God to take away the yce, that wee might 
get into the Straighes. 

And as we thus lay off and on, we came by a marueflous huge mountaine of yce , which ſur- w mom 
paſſed all tbe reſt chat euer wee ſawe : fo; wee iudged it to be neere foure ſcoze fathoms aboue 2% nge 
water,and we thought it to be a ground foz any thing that wee coulde perceiue, being there nine figures. 
ſcoze fathoms deepe, and of compaſſe about halfe a mile. 

Alſo che fift of July, there fell a hidious fogge and miſt, that continued till the nineteenth of a tog of long 
the ſame : ſochat one ſhippe could not ſee another, Therefoze we were fatne to beare a ſmall *9ucmuance, 
la le, and to obſerue che time : but there ran ſuch a currant of Tide, that it ſet vs tothe Nozths 

veſtof the Queenes fozeland, the backſide of all the Straights: where (though the contagb 

ous logge hauing no ſight either of Sunne oz Otarre) we ſcarſe knew where we were, In this 

logge the tenth of July, wee loft the compante of che Uiccadmirall, the Anne Francis, the Buſſe 

Byidge water, and the Francis of Fop. 

The ſixtcenth day, one of our ſmall Barks, named the Gabriel, was ſent by our Generall to The Gadute!. 
deare in with the land, to deſcrie it, where being on land, they met with the people ofthe Coun» 

rey, which ſeemed very humane and ciuill, and offered to traffike wich our men, pꝛofering The peovie ob 
them foules, and ſkins, fo kniues,andother crifles: whoſe courteſie cauſed vs to thinke, that with vs. 

hey had ſinall conuerſation with the other of the Dtraights. 

Then we bart backe againe,to goe with the Queenes fozeland: and the eighteenth day wee 

tune by two Jſlands, whereon we went on ſhoare, and found where the people had bene: but 
veſawe none of them, This day we were againe in the pce, and like to be in as great peril as 

we were at the firſt, Foz chzough the darkenes and obſcuritie of the foggiemiſt, we were almoſt 

rune on rockes and Iſl nds, befoze we ſawe them: But God (eucu miraculouſly) pzouided fo 

,opening the fogges, that we might ſee clearely, both where, aud in what danger we pzeſen- 

Abereand allo the way to ſcape: ozels , without faile , wee had rutnouſly runne vpon the 


(When we knewe perfectly our inſtant caſe, we caſt about. to get againe on Seabozve, which 
(God bechanked)by night we odceined, and ppoiſed God. The cleare continued ſcarſe an houre, 
dutthe fogge fell againe as thicke as euer it was. 

Then the Reareadmir all, and the Beare got them ſelues cleare without danger of pce and 
Ms, trooke their ſaples,and lay a hull,Naping to haue the reſt of the Fleete come fozth:which 
Apet had not found the right way to cleare themſelues from the danger of rockes and yce, vn 
the next mozning, at what time the Reareadmirall diſcharged certaine warning pieces to Warning pies 
Pine notice that ſhe had elcaped,/and that the reſt (by following of her) might ſer themlelues free, dag Sach- 
which they did that day. gen. 
hauing gathered our ſelues together, we pꝛocerded on our puryoſed vopage, bearing off, 

Weeping our ſelacs diſtant from the coalt,till the 19. day of July: at which time the fogges 
dike vp and diſperſed , ſo that wee might plainely and clearely beholde the —_ 
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which ſo long had bene taken from vs, by the obſcuritie of the foggic miſtes: and aftcr that tane 
we were not much encombyed therewith, vntill we had left the confines ofthe countrey, * 
A fatre ſound. Then we eſpying a fapze ſound, ſuppoſed it to go into the Dtratghts, betweene the Queeneg 
Queenes foze- fozeland, # Jackmans ſound, which pzoned,as we imagined. Foz eur Generall ſent fozth againe 
land 4 Ta®® the Gabriel, to diſcouer it, who paſſed chzough with much difticuleyzfox there ran ſuchan extreme 
currant ofa tide, with ſo hozrible a gulfe,that with a freſh gale of winde they were ſcarſe able 
toſtemme it: vet at the length with great trauaile they paſſed it, and came to the Dtrai 
where they met with the Thomas Allen, the Thomas of Jpſwich, and the Buſleof Byidges 
water: who all together aduentured to beare into the pce ogaine, to ſee if they could obteine 
thetr wiſhed oꝛte. But they were ſo encombꝛed, that with much difficultie they wert able to 
get out againe, yet at the laſt they eſcaping,the Thomas Alline,andthe Gabriel barein withthe 
TAelternc ſhoze, where they kound harbour, and there moared theirſhippes , vntill the fourth of 
Auguſt, at which time they came to vs in the Counteſſe of TAarwicks ſound, The Thomas of 
TpCſwich caught a great leake, which cauſed her to caſt againe to Sea bozd, and ſo was mended, 
We ſailed along till by the coaſt,vntil we came to the Queenes fozeland, at the point where ⸗ 
of we met with part of the gulfe afozeſapd,which place oz gulfe (as ſome of our Maſters docre> 
dibly tepoꝛt)doeth flowe nine houres,and ebs but ther. At chat point wee diſcouered certaing 
lands Southwarde , which neither time noz oppoztunitie woulde ſerue to ſcarch, Then be 
ing come to the mouth of the Straights,we met with the Anne Francis, who hadlaine bulting 
vp and downe euer ſince her departure alone, neuer finding any of her compante, Te met then 
alſo the Francis of Fop, with whome againe we intended to venter and get in: but the pce was 
yet lo thicke, that we were compelled againe to rety2e and get vs on Sea boꝛde. 
un yojrible There fell alſo the ſame dap, being the 26,of Julp, ſuch an hozrible ſnowe, that it lay a foote 
ſnowefcll mw thicke vpon the hatches, which froſe as faſt as it fell, 


July, Te had alſo at other times, diuers cruell ſtoꝛmes, both of ſnowe and haile, which manifeffly 


declared the diſtemperature of the Countrey: pet fo all that we were ſo many times repulſed 
and put backe from our purpoſe, knowing that lingering delay was not pꝛofitable fo; vs, but 
hurtlull to our voyage, we mutualy conſented to our valiant Generall once againe, to giue the 
onſet. 


The 28. day therefoze ofthe ſame July we aſſayed,and with little trouble ( God be pꝛayſcd)) 


we paſſed the dangers, by day light. Then night falling on the face of the eat th, we hulled in the 

cleare, til the cheare full light of the day had chaſed away the noyſome vdarkenes ofthe night: at 

The tune of Which time we ſec foꝛward towards our wiſhed poꝛt: by the 3 0. day we obteined our expected de- 

—— ſire, where we found the Iudith , and the Michael: which bought no ſmall ioy vnto the Gene 
* rall, and great conſolation to the heaute hearts of choſe wearicd wights. 

The zo. day of July we bzoucht our ſhips into the Counteſſe of TAarwicks ſound and mos 
ted them, namely theſe ſbips, the Admirall, the Reareadmiral,the Francis of F op, the Beare,Ar- 
menel, the Salomon, and the Buſſe of Byidgwater: which being done, our Generall commaun⸗ 
ded vs all to tome a ſhoze,vpon the Connteſſe Jland, where he let his Piners to wozke vpon the 
Mine, giuing charge with expedition to diſpatch with their lading. 

Our Generall himſelfe, accompanied with his Gentlemen, diuers times made rodes ite 
ſundꝛy partes ofthe Countrey, as well to finde new Pines, as alſo to ſinde out and ſeethe peo 
ple of the Countrey. De found out one Mine, vpon an Jflandby Beares ſound, and namtd it the 

Thecounteſſe Counteſle of Suſſex Iſland. One other was found in Winters Foznace, with divers others, 
of Sul? A. to which the ſhips were ſent ſunderly, to be laden, In the ſame rodes hee met with diuers of the 
Winters Foz- people ofthe Countrey, at ſundzy times, as once at a place called Dauids ſound: who ſhot at 
Pamds ſound. bur men, and very deſperately gaue them the onſet, being not aboue chzee on foure in number, 
there being of our Countrey men aboue a doſen: but ſeeing themſelues not able to pꝛeuaile, they 
tooke themſelues to flight: whom our men purſued but being not vſed to ſuch craggy cl 
ſoone loſt the ſight of them, and ſo in vaine returned. 


Te pole of Te allo ſaw ofthem at Beares ſound, both by Seaandland, in great companies : but they 


the peop!e fo? wou d at all times keepe the water betwene them and vs, And if any of our ſhips chancedtobe 
lelues, in the ſound,(as they tame diuers times)becauſe þ harboz was not very good, the ſhip laded de 
partedagaine:thenſolong as any ſhips were in ſight, the people would not be ſeene, But when 
as they percetued the ſhips to be gone, they would not only ſhew themſelues ſtanding vponhigh 
cliffes, and call vs to come ouet vnto them: but alſs would come in their botes,very ntert to vs, 
as it were to hnag at vs: whereof our Generall hauing avuertiſement , ſent foz che Capo 
and Gentlemen of the ſhippes, toaccompanie and attende vpon him, with the Captain of 
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afthe Anne Francis, who was but the night betoze come vnto vs. Foz they, and the flec bote has J fa | i 


ung lolt vs the 26. dap, in the great ſnowe,put into an harbour ini, . Queenes fozeland, where Blk!

The next mozning our Generall perceining certaine of them in bott vyon the Sea, gave Wi 
chaſe to them, in a Pinniſſe vnder ſaile,with afreſh gale of winde, but could by nd meanes come a | 
neerevnto them: foz che longer he ſailed, the further off he was from them: which well ſyc wed 
their cunning and actiuitie. Thus time wearing away, and the day of our departure appꝛo · | 4 
ching, our Gencrall tommanded to lade with all expedition, that wee might be agame on Dea 4414 
hoozd with our ſhip:kox whileſt we were in the countrie, we were in contmual danger of freeſing "Fav! 
nt often ſnow and haile often the water was ſo much froſen and congealed in the night, that 
uche moming we could ſcarce towe our boates oz Pinniſſes, eſpecially in Diers ſound, which 
isacalme and ſtill water: which cauſed our Generallcomake the moze haſte,ſo that by the 30. 
papof Auguſt we were all laden, and made all things readie todepart, 

But befoze J p2occede any further herein, co ſhewe what foꝛtune befell at our departure, — — 

J will turne my penne a litle to M. Captaine Fenton, and thoſe Gentlemen, which ſhould haue wyavued rye 
inhabited all the yeere in thoſe countries, whoſe valiant mindes wert much to bee commended, Count. 
that neither feare of fozce,no2 che cruel nipping ſtozmes ofthe raging winter, neither the intem · 

perature of ſo vnhealthtull a country, neither the ſauageneſſe of the people, neither the ſigy! and 
thewe of ſuch and ſo many ſtrange Peceozes, neither the deſire to teturne to their natiue ſoile, 

neither regarde of friendes neither care of poſſeſſions and inheritances: finally, not the loue of 

life( a ching of all other moſt ſweete ) neither the terrour of dzeadfull death it ſelfe, might ſeeme 

tobe of ſufficient ſoꝛce, to withdzawe their pzoneſle, oz to reſttaine from that purpoſe, thereby to 

have pjoficed their coũtry:but that wich moſt willing hearts, venturous minds, out tomacks, 

in ſingular manhood they were content chere to haue carried foz the time, among a bat barous 

and vnciuill people, Iuſtdels and miſcreants to haut made their dwelling, not terrified with the Deſerned 
manifold and imuninent dangers which they were like to runne into: and ſeeing befozecbeir eyes enden. 
ſo many caſualties, whereto their life was obiect, che leaſt whereof would haue made a milkſop 

Therlites aſtoniſhed and vtterly diſcomfited: being J ſay thus mind ed and pur poſed, they dc» 

ſerue ſpeciall commendation : Fo2 doubtleſſe, they had done as they intended, if lucke had not 

withſtood their willing neſſe, and if that foztune had not ſo frowned vpon theit intents. 

Fo the Barke Dionyſe, which was loſt, had in her much of their houſe, which was td 

um ſhould haue ben builded foz them, with many other implements, Allo the Thomas of lpſe- 
witch, which had moſt of their pzouiſion in her, came not into the Streights at al:neither did we 
ſee her, ſince the day we were ſeparated in che great ſno w (ol which J ſpeake befoze.) Foz theſe 
cauſes,haning not their houſe, no; pet pzoutſion, they were viſapoinced of chcir pꝛetence to tarte, 
and there fdꝛe laded their ſhips, and ſo tame away with us. 
But befoze we tooke ſhipping, we bullved alicle houſe tu rde Counteſſe of TAatwicks Jland, un youſetrics 
and garniſhed it with many kinds of crifles,as Pinnes,Yotn's,Laces,Glaſſes Babes they wich vt» 
onhozſcbacke and on foote, with innumerable other ſuch fanſies and toyes: thereby to allure and verſe rm. 
eatice the people co ſome fanuliaririe againlk other peres, | | 

Thus hauung finiſhed all things we departed the countrie, (as J ſaide befoze: ) bur becauſe 
theBuſſe had not ladtng enough iu her, ſhe put into Beares ſound to take in a litle maze, In che 8 
meane while,che Amirall,aud the ret, the Sea, faped fo her, And that nig be fr ſuch aun dend. 
WMoutragioug tempeſt, beating on our ſhips, with ſuch vehement rigo), chat anchoz and cable a- 
lailednought: foz we were dziuen on rockes and Illandes ok pee, inſomuch that (had not the 
Feat goodnes of God bene miraculouſly ſhewed to vs,)we had bene caſt away euery man. This 
danger was moze doubtful and terrible, then any that pecerded 02 went befoze : fo; there was 
bot any one ſhippe, (I thinke) that eſcaped without damage.

Dur Generall being on land in Beares ſound could not tome 
47 to his ſhippe, but was compelled to goe a boopve the Gabytel, where hee continued all the way 
Wi! home ward: foz the bor ſterous blaſtes continued (o extreamely and ſolong a time, that it lent 
vs home warde (which was Gods fauour towardes vs) will we, nill we, in ſuch hafte, as not as 
ny one of vs were able to ker pe in companie of other, but were ſeparated, And if by chaunce a, 
ny one ſhip did ouertake other, by ſwifcneſſe of ſaile,oz mette (as they often vid:) pet was the ri 
gour of the winde lo hidious, that they coulde not continue companie together the ſpace of one 
whole night,

The ſaidriuer of Plate is ſo fullof ſands and dangers, and the freſh fo flerce ſometimes,chatus 
ſhipping dares to deale with it, ſmall barks to they kno map go vp it, and not els, 

The herre can not be ſuffered to vſe they oftreaſure in theſe parts, bpon 
— contrary being commanded by the king, andthe Viceroy, who is astherrking 

About 20 leagues from Santos, there is a certaine kinde of wilde Sauages,lping in the mom 
taines, which are in friendſhippe with the Poꝛtingalles. and they haue coutinualtwarres with cer- 
taine other Sauages that dwell about the bozders of Peru, which is diſtant from Santos about 40 
8 Thoſe Sauages of Peru haue ſtoze of golde and ſiluer, but they know notthe 
ble of it. 

Lookc what Sauages of their enemies they take, they ſell them to the Þoxtingals fo; knines, 
combes,axes 02 hatchets, and other rifles : they will ſell one for a penny knife to a Poztingall, and 
after two yeeres they are woozth twenty oz thirty duckets to a Poztingall, 

This people haue alſo continuall warres with the Spanpards : and this was tolve vs byone 
of thoſe Sauages, which hath dwelt among che Poztingalles theſe ſeuen peeres, with his ma 
ter called Scnior Manoel Veloſo. And this fellowe woulde willingly haue come with vs fo 
Englaud. | 

There are certaine rocks that lie off berwene Alcatrarſes and $.Sebaſtians,about two leagues, 
which are to be taken heed of, which a farre of in fame weather ſhew like the ſailes of ſhippes, 

There are otber rocks that lie off S. Catelina alſo fine leaguesto the Eaſt and by South into 
the ſea olfthe Alland. 

At our comming vp to Santos we found foure fathome ę a halle water in the ſballo welt place, 
and the like we found within a league after we were deparced from S. Catelina, little moet lit. 
but after you haue rumme i the depth ol foure fathome & a halle, about a mile oz leſle, then you fall

Here we gaue our ſelucs a littlerefreſhing, asbpvery ripe and ſweete grapes, which the fruit 
fuſnelle of the earthat chat ſeaſon ofthe peere yerlded vs: andchat ſeaſon beyng with vs the depth 
of TUlint:r, it may ſeeme ſtraunge that chole truites were then there growing: but the reaſon 
thereof is this, becaulethep being berweene the Troptke and the Equmocniall, the Sunne pa 
ſethtwtle in the peere th2oughtheir Zenith ouer their heads, by meanes whereof they haut tus 
Sunnes, aud beyng ſo neere the heate of the line, they neuer loſe the heate of che Sunne le 
much, but the fruites haue their increaſe and continuance in che midlt of Tlincer, The Jland js 
wonderfully ſtoꝛed with goates and wilde hennes, and it hach ſalt alſo without labour, ſaue one: 
ly that the people gat her it into heapes, which continually in great quantitit is increaſed vy 
on the lands bythe flowing ol the lea. and the receiutng heate ol the ſunne kerning the lame a that 
ol the increaſe thereof they keepe a continuall traffique with their neighbours. 


Among t ocher things we found here a kind of fruit called Cocos, which becauſe it is not t 


monly knowen with vs in England. J thought good to make ſome deſcription of it. F 

The tree beareth no leauesno2 bzanches, but at the very top the fruit gro wech in cluſters, hart 
at the top of the ſtemme of the tree, as big euery ſeuerall fruite as a mans head: but haupng tz 
ken offthe vetermoſt barke, which you ſhall ind tu bee very full ot trings02ſinowes, as J nup 
terme them, you ſhall come to a hardſhell which may hold of quantitie in liquoz a pint commonly, 
02 ſome a quart, and ſome lelle : within that ſhell of the thickneſſe ol halle an inch good, you ſhall 
haue a kind of hard ſubſtance and very white, no leſſe good and ſwerte then almonds : within chat 
againe a certatue cleere liquoz, which being dzunke, pou ſhall not one ly find it very delicate and 
ſweete, but moſt comfortable and copdiall. 

' After wee had ſatiſfied our ſelues with ſome of theſe fruites, wee marched further into the J» 
fland, and ſawe great ſtozeof* Cabaritagaline, which were ſo chaſed by the inhabicaunts, chat 
we could doe no good towards our pouiſion, but they had laied out as it were to ſtopour mouths 
— Ie but lll, and ſmall and few, wee made no av 
count or, 

Being returned to our ſhiys, our Generall departed hence the ; 1. ofthis moneth, and ſapled 
by the Illand ol S. Iago, but fatre inongh from the danger ofthe inhabitaunts, who ſhot anddib 
charged at vs three pieces, but they all fell ſhozt of vs and did vs noharme, The Jfland is fam 
and large, and as it ſeemtth rich and fruitfull, and inhabited by the Poxtingals, but on 
tains and high places ofthe Jſland,are ſayd to be poſſeſſed by the Boozes,who hauing bene ſlaurs

Being befoze this land, we eſpievewo ſhips vnder ſaple, to the one of which we gane chaſt, 
and in the end boozded her with a ſhip boate reſiſtance, which we ſound tobe a good pytze, 
and pelded vnto vs good ſkoze of wine, which piize our Oenerall committed to che cuſtodie of .

Upon the Southſide thereoflierh a moſt ple aſaunt andſweete Jfland, the tree whereof are 
alwayes greene and faire to looke vpon, in teſpett whereof they call it Ila del Braua,thatis, the 
bꝛaue Iſlind. Fromthe banks thertol intoche ſea doch run in many places reaſonable ftreamss 
of freſh waters eaſte to be come by, but there wan nu conuenient road fo} our ſhips: for ſuch was 
the depth, that no ground could be had faz ankering, and it is repoxeed, that ground was neuer 
found in that place, ſo that the tops ol Fogo burne not ſo high in the aye, but the rooces of Bram

Being departed from theſe Illands we ew toward the line, where wer were becalmed the 
ſpace of 3. weekes, but yet ſubiett to diners great ſtozmes,cerrible lightnings and muchthunder:

Me being on land, the people came do lune to vs to the water ſide with ſhew of great curteſie, 
to vs potatoes, rootes, and two very fat ſheepe, whichour Generall received and gaue 
hem other things fat hem, and had pꝛomiſe to haue water there: but the next day repapzing a: 

totheſhoze,and ſending two men a land with barrelsto fill water, the people taking them 
Spauiards (to whom they vſe to ſhew no fauour if they take them) lated violent haudes on 
hen, and as we thinke ſlew them.

water there. Ahich being done, and they departed, we ranſaked the Towne, and in one houſe we 
und a pot of the quantitie of a baſheil,full of ropals of plate, which we bzought to our ſhippe. 
And here one Thomas Moone one of our companie, tooke a Spaniſh Gentleman as he was 
ſping out ol the towne,and ſearching him, he found a chaine of golde about him, and other iew- 
els. which he tooke,and ſo let him goe. 
uchis place our Generall among other Spaniards ſet a ſhoare his Poztingall Pilot, which The Fu 
ſewoke at the Illands of Cape Verde, aut of alhippe of S. Marie pozte of Poztingal,and hauing zn tano. 
ſuthem a ſhoare, we departed hence. and ſailed to the Alland ol Canon, where out General lan- The Ia 
vd and bꝛought to ſhoare his owne ſhip, and diſcharged her, menden, and graued her, and futui · - 
led our ſhippe with water and wood ſufficiently, 
And whiles we were here, we eſpted aſhippe,and ſet ſaile after her. and tooke her, and founde Xbiv with n 
u her two Pilots, and a Spaniſh Gouernour, going fo2 the Iſlands ofthe Philippinas: we ſear» the AH of 
chedthe lippe, and tooke ſome ol hermarchandizes, and lo let her goe Our Generall at this mas.

When they came vnto vs, they greatly wondyed at the things that we bought, but our Gene⸗ A deſcription 
tall /accozding to his naturall and accuſtomed humanitie) curteouſly intreated them. and liberal and e peovee, 
deſtowed ont hem neceſſarie things to couer their nakednes, whereupon they ſuppoſed vs to be of Noua ud 
vs and would not be perlwaded to the contrarie: the pꝛeſents which they ſent to our Generall, 
were feathers, and cals of netwonke. 

Their houſes are digged round about with earth, and haue from the vttermolt bꝛimmez ofthe 

fitfle, clifts of wood ſet vpon them, ioyning clole together at the toppe like a ſptre ſteeple , which 

byreaſon of that cloſenes are very warme. 2 

Their beds is che ground with ruſhes lerowed on it, and lying about the houſe, haue the lire —

the middeft, The men goe naked, the women take bultuſhes. and kembe them alter the manner of 
thereof make their looſe garments, which being knit about their middles, hang downe

Theſe women are very obedient aud {eruiceable to their huſbands, | 
After they were departed from vs, they came andviſited vsthe ſecondtime, and bought with 
chem feathers and bags of Tabac co foz pjeſents:And when they came to the top of the hill(atthe 
bottome whereof we had pitchedour tents)they ſtaied themſelues: where one appointed fo 


and came downe with their preſents, 

In the meane time the women remaining on the hill, tozmented themſelues lamentably, tea. 
ring their fleſp from chair cheekes, whereby we perceiued that they were about a ſacrifice , Jnthe 
meane time, our Generall, wih his companie. went to pꝛater, and to reading of the Scripeures, 
at which exerciſe they were attentiue. e ſeemed greatly to be affected with it: but when they were 
come vnto vs, they reſtozed againe vnto vsthole things which befoze we beſtowed vpon them, 

The newes ol our being there, being ſpꝛead though the Countrey, the people that mhabitey 
round about came downe,and amongſt them the Ring himſe lle, a man of a goodly ſtature, x come» 
ly perſonage, with many other tall, nd war like men: befoze whole comming were ſent two am 
baſſadoꝛs to our Generall, to ſigniſie that their Ring was comming, in doing of whichmelſlage, 
their ſpecch was continued about halfe an home. This ended, they by ſignes requeſted our Gene: 
ral to ſend ſome thing by their hand ta their Ring, as a token that his comming might be in peace; 
wherein our Generall hauing ſatiſſied them, chey returned with glad tidings ta their Ring, who 
marchedto vs with a pʒincely maieſtie, the people trying continually after their manner, and ag 


they dꝛewe neere vnto vs. ſo did they ftrine to behaue themlelues in their actions with comelines. 


In the foze front was a man of a goodly perſonage, who bare che ſcepter, oz mare befozethe 
King, wher eupon hanged two crownes,a leſſe anda bigger, with thzee chaines of a maruelous 
length: the crownes were made of knit woꝛke mought arti with fethers of diuers colours: 


artificially 
the chaines were made of a bonie ſubſtance,and few be the perſons among them that are admitted 


fo weare chem: and of that number alſo the perſons are ſtinted, as ſome ten,ſome 12. gt. Next in 
to him which bare the ſcepter, was che Ring himſelfe, with his Garde about his perſon,clad with 
Conie ſkins,# other ſkins : after them followed the naked cmon ſozt of people, euerpone hauing 
his face painted,ſome with white, ſome with blacke, and other colours, & barung in their handes 
one thing oz another oz a pꝛeſent, not ſo much as their childꝛ᷑, but they alſo bzoughe their preſents. 

Jn che meane time, dur Generall gathered his men together, and marched within his fenced 
place, matung againſt their apnoching, a very warlike ſhe we. Chey being trooped together in 
their oꝛder, and a general ſalutation being made there was pꝛeſently a generall ſilence.Then he 
that bare the ſcepter befoze the King, being infozmed by another, whome they aſſignedto that of 
ice, with a manly and loftie voice, pꝛotlaimed that which the other ſpake to him in ſecrec, conti 
nuing halfe an howze : which ended, and a generall Amen at it were giuen, the Ring withthe 
whole number ol men and women (the childzen exctpted) came downe without any weapon, ue 
deſcending to the foote of the hill, ſet themſelues in ozder. | 

Jn comming towards our bulwarks and cents,the ſcepter bearer began a ſong , obſerving his 
meaſures in a daunce,and that with a ſtately countenance, whom the King with bis Garve,and& 
uery degreeofperſons following, did in like manner ſing and daunte, ſauing onely the women 
which daunte d g kepe lence. The Generall permitted them to enter withtn out bulwarke,where 
they continued their ſong and daunce areaſonablettme, When they had ſatiſfied chemſelues, 
they made ſignes to our General to ſit downe,to whom the Ring, and divers others made ſeneral 
ozations,0) rather ſupplications, that he would take their pzouince & kingvome into bis handand 
become their Ring, making ſigues that they would refigue vnto himtheir right audtitle ofthe 
whole land, and become his ſubiects Tn which,to perſade vs the better, the King and the rel. 
with one conſent,and with great reverence, iopfully ſiging a ſong, did ſet the crowne bpon his 
head . inriched his necke with all their chaine s, and offred vnto him manpother things,honouring 
him by the name of Hioh, adding thereunco as it ſermed. a ſigne of triumph: which thing our Gs 
nerall thought not meete toreiect, becatiſe he knewe not what honour and pꝛolite it might bets 
our Countrey,Therefoze in the name, and to the vſe of her Maieſtie he tooke the ſcepter,crownt, 
and dignitie ofthe ſaid Countrey into his hands,wiſhing that che riches #-treaſure chereof mute 
ſoconuentently be tranſpoꝛted to the inriching of ber kingdome at home,as it aboundeth in p lame. 

The common ſozteof people leauing the Ring, and his Garde with our Gencrall , ſcatter) 
themſelues together with their ſacrifices among our people, taking a diligent vic we 2 
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perſon; aud ſuch as pleaſed theirfancie, (which were the yongelt) they incloſing them about of- 
fredeheir ſacrifices vaco them with lamemable weeping, ſcracching, and tearing the fleſh from 
| with chetr nailes, whereof iſſued abundance ofbloove. But wee vled ſignes to themof 

this, and ſtaied their hands from force , and directed them vpwardsto the liuing God, 
whoms anelpchep onght to wozſhippe . They ſhewed vnto vs their wounds, and craued helpe of 
chem at our hands, whereupon wee gaue chem locions, plaiſters, and ointmencs a to the 
tate oftheir griefes,beſeeching God to cure their diſeaſes , Euery chirde day they bzoughe their 
(amifices vnto vs,vncill they vnderſtoode our meaning, that we had no pleaſure in them: yet they 
nul noe be long abſent from vs, but daily frequented our companieto the houre of our depar- 
um mbich departure ſeemed ſo greeuous vacothem.chat their top was turned into ſoxrow, They 
unrated vs.chat being abſent we would rememberthem,and by ſtelth pꝛouided a ſacrifice, whith

continue our courſe to tunne {Weſtwards, we were inloꝛced to alter the ſame to the Southward 
une, finding that courſe alſo to be very hard and dangerous fo? vs, by reaſon of infinite ſhoales 
which lie off and among the Illands: whereof we had too much triall co the hazard aud danger 
dur ſhippe and liuen. Foz ot all other daies vpon the 9. ol Januarie, in the ycere 15 79. wer Ang 1750. 
unne ſuddenly vpon a rocke, where we ſtucke faſt from d. of the clocke at night. til . ol che clocke = 
inthe afteruooneche next day, being in deeve out of all hope to eſcape the danger: but our Gene⸗ 
las he bad al mates bitherto ſhewed himſelfe couragious, and of a good confidence in che mers Sanne.

Ve ſpent by meanes partly of buſineſſe, and partly of contrarv winds, the moneth of Pay vp 
on the coaſt, and then leauing the la nd we put off to ſea, and pꝛoceeded on our voiage intended by 
the grace of God fo China: vntill the moneth of Auguſt following, nothing fell out much worthy 
the knowledge of the wozld,which is not common to all Nauigants, but about the beginning of 
Auguſt afozeſapd,being ſomewhat neere the coaſt of Guinie, vpon the ſhoot ing off of a peece & the 
putting out of a flag in the Admiral, J went on boozd, + B.Talker,P.Shaw, . Geffries aut 
maſter # pilot with me, where the general counſel was aſſembled to conſider oft wo points, iz. 

The firſt, whether it wercneceſlarie to water pꝛeſentlyoʒ not, which was thought very neevefull 
of all men, and ſo concluded. 

The 2. where the belt and apteſt place was to water in, which was thought of the greater 
number to be at Sicrralcona,onthe coaſt of Guinie, which wasalſoconcluded, and bythe Paſter, 
and Pilotes agreed to goe hence Southeaſt,which determined, we returned aboozd,andleft Nicho 
las Allen, my maſter Carpeutcraboozdthe Gallion,and his boye to take phyſike, 

The 2.day of Auguſt, we went all day, and all night Southeaſt : che fozenoone in ſaying our 
fozemaſt with a ſend of the Sea hauing the top ſale, and all abzode, we cracked the ſame wichen

The 3.dap at uoone maſter Hall,and Edward Gilman, with others came aboozd, and bjought 
our maſter Carpenter. and one of their Carpentcrs with him, to mend our maſte which we medied 
not wit hall: and after ſome conference they went abooꝛd againe,Ule went al this day outet 
and Eaſt Southeaſt,cill 6. a clocke at night, that we ſa we the lande of Guinie , which bare Noztd 
eaſt of vs about x 2.leaques off, which ſeene,we founded,andhadno ground: then went J. and out 
Matter and Pilote abooꝛd the Admirall,+ after many debatements, concluded to runnt in Nojth 
eaſt by Eaſt, and at 1 1,at night we came abomd againe, and went all night Noztheaſt by Eat.

Che 4.all the afternoone we ran along the cuaſt which lieth Noxthweſt by Nozth,and South: 

uſt by South) Weſt, aud within a point one wap oz the other, ſeeing the land vuder our Lee, 3. 
g oll, and all night likewiſe, 
5. day at 6. in the moming wee went Weſt nozthweſt, and Nozthweſt by Teſt with a 
inn gale. che Nozthermoft land bearing Nozthwelt off vs, 12. leagues, & the Noztheaſt land vn · 
in our Lee within 3 leagues. So we tan along till 12. at noone: then the wind ſhifted vpon vs 
che Nozth noxthweſt,till 3 afternoone, all which time it ble w litle but tained much. J went olf 
withour ſkiffe,and ankred in 18 fadome with a grapnell, and found the currant to ſer to the Eaſt» 
yards, At 3. the wind came againe to South a franke gale, ſo we went along within 3. leagues 
of the e Tleſt by South larboozd tacked, At 6. at night wee ſhaped our courſe off agncere as 
be could lie Meſt next hand, and ſo went all night.

In the end we thought good at 9. a clocke to weie, #ſendthe Frans 
iu ate, and to get into deeper water if we could, & when it were cleare to ſeeke the harbour, At 
ioa clocke the ebbe was come. e although it were thicke and rafnte weather, we weied, and ran 
Aoxh nozthwelt,and Noꝛthweſt til noone, and then ſectng the miſerable weather of raine 4 fog, 
weankredin 9. and a halffadome,hauing gone befoze betweene 1 2.fadome,to 4.fadome, 3. patts 
ſad without iccht of land. At 4.in the it cleared vp, and wehadſightofthe Elizabeth, 
at aſmall Iſland very high,like the pike of Tenerif, l. leagues off vs, Nottheaſt, then waxing 
thicke and rainie againe. The 8. after 9.a clocke afoze noone, wee weied, and went hence Nozth- 
mithweſt,vneill 1 2. at none and from noone till 6. at night we went Nozthnert hand co ſeeke the 
ur which we had light of at 5. inthe afternoone,and bare noxtheaſt of vs being high land, The 
round Ille and two ſmall I ſlands which we ſaw by it, bare Eaſt,and to the Southwards at 5, at 
light, After 6. at night the Elizabeth came vp and told vs, the loſt an anker and a cable, and was 
puttoLeewards into 17.foote water by truſting to an old cable.

Northeaſt, At 5,inchemozning we ſawthe land along, and the Tfland which wee ſawe the night 
defqe and diuers other Illands about it, and ſo ran in Noztheaſtvneill we had bzought our ſelues 
thwart of the riuer, andcht ran in Eat about 6. at night. being a league within the tiuer. Dur At» 
— — 
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The 10. in the mozning at 5. a clocke J ſent our ſkitte with our pilot in her to find the rode. and 
watring place: in the meane time at 6.a clocke, we ſet ſaile with our ſhip, and being caime wer 
cowed with our boat vntill 10, and then ankered a mile ſhox ol the watering place, After dinner 
J went a land with my ſ kiffe to finde timber to fiſh our maſte, and ſearching along the ſhoze wee 
found a good watring place : and further ſecking in the wood, which all the countrey is ful of amp 
of diuers ſoxtes,we found Limmon trees ful of fruits: alſo trees growing by the water ſive with 
the ſtalkes hung full ofoiſters and great prriwnckles and crabbes amongſtthem: wee found dy 
pomegranates with many other fruits vnkno wen to vs, In the meane time our Admirall andthe 
Edward, with the barkes,hauing a gale at Teſt, ſet ſaile, and ran vp and ankred in the rode bee 
che accuſtomed watring place, 

About 5.afternoone J came aboozd,# bzought 6. barricocs of water with me: after, J went and 
ſupped aboozd withthe Generall, where we conferred, and about 8, at night J came aboozd again 
andrid quietly all night, 

The 1 1 day our long boat with the maſter and pilot, went aland # caricd all our watercaſke, 
which they waſhedandfilledto ſcaſon,# our Cooper repairedpart of the ſame. In the meant time 
J with our carpenters & others went in our ſ kiffe,aud found atree to fiſh our fozemaſt, which we 
felled,but not able to carie it away becauſe it would not \wim, we left it till a better meane were 
made to bote it. After I with my companie went vp into a pyetie riner of freſh water a mile into 
the countrey,which was full ofoiſters growing vpon trees, and very freſh water, which done, we 
gathered ſome Limmons and came aboozd, The 12. being Sunday, we had a generall comny 
nion in both the ſhips, After dinner J went aboozd to the generall, aud ſpent the afternoone with 
him in conference, and ſupped abooꝛd, and diuers ſtrangers withme, 

The 13. of Auguſt, we were aſſ:mbled aboond the Admiral, foz the deſciding of controuey 
ſies betweene the Captaine, after, and companie of the Elizabeth : by pꝛoofe it appearedvnto 
vs, chat the Paſter Ralfe Crane, had in ſpeech deſerued ſome puniſhment, ſo that we by geneull 
conſent agreed, chat he ſhould be put into the Bilbowes , which was done: but within halfe an 
howne,at mine, and others requeſt, he was vpon his ſubmiſſion releaſed,TAhich done, we dined al 
withthe General, and after dinner, with nw boate and ſkiffe, we went and bꝛought the tree for fs 
ſhes fo2 our maſte into a ſandie Bae, by out watr ing place, to haue it ſquared, which done with 
our waſhers,at night we returned aboo . 

The 14. in the fozenoone, we waſhed our ſhip,and ſcraped off the Barnackles, the Generall 
came aboozd,and dined with me, and Captatne Drake, Maſter Hall, and others. After dinner wee 
went tothe old watring place. From thence J went abooꝛd the Elizabeth, and bought diuttt 
things away: then we carried part of our water caſke to the other watring place, & there J met 
with P. Hawkins, . Maddox, M. Walker, M. Lewes, and diuers others, which al ſupped aland 
there with ſodden Oyſters,# a freſh Mullet, and Rice pottage, and came late aboozd of all hands, 

The 1 5, day we romaged and got vp our ſtrong beere out of the fozmoft roome, andplacedit 
by the maine maſte. 

The 16. day in the fozenoone, we ſtricke downe moſt of our Oꝛdinante, aud beſtowed meſtof 
our things abaft maſte in hold: and in the afternoone, we tooke in 4, tunnes of water, and certain 
things, which J fetched out ofthe Elizabeth of ours. 

The 17, wee tomaged and tooke in water, and J kept my cabbin, being ſicke ; the Generall 
came abooꝛd, and ſupped with me. 

The 18. dap we cooke in water. romaged our ſhip all che fozenoone, About noone there came 
down the riuer a canow with 3. Poꝛtingals in it, wich whom J had conference abooꝛd ß Admiral, 

The 19. ol Aucult being Sunday it rained all the night befoze, and all the dap, till 2.8 clocke 
after noone : then J manned our long boat and ſkiſfe, and went a land into the oifter bait, wert J 
met captaine Hawkins,captaine Parker,captaine Drake, with all our boats, and 130. men which 
came all to gather oiſters, where with we laded our boats, and ſent them aboond with the greateſt 
number ol our men: and we with the reſt went ouer land though the Limmon garden, and gaths 
red many which we taried aboozd with vs, and ſo parted to aur charges. The 20. day our cums 
ny ſtowed our pinnace,and fetched certaine things from aboozd the Elizabeth : the carpentersſtt 
vp one fiſh ol our fozemaſt, our Cooper repaired ſome of þ caſke which the ſpung tide had boken, 

The maſter. pilot and J in our ſkiffe went along the riuer to the vttermoſt baie,atthe comming 
in at the TUeſtend.where we found a flat baie, yet a crooked chanell in it: and we went a league 
vpafreſhriuer, which at che vpper end was ſo thicke of oiſter trees, that wee could not get to the 
head of it, ſo we returned backe againe to the Weſt point, and there J obſerued the ſunne : which 
done, we felled two Palmitotrees and tame to the bathing place, where we waſhed, andrefreſhed 
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ur lelues and came aboozde, where wee had pꝛaper, and ſupped, and ſo went to bedde: but befoze 
ng we had much winde and raine, 

The 21 day in the mozning J went aboozd the Admirall co viſite him, and found him gone vp 
eriuerin his pinneſle, then I bzake my faſte with Captaine Hawkins and the reſt; which done, 
withour ne we made nettes we went a fiſhing into the Opfter bay, where wee pitched our nettes, 
meaning to haue made a dzaught : and as wee waved with our nettes, wee ſawe in the water 
among vs a Crocodile oꝛ Alligato, which we aſſaulted, and within 3. houres after many wounds 
mich fiſgigs,pikes,and ſhot, we ſlew him,and bꝛought him aboozde the Admirall, where hee was 

nd flayed, in whoſe body we found many ſmall ſtones, and of Palmito nuts. 

Chis day alſo we went a hunting, and being wearie we bꝛought ſome oyſters aboozde the Ad- 
nicall,andthere P. Walker, P. Lewis and J ſupped : which done we came abooꝛd. 

The 22. day the Portingals which had bene with vs befoze, came downe and bꝛought ſome 
nher Portingals and Negroes with them in aſhippe boate, wherein they bought vs $0, mewes 
ofrice, 00. aud odde waight ol Oliphants teeth, and a boy Negro, which boy they gaue the Ge⸗ 
till, and the ritt and teeth fo the Elizabeth which wee ſolde them, with all her cackle, and 
lults, hauing neede ofthe rice, bet auſe our meale which we bought out ol England, was decayed 
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m naught. whereof we had into the Edward 30. buſhels, which is a mew and a halfe : the Fran- —— 
cis had . buſhels and the Gallion had the reſt. And wer had 200. waight of Dliphants teeth. and Voltingals. 


the Gallion 300, and a halte, and 6. li. During this time wee ſent our ſkiffe with the Admirals 
yimeſle vp the tiuer tomeete with a Gondall, which the Portingals had ſent fo2 freſh victuals foz 
19: who not finding her, returned at night: All this day J with M. Walker remained aboozde 
vith the Avmirall,and after their dinner and ſupper we ended our buſineſſe,and returned abso2d, 
having had many good ſpeaches with the Portingals. 

The 23. day J remained romaging aboowe, in which time the Maſter with the Carpenters, 
mothers went on lande and felled moze wood fo? fiſhes foz our maſte, and cut a boates lading of 
tr wood, and bꝛought tt aboozd, 

The 24. day in the fozenoone our Generall and Captaine Parker tame aboozde, where wer 
jſedthe fozenoone in talke, and after Seruice J ſent foꝛ M. Hall, and Þ, Maddox to dine with 
them, After dinner Captaine Parker and J, our boates full of men went on lande, and gathered 
immons fo the companie, which done, wee returned aboo e our ſhippes: in the meane time our 
doate was bzought full of wood abooꝛd, and the Carpenter ſquared timber. | 

The 25. day of Auguſt J was ſent fox to the Generall about furniſhing vp ofthe Elizabeth, 
which was fully accompliſhed and delivered to the Portingals, Out of her our boate bzoughe 
jaſe, wood, hoopes, and many other ſuch neceſſartes, The Portingals dined with mee: after din- 
wr tooted my — og him, and filled him with water:and this day Iohn Iohnſon mought 
iche lettles in my cabbin. | 

The 25 day being Sunday, Captaine Hawkins, M. Maddox, M. Hall, M. Banniſter, Cap- 
une Drake, M. Euans, M. Hoode, and others came aboode and heard the Sermon, and dined 
uch me: after dinner we went on ſhoare to the lower point where wee followed the footing of an 
Oliphant, but ſaw him not, and ſo ſpent the time to and frotill ſupper time, e then came aboozwe, 
in ſupped together, which done, ech man departed to his abode.

by our ſhips. | 

The 21 day in the mozning the Generall ſent foꝛ me and M. Walker, who went abooidthem, 
where hee acquainted vs with the faultes founde in his maine maſte, periſhed in the parteners, 
which to mende J ſent him two of myCarpenters,andtwo ancre ſtockes to fiſhe the ſame: Alſo 
hee opened befoze vs two and M. Maddox, Captaine Hawkins, and Captaine Parker, certaine 
woꝛdes which happened betweene him and the Maſter Hall, howe Hall ſaide vnto him among 
other ſpeaches that hee was there appointed Maſter, as hee was Generall, and that hee woulde 
be Paſter,though hee ſaid nay : the which wowes che Paſter confeſſed not to ſpeake in effect, 
but vnfit ſpeaches paſſed betweene them, Ulhereupon hee demaunded our opinions, whetherhe 
might diſplace him o2 not, which wee graunted hee might vpon ſo iuſt a cauſe, but intreatedthe 
Generall rather to accept his ſubmiſſion, which Hall willingly peelved vnto, which followed p1t 
ſently, At Seruice the Maſter openly befoze the whole companie to haut out> 
ſhotte himſelfe in vndecent ſpeaches, and craued pardon of the Generall,who willingly fozgaue

After J had bene on land, comming captaine Parker with me, we went abo the 
caruel, and there ſaw 30. m 40. ſlaues fettred together, the men: but the women and childzen went 
looſe.After the view of them their behauiour & other trifles there ſeene, J went aboozd.At upper 
came certaine ofthe Portingals to me # danke with me, x alter vſev long talke,and ſo departed. 

The 22. day in the mozning J ſent my wozkmen aſhoare, and about 8. a clocke,J and M Wal- 
ker, with others went downe in my boat tothe Pellicane bay, hut got nothing: in the meant tum 
they in the boat went downe to the point. x gathered a good many of great oyſters, and ſo returned 
aboonde about 6. at night well wet with raine, and ſtonge wich Bees. 

The 23. day being Sunday, while we were at the Sermon came the Portingal Captaine Ma- 
chew Fernandos, ꝶ bvought me a Negro boy of ). yeeres old, which he gaue me. whoſe name ws 
lohn Primero. After he had dined wich me came captaine Hawkins,captaine Drake, P. Hood. 
H. Faire weather, . Taileboyes, and M. Banniſter, with many others to biſte me: after —— 
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ulked a while together, J went aboozde the Admirall and M. Walker, where wee agreed that the 
pottingall Captaine ſhoulde qoe to the riuer foz our ſkiffe,who was contented to goe:after mauy 
xehatements with the Generall, and ſupper with him J came aboo2de, 

The 24.day we rommaged to take vp ſome of our ozdinance,+ peruſingour water caſke,which 
was filled not 20. dayes befoze, ſtowed with gretne wood cut in this place found the ſame to bee 
urn with wozmes, which cauſed the greater part of the water to leake out, which troubled vs 
mich, M. Blackoller, Robert Roſe went downe in our boate to 2agge fo our ancre x cables 
ut found chem not: we tooke vp 7.pieces of ozdinance,filled ſome water, and amended ſome part 
ofour caſke, This afrernoone the Geuerall came aboozd to me. conferred about, cc. About 5. a 
cocke afternoone, among others J went on lande tothe buriall of William Marcham M. ofthe 
francis, who died the ſame afternoone befoze, 

The 26. we filled water, mended our cal ke and ſtowed many things in hold, x ended the cozke, 
ind lead, and all things to the net belonging: this afternoone the king Fatama, ſent our Gencrall 
amonkie, and an Oliphauts toothe, by a meſſenger a Negro of ſome accompt. 

The 27.dap at 3 a clocke in the moꝛning the Maſter and J, well accompanied went downe in 
my long boate to the fiſhing bay, where ſecing the footing of many cattle, we dꝛew a rope thwart 
thenecke of the land, x placed men to card the ſtraight: the reſt went into the wood to dꝛiue downe 
the cattle,whorame ſo faſt vpd our men that one of them ouerthzew W.Towrſon,that he lay dead 
in quartet of an houre, and being recouered in 2. houres hee knewe not what he did. Thus we 
wearicd our ſe lues not being able to kill any of them, although we gaue them many ſtripes, and 
lo ttturned to our fiſhing againe, where we tooke moꝛe ſiſh then we could cate, 

This mozning came the ſame meſſenger abooꝛde, to pꝛeſent mee with an Oliphants toothe, 
which came to the General from king Fatama, but finding me abſent, xeceiued ſuch intertainment 
ische Barchants and M. Walker gaue him, ſo went abooꝛd the Admirall, taking the tooth with 
him, There he receined ofthe General to pꝛeſent the king as much ſcarlet clothe as would make 
hima cloake, v certaine canuas:and fo2 þ Queene a mought Moſcouy ſmocke, a looking glaſſe. 

The-28,day in the mojning came M. Maddox and other abood mee: after bzeakefaſt we went 
wwne a fiſhing with our net, returned aboozd to ſupper, and when we had ſupped, they went a» 
und. The 29. day after dinner . Walker and J went abooꝛd the Admirall,and grew in argu⸗ 
ment concerning our going roome to the ples of Cape Verde, o whether it were better to pꝛocted 
ſnwards with the pꝛouiſion we now haue. At this conference was the General, Captaine Haw- 
kins,Captaine Parker, M. Maddox, . Walker and : after ſundzy debatements we concluded 
toyoceede,and with this concluſion we ſupped there together. After ſupper by the ſame couſeuc, 
] went abooꝛd the Elizabeth and the caruel,aud bꝛoughe their ſailes aboowthe Admiral,fearing 
they would ſaile away, and deceine me of my boate and ſal : which done, J imparted to the a⸗ 
ler the pilot, M. Shaw. and . Geffreis, what had bene determined, and left 6, of my men aboozw 
he Portingals to looke to them. : 

The zo. and laſt day of September, the Francis Cooke tame abooꝛde about 7, aclocke in the 
nenoone from fiſhing with mp net, and bzought among other filhe, a ſea calfe (as wee called it) 
with haire and lympits, and barnacles vpon him, being 7. fosce long, 4. foote g. inches about: 
which to ſee J ſent fo? the Generall, and ſuch as pleaſed to come ſee it out of the Admirall, who 
came and bꝛought with him M. Maddox. Captaine Hawkins,Captaine Parker, and moſt part of 
u companie, who hauing vie wev the beaſt,which was ougly being aliue,it being flayed, opened, 
n neſſed, pꝛooued an excellent, faire, and good meate, bꝛoyled, roſted, ſodde and baked, and ſutti⸗ 
ccd all our companies foꝛ that day, | 
This day duriug the time that our dinner was djeſſing, the Generall aſſembled vs befoze na⸗ 
medin Commiſſion into my cabbin, where he pꝛopounded diuers queſtions and doubts touching 
ar going foxwards,all which being anſwered, it was agreed to pzoceed fo2 the ſtraights of Ma- 
pellan; and being in the South ſea, to deale as occaſion ould be giuen, Ju this conference grew 
many hotte, and diſdainfull ſpeaches and compariſons betweene Captaine Hawkins, aud Cap-

ſer Hoode, Maſtet Blackcoller,andtwo ſailers of eachluppe.ſhould romage the pize ; aboutthe 
appointment of whome,grewe vnkinde, and hot ſpeeches, betweene the Generall, and Hater 
Parker,againſt me, concerning authozitie,and gouernment, and alſo Captaine Hawkins finding 
himſelfe inturied, was plaine with them both: ſo that we were beyond che termesof Commiſſis 
ners, and fell to plaine bzawling,and bꝛagging: the circumſtances J omit,as too long, and viſt 
to be witten. Time being thus ſpent. che Generall called fo2 wine, and ended all contentions,and 
ſo we dined there wich him. 

After dinner they ſearched the barke. and found in her diuers trifles, which are noted in apaper 
by themſelues. I went afiſhing,aud came abooꝛd from whencethe Generall fetched me, and went 
abooꝛd to the old Frier in the barke: after we had talked with him. we came abooꝛd. and there ſup.

debated of diners cauſcs befoze,and after ſupper, and ſo departed, with pꝛomiſe to dine with the 
Generallthe next day.

Atter dinner che Generall appointed me. and Captaine Hawkins, to ſee them all ſet aboozd 
their ſhip, and toreceaue from them certaine neceſſaries, which willingly they imparted with vg, 
and to leaue them ſatiſfied.Chich done. J returned abooꝛd, and hauing deuided the neceſſariesto 
each ſhip his part, we entred into con ſult ation, where Maſter Walker pzopounded certainequeſt- 
ons to the Generall of vukindnes,bp me conceaued againſt him, which moned him to ſome cho 
lerike termes with me,which J anſwered : and in the ende, all matters almoſt being agreedbe- 
tweene vs , then began he to queſtion with Captaine Hawkins, which contention was tedious,

About ten of the clocke, the Generall, maſter Maddox, Captaine Hawkins, and CaptainePar- 
ker, came abooꝛd ot me the General! began to repꝛoue my Quarter maſter, fo2 grudging of us 
tuall foꝛthe Francis, which was anlwered, and he wel ſatiſſied.

After dinner J conferred with the aller and Pilot about the choyſe of another Bate foz 
them, but concluded that father Ky d ſhould be aſſiſtant in the watch. but no Maſters mate moze. 

Allo in the pꝛeſence of the Maſter, M. Walker, the Pilot, M. letfries, M. Shawe, and Tobias 
the Paſtets mate, was 1 homas Ruſſell examined, and his accuſers, which examinations were 
witten by P. Walker, and reſt to be further conſidered of hereafter. 

About chzee a clocke after noone,came a Canoa,with the old Genouoys, named Ioſeph Dory, John Whit- 

Fleming named Paul Badeues , and Steuen Repoſe a Poꝑtingale, and bꝛought a letter from gulhmdwpich 
the Gencrall, and withall anſ were of feare and doubtes of vs, #c. After many ſpeeches and re: dwellerh at 
queſts a banket was made them, and the Generall in his Pinneſſe with his muſike, and trum — LAS 
yets, and J in my Skiffe with trumpets, dꝛum and fife, and caboz, and pipe, accompanied them JoſepþDones 
mile vy che riuer: at going off, ſaluted them with a volye of chzee great p!eces out ofeche ſhip: N 

and after vs came Captaine Parker with the Admirals long boat, and certaine ſhot in the ſame, 

to attende on the Generall, So we returned aboꝛde the Edwarde and then ſupped together, and 

made our ſelues merry, and after ſupper they departed, 

The 22. day betimes in the mozning, I wentaboozd the Admirall to conferre about the ſen⸗ 
ding of ſome token and pꝛeſent to the Gouernour, which was by all the Aſſiſtants determined 
to ſend him thꝛee pards of fine ſkarlet, and thzee pards of fine murrie cloth, and to Ioſeph Dory K 
the old Genouops, Steuen Repoſe the Poztingale,# to Paul Badeues the Fleming eche of them | 
thee pards of fine blacke cloth, which our marchants went vp to Santos withall, inthe Admi- Santos, Mr 
tals Skiffe about nine a clocke afozenoone, 1.4 

Allo this fozenoone we being minded to goe vp bigher with our ſhippes into harboz , J adui⸗ + i 
them to goe view the place, and ſound the road befoze we went vp, which we did, where were 
found the place both vnconuement,and the road wozſe,and ſo we returned and left the firſt deter» 
mination, This day we tooke downe our maine tops, and top maſte, and all the ho wos. 

About two a clocke afternoone our marchants returned with their pꝛeſents, not haning bene 
atthe Towne becaule Steuen Repoſe by the way met them on the Riner , and adutſed them to 
ſtay vntill there had bene wozde ſent to the Gouernour, who was vnwilling to ſpeake with them 
yet, but ſhoꝛtly would ſend their anſwere, 

Che reſt ofthis fozenoone, wee ſpent in communication about the appointing of a Purſer, 
en the Edward. Alſo we ſigned an alſent foz comming to this place: about which thing grewe 
foule ſpeeches betweene the Generall, and his Lieutenant after the olde cuſtome, After being at 
leaſure I reuealed vnto him Ruſlels offences, 

Then went we to ſupper, and being at ſupper, certaine Indians came abozde, and bzoughe The Indians 
the Generall a ſtrange Crowe, and Potatos,and Dugar cane s, to whom he gaue looking glaſs NO 
ſes,qreat pins, and biſket,and ſo we departed being late, Alſo this afternoone J ranne ouer to⸗ 
wards Saint Vincent, and ſounded the Bay a league ouer, and found the chanell and flats and te: The chanel of 
turned abozde agame within two houres,hauing a good gale of winde. —— 

The 23. day our Skiffe went a ſhoare to fiſh,and tooke pꝛettie ſtoze : we ſent our mayne top 
aſhoare to be mended, and many of our men to waſh their clothes: alſo J went my ſelfe with 
them aland, to cake ozder, that no man ſhould any wayes offend the Indians. In the meane time | 
the Generall 1vith all the reft of the chiefeſt Gentlemen, came a ſhoare,and viewed the place, and | 
pointed out the ficteſt roome,to ſet vp our ſmithes foꝛge, and ouens to bake our biſket, + place 
in our coopers to trim our water caſke. | 

After the well peruſing ofthe place, and ſome familiar conference with the Indians, the Ges | 
tall, M. Parker, M. Walker and J came abozde,and dyned in the Edward: after dinner wee | 
hadſome pꝛiuate conference, and about one a clocke they went aboꝛde the Gallion: J ſpent the 
telt of this dap in putting many things in ozder, 

The 24. day at foure a clocke befoze dap, we heard one call fo2 a boate on the Noꝛth ſhoare, to 
whome I ſent my Skiffe , wio bzought abozde one named lohn Whitehall an Engliſh man, — 
which is married here in this place, and with him two of his Indians: whom J interteined vntil 
Jſent woꝛde to the Generall io pepare himſelle to 2 bim, in which time he and J talked of 
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many (cuerall paraculers. 
About ſire a clocke I conueyed him abozde the Admirall: there he diſcouered vnto vg, whae 
Good counſel had bene done at the Towne, as fotification , and lending their wiues away c. aduis 
Encvhman ling vs to receiue no moze delapes , but to come vp pzcſently befoze the Towne with our 
g:uen to our ſhippes. | 
2 About ten a clocke, came a canoa, and mougbt downe Toſeph Dory , and Steuen Repoſe 
who tolde vs that on Sattut day the Gouernour would meete our Gencral, and talke with hum 
pꝛaying vs in the meane time to vſe our o;dinarie buſines of cooperage, carpenters wozke , fil 
ung water, filhing,and waſhing ec. but not to ſet vp foꝛge, noz oucn, vntill ſpecch had with our 
Goucrnour, After this anſwcre we dyned together abozde the Gallion: After dinner we let the 
Mcll.ngers ſitting in the cabbin, and went vpon the poop, where the Gencrall demaunded the 
aduiſc of his aſſiſtants, whether it were not beſt ts ſtay theſe men while we had them oz not, 01 
whether it were beſt to goe vp with our ſhips tothe Towne oz no, 

(hereunto ech man pauſed to make anſwere:wherefoze J deliuered my opinion which was, 
that we were fozbidden to vſc violence to any nation fo) trade. 

The Hinion Decoudly, J conſidered that diucrs of our nation woꝛſhipfull marchants, and nowe e duentu⸗ 
une 3x; rers in this voyage, had let out the Pinion hither, and begun a trade, which with our foxcible 
foz craſkixe, dealing might be ſpoyled, and our nation bꝛought in hatred. 

Laſtly,that with foxce we were not like to attaine to ſo much commoditie, as we were in poſs 
ſibilitie to haue with courteſie. 

Hereupon all was concluded, and they ſuffered to paſſe away: to whame the Generall gaue 
the thyee cloke clothes, to Ioſeph Doty, to Paul Baudeueſe, and to Steuen Repoſe, to ech of them 
one, which were befoze cut out fo2 them: and ſo friendly we and they departed about two a clocke 
aftcrnoone:which done, J went aboꝛde, and pꝛepared fox the enter tainement of certaine of the 
Gallions men, which determined to ſup with me. 

Chee Spa About foure a clocke this afternoone we ſawe thee ſayle of ſhips come bearing in about the 
— hips dil⸗ yoint , which aſloone as they ſawe vs, ankred vpon the barre , and put themſclues in readines, 
ourren®  , ſending from one ſhip to another with their boats, and blowing off their oꝛdinance, meaning to 
take vs: and we befoꝛe night, getting our men and other neceſlaries ſrom the ſhoare which were 
buſie aland, armed our ſhips to defend our ſclues, Then went J abozd py Admiral to know what 
he meant to doe: who determined to ſee his watch in war{tke ſoꝛt, and ſo her did, foz alter the 
trumpets and dꝛumme had ſounded he ſhot off a great piece, as they befoze had done: Andpye- 
ſently the Aiceadmirall ſhot at me, whome J anlwered with another, and ſo ceaſed, Ue then ſet 
vp our may ne top, and top maſterigged befoze 11. clocke the ſame night: In the meane while 
they let ſlip their ankers and cables, and came duuing and towing with their boats in vpon vs 
amcaning to haue boarded vs: and being neere our Admirall he hailed them, who refuſed to tell 
of whence they were, thinking by ſpending: of time to get abo e of hun, to whome J called fel 
an ta beware, and to ſhoote at them in time, At length he let flee at them, yet was glad to let an an⸗ 
tnt rhe En⸗ kct and cavle ſlip to auoyde them: then came they all dztuing downe thy art my hawſe,ſo that J 
—1 41 was faine to let ſlip an anker and cable to ſhun the Gallion: all this while the oꝛdinance > (mall 
S. Vuicene, - ſhot plyed of all parts, and I was faine co ſend the Gallion my S kifle with a hawſer to ride by, 
fo: ſhe was looſe, and with the flood dzaue vp within me. Then was the U:ceadmirall on mp 
bꝛoad ſide who was well payde befoze,yct J left not gawling of him, till J thought our pouder 
ſpent in vaine to ſhoote at him, he was ſo toꝛne and bꝛoken downe by vs, About foure a clockt x 
rayned ſo faſt, that we could ſcant diſcerne one the other the Boone being gone downe,yet tyd 
the Admtrall,and the Rearcadmirall, but a little ahead of vs: during which tune we paulcd, and 

made ready all our munition. | 
Che Spang The 25.day,by day light. we ſawe the Uiceadmiral ſunke hard by vs, ſo that his yards which 
mm were hoyſed acroſſe, and his tops, and that ouer head was aboue water: moſt of their men were 
Enguth. gotten away in their boats, ſauing about fourtie perſons which hung in the ſhzowds, and tops. 
whom J aduiſed our Generall to ſend fo) awap, and had made ready, and well manned our Pits 
neſles:but being vpon the way going, the General called them backe and would not ſuffer them 
to gde: there were thꝛee of their boats alſo going fo2 them from their ſhippes, at whome J ſhot, 
and made them to rety2e and leaue them vpon the ſhzowvs, It length our Generall ſent fo: twa

im rhe the Were d20wned, and ſome remained ſtill hanging on her, Vp this time it was fayze vay — 
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nd Ji called to our Generall to wape, and dziue downe co them, who required mee to goe 
frſt and anker on their quarter, and hee would followe,and anker on their bowes, J war ed a d 
went dow ne, a ankred by them, yet not ſo nere as J meant, fo2 the tbbe put me off to the Noꝛth⸗ 
wards, There ryd J alone ſpending ſhot at them, and they both at mee foure houres, betoze our 
Admirals auker would come vp, during which time J had ſome ſpoyle done, but when our Ads 
mirall came, ſhe had her part, and caled me verp well, 
at length our Admiral began to warpe away, and being come without mee ſet ſayle, and be» 
to ſtand out into che Sea: J went abozde of him to knowe his pleaſure , who determined 
to get out of ſhot,but could not becauſe the winde ſcanted on them: the Edward befoze ſhe could 
gu bp her ankers endured many moꝛe ſhot, after the Gallion was further off a good way then 
hee, and ſometime the Gallion had two oz thee: thus we ended about two a clocke after: 
noone, The reſt of this day and part of the night we ſpent in mending, fitting, and putting 
qur 02vinance and furniture in ozder foz the next mozning, thinking they woulde haue bene 
with vs. 
The 26,day in the mozning wee could not ſee them, becauſe they were gone vp the Ris 
ur: wee manned our boats, and Pinneſſes, and wayedtwo ankers, and one cable that they 
let ſlippe the night befoze: as our men were waying the thirde anker, the booyrope brake, and 
{ wee loft that anker. Our Admirall had an anker of twelue hundzeth, and a good cable of cles 
yen ynches, and wee had an anker about ſixe hundzcth, with a piece of a baſſe cable, and booprope 
nothing woꝛth. 
Aftcr dinner J went aboꝛde the Admirall, to conferre with him, who determined to goe off 
to Sea, and thither J carried Senior Pinto, to interpꝛete the Indian language, with an Indi⸗ 
n named Peter, which fledde from the Bay where wee ryd in a canoa, and bought with him a 
Spaniards caliuer, flaſke, and touchboxe, to goe with vs, whome our Admit als boate met, and 
hought him abozde to the Admirall, Dee tolde vs that the Spaniards had bꝛought many 
dead men on lande and buryed them, and alſo landed many hurt men in their Bay, and that 
there were certaine Spantards gone ouer thozowe the woods to looke after vs. Then the Ges 
nerall, Captaine Hawkins, and Maſter Maddox came aboꝛde of mee to viewe my hurt men, 
andharmes of my ſhippes,both men, ſhippe, and tackle, and J alſo went abozve him co peruſe 
is hurtes, who had but one man a lapler flame, 
The 27.day wee ſet ſaple, and ran South by eaſt, and ſometime Noꝛth by eafk, 
The 28.day in the moꝛning dyed Lancelot Aſhe of a hurt, who departed very godly, This 
day we ſtoode tothe Noꝛthwards, and in getting in our ankers and ſkiffe, wee were put thzee 
kagues to lee warde of Fiddle Ile, but the Gallion ryd ſtill. 
The 29. day in the mozning, ſecing my ſelfe put to ſea from the Admiral, J aſſembled Pas 
fer Walker, aſter Shawe, Paſter Icticies, the Maſter, the Haſters mate, and the Pilote, to gere the &a- 
whome I ſhewed, that J was deſirous to goe backe to ſecke our Admirall, whereunto the ma- — 2 
ler Pilot, and aſters mate anſwered directly, that we could not fetch the Ile where wee left nanencure 
them,and to meete them in going backe it was very vnlikely and to vs dangerous many wayes, 1 
aſwell foꝛ falling into the laps of the Spaniards, as to bee put on a lee ſhoare: TWhereupon all — 
the reſt aduiſed mee to ſtand off into Sca, whereunto J aſſented, rememining withall, that time 
ſpent conſumed victuall, and howe long we had beaten vp and downe in the ſame Bay befoze, 
o get in with calmes and contrary windes. 
Thus we concluded that Maſter Walker ſhould ſet downe each mans opinion, and we ſec to 
our hands, and from hencefozth he to keepe a Regiſter of all our pꝛoceeding, as Maſter Maddox 
doch aboozd the Admirall. 
The zo. day our Carpenters wought in repairing the ſides of our ſhip, which were ſome» 
what bzuſed,andeozne with ſhoc, 
The ; i. day the like was done, and we went Eaſt ſdutheaſt. 
The firſt dap of Febjuary, we went Eaſt by ſouth, and Eaſt ſoutheaſt with a ſtout galt: and Febmarie, 
went the ſame courſe the 3,4+ and 5. dapes following, 
The 5.day about 10.a clocke in the fozenoone Mater Walker dyed, who hav bene weake —— 
ind ſicke of the bloody flix b. dayts, wee tooke a view ol his things, and pꝛiſed them, and heaued 
ouer boozd,and ſhot a piece fo} his knell. 
From the 6. dav tothe 11. day we went Nottheaft and Noꝛth noꝛtheaſt. | | 
The ra. day hauing conſidered the lacke of water, the company were contented to haue the 
Aer ſedgwichehzer iacks of freſhe water, and two iacks ol ſalte water, foz the pzolonging T1 
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55 The 13. day we went Month with a ſweete galt. 
. The 14. day I called into my cabbinthe two marchants, the Maſter and the Pilot ſhewi 
| them our wants of victuals and other neceſlaries, whereupon they and J concluded, that it wag 
beſt fo2 vs to returne to our Countrey, with as little loſle of time and expenſe of virtuals as 
might be, being without hope ofreliefe vpon this coaſt , and pet to ktepe the coaſt of Bꝛalill to 
| friende fo} feare ofextremitte. 
The 15. and 16,dapes we went our courle Moꝛtheaſt. 
The 17. day in the mozning hauing much raine,we ſaued aboue two tunne of water, ol which 
we were very glad. 
Variation 4 The 18. day J obſerued the variation of the compaſle, which varied one point, and a halle to 
the compa"*- the Southwards, by our oꝛdinar ie compaſſe of London, 
From the 19.day to the 27,we went our courſe Noztheaſt,and Noth, as the winde ſerued.

The 2, day the Paſter,JPilot,and J, agreed to fetch the Tleof Fernando Lorona, 

From the z. day to the 10,day we went Weſt, and by South, and ran in fo? the ſhoare, 

The 10,dap we ſawe the land, which was ſandy hilles with woods on it, 

The 1 1,day ſecking to goe a ſhoare, we ſawe foure men, which weaued to vs with a white 
ſhirte, and we weaued to them with a flag of truce : At length one of them ſwamme to our boats 
ſide, and there lay inthe ſea talking with vs, almoſt an houre: in the ende, being partly perſwa- 
ded hy Pinto, who talked with them in the Indian tongue, and partly entiſed with ſuch trifle 
as I ſhewed him, he came into our Skiffe, and called to his companions on ſhoare,whocame & 
boꝛde ſwimming: we deliuered them certaine barricos to fetch vs them full of freſh water: after, 
there came downe 40. Indians, bopes, women, and men, and with them a French bop, but the 
fozmer Indians deceiued vs of our barrecos. Ahereupon Pinto and Ruſſell ſwamme a ſhoare 
to ſeeke water, but found none. 

The ſame day we ſayled to a place where boats might land, and J went a land in my Skiffe, 
and found the Indians, and Frenchman which were with me the day befoze, and they bought 
ö our thꝛee barricos ful of freſh water: toꝛ which J rewarded them with ſome triflles. In þ meane 
þ time our boate went a ſhoare,and our men with ſome of the Indians bzought vs twentie barti⸗ 
ſ cos moꝛe of freſh water, and J mp ſelfe went to ſhoare and bought 23. hennes of Indiz. 
| The 1 2.day betimes in the mozning,we mannedour boate and Skiffe, # tooke ſome trifling 

things to ſhoare, and barricos: at our firſt arrinall the rude Indians flocked together, wading 
to the Skiffe wherein J was,begging , and wondzing about vs: Firſt J cauſed them to fetch 
27.barricos of water, whom Jrcwarded with ſmall belles,#c, In the meane time they bzought 
bens to me, wading to the Skiffe, fo2 I kept my ſelfe alwayes a float, and foz their hens I gaue 
them a knife, and a ſmall looking glaſſe. All this while M. Blackcoller our Pilot, Thomas Ruſ- 
ſell, MarkeThawghts were till on ſhoare, and would not tarry aboꝛd: In the ende, fearing ſome 
Treaſon of the treachcrie,becauſe all the Indians were flipped on ſhoare from me, J called our men away, and 
| Indians, ſuddenly they laide hands on our men a ſhoare, & with their bowes ſhot thicke at vs inthe boats, 
and waded into the watcr to vs, laying hands on our Skiffe , yet God of his mercy deliuered 
vs from their hands, with the loſle of ftuemen flaine,and others hurt. 
Thus we got aboꝛde with fourtie Hens, Ducks, Turkies, and Parrats, andthzee hogſheads 
Tena Sing- of water: and J carried a Frenchman abozde with me, named la ques Humfrey , who was by 
man lauen. chance in the boate wich me when this fray began.

The 17. day we tooke thzee ſharks in the mozning, 


From chat dap tothe firit of Apjil, we went our courſe, ſometime with raine, and with 
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with variable win ds, and lo til the 4. of Apzil, which day wee ſaw foure byꝛds with long tatles, 
which houcred about the ſhip, and in the atternoone we ſawe and tooke vp many weeves which 
naut os in the ſea, which wee iudged to bee dztucn with the Eaſt windes from the ples of 
Cape verde, 

From this day till the 11. dap wee went our courſe ſometime Noꝛtheaſt, ſometime Nozthe 
weſt accozding to the winds; vpon this 11. day Geeꝛge Coxe one ot our carpenters, hauing the

From hence to the 20. day wee went oꝛtheaſt, and by Nozth, This day J obſerued the va» 
nation of the coinpafle : and J noted that the ſouth poynt of the compaſle caried moze then halfe

From this day tothe 25, wee went our courſe Nozth noztheaſt, with areaſonable gale of 
winde: this 2 5 day was litie winde ſtirring, 

The 26 day it was in a maner calme,cill ſeuen a clock at night, then it began to blowe a good 
gale at Caſt ſoutheaſt all night, with which4gee went Noztheaſt, and Noztheaſt by eaſt, and 
at night betweene the Noztheaſt,and the Naꝛtheaſt by eat. | 

The 28 day about 10 aclocke in the fozengone, our mapne parde hake in ſunder inthe mid» 
det and ſplit our ſayle with being put to great ſtreſſe, which wee got in and all the ſayle, and 
uckle, without the hurt of any man God be thanked, After dinner our Carpenters wꝛought vp» 
onit, who were fapne to take our dowee, and anker ſtocke, the boats maſts, pinnes thawts, cap- 
ſton barres, c. So we went all day & night following with our fozeſaple, and miſſen betweene 
the Noztheaſt, and the JNozthcaſt by eaſt, with a ſtoute gale, 

The 29.day,our carpenter wzoughe all day, we went with our fozeſayle,and miſſen next hand 
Noꝛth noꝛthe aſt, leſſe winde then befoze, and rayne. 

The zo day wich great labour in the rapne, about 6. a clocke afternoone, wee ſet our mayne 
courſe which was mended, and other of our ſarles hauing made ſmall wap, oꝛ none the day be» 
foze : after we went all night betweeneche Noꝛth noztheaft, and the Noꝛtheaſt thicke and moyſt 
weather. 


The firſt day of Pay, it was a great fogge calme, and thicke myſte till 4, afternoone, then Mr. 


the winde blewe altiffe gale at Eaſt, and ſtill ſcanted to the Roꝛthwards, that we could lye all 
night but Nozth,and Noꝛth by weaſt, with much winde and fogge. . 

The 2. day it continued very foggie, and much winde, ſo that at 9, a clocke afternoone wee 
ſhooke off our bonnets : at 1 2, at noone wee caſt about, and went lar booꝛde tacked betwene the 
Caft Southeaſt, and the Southeaſt all day, and night. 

The 3. day wee continued in the moꝛning our courſe with much winde, and went bet weene 
the Eaſt Nozthealt, and the Eaſt all day, and night. 

The 4. day it was leſſe winde, ſs that betimes in the mozning, wee laced on our bonnets, and 
put abꝛoade all our other ſayles, and went Eaſt Noztheaſt till 8. at night, then hauing the winde 
large,and a good gale we went all night our courſe Eaſt by Nozth, 

The 5,dav being Sunday wee had a ſtout gale till 5, a clocke afternoone, then it was lclle 
winde but large, with which we went our courſe all day, and night Eaſt by Nozth, 

The 6. day it was foggie, and blewe a ſtiffe gale, with which wee went our courſe Eaſt by 
North, all day and night, 

The . day and night we went our courſe Eaſt by Noꝛth, with a ſtoute gale, 

The 8. day and night, wee went our courſe Eaſt by Nozth with a franke gale, but all the 
2 _ oggie, and ſometime rain, the winde ſhifting betweene Southweſt, and che Cet 

outhweſk,

and went our courſe Caſt by Noth, all dap and night. 

The 12. being ſundap, it was hayʒie afozenoone and much winde, ſo that hauing out our tops 
ſayles, and ſpꝛitſayles, wee tooke them in at noone, and went all day and night our courſe Ca 
by No2th with a ſtoute gale, | 

The 13. day in the mozning it was ſomewhat leſſe winde, and we tooke off, and merded our

The 1 5. day it was calme till 9, aclocke afozenoone, then it blewe a ſmal gale,at Eaft ſouths 
caſt, with which we went Noꝛtheaſt till noone, then came vp the winde, at South ſoutheaft,any 
at midnight blewe ſo much, that wee meaning to haue ſhaken of our bonnets, tooke in all our 
ſaples,and ſeeing the winde ſtill increaſed, we lay e hull from midnight till 6,next mozning be⸗ 
uing gone befoxe Calt noꝛtheaſt, and Eaſt by oꝛth, and Eaſt amongſt: this afternoone we lam 
aſaple but ſpake not with them, 

The 16 at 6, afozenoone we ſet ſayle with much winde at South ſouthweſk, and went Ca 
our courſe,with a coarſe andbonne? of each, all day and night with very much winde. 

The 17,dap about 8, at night wee ſounded, and had no ground, in 160 fathome,ſo wee kept 
our courſe on Eaſt till i 2 at midnight, then the winde began to ſcant, lo we went betwecne the 
Eaſt noꝛtheaſt, and the Eaſt by Noth, all the reſt of the night. 

The 18. day at 8 at night we ſounded againe, but had no ground, ſo we went all day e night, 
betweene the Noztheaſt,and the Nozth by Eaſt with a ſkant winde. 

The 19, being Sunday at 6. afozenoone, the wind came to the Southeaſt, ſo we went Eat 
Notthealt til 8, at night, then it was flat calme, and all night litle winde at Moꝛth, with which 
wee went next hand Eaſt ſoutheaſt fapze weather.

2 ers pd came out of Flanders: but this fleete was the vnhappieſt ſlips that 
euer went out of Spapne: fo} befoze they came from the coaſt of Spaine a ſtozme cooke them, 
and caſt away 5, of the fleete, and in them aboue 800. men, and the reſt came into Cales, But 
the king ſent them woꝛde that they ſhould pzoceede : and ſo there went out on the voyage 16, of 
the ſhips, fo 2. moge oftheir fleete were much ſpopled bp.che Kozme which they had, 

In theſe 16, chips, Pedro Sarmiento was ſent to bee ur in the ſtreights, & had aſlig 
ned vnto him 500, men to ſtay there with him, and he car .yed with him all kinde of Art:ificers 
to make him fogts, and other neceſſaries,with great ſtoze of ozdinance and other munition. 

This Fleete becauſe it was lace, did winter on the coaſte of Bꝛaſill, in the riuer of Generox 
and from thence they went when the winter was paſte, and about the height of 42. degrees they 
had a ſudden ſtozme, ſo that Diego Flores beat it vp and downe 22. dayes, in which time he loſt 
one of the beſt ſhips that he had, which had in her 300 men, and 20. women, that went to inhabite 
the ſtreights: and in this ſhippe alſo was moſt part of che munition which ſhould haue bene left 
in the ſtreights,ſo inthe end the ſtoꝛme grewe to be ſo great, that the ſhips were not able to en 
dure it at any longer, but were put backe vnto an Illand, called Sancta Catelina: and there het 
found a barke wherein were ſome Fryers going foꝛ the riuer of Plate: which Fryers tolde him 


them, no2 did them any harme, but onely aſked them faz the king of Spaynes ſhips. 

Dereupon Diego Flores, knowing that theſe Engliſh ſhips would goe foz the Streights,ve- 
termined to goe thicher although it was in the monethof Februarie, and chooſing 10, khippes 
of the 15. that were left, he left two ſhips which were not in caſe to goe to ſea at the Jiland, and 
the other chzee ſhips which were old, and ſhaken with the ſtoꝛme he put into them all che women, 
and ſicke men, in all the fleete, and ſent them to the riuer ol G enero, and he with the other 10.6 
turned againe fo; the Strrights. 

The 3.ſhips in which the ſicke men and women were, went to Braſill, and there they founde 
with in the poꝛt of S. Vincent the two Eng liſh ſhips befoze mentioned, 

They would haue had the Engliſh men to haue gone out of the harbour,and thereupon they

But the pynneſle of theſe two ſhips went from them, tn which was Captaine John Diake: 
the cauſe why they parted J know not, but the Pinneſſe tame into the rincr ot Plate, nd within 
5.leagues of ſeale Illand, not far from the place where the Earle of Cumberlands ſhipsdidtake 


which were in number 18, who went a ſhoare on the Nozthſive, and went a dates tourney into

Upon this comming of the Engliſhmen there were pzeparcd 30. hoꝛſemen to goe oner the riuer 
to lecke the reſt of the Engliſhmen,and alſo certain Spaniards that were among the lauage peo- 
ple, but J am not certaine whether they went fo ward oz not.

Aſter Hakluyt, after moſt heartie commendations. with like thankes fo2 pour manifold 
kin dneſſe tome ſbewed, not fo2 any merites that hitherto haue bene mine, but wholp 
proceeding,J muſt needs confeſſe, of your owne good nature, which is ſo readie pꝛeſt to 
A benefit pour country and al ſuch pooze men as haue any ſparke in them of good deſires, 
that you do not onely become their friend, but alſo humble pour ſelfe as a ſeruant in their affaires: 
in which J would to God J were once in place where J might cauſe pour burning zeale to bee 
knowen to thoſe that haue authouitie, power, and abilitie to recompence pour trauelling mind and 
pen, wher with pou ceaſe not day no2night to labour and trauell co hing your good and godly de⸗ 
ſiresto ſome palle,though not poſliblie to that happy ende that you moſt thirſt fo? : fo; ſuch is the 
malice of wicked men, the diuels jnſtruments in this our age, that they cannot ſuffer any thing(02 
i leaſt few) to pꝛoceed and pꝛoſper, that tenderh to the ſetting foꝛth ol Gods glozy, * the amplify: 
ing of the chyiſttan faith, wherein hitherto pꝛintes haue not bene ſo diligent as their calling requi⸗ 
ted. Alas. the labourers as pet ate fem, the harueſt great, J truſt Ood hath made you an inſtrument 
toincreaſe the number, and to mooue men of power. to rederme the people ol e w found land, and 
thoſe parts from out of the captiuitie of that ſpirituall Pharao the diuell. 

No to anſwer ſome part of vour letter touching the ſundzy nauies that come to New found 
land,oz Terra noua, foꝭ fiſh;pou ſhall vnderſtand that ſome fiſh not necre the other by ꝛ00. leagues, 
andtherefoze the certainzie is not knowen, x ſome veeres come many moꝛe then other ſome,as J ſee 
thelize among vs: who, ſince my firſt trauell being but 4.yeercs, are increaſed from; o. ſaple to

tree meete to graffeon, As fo2 Noſes, they are as common as Bzambles hcre:Strawberies,Dew 
beries, and Raſpis, as common as graſſe. The timber is moſt Firre, vet pleutie of Pineapple 
trees: few of cheſe two kindes mecte to maſte a ſhip of thzce froze and ten: but neere the grand 
baie oz Cape Britton big, aud ſufficient foz any ſhip, There bee alſo okes and thomes, there is in 
all the countrey plentie of Birch and Alder, which be the meeteſt wood foz cole, and alſo 2a, 
low which will ſerue ſoꝛ many other purpoſes, As touching the kindes of liſh beſide Cod, there are 
Verrings, Salmons, Thoznebacke,]Iaſe,o2 rather wee ſhould call them F lounders, Dog bh, 
and another moſt excellent of taſte, called ofvs a Cat, Oiſters, x Puſkles,in which J haue found 
pcarles aboue 40. in one uſ kle, and generally all haue ſome, great oꝛ ſmall. J heardofaÞoz 
tingall that found one woozth 3 oo. duckets: There are allo other Amds of Shel fiſh,aslimyets, 
cockle, wilke s, lobſters, and crabs: alſo a fiſhlike a *Smelt which commeth on ſhoze, and another 
that hath the like pꝛopertie called a Squid: theſe be the fiſhes, which ( when J pleaſe to bee merie 
with my old companions) J ſap. doe come on ſhoze when J commaund them in the name ofthe ;.

the nature ofthe fiſh great and ſtrange. Foꝛ the Squid, whoſe nature is to come by night as well 
as by dap, I tell them, J ſet him acandle to ſce his way, with which he is much delighted, oy cls 
commeth to wonder at it, as doe our freſh waterfiſh, the other commeth alſo in the night. but chick 
ly in the day, being foxced by the Cod that would deuour him, andtherefoze loꝛ feare commtio ſo 
neere the ſhoze, is dziuen dꝛie bythe ſurge of the Sea on the pibble and ſands, Of theſe beyng as 
good as the Smelt, vou may take vp with a ſhoue net, as plentifully as pou doe Tlheate m aſho- 
uell, ſufficient in three 02 foure howers fo2 a whole Citie. There bee alſo other fiſhes which 7 tell 

thoſe that are deſirous of ſtrange newes that J take as faſt as one would gather vp ſtones, and 
them J take with a long pole and hooke. Nea marrie ſay they, wee belecue ſo, and that pou catch 
all the reſt you bzing home in that ſozt, from Poꝛtingals and Frenchmen, No furely, but thus J 
doe: with thꝛee hookes ſtretched fooꝛth in the ende of a pole, J make as it were an Eele ſpeare, 
with which J pzicke thoſe Flounders as faſt as pou would take vp fritters, with a ſharpe poin- 
ted ſticke, and with that toole J may take vp in leſle then halfe a day Lobſters ſufficient to finde 
thꝛee hundzedmen fo} a dayes meate, This paſtime ended, J ſhewthemthat fo my pleaſure J 
take a great Maſtiue J 1000 ſay no moꝛe to him then thus: Goe fetch me this rebellious fiſh 


that obcieth not this Gentleman that commeth from Rent and Chaiſtendome, bzinging them 
to the high water marke, and when hee doubteth that any ofthoſe great Coddes by reaſon of 
ſheluing ground bee like to tumble into the Sea agatne, hee will warily take heede and carrie 
him vp backe to the heapeof his fellowes, This doeth cauſe my friendes to wonder, and at the 
firſt hearing to iudge them notozious lies, but they laugh and are merie when they heart the 
meanes how tachtale is true. | 

J told you once I doe remember how in mytrauell into Africa and America, I found trees 
that bare Oiſters, which was ſtrange to pou, till J told pou that their boughes hung in the ws: 
ter, on which both Diſters and Puſkles did ſticke faff, as their pꝛopertie is to ſtakes and 
timber, 

Nowe tolettheſe merie tales paſſe, and to come to earneſt matters againe, you ſhall vnder 
ſtand that New found land is in a temperate Climate, and not ſo colde as fooliſh Mariners doe 
ſay, who linde it colde ſometimes when plentie of Jſles of Ice lie neere the ſhoze : but vp in the 
land they ſhall finde it hotter then in England in many partes of the countrey toward the South. 
This colds commeth by an accidentall meanes, as by the Ice that commeth flecting from the 


The countrey is full of lit le ſmall rivers all the yetre long pꝛoterding from the mountaines, in 
gendered both of ſnow and raine: few ſpzings that euer J could finde oz heare of, except it bet t 
wardsthe South; (n ſpe placesqyracheriamo@places.great lakes with plentle of uber u, 
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moſt coucred with woods of firre, pet in many places indifferent good graſle, and plentie of 
Beares cue ty where, ſo that pou map kill of them as oft as you liſt: their fleſh is as good as yong 
dete, and hardly you may know the one from the other, if it be poudered but two dayes , Ok Dt: 
ters we may take like ſkoze. There are Sea Guls, Murres, Duckes, wilde geeſe, and many o⸗ 
therkiud of birdes ſtoꝛe too long to wiite, eſpectally at one I land named NDengum, where wee 
may dꝛiue them on aplanke into our ſhip as many as ſhall lade her. Theſe birdes are alſo called 

guins, and caunot flie, there is moze meate in one oftheſe. then in a gooſe : the Frenchmen 
chat fiſh neere the grand baie, doe bung {mall ſtoꝛe of fleſh with them, but victuall themſclues al- 

with theſe birdes. Nowe againe, fo2 Uenuſon plentie, eſpecially to the No2th about the 
baie, and in che South neere Cape Race, and Pleſance: there are many other kind of 

beaſts,as Luzarnes and other mightie beaſtes like to Camels in greatneſſe and their fecte clonen, 
Idi ſee them farre off not able to diſcerne them perfectly, but their ſteps ſhe wedthat their feete 
vert clouen, and bigger then the keete of Camels, F ſuppoſe them to be a kind of Bulfes which 
Ittad to bee in the countreys adiacent, and very many in the firme land, There bee allo to the 
nthward, Dares and Foxes in all partes ſo plentifully, that at noone dayes they take away our 
lech belode our faces, wit hin leſſe then halfe a paire of buts length. where foure and twentie per⸗ 
ns were turning of dꝛie fiſh, and two dogges in ſight, yet ſtoode they not in feare till wee gaue 
ſhoot and ſet the dogges vpon them: the Beares be alſo as bold, which will not ſpare at midvate 
to take pour fiſh betoze your face, and I beleeue aſſuredly would not hurt any bodie vnleſſe they 
befozced, 

_ to ſhew pou mp fanſie what places F ſuppoſe meeteſt to inhabite in thoſe partes difcouc- 
redof late by our nation: There is ncere about the mouth of the grand bate, an excellent harbour 
alled of the Frenchm?n Chaſteau, and one Jſland in the very entrie of the ſtreight called Bell 
Ne, which places if they be peopled and well foxtified (as there are ſtone and things meete fo? it 
thoughout all New found land) we ſhall be lozdes ofthe whole fiſhing in ſmalltime, tf it doe ſo 
pleaſe the Queencs mateſkie, and from thence ſend wood and cole with all neteſſaries to Labora- 
dot lately diſcouered: but J am of opinion, and doe moſt ſtedfaſtly beleeue that we ſhall finde ag 1 
ich Hines in moe temperate places and Climates, and moze pꝛolitab le fo fiſhing then any yet 
we haue vſed, where we ſhall haue not farre from thence plentte of ſalt made by fire vndoubcedly, 
and very — heate ofthe Sunne, by reaſon J linde ſalte kerned on the rockes in nine 
audfoztie and : theſe places map bee found fan ſalte in thzce and foꝛtie. I know moze tou⸗ 
thing theſe two commodities laſt remembzed, then any man of our nation doth: foz that J haue 
ſome knowledge in ſuch matters, and haue moſt deſired the finding of them by painefull trauell, 
andmoſt diligent inqurrie, No w to be ſhozt,fo2 I haue bene ouerlong by maſter Butlers means, 
who cried on mee to white at large, and of as many things as J call to minde wooxthy of remem⸗ 
haunce : wherefore this one thing moze,J could with the Jfland in the mouth of the riuer of Ca⸗ 
nada, ſhould be inhabited. and the river ſearched, foz that there are many things which may riſe 
thereof,as J will ſhew pou hereafter, I could ſind in mp heart to make pꝛoofe whether it be true oz 
wthat J haue red and heard of Frenchmen and Poxtingals to bee in that riuer, and about Cape 
Britton. I had almoſt foꝛgot to ſpeake ofthe plentie of wolues, + to ſhew pou that there be Foxes, 

Hack, white & gray: other beaſtes J know none ſaue thoſe befoze remt᷑bꝛed. J found alſo certaine 
Pines of iron and copper in S. Johns, and in the Jſlaudof ron, which things might turne co 
car great benefite, if our men had deſire to plant thereabout, fo2 pꝛoofe whereof I haue bought 
home ſome ok the oare of both ſoꝛtes. And thus J ende aſſuring vou on my faith. that if I had not 
dene deceiued bythe vile Poztingals deſcending ofthe Jewes and Judas kind, J had not faylcd 
haue ſearchedthis riucr.and all the coaſt of Cape Britton, what might haue bene found to haue 
bmefitedour countrey: but they breaking their bands, and fallifivng their faith and pzomiſe, vil: 
{pointed me ofthe ſalt they ſhould haue bought me in part ofrecompence of mp good ſeruice in 
1 two peeres againſt French Rouers that had ſpoyled them, if J had not defended 


vy meanes whereof they made me looſe not onely the ſearching of the countrey, but alſo fon 
(ed me to come home with great loſle aboue, Goo. li. fo recompence whereof J haue ſent my man 
las Poꝛtingall, to demaund iuſtice at the kings hand, if not. I muſt put vp my ſupplication to the 
Quenes maieſtie + her honourable counſe ll. to grant me leaue to ſtay here ſo much ol their goods 
u they haue damnifted mee, c els that J may take of them in New found land, as much liche as 
ſhall be wozth,600.1i. oz as much as the ſalte might haue made. J hay you aduertiſe mee what 
way J were beſt totake, and what hope there may be ok a recompence if J follow the ſuite: mas 
lp there are that doe comfozt mee, and doe bidde mee pꝛoceede, fo2that her Paieſtie and che 
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counſell doe tender pooꝛe liſhermen, who with me haue ſuſtained 300, pound loſle in that voya 
And to conclude,ifyou and your friend ſhall thinke me a man ſufficient and of credite, to ſeeke the 
Ifle of S.John,ozthe riuer of Canada,withany part ofthe firme land of Cape Britton, J hay 
giue my diligence foꝛ the true and perfect diſcouerie, and leaue ſome part ofmine owne buſineſſe 
to further the ſame, and thus J end committing vou to God. From Bꝛiſtow the 13. of Nouem

The Letters Patents graunted by her Maieſtie to Sir Humfrey 
Gilbert knight, for the inhabiting and planting of our 
people in America, 


L1ZABETH bythegrace of God,Queene of England. xc. To all people to 
whom theſe pꝛeſents (hal come, greeting, Know ye that of our eſpeciall grace, 
certatne ſcience and meere motion, we haue giuen and granted, and bytheſe pe: 
ſentsfo2 vs, ourhetres and ſucceſſours, doe giue and graunt to our truftie and 
welbelouedſeruaunt fir Pumfrey Gilbert of Compton. in our Countie of De. 
uonſhtre knight, and to his heires and allignes fo; euer, free libertie and licence 
from time to time, and at alltimes foz euet hercafter, to diſcouer, finde, ſcarch out, and view ſuch 
remote, heathen and barbarous lands, countties and territoꝛies not actually poſſeſſed ef any Chi 
ſttan pzinceo2 peoplt, as to him.his heires and aſſignes, and to cueryoʒ any of them, ſhall ſerme 
good, and the ſame to haue, hold, occupie and enioy to him, his heires and aſlignes foz tuer, with 
all commodities, iuriſdictions and topalties both by ſea and land: and the ſaid ſir Humtrty and 
all ſuch as from time to time by licence of vs, our heires and ſucceſſours, ſhall goe oz trauell thi 
ther, to inhabite oꝛ remaine there, to build and foytifie at the viſcretion ofthe ſayd ſir Dumfrey,and 
of his heires and aſlignes, the ſtatutes 02 actes ot parliament made againſt Fugitiues, oz againſt 
ſuch as ſhall depart, remaine oz continue out ofour Realme of England without licence, 02 any o. 
ther acte, ſtatute, lawe,o2 matter whatſoeuer to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding. Aud we 
doe likewiſe by theſe preſents, foꝛ vs, our heires and ſucceſſours, giue full authoꝛitie and power to 
the ſayd ſit Pumfrey, his heires and aſſignes, and eucryofthem, that he and the p, and every, 02 a- 
ny ol them, wall and may at all and euery time and times hereafter, haue, take, and lead in the 
ſame voyages, totrauel thitherward, oz to inhabite there with him, and cuery o2 any of them ſuch, 
and ſo many ot our Subtects as ſhall willingly accompany him and them, and euery oꝛ any of 
them with lufficient ſhipping, aud furniture fo2 their tranſpoꝛtations, ſo that none of the ſame 
perſons,no any of them be ſuch as hereafter ſhall be ſpecially reſtrained by vs, our heires and 
ſucceſſours. And further, that hee the ſayd ſir Pumfrey, his heires and aſſignes, and cuery 02any 
of them ſhall hae, hold, occupte and enioy to him, his heives 02 aſſignes, and cucry ofthem for 6 
uer, all the ſoile ot all ſuch landes, countries and territozies ſo to bee diſcouered 02 poſſeſſed as a: 
fozeſayd, and of all Cities, Caſtles, Townes and villages,and places in the ſame, withtherites, 
royalties and juriſdictions, as well marine as other, within the ſayde landes oz countries of the 
Seas thereunto adtopning, to be had o2 vſed with full power to diſpoſe thereof, and of euerppart 
thereof in fee ſimple oꝛotherwiſe, accozdingto the oꝛder ofthe lawes of England, as neere as the 
ſame conuemently may bee, at his, andthejr will and pleaſure, to any perſon then beyng, on that 
ſhall remaine within the allegianceof vs, our heires # ſucceſſoꝛs, paying vnto vs fo? all ſcruices, 
duties # demands, the fift part of all the oare of gold & ſiluer. that from time to time,# at all times 
after ſuch diſcouerie, ſubduing and poſſeſſing ſhall be there gotten: all which lands. countries and 
territozies,ſhall fo2 cuer be holdT by the ſavdſir Þumfrey,his heires and aſſixnes,of vs, our heirts 
— 2 by homage, and by the ſayd paiment ol the ſapd fift part befoze reſerued onely la 
all ſeruices.

ſons, with their ſhippes, veſſels, and other goods and furniture, which without the licence of the 
@ydſir Humfrep, oz his heires on — ＋ afozeſapd, ſhall be found traſtiquing into any har: 
boough 02 harbozoughs, crecke 02 , within the limites afozeſapde, (the ſubiectes of our 
Rralmes and dominions, and all other perſons in amitie with vs, being duuen by foxce of tems 
peſt 02 ſhipwiacke one ly excepted) and thoſe perſous aud eueryof them with their ſlaps, veſſels, 

and furniture, to detaine and poſſeſſe, as of good and lawfull pꝛiʒe, actoꝛding to the diſcre: 
tion of him the ſayd ſir Pumfigy, his heires and aſſignes, and of euery oꝛ any ot them, And fot 
miting in moze perfect league and amitie of ſuch countreys, laudes and territoꝛies ſo to bee poſ:

wile pleaſed and contented, and bytheſe pzeſents doe giue and graunt to the ſaid ſir Pumfrep and

A report of the voyage and ſucceſſe thereof, attempted in the yeere 
ot our Lord, 15 8 3. by du Humfrey Gilbert knight, with other Gentlemen aſſiſting him 
in that action, intended to diſcouer and to plant Chriſtian inhabitants in place conueni- 

ent, ypon thoſe large and ample countries extended Northward from the Cape of Flo-

Any voiages haue bene pretended, vet hitherto neuer any thoughly accompliſhed by our 

nation, of exact diſcouerie into the bowels of thoſe maine, ample, and vaſt countries, x 
tendedinfinitely into the Noth from z o. degrees, oʒ rather from 25. deg. of Septentri- 

D onall latitude, neither hath a right way bin taken of planting a Chniſtian habitation and 
regiment vpon the ſame, as well may appeare both by the litle we yet do actually poſſeſſe therein, 
and hy our ignozance of the riches and ſecrets within thoſe landes, which vnto this day we know 
chieflp by the trauel #repozt of other nations, x moſt of the French, whoalbeit they cannot chalẽge 
ſuch right and intereſt vnto the ſaid countries, as we. neither theſe many peeres haue had opontuni 
tie na means ſa great, to diſcouer # to plant (being vered withthe calamit ies of inteſtine warres) 
as we haue had by the ineſtimable benefit of our long e happy peace: pet haue they both waies per 
foumed mote, # had long ſince attained a ſure poſſeſſion and ſerled gonernment of many pꝛouinces 
in thoſe Nontherly parts of America, if their many attempts into thoſe fozren and remote landes 
had not bene impeached by their garboils at home, Th 
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Sir Humph. Gilbert. ot the Englith nation. 680 
| Che irt diſcouery of theſe coaſts (neuer heard of befoze) was well begun by John Cabot the ©ve coats trb

nation,to po» right alſo ſeemeth ſtrongly defended on out behalfe,by t..c powerfull handof almighty God, wick, 
— - 53 ſtanding the enterpꝛiſes of other nations: It map greatly incourage vs, vpon ſo uſt ground, agig 
ozth of cur right. and vpon ſo ſacred an intent. as to plant religion (our right and intent being meet foun» 
he bur time dations fo2 the ſame z ) to pꝛoſecute eftectually vuto a full poſſeſſion of thoſe ſo ample i pleaſane 
appiochert by cduntries appertetning vnto the crowne of Eng land: the ſame (as is to be coniectured by mfalli, 
al — ble arguments of the wozlds end appꝛoching) being now arriued vnto the time by God pzeſcribed 
pcatheno vo of the yz vocation, if euer theyz calling vnto the knowledge ol God may be expected, Which alſo ig 
chußtanu . very pꝛobable bythe reuolution and courle ol Gods word and religion, which from the beginnix 
The wow of bath mooued from the Caſt, towards, and at laſt unto the Teſt, where it is like toend,vuleſſe the 
Cod mooueth {ante begin again? where it did inthe Calf, which were to expect a like wozld againe, Vut we are 
crceutarlP- affuredofthe contrary by the p2opheſie of Chziſt, whereby we gather that after his word pꝛeached 
thzoughout the wozld, ſhall be the end. And as the Goſpell when it deſcended Weſtward begame 
in the South, and afterward ſpꝛed intothe ?202th of Curope: enen ſo, as the ſame hath begunne 
in the South countries of America, no leſſe hope may be gathered that it will alſo ſpꝛed into the

Theſe conſiderations map helpeto ſuppꝛeſſe all dꝛeads riſing of hard euents in attempts made 
this way byother nations, as allo of the heauie ſucceſſe and iſſue in the late enterpyiſe made by a 
worthy gentleman our country man ſir Humtrey Silbert knight. who was the firſt that ol our na 
tion carried people to erect an habitation and goueruement in thoſe Moꝛther ly countries of Ames 
rica. About which, albeit he had conſumednruch ſubſtauce,and loſt his life at laſt, his people alſo 
periſhing fox the molt part : yet the myſtery thereof we mult leaue vnto God, and judge chantably 
both of the cauſe (which was iuſt in all pꝛetence) and ol the perſon, who was very ʒealous in y 
ſecuting the ſame, deſtruing honourable remembꝛance fo} his good minde, and expence oflife n 
ſo vertuous an enterpyiſe . Ahereby neuertheleſſe, leaſt any man ſhould be diſmaid by example 
of other folks calamity, and miſdeeme that God doth reſiſt all attempts intended that way: J 
thought good, ſo farre as my ſelfe was an eye witneſſe, to deliuer the circumſtance and maner of 
our pꝛocet dings in that action: in which the gentleman was ſo infoztunately incombꝛed with 
wants, and woozfle matched with many ill diſpoſed people, that his rare iudgement andregiment 
pꝛemeditated foz thoſe affap)es, was ſubiected to tollerate abuſes, & in ſundzp extremitiestoholde 
on a courſe, moꝛe to vpholde credit, then ltkelptn his owne concett, happely toſucced, 

The iſſue of ſuch actions being alwayes miſerable, not guided by God, who abhozreth cons 
fuſion and diſoꝛder, hath left this foz admonition (being the firſt attempt by our nation to plant) 

The planting vnto ſuch as ſhall take the ſame cauſe in hand heereafter, not to be diſcouraged from it: but to 
of Gods 991? make men well aduiſed how they handle his ſo high and excellent matters, as the carriage isof 
ted with reues his ond into thoſe very mighty and vaſt countryes , An action doubcleſſe not to be intermedled 
— with baſepurpoſes, as many haue made the ſame but a colour to ſhavow actions, otherwiſe ſcarſe 
In actions juſtifiable-: which doth excite Gods heauy iudgements in the end, to the terrifying of weake 
coloured? mindes from the cauſe, without pondering his iuſt pꝛoceedings: and doth allo incenſe fopren pin» 
p:anrmg bd ces againſt our attempts how iuſt ſoeuer , who can not but deeme the ſequele very dangerous 
on remore — — — (if in thoſe parts we ſhould grow to ſtrength) ſeeing the very beginnings art ew 
tred with ſpoile. 

And with this admonitton denounced vpon zeale towards Gods cauſe, alſo towards ſuch in 
whom appeareth diſpoſitton honozable vnto this action of planting Chꝛiſtian people and religion 
in thoſe remote and barbarous nations of America ( vnto whom J wiſh all happineſſe) J will now 
poceed to make relation byiefly, yet particularly,of our vopage vndertaken with ſir Pumfry Gils 
bert, begun, continued, and ended aduerſly, 

The dd hen firſt ur Humfry Gilbert vndertooke the Weſterne diſcouery of America. aud had octs 
gr rut deva red from her Maieſty a very large commuſſton to inhabit, and poſſeſſe at his choiſc all remote and 
11 Sddeett. beathen lands not in the actuall poſſeſſion of any Chyiſtiaupyince, the ſame commiſſion exempls 
fied with many pꝛiuileges, ſuch as in his diſcretion he might demand: Uery many gentlemen of 
good eſtimation dꝛe w vnto him, to aſſociate him in ſo commendable an enterpyiſe,ſo that the pytpa · 
ration was expected to grow vnto a puiſſant fleet, able to encounter a kings power by ſea: neuer 
theleſſe, amongſt a multitude ol voluntary men, thexz diſpoſitions were dtuers, which bzeda —

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idm de a diuiſion inthe end, to the confuſion of that attempt euen before the ſame was begunne, 
ind when the ſhipping was in a maner pꝛepared. x men ready vpon the coaſtto go abooꝛd: at what 
unt ſome bꝛake conſozt, and followed courſes degenerating from the voyage befoze pꝛetended. 
Others failed of theyz pzomiſes contracte?, and the greater number were diſperſ. d, leauing the 

all with few of his aſſured friends, with whome he aduentured to ſea : where hauing taſted 
no leſſe-miſtoztune, he was ſhoztly dꝛiuen to retyꝛe home with the loſſe of a tall ſhippe , and 
(motto bis griefe) of a valiant gentleman Piles Moꝛgan. . 

Þauing buryed onely in a pꝛeparation a great maſſe oł ſubſtance, wherby his eſtate was impai»  connant res 
ird his min de pet not diſinaid, be continued his fozmer deſignment and purpoſe co reuiue this enter: ſoturion of m 
nile, good occaſion ſerung. Upon which determination ſtanding long, without meanes to ſatiſfie U. übel. 
his deſire : at laſt he granted certaine aſſignemfts out of his commuſſion to ſundzy perſons of meane 
ability,veſiring the puutlege ok his grant, to plant and foxtifie inthe North parts of America about 
the tiuer of Canada, to whom if God gaue good ſucceſſe in the Noꝛth parts / where then no matt er 
moment was expected) the lame (he thought) would greatly aduante the hope of the South, 
aud be a furtherance vnto his determination that way. Andthe wooztthat might happen in that 
courſe,might be excuſed without pꝛeiudice vnto him by the founcr ſuppoſition,that choſe 3202th re» 
gions were of no regard: but chiefly a poſſeſſion taken in any parcell of thoſt heathen countries by 
dertue of his grant, did inueſt him of cerritozies extending every way two hundzed leagues; 
which induced ſir Dumkrey Gilbert to make choſe aſſignements, deſtring greatly they? expedi⸗ 
tion, becauſe his commiſſion did expyꝛe after ſixe yeeres, it in that ſpace he had not gotten actuall 

ion. 

Time went away without any ching done by his aſſignes: inſomuch atlaft he muſt reſolue . fond pie 
himſelfe to take a voyage in perſon, fo2 moze aſſurance to keepe his patent in foꝛce, which then al» paration or cis 
moſt was expired 02 within two yecres, 969 

Jn furtherance of his determination, amongſt others, ſir Geoꝛge eckam knight ſhewed him 
ſelfe very zealous to the action, greatly aiding both by his aduiſe and in the charge, Other gentle» 
men to the yz abilitie ioyned vnto him, reſolued to aduenture they ſubſtance and liues in the ſame 
cauſe , Cho beginning they preparation from that time, both of ſhipping, mumtion, victuall, men, 
andthings requiſit, ſome oł them continued the charge two peeres complet, without intermiſſion. 

Lich were the difficulties and croſſe accidents, oppoling theſe proceedings, which tooke not end in 
ue then to yceres: many of which cirtumſtances J will ont, 

The laſt place ofour aſſembly, befoze we left the coaſt of England, was in Cauſet bap, ncere 
buto Plymmouth: then reſolued to put vnto the ſea with ſhipping and pꝛouiſion, ſuch as we had, 
bete our ſtoze yet remayning, but chiefly the time and ſeaſon ofthe yeere were too farre ſpent, Ne: 
uertheleſſe it ſeemed firſt very doubefull, by what way to ſhape our courſe, and to beginne ourin- 
teuded diſcoucry,either fromthe South Moꝛthward oꝛ from the North Southward. 

The firlt (that is beginning South) without all controuerſy was the likelicſk, wherem we 
were aſſuredto haue commodicy ofthe currant, which from the cape of Florida ſetteth Nozthward, ante matten 
and would haue furthered greatly our nauigation, diſcoueting from the foxcſaid cape along tos court. 
wards cape Button, and all thoſe lands lying to the Month. 

Alſo the yeere being karre ſpent, and arriued to the moneth of Tune, we were not to ſpend time ä 
in Northerly courſes, where we ſhould be ſurpꝛiſed with timely winter: but to couet the South, in viſconermg 
which we had ſpace enough. then to haue attained: and there might with leſſe detriment haue win- — — 
tredthatſeaſon, being moze milde and ſhoꝛt in the South then in the Nozth, where winter is both 
lung and rigoꝛous. 

Theſe x other like reaſons alleged in fauo2 of the Southerne courſe , firſt to be taken, to the con 
trary was inferred : that foꝛaſmuch as both our victuals. and many other needfull pzomſions were 
diminiſhed and left inſufficient fo2 ſo long a voyage ,endfo2 the wintring ol lo many men, we ought 
to ſhape a courſe moſt likely to miniſter ſupply : and that was to take the Newfound land in our 
way, which was but ſeuen hundꝛed leagues from our Engliſh coaſt. Where being vſually at 
that time of the yeere, and vntill the fine of Auguſt, a multitude of ſhippes repayying thither fo? 
th: we ſhould be relieued abundantly with many neceſſaries, which after the fiſhing ended, they 
might well ſpare, and freely impart vnto vs.

Cgiming our courſe from Silley, the netreſt is by Weſt ſouthweſt (if the winde ſerue) vn⸗ 

ſuch time as we haue dzought our ſelues in the latitude of 43 02 44 degrees, becauſe the 

Ocean is ſubiect much to Southerly windes in June and July. Then to take trauerſe from 

45 to 47 degrees of latitude, if we be info2ced by contrary windes : and not to go to the Noꝛth⸗ 

ward ofthe height of 47 degrees of Septentrional latitude by no meanes, if God ſhall not infozce 

the contrary : but to do your indeuoꝛ tokeepe in the height of 46 degrees, lo neere as you can poſs 
ſiply,becauſe cape Raſelyeth about that height.

F bycontrary windes we be dziuen backe vpon the coaſt of England, then torepapze vnto Sil- 

ley fo2 a place ofour aſſembly and meeting. 

Tf we be dziuen backe by contrary windes, that we can not paſſe the coaſt of Treland: then the 
place of our aſſembl y to be at Beare hauen 02 Baltimore hauen. 

If we ſhall not happen to meet at cape Raſe, then the place of Rende vous to be at cape Byit« 
ton, 0 che neereſt habo2 vntothe Weſtward of cape Byitton. 

Jfby meanes of other ſhipping we may not ſafely ſtay there, then to reſt at the very next ſafe 
pt tothe TTeſtward, euery ſhippe leauing they2 marks behinde them foz the moze certaintie of 
the after commers to know where to finde them. 

The marks that euery man to leaue in ſuch a caſe, were of the Generals piiuate deuice, 
mitten by himſelfe, ſealed alſo clole in'ware, and deliuered vnto euery ſhippe one ſcroule, which 
was not to be opened vntill occaſion required, whereby cuery man was certified what to leaue fo} 
inſtruction of after commers : and euery of vs comming into any harbour oz rifter, might knowe 
on beene there, oz whether any were ſtill there vp higher into the riucr, oz departed, and

Owners thus med, and pꝛomiſes mutually giuen to be obſerued, euery man withdde w Seginning of 
himſelfe vnto his the ankers being already weyed, and our ſhippe vnder ſaile;hauing a 4“ 
ſoft gale ol winde, we began our voyage vpon Tueſday the elcuenth dapof June, in the yeere of 
aut Loꝛd 1 5 8 3, hauing in our fleet (at our departure from Cauſet bay) theſeſhippes , whoſe 
— — burthens, with the names of the captaines and maiſters of them, J haue alſo in ſerted, 
as lolloweth: 

The delight (alias) the Geoꝛge, ofburthen 120 tunnes, was 2dmirall : in which went the 
Generall, aud TUilliam Tlinter captaine in her, and part owner, and Richard Clearke maiſter. 

2 The Barke Nauley, ſet fooxth by M. Walter Rawley, of the burthen of 200 tunnes, was 
then Uite admirall : in which went . Butler captaine, and Robert Dauisof Buſtoll maiſter. 

3 The Golden hinde,of burthen 40 tunnes, was then Reare admirall ; In which went Ed⸗ 
ward Hayes captaine and owner, and Adliam Coxe of Limehouſe maiſter. 

4 The Swallow, of burthen 40 tunnes: in her was captame Maurice Browne,

one Cade maſter, 

We were in number in all. about 260 men: among whom we had of euery faculty good choice, Our fleet cons 
1s Shipwiights, Baſons, Crpenters, Smithes, and uch like, requeſirto ſuch an action : alſo lag of five 
Hinerall men andRefiners, Beſides, fo) ſolace of our people, and allurement of the Sauages, we dad about 
we were pzouidedof Puſike in good variety; Not omitting the leaſt toyes, as Bozis dancers, J randaus fi 
Dobby hozſſe, and Maylike conceits to delight che Sauage people, whom we intended co winne fo tuch dvic- 
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by allfayze meaues poſſible , And to chat end we were iuditterently furniſhed of all perty haber 
daſhue wares to barter with thoſe ſimple people, | 
June 11, In this mauer we ſet foxward, departing (ashath beene ſaid) out of Cauſon bay theeleuenth 
day of June, being Tueſday, the weather aud winde fayze and good all day, but a great ſtozme of 
thunder and winde kell the lame night. 
"FW Thurſday following, when we hatledone another in the euening (accoꝛding to the onder be ſoe 
en ſpecified) they ſignified vnto vs out ofthe Uite admirall, that both the captame . and very many of 
Ddſerue, the men were fallen ſicke. And about midnight the Uice admirall fozſooke vs, notwi 
we had the winde Caſt, fame aud good, But it was after credibly repoꝛted that they were infected 
with a — ſickneſſe, and — — at }FApmmouth : the reaſon J could ne⸗ 
uer vnderſtand. Sure J am, no coſt was ſpared by they owner P. Raleigh in ſetting 1 
Therefozc J leaue it vnto God. P knee 

By this tune we were in 48 degrees of latitude, not a little grieued with the loſle of che mog 
puillant ſhippe in our flect : after whoſe departure, the Golden hinde ſucceededin the place of Vice 
admirall, aud remooued her flagge from the mizon vutothe foze toppe. 

From Saturday the 15 of June vntill the 28, which was vpon a Fridap, we neuer had fame 
day without fogge oz raine, and windes bad, much to the Teſt noxthweſt, whereby wewere dt 
uen Southward vnto 41 degrees ſcarſt. 

About this time of the yere the windes are commonly Teſt towards the ewfound land kee: 

ping oꝛdinarily within two points of Teſt to the South oz tothe 201th, whereby the courſethi- 
ther falleth out to be long and tedious after June, which in March, Apull # May, hath beene yer; 
fozmedout of England in 22 dayes and leſſe. Ze had winde alwayesſo ſcant from Weſt north 
w:(t, and from TUclt ſouthweſt againe, that our trauerſe was great, running South vnto 41 d6 
grees almoſt,and aftcrward Month into 51 degrees. 
Julp 20. Allo we were incumbꝛed with much fogge and miſts in maner palpable, in which we could net 
Don ga er, kerpe lo well together, but were dileuercd,loſing the companyof the Swallow and the Squinil 
an lea NRoith⸗ vpon the 20 day of July, whom we met againe at ſeuerall places vpon the Newfoundland coaſt 
* the third ol Augull, as ſhalbe declared in place conuenient. 

Saturday the 27 of July, we might deſcry not farre from vs, as it were, mount atnes of iſe da 
zur ? urn vpon the lea, being then in 50 degrees, which were carriedSouthward to the weatherof vs: 
whereby may be contectured that ſome currant doth ſet that way from the Month. 

The banke in = Befoze we come to Newfouud land about 50 leagues on this ſide, we paſſe the banke, which 
tengeh vnkno- are high grounds riſing within the ſea, and vader water, yet deepe enough, and without danger, 
mem ctonth being commonly not lelle then 25 and zo fathome water vpon them: the ſame (as it werefome 
mw South, vaine of mountaines within the ſea) doe runne along, and from the Newfound land, beguming 
league 1m Noth mard about 5 02 53 degrees ol latitude, ꝑ doertend into the Southinfinitly .

That fiſh is large, al wayes wet, hauing no land ncere to dyie, and is called Conre fiſh, 

During the time offiſhing, a man ſhall know without ſounding when he is vpon the banke, 

by the incredible multitude of ſea fo wle houering ouer the ſame, to pꝛay vpon the offallesand gar 
Abmmdance f hi(h of fiſhchwowen out by fiſher men, and floting vpon the ſea, 
"HER Upon Tueſday the 1 1 of June, we fozſookethe coaſt of England, So againe Tueſdaythe 
30 of July (ſeuen weeks after) we got ſight of land, being imme diatly embayed in the Oꝛand bay, 


Aime?

fun ddt of oꝛ ſome other great bay : the certeinty wherof we could not judge, ſo great haſe and fogge did hang 


vpon the coaſt, as neither we might diſcerne che land well, noz take the Sunnes height , Bur by 
our beſt computation we were then in 5 7 degrees of latitude, 
Foꝛſaking this bay and vucomfoxcable coaſt (nothing appearing vnto vs but hideous rocks 
and mountaines, bare of trees, and wid of any greene herbe) we followed the coaſt tothe South, 
with — and — 5 Ar 
dam anda @CUehad ſight of an I ſland named Penguin, of a faule there bgeeding in abundance, in 
fie nun credible, which can not flie, they wings not able to carry they body, being very large (notmurh 
leſſe then a gooſe) and exceeding fat: which the French men vſe co take without difficulty vpon 
that Iſland, and to barrell them vp with ſale . But foz lingering of time we had made vs there the

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Crending this coaſt, we came to the Iſland called Baccalcu,the ſame not paſt 2,lcagucs from 
the nuine: tothe South wherof lieth Cape S. Francis, 5, leagues diſtant from Baccalcu,betwene 
which goeth in a great bap, by the vulgar ſozt called the bay of Conception. Here me met with 
the Swallow agatne, whome we had loſt in the fogge, and all her men altered into other apparell: 
wherofie ſeemed their ſtoze was ſo amended, that fo2 ioy # cõgratulation of dur meeting they ſpa- 
cedno ta caſt vp into the aire and ouerboqd, their caps and hats in good plentic, The Captaine 
albeit humſelfe was very honeſt and religious, yet was he not appoiuted ot men to his humoꝛ and 
xeſere : who fo2 the moſt part were ſuch as had bene by vs ſurpziſed vpon the narrow ſeas ol Eng 
und. being ptrats,and had takeu at that tuſtant certaine Frenchmen laden, oue barke with wines, 
and another with ſalt, Both which we reſcued, & cooke the man of warre with all her men,which 
was the lame ſhip now called the Swallow, following ſtill their kinde lo oft, as ( being ſeparated 
tum che General) they found oppoztunitie to robbe and ſpoile. And becauſe Gods iuſtice did fol- 
lwthe lame conpante,cuen to deſtruction, and to the ouerthzow alſo ot the Captaine (though not 
conſenting to their mildemeanoꝛ:) I wil not conceale any thing that maketh to the manifeſtation 
pid appꝛobation of his tudgements, foz examples of others, perſ waded that God moze ſharpe ly 
coke reuenge vpon them, and hath tollerated longer as great outrage in others: by ho we much 
theſe went vnder p2ocection of his cauſe and religion, which was then pꝛetended. 

Therfoze vpd further enquirie it was knowen, how this compayp met with a barke returning 
home after the fiſhing with his fraight: and becauſe the men in the Swallow were very ncere ſcan⸗ 
teof victual, and chie fly of apparel, doubtful withal where oz when to finde and meete withtheir 
Admiral,chey beſought the captaine they might go aboozythis Newlander, onlyto bozow what 
night be ſpared, the rather becauſe the ſame was bound home ward. Leaue giuen, not wthoue 
charge to deale fauozably,chep came abooꝛd the fiſherman,whom the prifled of tackle,ſailes,cables, 
nales, and the menof their apparel ; not ſparing by tozture (winding coꝛds about their heads) tu 
qawe out elſe what they thought good. This done with expedition (like men ſktifull in ſuch 
miſchiefe )as they tooke their cocke boat to goe abooꝛd their owne ſhip, it was oucrwhelmed in the 
ſea, and certaine of theſe men there do wned: the reſt were pꝛeſerued euen by thoſe ſeely ſoules 


om the y had befoꝛe ſpoiled, who ſaued and deliuered them abooꝛd the Swallow, hat became 


afterward ofthe pooze Newlander, perhaps deſtitute of ſailes & furniture ſufficient tocarp them 
home ( whither they had not leſſe co ruune then 750. leagues ) God alone knoweth, who tooke 
dengeance not long after of the reſt that eſcaped at this inſtant, toreucile the fact, andiuſtifieco 
the woꝛld Gods tudgements inflicted vpon them as ſhalbe declared in place conuenient. 

Thus after we had met with the Swallow, we held on our courſe Southward,vntil we came 
againſt the harboꝛ called S. Iohns, about 5, leagues from the fozmer Cape of S. Francis: where be: 
le the entrance into the harboz, we found alſo the frigate oz $quirril lying at ancre. Ahome the 
EngliſhmarchIts that were & alwapes be Admirals by turnes interchangeably ouer the fleetes

the ſhoare, where neither went any ſea gate. But wee found ſuch readineſſe in the Engliſh Mar⸗ 
chants to he lpe vs in that danger, that without delaye there were bzought a nomber of boates, 
which towed offthe ſbip. and cleared her of danger, 

Having taken place counenient in the road, we let fall aucres,the Captaines # maſters repab- 
king aboozd our Admiral: whither alſo came immediatly the Paſters and owners of the fiſhing 
lette of Engliſhmen, to vuderſtand the Generals intent e cauſe of our arriual there.

Verring the largeſt chat haue bene heard of,and erceeding the Malſtrond herring of Norway:but 
hitherto was neuer benefit taken of the herring fiſhing, There are ſundzy other fiſh very delicate, 
namely the Bonito, lobſters, turbut, with others infinite not ſought after: Oyſters hauing pearle 
but not ozient in colour: J tooke it by reaſon they were uot gathered in ſeaſon, 
Concerning the inland commodities, al well to be dzawen from this land, as from the extteding 
large Countries adioyning: there is nothing which our Caſt aud Noꝛtherly countreis of Curape 


doe yeeld, but the like alſo may be made in them as plentifully by time and induſtrie: Nameiy, 


roſen, pitche, tarre, ſoapeaſhes,dealboozd,maſtes fo; ſhippes, hides, furrcs, flaxe, hempe, come, ca 
bles. coꝛdage, linen cloth, mettals aud many moꝛe. All which the Countries will afoarde, and che 
ſoyle is apt to yeelde, 

The trees foz the moſt iu thoſe South parts, are firretrees, pine and Cypꝛeſſe, all peelding 
gumme amd turpentine, 


Cherrie trees bearing fruit no bigger then a ſmall peaſe, Alſo peaxe trees but fnutleſſe. Other 


trees of ſome ſoztes to vs vnknowen. 
The ſoyle along the coaſt is not deepe of earth, bzinging fooꝛth abundantly peaſon ſmall, yet

The diſtance betweene Cape Race, and Cape Britton is 1 00. leagues, In which Nauigation 
we ſpent 8. dayes: hauing many times the wind indifferent could we neuer atcaine 
of any land all that time, ſeting we were hindered by the currant. At laſt we fel iuto ſuch flats and 
dangers, that hardly any ol vs eſcaped: where neuertheleſle we loſt our Admiral with all the men 
and pꝛouiſion, not knowing certainly the place Pet foz inducing men of ſkillto make coniecture, 
by our courſe and wap we held from Cape Race thither, And thereby the flats and dangersmay 
be inſerted in ſea Carvs,foz warning to others that may follow the ſame courſe hereafter: haut 
ſet downe the beſt reckonings chat were kept by expert men, William Coxe Maſter of the Hind, 
and Iohn Paul his mate, both of Limehouſe.

Pinneſle at the ſterne ol the ſhippe : but refuſing that counſell, would not giue example with the 
firſt coleaue the ſhippe,but vſed all meanes to exhoꝛt his people not to deſpaire; no} ſo to lau u 
their labour, choling rather to dit, then to tucurre inkamie, by fozſaking his charge, which then 
might be thought to haue periſhed though his default, ſhe wing an ill preſident vnto his nen, by 
leauing the ſhippe firſt himlelte. Vith this minde. he mounted vpon the higheſt decke, where he 
attended imminent death. and vnauoidable: how long, J leaue it to God, who withdjaweth nat 
his comfo2t from his ſeruants at ſuch times. 

In the meane ſeaſon, certaine, to the number of foureteene perſons, leaped into a ſmall piu 
neſle (che bignes of a Thames barge, which was made in the New found land) cut off the rope 
wherewithit was cowed, and committed themſelues to Gods mertie, amiddeſt che come, any 
rage of ſea and windes, deſtitute offoode,not ſo much as a dzoppe of freſh water. The boate ſee, 
ming ouercharged in foule weather with companie, Edward Headly a valiant ſouldier,and mel 
reputedofhis companie,peferring the greater to the leſſer, thought better that ſome of 
tiſhed then all, made this motion to caſt lots, and them to be thzowenouer board vpon- the 
lots fell.cherebyto lighten the boate,which otherwaies ſeemed impoſſible to liue, offered himlelfe 


with che irt. content to take his aduenture gladly : which neuertheles Richard Clarke chat w- 


Maſter of the Admirall, and one of this number, refuſed, aduiſing to abide Gods pleaſ#”+ 7, 
was able to ſaue all, as well as a fewe, 
The boate was carried befoze the winde, continuing ſire daies and nights in the Ocean, 


arriued at laſt with the men (aliue,but weake) vppon the New found land, ſauing that the un · 
ſaide Headly,(who had bene late ſicke) and an other called of vs Braſile, of his trauell into thoſe | 


Countries, died by the way,famiſhed, and leſſe able to holde out, then choſe of better health, Fo: 
ſuch was theſe pooze mens extremitie,in colde and wette, to haue no better ſuſtenance then then 
owne wine. fo ſixe daies together. 

Thus whome God de liuered from dꝛowuing, hee appointed to be famiſhed, who doch gineli- 
mits to mans tunes, and omaineth che manner and circumſtance of dying: whome againe he will 
meſerue neither Sea, noꝛ famine,can confound, Foz thoſe that arriued vppon the Ne we founde 
land, were bought into France by certaine French men then being vpon that coat. 


After this heauie chance, we continued in beating the ſea vp & downe,expecting when the wes | 


ther would cleere vp, chat wee might pet beare in with the land, which we iudgednot farte off, a 
ther the continent oꝛ ſome land. Foꝛ we many times, and in ſundzyplaces, found ground at 50, 
45. 40, fathomes, and leſſe. The ground comming vpon our lead, beeing 
and other while a bwad ſhell, with a little ſand about it. 

Our people loſt courage daily after this ill ſucceſſe, the weather continuing thicke and bluſte 
ring, with increaſe of colde,Cinter dzawing on, which tooke from them all hope of amendment, 
ſetling an aſſurance of woꝛſe weather to growe vpon vs euery day. The Leeſiveof vs layt full 
of flatts and daungers ineuit able, if che winde blewe harde at South, Some againe doubted 
we were inqulfed in the Baye of S. Laurence, the coaſt full of dangers, and vnto vs vnknowen, 
1 pꝛouiſion waxed ſcant, and hope of ſupply was gone, with loſſe of our Adm

Thoſe in the Frigat were already pinched with ſpare allowance, and want of clothes chie- 
fly: Whercuponthey beſought the Generall to returne foz England, befoze they all periſhed. 
And to them ofthe Golden Vinde they made ſignes of their diſtreſſe, pointing to their mouthes, 
and to their clothes thinne and ragged: then immediat ly they alſo of the Golden Hinde,grewe to 
be ofthe ſame optnion and deſire co returne home,

Had not purpoled to white toyou, when che pꝛomiſe of your letters came to my mind:You 

in Tune laſt to haue followed vs pour ſelfe, and cherefoze J had left oꝛder that vou 

ſhould be aduertiſed of my ſtate, by Paſter Doctoʒ Þumfrep: but ſo you would not be ſatiſkied: 

Iwill wꝛite cherefoze to you almoſt in the ſame wozds, becauſe I haue no leaſure at this time, to 
meditate new matters, and to vary 02 multiply woꝛds. 

The 11, of June we ſet ſayle at length from Englande in good earneſt, and departed, lca- 
ung the hauen and lande behinde vs at Plymmouth : our Flecte conſiſted of ſiue ſbippes: the 
greateſt, which the Admirals bother had lent vs, withdzew her ſelfe from vs the third dap, wee 
knowe not vpon what occaſion: with the reſt wee ſapled ſtill together cull che thiee and twen⸗ 
tie ol Julp: at which time our viewe of one another beeing intercepted by the great miſtes, 
ſome of vs ſayled one wap, and ſome another: to vs alone the firſt lande appeared, the firſt of 
Auguf,, about the latitude of fifeye degrees, when as befoze wee had deſcended beponde 47.

It is an Flande which your men call Penguin, becauſe ofthe multitude of birdes of the ſame 


gur courſe directed to another place, but wee mett all together at that place a little befoze the 
den, whereunco by common Counſell wee had determined to come, and chat within the 
ſpace of two houres by the great goodneſſe of God, and to our great ioy. The place is ſt» 
fuated in Newfound lande, betweene foztie ſeuen and foztie eight degrees, called by the name 
of Satur lohns: the Admirall him ſelfe by reaſon of the multitude ofthe men, and the ſmal- 
"eſſe ofhis ſhippe, had his company ſomewhat ſitkly, and had all reavy loſt two of the fame 
fompany, which died of the Flixe: of the reſt wee concetue good hope, Of our company (fo2 
Jioyncdmp ſelfe with Maurice Bzowne, a very pzoper Gentleman) two perſons by a miſs 
chance were dzowned, the reſt are in ſafetie, and ſtrong, and foz myne owne part J was neuer 
moze healthy. Uee arriucd at this place the third of Auguſt: and the fift the Admirall tooke 
poſſeſſion of the Country, fon himſelfe and the kingdome of England: hauing made aud 
publiſhed certaine Lawes , concerning religion, and obedience to the Queene of England: 
at this time our fare is ſomewhat better, and daintier, then it was befoze: foz in good ſooth, 


the experience of ſo long time hach taught vs what —2 windes wee haue founde — 
rr, at 


name, Det wee neither ſawe any birdes, no2 dzewe neere to the lande, the windes ſeruing fo 
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what great trauell we may endure hereatter : and thetefoꝛe we will take ſuch oꝛder, that wee 
will want nothing, foz we founde in this place, about twenty Poztingale, and Spaniſhe 
ſhippes, beſides the ſhippes ofthe Engliſhe: which being not able to matche vs, ſuffer vg not 
to be hunger ſtarued: the Engliſhe although they were of them ſelues ſtronge ynough, and 
ſafe frum our fozce , pet ſeeing our aucthoutie, bythe Queenes letters patentes, they ſhewey 
vs all manner of dutie and humanitie. 

The manner ofthis Countrey, and people remayne nowe to bee ſpoken of, But what ſhall 
J ſay, my good Haklupe, when J ſee nothing but a very wilderneſſe ? of fiſhe here is incres 
dible abundance , whereby great gapne growes to them, that trauell to theſe partes: the hooke 
is no ſooner thzowne out, but it is eftſoones dzawne vp with ſome goodly fiſhet the whole 
lande is full of hilles and woodes, The trees te the moſt part are Pynes and ot them ſeme 
are very olde, and ſome pong: a great part of them beeing fallen by reaſon of their age, doth 
ſo hynder the ſighte-ofche Lande, and Roppe the way of choſe that ſecke to crauell, that they 
can goe no whither: all che graſſe here is long, and tall, and little differcth from ours, Jt 
ſeemeth alſo that the nature of this ſople is fict fo cozne: foz J founde certayne blades and 
eares in a manner bearded, ſo that it appeareth that by manuring andſowing, they may caſe- 
lie bee framed fo the ble of man: here are in the woodes buſhe berries, oz rather ſtrawe ber» 
ries growing vp like trees, of great ſweeteneſſe, Beares alſo appeare about the fiſhers ſta» 
ges of the Countrie, and are ſometimes killed, but they ſeeme to be white, as J contectured 
by theirſkinnes, and ſomewhat leſſe then ours. Whether there bee any people in this Coun» 
trey I know not, neither haue J ſeene any to witneſſe it. And to ſap trueth who can, when as 
it is not poſſible to paſſe any whither In like (ozt it is vnknowne, whether any mettals lye vnder 
the hilles: the cauſe is all one, although the very colour and hue of the hilles ſeeme to haue ſome 
mynes in them: we moued the Admirall to ſet che woods a fire, that ſo we might haue ſpace, any 
entrance to take view ofthe Countrep, which motion did nothing diſpleaſe him, were it not foz 
fcare of greatinconuenience that might chereof inſue: foz it was repozted and confirmed by ve- 
tie credible perſons,that when the like happened by chance in another Pozt,the fiſhe neuercame 
to the place about it, ſoʒ the ſpace of 7. whole peres aftcr, by reaſon of the waters made bytter by 
the turpe*ne,androſen of the trees, which ranne into the ryuers vpon the firing of them. The 


weather is ſo hot this time of the yeere,that except che very fiſh, which is layd out co be dzyed by 


the ſunne, be euery day turned, it cannot poſſibly be pzeſerued from burning: but how cold it is in 
the winter, the great heapes, and mountaines of pce, in the middeſt of the Sea haue taught vs: 
ſome ol our company repoꝛt, that in Pay, they were ſometimes ke pt in, with ſuch huge yce, foz 
16. whole dayes together, as that the Jſlands thereof were thzeeſcoze fathomes thicke, the ſides 
whereof which were to warde the Sunne, when they were melted, the whole maſſe 02 hcape was 
ſo inuerted and turned in manner of balancing, that that part which was befoze downe ward roſe 
vpp warde, to the great perill of thoſe that are necre them, as by reaſon we may gather. The axe 
vpon land is inditlerent cleare, but at Sea to wardes the Eaſt there is nothing els but perpetual 
miſtes, and in the Dea it ſelfe, about the Banke (fo) ſo they call the place where they find ground 
at fourty leagues diſtant from che ſhoare, and where they began to fiſhe) there is no day without 
rave. Ahen we haue ſerued, and ſupplyed our neceſſicie in this place, we purpoſe by the help of 
God to paſſe towards the ſouth, with ſo much the moze hope euery day, by how much greater the 
Kinges are, that are repozted of choſe Countries, which we go to diſcouer, Thus much touching 
our Mate, 

Now J deſire to know ſomewhat concerning vou, but J feare fu vaine, but ſpecially I delire 
out of meaſure to know how my Patrone Paſter Henry Umpton doth take my abſence: my 
obedience,and dutie ſhall alwaies be readie towardes him as long as J line: but in deede J hope, 
that this iourney ol ours ſhalbe pꝛolitable to his intentions, It remapneth that you thinke me to 
be ſtill pours, and ſo yours as no mans moze. The ſonne of God bleſſe all our labozs, ſo farre, 
as that you pour ſelfe may be partaker of our bleſſing, Adieu, mp moſt friendly, moſt (werte, 
5 vos Haklupt : In Newfound lande, at Saint Iohns Port, the (xt of Augul.

TUyere we came on land we made a litle houſe with boughes, where wereſted all that nigtt. In 
the mozning J deuided the company thꝛer and thzee co goe euery way to ſee what foode they 
could find to ſuſtayne chemſelucs, and appointed them to meete there all againe at noone with 
ſuch food as they could get. As we went aboozd we foun d great ſtoze of pcaſon as good as an 
wee haue in England: a man would thinke they had ben ſowed there, We refted there thee daies 
and thꝛce nighces and liued very well with peaſe and berries, wee named the place Saint Lau- 
rence, becauſe it was a bery goodly riuer like the river of S. Laurence in Canada, and we found 
it very full of Salmons. Then we had well reſted our ſelues wee rowed our boatt along the 
ſhoare,thinking to haue gon to the Grande Bay to haue come home with ſome Spaniards which 
are perely there to kill che Whale: And when wee were hungry oz a thirſt we put our boate on 
land and gathered peaſe and berries, Thus we rowed our boate along the ſboze flue dates: about 
which time we came to a very goodly ryuer that ranne farre vp into the countrey and ſawe very 
goodly growen trees of all ſoꝛtes. There we happened vpon a ſbip of Saint lohn de Lua, which

they ſavled along, ſeemed plealant, Whereof his men at their returne gaue great commendati⸗ 
on, liking ſo well of the place, as they would willingly haue ſtayed and wintred there, But ha- 
uing the winde fayze and good, they pꝛocteded on their courſe towardes the firme of America, 
which by reaſon of continuall fogs,at that time ofthe peere eſpecially, they tould neuer ſet till 
Cor Maſter ofthe Golden Hinde did diſcerne land, and pyeſencly loft ſight thereof againe, ax 
what time they were all vpon a bzeachin a great & outragious ſtoꝛme, hauing vnder 3. fathome 
water. But Goddeliuered the Frigat & the Golden Pind,from this great danger. And the De⸗ 
light in thepzeſence of them all was loſt, to their vnſpeakeable griefe, with all their chiefe victy- 
all, munition, and other neceſſary pzoutſions,and other things of value not fic here to be named. 
TWherenpon, by reaſon alſo that Tlinter was come vpon them, & foule weather increaſed with 
fogs and miſtes that ſo couered the land, as without danger of periſhing they could not appyoch 
it: Sir Dumtrey Gilbert æ M. Days, were compelled much againſt their willes to retyꝛt home: 
wards : And being 300, leagues ontheir way, were afterwards by tempeſtuous weather ,ſeya» 
rated the one from the other, che ninth of September laſt, ſince which time , P. Hays with tis 
Barke, is ſafely arriued, but of Sir Pumfrey as yer, we heart no certaine newes. 


Upon this repoze(together with my fozmer intent, to wiite ſome byicfe diſcourſe in the com. 


mendation ofthis ſo noble and woꝛthy an enterpꝛiſe) J did call to my remembꝛante, the iſto» 

Plutarch, tie of Themyſtocles the Grecian, who (being artght noble and valiant Captaine) ũigniſied vnto 
bis Countrep men the citizens of Athens, that he had inuented a dtuiſe fo their common wealth 
very pꝛolitable:but it was of ſuch impoztance and ſecrecie, that it ought not to be reuealed, befoze 
pziuate conference had wich ſome particular pzudent perſon of their choyſe. 

The Athenians knowing Ariſtides the Philoſopher, to be a man indued with ſingular wiſe- 
dome and vertue, made choyſe of him to haue conference with Themyſtocles , and thereupon to 
yeelde his opinion to the Citizens concerning the ſayd deuiſe: which was, that they might ſet on 
fire the Mauie of their enemies, with great facilitie as he had layde the plot: Ariſtides madere- 
lation to the Citizens, that the ſtratageme (deuiſed by Themyſtocles) was a pꝛoſit able practiſe 
foz the common wealth but it was diſhoneſt,The Athenians(without further demaund what the 
ſamc was) did by common conſent reiect and condemne it, pzeferring honeſt aud vpzight des⸗ 
ling befoze pꝛoſtte. 

By occalion of this iſkozie, I dzewe my felfe into a mote deepe conſideration , of this late 
bndertaken voyage, whether it were as well pleaſing to almightie God, as pzofitable to men: 
as lawfull, as it ſeemedhovourable : as well gratefull to the Sauages,as gainefull to the Chi 
ſtians. And vpon mature deliberation, I found the action to be honeſt and p2oficable, and cheres 
foe allowable by the opinion of Ariſtides if he were nowe aliue, which being by me herein ſuf+ 
ficicntly pzooued, (as by Gods grace J purpoſe to doe) I doubt not but that all good mindes, 
will endeuour themſelues to be aſſiſtants to this ſocommendable an enterpꝛiſe, by the valiaut 

f men. and wozthy Gentlemen our Countrepmen already attempted and vntertaken, 
Hawkins. Nowe whereas J doe vuderſtand that Sir Humfrey Gilbert his adherents , aſſociates and 
-— friends doe meane with a conuenient ſupply (with as much ſpecde as may be)to maintaine, pur · 
Wullam ſue and folow this intended voyage already in part perfourmed, and by the aſſiſtance of almighs 
— . Ches cie God to plant themſelues and their people in the continent ol the hither part of America, be 
ſer. tweene the degrees of 30. and o. of ſeptentrionall latitude: (Within which degrees by com- 
_— putation Aſtronomicall and Coſmographicall are doubtleſſe to be found, all things that be ne 
nthonw Ceſſarie,p2ofitable,oz delectable foz mans life: The climate mylde and temperace , neither too 
Dunk ats bote noz too colde, ſo that vader the cope of heauen there is not any where to be found a moze cons 
John — uc nient place to plant and inhabite in: which many notable Gentlemen, boch of our owne natt- 
ad vn and ſtrangers, (who haue bene trauailers) can teſtifie: and that choſe Countries are at this 
trangers Dap inhabited with Sauages (who haue no knowledge of God:) Is it not therckoze (J ſay to be 
4 Jobn is lamented, that theſe pooze Pagans, ſo long liuing in ignozance & idolatrie, and in ſozt thirſting 
dur, After Chultianicie , (as may appcare by therelation of ſuch as baue trauarled in thoſe partes) 
— re that our hearts are ſo hardened, that fewe oꝛ none can be found which wil put to their helping 
ä "= applie chemſelues to the relicuing of the miſerable and wꝛetched eſtate of theſe fille

Sourgos, Whoſe Countrey doeth (as it were with arme aduanced)aboue the climates both of Spaine

opeilynere. and Fraunce, ſtretch out it ſelfe towards England only: In maner pꝛaying our ayde & helpe,as 
— it is not onely ſer fozth in Mercators generall Pappr, but it is alſo found to be true by che 
Columbus. UCrie of our nation, and other ſtrangers, who baue often times trauailed vpon the ſame coalts-

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aud mercy of Alnughtie God in planting tte Chnidtian fapth. in thole ſo long vnknowen reg», dn nt 
I ons, hauing in purpoſe to acquaint (as he did) that renoumed Pzince , the Queenes Palettes atwates begin 
IJ graundfather,King Henry the ſeuench, with his intended voyage fo the Tleſterne diſcoucries, [= pA 
Ii was noconelp derived and mocked generally euen here in England, but after warde became a greateſt pers 
| laughing ſtocke co che Spaniards them ſelues , who at this day (of all otber people) are moſt ans. 
| dounden to laude and pꝛayſe God, who firſt ſtirred vp the man to that enterpꝛiſe. 
| BK And while hee was attending there to acquaint the King of Caſtile (that then was) with his 3 
intended purpoſe, by howe many wayes and meanes was he derided: Some ſcozned the pildnes was to bowe 
ofhis garments, ſome tooke occaſion to ieſt at his ſimple and ſilly lookes, others aſked if this t very 
were he, that lowts ſo lowe, which did take vpon him co bzing men into a Countrep that aboun» king ofcours 
deth with Golde,Pearle,and Pꝛecious ſtones If he were any ſuch man ( ſayde they) hee would *%. 
carry another maner of countenance with him, and looke ſomewhat loſtier. Thus ſome iudged 
him by his garments, and others by his looke and countenance, but none entred into the conſi- 
deration of che inward man, 
Jn the ende, what ſucceſſe his voyage had, who lift to reade the Decades, the Viſtozie of the 
Welt Indies, the conqueſt of Hernando Cortes about Mexico, and thoſe of Franciſco Pizare goes. 
1 inPcru about Caſamalcha and Cuſco, may knowe moze particularly, All which their diſcoue- —2 
nes, trauailes, and conqueſts, are extant to be had in the Engliſh tongue. This deuiſe was then axe? 
accounted a fantaſticall imagination, and a dzowſie dꝛeame. 4 
But the ſequel thereof, hath ſince awaked out of dzeames thouſand of ſoules to knowe their 
Creato) , being thereof befoze that time altogether iguozane ; And hath ſince made ſufficient 
pzooke, neither to be fantaſkicke,noz vainely imagined. 
Withall,howe mightily hath it inlarged the dominions of the Crowne of Spaine, and great⸗ 
ly enriched the ſubtects ot the ſame, let all men conſider, Beſives,it is wel knowne, that ſithence 
the tune of Columbus his firſt diſcouerie , though their planting, poſſeſſing, and inhabiting 
thoſe partes, there hach bene tranſpozted and bought home into Europe, greater ſtoze of Golde, 
—— Pearle, aud Pꝛetious ſtones, then heretofoze hath bene in all ages, ſince the creation 
wozlde, 
I doe therefoze hartily wiſh,that ſeeing it hath pleaſed almightie God, of his infinite mercy 
at the length, to awake ſome of our wozthp Countrey men, out of that dꝛowſie dzcame, wherem 
we all haue ſo long ſlumbered: 
That wee maynowe not ſuffer it to quaile fo want of maintenance, that by theſe valiant 
Gentlemen our Countrey men is ſa nably begun and enter pꝛiſed. Foz which purpoſe, I haue 
taken vpon me to waite this ſimple ſhoꝛt treatiſe, hoping that it ſhalbe able to perſwade ſuch as 
haue bene, and pet doe continue detractoꝛs and hinderers of this iourney,(by reaſon perhaps that 
they haue not deliberately and aduiſedly entred into the iudgement of the matter) that yet nom 
bpon better conſideration they will become fauourable furtherers of the ſame, And that ſuch as 
irt already well affected chereunto, wil continue their good diſpoſition : And withall, J moſt  reaſonavls | 
humbly pꝛay all ſuch as are no niggards of their purſes in buying of coſtly and rich apparel,and au. 
liberall Contributoꝛs in ſetting foozthof games, paſtimes, feaſtings and banquets,(whereof the 
charge being paſt, there is no hope of publique pꝛoſite oz commoditie) that hencefozth they will 
beſto we and employ their liberalitie (heretofoze that way expended) tothe furtherance of cheſe 
ſo commendable purpoſed pꝛoceedings. 
And to this ende haue J taken pen in hand, as inconſcience thereunto mooued, deſiring much 
rather, that of the great multitude which this Realme doeth nouriſh, farre better able to handle 
this matter then J my ſelfe am, it would haue pleaſed ſome one of them to haue vndertaken the 
ſame, But ſeeing they are ſilent, and that it falleth to my lotte to put pen to the paper, J will 
endeuour mp ſelfe , and doe ſtand in good hope (though my ſkill and knowledge be ſimple , yet 
though the aſliſtance of almightic God) to pzooue that the voyage, late enterpyiſed foꝛ trade, 
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traffike, and planting in America, is an action tending to the lawfull of her Pa- — 
ieſties Dominions, commodious to the whole Realme in general, pzo the aduenturers | 
ingarticular, beneficiall tothe Sauages, and a matter to be atcained without any great dan- 10 


ger 02 difficultie. 


And laſtly( which moſt of all is) A thing likewiſe tending to the honour and glozp of al- 
mightie God: And foz that the lawfulneſſe to plant in thoſe Countries, in ſome mens iudge⸗ 
ments ſetmeth very doubtfull, I will beginne the pzoofe of the lawfulneſle of trade, traffike, 
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The onde Chapter ſhe weth that it is law full and neceſſarie to trade and traffike with the ; 


Sauages: And to plant in their Countries: And deuideth planting unto two ſortes. 

2 Countries and abide there, whom the Sauages may not luſtly impugne and 

5 fozbid in reſpect of the mutuall ſocietie and felowſhip berweene man and mn 
G = preſcribed by the Lawe of Nations, 
For from the firſt beginning of the creation ofthe wozld and fromthe ren, 
2 ing ol che ſame after Noes flood, all men haue agrerd, that no violence ſhouly 
be offered to Ambaſſadours: That the Sea with his Pauens ſhould bee common: That ſuch as 
ſhould foztune to be taken in warre, ſhould be ſcruants 02 ſlaues: And that ſtrangers ſhould not 
be duuen away from the place oz Countrey whereunto they doe come, 

Tf it were lo then, J demaund in what age, and by what Lawe is the ſame fozbidden 02 de⸗ 
nied ſince Foz who doubteth but that it is lawfull fo Chziſttans to vſe trade and traffike with 
Jnfidcls oz Sauages, carrying thither ſuch commodities as they want, & bzinging from thence 
ſome part of their plentie. | 

A thing ſo commonly and generally pyactiſed, boch in theſe our vayes, and in times paſt, 
beronde the memozie of man, both by Chiiſtiang and Jnfidels , that it needeth no further 

zoofe. ' 

F And foz as much as the vſe of trade and traffike (be it neuer ſo pjofitable) ought not to bet 
pꝛeferred befoꝛe the planting of Chziſtian fayth: I will therefoze ſomewhat entreate ofplanting 
(without which, Chyiſtian Religion can take no roote, be the Pzearhers neucr ſo careful and die 
ugent) which J meane to deuide in two ſoꝛtes. 


The principal The firſt, when Chꝛiſtians by the good liking and willing aſſent of the Sauages, are admit- 


ted by them to quiet poſſeſſion, 
The ſecond, when Chiiftians being vniuſtly repulſed, doe ſecke to attaine and mainteine the 
tight fox which they dor come, 


The firſt kinde And though in regarde ol the eftabliſhment of Chyiftian Religion, either of both mey ber 
vans. lawfully and tuſtly exerciſed: (Thereofmauy examples may be found , as well in the time of 


Moyſes and Joſua , and other Rulers befoze the birth of Chziſt , as of many vertuous Em- 
perours and Rings ſithence his incarnation :) pet doe J wiſh, that befoze che ſecond be put in 
pꝛactiſe, a pzoofe map be made of the firſt , ſauing that fo) their ſafetie as well againſt the Da- 
uages, as all other fozraigne enemies, they ſhould firſt well and ffrongly foztifie them ſelues: 
which being done, then by all fap2e ſpecches, e cuery other good meanes of perſwaſion to lecke 
to take away all occaſions of offence, 

As letting them co vnderſtand,howe they came not to their hurt, but foz their good, and to no 
other ende, but to dwell peaceablp amongſt them, and to trade and traffike with them foy their 
owne commoditie, without moleſting oz grieuing them any way, which mult not be done by 
woꝛdes onely but alſo bp deedes, 

Foz albeit, to maintaine right and repel iniurie, be a juſt cauſe of warre:yet muſt there hereof 
be heedefull care had, that whereas the Sauages be fearefull by nature, and fonde otherwile,the 
Chziſtians ſhould do their beſt endeuour to take away ſuch feare as may grow vnto them by rea 
ſou of their traunge apparel, Armour, and weapon, oz ſuch like, by quiet and peaceable con- 
nerſation, and letting them liue m ſecuritie, and keeping ameaſure of blamelcſſe defence, with 
as little diſcommoditie to the Dauages as may bee: foz this kinde of warre would be onely de⸗ 
fenſiue and not offenſiue. 

And queſtionles there is great hope & likelyhove that by this kind of meanes, we ſhouldbying 


to paſſe all effects to our deſred purpoſes: Conſidering that all creatures, by tonſtituion ol 


nature, are rend}ed mozetractable and eaſier wonne lo; all aſſayts, by courteſie andmiloneſle, 
— and therefoze being a pyinciple caught vs by natur all reaſon, ic is 
to be put in bre. 

Fo; albeit as pet the Chiiltians are not ſo thzoughly furniſhed with the perfectneſſe of their 
language, either to expꝛeſſe their mindes to them, oz againe to conceiue che Sanages intent: 
Pet foz the pꝛeſent oppoztumitie, ſuch pollicie may bet vſed by friendly ſignes, and courteous 
tokens towardes them, as the Sauages may eaſſty percetue,(were their ſences neuer ſo groſt) 
an aſſured friendſhip to bee offe ted them, and that they are encountered with ſuch a nation, 89 
haings them beneſite, commoditie, peace, tranquillity and ſafetie. To further this, and to accom 
pliſh it in deedes, there mult bee pꝛeſented vnto them gratis, ſome kindes of our pettie ire 
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chandiles aud rifles: As looking glalles, Beis, Beads, Bzacelets, Chaines,oz collers of Bews 
gle, Chyiſtall, Amber, Jer,o2 Glaſſe gc. Foz ſuch be the things, though to vs of ſmall value, pet 
accounted by them of high pꝛice and eſtunation: and ſooneſt will induce their Barbarcus nas 
tures to a liking and a mutual ſociety with vs. 

Pozeouer, it ſhal be requiſite, either by ſpeeche, if it be poſſible, either by ſome other cer⸗ 
caine meanes, to ſignifie vato them, that once league offriendſhip with all louing conucrlati- 
on, being admitted betwecne the Chuſttangand them:that then the Chyiſtians from thence fozth 
will alwayes bee ready with fozce of Armes co aſſiſt  vefenve them in their tuſt quarrels, from 
all inuaſions, ſpoyles and oppeſſions, offered them by any Tpzauncs, Aduerſarties, oz their 
next bozdercrs : and a benefic is ſo much the moge to be eſteemed, by howe much the perſon vp» 
on whome it is beſtowed Kandeth in necde thereof, 

Foz it appeareth by the relation of a countreman of ours, namely Dauid Ingram, (who tra⸗ 
uelled in thoſe countries xi.moneths and moze) That the Sauages generally foz the molt part, 
are at continuall warres with ther next adioyning neighbours, and eſpecially the Cannibals, 
being a cruel kinde of people, whoſe foode is mans fleſh, and haue teeth like dogges, and do pur⸗ 
ſue them wich rauenous mindes toeate their fleſh, and deuoure them. { 

Audit is not to be doubted, but that the Chziſhans map iu this caſe tuſtly and lawfully ax de 
the Sauages againſt the Canmbals, Oo that it is very likelie, that by this meancs we ſhall not 
onely mighte ly ſtirre and inflame their rude mindes gladly to embrace the louing company of 
the Chziſttans, pzoffering vnto then both commodities, ſuccour, and kindnes: But alſo by their 
franke conſents ſhall eaſily enioy ſuch compecent quantity of Lande, as euery wap ſhall be coz» 
reſpondent ta che Chiiſttans expectation, contentation, conſidering the great aboundance 
that they haue of Lande, and howe (mall account they make thereof, taking no other ſruites 
thereby then ſuch as che ground of it ſeife dooth naturally peelde, And thus much concerning 
the firſt ſozc of planting, which as J aſſuredly hope, ſo J moſt harceliepzap may take effect and 
place, 


But if after cheſe good and fayre meanes vled, the Sauages neuertheleſſe will not bee here 74, ſecond 
withall ſatiſſted, but barbarouſly will go about co pꝛac tiſe violence either in repelling the Chꝛi · kmde of plans 
ſans from cheir Pozts E ſafe landings oz in withſtanding chem afterwards to eniop che rights _ 


fo; which both painfully and lawfully they haue aduenturcd themſelues thither: 

Then in ſuch a caſe I holde it no bzeach of equitie foʒ the Chꝛiſtians co defende themſelues, 
topurſue reut ge with fozce,and to do whatſoever is neceſſarte foꝭ the attayning of their ſafety: 
Fo) it is allowable by al Lawes in ſucy diſtreſſes, to reſiſt violence with violence: And foz their 
moze ſecuritte co increaſe their ſtrength by building of fozces, foz auopding the extremitie of ins 
wrious dealing, 

Wlhercin if alſo they ſhal not be ſuffered in reaſonable quietnes to continue, there is no barre 
(as Iiudge) but that in ſtoute aſſemblies,the Chyiftians may iſſue out, and by ſtrong hand pur⸗ 
ſue their enemies, ſubdue them, take poſſeſſion of their Townes, Cities, oꝛ Uillages, (and in as 
noyding murtherous tyzanme) to vſe the Lawe of Armes, as in like caſe among all nations at 
this dap is vſed: and moſteſpectally to the ende they may with ſecuritie holde their lawfull pol 
ſeſſion, leaſt happily after the departure of the Chyiſtians, ſuch Sauages as haue bene conuer⸗ 
ted, hould afterwards though compulſion and enfozcement of their wicked Rulers,returne to 
their hoꝛrible idolatrie (as did the childzen of Jſrael, alter the deteaſe of Joſhua) and continue 
their wicked cuſtome of moſt vnnacurall ſacrificing of humane creatures, 

And in ſo doing, doubtleſſe the Chziſtians ſhall no whit at all tranſgreſſe the bonds of equitie 
n ciuilitie, foꝛ as much as in fozmer ages, (yea befoze the incarnation of Chiiſt) che like bach 
bene done by ſundzye Kings and Pzinces, Gouernours of che childzen of Jſrael : chiefly in 
reſpect to begin their planting, foz the eſtabliſhment of Gods woꝛde: as allo ſince the Matiuitie 
of Chziſt,mightie and puiſlant Emperours and Rings haue perfozmed the like, J ſap to plant, 
polleſſe, and ſibdue, Foz p2oofe whereof, I will alleadge pou examples of both kindes. 

 Wereade in the olde Teſtament, howe that after Noes flood was ceaſcd, reſtozation of man · 
kinde began onely of thoſe fcwe of Nocs childzen and familie as were by God pzeelected to be 
ſaued in the Arke with him, whoſe ſeede in p2occſſe of time, was multiplied co infinite numbers 
of nations, which in diuers ſoztes deuided chemſelues to ſundzy quarters of the earth, And foz» 
aſmuch as all their poſteritie being mightily encreaſed followed not the perfect life of Noe 
their pzedeceſſour, God choſe out of the multitude, a peculiar people to himſelfe, to whome al. 
ferwards being vnder che gouernement of Moiſes in Pount Spnay, hee made a graunt to in · 


bertte the Land of Canaan, called the land or ꝑomile, with all che other rich and fertile Coun- 
tries 
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tries uext adiopuing therunto, Neuercheleſle, befoze they came to poſſeſlion cherot, hauing bene 
—— =o many greeuous puniſhments and plagues foz their ſinnes they fell in diſpap)e to 

enioy the ſame, 

But beeing encouraged and comfozted by their Rulers, men of E 1d) they p2ocecdey, ar 
ming themſelues with all patience, co ſufter whatſocuer ic ſhould pleaſe God to ſende:and at lag 
CG to the lande, they were encountered with great numbers of ſtrong people and nughty 

ngs, 

Joſua 4. Notwichſtanding, Ioſua their leader repleniſhed with the ſpirite of God, being aſſured of 
the iuſtneſſevf his quarrell, gathered the chiele ſtrength of the childzen of Jſrael together, to the 
number of 40000, with whome he ſafely paſſed the huge river lordan, and hauing befoze ſcnt 

Joluas, pztuie ſpies fo2 the diſcouerie of the famous cittie Ierico, to vnderſtand the certaintie of the Citi⸗ 
zens eſtate, he fozthwith came thither,and enuironed it rounde about, with his whole power the 
(pace of ſeuen dayes, 

In which reſpite, perctiuing none ofthe Gentiles diſpoſcd to yeld oz call fo mercie, he then 
commanded (as God befoze had appointed) that both the citie Jericho ſhould be burned, yea and 
all the inhabitants, as well olde as young, wich all their catcell ſhoulde bee deſtroyed onelp 
excepted Rahab, her kindzedand familie, becauſe ſhe befoze had hid ſecretly the meſſengers of 
Ioſua, that were ſent thither as ſpies. As fo} all their golde, ſiluer, p2ecious ſtones, 0} veilels of 
bꝛaſſe, they were reſerued and conſecrated to the Loꝛds treaſurie, | 

Jolua 8. In like maner hee burned the citie Hay, flew the inhabitants thereof, and hanged vp their 
Ring, But foz ſo much as the Gebionites (fearing the like euent) ſent Ambaſſadeurs vnto lo- 
Jolua 9. ſua, to intreate fo} grace, fauour, & peace: he commanded chat all their lives ſhould be ſaued nd 
that they ſhould be admitted co the company of the childzen of Jſrael, Det vnderſtanding after: 
wards they wzought this by a pollicie,be vſed them as mudges to hewe wood & to carte water, 
and other neceſſaries foz his people. Thus began this valiant Captaine his conqueſt, which he 
Ng. u. 13. Purſued ueuer left til he had ſubdued all che Hethites, Amorites, Cananites, Pereſites, Heuites, 
and lebuties, with all their Pꝛintes and Rings, being thirtie and one in number, and diners o⸗ 
ther ſtrange nations, beſides whoſe lands # dominions he wholie deuided among Gods people. 

After that Ioſua was deceaſed, luda was conſtituted Lo2d ouer the Armie,who receiuing like 
charge from God purſued the pꝛoceedings of the holie captaine Ioſua, and vtterly vanquiſhed 
many Gentiles, Idolaters, and aduerfaries to the childzen of Jſrael, with all ſuch Rulers 03 

GT Kings, as withſtoode him, and namely Adonibezek, the mcſt cruell tyraunt: whoſe thombes 
und great toes, he cauſed to be cut off, fo2 ſo much as hee had done the like befoze vnto ſi uentit 
Kings, whome being his pꝛiſoners, he foꝛced to gather vp their victuals vnderneath his Table, 
In this God ſhewed his iuſtice to reuenge tyzanny, Wee reade likewiſe, that Gedeon a molt 
— puiſlant and noble warriour, ſo behaued himſelfe in following the wozthy acts of loſua & luda 
re 0 be that in ſhoꝛt time he not only deliuered the chilvzenof Iſtael from the hands of the multitude of 
one the fierce Madianites, but alſo ſubdued them, and their Tyzants, whoſe landes he cauſed Gods 
people to poſſeſſe and tnherice, 

J could recite diuers other places out of the Scripture, which aptly may be applicd hereun- 
to were it not I do endeuour my ſelfe by all meanes to be bꝛiefe. Now in like mancr will J al 
ledge ſome few of Jnductions out ofthe autenticall wzitings of the Eccleſiaſticall Piſtoziogras 
phers, all cending to the like argument. And firſt co begin with all, we doe reade: That after our 
Sauiour Jeſus Chzilt had ſuffered his paſſion, the Apoltles being inſpired with p holy ghoſt, 
and the knowledge of all traunge languages, did immediatly viſpearſe themſelues to ſundy 
partes of the woꝛld, to the pzeaching of the Goſpel.Yet not in ſo generall a maner. but that there 
remained ſome farre remote countries vnuiſited by them, among the which it is re pozted that 
India the great, called the vttermoſt India, as yet had teteiue d no light of the woꝛd. But it came 
to paſſe, that one Metrodorus, a verie learned and wiſe Phtloſopher in that age, being deſirous 
to ſearch out vnknowne landes, did firſt diſcouer the ſame, finding it wonderfull populous 
and rich, which vpon his returne being publiſhed, and fo? certaine vnderſtood,there was another 
graue Philoſopher of Tyrus called Meropius, being a ch)iſtian, who did reſolue himſelfe(folow- 
ing the example of Metrodotus) to trauaile thither, and in aſhozt time aſſiſted but with afewe, 
inaſinall Ueſſel arriuedthere,hauing in his company two young youthes, Ede ſius, and Fru- 
mentius, whome/being his ſchollers) hee had thoughly inſtructed, both in ibt rall Sciences 
andclyiſtian Religion. Nowe after that Peropius ſomewhile ſtaying there, had (as he thought) 
ſufficrent vnderſtanding of the Indians whole eſtate: e dermined to depart, and to bzing notutt 
thereof vnto the Emperour,whome he meant to exhoze to the conqueſt ofthe ſame, 


But 
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But by miſkoztune he was p2cuented,foz being in the middeſt of his courſe on the Sea home

And it is not tobe omitted, how that about two yeres paſt, certaine merchants of W. Palloties 
in France did hyꝛe a ſhippeout ofthe Jfland of Jerſey, to the endthat they would keepe that trade 
ſecretfrom they? count rexmen. and they would admit no mariner, other then the ſhip boy belon- 
ging to the laid ſhtppe. to go withthem, which ſhippe was about 70tunne ,' J do know the ſhippe

To conclude, this which is already ſain, may ſuffice any man of reaſonable diſpoſition, to ſerue 
fo} ataſte, vntill ſuch time as it ſhall pibat᷑ atrmighty God thyoughour owne induſtrit, to ſendvs 
better tidings. In the meane ſeaſon, Aman well affected to this journey, ſhall ſtand indoube 
of any matter of impoztance touching theſame, he may ſatiſſie himſelfe with the iudgement and 
liking of ſuch of good calling and credit, as art pzincipall dealers hetrin. Fo it is not neceſſary 
in this treatiſe, publikely to ſer forth the whole ſecrtts ol the voyage. 


The ſixt chapter ſheweth that the traffike and planting in thoſe countries, ſhall be yato the 
Sauages themſelues very beneficiall and gainefull. 


Ow to the end it may appeare, that this voyage is not vndertaken altogether 
fo2 the peculiar commodity of our ſelues, and our country (as generally other 
trades and tournies be) it ſhall fall out in pzooke, that the Sauages ſhall heerby 
haue tuſt cauſe to bleſſe the houre, when this enterpꝛiſe was vndertaken.

And may it not much encourage vs to hope foꝛ good ſucceſſein the countrey of theſt Sauages, 
being a naked kinde of people, voyd of the knowledge ot che diſcipline of warre, ſeeing that a no⸗ 
ble man. being but a ſubiect in this realme (in the time of our king Penrie the ſecond) by name 
Strangbowe, then earle of Chepſtow in South Wales,by himſelfe and his allies and aſſiſtants, 
at they owne pꝛoper charges, paſſed ouer into Ireland, and there made conqueſt ok the nom cou 
trey, and then kingdome of Lynelter, at which time it was very populous and ſtrong, which bi 
ſtozp our ownechzonicles do witneſſes And why ſhould we be diſmaped moe then were the Spa 
twyards, who haue beene able within theſe few yeeres to conquer, poſſeſſe and enioy ſo large a tract 
ok the earth, in the Teſt Indies, as is betweene the two troptkes of Cancer and Capricorne, 
notonely in the maine firme land of America, which is 47 degrees in latitude from South to 
North, and doth contame 2820 Engliſh miles at the leaſt, that the king of Spaine hath there in 
actuall poſſeſſion, beſides many goodly and rich Jflands, as Hiſpaniola,now calledS.Domingo, 
Cuba, Iamaica, andduersdther, which are both beautifull and full oftreaſure,not ſpeaking any

. 40co00 Tndians , The ſame Cortes with his ſaid number of Spanpards, tooke puſoner that 
mighty Emperour Mutezuma in his moſt chiefe and famous citie of Mexico, which at that in» 


ſtant had in it aboue the number of 5 00000 Judiansat the leaf, and in Hott time after obteined 


not onely the quiet poſſeſſion of the laid citie, but alſo of his whole Empire, 

And in like maner in the countrey of Peru, which the king of Spaine hath now in actuall pol⸗ 
ſeſſion, Franciſco Pyſarro, with the onely apd of Diego de Almagro, and Hernando Luche, be- 
ing all thꝛee but pꝛiuate genclemen,was the pzincipall perſon that firſt attempted viſcoueric and 
conqueſt of the large and rich countrey of Peru, which though the ayde of the almighey, he ought 
to paſſeand atchieued in the Tambo of Caſſiamalcha, (which is a large place of ground, enclo · 
ſed with walles) in which place he tooke the great and mightie pzince Attabalipa piſoncr, a 
midſt the number of 60000 Indians his ſubiects, which were euer befoze that day accounted to 
be a warlike kinde of people, which his great victozpit pleaſed God to grant vnto him in the verre 
of our Lozd God 153 3, henothaning in his company aboue the number of 210 Spanyarrs, 
whereof there were not paſt thꝛerſcoꝛe hozſſemen in all: after the taking of which pzince Actaba- 
lipa, he offered vnto Pyzarro fot his ranſome, to fill a great large hall full of golde and ſiluer, and 
ſuch golde and ſiluer veſſels as theythen vſed, euen as high as a man might reach with his _ 
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And the ſapd pzince cauſedt he ſame hall to be marked round about at the ſayd height, which raum | 
ſome Pyzarro grantedto acceyt, And after,whe as this mightie pꝛinte had ſent to his vallals and 
ſybiects to-bzing in gold aud ſiluet foz the filling of the hall, as afoꝛcſaid, as namely to the cities 02 
townes of Quito, Paciacama andCulco,as aiſo to the Caloa of Lima, in which towne as their 
owne waiters doe affitme, they found a largeaud faire houſe, all ſlated and coueted with gold: and 
when as the ſaid hall was not pet a quartet ful, a mutinie aroſe amongſt che S paniards. in which 
it was commonly giuen out, that the ſaid pzince had polittkely offered this great taunſome vnder 
petence to raiſe a much mote nucchtie power, whereby che Spaniards ſhould be taken, ſlain and 
querth2owen : whereupon they grewto this reſolution,to put the ſapd pꝛinte to death. aud to make 
partition of che golde and (iluer alreadie bzoughe in, which they pꝛeſently put in cxecution, And 
comming to make perfect Jnuentone of the ſame, as well foꝛ the emperour then king of Spaine, 
his lift part, as otherwiſe,there was found to be alreadie bought in into the ſa yd hall, the number 
of 132425. pound weight of ſiluer and in gold the number of 1828125. pezoes, which was a 
niches neuer befoze that noz ſince ſeene of any man together, of which there did appertaine to the 
emperour foz bis fift part of golde 365625, pezoes, and fox his fift part of ſiluer, 26485, pound 
waht, and to euery hoꝛſeman eight thouſand pezoes of gold, and oy. pound waichtof ſiluer, E- 
uer y ſouldiour had 45 50.pezocs of gold, and 280, pound waight of ſiluer, Euery captain had,ſome 
30000, ſome 20000, peʒoes of gold and of ſiluer, p2opo2tionally anſwerabie to their degrees and 
calling, accopding to the rate agreedvpon amongſt them, 

Francis Pizarro as their generall,acrozding to his degree and calling pꝛopoꝛtionally, had moze | 
then any of the reſt, ouer and beſives the maſlte table of gold which Attabalipa had in his Litter, | 
which waighed 2 5000,pezoes of golde: neuer was there befoze that day ſouldiours ſo rich in ſo f 
ſmall a time, and with ſo litle daunger. And in this iourney foz want of iron, they did ſhooc their | 
hozſes, ſome with golde, and ſome with ſiluer. This is to bee ſeene in the generall hiſtozie of the | 
Weſt Indies, where as the doings ol Pizarro,# the conqueſt of Peru is moze at large ſet fooꝛth. 

Tothis may J adde the great diſcoueries and conqueſts which the pzincesof Poztiagall haue ? 
made round about the Wieſt the South, and the Eaſt partes of Affrica, and alſo at Calicute, aud 504 
in the Eaſt Indies, and in America, at Bzaſile and elſe where in ſundz y Jſlands,in fozcifipng,peo- | 
pling andplanting all along the ſaid coaſtes and Jſlands, euer as they diſcouered, which being 
rightly weied and conſidered, doeth miniſter tuſtcauſe of incouragement to our countrymen, not 
to account it ſo hard and difficult a thing fo) the ſubietts of this noble realme of England, to diſco: 
uer people, plant and polſeſſe the like goodly lands and rich countries not fatre from vs, but neere 
adiotuing and offering it ſelle vnto vs (as is afozeſaid) which haue neuer yet heretofoze, bene in 
the actuall poſſeſſion of any other Chiſtian pzince,then the pyinces of this realme. All which (as 
Ithinke) ould litle animate and encourage vs to looke out and to aduenture abꝛoad, vi | 
derſtanding what Mie countries and I ſlands the Poꝛtingals wich their ſmall number haue 51 
within theſe few yeeres diſcouered, peopled and planted, ſome part whereof J haue thought it not 
amiſſe, byiefly in particular to name boch the townes, countries and J ſlands, ſo neere as J could 
vpon the ſudden call them ta remembꝛance: fox the reſt J doe referre the Reader to the hiſtozies, 
where moꝛe at large the ſame is to be ſcene. Firſt, they did winne and ton quere from the princes 
ol Barbarie the Jfland of Geiſera andtowne of Arz illa, not paſt 1 40. mile diſtant from their Me. 
tropolitane & chiefe citie of Feſſe: and after that they wonne alſo from the ſaid pꝛincts the towne a 
of Tangier, Seuta, Mazigam, Azamore,and Azaffie, all alongſtthe Sea coaſts.

J doe greatly doubt leaſt I ſeeme ouertedious in the recitall ofthe particular diſcoueries and 
conqueſts ofthe Eaſtand TUeft Jndies, wherein J was the moze bold to vrge the patience of the 
Readcr,tothe end it might moſt ma..ifeſf{y and at large appeare,to all ſuch as are not acquainted 
with the hiſtozies, how the king of Poztingal, whole count rey foz popularitie and number of peo: 
ple, is ſcarce comparable to ſome thzee ſhires of England, and the king of Spatne tikewiſe, 
whoſe naturall countrep doeth not greatly abound with people, both which puntes by meanes of 
their diltoueries within leſſe then 90, yeeres paſt, haue as it appeareth both mightily andmaruv 
{ouſly enlargedtherr territozies and dominions thzough their owne induſtrie by the aſſiſtance of 
the omnipotent, whoſe aide we ſhall not need to donbe,ſeeing the cauſe and quarell which we take 
in hand tendeth to his honour and glozp,by the enlargement ofthe Chaiftian faith.

uaunts, who thought themſelue s ſafe enough from overly puniſhment, it coſt the companic a 
boue foure \koze thouſand pounds, befoze it could bee bzoughe to any profitable reckoning, And 
now that after ſo long a patience and ſo great a burthen of expences, the ſame began to frame ta 
ſome good courſe aud commoditie : It falleth to very tickliſd termes, and to as ſlender likelphooy 
of any further goodneſſe as any other trade that may be named. | 

Fozfirſtthe effate of thoſe tountreys and the Emperours vealings,are things moze fickle then 


art byeuerp body vnderſtood. 


Next,the Dutchmt are there ſo crept in, as they daily augment their trade thither which may 
well confirme that vncertaintie ofthe Emperoꝛs diſpoſition to keepe promiſe with our nation,

But as it is a very little time, ſince I haue bene thzoughly reſolued, to trie my foztune in the 
matter, ſo is it moꝛe then time, the pꝛepatation were in hande already, and therefoze no ſitte time 
nowe, to make aup nomber of ignoꝛant men to vnderſtande with reaſon,the circumſtance that be» 
longech to a matter of ſo great couſideratton and impoxtance, 

Tothole who haue any foꝛ warde mindes in well doing to the generalitie of mankiude, J ſap 
this much moze, that Chaiſtian charitie doeth as greatly perſwade the furtherance ofthis actt- 
n. as an y other chat may bee layed befoze vs, in as much as thereby, wee ſhall not one ly doe a 
molt excellent wozke, in reſpect of reducing the ſauage people to Chiiſtianitie and ciuilitie, 
but alſo in reſpect of our poche ſozt of people, which are very many amongſt vs, liuing altogether 

and oftentimes to the great diſquiet ofthe better ſoxt, Fo who knoweth not,howe 

bythe long peace, happie health, and bleſſed plentifulneſſe, where with God hath endued this 

Realme, that the people is ſo mightily encreaſed, as a great nomber being bꝛought vp, during 

their youth tu their parents houſes, without any inſtruction howe to get their liuing s, after their 

deceaſe , are dzfuen to ſome neceſſitie , whereby very often, ko want of better educa» 

tion they fall int0ſundzy diſozders, and ſo the good ſozt of people, as I ſapde befoze,are by them 

dinartly croubled, and chemſelues ledde on, to one ſhamefull ende 0 other,. whereas if there 

might bee founde ſome ſuch kinde of imployment, as this · woulde bee, no doubt but a greater 

part of them would bee withhe lde, from falling into ſuch vile deedes : and in ſteade thereof, pzoue 
greatly ſeruiceable in thoſe affaires, where they might be ſo imployed. 

This I ſpeake of mine owne experience, having ſeene diuers come ouer to the warres ofthe 
lowe Conntrets, during my reſidence in the ſame, who here had bene very euill and idle liners, 
md by ſome litle continuance with vs, haue growen to be very induſtrious in their facultie,which 
Jcan aſſure you, was a mote painefull maner of liuing, then in this action is like to fall out. and 
withall to a purpoſe of farre leſſe valew,in reſpect ol their particuler recompence chen with an af 
ſured kinde of good hope is looked fot in this. 

Thus vou ſee in euery point, that may bee wiſhed foz, in a good action and voyage, there is 
matter and reaſon pnough to ſatiſſie the well diſpoſed, But nowe to growe ſomewhatnee- 
tet the quicke, and to ſhe we pou ſome greater apparaunce, then hach bene pet ſpoken of tou. 
ching the trade which is the onely ſubiect wherewith J doe meane to entermeddle at this time, 
decauſe my addꝛeſſe hereby is chiefly to men of ſuch like facultie: pou may vnderſtande by that 
—— the circumſt nce of a little diſcourſe, which doeth concerne theſe matters 

directly, 

Jn the peere r 5 ; 4. Iames Carthicr of S. Malo, made his firſt diſcouerie of thoſe partes of 
Ametica, which lye to the Weſtwardes, and as it were on the backeſive of Newfound land, Jn 
which voyage his pyincipall intention was to ſeeke out the paſſage, which hee preſumed might 
haue bene founde out. inta che Eaſt Indian ſea. atherwiſe called the paſſage to Cathayo, but this 
dert he went no higher then the Illande ofthe Aſſumption in the great bay ol S. Laurence, and ſo

next yeere following hee went with greater pꝛouiſion into the Grand bay againe, 
where hee keeping the Noꝛtherly ſhoare, ranne vp the great Riuer that comes downe from Ca- 
nada andother places, vntill at laſt with his ſmall pinnaſſes, ( hauing left his great ſhipping 
dy the way, hee arriued at Hochelaga towne, being thzee hundꝛeth leagues within the entrance 
ofthe Grand bay, In which tratafle hee had ſpent ſo much of the yeere, that it was nowe 
the moneth of October, and therefoze thought it conuenient,. fon the better enfoxming himſelfe 
elarge in chisdiſcouerie, to Winter it out in thoſe partes, which hee did at a place called by 
limſelfe Holy Croſſe. This Winter fell out to be a very long and hard winter, as many times 
he like happeneth with vs in theſe n 
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The yeere 
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make but a ſlender kinde ol pꝛouiſion, euen as it were from hande to mouth fell into ſome ſcare, | 


tie of victuals; pet did they not refuſe to ſerue the Frenchmen, with anything they had allthe 
Hinter long, albeit at ſomewhat higher pꝛices towardes the ende, when the neede was mol 
as with our ſelues the like happeneth at ſuch times, . 

But when the French had had their wantes ſerued all the yeere,andthat as yet they ſawe not 
any apparance ok their entended matter, which was the diſcouerie ofthe paſſage,# yet imagining 
by che ſignes where with the willing people, endeuoured to declare their knowledge in that point 
that ſome good matter might bee bad krom them, if they might haue bene well vnderlloode they 
reſolued with themſelues, to take ſome ofthe ſufficienteſt men of that Countrey home into 
Fraunce, and there to keepe them ſo long, as that hauing once atchieued the Frenche tongue, 
they might declare moze ſubſtantially their minde, and knowledge in the ſayde paſſage, conclu⸗ 
ding this to be the meane of leaſt charge ot leaſt trauaile, and of leaſt hazard, 

And when they came to bethinke themſelues, who might bee meeteſt foy it, they determined to 
take the King, as the perſon who might be beſt enfourmev of ſuch partes, as were ſome what re⸗ 
mote from his owne Countrey, as allo that fox the reſpect of him the people would ber alwayes 
readie,and content to doe them any further ſeruice, when it ſhould happen them to returne thither 
againe about the diſcouerie. 

Thus the pooꝛe king ofthe Countrey, with two oꝛ thꝛee others of his chiefe companions com⸗ 
ming aboarde the Frenche ſhippes, being required thither to a banquet, was traitercuſiy caried 
awap into France, where hee liued foure yeeres, and then died a Chaiſtian there, as Theuct the 
French kings Coſmographer docth make mention, This outrage andininrious dealing, din 
put the whole Countrey people into ſuch diſlike with the French, as neuer ſince they would ad. 
mit any conuerſation, o2 familiaritie with them,vntill of late peeres che olde matter beginning to 
growe out of minde, and being the rather dꝛawen on by giftes of many trifling thinges, which 
were of great value with them, they are (as J (aide) within theſe two oꝛ ther peeres content 
againe to admit a traſique, which two peeres ſince, was begoune wich a ſmall barke of thirtie 
tunnes, whoſe returne was founde ſo pꝛoſttable. as the next peere following, being the laſt peers, 
by thoſe Marchants, who meant to haue kept the trade ſecret vnto theniſelues, from any others 


ot their owne Countrey men, there was hired a ſhippe of foure ſcoze tunnes out of the Ille of ler- 


ſey, but not any one Mariner of that place, ſauing a ſiipboy, This ſhippe made her teturne in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, as that this yeere they haue multiplied thꝛee ſhippes, to wit, one of nine ſcoze tumes an 
other of an hundzeth tunnes, and a thirde of foure ſcoze tunnes: which repoꝛt is giuen by very 


ſubſtantiall and honeſt men of Plimmouth, who ſawe the ſaide ſhippes in readineſſe to depatt on 


their voyage, and were abooꝛd of ſome of them. 
Herd is at this inſtant in the towne a man of Gerneſey, Lewis de Vicke, whoreporteth to haut 


dꝛeth fo cuerpone hundꝛeth: But howe ſoeuer it be, it carieth good like lyhoode of ſome notable 
pꝛolite, in aſmuch as they doe ſo greatly, and thus ſuddenlyencreaſe the burthen and nomber of 
their ſhippes this pꝛeſent peere, 


Nove if in ſo lit le as two yeeres timts this vopage of the Nuntherne partes ber growneto 


ſuch good paſſe as hath bene declared vnto vou: it is woꝛth the thinking on to conſider what may 
be hoped foꝛ, from the Southerne part: which in all reaſon may pzomiſe a great deale moꝛc. And 
ſo as one who was neuer touched with any indirect meaning, J p2eſume to wiſh and perſwade 


you to ſome better taking of this matter to heart,as a thing which J doe verelp thinke willturne 
to your greater and mo2e aſſured commoditie, then you receiue by any other vopage, as yet fre ⸗ 


quented of ſo ſhoꝛt and ſafe a courſe as this hath : dealing herein no otherwiſe with you foz your 
ſeucrall ſmall ſummes, then J doe with my lelfe, both foz moze of mine ane, then is requiredof 
any one of you: beſides the hazard and trauaile of my perſon, and the totall imployment ol my 
pooꝛe credite, which (I thanke God)hath hitherto paſſed cleare and vnſpotted in matters of gre® 
ter impoꝛtance and defficultre, then is like to fall out in this betweene you and me.

date hereof, atcoꝛding to ſuch ſtatutes, lawes and oꝛdinancts, as ſhall bee by bim the ſatde Walter 
Rale gh his heires and aſlignes, and eueryo2 any of them deuiſed, oz eſtabliſhed, foꝛ the better go- 
utrnement of the ſaid people as afozeſaid, So alwapes as the ſaid tatutes,lawes,and ozdinanceg 
map be as neere as conmentencly may be, agreeable to the foꝛme of the lawes,Ntacuces, couerne- 
ment, oz pollicie of England, and alſo ſo as they be not againſt the true Chuiſtian faith,nowe pzo- 
feſſed in the Church of England, no} in any wiſc to withdzawe any of the ſubiects oz people of 
thoſe landes o2 places from the allegtance of vs, our heires and ſucceſſours, as their ummediate 
Soueraiqne vnder God, 

And further, wee doe by theſe peſents fo2 vs, our heires and ſucceſſoꝛs, giue and graumt full 
power and authozitte to our truſtie and welbelcued counſailer ſir William Cicill knight, Lowe 
Burghley,our high Treaſourer of Eng land, and to the Lozde Treaſourer of England n vs, our 
heires and ſi koꝛ the time being, and to the pꝛiuie Counſell, of vs, our heires and ſucceſ- 
ſours,02 any foure 02 moꝛe of them foz the time being. that hee, they. oz any foureo2 moze ofthem, 
ſhall and map from time to time, and at all times hereafter, vnder his o2 their handes oz ſcales by 
vertue oftheſe pꝛeſents, authoziſe and licence the ſaide Walter Ralegh, his and aſſignes, 
and euerp 02 an ot them by him, and by themſelues, oz by their, oz any of their ſufficient Atcur- 
neis, deputies, officers, miniſters, factozs, and ſeruancs, to imbarke and tranſpozt out of our 
Realme of England and Jreland, and the Dominions thereof all, oz any of his, 02 their goods, 
and all oꝛ any the goods of his and their aſſociats and companies, and euery q; any of them, with 
ſuch other neceſſaries and commodities of any our Realmes, as to the ſaideLode Treaſoutet ci 
foure 02 more of the pꝛiuie Counſaile,ofvs,our heires and ſucceſſo2sfoy the time being (as afoze» 
ſatde ) halbe from time to time by his oꝛ their wiſdomes, oꝛ diſcretions thought meete and con. 
uenient, fo the better reliefe and ſuppoꝛtation of him rhe ſaive Walter Ralegh , his heires, and 
aſſignes, and euery 02 any ofthem, and of his oꝛ theit oꝝ any of their aſſociats and companies, any 
acte, ſtatute, la we, o other thing to the contrary in any wiſe notwichſtanding. 1 

Pꝛouided al wayes, and our will and pleaſure is, and wee doe hereby declare to all Chuiſtian 
kings, pzinces and ſtates, that if che ſaide Walter Rale gh, his heires oz aſſignes, oz any of them, 
o2 any other bytheit licence oz appointment, ſhall at any time oz times hereafter, robbe oz ſpoile 
by ſea 02 by lande, 62 doe any acte of vniuſt oz vulawfull hoſtilitie, to any of the ſubietts ol vs, 
our heires 02 ſuccefſo2s, oʒ to any of the ſubtects of any the Kings, Pzinces, Rulers, Gouernozs, 
q; eſtates, being then in perfect league and amitie with vs. out heires and ſucceſſozs,and that vpou 
ſuch iniurie. oz vpon iuſt complaint of any ſuch Pyzince, Ruler, Gouernour oz eſtate, oz their ſub- 
tects, wee, our heires and ſucceſſours, ſhall make open pzoclamation within any the poztes ofour 
Realme of Eng land that the ſaide Walter Ralegh, his hetres and adherents,0z any

not expꝛeſſed. ; any other grant, odinance, pꝛouiſion, pzoclamation, 02 reſtraint to the contrarye 
thercof, befoze this time, giuen,ozdained,o2 pzouided, oz any other thing, cauſe. o matter whatſoe · 
reer in any wiſe nocwithſtanding.Jn witnes whereof, we haue cauſed theſe our letters tobe made

The firſt voyage made to the coaſtes of America, with two 
barkes wherem were ( aptaines Maſter Philip Amadas,and Ma- 


ſter Arthur Barlowe, who diſcoueted part of the Countrey,now called Vir» 
ginia,Anno 1584: Written by one of the ſaid Capraines, and ſent to 

„ fir Walter Raleigh, knight, at whole charge, and direction, 

the ſaid voyage was ſet foorth,

He 27, day ot Apzill,inthe yeere ofourredemption, 15 84. we departed the wel 
of England, with two barkes, well furniſhed with men and victuals, hauing re- 
cepued our laſt, and perfect directions by your letters, confirming the fozmer in- 
ſtructions,and commandements deliuered by pour ſelfe at our leauing che riuer 
of Thames, And J thinke it a matter both vaneceſſarie,foz the manifeſt viſcoue- 
tie of the Countrep,as al ſo foz tediouſues ſake, to remember vnto you the diur⸗ 
na{l of out courſe,ſailing chither,and returning : onely J haue pzeſumed to pꝛeſent vnto you this 
bitefe dilcourſe. by which you may iudge how pꝛolitable this land is likely toſucceede, as well to 
pour ſelfe,(by Hole direction and charge, and by whoſe ſernantsthis our diſcouerie hath beene 
perfozmed) as alſo to her Highnes,and the Common wealth, in which we hope your wiſedome 
will be ſaciſfied, conſidering, that as much by vs hath bene bzoughe to light, as by thoſe ſmall 
meanes,auduumber of men we had could any way haue bene expected,o2 hoped fo). 

The tenth ol May. we arriued at the Canaries, and the teuth of June in this pꝛeſent yeere, we 
were fallen with the Illands of the TUefk Indies, keeping a moꝛe ſoutheaſterly courſe then was 
needefull,becauſe we doubted that the current ofthe Baye of Mexico, diſbagging betweene the 
Cape of Florida, and the Hauana,had bene of greater foxce then afterwards we ſound it to be. At 
which Jſlands we found the aire very vawholſome, and our men gre due fo: the moſt part ill dil 
poſed: ſo that hauing refreſhed our ſelues with werte water, and freſhvictuall, we departed the 
twelfth vaye after our arriuall there. Theſe Jſlands , with che reſt adio yning, are ſo well 
knowen to pour ſelfe, and to many others, as J will not trouble you, with the remembzance of 


them, 

The ſecond ol Julp,we foundſhole water, which ſmelt ſo ſweetely ,and was ſo ſtrong a ſmell,as 
| if we had bene in the midſt of ſome delicate garden,abounding with all kinde of odoziferous flow 
et, by which we were aſſured that che land could not be farre diſtant: and keeping good watch, 
m bearing but llacke ſaile, the fourthof the ſame moneth, we arrmed vponthe coaſt, which we 
5 ſuppoſed to be a continent, and firme lande, and wee ſailed along the ſame,a hundꝛed and twentie 
Engliſh miles, befoze we could finde any entrance, o tiuer, iſſuing into the Sea, The firſt that 
appeared vnto vs, we entred, though nat without ſome difficultie, aud caſt anker about thyee har 
quebuſhot within the hauens mouth, on the left haude ol the ſame : andafter thankes giuen to 
God lo; our ſafe arriuall thither, we mannedour boates, and went to viewe the lande next adiov- , 
ning, and tu take poſſeſſionof the ſame, in the right of the Queenes molt excellent Pateſtie, dne r 
as righefull Queene, andPzinceſle of the ſame, and after delluered the ſame ouer to pour vſe, 
acco2ding to her Paieſties grant, and letters patents, vnder her Highnes great Seale. Which 
being ding to the ceremonies vſed in ſuch enterpyiſes, wee viewed the lande a⸗ 
bout vs, being whereas we firſt landed, very ſandie, and lo we towards the water ſide , but ſo full 
of grapes, as the very beating, and ſurge of the Sea ouerflowed chem, of which we founde ſuch 
plentie, as well there, as in all places elſe. both on the ſande, and onthe greene ſoile on the hils, 
ain the plaines, as well on euery little ſhzubbe, as alſo climing towardes the toppes of the high 
Cedars. ——— like aboundante is not to be founde: and myſelfeha- 
— of Europe that moſt abound, finde ſuch difference, as wert incredible to 
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elke mperſon was atour being there ſe wounded, in a fight which 


Ac palled from the Sea live, towardes thetoppcs of tholehils next adiopuing, being but of 
meane heigth, and ſromthence wee behelde the Sea on both ſides to the $2oxth, and to the 
South, finding vo ende any of both wates, This lande laye ſtretchmg itſelfe to the Teſt, which 
after wee fornde to be but an Illand ok twentie leagues long, and not aboue ſire miles byoate, 
Under the banke 02 hill, whereon we ſtoode, we behelde the vallies repleniſhed with goodly Ce-. 
dar trees, and hauing diſcharged our harquebuſhor, ſuch a flocke of Cranes (the moſt part white ) 
aroſe vnder vs, wich ſuch acrye redoubledby many Ecchoe s, as if an armie of men had ſhowted 
all together. 

This Jſlaud had many goodly woods, and full of Deere, Conies, Hares, and Fowle, cuen 


in the middeſt of Summer, in incredible aboundance. The woods are not ſuch as you fade in 


ohemia, Moſcouia, 02 Hyrcania, barren, and ftuitleſle, but the higheſt, and reddeſt Cedars ol 
che woꝛld. karre betteriug the Cedarsof the Agores, of the Indias, oxpf Lybanus, Ppnes, Cp- 
p2es, Saſſaphzas,the Lentiſk,o2 the tree that bearcththe Paſkickethe tree that bearcth the rinde 
of blacke Sinamon, of which Baſter Winter bzought from the Sereights of Magellane, and 
many other of excellent ſmell. and qualitie . We remained by the ſid? of this Iſland two whole 
dates, befoze we ſawe auy people of the Countrep : the third dape we eſpied one ſmall boats rows 
ing towards vs, hauing in it thꝛee perſons : this boate came to the landes ſive, foure harquebuſhoc 
from our ſhippes, and there two of the people remaining. che thirde came along the ſhoare ſive to- 
wards vs, and we being then all within boozd, he walked vp and downe vppon the point of the 
lande next vnto vs: then the aſter, and the Pilot of the A dmirall. Simon Ferdinando and the 
Captaine Philip Amadas, my ſelfe,and others, towed to the lande, whoſe comming this fellowe 
attended, neuer making any ſhe we of feare, o2 doubt. And aſter he had ſpoken of many things 
not vnderſtoode by vs, we bzought him with his owne good liking, abo the ſhippes , and gaue 
him a ſhirt, a hatte, aud ſome other things, and made him taſte of our wine, and our meate, which 
he liked very well: and after hauing viewed both barkcs, he departed, and went to his owne 
boate againe. which hee had left in a little Coue,o2 Creeke adioyning: s be was two 
bowe ſhoote into the water, hee fell to fiſhing, and in leſte then halle an howze, hee had laden his 
boate as deepe, as it could ſwimme, with which he came againe to the point of the lande, and 


there he deuided his fiſhe into —_—_ pointing one part to the ſhippe, andthe other tothe Pin · 
neſſe: which after he had (as as he might, )requited the fozmer benefics receaued, he depar- 
ted out ok our ſight. 


The next dap there came vnto vs diuers boates, and in one of them the Rings bꝛother, actom⸗ 
panied with foztie oꝛ fiftie men, very handſome, and goodly people, and in their behauiour as 
mannerlp, and ctuill,as anyof Europe. His name was Granganimeo, and the King is called 
Wingina, the Countrey Wingandacoa , (and nowe by her Paieſtie,Virginia,) the manner ol 
bis comming was in this ſoꝛte: hee left his boates altogether, asthe firſt man did a little from 
the ſhippes by the ſhoare, and came along to the place ouer againſt the ſhippes, followed with 
loꝛtie men, When hee came to the place, his ſeruants ſpꝛead a long matte vppon the grounde, 
on which he ſate downe, and at the other ende of the matte, foure others of his companie did 
the like: the reſt of his men ſtoode round about him, ſomewhat a farre off: when wee came 
to the ſhoare to him with our weapons, he neuer mooued from his place, no2 any of the other 
foure, noz neuer miſtruſted any harme to be offered from vs, but fitting Mffl , he beckoned vs 
to come, and ſitte by him, which wee perfourmed : and beeing ſette, hee makes all ſignesof 
toy, and welcome, ſtriking on his head, and his breaſt, and aſterwardes onours, to ſhewe we 
were all one, (miling,and making ſhewe the beſt hee could, of all loue, and familiaritie . Af- 
ter hee had made a long ſpeech vnto vs, wee pꝛeſented him with diners thinges , which hee 
receaued very toyfully,and chankefully, None of hiscompanye durſt to ſpeake one onde all 
r the other ende, ſpake one in the others eare very 


v. ; 
The King is greatly obeyed, and his brothers, and childjzen reverence : the Ring him» 
he had with the Ring 
of the next Countrey, called Wingina, and was ſhotce in two places though the bodye, and 
once cleane cthozough the thigh, but yet he recouered: by whereof, and fo? that her layt 
U at 


After wee bad pyeſented this bis bother, with ſuch things as we choughbt 
wiſe gaue ſomewhat to the other that ſate with him on che matte: but pieſiely he aroſe, 
aud put i uro his owne baſket, making Cignes and cokens, tha 
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zl things ought to be delivered vnto him, and the reſt were but his ſeruant s, aud followers. 4 
daye 02 two after this, we fell to trading with them, exchanging ſome thinges that we had fo 
Chammoys, Buffe, and Deere ſkinnes: when we ſhe wed him all our packet or merchandize,of all 
things that he law, a bꝛight tinne diſhe moſt pleaſed him, which he pꝛeſently cooke vp. clapt it be: 
foe his breaft,4 after made a hole in the bzimme thereof, hung it about his necke,making lignes, 
that it would defende him agatuſt his enemies arrowes : foz thoſe people matntaine a deavlic and 
terrible warre, with the people and Ring adio yning. TAe exchanged our tinne diſhe fo2 twentie 
ſkinnes, wooꝛth twentie Crownes, a twentie Nobles : and a copper kettle fo? fiftie ſkinnes, 
wooth fiftie Crownes, They offered vs very good exchange fo} our hatchets, and ares, and foz 
kniues,and would haue giuen any thing fo [wo2des : but we would not depart with any, Atter 
(wo 02 thzee dates, the Rings bzother came aboozd the ſhippes, and dzanke wine, and ate of our 
meate,and of our bzead,and liked exceedingly chereof: andafter a few dates ouerpaſſed, he ought 
his wife with him to the hippes,his daughter, and two oz three litt le childꝛen: his wife was very 


7 wellfauoured,of meane ſtature, and very baſhfull : ſhe had on her backe a long cloke of leather, 


with the furre ſive next to her bodie, and befoze her a perce of the ſame: about her foꝛchead, ſhe 


had a bzoad bande of white Cozrall, and ſo had her huſband many times: in her cares ſhe had 


hace lets of pearles, hauging downe to her middle, (whereof we deliuered your Tozſhip a lit le 
hacelet) and thoſe were of the bignes of good peaſe, The reſt of her women of che better ſo2te, 
had peuvants of copper hanging in eueryeare , and ſome of che childzen of the Rings bzother, 
and other Noble men, haue ſiue oz ſire in every eare: he himſelfc had vpon his head, a bzoad plate 
of golde, 02 copper, fo being vupoliſhed, we knew not what mettall it ſhould be, neither would 
he by any meanes ſuffer vs to take it off his head, but feeling it, it would bowe very eaſily. His ap: 
parell was as his wiues,onely the women weare their hatre long on both ſides , andthe men but 
on one. They are of colour yellowiſh , and their haire blacke fo the moſt, and pet we ſawe chil- 
nen that had very fine aburne. and cheſtnut colour haire, 

After that theſe women had bene there, there came downe from all parts great ſtore of people, 
biinging with them leather. coꝛrall. diuers kindes of dies very extellent, and exchanged with ys: 
but when Granganimeo,the kings bꝛother was pꝛeſent, none durſt to trade but himſe lle, except 
ſach as weare redde peeces of copper on their heades,like himſelfe : for that is the difference be: 
tweene the Noble men, and Gouernours of Countries, and the meaner ſozt , And we both no⸗ 
ted there, and you haue vnderſtood ſince by theſe men, which we bzonghe home, that no people in 
the wozlve carry monte reſpect to their Ring, Nobilitie, and Gouernours, then theſe doe, The 
Rings bꝛothers wife, when ſhe came to vs, as ſhe did many times, ſhee was followed with foytie 
ozfiftie women al wales: and when ſhe came into the ſhippe, ſhe left them all on lande, ſauing her 


mm daughters, her nurce, and one oz two moze , The Rings bꝛother alwaies kept this oder, 


is many boates as he would come withall to the ſhippes, ſo many fires would he make on the 
ſhoare a farre off, to the ende wee might vuderſtand with what ſtrength, and compante he appzo» 
ched, Their boates are made of one tree, either of Pine, 02 of Pitch trees: a wood not commonly 
knowen to our people, no2 found growing in England. They haue no edge tooles to make them 
withall : if they haue any, they are very fewe, andthoſe it ſeemes they hadt wentie peeres ſince, 
which as thoſe two men declared, was out of a macke which happened vpon their coaſt of ſome 
Chiiſtian ſhippe, being beaten that way by ſome ſtoꝛme, and outragious weather, whereof none 
of the people were laued, but onelp the ſhippe, o2 ſome part of her, being caſt vpon the ſande, out 
of whoſe ſides they ewe thenatles, and ſpikes, and with thoſe they made their beſt inſtruments. 


Their manner of making their boates,is this: they burne downe ſome great tree, oz take ſuch as 


are winde fallen, and putting myzrhe, and roſen vpon one ſide thereof, they ſette fire into it, and 
when it hath burut it hollo we, they cutte out the coale wich their ſhels, and euer where they would 
burne it deeper oz wider, chey laye on their gummes. which burneth away the timber, and by this 
mtanes they faſhion very fine boates, and ſuch as will tranſpoꝛt twentie men. Their oares are 
ike ſcoopes , and many times they ſette with long poles, as the depth ſerueth. 

The Rings bꝛother had great liking of our armour, a \wozde, and diuers other things, which 
we had: and offered to laye a great boge of pearle in gage fo2 them: but wee refuſed it fox this 
time, becauſe we would not make them knowe, that wee eſteemed thereof, vntill we had vnder⸗ 
ſtoode in what places of the Countrey the pearle grewe: which nowe pour Wozſhippe doth ve⸗ 
ty well vnderſtand. 

De was very tuſkof his promiſe : fo many times wer de liuered him merchandize vppon his 
unde, but euer he came within the daye, and perfoꝛmed his pzomiſe. Hee ſent vs euerp dape a 
bzaſe 02 twa of fette Buckes, Conies, ares, Fiſhe, the belt of the wozlde, Þee ſent 9 — 

des 
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kindes ot fruites, Melons, Walnuts , Cucumbers , Gourdes, Peale , and diuers rootes, ad. 


fruites very excellent good, and of their Countrey come, which is very white, faire, and welltz. 
ſte, and groweth thꝛee times wfrue moneths: in ape they ſowe, in July they reape tin June 
they ſo we. in auguſt they reape : in July they ſo we, in September they reape: onely they ce(; 
the coꝛne into the ground, bꝛeaking a little or the ſoft turfe with a woodden matcocke, oz pickeaxt: 
our ſelues pꝛoouedthe ſoile, and put ſome of our Neale into che ground, and in tenne daies they 
were of tourcteene pnches high: they haue alſo Beanes very faire, of divers colours, and won 
dertull plentie: ſome growing naturally,and ſome in their gardens, and ſo haue they both wheat 
and oates. 

The ſoile is the moſt plentifull. ſweere, fruicfull, and wholſome of all the woꝛld: there are a: 
boue foureteene ſeuerall ſweete ſmelling timber trees, and the moſt part of their ynderwoods 
are Bayes, andſuchlike : they haue thoſe Okes that we haue, but farre greater, and better, Al. 
ter they had bene diuers times abooꝛd out ſhippes, my ſelfe, with ſeuen moze, went twentie mile 
into the River, that runneth toward the Citie of Skicoake , which Riuer they call Occam: and 
the euening following, we came to an Illand, which they call Roanoak, diſtant from the har, 
bour by which we entred, ſeuen leagues: and at the Nozth ende thereof, was a village of nine 
houſes, built of Cedar, and foztified round about with ſharpe trees, tokeepe out thcir enemies 
and the entrance into it made like aturne pike very artificially : when we came towards it, ſtan» 
ding neere vntothe waters ſide, the wife of Grangyno, the Rings bjother, came tunning out to 
meete vs very cheerefully, aud friendly, her huſbaud was uot then in the village: ſome of her peo» 
ple ſhecommanded to dzawe our boate on the ſhoare, fo2 the beating of the billoe: others thee ap. 
pornted to carry vs on their backes to the dzp ground, and others to bzing our oares into the 
houſe, foꝛ feare ot ſtealing, When we were come into tie vtter roome , hauing fiue roomes in 
her houſe, ſhe cauſed vs to ſitte downe by a great fire, and after tooke off dur clothes, and waſhed 
them, and dziedthem againe: ſome of the women pulled off our ſtockings, and waſhed them, 
ſome waſhed our fecte in warme water, andſhee her ſelfe tooke great paines to ſee all thinges 
o2dered in the beſt manner ſhee coulde , making great haſte to dzefſe ſome meate foz vs to 
eate. | 

After we hadthus dꝛied our ſelues, ſhee bought vs into the inner roome, where (hee ſet on the 
booꝛd ſtanding along the houſe , ſome wheate like kurmentie, ſodden Ueniſon, and roaſted, fiſhe 
ſodden , boyled, and roaſted , Melons rawe, and ſodden, rootes of diuers kindes, and divers 
fruites : their dꝛinke is commonly water, but while the grape laſteth, they dzinke wine, and fo 
wantof caſkes to kcepe it all the yeere after, theydzinke water, but it is ſodden with Ginger in 
it, and blacke Sinamon, and ſometimes Saſlaphzas, and dtuers other wholeſome, and medicina⸗ 
ble hearbes and trees, e were entertained with all loue, and kindnes, and with as much boun: 
tie, after their manner, as they could poſſibly deuiſe , UWee found the people moſt gentle,louing, 
and faithfull, void of all quile,and treaſon, andſuch as liued after the manner of the goldenage. 
The earth bzingeth foozth all things in aboundance, as in the firſt creation, without toile 0} la- 
bour, The people one ly care to defend them ſelues from the cold. in their ſhoꝛt winter, and to feede 
themſelues with ſuch meate as the ſoile affdoꝛdeth: their meate is very well ſodden, and they 
make bꝛoth very ſwette. and ſauone 2 their vellels are earthen pots, very large, white, and 
ſweete : their diſhes are woodden platters of ſweete timber: within the place where they feede, 
was their lodging, and within that their J doll, which they wozſhip,of which they ſpeake vncre- 
dible things, TUAl ile we were atmeate, there came in at the gates, twoozthzee men with their 
bowes, and arrowes, from hunting, whome when we eſpicd, we beganne to looke one towardes 
another, and offered to reach our weapons: but aſſoone as ſhe eſpied our miſtruſt , ſhe was very 
much mooued, andcauſed ſome ol her men to runne out. and take awaptheir bowes,and arrowes, 
and bꝛeake them, and withall beate the pooze fellowes out of the gate agatne, When we depar 
ted in the euening, and would not tarry all night, ſhe was very ſozte, and gaue vs into our boate 
our ſupper halfe dꝛeſſed, pots, and all, andbzought vs to our boates ſive , in which weelaye all 
nicht, remoouing the ſame a pꝛetie diſtance from che ſhoare : ſhee perceiuing our icalouſie, was 
much gricued. and ſent dtuers men, and thirtie women, to lite allnight on the bankes ſive by 
vs, and ſent vs into our boates fine mattes to couer vs from the rayne, vſing very man? 
wotdes to intreate vs to reſt in their houſes : but becauſe wee were fewe men, and if wer 
had miſcarried, the voyage had beene in very great daunger, wee durft not aduenture a 
ny thing, although there was no cauſe of doubt: foz a mote kinde, and louing people, there 
can not be found in the wonld, as farrt as we haue hitherto had trial. 

Beyonde this Iſlande, there is the maine laude, andouer againſt this Jſlande _—_— 
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this (patious water , the great riuer called Occam, by the Inhabitants, on which ſtandeth a 
Towne called Pemcoke, and ſixe dates journey further vpou the ſame is ſtuate their greateſt 
cite, called Schycoake, which this people affirme co be very great: but the Sauages were neuer 
at it, onely they ſpeake of it. by the report of their Fathers, and other men, whome they haue 
heard affirme it, to be aboue one dates —— 

Into this riuer falleth another gre called Cipo in which there is found great ſtoze of the 
uſcels, in which there are pearles: likewiſe there deſceudeth into this Occam , another riuer, 
called Nomopana, on the oue ſide whereof ſtandeth a great Towne, called Chowanoake , and 
the Low of that Towne and Countrey, is called Pooneno: this Pooneno is not ſubtect tothe 
King of Wingandacoa , but isafree Lozve , Beyonde this Countrey, is there another King, 
whome they call Menatoan, and theſe thzee Ringes are in league with eache other. To- 
wards the Dunne ſet, fonredaies tourney, is ſituate a Towne called Sequotan, which is the 
Meſtermoſt Towne of Wingandacoa,neere vnto which ſire and twentie peeres paſt, there wag 
aſhippe taſt away, whereof ſomeof the people were ſaued, and thoſe were white people, whom 
the Countrey people pzeſerued, | 

And after ten dates, remaining in an out Jſland vnhabiced, called Wococan, they with the 
helpe of ſome of the dwellers of Se quotan, faſtenedtwo boates of the Countrey together, aud 
made maſtes vnto them, and ſailes of their ſhirtes, and hauing taken into them ſuch victuals as 
the Countrey peelded,chep departed after they had remained in this out Jſland thee weekes : but 
ſhortly after, it ſeemed they were caſt away, fo2 the boates were found vpponthe coaſt, caſt alaud 
in another Jland adioyning : other then theſe, there was neuer any people apparelled, oꝛ white of 
colour,either ſeene,o2 heard of amongſt theſe people, and theſe afozeſaide were ſeene onely of the 
Inhabitants of Sequotan: which appeared to be very true, fo) they wondzed mcruelouſlp when 
we were amongeſt them, at the whitenes of our ſkinnes, euer coueting to touch our bzeaſtes,aud 
to view the ſame : beſides they had our ſhippes in marue lous admiration , and all things els was 
{ſtrange vnto them, as it appeared that none of them had euer ſeene the like, When we diſchar⸗ 


qm any peece, were it but a harquebuſh, they wouldtremble chereat foz very feare, and fq2 the 


ſrangenes of the ſame: fo2 the weapons which themſelues vſe, are bowes and arrowes : the ar⸗ 
rowes are but of ſmall canes, headed with a ſharp? ſhell, o2 tooth of a liſhe ſufficient enough to 


dull a naked man. Their ſwoꝛdes are of woodhardened: like wiſe they vſe woodden bꝛeaſtplates 
fm their defenſe. They haue beſides a kinde of clubbe, in the ende whereof they faſten the ſharpe 
homes ok a ſtagge, oz other beaſt. hen they goe to warres, they carry with them their J doll,

tk whome they aſke counſell, as the Romanes were woont of the Ozacle of Apollo. They 
ng ſongs as they march towards the battell, in ſteede ol dummes, and trumpets: their warres 


ar? very cruell. and bloodie, by reaſon whereof, and of their ciuill diſſentions, which haue happe- 
ned of late veeres amongeſt them, the people are maruelouſly waſted, and in ſome places, the 


* Countrepleft deſolate, 


Adioyning vnto this Towne afozeſaide, called dequotan, beginueth a Countrey called Po- 
nouike, belonging to another Ring, whome they call Piemacum, aud this Ring is in league 


/ withthe nert King, adio yning towardes the ſetting of the Sunne. and the Countrey Neio- 
fole, ſituate vppon the ſide of a goodly Riuer, called Neus : theſe Kings haue morall warre 


. with Wingina 7 King ol Wingandacoa, but about cwo yeeres paſt, there was a peace made 
detweene the Ring Piemacum, andthe Londe of Sequotan, as theſe men which we haue bought 
> bichvs into Eng land, haue made vs vnderſtande : but there remaincth a montall malice in the 

> Sequoranes, fo2 many injuries and ſlaughters done vppon them by this Piemacum. They inui · 


ted diners men, and thirtie women, of the beſt of his Countrey, to their Towne toa feaſt: and 
when they were altogether merrie, and p)aying befoze their Jdoll , which is nothing elſe, but a 
meere illuſion of the Deuill: the Capeaine oz Lowe of the Towne came ſuddenly vpon them, 
andſlewe chem euery one, reſeruing the women, and childzen : and theſe two haue oftentimes 
inte per ſwaded vs to ſurpziſe Piemacum his Towne ,hauing p2omiled, and aſſured vs, that there 
will be founde in it great ſtoze of commodities .'But whether their perſwaſion be to the ende hep 
B 009 vs, we leaue that to the triall here · 


Beyond this Illand, called Croonoake, are many Jſlands, very plentifull of fruites, and other 
naturall increaſes together with many Townes, and villages, along the ſide of the coutinent, 
ſome bounding vpon the Jllands,and ſome ſtretching vp further into the land. 

When we firſt havſight of this Countrey , ſome thought the furt lande we ſawe, to be the con- 
ment: but after wee entred into the Hauen, wer ſawe befoze vs another nughtie — 
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there licth along the coaſt a tracte of Jſlands, two hundꝛeth miles in length, adiopning tothe O. 
tean ſea,and bet weene the Jſlands,two oz ther entrances : when you are entted betwerne them 
(cheſe Illauds being verynarrowe, fox the moſt part, as in moſt places ſxe miles bzoad, in ſomc 
places leſie, in fewe mont. ) then there appeareth another great Dea, containing in byedth in ſome 
places.foztic,ant in ſome fiftie,in ſome t wentie miles ouer, befoze you come vnto the continent ; 
and in this incloſed Sea, chert are about ahundzerh Jflands of diuers bigneſles, whereof one is 
ſireteene miles long, at which we were, finding it to be a moſt pleaſant, andfertile ground, replt · 
niſhed with goodly Cedars,and diuers other ſweere woods, full of Currans, of lire, aud many o· 
ther notable commodities, which we at that time had no leaſureto view,Beſides this Jſland,cherc 
are many,as J haue ſaide,ſome of two ol thzee,of foure,of five miles, ſome moꝛe, ſome leſſe, moſt 
beautifull,and pleaſant to behold, repleniſhe with Deere. Conies, Dares, and divers beaſtes, aud 
about them the goodlieſt and beſtfiſhe in the wozld,and in greateſt aboundance. 

Thus Dir, we haue acquainted you with the particulars of our diſcouene , made this pjeſent 
voyarce, as farre foojth, as the ſhoꝛtnes of the time we there continued , would affoozd vs to take 
viewe of: and ſo contenting our ſelues with this ſeruice at this time, which we hope hereafter to 
inlarge, as occaſion and aſliſtance ſhall be giuen, we reſolued to leaue the Countrey , and to ap- 
ply — — 42 — did accoꝛdingly, and arriued ſafely in the Wick 
ol Eng land, about the middeſt of September. 

And whereas we haue about certiſied pou of the Countre p, taken in poſſeſſion by vs, to her 
Maieſties vſe, and ſo to yours, by her Maieſties grant, wee good foz the berter aſſurance 
thereof to recorde ſome of the particular Gentlemen, and men of actompt, who then were p16 
ſent,as witneſſes of the ſame,that thereby all occaſion of cauill to the title of the Countrey, in her 
Pateſties behalfe,may be pxeuented,which otherwtſe,ſuch as like not the action may vſe,and pre» 
tend, whoſe names ate:

The voyage made by Sir Richard Greenuile, for Sir Walter 
Ralegh to Virginia, in the yeere, 158. 

He 19. day ol Maye in the yeere aboue ſaide, wee departed from Plymmouth, 

our flect? conſiſting of the number of ſeuen ſailes, to wit, the T gerpf tht burden 

of ſeuen ſcoze tunnes : a Flie boate called the Roe Bucke of the like burden: the 

Lyon of a hundzed tunnes, oꝛthereabouts: the Elizabech, of fiftie tunnes, and 

the Dorothie, a ſmall barke, whereunto were alſo adioyned ſoꝝ ſpeevte ſeruices, 

a. mall Pinneſſes. The pʒincipall Gentlemen of our companie, were, Paſter 

Ralfe Lane, Maſter Thomas Candiſhe, Maſter Iohn Arundell, Maſter Raimund, Maſter 
Stukely, Maſtet Bremige, Maſter Vincent, and Maſter Iohn Clarke, and viuers others, whereof 
ſome were Captaines, and other ſome Aſliſtants fo counſell,and good directions in the voyage, 
The 14. dayofApyill,we fell with Lancacora,and Forte Ventura, Illes of the Canaries,and 
from thence we continued our courſe fox Dominita, one of the Antiles of the Weſt India, where* 
wich we fell che 7, day of Bape,andthe 10. day following, we came to an anker at Coteſa, i little 
3 to the Illand of S. Iohn, where wee landed, and refreſhedour ſelues All that 
The 1 5, day of Maye, we tame to an anker, in the Baye of Muskito, in the Jſlandof S. Iohn, 
within a Fawlcon ſhot of the ſhoare : where our Generall Mir Richard Gtyenuill, and the moſt 
part of our companie landed. m began to foxtifie,verynerre to the ſea ſide : the riuer ranne bythe 
ant ſive of our foxte andehe other (wo lives were enuironed with woos, * Che 
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The 13. day we began to builde a new pinneſle within the Fo2e, wich the timber that we then 
fellcd in the countrep,ſome part whereof we fet thzee myle vp in the land, aud bzought it to our 
font vpon trucks, the Spaniards not daring to make oz offer reſiſtance. 

The 16. dap, there appeared vnto vs out of the woods 8, hozſemen of the Spaniards, about 
aquarter of a mple from our Font, ſtaying about halfe an hower in viewing our fozces: but as 
ſoone as they ſaw x.of our ſhot marching towards them they pzeſently recpzevaints the woodes, 

The 19. day, Paſter Candiſh, who had bene ſeperated from our flecte in a tozme in the Bay 
of Poztingalarrined at Coteſa, within the ſight of the Tiger: we thinking him a faxre off co haue 
ben eicher a Spaniard oz French man of warre thought it good to waigh ankers, and to goe 
roome with him, which the Tyger did, and diſcerned him at laſt to be one of our Couſozts,fo2 iay 
ol whole —— ſhipg diſcharged their oꝛdinance, and ſaluted hun, accopving to the mans 
ner of the Deas, 

The 22. day, 20. other Spaniſhe hozſemen ſhewed them ſelues to vs vpon the other ſide of the 
riuer:who being ſeene, our General diſpatched 20.footemen towards them,andtwo hozſcmen of 


ours,mounted vpon Spaniſh hozles, which wee befoze had taken in the time of our being on che 


Nandꝛthey ſhe wed to our men a flagge of truce, and made ſignes to haue a parle with vs: where- 
ypon two of our men went halfe ol the way vpon the lands. and two of theirs came and met them: 
the two Spaniards offred very great ſalutations to out men, but began accoꝛding to their Spas 
niſh pꝛoud humoꝛs to ex poſtutate with them, about their art iual, and foztifpingin their countrie, 
who notwithſtanding by our mens diſcrete anſwers were ſo cooled, that wheras they were told, 
that our puncipal intention was onely to furniſh our ſelues with water, and victuals, and other 
neceſſaries wherof we ſtood in nerde, which we craued might be pelded vs with faire, and friends 
ly means, other wile our reſolution was to pyactiſe fozce, and to relt tue our ſelucs by che ſwonde: 
the Spautards in concluſion,ſeeing our men ſoreſolute,yelded to out requeſtes with large pꝛo⸗ 
miſes of all curceſic, and great fauoꝭ, and ſo our men and theirs departed. 

The 23. day our pinneſſe was finiſhed, and lanched, which being done, our Generall with his 
Captaines,and Gentlemen, marched vp into the Country about the ſpace of 4.myles,where in a 
plaine marſh, they ſtayed expecting the comming of the Spanyards accoving totheir pzomile, 
to furniſh vs with viceuals: who keeping their old cuſtome foz periurie and bzeache of pꝛomiſe 
came not, whereupon our General fired che woods thercabout,and ſorctired to our Fozt, which 
the lame day was fired alſo, and each man came aboozd to be ready to let ſaile the next mozning, 

The 29.dap we ſet ſaile from Saint Iohns, being many of vs ſloong befoꝛe vpon ſhoare wich 
the Puſkt:toes:but the ſame night we tooke a Spaniſh Frigat, which was fozſaken by the Dpa- 
nyards vpon the ſight ofvs, and che next day in the moꝛning very carly, wee tooke another Fri⸗ 
gat, wich good and rich fraight, and diuers Spaniards of accompt in her, which afterwards we 
tanſomed fo2 good round ſummes, and landed chem in Saint lohns, 

The 26.dap our Lieutenant Paſter Ralfe Lane, went in one of the Frigats which we had ta · 
ken to Roxo bay vpon the Southwelt ſide of Saint Iohns, to fetch ſalt, being chither conducted 
by a Spaniſh Pilot:as (oone as he arriued there, he landed with his men, to the number of 20. and 
inttenched him ſelfe vpon the landes immediatly, compaſling one of their ſalt hils wit hin the 
trench: who being leene of the Spanpards, there came downe towards him two oz thee troopes 
of hozſemen,andfootemen, who gaue him the looking, and gazing on, but durſt not come neere 
him to offer any reſiſtance,ſo that Paſter Lane mauger their croopes,caried their ſalt aboozd and 
laded his Frigat, and ſo returned againe to our fleetethe 29. day, which road at Saint Ger- 
mans Bay. The ſame day we all departed, and the next dap arriucd inthe Jland of Hiſpaniola,

The 3.dapy of June, the Gouerno) of 1ſabella,aud Captaine ofthe Pozt de Plata, beeing 
certyfied by the repozes of ſundzp Spanpards, who had bene wel intertained aboozd our ſhippes 
by our General, that in our flecte were many bꝛaue, and gallant Gentlemen, who greatly deſired 
to ſee the Gouerno) afozeſaid,he thereupon ſent gentle commendations to our Generall, pzomi- 
ling within few dates to come to him in perſon, which he perfozmed accozdingly, 

The . dap the fozclaid gouernoz,accompanied withalufty Frier, xx. other Spaniards, with 
their ſetuants x Negroes, came downe to the ſea ſide, where our ſhips road at anker,who being 
ſeene,our General manned immeviatly the moſt part ol his boats w the chiefe men of our fleece, 
tuet ꝑ man appointed and furniſhed in the beſt ſozt: at the landing of our Generall,the Spaniſhe 
Gouernoz receiucd him very curtcouſly, and the Spaniſh Gentlemen ſaluted our Engliſh 
Gentlemen, and their inferiour ſozt did om our Souldicrs and Sea men, liking our

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men, and likewiſe their qualities, although at the Art, they ſeemed to ſtand in teare of vs, and of

twixt them of diuers matters, as ofthe ſtate of the Country, the multitude of the Townes and 
people, and the commodittes of the Jland, our men pꝛouided two banquetting houſes couerrn AJ « 
with greene boughs, the one fo} the gentlemen, the other foz the ſeruauts,and a ſumptuous ban» · « 
quet was bought in ſcrued by vs all in Plate, with the ſound of trumpets, and conſozt of muſick 
where with the Spanyards were moze then delighted, Which banquet being ended, the Spany» 
ardes in recompenſe ol dur curteſie,cauſeda great heard of white byls, and kyne, to be bzoughe 
together from the Bounteines, and appointed foz euery Gentleman and Captaine that woulde 
ride a hozſe ready ſadled, and then ſingled out thyte of the beſt of them to be hunted by hoxſemen 
1 after their manner, ſo that che paſtime grew very pleſant,foz the ſpace of thzeel;oures , wherein 
4 all thzee of the beaſts were killed, whereof one cooke the ſea, and there was ſlaine with a muſket, 
Ft After this ſpozt, many rare pzeſents and gifts were giuen and beſtowed on both partes, and che 
next day we plaied the Parchants in bargaining with them by way of trucke and exchange fox di ⸗⸗ , 
uers of their commodities, as hozſes,mares,kpne, buls, goates,ſwine, ſheepe, bul hydes, ſugar, *

Country within the mayne, as our weake number, and ſuppiy of things nectl 
ſary did inable vs io enter into the diſcouery thereof. - 

The ſecond part, ſhall ſet downe the reaſons generally mouing bs toreſolue 
on our departure at the inſtant with the General Str Frauncis Drake, and dur 
common requeſt foz paſſage with him, when the barkes,pinneſſes, and boates with the alters 
and Parine ra ment by him to beeleft in che Countrie fo) the ſupply of ſuch as fo a further time 
ment to haue ſtayed there were turted amay with tempeſt, and foule weather: In che beginning

Irſt therefoze touching the particulaxities ofthe Countrey, you ſhal vnderſtand 
our diſcouery ofthe fame hath bene extended from che Jland of Roanoak, (the 
lame hauing bene the place of our ſettlement oz inhabitation) mto the South, 
into the Noꝛth, into the Noꝛthweſt, and into the Tc, 

The vttermolt place to the Southward of any diſtouerie was Secotan, be: 
2 . ing by eſtimation tourt ſcoze miles diſtant from Roanoak. The paſſage from 
thence was thozowe a bzoad ſound within the mapne, the ſame being without kenning of land, 
and yet full of flats and ſhoales: we had but one boate with foure oares to paſſe though the ſame, 
which boat could not carry aboue fifteene men with their furniture, baggage, and victuall fo2 ſe- 
nen dayes at the moſt : and as fo our Pinneſle, beſides that ſhe ewe too deepe water fo? that 
ſhalow ſound, ſhe would not ſtirre foz an oare:fo2 theſe and other reaſons (winter alſo being at 
hand) we thought good wholy to leaue the diſcouery ofthoſe partes vntill our ſtronger ſupplie. 

To the Noꝛthwarde our furtheſt diſcouerie was to the Cheſepians, diſtant from Roanoak 
about 1 20,miles,the paſſage to it was very ſhalow and moſt dangerous, by reaſon of the bzeadth 
of the ſound, and the litle ſuccour that vpon any flawe was there to be had, 

But the Territozie and ſople ofthe Cheſepians(being diſtant fifteene miles from the ſhoare) The excellencp 
was foz pleaſantnes of ſeate, fo; temperature of Climate, foz fertilitieof ſople, and ſoꝭ the come Trap. 
moditit of the Sea, beſides multitude of beares (being an excellent good victuall, with great 
woods of Saſlafras,and Tall nut treees)isnot to be excelled by any other whatſoeuer. ” 

There be ſundzy Kings, whom they call Weroances,and Countries of great fertilitie adioy- 
ning to the lame, as the Mandoages, Tripanicks,and Opoſsians, which all came to viſit the Co- 
lome of the Engliſh, which J had fo) a time appointed to be reſident there. 

To the Noꝛthweſl the fartheſt place of our viſcouerie was to Choanoke diſtaut from Roa- 
noak about 130,miles, Our paſſage thither lyeth though a bzoad ſound , but all freſh water, 


and the chanell of great depth, nauigable fo; good ſhipping , but ont of the chanell full ot 


ſhoales. 

| The Townes about the water ſive ſituated by the way, are theſe following: Pysſhokonnok, 
The womans Towne. Chipanum, Weopomiok, Muſcamun ge,and Matraquen:all theſe being 
pnoer the turiſdiction ofthe king of Weopemiok,called Okiſco: from Muſcamunge we enter 
into the Riucr,and turiſdiction of Choanoke : There the Riuer beginneth to ſtraighten vn⸗ 
till it come to Choanoke,and then groweth to be as narrowe as the Thames betweene TLlett- 
minſter , aud Lambeth, 

Betweene Muſcamunge and Choanoke bpon the left hand as we paſſe thither, is a goodly 
high land, and there is a Towne which we called the blinde Towne , but the Sauages called it 
Ooanoke, and hath a very goodly cozne ficld belonging vnto it: it is ſubtect to Choanoke. 

Choanoke it ſelfe is the greateſt Pꝛouince and Deigniozie lying vpon that River, and the The Towne 
very Towne it elle is able to put 700,fightingmen into the fielde, beſides the fozces of the Pio: abe mg= 
uince it ſelfe, vo. men ol 

The Ring of the ſayd Pꝛouinte is called Menatonon, a man impotent in his lims, but other» Ware. 
wiſe foz a Sauage,a very graue and wiſe man, and of very ſingular good diſcourſe in matters 
concerning the ſtate, not onely of his owne Countrey, andthe diſpoſition of his owne men, but 
alſo of his neighbours round about him as wel farre as neere, and of the commoditics that eche 
Countrep pceldeth. hen J had him pꝛiſoner with me,foz two dapes that we were together, be 
gaue me moꝛe vnderſtanding and light of the Countrey then J had receiued by all the ſcarches 
and ſaluages that befoze J 02 anvot mp compante had had conference with: it was in March 
laſt paſt 1 586. Amongſt other things he tolde me. that going thzee dayes tourney in a canoa vp 
his River of Choanoke, and then deſcending to the land, pou are within foure dayes iourney to 
paſſe oner land Noꝛtheaſt to a certaine Rings countrep, whoſe Pꝛouince lyechvpon the Sta, , Nun in a 
but his place of greateſt ſtrength is an Jland ſituate as he deſcribed vnto me in a Bay, the was Baß. . 
ter round about the Jland very deepe, 

Out of this Bay hee ſigniſied vnto mee, that this Ring had ſo great quantitie of Pearle,and Peartes in er- 
doeth ſo ozdinarily take the ſame, as that not onely his owne ſkins that he weareth. and the bet» u. 29 
ter (ozt ofhis gentlemen and followers, are full ſec with the ſayd Pearle, but alſo his beds, and 
_ are garuiſhed with them, and that hee hath ſuch quantitit of them, that it is a wonder 
to ſee, 
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Ve ſhewed me that the ſayd Ring was with him at Choanoak two pecres betoze,and bzoughe 
him certaine Pearle,but the ſame ofthe wozſt ſozt, per was hee kant to buy them ot him foz cop 
per at a deere rate, as he thought: Ve gaue me arope of the ſame Bearle, but they were blacke, 


and naught, yet many ofthem were very great, anda fewe amongſt anunber very ozient any 
round, all which J loſt with ocher things of mine, comming abozve Sir Francis Djake his 


Flecte : pet he tolde me that the ſayd Ring had great ſtoze of Pearle that were white, great, 
and round, and that his blacke Pearle his men did take out of ſhalowe water, but the white 
Pear le his men fiſhed fo} in very deepe water, | 

It ſeemed to mee by his ſpeech , that the ſayde king had · trallcke with white men that hay 
clothes as we haue fo2 theſe white Pearle, and that was the reaſon that he weuld not depart with 
other then with blacke Pearles , to thoſe oftheſame Countrey, 

The king of Choanoak pꝛomiſed to giue me guides to goe ouet land into that kings Coun⸗ 
trey whenlocuer J would: but he aduiſed me to take good ſtoꝛe of men with mee, and good ſtoze 
of victuall, fo2 he ſapd, that king wou ld be loth to ſuffer any ſtrangers to enter into his Coun⸗ 
tre p, and cſpectallp co meddle with the fiſhing foz any Pearle there, and that hee was able to 
make a great many of men into the ſielde, which he ſapd would fight very well, 

Vercupon J reſolued with wy lelfe,that if your lupplie had con e beloze the end ol pull, and 
tat you had ſent any ſtoʒe of boats, oʒ men, to haue had them made in any reaſonable rime, with 
a ſulũcient number of men, and victuals to haue found vs vntill the new coꝛne were come in, J 
woulde haue ſent a ſmall Barke with two .nneſſes about by Sea to the Noꝛthwarde tu haue 
found out the Bay he ſpake of, and to haue founded the barre if there were any, which ſhoulde 
haue ridden there in the ſapd Bay about that Jland, while J with all the ſmall boats J could 
make, and with two hundzeth men would haue gone vp to the head of the River of Choanoak, 
with the guides that Menatonon would haue giuen, which J would haue bene aſſured ſhould 
haut bene of his beſt men, (foz J had his beſt beloued ſonne pziſoner with me) who alſo ſhould 
haue kept me companie in an handlocke with the reft foote by foote all che voyage ouer land, 

My meaning was further at the head of the Riuer in the place of my deſcent where J would 
haue left my boates to haue rayſed a ſconſe with a ſmall trench , and a palliſado vpon the top of 
it, in the which, and in che gar de of my boates J would haue left five and twentie. oz thirtie men, 
with the teſt would J haue marched with as much vic tuall as cuery man could haue carricd, 
with the furniture, mattocks, ſpades and axes, two dapes iouruty. In the ende of my marche 
vpon ſome conuenient plot wou ld J baue rayſed another ſconſe accoꝛding to the fozmer, where 
J would haue left 15. 02 20. And if it would haue fallen out conueniently, in the way J woulde 
haue raiſed mp ſayd ſconſe vpon ſome coꝛue fielde, that my companie might haue ltucd vpon it. 

And ſo J would haue holden this courſe of inſconſing cuery two dayes march, vntill J had 


Whether a+ bene arriued at the Bay oʒ Pozee he ſpake of: which finding to be woꝛth the poſſeſſion, J would 


there haue raiſed a mayne forte, both fo2 the defence ofthe harbozoughs , and our ſhipping alſo, 
and would haue reduced our whole habitation from Roanoak and from the harbozough and poꝛt 
there (which by pzoofe is very naught} vnto this other befoze mentioned, from whence , in the 
foure dayes marche befoze ſpecified could J at all times returne with my compante backe vnto 
my boats rpding vnder my ſcouſe,verp neere. whereunto directly from the Weſt runneth a moſt 
notable Riuer, and in all choſe partes moſt famous, called the River of Morotico. This Ris 
uer opencth into the bꝛoad ſound of Weopomiok : And whereas the Riuer of Choanoak , and 
all the other ſounds, aud Bayes, ſalt and freſh, ſhewe no currant in the wozld in calme weather, 
but are mooued altogether with the winde: This Riuer of Morotico hath ſo violent a cur» 
rant from the TAcſt aud Southwelt , that it made me almoſt of opinion that with oares it would 
ſcarſe be nauigable: it paſſech with many creeks and tur nings, and foz the ſpace of thirtie miles 
rowing, and moze, it is as bzoad as the Thames betwixt Greenwich, and the Jle of dogges, in 
ſome place moꝛe, and in ſome leſſe: the currant ruuneth as ſtrong being entred ſo high into the 
Riuer, as at London bzidge vpon a vale water, 

And foz that not onely Menatonon, but alſo the Sauages of Morotico themſelues doe res 
poꝛt ſtrange things of the head of that Riuer, and that from Moroticoit ſelfe, which is a pinci⸗ 
pall Towne vpon that Riuer, it is thirtie dayes as ſome of them ſay, and ſome ſap fourtie dives 
voyage to the bead chereof, which head they ſap ſpꝛingeth out ofa maine rocke in that abundance, 
that fozthwith it maketha moſt violent dir came: and further, that this huge rocke ſtandeth nete 
vnto a Sta, that many times in ſtoꝛmes (the winde comming outwardly from y Sea)the waues 


thcreof are beaten into the ſaid freſh reame, ſo that the freſh water fo} a certatne ſpace, groweth 
ſalt and bꝛackich: 


. 
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I tooke a reſolution with my ſelfe, hauing diſmiſſed Menatonon vpon a ranſome agreed 
fot, and ſent his ſonne into the Pinneſſeto Roanoak,to enter pʒeſently ſo farre into that Riucr 
with two double wh:rries, and fourtie perſons one oz other, as J could haue victuall to carrie 
vs, vntill we could meere with moze either of the Moratiks, 02 of the Mangoaks which is ano: 
ther kinde of Sauages,dwelling moze to the Weſtwarde of the ſayd Riuer: but the hope of re- 
touer ing moze victuall from the Sauages made me and my company as narowlp toeſcape ſtars 
uing in that diſcouerte befoze our returne,ageuer men did that milled the ſame, 

Fo; Pemiſapan, who had changed his name of Winginavpon the death ofbts bzother Gran- 
ganimo, had gtuen both the Choanilts, æ Mangoaks wopd of my purpoſe touching them, J ha» 
ung bin infozced to make him pʒiute to » ſame, to be ſerued by him ofa guide to the Mangoaks, 
and yet he did neuer reſt to ſolicite continually my going vpon them,certifying me of a generall 
aſſembly cuen at that time made by Menatonon at Choanoak of all his Weroances, allyts to 
the number of 3 000,bowes preparing to come vpon vs at Roanoak and that the Mangoaks alſo 
were ioyned in the ſame contederacic,who were able of chemſelues to bying as many moze tothe 
enterpziſe : And true it was, that at that time the aſſembly was holden at Choanoak about vs, as 
J found at mp comming thither, which being vnlooked foz did ſo diſmay them, as it made vs 
haue the better hand at them, But this confederacie againſt vs of the Choanilts and Mangoaks 
was altogether and wholly pzocured by Pemiſapan himſelte, as Menatonon confeſſed vnto me, 
who ſent them continuall woꝛde that our purpoſe was fully bent to deltroy them: on the other 
ſide he tolde me that they had the like meaning towards vs, 

{)ee in like ſozt hauing ſent woꝛde tothe Mangoaks of mine intention to paſſe vp into their 
River, and to kill them as he ſayd)both they and the Moratiks, with whome betoze we were en- 
tred into a league, and they had cuer dealt kindely with vs, abandoned their Townes alcngthe 


Riuer, and retyzed themſelues with their Crenepoes, and their cozne within the mayne: inſo⸗ Their wome 


much as hauing paſled thee dayes voyage vp the Riuer, we could not meete a man, no? finde 
agraine of cone in any their Townes: whereupon conſivering with my ſelfe , that wee had 
but two dayes bictuall let, and that wee were then 160,miles from home, be ſides caſualtie ot 
tontrarie windes 02 ſtozmcs, and ſuſpecting treaſon of our owne Sauages in the diſconerte 
of our vopage intended, though we had no intention to be hurtfull to any of them, otherwiſe 
then fo2 our copper to haue had cozne of them: J at night vpon the coꝛps of garde, befoze the 
putting fooꝛth of centinels, aduertiſed the whole companie of the caſe wee ſtoode in fo? victu« 
all, and of mine opinion that we were betrayed by our owne Sauages, and of purpoſe dzawen 
foozth bp them, vpon vaine hope to be inthe ende ſtarued, ſeeing all the Countrey fledde befoze 
bs, and therefoze while we had thoſe two daycs victuall left, I thought it good foz vs to make 
our retutne home warde, and that it were neccſſarte foꝛ vs to get the other ſive of the ſound of 
Weopomiok in time, where we might be relieued vpon the weares of Chypanum, andthe wo» 
mans Towne, although che people were fled, 

Thus much J ſigniſied vnto them, as the ſafeſt way: neuertheleſſe, J did referre it to the 
greateſt number of voyces, whether we ſhould aduenture the ſpending ok our whole victuall in 
ſome further vie we of that moſt goodly Riuer in hope to meete with ſome better hap, oꝛ others 
wiſe to retyꝛe our ſelues backe againe.: And fo that they might be the better aduiſed, J willed 
them to deliberate all night vpon the matter, and in the mozning at our going aboꝛde to let our 
courſe accoding to the deſires of the greateſt part. Their reſolution fully and wholly 
was (and not thee found to be of the contrary opinion) that whiles there was left one halfe 
pinte of cozne fo} a man, that we ſhould not leaue the ſcarch of that Riuer, and that there were 
in the companie two maſtiucs, vpon the pottage of which with ſaſfaſrag leanes (it the woꝛſt 
fell out) the companie would make ſhift to line (wo daycs, which time would bzing them vowne 
the currant to the mouth of the River , and to the entrie of the ſound , and in two dayes moze 
at the fartheſt they hoped co croſſe the ſounde and to beerelicucd by the weares , which two 
bares they would faſt rather then be dzawen backe a foote till they had ſeene the Mangoaks, 
either as friends oz foes, This reſolution oftheirsdid not a little pleaſe mee, ſince it came of 
them ſelues, although fo: miſtruſt of that which afterwards did happen, J pꝛetended to baue 
bene rather of the contrary opinion. 

And that which made me moſt de ſirous to haue ſome doings with the Mangoaks either in 
friendſhip 02 otherwiſe to haue bad one 02 two of them puſoners, was, ſoꝛ þ is it a thing moſt no« 


tozious to all p countrey,that there is a Prouince to the which the ſayd Mangoaks haue tecourſe , qarnetone 


and traffike vp that Riuer of Motattico, which hath a marueilous andmott ſtrange Pinerall, 
This Mine is ſo notonous amongſt them, as not onelp to the Sauages dwelling vp the ſayde 


riuer, moan, 
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timer, and alſo to the Sauages of Choanoke , and all them to the weſtward, dut alſo co ail then 
of the mayne:the countries name is of fame, and is called Chaunis Temoaran, 

The mineral they ſay is Waſlador, which is topper, but the y call by the name of Waſſador 
cuery mettall whatſocuer: they lap it is of che couler of our copper, but our copper is better then 
theirs ; and thereaſon is foꝛ that it is redder and harder, whereas that of Chaunis Temoatan ig 
very ſoft, and pale: they ſap that they take the ſayd mettall out of a riuer that falleth very ſwift 
trom hie rocks, and hyls, and they take it in ſhallowe water: the manner ts this. They take a 
great bo wle by then diſcription as great as one of our targets, and wꝛap a ſkinne ouer the hol⸗ 
lowe part thereof, leauing one part open to receiue in the mmerall: chat done, they watch the 
comming downe ofthe currant, and the change of the conler of the water, and then ſuddenly 
chop downe the ſapd bowle with the ſkin, and receine into the ſame as much oate as will come 
in, which is euer as much as their bowle wil hold, which pꝛelently they caſt into fire,andfoth« 
with it melteth, and doech peelde in 5, partes, at the firſt melting, two parts of metall fox thiee 
partes of dart. Df this metall the Mangoaks haue ſo great ſtoze, by re popt of all he ſauages 
avioyning, that they beautifie their houſes with great plates ofthe ſame: and this to be true, J 
rtteiued by report of all the country, and particularly by pong Skiko, the king of Choanokes 
ſonne mp piiſoner, who alſo himſelfe had bene pꝛiſoner with the Mangoaks, and ſet downe all 
the particulari:ies to mee befoze mentioned: but hee had not bene at Chawnis Temoatan hins 
ſelfe : foz he ſapd, it was twentie dayes tourney ouerlonde from the Mangoaks, to the ſaide mi. 
nerall country, and that they paſſe d though certaine other territoz:es betweene them and the 
Mangoaks,befoze they came to the ſaid country, ; 

Upon repozte of the pzemiſles, which J was very tuquiſiciue in all places where J came to 
take very particular infomation of, by all the ſauages that dwelt cowards thoſe parts, and eſpe- 
cially of Menatonon himſelfe, who in euer thing did very particularly infozme mee, and pꝛo⸗ 
miſed mee guides of his owne men, who ſhoulde paſſe ouer withmee,euen to the ſayde country 
of Chaunis Temoatan, (fo ouer lande from GChoanok to the Mangoaks is but one dayes tours 
ney from ſunne ryſing to ſunne ſetting, whereas by water it is 7,daies with the ſooneft:)Theſe 
things J ſay, made me verie deſirous by all meanes poſſible to recouer the Mangoaks, to get 
ſome of chat their copper fo2 an aſſay,and therefoze I willingly peelded co their reſolution: But 
it fell out very contrarie to all expectation, and likelyhood: fo2 after two dapes trauell, and our 
whole victual ſpent, lying on ſhoare all night, wee could neuer ſee man, onely fires wee might 
perceiue made Mlonatdche ſhoare where we were to paſſe, and vp into the countrie vntill the ve. 
ry laſt dap, Jn the eucning whereof, about thee of the clocke we heard certaine ſauages call 
as we thought, Manteo, who was alſo at that time with mee in boate, whereof we all being ve⸗ 
tie glad, hoping of ſome friendly conference with them, and making him ta anſwere them, they 
pꝛeſently began aſong, as we thought in token of our welcome to them: but Manteo pꝛcſentiy 
betooke him to his pecce, and tolde mee that they ment to light with vs: which woꝛd was not lo 
ſoone ſpoken by him, and the light hozxſeman ready to put to ſhoare, but there lighted a vollie of 
their arrowes amongſt them in the boate, but did no hurt God be thanked to any man. Immedi⸗ 
atly,the other boate lying ready with their ſhot to ſkoure the place foz our hand weapons to land 
vpon, which was pꝛeſently done, although the lande was very high andſteepe, the Sauages 
foꝛthwith quitted the ſhoare, and betooke themſclues to flight: we landed, and hauing fayze and 
eaſily followed fo2 a ſmal time after them, who had wooded themſelues we know not where:the 
ſunne dꝛawing then towards the ſetting, and being then aſſured that the next day, if wee would 
purſue them, though wee might happen to meete with them, vet we ſhould bee allured to meete 
with none oftheir victuall, which we then had good cauſe to thinke of,therefoze chooſing foꝛ the 
companiea conuenient grounde in ſafetie to lodge in fo} the night, making a ſtrong cops of 
garde, and putting out good centinels , J determined the next mozning befoe the riſing ol the 
ſunneto be going backe againe, if poſſibly wee might recouer the mouth of the riuer into the 
moade ſownde, which at my firſt motion J found my whole companie ready to aſſent vnto: foz 
they were nowe come to their dogs poꝛredge, that they had beſpoken foz them ſelues , if that be⸗ 
fell them which did, and J befoze did miſtruſt we ſhould hardly eſcape, The ende was, we came 
the next day by night to the rivers mouth within 4, oz 5. miles of che ſame ,haning rowed in ene 
day downe the currant, as much as in 4. dayes we had done againſt the ſame: we lodged vpon an 
Illande, where wee had nothing in the wo2lde to eate but pottage of ſaſſzfras leaues, the like 
whercoffoz ameate was neuer vled befoze es J thinke. The bzoad ſownde wee had to paſſe, the 
next day all freſh and faſting: that day the winde ble we ſo ſtrongly, and the billowſo great, that 
there was no pollibilitie of paſſage without ſinking of our boates, This was vpon Gon hich 
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which was faltev very trulie, Upon Eaſter dap in the moꝛning the wind comming very caime, 
wee eatred the ſownde, and by 4. of the clocke we were at Chipanum, where all che Savages 
that wee had lett chere were fled, but their wears did peelde vs ſome fiſh, as God was pieaſed 
not vtcerly to ſuffer vs to be loſt: fox ſome at out compante of the light hozſemen were far ſptut. 
The next mozning we arrived at our home Roanoake, 

I haue ſet downe thts voyage ſomewhat particularly, to the ende it may appeare vnto you, 
(as true it is) that there wanted no great good will from the mot to the teaſt amongſt vs, co 
pau perficed this diſcouerte of the mane: to that the diſcoucry ofa good mine, by the coodneſſe 
af God, oz a paſſage to the Southſea, 02 ſome map to it, and nothing els can bzing this country 
m requeſt to be inhabited by our nation. And wich the diſcouery of any ofthe two aboue ſhewed, 
it wulbe the molt (weece,and healthlulleſt climate, and cherewithall che moſt fertile ſoyle, being 
manured in the wozld; and then will Saſlafras,and many other rootes # gummes there founy 
make good Marc handiſe and lading foz ſhipping, which otherwiſe of themlelues will not bee 
worth the fetching, 

Pꝛoutbed alſo, that there be found out a better harbozough then pet there is, which mult bee 
tothe Nozthward,ifany there be, which was mine intention to haue fpent this ſummer in the 
ſearch of, and of the mint of Chawnis Temoatant the one I would haue done, if the barks that 
I ſhould haue had of S. Francis Dyake, by his honozable curteſie, had not bene miuen awap 
by (fozine : the other if your ſupplp of moze men, and ſome other neceſlaries havcome to vs in as 
np conuenient ſufficiencie. Foz this river of Moratico pzomiſeth great things, and by the opini⸗ 
on of M. Varxiots the heade of it by the deſcription of the country, either riſeth from che bay of 
Mexico, 92 els from very ntere vnto the ſame, that openeth our into che South lea. 

And touching che Hinerall,thus doch Þ.DYougham affirme that though it be but copper, 
ſeeing the Sauages are able to melt it, it is one ofthe richeſt Pineralsin the woꝛlde. 

MQherctoze a good harbozough founde to the JNozrhward, as befoge is ſapd,and from thence 
foure dayt s oucrland,to theriuer of Choanoak (conſes being rapſed, from whence agatne oner« 
unde tough the pzouince of Choanoak one dayes vopage to the firft ctowne of the Mangoaks 
vptht riuer of Moratico by the way, as alſo vpon the layd riuer fo the defence ol our boats like 
ſconſes being ſet, in this courſe of pzoceeding pou ſball cleare your ſelle from all choſe dangers 
and bꝛaad ſhailowe ſownds defoze mentioned, and gapne within foure dapes traueil into the 
heart of the mayne 200. myles at the [eaR, and (o paſſe your diſcoverie ints that moſt notable, 
and to the likelieſt partes of the mayne, with farre greater felicitie then otherwiſe can bee pers 
formed, 

Thus ſir, J haue thorgh ſimply, yet truely ſet downe vnto you, what mp labour with the telt 
ofthe gentlemen, and pooze men of our company, (not without voth payne, and perill which 
the loꝛde in his mercy many wa pet delivered vs from) could peeloe vntd you, which might haut 
bene perfozmed in ſome moꝛe perfection, if the lozde had bene pleaſed that onely that which you 
had pꝛouided foz vs had at the firſt bene left with vs, o that he had not in his eternall pzouidence 
now atthe laſt ſet ſome other courſe in theſe chings,then the wiledome of man could fooke inco, 
which truely the carying away, by a moſt ſtrange, & vnlooked foz ſtozine all our pzouiſion, with 
barks,malter,Parryners, and ſundꝛie alſo of mine owne company, all haning bene ſocurte: 
ouſly ſupplyed by the Generall S. Francis Dꝛake, the ſame hauing bene moſt ſufficient to haut 
per fomed the greaceſt part ofthe pzemifſes, muſt euer make me to thinke,the hand of Godoaly, 
fo) ſome his good purpole to my lelfe yet vuknowne, to haue bene in the matttr.

uerie of the ſame, and at the | . n 
with. Francis Drake for England, nen 


Nſenote a ſauage father to Pemiſapan being the onlpfrend onde tacie chad 
we had amongſt them, and about the king, dyedthe 20,0f Apull, x 586, her! 
lone, had befoze oppoſcd himſelfe tn their conſultations againſt — th 
poſed againſt vs, which both che king, and all the telt of them after 
moes death, were very willing to haue pzeferred, And he was not ouety bp 
meere pꝛoudence of God during his life. a meane ts —— rR4 
ſonings and ſuch like, but alſo to doe vs very great good, and ſingulerty in this. 


The king was aduiſed and ol himſelte viſpoſed, as a ready meant to haue dunn pence 
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vs to ruine in the moneth of March, 1586, hunlclkec allo with all his Sauages to haucrunne 
awap from vs, and to haue left his ground inthe Jfland vnſowed, which ik he had done, there hay 
bene no poſſibilitie in common reaſon, / but by the imme diatt hand of God) that we could haue 
bene pꝛeſerued from ſtaruing out of hand, Foz at that tune wee had no weares foz fiſbe, neither 
could our men [kill ofthe making of them, neither had wee one grayne of cozne foz ſecede to put 
into the ground, | 

Jn mine abſence on my voyage that J had made againſt the Chaoniſts, and Mangoaks,they 
had raiſed a byuite among themſeluts, that J and mp company wete part ſlayne, and part ſtars 
ued bythe Chaoniſts, and Mangoaks, One part of this tale was too true, that J and mine were 

ke to be ſtarued, but the other falſe, 

Neucrtheleſſe vntill my returne, it too ke ſuch effect in Pemiſapans bitaſt, and in thoſe agaiuſt 
vs, that they grew not onelyinto contempt ol vs, but alſo (contrary to their foꝛmer reuerend o. 
pinion in ſhe w, of the almightie God of heauen, and Jeſus Chꝛiſt, whome wee ſeruc and wo 
ſbip, whome befoze they woulde acknowledge and confeſle the onely God:) uo we they began ta 
blaſpheme, and flatly to ſap, that out Lozd God was not God, ſince hee ſuſfered vs to ſuſtaine 
much hunger, and alſo to be killed of the Renapoaks, fo; ſo they call by that generall name, all 
the inhabitants of the whole mapne, of what pꝛouince ſotuer. Jnſomuch as olde Enſenore, net- 
ther any of his fellowcs, coulde fo; his lake haue no moze credite fo2 vs: and it came ſo farre 
that the King was reſolued to haue pꝛeſently gone away as is afozeſald. 

But euen in the beginning of this bzutte J returned, which when hee ſaw contrarle to his cx« 
pectatton, and the aduertiſement that he hadreceiued : that not only my ſelfe, and my company 

were al ſafe, but alſo by repozt of his owne 3. ſauages, which had bene with mee beſides Man- 
teo in that voyage, that is to ſap, Terepano,his ſiſters huſband Eracano, and Cosſine, that the 
Chaoniſts, and Mangoaks,(whoſe name, and multitude beſides their valour is terrible to al the 
reſt ofthe pꝛouinces)durſt not foz the mot part of them abide vs, and that thoſe that did abive vs 
were killed, and that we had taken Menatonon pyiſoner,and bought his ſonne that he beſt louen 
to Roanoak with me, it did not a little aſſwage all deuiſes againſt vs: on the other ſivr,it made 
Enſenors opinions to be receiued againe with greater reſpects, Fo hee had often befoze tolde 
them, and chen renewed thoſe his fozmer ſpeeches, both to the king and the reſt, that wee were 
the ſeruants of God, and that wee were not ſubiect to be deftroped by them : but contrariwiſe, 
that they amongſt them that ſought our deſtruction, ſhould finde their owne, and not be able to 
wozke ours, and that we being dead men were able to doe them moze hurt, then now we coulve 
do being aliue : an opinion very confidently at this day holden by the wiſeſt amongft them, and 
al their olde men, as allo, that they haue bene in the night,beeing 1 00,mples from any of vs in 
the apzeſhot ac, and ſtroken by ſome men of ours, that by ſickneſſe had dyed among them: and 
many of them holde opinion, that wee be dead men returned into the wozlde againe, and that we 
dor not remayne dead but fo2 a certatne time, and that then we returne againt. 

All theſe ſpecches then agame grew in ful credite with them, the King and all touching vs, 
when hee ſaw the ſmall croupe returned againe, and in that ſozt from thoſe whoſe very names 
were terrible vnto them: but that which made vp the matter on our ſide fo that tune, was an 
accident, pea rather, (as all the reſt was the good pzouivence of the Almightie foz che ſauing of 
vs, which was this. 

TWithtn certaine dayes after my teturne from the ſaid iourney, Menatonon ſcnt a meſſenger 
to viſite his ſonne the p)iſoner with me, and ſcat me certatne pearle fo) a pꝛeſent, oz rather as Pe- 
miſapan told me, foz the ranſome of his ſonne, and therefoze J refuſed them: but the greateft 
cauſe of his ſending then, was to ſignifie vnto me, that bee had commaunded Okisko king of 
Weoporniok,to yelde himſelfe ſeruant, and homager, to the great Weroanza of England, and 
after her to SirWalter Ralegh : toperfourme which commandementreceived from Menato- 
non, the ſapd Okisko topntly with this Menatonons meſſenger, ſcnt foure and twentie of his 
pꝛincipalleſt men to Roanoak to Pemiſapan, to ſignifte that they were readit to perfourme the 
fame, and ſo had ſent choſe his men to let me knowe, that from that time ko warde hee, and his 
— were to acknowledge her Waieſtte their onely Soucraigne, and next vnto her, as 
in afozelayde. 5 

All which being done, and acknowledged by them all, in the preſence of Pemiſapan bis 
father,and ali his Sauages incounſelchen with him, it did fo) the time. thozowlp(as it ſeemed) 
change him in diſpoſition coward vs: Jaſomuch as fonhwith Enſenore wan this reſolution 
of him, that out of hand he ſhould goe about, & withall, to cauſe his men to ſet vp weares font 
with fozvs2 both which he, at that pꝛeſent went in hand withal e did ſo labour the expedition 3 — 


— 
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that in che end of April, he had (owed a good quantitie of ground, ſo much as had bene ſutkicient, 

to haue fed our whole company ( God bleſſing the grouth) and that by the belly fo2 a whole pere: 

delides that he gaue vs a certaine plot of grounde fo} our ſelues to ſowe. All which put vs in 
marucilous comloꝛt, it we could paſle from Apzill, vntill the beginning of July, (which was to The begm- 
hauc bene the beginning of their harueft,) that then a newe ſupplie out of Englande oz cis our hne n 
owne ſtoze would well inough maintapne vs: All our feare was ofche two moneths betwixt,in Jute. 
which meane ſpace,if the Sauages ſhould not helpe vs with Caflada, and Chyna, and that our 

wearces ſhould faple vs, (as often they did,) wee might very well ſtarue, not withſtanding the 

growing coznc,like the ſtaruing hozſe in the ſtable, with the growing graſſe as the pzouerbe is, 

which we very hardlye had eſcaped but onelp by the hande of God, as it plealed him to try vs, 

Fo} within few dayes alter, as befozcis ſayde Enſenore our friende dyed, who was no ſooner 

dead, but certaine our great enemies about Pemiſapan,as Oſoc an a Weroance, Tanaquiny and 
Wancheſe molt pꝛincipally, were in hand again to put their old pꝛactiſes in vre againſt vs, which 

were readily imbzaced, x al their foʒmer deuiſes againſt vs rene wed # nem bꝛought in queſtion, 

But that ot ſtaruing vs, by their fozbearing to ſowe, was bꝛoken by Enſenore in his life, by 
hauing made the king all at one inſtant to ſowe his grounde not one lv in the Jſlande but alſo 
at Addeſmocopeia in the mapne, within two leagues oucr againſt vs, Neuertheleſſe there 
wanted no ſtoze of miſcheuous pꝛactiſes among chem, and of all they reſolucd punctpally of 
this following, 

Firſt that Okisko,king of Weopomiok, with the Mandoages, ſhould bee moued, and with Tho czas“ 
great quantitie of copper intertayned to the number of ſeuen,oz 800 bowes tothe enter pꝛiſe the “ 
matter thus to be odꝛed. They of Weopomiok ſhould be inuited to a certaine kind of moneths 
minde which they do vſe to ſolemniſe in their Sauage maner fo2 any great perſonage dead, and 
ſhould haut bene foz Enſenore. At this inſtant alſo ſhould the Mandoaks, who were a great peo» 
ple with the Che ſepians, and their friends to the number of 700, of them to be armed at a day ap: 
poynted to the mayne of Addeſmocopeio, and there lying cloſe at the ſigne of frers, which 
ſhould interchangeably be made on both ſives, wht᷑̃ Pemiſapan W his troup about named ſhould 
haue executed me, and ſome of our Weroances (as they called all our pzincipall officers,)the 
mayne foꝛces of the reſt ſhould haue come ouer into the J land where they ment to haue diſpat · 
ched the reſt of the company, whome they did imagine to linde both diſmayed and diſperſed a» 
dꝛoade in the Illande ſeeking ol crabs, and fiſh to liue withall, The manncr of their enterpꝛiſe 
wasthis, 

Tarraquine and Andacon two pzincipall men about Pemiſapan, and very luſtie fellowes 
with twentie moze appointed to them had the charge of my perſon to ſee an oꝛder taken fox the 
ſame, which they ment ſhould in this ſozt haut bene exetuted. In the dead time of the night they 
would haue beſet my houſe, and put fire in the ttedes, that the ſame was couered with: meaning 
(as it was likelpc) that my ſelfe woulde haue come running out of a ſudden amazed in my 
ſhirt without armes, vpon the inſtant whereol they woulde haut knocked out mp bꝛay nes. 

The ſame oꝛder was giuen to certaine of his fellowes, foꝛ M. Herriocs : ſo fo? all the teſt of 
our better ſoze, all our houſes at one inſtant being ſet on fire as afoze is ſayde, and that as well 
foz them of the fozte, as fo2 vs at the towne. Now to the end that we might be the fewer in num; 
ber together, aud ſo be the mote ealilie dealt withall fo? in deede ten of vs witch our armes p2e- The ſutfuuun · 
pared, were a tertour to a hundꝛed ot the beſt ſozt of them, ) they agreed and did immediatly put — 
u in pꝛactiſe, that they ſhould not fo any copper, ſell vs any victuals whatſocuer: beſides that gamd tde Sa- 
in the night they ſhould ſend to haue our weares robbed, and alſo to cauſe them to be bzoken and 138,00 
once being bzoken neuer to be repayzedagaine by them. By this meanes the Ring ſtood aſſured, 
that I mult bee enfoꝛced foꝝ lacke of ſuſtenance, there to diſ band my company into ſundꝛy pla» 
ces to liue vpon ſhell ſiſhe, foz ſo the Sauages themſelues doe, going to Ottorasko, Crotoan, 
and other places fiſhing and hunting, while their growndsbe in ſowing, and their coꝛne grow ⸗ The (ana 
ing, which fayled not his expectation, Foz the famine grewe lo extreme among vs, our weares und dg 
fapline vs of ſiſh, that I was enfozced to ſend captaine Staffoꝛd with 20. with him to Crotoan tui parurſt. 
mp low Admirals Iſland to ſerue two turnes in one, that is to ſay cofeede himſelfe, and his com: 
pany, and alſo to kcepe watch, if any ſhipping came vpon the coaſt to warne vs of the ſame, J 
ſent maſter Puidiox with the Pynneſſe to Otteraſco, and ten with him, with the Pꝛouoſt Mar 
hal to line there, and alſo to wayte fo ſhipping: alſo J ſent euery werke 16,0} 20. of the reſt of 
the companie to the mayne duet againſt vs, to live of Caſada,and oyſters. 

Jn the meane while Pemiſapan went of purpoſe to Addeſmocopeio fot 3. cauſes, the one, 
to (ee his grounds there bzoken vp, and ſowed loꝛ a ſecond croppe : the other to withdzawe _ 

elke 
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felfe from mp dayly ſending to him fo} ſupply of victuall foz my company, to? hee was atrapde 
to denye me any thing, neicher durſt he in my pꝛeſente but by colour, and with excuſes, which 
J was content to accept foz the time, meaning in the cndeas J hadreaſon, to giue him the 
iumpe once foz all: but in the meane whiles, as J had euer done befoze, I and mine bare all 
wongs,andaccepted of all excuſes. 

Pp purpoſe was to haue relyed my ſelfe with Menatonon, and the Chaoniſts,who intruth 
as thep are moze valiant people and in greater number then che reſt, ſo are they moze faithful 
in their pzomiſes, and ſince my late being there, had giuen many tokens of earneſt deſire they 
had to ioyne in perfect league with vs, and cherefoze were greatly offended with Pcmilapan any 
Weoporok fo making bim belecue ſuch tales of vs, 

The third cauſe of his going to Addeſmacopeio was to diſpatch his meſſengers to Weopo. 
miok,andto the Mandoages,agafozeſaid,al which he did with great impꝛeſſe of copper in hand, 
making large pꝛomiſes to them of greater ſpople. 

The anſ were within fewe dayes after, came from Weopomiok, which was deuided into two 
parts, Firſt fo the King Okisko, who denyed to be of þ partie foꝝ humſelfe, oʒ any of his eſpecial 
followers, and therefoze did immediatly retpze himſeife with his fozce into the mapne :the other 
was concerning the reſt of the ſayd pzouince who accepted ot u: and in like ſozt the Mandoags 
receiued the unpzeſt, 

The dap of their aſſembly afozcſapd at Roanoak, was appornted the 10, of July: all which 
the pꝛemiſes were diſcouered by Skyco,the king Menatonon his ſonne my pacſoner,whohaung 
once attempted to run away, I laid him in the bylboes,thzeatning to cut off his head, whome J 
remitted at Pemiſapans requeſt: whereupon he being perſwaded that be was our enemieto the 
death, he did not only feede him with hunſelfe, but aiſo made him acquainted with all his pyactis 
ſes, Dn the other live, the yong man finding himſelf as well vled at my hand, as J had meanes 
to ſhew, and that all my companie made much of him, he flatly diſcouered al vnto me, which alla 
afcerwards was reucaled vaco me by one of Pemiſapans ownmen, Þ mght befoze he was laine, 

Thele milchiefes being al inſtantly vponmee, and my companic to be put in execution, flood 
mee in hand co ſtudy how to pꝛeuent them, and alſo to ſaue all others, which were at that time as 
afozcſaid ſo farre from me: whereupon J lent to Pemuſapan to put ſuſpition out of his heade, 
that I ment pꝛeſently ta goe to Crotoan, foy that I had heard of the ariual of our fleete,(though 
J tn crueth had neither heard noz hoped foz ſo good aduenture,) and that I meant to come by 
him, to bozrow of his men to fiſh foz mp company, and to hunt foz me at Crotoan, as alſoto bup 
ſome foure dapes pzouiſion to ſerue fo mp vopage. 

He ſent mee woꝛd that he would himſelfecome ouer to Roanoak, but from day to dap hee de» 
kerted, only to bzing the Weopomioks with him, and the Mandoags,whoſe time appopnted was 
within 8, dayes after, Jt was the laſt of Pap, 1586. when all his owne ſauages began to make 
their aſſcmbly at Roanoak,at his commandement ſent abzoad vnto them, and J reſoluednotto 
ſtay longer vpon his comming ouer, ſince he ment to come with ſs good company, but thought 
goodto go, and viſite him with ſuch as J had, which J reſoluedts do the next dap:but that night 
I ment by the way to giue them in the Illand a Canuiſado, and at the inſtant to ſeaſe vpon ail 
the Canoas about the Jfland to keepe him from aduertiſements. 

But the towne tooke the allarum, befoze I ment it to them:the occaſion was this. I had ſent 
the Maſter of the light hozſemen with a few wich him, to gather vp all the Canoas in che ſetting 
of the ſunne,# to take as many as were going from vs to Adeſmocopeio,but to ſuffer any that 
came from thence to land: he met with a Canoa,going from the ſhoare, and ouerthzew the Ca- 

The flaughter, noa, and cut off 2, ſauages heads: this was not dont ſo ſecretly but hee was diſcouered from the 
ache Ba- ſhoare, whereupon the cry aroſe: fon in trueth they, pytuie to their owne villanous purpoſes a 
nages, gainſt vs, held as good eſpial vpon vs, both day and night, as we did vpon them, 

The allarum giuen, they tooke themſelues to their bowes,and we to our armes: ſome inet 0 
foure of them at the firſt were llayne with our ſhot, the reſt fled into z woods: The next mozning 
with the light hozſcman,# one Canon taking 25. with the Colonel of the Cheſepians, andthe 
Deriant maioz,J went to Adeſmocopeio,and being landed ſent Pemiſapan wozd by one of his 


owne ſauages that met me at the ſhoze, that I was going to Crotoan, and ment to takt him in 
the way to complaine vato him of Oſocon, who the night paſt was conueying away my pjiſo- 
ner, whom J had there pꝛeſent tied in an handlocke : hereupon the king did abide my comming 
to him, and finding my ſelfe amidſt 7,02 8. of bis pzincipal Weroances, & followers, (not regit- 
ding any of the common ſont) A gaue the watchwozd agreed vpon, (which was Chziſt our vit: 
toy /) and imumediatl choſe his chiefe men and himſelfe, had by the mercie of Gov foz our deli

uerance,that which they had purpoſed foz vs. The king himſelfe being ſhot thozow by the Colo⸗ 
nell with a piſtoll lying on the ground fo2 dead, # J looking as watchfully fo2 the ſauing of Man⸗ 
ros friends,asothers were buſie that none of the reſt ſhouldeſtape, ſuddenly he ſtarted vp. and tan 
may as though he had not bene touched, inſomuch as he ouerran all the compame, being by the 
way ſhot thwart the buttocks by mine Jriſh boy with my Petronell. In the end an Jriſh man ſer: 
ung me, one Nugent and the deputie pꝛouoſt vndertooke him, and following him in the woods o 


uercooke hum, and J in ſome doubt leaſt we had loſt both the king, and my man by dur oune neg- Peniſapan 


ligenceto haue bene intercepted by the Sauages, we met him returning out of the woods with 
pemiſapans head in his hand. 

This fell out the firſt of June, 1 5 8 6, and the 8. ofthe ſame came aduertiſement to me from 
captaine Staffoꝛd, lying at my lozd Admirals Jſland, chat he had difcouered a great Fleete of 
23.ailes: but whether they were friends oz foes,he could not pct diſcerne. he aduiſed me to ſtand 
won as good gard as J could, 

The 9, ofthe ſaid moneth, he himſelfe came vnto me, hauing that night before, and that ſame 
day trauelled by land 20. miles, and I muſt truly repozt ofhimfrom the firſt to the laſt, he was the 
gentleman that neuer ſpared labour oz perill either by land oz water, faire weather oz fo wle. t per: 
fame any ſeruice committed vnto him. 

He bzouccht me a letter from the Generall ſir Francis Dꝛake, with a moſt bountifull and ho⸗ 


nourable offer fo2 the ſupplie of our neceſſities tothe performance ofthe action, we were entered wzake, 


into, and that not onely of victuals, munition and clothing, but alſo of barkes,pinnaces and boates, 
they alſo by him to be victualled,manned,and furniſhed to my conteutation, 

The 10, dap hee arriued in the road of our bad harbozough, and comming there to an anker, 
the 1 r. day I came to him, whom J found in deeds moſt honourably to perfoꝛme that which in wꝛi⸗ 
ting and meſſage he had moſt curteouſly offered, he hauing afozehand pꝛopounded the matter to all 
the captains of his Fleete, and got their liking and conſent thereto, 

Vith ſuch thanks vnto him and his caytaines fad his care both o vs and of our action, not as 
the matter deſerued, but as J could boch fox my companie and my ſelfe, J (being afoꝛehand) pꝛe⸗ 
pared what J would deſire,craued at his hands that it would pleaſe him to take with him into En · 
gland a number of weake, and vufit men foz my good action, which J woulddeliner to him, and in 
place of them to ſupply me of his company, with oare men.artificers,and others. 

That he would le aue vs ſo much ſhipping and victuall, as about Auguſt then next followyng, 
wouldcaryme and all my companie into England, whT we had diſcouered ſomwhat that ſoz lacke 
if needfull pꝛouiſton in time left with vs as vet remained vndone. 

That it would pleaſe him withall to leaue ſome ſufficieue maſters not onely to cary vs into 
England when time ſhould be, but alſo to ſearch che coaſt foz ſome better harbozow if there were 
anp,andeſpecially tu helpe vs to ſome ſmall boats and oare men, 

Alſo for a ſupplie of calteuers,handweapons,match and lead, tooles,appareU{,and ſuch like, 

He hauing receiuedtheſe my requeſts accoꝛding to his vſuall commendable maner ofgouerne» 
meut (as it was told me) calling his captaines to counſell, the reſolution was that I ſhould ſend 
ſuchof my officers of my companie,as J vſed in ſuch matters, with their notes to noe aboozd with 
um, which were the maſter of the victuals.the keeper of the ſtoꝛe. and the Uicetreaſurer, to whom 
he appointed foozthwith foz me the Francis. being a very pꝛoper barke of 70,tunnes,and tooke pꝛe⸗ 
ſent ozder foz bzinging of victuall aboozd her foz 100. men fo; foure moneths withall my other de: 
maunds whatſoeuer,to the vetermolt. 

And furtherappointedfo2 metwofine pinnaces,and 4.ſmall boats. and that which was to per: 
fozme all his fozmer liberalitie towards vs, was that he had gotten the full aſſents oftwoof as ſut. 
licient experimented maſters as were any in his fieete, by iudgement of them that knewe them, 
with very ſufficient gings to tarie with mee, and co employ t hemſelues moſt earneſtly in the 
action , as J ſhould appoynt them, vntill che terme which J pꝛomiſed of our returne into 
ry agayne. The names of one of thoſe maſters was Abzaham Rendall, the other Grif 

e. | 

Ahle theſe things were in hand, the pyouiſion afozeſapd being bzoughe, and in bunging a 

bond, my ſapd maſters being alſo gone aboozd, my ſayd barkes hauing actepted of their charge, 


and mine owne officers with others in like ſozt of my company with ch#,all which was diſpatched 
by the ſatd Generall the 1 2. ofthe ſaidmoneth : the 1. of the ſame there aroſe ſuch an vnwonted 
ſonme. and continued foure dayes that had like to haue dziuen all on ſhoze, "if the Lom had not held 
his holy hand ouer chem, and the generall very pꝛouidentl y fozeſeene the wozſt himſelfe, then a 
bout my diſpatch puttinghimſelfe aboozd: — — to

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put to ſea the Francis alſo with all my pꝛouilione ny two maſters, and my companie aboozd, thee 
was ſeene to be free from the ſame, ann to put cleare to ſca. | 

This tome hauing continued from the 13. tothe 16,0fthe moneth, endthus my barke put a⸗ 
way as afoꝛeſapd. the Gener all comming a ſhoze,made a new pꝛofferto me, which was a ſhippe of 
x 70, tunnes, called the Barke Bonner, with a ſufficient maſter and guide to carie with mee the 
time appointed, and victualled ſufficiently to carie mee and my companie into England with all 
pꝛouiſions as befoꝛe: but hee tolde mee that hee would not fo; any thing vn dertake to haue her 
bzought into our harbour, and therefoꝛe hee was to leaue her in the roade, and to leaue the care of 
the reſt vnto my ſelle, and aduiſed mee to conſider with my companie of our caſe, and to deliver 
preſently vnto him in waiting, what J would require him to doe fo2 vs: which being within his 
vm me as well foz his Captaines, asfoz himſelfe ſhoutd be moſt willingly yer, 
ozmed, 
Hereupon calling ſuch Captaines and Gentlemen of my companie as then were at hand. who 
were all as pꝛiuie as my ſelfe to the Generals offer, theit whole requeſt was to mee, that conſide: 
ring the caſe that we ſtood in, the weakeneſſe ol our companie, the ſmall number of the ſame, the 
carying away of our ſirſt appointed barke, with thoſe two eſpeciall maſters, with our pzincyall 
poniſions in the ſame, by the very hand ol God as it leemed, ſtretched out to take vs from thence: 
conſidering alſo,that his ſecond offer, though moſt honourable of his part, pct of ours not to be ta · 
ken, inſomuch as there was no poſlibilitie fo her with any ſaketie to be bꝛought into the harbour: 
Decing furthermoze our hope fo2 ſupplte with ſir Richard Greenuill ſo vndoubte dly pzomiſedvg 
befoze Eaſter, not vet come, neither then likely to come this peere conſidcring the doings in En⸗ 
gland foz Flaunders, as alſo fo; America, that thercfoze J would reſolue my ſelfe, with my coms 
panie to goe into England in that F leete, and accoꝛdinglyto make requeſt to the Generall in all 
our names, that he would bee pleaſed to giue vs pꝛeſent paſſage with him. Which requeſt of ours 
by my ſelle deliuered vnto him, hee moſt readily aſſented vnto, and ſa hee ſending immediately 
his pinnaces vnto our J ſland fot the fetching away of fewe that there were left with our bag- 
gage, the weather was ſo boyſterous, and the pumaces ſo oſten on ground, that the moſt of all 
wee had, with all our Cardes, Bookes and wꝛitings, were by the Saplers caft ouer boozd, 
the greater number of the Fleete being much agrieued with their long and daungeroug abode in 
that miſerable road. a 

From whence the Generall in the name of the Almightie, waying his ankers (haning be» 
ſtowed vs among his Fleece) fo2 the relicfe of whom hee had in that ſtonne ſuſtained moe perill 
of macke then in all his fozmer moſt honourable actions againſt the Spaniards, with pzaiſes vn» 
to God fox all, ſet ſaile the 19, of June, x 5 $6, and arriued in Poxeeſmouth, the of Julie 
the ſame peere, 

Thethird voyage made by a Ship, ſent in the Frere 1586, 
to the teliefe of the Colonie planted in Virginia, at the ſole charges 
of Sir Walter Raleigh. 


N the peere ok our Low, 1586. (ir Walter Raleigh at his owne charge prepared 
a ſhipof 100,tunnes, fraighted with all maner ol things in moſt plentiful maner 
fo the ſupplie and relief of his Colouie then remaining in Uirginia: but befoze 
the y ſet ſaile from England, it was after Caſter, ſo that our Colonie halle diſpai 
redof the comming of any ſupplie,wherefoze eucry man pꝛepared fo} himſelf de 
© termining reſolutely to ſpend the reſivue of their life time in that countrey, and 


fag the better perfozmaunce ofthis their determination, they ſowed, planted, and ſer ſuch things 


as were neceſſarie fog their reliefe in ſo plentifull a manner , as might baue ſuffiſev them two 
yeeres without any further labo):thus truſting totheir owne harueſt they paſſed the ſummer till 
the tenthof June, at which time their cone which they had ſowed was within one foꝛtnight of 
reaping, but then it happened, that Sir Frauncis Drake in his pzoſperous returne from the 
ſacking of Saint Domingo, Cartagena, and Saint Auguſtines determined inhis wap home- 
warde to viſit his countrymen the Engliſh Colonie then remayning in Virginia:fo paſſing along 
the coaſtes of Florida, he fell with the partes, where our Engliſh Colony inhabited, and hauing 
eſpyed ſome of that company, there he ankered, and went alande where he conferred with them 
of their ſtate and welfare, and howe thinges had paſt with them: they aunſwered him that they 
lined all, but hitherto in ſome ſcarſitie, and as pet coulde here of no ſupplye out of England: 
therefoze they requeſted him that he would leaue with chem ſome two 02 ——_—

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ſome reaſonable time they heard not out of England, they might then return themſe lucs: which 
hee agreed to: whileſt ſome were then waiting their letters to ſend into Eng land, and ſome o⸗ 
thers making repoztes of the accidentes of ther craucls each to other, ſome ou lande, ſome on 
hoozd, a great ſtoꝛme aroſe,and dzoue the moſt of their fleete from their ankers co Stain which 
ſhippes,at that inſtant were the chiefeſt of the Engliſh Colony: che reſt on land perceiu⸗ g, 
haſted to thoſe thyce ſaples which were appointed co be left there, and foʒ feare they oulvbe etc 
behinde,left all thinges ſo confuſedly, as if they had bene chaſed from chence by a mightie ar 
mie, and no doubt ſochey were, foz thehande of God cam: vpon them fox the crueltie, gudout- 
rages committed by ſome of them againſt che nattue inhabitantes of that Conntrie, 


Jmmediatly after che departing of our Engliſh Colonie out of this paradiſe ofthe wozlde, ** 


the ſhippe aboue mentioned lent, and ſet fozth at the charges of Sir Valter Ralegh, aud his 
direction, arrined at Hatoraſk, who after ſome time ſpent in ſeeking our Colonp vp in the 
Countrie, and not finding them, returned with all the afozeſayd pꝛouillon into England, 


About fourteene oz fifteene dates after the departure of the afozcſapd ſhippe, Sir Richard Sir 


Grindheld Generall of Virginia, accompanied with chꝛee ſhippes well appointed fo2 the lame 
voyage arriued there, who not finding the afozeſaivſhip accozding to his expectation,noz hearing 
my newes of our Engliſh Colony, there ſeated, and left by him, Anno 1585. him lelfe crauat- 
ling vp into diners places ot the Countrep, as well toſceifhe could here any ncwcs of the Cos 
lonp left there by him the pere befoze, vnder the charge of Paſter Lanc his deputie, as alſo to dil: 
coucr ſome places of the Countrie: but after ſome time ſpent therein not hearing any newes of 
them, and finding the place which they inhabited deſolate, pet vnwilling to looſe the poſſeſſion 
ofthe Countrie,which Engliſhmen had ſo long helde: after good de liberation he determined to 
leaue ſome men behinde to retaine poſſeſſion of the Country: whereupon he landed 15. men in 
the Jle of Roanoake furniſhed plentifully with all maner of pꝛouiſion fo; two pectes, aud ſo de» 
parted foꝛ England. 

Not long after he fell with the Illes of Agores, on ſome of which Jlandes he landed, and ſpoy 
led the Townes of all ſuch thinges as were woꝛth cariage, where allo he tooke diuers Spanp⸗ 
ardes; with theſe, and many other exploytes done by him in this vopage, as well outwarde as 
home ward, he returned into England.

L beit (gentle Reader) che credite ofthe reports in this treatiſe contained, 
can litle be furthered by the teſtimonie of one as my ſelfe, through affecti- 
on iudged partiall, though without deſert : Neuertheleſſe, forſomuch as 1 
haue bene tequeſted by ſome my particular friends, who conceiue more 
JE! rightly of me, to deliver freely my knowledge ofthe ſame, not onely for 
Ithe 1 of them but alſo for the true 1 cnicioa of any other who 
ſoeuer, that comes not with a preiudicate minde to the reading thereof: 
Thus much vp on my credite I am to affirme, that things vniuerſally are ſo truely ſer downe 
in this treatiſe by the authour thereof, an Actor in the Colonie =. a man no lefle for his ho- 
neſtie then learning commendable, as that I dare boldly auouche, it may very well paſſe 
with the credite ofirueth euen amongſt the moſt true relations of this age. Which as for

To the Aduenturers, Fauourers, and Welwillers of the en.

Inte the firft vudertaking by ſir Walter Ralcigh to deale in the action of diſcs, 
uering of that Countrey which is now called and knowen by the name of Uirgi, 
nia,many voiages hauing bene thither made at ſundyy times to his great charge, 
cy asfirſtin the peere 158 afterwards in the peeres 1 585,1 586, and now of 

late this laſt yeere of r $87. There haue bene divers and variable repoxtes, with 
mme ſlaunderous and ſhamefull ſpeaches byuited abzoad by many that returned

 fromthence.Elpeciallyofthat diſcouerie which was made bythe Colonie cranſpoxtedby Sir Ry 


chard Oreenuill in the peere 1585. being of all che others the moſt pyincipall and as yet ofmoſtef; 
fert the time of their abode inthe countrey being a whole peere, when as in the other voiage befoze 


they ſatedbut ſixe werkes, and the others after were onely foz ſupplie and tranſpoxtati 


moe being diſcouered then had bene befoze, Thich repozts haue not done a litle wꝛong to many 
that otherwiſe would haue allo fauoured and aduentured in the action to the honour and benefice 


dk out nation, beſides the particular pꝛoſite and credite which would redound to themſelues the 
dealers therein, as J hope by the ſeque ll of euents to the ſhame ol choſe that haue aunuched the 


contrary ſhall be manifeſt, ifyou the aduenturers, fauourers and wel willers doe but either in 
creaſe in number, 02 in opinion continue, oz hauing bene doubefull, renew your good liking and 
furtherance to deale therein actoꝛdmmgto che woozthineſle thereof alreadiefound, and as pou ſhall 
vnderſtand heereafter to be requiſite. Touching which wooꝛthineſſe cauſe of the diuerſi

I hauetherefoze thought it good beyng one that baue bene in the diſcouerie, and in dealing 
with the naturall inhabitaunts ſpetially imployed : and hauing therefoze ſeene and knowen moze

Firft, that ſome of you which are pet ignozaunt 02 doubtfull of the ſtate thereof, may ſee char 
there is ſufficient cauſe why the chiele enterpyiſer with the fauour of her Paieſtie, nocwithſtans 
ding ſuch repoxtes,hath not onelp ſince continued the action by ſending into the countrey againe, 
and replanting this laft yeere a new Colonie, but is alſoreadie accozding as the times and means

Secondly,that you ſeeing and knowing the continuance of the action,by the view hereof you 
may generally know and learne what the countrey is, and thereupon conſider how pour dealing 
therein il it pzoceed,map returne pou pꝛolite and gaine, be it cither by inhabiting andplanting, 03 
otherwtſe in furthering thereof, 

And leaſt that the ſubſtance of my relation ſhould be doubtfull eto you, as of others bpreaſon

Ok our companie that returned ſome fo) their miſdemeanour and ill dealing in the countrey, 
baue bene there ly puniſhed, who by reaſon of their bad nature s haue maliciouſly not onely 

but foz their ſakes ſlaunderedthe countrey it ſelfe, The like allo 


tion, that hauing bene a twelue moneth in the countrey, it would haue bene a great diſgrace vw 
to them as they thought, if they could not haue ſayd much whether it were true 07 falſe, Of 
which ſome haue ſpoken of moge then euer they ſawe, oz otherwiſe knew to be there: Other ſom? 
haue not bene aſhamedto make abſolute denial ol that, which although not by chem, yet by others 
— = there plentifully knowen, and other ſome make difficulcies of thoſe thiugs 
no ſkillof, 

The cauſe of their ignoꝛaunce was, in that chep were of that many, that were neuer out of 

the Illand where wee were ſeated, oz noe farre, oz at the leaft wiſe in few places els, during the 
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found, as it was by chem looked foz, had litle oz no care of any other thing but to pamper their bel: 
lies,0zcfthat many which had litle vuderſtanding, leſſe diſcretion, and moze tongue then was 
needfull oz requiſite, 

Some alſo were ol a nice bzinging vp, on ly in cities 02 townes,o2 ſuch as neuer( as I map (ap) 
had ſcene the woꝛld befoze. Becaule there were not to be found any Engliſh cities, noꝛ ſuch faire 
houſes, no; at their owne wiſh aux of their old accuſtomed daintie food, no auy ſoft beds of downe 
oz ſeathers, the countrey was to them miſerable,and their repoꝛts thereof accopding. 

Becaule mp purpole was but in byiefeto open the cauſe of the varictie of ſuch ſpceches, the 

| ties ofthem, and of many enutous, malicious and ſlaunderous repotts and deuiſes els, 

our owne countreymen beſides, as trifles that arc not wooꝛthie of wiſe men to bee thought vp: 

on, I meane uot to trouble you withal, but wil paſle to the commoditics,the ſubſtance ofthat which 
J baue to make relation of vnto you, 

The treatiſe whereof fo pour moe readie view and eaſter vnderſtanding, J will diuide into 
thee ſpeciall partes. In chefirſt I will make declaration of ſuch commonities there already found 
n to bee raiſed, which will not onely ſerue the oꝛdinarie turnes of pou which are and ſhall be the 
planters and inhabitaunts, but ſuch an ouerplus ſutticiently to be yeelded, 02 by men of Ckill to be 
pouided, as by wap of traffiquę and exchaunge with our owne nation of England, will enrich 
pour lelnes the pzouiders: thoſe that ſhall deale with you, the enterpuſers in generall, and 
greatly pyofite our owne countrymen, to ſupplie them with moſt things which heretofoze they 
haue bene fatne to pꝛouide either of ſir ungets oz of our enemies, which commodities foz diſtinction 
ſake, J call Merchantable. 

In the ſecond, J will ſet do wne all the commodities which we knowthe countrey by our experi 
ence doth peeld of it ſelfe oz victuall and ſuſtenance of mans life. ſuch as is vſually fed vpou by the 
inhabitants of the countreys. as alſo by vs during the time we were there. 

Inthe laſt part J will make mention generally of ſuch other commonities beſides, as J am a» 
ble to remember. and as J ſhall thinke behoouefull fo2 thoſe that ſhall inhabite, and plant there to 
know of, which ſpecially concerne building, as alſo ſome other neceſſarie ves: with a buefe vc» 
ſcription of the nature and maners of the people ol the countrey, 


The firſt part of Marchantable commodities. 
e of graſſe, or graſſe Silke. There is a kinde of graſſe in the countrey, vpon the 


blades whereof there groweth very good Silke in foꝛme of a thinne glittering ſkinne 
to bee ſtript off. It groweth two foote and an halfe high oz better: the blades are about 

two foote in length, and halfe inche bzoad. The like groweth in Perſia, which is in the 
elle ſame climate as Uirginia, of which very many of the Silke wozkes that come from thence 
into Europꝛ are made, Yereof if it be planted and ozdered as in Perſia, it cannot in reaſon bee o⸗ 
therwiſe, but that there will riſe in ſhoꝛt time great pꝛoſite to the dealers therein, ſeeing there is 
o great vſe and vent thrreofas well in our countrey as elſewhere. And by the meanes of ſow 
ing and planting it in good ground, it will be karre greater, better, and moꝛe plentifull then it is. 
Although not withſtauding there is great ſtoꝛe thereof in many places of the countrep growing 
naturally and wild, which alſa by pꝛoofe here in England, in making a picce ok ſilke Grogran, we 
lound to be excellent good. 

Worme Silke. In many ok our journeys wee found Silke woꝛmes faire and great, as big 
is our oꝛdinarie Walnuts. Although it hath not bene our happe to haue found ſuch plentie as 
elſewhere to be in the countrep wee haue heard of, yet ſecing that the countrey doeth naturallie 
heed and nouriſh them. there is no doubt but if Arte be added in planting of Mulberie trees and 
others fit foꝛ them in commodious places, fo) their feeding and nouriſhing, and ſome of them care» 
fully gathered and huſbanded in that ſoze, as by men of ſkill is knowen to be nereſſarie: there will 
riſe as great pꝛolit in time to the Virginians, as thereof doeth now to the Perſians, Turkes, Jtalt- 
ans and Spantards. 

Flaxe and Hempe. The trueth is, that of Pempe and Flare there is no great ſtoꝛe in any 
one place together. by reaſon it is not planted but as the ſoyle doeth peeld of it ſelfe: and how ſa 
tuer the leafe and ſtemme oꝛ ſtalke doe differ from ours, the ſtuffe by iudgement of men of (kill 
is altogether as good as ours. And if not, as further pzoofe ſhould linde otherwiſe, we haue that 
experience of the ſople, as that chere cannot bee ſhewed any reaſon ta the contrary, but that 
it will growe there excellent well, and by planting will bee peelded plentifully , ſeeyng 
there is ſo much ground whereof ſome may well bee _ to ſuch purpoſes. What benefite 
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hercof may grow in cozdageand lianens who cannot eaſily vnderſtand * 

Allum. There is a veine of earth along the ſea coaſt fo2 the ſpace of foqtie oꝛ fiftie miles, wher 

of by the iudgement of ſome that haue made triall here in England, is made good Allum, of that 
kind which is called Roche Allum. The richneſſe ol luch a commonitie is ſo well knowen, that 
J neede not to ſap any thing thereof. The ſame earth doeth alſo yeeld White Copꝛeſſe, Nitrum, 
and Alumen plumeum,but nothing ſo plentifully as the common Allum, which be alſo of piice 
aud pꝛolitable. 
; Wapeih, A kind ok earth ſo called by the naturall inhabicants,very like to Terra ſigillata, and 
haning bene reſined, it hath bene found by ſome of our Phiſitions and Chirurgions, to bee of the 
ſame kind of vertue,and moze effeccuall,The inhabitants vle it very much foz the cure ofſozes and 
wounds: there is in diuers places great plentie,andin ſome places of a blew ſoꝛt. 

Pitch, Tarre, Rozen and Turpentine, There are thoſe kindes of trees which yeeld them a 
bundant ly and great ſtoze. In the very ſame Jſland where we were ſeated, being fifteene miles 
of length, and fine oz ſix miles in bzeadth, there are ke w trees els but of the ſame kind, the whole 
Iſland being full, 

Saſſafras, Called by the inhabitants Winauk, a kinde of wood of moſt pleaſaunt and (werte 
ſmell, and ol moſt rare vertues in philike foꝛ the cure of many diſeaſes. It is found by experience 
to bee farre better and of moze vſes then the Wood which is called Cuaiacum, oz Lignum vnx. 
Fox the deſcription, the maner ofvſing, and the manitold vertues thereof, J referre pou to the 
Booke of Monardus, tranſlated and entituled in Engliſh, The ioyfull uewes from the Welt 
Indies. a 

Cedar. A very ſwecte wood and ſine timber, whereot ik neſtes or cheſtes bethere made oz tim 
ber thereof fitted fo2 ſweete and fine bedſteads, tables, deſkes, lutes, virgials and many things 
els, (of which there hath bene pzoofe made alreadie) to make vp fraight with ot her pꝛincipal com 
modities, will peeld pꝛolite. 

Wine, There are two kindes of grapes that the ſoile doeth peeld naturally, the one is ſmall 
and ſo we of the oꝛdinarie big nelle as ours in England, the other farre greater and of himſelfe lu: 
ſhious ſweete, Then they are planted and hul banded as they ought, a pꝛincipall commoditie of 
wines by them may be raiſed. 

Oile. There are two ſoꝛtes of Malnuts both holding oyle, but the one farre moze plentifull 
then the other. Then there are mils and other deuiſes foꝛ the purpoſe, a commoditie of them may 


be raiſed betauſe there are infinite toze, There are allo thiee ſeucrall kindes ol Berries in te 


fourme of Dke akoꝛnes, which alſo bythe experience and vſe of the inhab / taunts, wee finde to 
yceld very good and ſwecte oyle. Furthermoꝛe, the Bearesof the countrey are commonly very 
fat, and in ſome places there are many, Their fatneſſe becauſe it is ſo liquid, may well bec termed 
ople,and hach many ſpectall vſes, 

Furtes. All along the Seacoaſt there are great ſfoze of Otters, which being taken by weites 
and other engines made fo2 the purpoſe, wil peeld good profite, We hope alſo of Barterne furres, 
and make no doubt by the relation of the people, but that in ſome places ofthe country there art 
ſtoze, although there were but two ſkins that came to our hands. Luzarnes alſo wee haue vudcr- 
ſtanding of, although fo2 the time we ſaw none. 

Deere skinnes deſſed after the maner of Chamoes oꝛ vndꝛeſſed, are to be had ofthe naturall 
iuhabitants thouſands yeerelp by wap oftraffique fo trifles,aud no moe waſte oz ſpoile of Deere 
then is and hath bene oꝛdinarily in time befoze, 

Ciuet cats. In our trauelsthere was found one to haue bene killed by a ſaluage oz inhabitant, 
and in another place the ſmell where one oꝛ moꝛe had lately bene befoze, whereby wee gather be 


ſides then by the relation of the people, that there are ſome in the countrey: good pꝛodte will riſe 


by them. 


Iron. Int wo places of the countrey ſpetially, one about foureſcoze, and che other ſre ſcore 2 


miles from the Fonte o2 place where wee dwelt, wee founde neere the water ſide the ground to 
bee rockie, which by the triall of a Btnerall man, was found to holde iron richly, It is found in 


many places ofthe countrey els, J know nothing to the contrarie, but that it may dee allowed 


fo) a good merchauntablecommonitie, conſidering there the ſmall charge fo2 the labour aud fee- 


ding of men: the mfinite ſtoze of wood, the want of wood and deerenelſe thereof in England, and ;

02 Chicte Lord that dwelt about foureſcoze milos from vs: of whome chzough enquiry, by the 
number of dapes y the wap, I learned that it had come to his hands from the ſame place oz neere, 
where J after vuderſtoodthe copper was made, andthe white graines of mettall found. The as 
fozeſaid copper we alſo found by triall to holde liluer. 

Pearle : Sometimes in feeding on muſcles we found ſome pearle : but it was our happe to 
meet with ragges, oz of a pide colour: not hauing yet diſcouered thoſe places where we heard of 
better and moze plenty. One ol our companys a man of ſkill in ſuch matters, had gathered toge · 
ther from among the Sauage people about fue thouſand : of which number he chole ſo many as 
made a faxe chaine, which fo} they? likenelle and vnifozmity in roundneſſe, oꝛientnelſe, and pide» 
neſſe of many excellent colours, with equaluie in greatneſſe, were very kayze and rare : and had 
therefoxe beene pyeſencedto her Maieſty, had we not by caſualty, and thꝛoughextremity ofa ſtoꝛme 
loſt them, with many things els in comming away fromthe countrey, 

Sweet gummes of diuers kindes, and many other Apothecary dzugges, of which we will make 
ſpeciall mention, when we ſhall reeetue it from ſuch men or ſkill in that kinde, that in taking rea» 
ſonable paines (hall diſcouer them moze particularly then we haue done, and then now J can 
make relation of, foꝛ want of the examples I had pꝛouided and gathered, and are now loſt, with o⸗ 
ther things by caſualty belode mentioned. 

Dies of diuets kindes: Thete is Shoemake well knowne, and vſed in England ſoꝛ blacke : the 
ſeed of an herbe called Waſebur, little ſmall roots called Chappacor, andthe barke of the tree 
called by the inhabitauts Tangomockonomindge : which Dies are fo? diucrs ſoztsofred: they? 
goodneſſe foz our Engliſh clothes remaine yet to be pꝛooued. The inhabitants vſe them only fo 
the dying ofhaye, and colouring of they faces, and mantles made of Deere ſkinnes: and alſo foz 
the dying of ruſhes co make artificial woꝛks withall in they? mats and baſkets : hauing no other 
thing beſides that they account of, apt to vſe them fo. Jfthey will not pꝛooue merthantable there 
is no doubt — the planters there ſhall finde apt vſes foz them, as alſo fo other colours which we 
know to bethere. | 

Woad: a thing of ſo great vent and vſes amongſt Engliſh Diers, which can not be yeelded 
ſufficiently in our owne countrey fo ſpare of ground, may be planted in Virginia, there being 
ground enough. The growth thereofneede not to be doubted,when as inthe Jllands of the Aſozes 
it groweth plentifully, which is in the lame climate. So likewiſe of Madder. 

Ve caryed thither Suger canes to plant, which being not ſo well pꝛeſerued as was requiſite, 
and beſives the time ofthe peere being paſt fo they; letting when we arrived, we could not make 
that pzoofe ol them as we deſired, Notwithſtanding, ſeeing thatthey grow inthe ſame climate, 
inthe South part of Spaine, and in Barbary, our hope in reaſon may yet continue , So like» 
wiſe foz Orenges and Limmons : there may be planted alſo Quinſes. Therebymay grow in 
reaſonable time if the action be diligently pꝛolecuted, no ſmall commoditiesin Sugers, Suckets, 
and Marmelades. 

Many other commo dit ies by planting may there alſo be raiſed, which J leaneto your diſcreet 
and gentle conſiderations: and many alſo may be there, which yet we haue not diſcoucred, Two 
moꝛe commonities of great value, one of certainty, and the other in hope, not to be planted, but 
there to be raiſed, and in ſhozt time to be pꝛouided and pꝛepared, J might haue ſpecified,” Do like: 
wiſe of thoſe commodities already ſet doune, I might haue laid moꝛe: as of the particular places 
where they are found, and beſt to be planted and pꝛepared: by what meanes, and in what reaſona« 
ble ſpace of time they might be raiſed to pꝛoſit, and in what pꝛopoꝛtion: but becauſe others then 
welwillers might be there withall acquainted, not to the good of the action. J haue wittingly omit» 
tedthem: knowing that to thoſe that are well diſpoſed, J haue vttered actoꝛding to my pꝛomiſe 
and purpole, foꝛ this part ſufficient. 
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The ſecond part of ſuch commodities as Virginia is knowen 4 
yeeld, for vic tuall and ſuſtenance of mans life, vſually fed vpon by 


the naturall inhabitants : as alſo by vs, during the time of 
our aboad. And firſt of ſuch as are lowed 
and husbanded. 


Agatowr, akinde of graine ſo called by the inhabitants: the ſameinthe Ute 
Indies is called Mayze : Engliſh men call it Guinney wheat, oz Turkie 
wheat, accoving to the names of the countries from whence the like hath bene 
bought. The graine is about the bigneſle of our ozdinary Englih peaze, and 
not much different in fozme and ſhape: but of diuers colours: ſome white, ſome 
; rev, ſome pellow, and ſome blew . All of them peeld a very white and lweete 
flowne: being vſed accopding to his kinde, it maketh a very good Head. Te made of the ſame in 
the countrey ſome mault, whereof was bzued as good ale as was to be deſired, So likewiſe by the 
belpe of hops, thercofmap be made as good beere , Jt is a graine of maruellous great increaſe 
of athouſand, fifteene hundzed, and ſome two thouſand folde , There are thzee ſozts, of which 
two are ripe in elcuen andt welue weeks at the moſt, ſometimes in tenne, after the time they are 
ſet, and are then of height in ſtalke about ſ xe oz ſenen foot. The aer ſoꝛt is tipe in foureteene, 
and is about tenne foot high, ol the ſtalks, ſome beate foure heads,ſomephnce, ſome one, and two: 
euery head conteining fiue, ſixe, oz ſeuen hundzed graines, wit hin a few moze oz leſſe. Of theſe 
graines, beſides byead, the inhabitants make victuall, either by parching them, oz ſecthing them 
whole vntill they be bzoken : oz boiling the flowze with water into a pappe. 

Okindgier, called by vs Beanes, becauſe in grtatucſſe and partly in ſhape they are like to the 
beanes in England, ſauing that they are flatter, of moze diuers colours, and ſome pide. The leafe 
alſo of the ſtemme is much different . In taſte they are altogether as good as our Engliſh peaze, 

Wickonzovt, called by vs Peaze, in reſpect ofthe beanes fo diſtinction ſake,becauſe they art 
much leſle, although in foxme they little differ: but in goodneſſe of taſte much like, and are farre bet» 
ter then our Engliſh peaze, Both the beanes and peaze are ripe in teme weeks after they are ſet. 
They make them victuall either by boiling them all to pieces into a bzoth, oz boiling them whole 
vntill they be ſoft, and begin to bzeake, as is vſed in England, either by themſelues, oꝛ mixtly to 
gether: ſometime they mingle of the wheat with them: ſe metime alſo, being whole ſodden, they 
byuſe 2 punne them in a moꝛter, and thereof make loaues oz lumps of dowiſh byead, which they vle 
to eat fo2 variety, 

Macocquer,accopding to they) ſeucral foxmes, called by vs Pompions, Mcllions,and Gourds, 
becauſe they are of the like fozmes asthoſe kindes in England, Ju Virginia ſach of ſeuerall 
fomes are of one taſte, and very good, and do alſo ſpzing from one ſeed. There are ol two ſozts: 
one is ripe inthe ſpace of a moneth, and the other in two moneths, 

There is an herbe which in Dutch is called Melden. Some of thoſethat J deſcrihe it vnto, 
take it to be akinde of Dꝛage: it groweth about foure oz fiue foot high: ofthe ſeed thereofthey 
make a thicke bzoth, and pottage of a very good caſte : ofthe ftalke byburning into aſhes they make 
a kinde of ſalt earth, wherewithall many vſe ſometimes to ſeaſon they; byoths : other ſalt they 
know not. Te our ſelues vſcdthe leaues alſo fo2 potherbs. 

There is alſo another great herbe, in fomie ol a Barigolde, about ſixe foot in height, the head 
with the floure is a ſpanne in bzxedth . Some cake it to be Planta Solis: of che ſeeds heereof they 
make both a kinde of bead and both. 

All the afozeſaid commodities foz victuall are ſet oꝛ ſo wed, ſometimes in grounds apart and ſe⸗ 
uerally by themlelues, but fo2 the moſt part together in one ground mixtly: the maner therof, with 
the meſling and meparing ofthe ground, becauſe J will note vnto pou the lertility ofthe ſoile, J 
thinke good byicflv to deſcribe, 

The groundthey neuer fatten with mucke, doong, oz any other thing, neither plow non digge it 
as we in Eng land, but onely prepare it in ſo2t as followeth . A few dayet befoze they ſowe oz ſer, 
the men with woodden inſtruments, made almoſt in foꝛme of mattocks oꝛ hoes with long handles: 
the women with ſhoꝛt peckers oz parers, becauſe they vſe chem ſitting , of a foot long and about 
fine inches in bzedth , doe onely bzeake the vpper part of the ground to rapſe vp the weedes, 
graſſe, and olde ſtubbes of cone ſtalkes with then roots , The which after a day oztwoes dy. 
ing in the Sunne, being ſcrapt vp into many ſmall heaps, to ſaue them labour fo) carrying them 
away, they burne into aſhes, (And whereas ſome may thinke that they vſe the * 
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better the grodd : I lay that then they would either diſperſe the aſhes abzoad, which we obſerued 
they do not, except the heaps be too great: q els would take ſpeciall care to ſet they) cone where

Kaiſhucpenauk a white kinde of roots about the bigneſſe of henne egges, and neere of that 
fozme: they} taſte was not ſo good to our ſeeming as of the other, and theretoye they? place and 
maner of growing, not ſo much cared foz by vs: the inhabitants notwithftanding vſcdto boyle 
and eat man. 

Tſinav a kinde of toot much like vnto that which in England is called the China root bought 
from the Eaſt Indies. And we know not any thing to the contrary but that it may be of the ſame 
kiude , Theſe roots grow many together in great clufters,and do bing fooꝛth a byter ſtalke, but 
the leaft in ſhape farre vnlike ; which being ſuppozted by the trees it groweth nerreſt vnto, will 
reach oz climbe ta the typ of the higheſt. F tom theſe roots while they be new oꝛ freſh being chope 
into (maltpieceg,audtampe, is ſtrained with water a iuice that maketh byead, and alſo being boys 
led. a verynvod ſpoonemeat in maner ofa gelly, and is much better in taſte if it be tempered with 
ole , This T\maw is not ofthat ſoxt, which byſome was cauſed to be bought into England ſoꝛ 
the China root, foxit was diſcouered ſince, # is in vſe as is afozeſatd : but that whech was bzoughe 
hicher is not yet knowen, neither by vs nod by the inhabitants to ſerue fo any vᷣſe oꝛ purpoſe, als

Coſcuſhauv, fomeofour company tooke to be that kinde of root which the Spanyards in the 
Weſt Indies call Caſlauy, whereupon alſo many calledit by that name: it groweth in verymuds 
die pooles, andmoift grounds. Bring meſled accozding to the countrey maner, it maketh a good 
bꝛead . and alſo a good ſpoo nemeat, and is vled very much by the inhabitants: the juice of this root 
ts poiſon. and therefoꝛe heed muſt be caken befoze anything be made there wit hall: either the roots 
muſt be firſt ſlicen and dꝛied in the Sanme, oz by the fire, ud then being punned into floure, will 
make good bꝛead: 02 cls while they are greene they are to be , cut into pieres, and ſtampt:

Habaſcon is a root of hote taſte, almoſt ofthe lone and bigneſſe of a parſnip ot it ſelfe it is no 
victuall, but onely a helpe being boiled together with other meats, . 

There are alſo Leeks, differing little from ours in England, that grow in many places ofthe 
countrey,of which, when we came in places where they were, we gathered and eat many, but the 
naturall inhabitants neuer. |

Their townes are but ſmall, and neerethe ſea coaſt but fewe, ſome conta yning but tenne a 
twelue houſes: ſome 20. the greateſt chat wee haue ſeene, hath bene but of z o. houſes: if they dee 
waſled, it ts onely done with barkes of trees made faſt to ſtakes,oz els with poles onely fixed vp» 
right, and cloſe one by another, 

Their houſes are made of ſmall poles, made faſt at the cops in rounde fozme after the maner as 
is vſedin many arbozies in our garvens of England, in cownescouered with barkes,and in 
ſome with artificial matts made of long ruſhes, from the tops of the houſes do une to the ground, 
The length ol chem is commoulp double to che bzeadch, in ſome places they are but 1 2,and 16, 
yards long, and in other ſome we haue ſeene of foure and twentie. 

Jn ſome places of the Countrey, one onelytowne belongeth to the gouernmentof a Wiroans 
q chiefe Londe, in other ſome two 02 thee, in ſome ſixe.eight,andmoze, the greateſt Wiroans that 
pet we had dealing wich, had but eighteene cownes in his gouernment, & able to make not aboue

on of vs, as that if they kuewe not the trueth of God and religion alteadie, it was rather to ber 
had from vs, whome God ſa ſpecially loued then from a people thas were ſa ſimple, as they found 
chemſelucsto be in compariſon of vs. Ahereupon greater crevite was given vuco that we ſpake 
of,concerning ſuch matters. 7 | 

Many times and in euery towne where I came, accowving as I mas able, J made declaration 
of the contents of the Bible. that therein was ſet foozxth the true andonely God, and his mightic 
wozkes, that therein was conteined the true doctrine of ſaluation tough Chailt, with many par. 
ticu larities of Miracles and chiefe poinces of Religion, as J was able chen to veter, and thought 
it foz the time. And although I tolde them the booke materially and ot it ſelfe was not of any 
ſuch vertue, as J thought they did conceiue, but onely the doctrine therein conteined: pet woulde 
many bee glad to touche it, to embyace it, to kille it, to holde it tu their bzeaſtes and heades an 
— body with it, to ſhewe their hungrie deſire of that knowledge which was 
5 The Wiroans with whome we dwelt called Win gina, and many of his people would be glad 
many tunes to be with vs at our payers, and many times call vpon vs both in his owne towne, 
as alſo in others whither he ſometimes accompanied vs, to may and ſing there: 
byto be partaker of the ſame effects which we by that meanes allo expected. 
T wiſe this Wiroans was ſo grieuouſty ſicke that hee was like to die, and as he lay languiſh» 
ing, doubting of any helpe by his owne pꝛieſtes and thinking he was in ſuch danger fm offending 
vs and thereby our God, ſent foz ſome of vs to pay and bee a meanes to our God chat it woulde

On atime alſo when their cozne began to wither by reaſon of a dzoughe which happened 
traodinarily,fearing that it had come to paſſe by reaſon that in ſome thing they had diſpleaſed vs,

There was no towne where we had any ſubtile deniſe p)actifed againſt vs, we leauing it vn 
puniſhed q; not reuenged( becauſe we ſought by all meanes poſſible to win them b ) 
but that within afewe dapegaſter our depart fromenery ſachcotne,the propic an to dit 
very laſt, and many in ſhozt ſpace, in ſome townes about twentie, in ſome fourtie, and in ont ſire 
fcoze, which in truech was very many in reſpect of their numbers. This happened in no place 
that we could learne, but where we had bene, where they vſed ſome pyactiſe againſt vs, and after 
ſuch time, The diſeaſe alſo ſo trange,chat they neither what it was,no2 how to cure it.the

Thoſe enzreaties alchough we ſhewed that they were that our God would 
not ſubiert humſelfe to any ſuch pzapers aud requeſts of men t chat in dete all thinges baut bene 
aud were tobe done accopding to nnn 
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ſelues his true ſerunnts ought racher co make perumon foʒ che contrary chat they with them might 
lue together with vs, be made parcakers of his cruech and ſetue him in righteouſueſle, but not⸗ 
withſtanding in ſuch ſozt, that wee refetre that as all other things, to bet done actoꝛding to his di 
une will and pleaſure, and as by his wiſe dome he had ozdaiued co be beſt. 

pet becauſe the effect fell out ſo ſuddeiuly and ſhozely after accoꝛding to their deſires, they 
thought neuertheleſle it came to paſſe by our meanes. and that wee in vſing ſuchſpearhes vnto 
them. did but dillemble che matter. and cherefoze came vnto vs to giue vs thankes in their mauer, 
chat although wee ſatiſfted them not in pꝛomile, pet in deedes and effect wee had fullilled the it 


This maruei lous accident in all the Countrey wꝛougbe ſo ſtrange opinions of vs, that ſome 
people could not tel whether to thinke vs gods oz men, and the rather becauſe that all the ſpace of 
their ſickenes chere was na man ol ours kno wen to die, that was ſpecially ſicke: they noted ab 
ſo that we had no women amongſk vs. neither that we did care kz any of theirs, 

Dome therefoze were of opinion that wee were not bozue of women, and there loꝛe not mo 
tall, but that wee were men ol an olde generation many peeres paſt, then riſen againe to im- 


moꝛtalitie. 

Some woulde like wyſe ſceme to pꝛophecie, that there were moꝛe of our generation yet to 
— take their places, as ſome thought the pur pole was, by that which was 

done. : 

Chole that were immediatlytocome after vs they (magined ta be in the ayze,yet inuiſtble and 
without bodies, aud that they by out intreatie and foz the loue ot va, did make the pevple to die in 
that ſoxc as they did. by ſhooaug inuiſtble bullets inta them. 

To confirme this opinion, their hiſitions ( to excuſe theit ignoꝛance in curing the viſeaſe,) 
would not bee aſhamed to ſay, but earneſtly make che ſimple people belecue, that che ſtrings of 
blood that they ſucked out of che ſicke bodies, were the ſtrings wherewichall the intiifible bul⸗ 
lets were tied and caſt. 

Some alſo thought that we ſhotre them our ſelues out of our pieces, from the place where wee 
welt, and killed the people in any ſuch towne that had offeuded vs as we liſted, how farte diſtant 
from vs ſoeuer it were. 

And other ſome ſaide, that it was the ſpeciall wozke of God ſoʒ our ſakes, as wer our ſelues 
haue cauſe in ſome ſoꝛt to thinłe no leſſe, whatſoeuer ſome doe, 0z may imagine to the contrary, 
ſpecially ſome Aftrologers,knowing ofthe Eclipſe ot the Sunne which we ſawe the ſame yeere 
before in our voyage thither ward, which vnto them appeared very terrible. And allo of a Comet 


which beganne toappeare but a fewe dayes befoze che beginning of the ſaide » Butto 
exclude chemfrom being the ſpeciall cauſes of ſo ſpecial an actideut. chere are further reaſonsthen 
I thinke fic at this pꝛeſent to be alleadged. 


Theſe their opinions I haue ſet downe che moze at large, that it may appeare vnto pou that 
there is good hope they may be hought thzough diſcreete dealing and gouernement to the imbꝛa⸗ 
ting ofthe trueth, and conſequently to honour,obep,feare and loue vs. 

And although ſome of our companie towards the ende of the peere, ſhewed themſeltes to 
fierce, in ſlaying ſome of the people. in ſome townes, vpon cauſes that on our part, might eaftly 

haue bene bozne withall: yet notwithſtanding, becauſe it was on their part iuſtly de⸗ 
lerued, the alteration oftheir opinions generally and fo the moſt part conceruing vs is the le? 
— —— And whatſoeuer cls they map be, by carefulneſſe of our ſelues neede nothing at 
all to be feared, 

Thebeft neuertheleſſe in this, as in all actions beſides is co bee endeuoured and hoped, and ol 
. notice to bee taken with couſideratton, and as much as may ber

owe J hate (as J hope ) made relation not of ſo fewe and ſmall chinges, but 
cht che Counttey (of men that are indifferent and well diſpoſed) may bee ſuffici- 
I ently liked : Jfchere were no moze knowen then J haue mentioned. which doubt» 
== lefle and in great reaſon is nothing to bee diſcouered 
neither che ſoyle, noz commodities, As wee 
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ourtranailing : yet ſometimes as wee made our iourneis further into the mazne and Counttey 
we found the loile to be fatter the trees greater and to chinner,the grounde mote firme and 
deeper mould, moze and larger champions, finer grafle,and as good as cuer we ſam any in Eng, 
land; in ſome places rockie and farre moze high and hillie ground, moze plentie of their fruicee, 
moze abundance of beaſtes, the moze inhabited with people, and of greater pollicie and larger do· 
minions, with greater townes andhonſes, | 

Ahy may we not then looke fo? tn hope from the inner partes of moze and grrater pleu- 
tie, as well of other thinges, as of thole which wee haue alreadie diſconered ? Unto the Spa- 
ntards happened the like in diſcouering the maine of the Qeſt Indies, The maine alſoofthis 
Countrey of Virginia, extending ſome wapes ſo many hundzech of leagues, as otherwiſe then 
by the relation of the inhabitants wee haue moſt certaine knowledge of, where pet no Chyiſtian 
pꝛince hath any poſſeſſion oz dealing, cannot but yeelde many kindes of excellent commodiies, 
which we in our diſcouerie haue not pet ſetne. 

Ahat hope there is els to bee of che nature of the climate, being anſwerable ta the 
Jſland of lapan, the land of China, Perſia, lury the Illands of Cyprus & Candy, the South parts 
of Greece, Italy, and Spaine, and at many other notable aud famous Countreis, becauſe I meane 
not to be tedious, I leaue to pour owne conſideration, . 

CAhereby alſo the excellent temperature of the aire there atall ſeaſons, much warmer then in 
Eng land, and neuer ſo vehemently hot, as ſometimes is vnder and betweene che Tropikes, oz 
necre them, cannot be knowen vnto you without further relation. 

eſſe chere#f I neede coſay but thus much : chat fo all the want of pzouiſion, 
as firſt of Engliſh victual,excepting fo2 twentie dayes, we liued onely by water,and by 
the victual of the Countrep,of which ſome ſoꝛts were very ſtrange vuto vs, and haue bene 
thought to haue altered our temperatures in ſuch ſozt, as to haue bought vs into ſome grienous 
and dangerous diſeaſes: Secondly the want ol Engliſh nteanes, faz the taking of beaftes, fide, 
and foule, which by the helpe one ly of the inhabitants and their meanes, could nat be ſo ſuddenly 
and eaſily pzouided foz vs, non in ſo great nomber and quantities, noz of that choiſe as other 
wiſe might haue bene to our better ſatiſfaction and contentment, Some want alſo wee hadof 
clothes, Furthermoze, in all our crauatles which were moſt ſpectall and often in the time of 
winter, our lodging was in the open aire vpon the ground, And pet J ſap fo} all this, there were 
but foure of our whole companie ( being one hundꝛeth and eight ) that died all the peere and that 
but at the latter ende — — pe Fo) all foure,erpecially thiee 
were feeblegweake,and ſickly p befoze euer they came thither, and thoſe that knewe them, 


«much maruetled that they liued ſo long being in that caſe, 02 had aduentured to trauaile. 


Seeing therefoze the ayꝛe there is ſo temperate and holſome, the ſoile ſs fertile, and yer lding 
ſuch commodities, as I haue befoze mentioned, the voyage alſo thither to and fro being ſufficient 
ly experimented, to be perfourmed twiſe a yeere with eaſe, and at any ſeaſon thereof: And the 
dealing of Sir Walter Ralegh fo libetall in large giuing and graunting lande there, as is alrea· 
die knowen, with many and furtherances elſe: (The leaſt that he hath graunted hath bent 
fiue hundꝛeth acres to a man only foꝭ the aduenture of his perſon)J hope there remaines no cauſe 
whereby the action ſhould be miſltked, 

If that choſe which ſhall thither trauaile to inhabite and plant, be but rraſonably pꝛouided fo 
the firſt yerte, agchoſe are which were cranſpozted the la, and being there, doe vſe but that dili⸗ 
gence and care, as is requiſite, and as they may with taſe : There is no doubt, but foz the time fol- 
lowing, they may haue victuals chat are excellent good and plentie pnough, ſome moze Engliſh 
ſoxtes of cattell alſohereafter, as ſome haue bene befoze, and are there pet remapning, may, and 
ſhall be (God willing) thicher tranſpozted. So likewiſe, our kinde of fruttes,rootes,and hearbes, 
map be there planted and ſowed,as ſome haue bene alreadie, and pzooue voll: And in ſhoxt time 
alſo they may rayſe of thoſe ſoztes of commodities which I haue as (hall both enriche 
chemſelues, as alſo others that ſhall deale with them. | 

And this is all the fruice of our labours, that I haue thougbt neceſſary to avuertiſe you 
of at this pzeſent : What elſe concerneth the nature and maners of che inhabitante ol Virginia, 
the nomber with che particularitits of the voyages chicher made, and of the actions of ſuch 
as haue bene by Sir Walter Ralegh therein, and there imploped, many wozthyeo be remem- 
bred, as of the firſt diſcouerers of the Countrey: of our Generall foz che time Sir Richard

At our firſt landing on this Illand, ſome of 
our women, and men. by eating a ſmall frutte Icke apples, were fearefullp troubled with a 
ſudden in their mouthes,and ſwelling of their tongues ſo bigge. that ſome ol them could 
not ſpeake. A lſo a child by ſucking of one of thoſe womens byeaſt. had at that inſtant his mouth ſer 
on ſuch a burning, that it was range to ſee how the infant was tonnented fo2the time: but after *

the ſhippe,a Gentleman by the meanes of Fernando;who was appointed to returne fo; Euglaud, 
called to the ſailers in the piuneſſt, charging them not to hing any of the planters backe a 
but leaue them in the Alland, ercept the Gonernour,andcwo oꝛ ther ſuch as he appzooued 
that the Summer was farre ſpent, wherefoze hee would land all the planters in no other place. 
Unto this were all the ſaflers, both in the pinneſſe, and ſhippe, by che Paſter, where 
fore it booted not the Gouernour to contend with them, but to Roanoake, and the ſame 
night. at Sunne ſet, went aland on the Jfland, inthe place where our fifterne men were left, but 
we found none of them, no any ſigne . chat they had bene there, ſauing onel y we found the bones 


of one of thoſe fifteene, which the Sanages had llaine long befoze

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The eight ol Auguſt che Gouernourhaumg long expected the commung of the Weroanſes of 
pomioake, Aquaſcoquos, Secota, and Daſamongueponke , ſering that the ſeuen daies were 
pak, within whichthey pzonuſed to come in. q to ſend their anſwers by che men of Croatoan and 
no tidings of them heard, being certainly alſo infozmed by thoſe men of Croatoan, that the tem- 
nant of Wingino hes men, which were left aliue,who dwelt at Daſamongueponke , -were they 
which had ſlaine George Howe, and were alſo at the dziung of our eleuen Engliſhmen from 
Roanoake, he thought to differre the reuenging thereof no longer.Uherefoze the ſame night, as 
bout midnight. he palled ouer the water,accompanied with Capcaine Stafford and 24, men, wher: 
of Manteo was one, whome wee tooke with vs to be our guide to the place where choſe Saua- 
ges dwelt, where he behaued himſelfe coward vs as a moſt faithlull Engliſh man, 

The next day, being che ninch of Auguſt, in the mozning ſo earely, that it was pet datke, wee 
landed neere the dwelling place of our enemies, and very ſecretly conueyed our though 
the woods to that ſide, where we hadtheit houſes betweene vs and the water: and hauing eſpied 
their fire, and ſome ſitting about it, we p2eſently ſette on them: the miſerable ſoules herewith a. 
maſed, ſlende into a place of thicke reedes, growing faſt by, where our men perceauing them, 
ſhotte one of them though the bodie with a bullet, and there with wee entred the reedes, among 
which wee hoped to acquite their euill doing towards vs, but wee were deceaued: foz thoſe Sa- 
uages were our friendes, and were come from Croatoan, to gather the cozue, aud fruite of that 
place. becauſe they vnderſtoode our enemies were fledde imme diat ly after they had ſlaine George 
Howe, and fo1 haſte had left all their come, Tabacco, and Pompions ſtanding in ſuch ſozte, that 
all had beene devoured of the birdes,and Deere, if it had not beene gathered in time: but they 
had like to haue paide deere ly foz it: fo2 it was ſo darke , that they beeing naked, and their men 
and women apparelled all ſo like others, we knewe noc but that they were all men: and if that 
oe of chem, which was a Weroans wife, had not had her childe at her backe, ſhe had beene ſlaine 
in ſteede of a man, and as happe was, another Sauage knewe Paſter Stafford, aud ranne to 
him, calling him by his name, whereby he was ſaued. F our ſelues thus diſappointed of 
our purpole, wee gathered all the cone, Peaſe, Pumpions,and Tabaccoghat we found ripe, lea» 
ung the reſt vuſpoiled, and tooke Mcnaroan his wife, with the yong childe, and the ocher Saua- 
ges wtth vs ouer the water to Roanoak. Although the miſtaking of cheſe Dauages ſomewhat 
qrieued Manteo, yet he imputed cheir harme to their owne follie, ſaying to them chat ff their We

The 13. ul quguſt, our Sauage- Manteo, bythe commandement of Sir Walter Ralegh, wag

The 18. Elenora, daughter tothe Gouernour, and wife to Ananias Dare, one of the Aſſſ- 
ſtants. was deliueredof a da in Roanoak, and the ſame was chiſtened there the Sunday 
following, and becauſe this childe was the firſt Ciniſtian bome in Virginia, de was named Virgi- 
nia. By this time our ſhippes had vnlanded the goods and victuals of che planters, and began to 
take in wood, and freſh water, and to newe calke and ttimme them foz England: the planters al 
ſo p}epared their letters, and cokens,to ſend backe into Eng land. 

Our two ſhippes,the Lyon, and the Flieboate, almoſt ready to depart, the 2 . of Auguſt, there 
aroſe ſuch a tempel at noꝛtheaſt that our Admirall t hen riding out ofthe harbour, was fo ced to 
tut his cables, and put to Mea, where he laye beating off and on , ſire dayes beſtze hee coulde 
come to vs againe , ſo that wee feared hee had beene caſt away, and che rather, foz that 
by tyme that che ſtozme cooke them, the moſte, and beit of cheir Saplers , were left a- 


At this time ſome controuerſies roſe betweene the Gouernour, and Alſiſkants, about chooſiug 
two out of the twelue Alliſtants, which ſhould goe backe as factozs for the companie into Eng 
land: fox euery oneofthem refuſed, ſaue ont ly ove, which allthe other thought not ſufficient: but 
atlengch, by much perſwading of the Gouernour, Chriſtopher Cooper onely agreedto goe fo 
England: bur the next day the perſwaſion of diners of dis familiar friendes, he changed 
dis minde. ſo that now the matter as at the ſtrit. 

The next daytde 22. of Auguft,the whole compante, both ol che Alliſtants, and 
tothe Gouernour and with one voice requefted himto returne himſelfe into England, for the bet · 
tet and ſooner obtaining of ſupplies,and other neceſſanies fo2 them: but he refuſed it, and allea- 
ſaffictent cauſes, why he would not: the one was, that he con ld not ſo ſuddenly teturnt 


many 
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pꝛocured though hisperſwaſions, to leaue their uatiue Countrey, and vndertake that vopage, 
and that ſome enemies to him, and the action at his returne into England, would not ſpare to ſlan 
der falſely both him, and the action, by ſaping he went to Virginia, but politikely, and to no other 
ende, but to leade ſo many into a Countrey, in which he neuer meant to ſtay himſelfe, andthere to 
leaue them behind him. Alſo he alleaged chat ſeing they intended to remoue o. miles further vp 


into the maine preſently, he being then abſent, his ſtuffe, and goods. might be boch ſpoiled, and 


moſt of it pilfered away in the carriage, ſochat at his returne, hee ſhould be either fozced to po · 


uide himſelfe of all ſuch things agatne, oz els at his comming againe to Virginia, finde humſe lle 
vtterly vnfurniſhed, whereof already he had found ſome pꝛoofe, beeing but once from them but 
chꝛee daics. Wlherefoze he concluded that he would not goe himlelfe, 

The next day, not onely the Aſſiſtants, but diuers others, as well women, as men, beganne 
to renewe their requeſtstothe Gouernour againe, to take vppon him to returne into Eng land 
for the ſupplie,and diſpatch of all ſuch thinges, as there were to be done, pzomilſing to make him 
their bonde vnder all their handes, and ſeales, fo2 the ſafe pꝛeſeruing of all his goods for him at 
his returne to Virginia, fo that if any part thereof were ſpoiled, oz loſt, they would ſee it reſto» 
red to him, 02 his Aſſignes, whenlocuer the ſame ſhould be miſſy, and demanded: which boude 
with a teſtimonie vndet their handes, and ſeales, they fooxthwith made, and delinered into his 

hands, The copie of the teſtimonie, I thought good to ſet downe, 

Pay it pleaſe pou, her Pateſtres Subiects of England, wee your friendes and Countrey 
men, the planters in Virginia, doe by theſe pyeſents let you , and euery ot vou to vnderſtande, 
that fo the pꝛeſent and ſpeedie ſupplie of certaine our knowen, and apparant lackes, andneedes,

The Souernour beeing at the lat, through their extreame intreating, conſtrayned to returne 
into England, hauing then but halfe a daies reſpit to pzepare him ſelfe fo2 the ſame , departed 
from Roanoake, the ſeuen aud twentieth ol Auguſt in the moming: and the ſame daye about 
midnight, came aboczdthe Flie boate, who already had waied anker, and rode without the barre, 
the Admirall riding by them, who but che ſame moꝛning was newly come thither againe. The 
ſame day, both the ſhippes wated anker, and ſette ſafle foz England: at this waying their an- 
kers, twelue of the men which were in the Flieboate, were thzowen fromthe Capeſtone, which 
by meanes of a barre that bꝛake, came ſo faſt about them, that the other two barres thert 
of ſtroke and hurt moſt of them ſo ſoze, that ſome of neuer recoueredic : neuertheleſſe they 
aſſaied preſently againe to waigh their anker, but being ſo weakened with che firſt fling, they

ſame land at that dap: about Sunne ſet we put into a harbour, where we found a Hulke of 

Dublin, and a pyneſſe of Hampton ryding, but we knew not as pet what place this was, neither 

had we any boate to goe a ſhoare, vntill che pinneſſe ſent off their boate co vs with 6. 02 8.men,of 

whom we vaderſtood we were in me wic ke in che weſt parts of Ireland: they alſoreleeued vs 
preſently with freſh water, wyne, and other freſh meate. 

The 18.the Gouernour, and the Maſter ryd to Dingen Cuſhe, 5. mples diſtant, to take oer 
of the new victualling of our Flye boate fo2 England, and foz reliefe of our ſicke and hurt men, 
but within . dapes after the boatſwane, the ſteward, and the boatſtnanes mate dyed abood che 
llyeboate, and che 28, the Paſters mate and two of our chiefe Saplers were bzought licke co 
Dingen,

Tre bim ſelfe in a ſhip called the Ponkie,which at that time was 
readie to put to Sea from Dingen foz England, leauing the Flyeboat and all his company 
in Jreland, the ſame day we ſet ſaple, and on the third day we fel with the Nozthſive ol the lands 
end, and were ſhut vp the Seuerne,but the next day we duobled che ſame,foz Monts bay, 

The 5.the Gouernour landed in England at Partaſew, neere Saint Pichaels mount in 


The d. we arriued at Hampton, where we vnderſtood that our conſozt the Admirall was come 
to Pozeſmouch,and had bene there tee weekes befoze: and alſo that Fernando the Paſter wich 
all his company were not onely come home without any purchaſe,but alſo in fuch weakencſle by 
ſicknes,and death of their cheefeſt men, that they were ſcarſe able to bing their ſhip into the har» 
bour, but were fo2ced to let fall anker wout, which they could not way againe,but might all haue 
periſhed thert if a ſmall barke by great hap hap not come co them co helpe them, The names of 
the chiefe men that dped are theſe, Roger Large, Iohn Mathew, Thomas Smith,and ſome other 
ther ſaplers, whoſe names J know not at the witing hereof, An. Do. 1587.

bis letters vnto them, wherein among other matters he comfozced them wich pzomile, that with 
all conuentent ſpecde he would pꝛepare a good ſupply of ſhipping and men wich ſufficience of all 
thinges net defull, which he intended, God willing, ſhould be with them the Sommer foliows- 
ing, Which pinneſle and fleete were accopdingly pzepared in the Teſt countrey at Bidifoꝛde 
vnder the chardge of Sir Richard Greeneuil, This fleete being now in a reddineſſe only ſaying 
but foz a faire wind to put to Sea, at the ſame time there was ſpzedthzoughout all England ſuch 
repozt of the wonderfull pzeparation andimuncible fleetes made by the king of Spame ioyned 
with the power of the Pope foz the inuading of Englaud, that moſt of the ſhips of wat te then in 
a readines in any hauen in Eugland were ſtaped fo? ſeruice at home: And ſir Richard Greeneuil 
was perſonally commandednot to vepart out of Coznewall, The voyage foz Virginia by theſe 
meanes fo} this yere thus diſappointed, the Gouernour notwithſtanding labozed toz the te lieſe 
ofthe plante rs ſo earneſtly, that he obtained two ſmall pinneſſes the one of them being dt z 0. 
tonnes called the Bꝛaue, the other of 2 5, called the Roe, wherein 15. planters and all their pꝛo- 
ulſion, with certaine reliefe foz thoſe that wintered in the Countrie was to be tranſpoꝛted. 

Thus che 2 2.0f Apzill x 588. we put ouer the barre at Biddifozd in the edge of che Nozchſive 
of Coznewal, and the ſame night we came to an anker vnder the Ille of Lundy, where ſome of 
our company went on land:After we had roade there about che ſpace of tee howers we wayed 
anker againe and all chat night we bare along the coaſt of Coznewall, 

The next dap being S. Georges dap and the 23. of Apjill il bearing along the coaſt we gaue 
chaſe to 4.ſhips, ⁊ bozded them & fozced them all to come to anker by vs in aſinal bay at the lands 
end, out of cheſe ſhips we cooke nothing but 3. men, e the ſame night we weighed e put to Sea, 

The 24. day we gaue chaſe to 2. ſbips, the one ofthem being a Scot the other a Bjeton, Theſe 
we boꝛded alſo & tooke from them whatſoeuer we could find wozth the taking, e ſo let them goe, 

The 26. of Apul we eſcried a ſhip on ſterne of vs, foz whom we Ctrooke our toppe ſaple, and 
ſtaped fo2 it. By that time he came with vs we ſaw in his flagge a redd croſſe:wereupon we helde 
him foz an Engliſhman, # gaue ouer our pzeparation to fight with hum. But when he was come 
neere to vs we perctiued his flagge not to be aright S,George:whereupon we were ſomewhac 
amaſed hauing ſo farre miſtaken, fo2 it was a very tall ſhip, and excellently well appointed # nom 
readie to clap vs aboo)d, And it was not now nee de ts bid cuery man to beſttrre himſelfe, foz each 
oue pꝛepared with al ſpeed ta fight. In che meane time we hapled them whence they were: They 
anſwered of Fluſhing,bound foz Barbarie. And they perceiuing vs to be Engliſhmen of warrs 
bare from vs and gaue vs a piece, and we gaue them two pieces and ſo deparced, 

The 27.dap in the moꝛning we were come with the heigth of cape Finiſter, the winde being 
ſill at Noztheaft. 

The 28.day the wind ſhifted: about foure of the clocke in the afternoone the lame dap we ef+ 
tried a ſaple ta the weather of vs,whom we kept ſoncerevnco vs as we could all that night. 

The 29.in the mozning we gaue chaſe to the ſame ſhip being then to the wind of vs almeſt as 
farre as we could ken. Aſſoone as our pinnes, came vp to them, the pinnes fought with the chip, 
it was an Pulke of 200. tonnes & mote, but after a few great ſhot beſtowed on both ſides, the pin- 
neſſe percetuing her conſoꝛt not able to come to apd her left the Puike & came roome with the 
Bꝛaue againe.At their comming they deſired the Captaine ? Paſter of the Bꝛaue to lend them 
ſome men and other things wherof chep had neede-TUhich things put aboozd thẽ they returned 
againe to the chaſe of the Dulke earneſtly, and with fulpurpoſe tu boozd her, But the Pulke bare 
all night in with the coaſt of Spaine,and by mozning were lo neere land, that we fearing epther 
change of wind oz co be calmed gaue ouer the fight and put off to Sea againe. 


May. 


firſt day ol May being UWTedenſday the wind came large at Noztheaf, 

The z. being fridap we gaue chaſe to another tal ſhip, but it was night befo2e we ſpake w 
her:and thenight grew darke ſodenly in ſuch ſoꝛt, that we loſt ſight both of the great ſhip # of our 
conſozt alſo, hauing thus in the darke loſt our pinneſle,+ knowing our barke ſo bad of ſaple that 
we could neither take no2 leue,but were rather to be taken oꝛ left of cucry ſhip we met, we made 
our courſe fo the Ille of Madera, hoping there to find our piancile abiding fo; vs. 

The ſame day following being the 5.of May we ſpake wa man of warre of Rochet of 60,tons, 
very wel manned & bzauely appointed being bound, as he ſaid fo Peruthawng hailed ech other, 
we parted frindly in outward ſhe , giuing ech other a voley of ſhot g a great piece: but neuerthe» 
les we ſuſpected þ which followed: lo this Rocheller hauing takt perfect view ol aur ſhip,men,#

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oꝛꝛinance, towards cuening fell on ſterne of vs:aud alloone as ic was darke left vs, and returney 
to his conſozt which was a tal ſhip of 100, tonne lying then on hull to weather of vs out of ken, 
hauiug 84.men in her, whereof 50, were ſmal ſhot,and r 2,muſkecs,and inthe ſhip 10, peeces of 
ozdinance , This ſhip being this night certiſted by her conſozt chat viewed vs, of what fozce we 
were and how bad of ſayle, this greater ſhip cooke in 20. of the chieieſt men that were inthe ſma⸗ 
leſt ſhip,and pꝛeſently gaue vs chaſe, 

The next mozning being Ponday and the 6.o0f May, we eſcriedthemin the weather of vs, ſ@ 
that it was in vaine to ſecke by flight, but rather by fight to helpe our ſelues. The ſame day about 
2. of the clocke in the afternoone they were come with vs, We hayled them, but they would not 
anſwere. Then we waucd them to lee wardes of vs, and they waued vs with a \wo2d amapne, fits 
ting their ſailes co clappe vs aboozd, which we perceiuing gaue them one whole ſide: with one of 
our great ſhot their Paſter gonners ſhoolder was ſtroken away, and our Þaſter gonner with a 
ſmal bullet was ſhot into the head. Being by this time grappled and aboozdeach of other the fight. 


continued without ceaſing one houre and a halfe. In which fight were hurt e ſlaine on both ſibes 0 


23. of the chiefell men, hauing moſt of them ſome 6,02 8. woundes, and ſome 1 0,0} 1 2, woundes, 
Being thus hurt and ſpoiled rhep robbed vs of all our victuals, powder, weapons and pzouiſlon, 
ſauing a ſmal quantity of biſkuit to ſerue vs ſcarce fo England, Dur Maſter and bis Pate were 
deadly wounded, ſo that they were not able to come fozth of their beds. J my ſelfe was wounded 
twiſe in the head, once with a ſwozd, and another time with a pike, and hurt alſo in the ſive of the 
bii;toke with a ſhot, Thiee of our paſſengers were hurt alſo, whereof one had 1 0.07 1 2, woundes 
cur Maſter hurt inthe face with a pike and chzuſt quite though the head, Being thus put to our 
cloſe fights,and alſo much peſtred with cabbens and vnſeruiceablefolkes we could not ſtirre to 
handle our weapons no? charge a piece: againe hauing ſpenc all che powder in our flaſkes and 
charges which we had pzeſent fox our defence, they cut downe our netting and entred ſo many of 
their men as could ſtand vpon our poope and fozecaſtle,from whence they playd extreemely vpon 
vs with their ſhot, As thus we ood reſolued to die in fight,the Captaine of the Frenchmencriev 
to vs to peld andnofozce ſhould be offred, But after we had pelded, they knowing ſo many of 
their beft men to be hurt and in danger of pjeſent death, began to grow into a new furie, in which 
they would haue put vs tothe ſwozd had not their Captaine charged them, and perſuaded them 
to the contrary. Being at length pacified they fell on all handes to rifling and carying aboozd all 
the next day vntil 4.of the clock: at which time by ouer greedy lading both their owne boate any 
ours, they ſunke the one and ſplit che other by che ſhips ſide: by meanes whereof they left vs two 
cables and ankers,all our ozdinance and moſt part of our ſailes,which otherwiſe had ben taken a⸗ 
wap alſo, Furthcrmoze they doubting che wind would ariſe,andnight at hand, & a tal ſhip al that 
day by meanes of the calme in ht, they came abooꝛd vs with their ſhip, and tooke in their men 
that were in vs, who left vs not at their departing any thing wozth the catying away, Being thus 
ranſackedand vſed as is afozeſaidin all ſozts,we decermined(as our beſt ſhift in ſo hard acaſe) to 
returne fo) England, and cauſed all our able and vnhurt men, to fal to newe rigging e mending 
our ſailes, tacklings, and ſuch things as were ſpilled in our fight, By this occaſion, God iuſtlppu- 
niſhing our fozmer thecuerie of our euil deſpoſed mariners, we were of fozce cdſtrained to bzeak 
ofour vopage intended foz the reliefe of our Colon left che yere befoze in Virginia, and theſame 
night co ſet our courſe fo England, being then about 50.1eagues to the Noztheaſt cf Madera, 

The 7. of Pay being Wedneſday in the fozenoone the wind came large at Eaſt noztheaſt and 
we haled off as farre weſt and by nozth as we could vntill the 10. fl Pap, fcaring to meete with & 
ny moze men of warre,fo2 that we had no maner of weapons left vs. 

The ri. the wind lar ged moꝛe. and thence foꝛth we continued our due courſe fo) England, 

The 17. of May we thrult our ſelues weſt of Vſſhant, # ſounded, but foundno ground at 110 
lathoms. The ſame day at night we ſounded againe, and found ground at 80. fathoms. 

The 20. being Sondap we fell with the coaſt of Jreland, 

The 21. in the fozenoone we ſaw the Nozthſide of Coꝛne wal at the lands end. 

The 22. ol May we tame to an anker betweene Lunday and Harting polnt neere vnto Cha- 
uell key, where we road vntill che next tyde, and hence we put oner the barre, and the ſame day 
landed at Biddefozd. 

Our other pinneſſe whoſe company we had loſt befoze the laſt cruell fight, returned alſo bome 
into Com wall within fe we werkes after our arriual, without perfo;ming our entended voyage 
fox the reliefe ol the plancers in Virginia, which thereby were not a licle viſtreſſey, 
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The Letters patents of the Queenes Maieſtie, graunted to Maſter 


Adrian Gylbert and others, for the ſearch and diſcouerie of the 
Northweſt Paſſage to China.

fulneſſe of anthozitie foz vs, our heires and ſuccefſours, doe giue, graunt, elabliſh, confirme, o- 
deine, ratiſte and allowe by theſe pzeſents, to the ſapd Adrian Gylbert and to his aſſociates , and 
tothe heires and aſſignes of them and euery of them fo2 cuer,and to allother perſon 02 pet ſons 
of our louing ſubtects whatſoeuer that ſhall hereafter trauell, ſaple,diſcoucr, o make voyage 
as afozeſapd to any the Jles, Painelands, Countries oz Territozies whatſoeuer, by vertue of 
this our graunt to be diſcouered,that the heires and aſſignes of them and euery of them being 
bozne within any ofthe Jles , Maine lands & Countries, oz Territozies whatſoeuer befoze mens 
tioned , ſhall haue and imoy all the pziuileges of free Denizens,as perſons natiue bozne within 
this our Realme of England, oz within our allegiance foz euer, in ſuch like ample mancr and 
fozme, as if they were 02 had bene bozne and perſonally reſtant within our ſapde Realme , any 
lawe,ftatute,p2oclamation,cuſtgne oz vſage to the contrarie hereof in any wiſe notwithſtan- 
ding. Moꝛcouet, foz the conſiMation afozeſayde by vertue hereof, wee giue and graunt vnto 
the ſapde Adrian Gylbert , his beires and aſſignes fo} euer, free libertie, licence and paivilege, 
that during the ſpace of five yeeres next & immedlatly enſuing the date hereof,it hal not be laws 
full foz any perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer, to viſite, haunt, frequent, trade, oz make vopage to 
any Iles, Mainclands, Countries, Regions, Pꝛouinces, Territozies, Seas, Riucrs, Poztes, 
Bayes, and {auens,no2 to any other Pauens oz places whatſoeuer hicherto not pet diſcoucred 
by any ofour ſubiects by vertue of this graunt to be traded vnto , without the ſpeciall conſent 
and good liking of the ſayd Adrian Gylbert, his heircs oz aſſignes firſt had in witing, And if 
any perſon oz perſons of the aſſociates of the ſayde Adrian, his heires 02 aſſignes , 02 any o- 
ther perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer,free of this diſcouerie,ſhall doe any act 0} acts contrary to the 
tenour and true meaning hereof , during the ſpace of the ſayde fue peeres, that then the partie 
and parties ſo offending, chey and their heires foz euer ſhall looſe (ipſo ſacto) the benefite and 
pꝛiutlege ofthis our graunt, and ſhall ſtand and remaine to all intents and purpoſes as perſons 
exempted out of this graunt: And further bp vertue hereof, we giue graunt foz vs, our heires

cute vpon him oz them ſo offending, ſuchpuniſhment, cozrection, oz execution es the cauſe ſhall 
be found in iuſtice to require by the verdit of twelue of the companie ſwozne chereunto, as in 
ſuch a caſe appertainech z That expꝛeſſe mention of the certaiuctie of the pꝛemiſes, 02 of othcr 
giftes oz graunts by bs to the ſayde Adrian Gylbert and his aſſociates befoze this time made 
is not mentioned in theſe pzeſents,oz anp other lawe, act, ſtatute, pꝛouiſo, graunt, 02 *

The firſt voyage of Maſter Iohn Dauis , vndertaken in June 
1 5 8 5. for the Diſcouerie of the Northweit Paſſage, 
Written by lohn lanes Marchanr, ſeruant to the 
worſhipfull M. William Sanderſon. 


Ertaine Honourable perſanages and wozthp Gentlemen of the Court 
and Countrey , with diners wozſhipfull Marchauts of London and or 
the Weſt Countrey, mooued with deſire to aduance Gods glozp and 
to ſeeke the good of their natiue Countrey, conſulting together of the 
'tkelihood ofthe Diſcouerie of the Nozthweſt paſſage, which heretofoze 
A had bene attempted, but — gtucn ouer by actidents vnlo 

foz, which turned the enterpzilers from their pzinctpall purpoſe, refol- 


tatle which was not ſmall, hee became the greatcff aduencurer with his purſe, and commended 
vnto the reſt of the company one . Iohn Dauis, a man very well grounded in the pꝛinciples of 
the arte of Nauigation, foz Captaine and chiefe Pilot of this exploye. 
Thus therefoze all things being put in a readines , wee departed from Dartmouth the ſe- 
uenth of June, towards the diſcouerie of the afozeſayd Nozthweſt paſſage, with two Barks, 
the one being of o. tunnes,namcd the Sunneſhine of London, and the other being 35. tunnes, 
named the Hoorteſhtne of Dartmouth. Jn the Sunneſhine we had 23.perſons, whoſe names 
are theſe following, P. Iohn Dauis Captaine,William Eſton Paſter , Richard Pope Pafters 
mate; Iohn Iane Parchant, Henry Dauie gunner, William Croſſe boatſwayne, Iohn Bagge, 
Walter Arthur, Luke Adams, Raben Coxworthie, Iohn Ellis, John Kelly, Edward Helman, 
William Dicke, Andrew Maddocke, Thomas Hill, Robert Warts Carpenter, William Ruſſel, 
Chriſtopher Gorney bop: Iames Cole, Francis Ridley, Iohn Ruſſel, Robert Cotniſh. uſitians. 
The Moonecſhine had 19, perſons, William Bruton Captgine, Iohn Ellis Maſter, the reſt 
Mariners. 
The 7. ol June the Captaine and the Mater dzewe out a p2opoztion ſoꝭ the continuance of 
our victuals, 
The 8.day the winde being at Southweſt and Weit ſouthweſt , wee put in foz Falmonth, 
where we remained vntill the 13. 
The x3.the winde blewe at Nozth, and being faxe weather we departed, 
The 14.with contrarie winde we were fozced to put into Syllep, 
The 15. we departed thence, hauing the winde Nozth & by Eaſt moderate and fayze weather, 
The 16. we were dꝛiuen backe againe,and were conſtrained to arriue at newe Gzymſbte ac 
DSylleythere the winde remained contrary 12. dayes, and in that ſpace the Captaine, the Paſter 
and J went about all the Jlands, and the Captaine did platte out and deſcribe the ſituation of 
all che Jlands,rockes and harbozoughs to the exact vſe of Nauigation , with lynes and ſcale 
thereunto conuenient. 
The 28.in Gods name we departed the winde being Eafterly, but calme, Ther depart 
The 29. very foggie. * 
The 30. koggie. | 
The firſt of July we ſawe great ſtoze of Pozpoſes , The Paſſer called fo an harping y30n, Jute. 
and ſhot twiſe oz chziſe:ſometimes he miſſed, and at laſt ſhoe one and ſtrooke him in the ſide, and 
wound him into the ſhippe: when we had him aboꝛde, the Paſter ſapd it was a darlie head, 
The 2.we had ſome of the fiſh ſodden, and it did eate as ſweete as any mutton. 
The 3. we had mozc in ſight, and the Maſter went toſhoote at them, but they were ſo great, 
that they burſt our yꝛons, and we loſt both fiſh, y2ons, paſtime and all: yet ntuertheleſſe, the Pa- 
ſtcr ſhot at them with a pike, and had welnigh gotten one, but he was ſo ſtrong chat he burſt off 
tbe barres of the pike and went away: then hee cooke the boat hooke , and hit one with that, but 
all would not pzeuaile, ſo at length we let them alone. 
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The ſixt we ſawe a very great CCI hale, and eucry dap after we ſawe Whales continually. 

The 16.17, 18. we ſawe great ſtoze of Wlhales, 

The 19,0f July we fell into a great whirling and bzuſtling of a tyde, ſetting tothe Nozth- 
wards: and ſapling about halfe a league wee came into a very calme Sea, which bent to the 
South ſouthweſt: Pere we heard a mighty great roaring of the Sea as if it had bene the bzeach 
of ſome ſhoare, the apze being ſo foggie and full of thicke miſt, that wee could not ſeethe one ſhip 
from the other being a very [mall diſtance aſunder: ſo the Captaine and the Paſtcr being in di⸗ 
ftruſt howe the tyde might ſet them,cauſedthe Mooneſhine to hoyſe out her boate and to ſound, 
but they could not finde ground in 3 oo. lathoms and better, Then the Captaine, Paſter, and J 
went towards the beach, to ſee what it ſhould be, giuing charge to our gunners that at cuery 
glaſſe they ſhould ſhoote off a muſket ſho, to the intent we might keepe our ſelues from looſing 
them: Then comming nere to the bzeach,we met many Jlands of yte floting,which had quickly 
compaſſed vs about:then we went vpon ſome of them, and did percetue that all the roaring which 
ce ver dog we heard, was cauſed onelp by the rouling ofthis yce together: Ourcompany ſeeing vs nat to 
ther made a returne accowding to our appointment,left off ſhooting muſkets,and began to ſhoote faukonets, 
great toaruig. fo they feared ſome miſhap had befallen vs, but befoze night we came abozve againe with our 
Pce turned ins hoat laden with yce,which made very good freſh water, Then wee bent our courſe to warde the 
to water. Noth, hoping by that meanes to double the land. 

The 20. as we ſapled along the coaſt the fogge bake bp, and wee diſcouered the land, which 
was the moſt de foꝛmed rocky and mountainous land that cuer we ſawe: The firſt ſight where 
of did ſhewe as if it had bene in fozme of a ſugar loafe,ſfanding to our ſight aboue the cloudes, 
fo that it did ſhewe ouer the fogge like a white liſte in the ſkye,the tops altogether coucred with 
ſnowe, and the ſhoare be ſet withyce a league off into the Sea, making ſuch pzkſome noyſe ag 
that it ſeemed to be the true patterne of deſolation, and after the ſame our Captaine named it,

The 21.the winde came Noztherly and ouerblewe, ſo that we were tonſtrained to bend our 
courſe South againe, foz we percetued that we were runne into a very decpe Bay, where wer 
were almoſt compaſſed with yce,foz we ſawe very much toward the Nozth noztheaft, Weſt ann 
Southweſt : and this dap and this night we cleared our ſelueg of the pce,running South ſouths 
welt along the ſhoare, 

Upon Thurſday being the 22,o0fthis moneth,about thiee of the clocke in the moꝛning, wee 
hopſedout our boate,and the Captaine with ſixe ſaplers went towards the ſhoare, thinking to 
finda landing place,fo2 the n we did perceiue the coaſt to be voide of yte to our indge« 
ment, and the ſame night we wekTall perſwadcd that wee had ſeene a canoa rowing along the 
ſhoare, but afcerwards we fell in ſome doubt of it, but we had no great reaſon ſo to doe, The Caps 
taine rowing towards the ſhoare, willed the Maſter to beare in with the land after him, and bes 
foze he came necre the ſhoze by the ſpace of aleague,o2 about two miles, hee found ſo much pee, 
that he could not get to land by any meanes. Pere our marincrs put to their lines to ſee if they 
could get any fiſh, becauſe there were ſo many ſeales vpon the coaſt, and the birds did beate vpon 

Berp blache the water, but all was in vaine : The water about this coaſt was very blacke and thicke, like to 

water, a filthy ſtanding poole, we ſounded and had ground in 1 20,fathoms, While the Captaine was 
rowing to the ſhoare, our men ſawe woods vpon the rocks like to the rocks of Newfoundland, 

Floting wood but I couldnot diſcerne them, yet itmight be ſo very well: foz we had wood floting vpon the 
coaſt euery day, and the Pooneſhine tooke vp a tree at Sea not farre from the coaſt being ſixtie 
foote of length and fourteene handfuls about, hauing the roote vpon it: After, the Captaine 
came aboꝛde the weather being very calme and fapze we bent our courſe toward the South,with 
intent to double the land. 

The 23. de coalted the land which did lye Caſt noztheaſt and Weſt ſouthweſt, | 

The 24.the winde being very faire at Eaſt, we coaſted the land which did lie Eaſt # Weſt, 

Code by reas Not being able to come nette the ſhoare by reaſon ofthe great quantitie of pee, At this plart, be⸗ 
(on of pct. =Caule the weather was ſomewhat colve by reaſon ofthe yte, # the better to encourage our men, 
their alowance was increaſed: The Captaine and the Paſter tooke over that cuery meſſe bes 
ing fiue perſons, ſhould haue halle a pound of bzead and a kan of betre euery mojning to break» 
faſt. The weather was not very colde, but the apze was moderate like to our Apꝛil weather in 
England: when the winde came from the land oz the yce it was ſomewhat colde, but when it 
came off the ſea it was very hette. 


2 The 25. of this moneth wee departed from ſight of this land, at ſire of the clocke in the mo} 


war _ ning, directing our courſe to che Nozthweſtwarve, hoping in Gods mercy to finde our —

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pallage, and lo continued aboue foure dapes. 
The 29. of Julp, we diſcoucred land in 64. degrees 15. mi. of latitude, bearing Nozcheaſt Land in 64. 
from vs. Te winde beiag concrary to goe tothe Noxthweſtwards, we bare in with this land tis 1. 
| take ſome ve we of it, being vtter ly voxde of the peſter of pce, and very cemperace, Comming 
neere the coaſt, we found many fapze ſounds # good roads fox ſhipping,and many great inlets 
1 into the land, whereby wee tudged this land, to be a great number of Illands ſanding together, 
{here hauing mozed our barke in good oꝛder, we went on ſhoare vpon a ſmall Iſlande, to lecke 
foʒ water and wood. Upon this Alland we did perceiue that there had bene people; foz we found The ſounde 
a ſmall ſhoe and pieces of leather ſowed with ſinewes, and a piece of furre, and wooll like to 0 bid ne 
Beucr. Then we went vpon another Illand on the otherſide of our ſhips; And the Captaine was caιj,?n 
L the Maſter and J, being gat vp to the top of an high rocke, the people of che countrp hauing eſ- | 
pied vs, made alamentable noyſe, as we thought, with great outcryes and ſkrecchings : wee 
; hearing them, thought it had bene the howling of wolues, At laſt I hallowed againe, and they 
: likewiſe cryed. Then we percetuingwhere they ſtood, ſome on the ſhoare, and one rowing in a 
Caanoa about a ſmal Jland faft by them, we made a great noyſe partly to allure them to vs, and 
7} parcly to warne our companp of them, Wlhereupon M. Brut on, and the maſter of his ſhip with 
of others of their companp,made great haſte towards vs, and bzought our Puſicizns with them MNuſiciaus. 
tom our ſhippe,purpoſing eicher by fozce to reſcue vs, ifneede ſhould ſo require, 02 with curte- 
5 ſie co allure the people. Ahen they came vnto vs, we cauſed our Puſitians to play, our ſelues 
5 dauncing, and making maup ſignes of friendlhip. At length there came 10, Canoas from the o⸗ 
ther Jlands,and two of them came ſo neere the ſhoare where we were, that they talked with vs, ps more 1 
the other being in their boats a pꝛetie way off, Their pzonounciation was very hollow thzough came and con- 
the chzoate,and their ſpeach ſuch as we could not vnderſkand:onelp we allured them by friendly — * 
umbzacings aud ſignes of cuxteſie. At length one of them popnting vp to the ſunne with his 
hande, would pꝛeſently ſtrike his bzeſt ſo hard, that we might here the blowe. This he did many 
times,befoze he would any way truſt vs, Then John Ellis the maſter of the Mooneſhine, was 
appointed to vſe his belt policie to gaine their friendſhippe 2 who ſtrooke his bzeaſt and popn- 
ted to the ſunne after their ozder:which when he had diuer ſe times done, they began to truſt him, 
and one ol them came on ſhoare, ta whome we thꝛewe our caps, ſtockings and gloues, and ſuch 
other things as then we had about vs, playing with our muſicke, and making ſignes ofiop, and 
dancing. So the night comming we bade them fare weell, and went aboozd our barks, 
The next moꝛning being the ; o. of July, there came 37. Canoas rowing by our ſhippes, cal · 
ling to vs to come on ſhoare: QAee not making any great haſte vnto them, one of them went 
vp co the top of the rocke, and lept and daunced as they had done the day beloze, ſhewing vs a 
3 ſeales ſkinne, and another thing made like a timbzel, which he did beate vpon with a ſticke, ma; 
ing a noyſe like aſinalldzumme,Thereupon we manned our boats and came to them, they all Thetr mulick, 
tuning in their Canoas : wee came to the waterſide where they wert: and after we had ſ\wozne 
by the ſunne after their fafhion, they did truſt vs, So J ſhooke hands with one of them, and hee 
kiſſey my hand, and we were very familier with them, Ie were in ſo great credit withthem vp- @reat famitis 
on this ſingle acquaintance,that wee could haue any thing they had, We bought fiue Canoas of — he 
them: we bought their clothes from their backs, which were all rhade of ſeales ſkins and birdes 
2 Ckinnes: their buſkins, their hole, their gloues, all being commonly ſowed and well dzefſed: ſo

that we were fully perlwaded, that they haue diuers artificers among them. UWee had a patre 

of buſkins of them full offine wooll like beucr, Their apparell foz heate, was made of birds 

ſkinnes with their feathers on them.We ſawe among them leather dꝛeſſed like glouers leather, 

and thicke thongs like white leather of a good length. Wee had of their darts and oares, and 

found in chem that they would by no meanes diſpleaſe vs, but would giue vs whatſoeuer we al⸗ 

ked of them, and would be ſatiſſted with whatſoeuer we gaue them. They tooke great care one 

of an other: foz when we had bought their boates, then two other woulde come and carie him a 

way betweene them that had ſoulde vs his, They are a very tractable people, voyde of craft o2 

double dealing, and eaſie to be bzought to any ciuilitte oz good oder: but wee iudge them to bee 
| Jrolacers and to wozſhip the Sunne. 
4 During che time of our abode among theſe Jflands, we found reaſonable quantitie of wood, * 
2 Hothftrre,ſpzuſe and iuniper: which whither it came floting any great diftance to theſe places of Wo. 
where we found it, 02 whither it grew in ſome great Jſlands neere the ſame place by vs not per 

diſcouered. we know not, But wee iudge that it groweth there further into the lande then wee 

wert, becauſe the people had great ſtoje of darts & oaxes, which they made none accompe of, but 

gaue them to vs foz ſmall crifles, as poꝝnts and pieces of paper, Wee ſawe about this — 
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They — mat ueilous great abounvance of leales (kulling together like ſkuls of imal ſiih. Tee found no 
trapne, if they freſh water among the ſe Illands, but only ſnow water, whereof we found greate pooles, The 


un ae clittes were al of ſuch oart as Þ, Frobiſher bought from meta Incognita, Tee had diuerſe 


w to vie it. 


Moelcaus ſbewes of ſtudie oz Puſkoute glaſſe ſhining not altogether vnlike to Chꝛiſtal. Ace founde an 
Value une berbe growing vpon the rocks, whole fruite was ſweete, full of red ioyce, g the ripe ones were 
Couuthes, like copinths,CUe found alſo birch & willow growing like ſhrubs low to the ground, Thele pes, 


ple haue great ſtoze of furs as we iudge. They made ſhewes vnto vs þ 30, ofthis pꝛeſe nt, which 
was the ſecond time of our being with them, alter they perctiued we would haue ſkins, & furs, 
that they wauld goe into the country e come againe the next day, with ſuch things as they had: 
but this night the wind comming faire the Captaine # the maſter would by no meanes detract 
the pur pole of our diſcouerp, And lo the laſt ol this moucth about4,of the clocke in the mojning, 
in Gods name wee ſet laple, and were al chat dap becalmed vpon the coaſte, 
Pa „, The 1. of Augult we had a fatre wind @ ſo pzoccededtowards the nozthweſt fo2 our diſconete, 
degre. 40. The 6. ol Auguſt we diſcouered land in 66,de.qo.nu,of latitude altogether voyd from þ pefter 
of pce:we anker ed in a very faire rode, vnder a very bzaue mount, the cliffes wherof were as ozi- 
ent as gold, This mount was named mount Raleigh: the rode where our ſhips lay at anker wag 
called Totnes Rode, The ſounde which did compaſle the mount was named Exeter ſound : the 
fozeland cowards the JNozth,was called Dpers Cape, The fozeland toward the ſouth was na⸗ 
med Cape (Ualſingham.Soloone as we were come to an anker in Totnes Rode under mount 
Raleigh, we eſpted 4. white beares at the loste of the mount, We ſuppoſing them to bee goates 
oz wolues, manned our boats and went towards them: but when wee came neere the ſhoze, wee 
found them tobe white bearcs of a monſttuous bigneſſe: we be ing deſirous of freſh victual and 
the (pozt, began to aſſault chem, J being on land one of them came down the hil right againſt 
me: my piece was charged with haileſhot and a bullet, J diſcharged my piece and ſhot him in the 
necke: hee roarcd a litle and tooke the water ſtraight making ſmal account of his hurt. Then we 
followed him w our boate, & killed him  boare ſpeares,# two moze that night, We found nos 
thing in their mawes,but we by their dung, that they fed bpon graſſe, becauſe it appearcy 
in al reſpects like the dung of an hoſe, wherein we might very plainely ſee the very trawes, 

The 7. we went on ſhoare to another beare which lap alnight vpon the top of an Iſland vnder 
mount Raleigh, ⁊ when we came bp to him he lay faſt a ſlcepe, I leueledat his head, © the ſtone 
of my peece gaue no fire, with that he looked vp and laid down his head againt: then J ſhot being 
charged with 2. bullets and trooke him in the head:he being but amazed fel backewardes. wher⸗ 
vpon we ran al vpon him with bozeſpeares and thzuſt him in the bodie: pet foz all that he grypt 
away our bozeſpeares and went towards the water, and as he was going downe he came backe 
againe. Then our maſter ſhot his bozeſpeare and ſtrooke him in the head, and. made him to take 
the water, and ſwymme into a coue faſt by, where we killed him and bꝛought him abozde, The 
bzeadth of his fozefoote from one ſide to the other, was 14. ynches ouer. They were very fat ſo 
as we were conſtrayned to caſt che fat away. e ſaw arauenvpon mount Raleigh We found 
withits alſo growing lowe like ſhrubs and flowers like pꝛimroſes in the ſapd place, The coaft 
is very mountapnous, altogether without wood, graſſe o2 earth, and is only huge mountaines 
of ſtone, but the bzaucſt ſtone that euer we ſawe. The ayze was very moderate in this country, 

The 8. we departed from mount Raleigh coaſting along the ſpoart, which lyeth ſouth ſouth» 
weſt, and eaſtnoztheaſt. 

The 9, our men fel in diſlike of their allowance, becauſe it was to ſmall as thep thought, 
CUhereupon we made a newe pꝛopoꝛtion:euery meſſe being fiue to ameſſe ſhould haue 4. pound 
of bꝛead a day: x 2, wine quarts of bere : 6. neweland fiſhes : and the fleſh daycs a gill of peaſe 
moze i ſo we reftravned them from their butter andcheeſe, 

The eleuenth we came tothe molt ſoutherly cape of this lande, which we named the Cape of 
Gods mercy: as being the place of our firſt entrance fo) the diſcouery, The weather being very 
foggie we coaſted this Nozthland:at length when it bake vp, we pcrceiued that we were ſhotte 
into a bery faxe entrance 02 paſſage, being in ſome places 20. leagues bzoade, and in ſome 30. 
altogether voyde of any peſter of yce, the weather very tollerable, and che water of the very cou⸗ 
lour,nature and qualitie of the mayne ocean, which gaue vs thc greater hope of our paſſage.Y& 
uing ſayled Nozthwelt ſixtie leagues in this entrance wee diſcouercd certaine Jflandes ſtan: 
ding in the middeſt thereof, haning open paſſage on both ſides. Tlhereupon our ſbippes 
deuided themſelues, the one ſayling on the Nozthſide, the other on the ſouthſive, of the ſayde 
— 5 where wee layed ſiue dayes hauing the winde at Soucheaſt very foggie and foule 
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The 14.we went on ſhoare and found lignes of people, foz we found ſtones lapde vp together 
like a wall. and ſaw the ſkull ofa man 02 a woman, 
The 1 5, we heard dogs houle on the ſhoare, which we thought had bene TUolucs,and there: 
foe we went on ſhoare to kil chem, Then we came on lande, the dogs came pꝛeſently to our 
boate very gently, vet we thought they came to pꝛay vpon vs, and therefoze we ſhot at them and 
killed two:and about the necke of one of them we found a letheren coller,whcrupon we theughe 
them to be tame dogs, There were twentie dogs like maſtiues withpucke eares and long buſh 
taples : we found a bone in the pizels of their dogs. Theu wee went farther and founde two 
leads made like ours in Englande, The one was made of firre, ſpzuſe and oken boards, ſawen Timber 
like inch boards: the other was made all of whale bone, and there hung onthe copp:s of the —_ 
ſleds thzce heads of beaſts, which they had killed, Te ſaw here, larkes, rauens, and partriges. Fowle. 
The 17, we went on ſhoare, and in a litle thing made like an ouen with ſtones, J found mas 
np ſmal trifles,as a ſmall canoa made of wood, a picce of wood made like an image, a bird made Ku image, 
of bone, beads hauing ſmall holes in one end of them to hang about their necks,and other ſmall 
things, The coalt was very barbarous without wood oz gralle, The rockes were very faire like 
marble full of vaynes of diuerſe coulozs, We found a ſeale which was killed not long befoze,be- 


ing fleane and hid vnder ſtones, 
Our Captaine and maſter ſearched ſtill fozpzobabilittes of the paſſage,and firſt found, that pjobavuiries 
this place was all Iſlands wich great ſounds paſſing betweene chem, oz the pallage. 


Secondly, the water remained of one coulour with the mayne ocean without altering, wenener 
- Thirdly we ſaw to the welt of thoſe Illes thzce oz foure Whales in a ſkul, which the y iud {ans mco an 
ged to come from a weſterly ſea, becauſe to the Eaſtward, we ſaw not any whale. alter, but the 
Alſo as we were rowing into a very great ſound lying ſouthweſt, rom whence theſe whales wan tet 
tame, vpon the ſuddapne there came a violent counter checke of a tive from the ſouthweſt againſt very blackulh, 
the flood which we came with, not knowing from whence it was maintapned, 
Fiftly, in ſapling 20, leagues within the mouth of this entrance we had ſounding in 90, fa ' 
thoms, fapze gray oſie ſand, & the further we ran into the weſtwards, the deeper was the water, 
ſo that hard aboꝛd the ſhoare among theſe ples, we could not haue ground in 30. fathoms. 
Laſtly, it did ebbe and flowe 6,02 7, fathome vp and downe, the flood comnung from viucrſe 
parts, ſo as we could not perceiue the chiefe maintenance thereof, 
The 18,and 19,0ur Captaine and Paſter determined what was beſt to doe, both fon the ſafe» 
garde of their credites and ſatiſfping ofthe aduenturers, and reſolued, if the weather bzake vp, 
to make further ſearch, 
The 20, the winde came directly ag ainſt vs, ſothey altered their purpoſe, and reaſoned both 
fo: pzoceeding and returning. 
The 21. the wind being Nozthweſk, we departed from theſe Illands, and as wee coaſted the 
ſouch ſhoze we ſawe many fap2e ſounds, whereby we were perſwaded, that it was no firme land 
but Illands. 
The 23. of this moneth the wind came ſoutheaſt very ſtozmp and foule weather. So we were 
conltrapned to ſecke harbozowe vpon the ſouthcoaſt of this entrance, where wee fell into a very 
fap2e ſound,and ankercd in 25. fathoms greene oſy ſand, Here we went on ſhoare,where we had 
manifeſt ſignes of people, where they had made their fire, and laide ſtones like a wall. Jn this 
place we ſaw? 4. very faire faulcons, and M. Bzuton tooke from one ofthem his pay, which we Favicons, 
iudged by the wings and legs to be a ſuyte, fo2 the head was eaten off, 
The 24.in the afternoone,the wind comming ſomewhat faire wee departed fromthisroade, Tbeir returns. 
purpoſing by Gods grace to returne foz England, 
The 26, we departed from ſight of the Nozthlande of this entraunce, directing our courſe 
home war ds, vntil che centh of the next moneth, | 
The 10. of September we fell with The land of deſolation, thinking to goe on ſhoare, but geptember. 
we could get nener a good harbozough, That night we put to ſea againe thinking to ſearth it 
the next day: but this night aroſe a very great ſtozme,and ſeparated our ſhips ſo that we loſt the 
light of the Pooneſhine. 
The 13. about noone(hauing tryed al the night befoze with a gooſe wing) we ſet ſaile,# withs 
in two houres after, we had ſight of the mooneſhine againe: this day we deparced from this land. They — 
The 25. ol thus moneth wee fell with ſight of Englande. This night wee had a marueilous 9 Pridlatton 
ſtozme and loſt the Moont ſhine. ro Engiand,m 
The zo. ol September wee came into Dartmouth where wee found che Pooneſhine being 
come in not two houres befoze;

2 0 Andthe 15. of June J diſcouered land in the latitude of 60,degrees, 
lend in longitude from the meridian of London welt ward 47. degrees, 
= x | mightily peſtered with yce, and ſnow, ſo that there was no hope —— 
— — ding: the yce lap in ſome places 10. leagues, in ſome 20. and in ſome 
ʒo. leagues off the ſhoze, ſo that we were conſtrapned to beare into 37. degr. to duoble the ſame, 
and to recouer a frre ſea, which though Goos fauourable mercy we at length obtayned. 

The nine and twentieth of June, after many tempeſtuous ſtozmes, wee againe diſcouerey 
lande, in longitude from the Peridian of London, 58, degrees 30. minutes, and in latitude, 
64. being Eaſt from vs: into which courſe ſith it pleaſed God bp contrary windes to fo2ce vs. 4 
thought it very neceſſary to beare in with it, and there to ſet vp our Pynnace, pꝛouided in the 
Mer mapde to be our (cout foz this diſouerie,andſo much the rather, becauſe the peere befeze J 
had bene in the ſame place, and founde it very conuenient fo2 ſuch a purpoſe, well Rozed with 
flote woode, and poſſeſſed by a people of tractable conuerſation : ſothat che nine and twenticth 
of this moneth wee arriued within the Illes which lap befoze this lande, lying Nozth Noxh⸗ 
welt, and South Southeaſt, wee knowe not howe farre, This lande is very high, and moun⸗ 
tainous, hauing befoze it on the Weſt ſide a mightie compante of Jſlcs full of fapze ſoundes, 
5 This land was very little troubled with ſnowe, and the ſca altogether vor d 

yte. 

The ſbippes being within the ſoundes we ſent our boates to ſearche foz ſhole water, where 
wee might anker, which in this place is very harde to linde: and as the boate went ſounding 
and ſearching, the people of che country hauing eſpyed them, came in their Canoas towardes 
them with many ſhoutes and cryes: but after they had eſpied in the boate, ſome of our com» 
panie that were the yeere befoze heere with vs, they pzeſently rowed to the boate, and tooke 
holde in the oare, and hung about the boate with ſuch comfoꝛtable top, as woulde require a 
long diſcourſe to be vttered: they came with the boates to our ſhippes,making ſignes that they 
kne we all choſe, that the yere befoze had bene with them, After Jperceiucd their toy, and mal 
feare of vs, my ſelfe with the merchaunts, and others of the company went a ſhoare bearing 
with me twentie kniues : I had no ſooner landed, but they lept out of thetr Canoas, and tame 
running to mee, and the reſt,and imbyaced vs with many ſignes of hartie welcome: at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent there were eighteene of them, and to each ol them J gaue a kuife : they offered ſkinnes to 
mee foz rewarde, but J made ſignes that it was not ſolde but giuen them of curteſie: and ſs 
— them fo2 that time, with ſigncs that they Choulve returne againe after certain 


ures, 

The next day with all poſſible ſpeede the Pynace was landed, vpon an Ille there to bee fink 
ſhed co ſerue our purpoſe fo the diſcouerie, which Ille was ſo conuenient foz that purpoſe, as 
that we were very well able to defend our ſelues againſt many enemies. During the time chat 
the Pynace was there ſetting vp, the people came continually vnto vs, ſometime an hundzed 
Canoas at a time,ſometime fourtie, fiftie,moze and leſſe, as occaſion ſerued. They bzoughe with 
them ſeale ſkinnes, ſtagge ſkinnes, white hares, ſeale fiſhe,ſamon peale, (mal code, dy caplin, 
with other fifh,and by2des, ſuch as the country did peelde. 

Py ſelfe ſtill veſirous to haue a farther ſearch of this place, ſent one of the ſhipboates ts ont 
parc ol the land, and my ſelfe went co another parte to ſearche fo the habication ofthis people, 
with ſtraigbt commaundement that chere ſhould be no inturte offered to any of the people, new 
ther any gunne ſhot, 

The boates that went from me found the tents of the people made with ſcale ſkinnes ſet vy 
vpontimber,wherin they founde great ſtoze of dzied Caplin, being a litle fiſh no bigger then # 
pilchard : they found bags of travne ople,many little mages cut in wood, ſcale ſkinnes in tan 
eubs, wich many ocher ſuch triſles, whereof they diminiſhed nothing, 
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They atſo found tenne miles wuchin che ſnowy mountames a plaine champton touncrey, with 
carth and graſſe, ſuch as our 11002y and waſte grounds of England are: they went vp mto ar:ter # god 
(which in che-narrowel place is wo leagues boa’ about ten leagues, finding it ſittt to contumie r. 
chey knew uot how far: but I with my companytooke another rtuer, which al arche firft a 
it offered a large inlet, yet it pzooued butt a dec pe bay che end whereofin foure houres J attayned, 
and there leauing the boat well manned, went with the reſt of mp company thoce o2 foure miles 
into — — bog found nothing ud lat anything, laue onely gtipe s rtueits/ id ſmall bitt, 
as and lumet.

Thethirdof July J mamed mx boat, and went with fift cahoas attruding b yon mc vp into 
another ſound, where che people by ſiqnes willed meto goe, to nde theyꝛ habitat ion: at 
length they made ſignes that J ſyoulld go into a warme place to fAttpe, at which place J went ou 
ſhoze,and aſcendedthe toppe of an high hill to ſee inta the country, ben perrtuung my lab; vaine, 
J returned againe to my ff following me, and my very diligent to at⸗ 
tend vs, and to helpe vs vp the rocks, anditkewiſe downe : at length I was d{ffroits to haue our 
men leape withthem, which was done, dutonr men did ouerleape them: tom leaying they went 
to weſtiung, we found them trong and nimble, and to haue ſkill in weſfling;foxthap caſt ſome of 
our men that were good wieflers, - nenn 
The fourth of July we lanchedourptuneſf.,and had fozty of the people tu helpe vs, which they 
did very willingly: at this ume our men againe weeſkled vath them, aud found them as before, 
ſtrong and ſkj{full, This fourthsf July the maiſter ofthe Mermatd went to tert ane J ſlands to 
ſtoze himſelle with wood, where hy ſound a graue with diuers buried in it onelytouered withſeale 2 1 
ſkinnes,hauing a croſſe laid ouer them · Che people are of good Nature well in bo by pꝛopotioned, a 
with ſmall llen der hands and fett, with bjoad viſages,and finalleyes, wide mourhe s,che moſt part Ee Tortars 
vnbearded, great lips. and cloſe toothed.

All chis while, Godbethanked, our people were in very good health, onelp one young man ex 
cepted,who dyed at ſea the foureteenth ol this moneth and the fifteenth accopding to the oꝛder of the 
ſea, with praiſe giutn to God by ſeruite, was caſt ouetbooꝛd. 

The 1 7 of this moneth, being inthe latitude ol o; degrees 8 minuts, we fel vpon a moſt migh⸗ 
ty md ſtrange quantity of ice. in one inty2e maſſe, ſo bigge, as that we knew not the limits rhereof, 
and being withall ſo very high · in foꝛme of a land, with bayes and capes, and like high cliffe land, 
ast hat we ſuppoled it to be land, and therfoꝛe ſent our pinneſle offto dilcouer it: but at her teturne 
we were c ertainely infoꝛmed chat it was onelp ice, which bꝛed great adrniration to vs all, conſive» 
ring the huge quantity thereof, incredible to be repomed incruth as it was,andtherefoze J omit to 
ſpeake any further therok. This onely, I thinke chat che like befoze was neuer ſeene, and in this 
place we had bery ſtickle and ſtrong currants. 

e coaſtedthis mighty maſl of ice vatill the 30 of July, finding it a mighty barre to our pur: 
pole : the ayde in this time was lo contagious, and the ſea fo peſtered with ice, as that all hope 
was baniſhed of pꝛoceeding: fo2 the 24 of July all our ſhowds, ropes, and ſailes were ſo froſen, i nature 8 
andcompaſſed with tre, onely by a groſſe fog ge, as ſetmed to me moze then ſtrange, lich the laſt cogyes, 
peere I foundthis ſea free and nauigable, without impediments. 

Our men thoughthis exttemity began to grow ſicke x feeble and withal hopeleſle of good ſuc. 

teſſe: wherupon very oꝛderly, with good diſcretion they intreated me to regard the ace of this bu · 

fineſſe, and wut hall aduiſed me, that in conſcience J oughtto regard the ſafety of mine ownelife, 

with the pꝛeſeruation oktheyꝛs, that I ſhould not though my oucrboldneſle leaue their widowes 

and katherleſſe childꝛen to giue me bitter turſſeg. This matter in conſcience did greatly moue me 

to recardthep eſtates: yet conſide ring the excellencyof the buſineſſe, if it might be attained, the 

great hope of certainty bythe laſt yeres diſcouery,# that there was yet a third way not put in pꝛac⸗ : 
tile. Jthoucht it would grow to mp great diſgrace, ifthis action by my negligence ſhould grow | 
into diſcredit : wherupon ſeeking helpe from God the fountaine ol all mercies.tt ple aſed hes diuine "4; 
Maieſty tomoou? my heart to pzoſtcute that which I hope ſhalbe to his glozp,and tothe contenta- | 
tion of euery Chiiſtian mi'de , Aherupon falling in to conſideration, thatthe Mermaid, albeit a 0 
very ſtrong and ſufficient ſlup, vet by teaſon ol her burden, not ſo conuenient and nimble as a (mal: þ 
ler barke,eſpectally in ſuch deſperate hazzards: further hauing in account her great charge to the 1 
aduenturers, being at 100 li. the moneth: & that in doubtful ſeruice,allthepenuſesconſitercy, 43 
with divers other things, J determinedto furniſh the Moonelight wit hrruittualling & ſufficient *. 
men, x to pꝛoceed in this action as God ſhould direct me: wherupon J altered our courſe fromthe Wh 
ice. bare Eaſt ſoutheaſt to reconer the next ſhme where this thing might be perfozmed: ſo with fa⸗ 1 
nozable winde it pleaſed God thatthe firſt of 2ugult we dilcouered the land in latitude 66 deg, gu f f 
33 min. in longitude fromthe meridiarf of London 70 deg. void of trouble without ſnow o2 ice, 

The ſecond of Augult we harbouredour ſelnes in a very excellent good road, where with all 0 
ſpeed we graued the Moouelighr. and reuictualled her: we ſearched this country with our pinneſſe 1755 
while the barke was trimming, which Tlilliam Eſton — tflands, 
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wich a ſea on the Eaſt, a ſea on the Weſt, and a ſea on the Notth , In this place we fouud it very 

Great heat, hot, and we were very much troubled with a flie which is called Muskera, fo2 they did ſting grie- 
uouſly. The people of this place at our firſt comming in caught a ſeale, and with bladders faſtti- 
ed to him ſent him vnto vs with the floud, lo as he came right wich our ſhippes, which we tooke ag 
a friendly pꝛeſeut ram them. 

The litt of Augult J went with the two maiſters and others tu the coppe of a hill, and by the 
way C Ailliam Eſton eſpied thee Canoas lying vnder arocke, and went vnto them: there were 
in them ſkinnes, darts, with diuers ſuperſtitious topes, whereof we dimiuiſhed nothing, but lefe 
vpon euerp boat a lilke point, a bullet of lead, andapinne, The next day being the ſixt of Auguſt, 
che people came vnto vs without feare, and did barter with vs foz ſkinnes,as the other people did: 
they differ not from the other. neither mt heyz canoas no} apparel, pet is chey2 pꝛonuntiat ion moze 
plarne then the others, and nothing hollow in the thzoat, Our miſcreant abooꝛd vs kept himſelfe 
cloſe, aud made ſhew that he would faine haue another companion, Thus being pzowde, J de- 
parted from this land the cwelft of A at ſire of the clocke in the moming. where J left the 
Mermaid at an anker : the fouretcenth ſailing Weſt about fiftie leagues, we diſcouered land, be⸗ 
ing in latitude 66 degrees 19 minuts: this land is 70 leagues from the other from whence we 
came. This foureceenth day from nine a clocke at night till ther a clocke in the monning, we ans 
kered by an Jſlandof ice, twelue leagues off the ſhoꝛe, being mozed to the ice. 

The fiftecnth day at chzee a clocke in the moming we departed from this land to the South, 
andthe cighteenth of Auguſt we diſcouered land Nozthweſt from vs in the moming, being a ve.

Juthe mozning,betng the t wentich of Augult, the fogge and ſtozme breaking vp, we bare in with 
the land, and at nine a clocke in the mozning we ankered in a very fayze and ſafe road and locker 
fo) all weathers. At tenne of the clocke I went on ſhoze, to the toppe of a very high hill, where J 
Jaands. perceiued that this land was Jſland#*: at foure ofthe clocke in the afternoone we weyed anker, 

hauing a faxꝛe Nozth noztheaſt winde, wich very fayze weather : at ſix of the clocke we were cleert 
Hopeofa without the land, aud ſo ſhaped our courle to the South, to diſcouer the coaff, wherby the paſſage 
paſſage, may be though Gods mercy found. f 

Me coalted this land till the eight and twentith of Augult, finding it ſtill to continue towards 
the South, from the latitude of 67 to 5 7 degrees: we found maruellous great ſtoꝛe of birds, guls 
# me wes,incredible to be repoxted,wherupon being calme weather, we lay one glaſſe vpon the lee, 
to pzoue foz fiſh, in which ſpace we caught 100 of cod, although we were but badly ppouided foz fl- 

ſhing, not being our purpoſe. This eight andtwentith, hauing great diſtruſt ol the weather, we 
artiued in a very fapze harboz in the latitude of 56 degrees, and ſailed ten leagues into the ſame, 

Faire woods. heing two leagues bzoad, with very fayze woods on both ſides: in this place we continued vntill 
the firſt of September, in which time we had two very great ſtozmes . J landed, and went ſire 
miles by gheſle uno the country, aud found that the woods were firre,pineapple,alder,yew, with, 

and birch : here we ſaw a blacke beate : this place yeeldeth great ſtoze of birds as fezant,partridge, 

Barbar y hennes,02 the like, wilde geeſe ,ducks,blacke birds, teyes, chpuſhes, with other kindes of 

ſmall birds, Of the parcridge and fezant, we killed ſtoze with bowe and arrowes 3 in this 
place, at the harbozough mouth, we found great ſtoze of cod, 
The September at tenne a clocke, wee ſet ſaile, and coaſted the ſhoꝛe with very faire 
weather. The third day being calme,atnoone we ſtrt cke ſaile,andlet fall a cadge anker,topue 
whether we could take any fiſh, being in latitude 5 4 degrees 3 ominuts, in which plate we ſound 
grea: abundance of cod, ſo that the hooke was no ſdoner duerboozd, but pꝛeſentlya fiſh was taken, 
It was the largeſt and beſt refer fiſh that euer J ſaw, and diuers fiſher men that were with me 
ä better ſkull of fiſh in they? liues : yet had they ſcene

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The fourth of September at fiue a c locke in the afternoone we ankered ma very good tuad a · 
mong great ſt22e of Illes, the countrep lowland, pleaſant, and very full of fayze woods, To the * perfect hope 
Nozth ol this place eight leagues, we had a perfect hope of the paſſage, finding a mighty great ſea . e 2*5o8e- 
paſſing betweene two lands Weſt, The South land to our indgement being nothing but Jfles, 
we great ly deſited to go into this ſea, but the winde was ditectly againſt vs. Ae ankered in foure 
fat home fine ſand, In this place is foule and fiſh mighty ſtoꝛc. 
The lixt of September hauing afayze Noth nozthweſt winde, hauing trimed our barke, we 
purpoſedto depart, and ſent fiue of our ſailers yoong men a ſhoꝛe to an Jfland, to fetch certaine 
fiſh which we purpoſed to weather, and therefore left it all night couered vpon the Ille: the butiſh 
people of this countrey lay ſecretiy{urking in the wood, andvpon the ſudden aſſaulted our men: 
which when we percerued, we pyrſently let ſlippe our cables vpon the halſe, and vuder our foze- 
Cale bare into the ſhoare, and with all expedition diſchargeda double muſker vpon them wiſe, at * 
the noice wherot they fled : notwichſtan ding to our very great griefe, two of out men were llaine Two of our P 
with thep) arrowes, andtwo grieuouſly wounded,of whom at this pꝛeſent we ſtand in very great —— 
doubt, one ly one eſcaped by ſwimming, with an arrow ſhot thoꝛo w his arme. Theſe wicked miſs 
creants neuer offered parly oz ſpeech, but preſently executed they} curſed fury, 
This p2eſent euening it pleaſed God further to increaſe our ſozrowes with a mighty tempe- 
ſtnous ſlome. the winde being Nozthnoztheal, which laſted vuto the teuth ofthis moneth very 
crtreme, e vnrigged our ſhippe, and purpoled to cut downe our maſts, the cable ofourſhut 
anker hake, ſo that we onely expected to be dꝛiuen on ſhoare among theſe Cauibals foz the pjay, 
Pet in this deepe diſtreſſe the mighty mercy of God, when hope was paſt, gaue vs ſuccoz, and ſent 
vs a fayꝛe lee, ſa as we recouered our anker againe,and new mozed our ſhippe : where we ſawthat 
God manifeſtly deliuered vs: fo2 the ſtraines of one of our cables were bzoken, wcouly toad by 
an olde iunke. Thus being freſhly moꝛed, a new ſtozme. aroſe, the winde being Teſt noxthwelk, 
very fozcible,which laſted vnto the tenth dapat night. 
The eleuenth day with a fayze Tleſtnoxthweſt winde we departed with truſt in Gods mercy, 
ſhaping our courle fo2 England, and arriued in the Ut countrey in the beginning of October. 


Maiſter Dauis being arriued, wrote his letter to Mi. William 


Sanderſon of London, concerning his voyage, 
as followeth. 


A great doubt ot the pinneſſe, God be mercifull vnto the pooze men, and pꝛeſetue 
them > it be his bleſſed well, 
J haue now full experience of much of the Nozthweſt part ofthe wozld, and haue ought the 
paſageto chat certainty, as that I am ſure it muſt be in one of foure places, oz cls not at all. And 
further, I can alure you vpon the perill of my life, that this voyage may be perfozmed withouc 
further charge, nay with certaine pzofit to the aduencurers, if I may haue but pour fauour in the 
action, Surelp it ſhall coſt me all my hope of welfare, and my poztion of Sandzidge, but J wall 
by Gods mercy, ſee an end of theſe buſineſſes. J hope I ſhall finde fauour with you toſee pour 
card, I pꝛay God it be fo true as the card ſhall be which J will bing to you: and J hope in God, 
that pour ſkill in nauigation ſhall be gainefull vnto you, although at the firſt it hath not pzoned ſo, 
"ud thus with my moſt humble commendations I commit you to God, deſiring no longer to liue 

then J ſhall be yours molt faithtully to command, Erouthis x4 of October. 1 586,

De ſeuenth day of Pay 1 5 8 6 we departed out of Dartmouth hauen foure 
ſailes,to wit, the Bermaid,che Sunſhine.the Booneſhene,and the 2oxthſtarre, 
In the Sunſhine were ſixteene men, whole names were theſe : Richard Pope 
maiſter, Marke Carter maiſters mate, Henry Bozgan purſer, Geoxge Das 
. ward, John Mandie, Hugh Byoken, }Ihilip Jane, Pugh Þempſon, Richard 
Bowen, John Filpe,Andzew Badocke, William Aoltome, Robert Tagge 
carpenter, John Bzuſkome,CUilliam Aſhe, Simon Ellis. 
Our courſe was Teſt nozthwelt the ſcuenth and eight daves:andthe ninth day in the moming 
we were on head of the Tarroſe ol Syllie.

They) boats were 
made with wood, and iron all along the keele like our Engliſh boats: and they hadnailes fen to 
naile them withall, and fiſh hooks and other things foz to ketch fiſh as we haue heere in England, 
They had alſo bꝛaſen kettles, and girdles and purſes made of leat her. and knoppes on them of cop 
per, and hatchets and other ſmall tooles asneceſſarie as we haue. They dy they? fifh in the Sun, 
and when they are day, they packe them vp in the toppe of their houſes , Tf we would go thither 
to fiſhing mo ze then we do, we ſlould make it a very good voyage: foz we got an hundꝛeth greene 
fiſh m one moming. Te found heere two Engliſh men with a ſhippe, which came out of Eng: 
land about Eaſter day of this pꝛeſent peere 1 586, and one of them came abooꝛd ot vs, and bought 
. Lopn op vs two lambs, The Engliſh mans name was . John Royden of Jpſwich, merchant :he was 
i bound foz London with his ſhippe, And this is the ſumme of that which J obſerued in Jfland, 
They depar- Ce departed from Illand the ſixteenth day of June in the mozning, and our courſe was Nozth: 
-——"— x weft, and ſaw on the coaſt two ſmall barkes going to an harbozough : we went not to them, but 
ſaw them a farre off. Thus we continued our courſe vnto the end ol this moneth. 
Julp, The third day of July we were in betweene two firme lands of iſe, and paſſed in berweene 
them all that day vntill it was night: and then the maiſter turned backe againe, and ſo away we 
went towards Groenland. Anzghe ſeuenth day of July we did ſee Groenland, and it was very 
high, and it looked very blew : we could not come to ha rboꝛough into the land becauſe we were 
hindered by a firme land, as it were, of ice, which was along the ſhoares ſide : but we were within 
thiee leagues of the land. coaſting the ſame diuers daves together. The ſeuenteenth day of July 
we ſaw the place which our captaine M. John Dauis the yeere befoze had named The land of 


Thelandof Deſolation, where we could not goon ſhoare ſm ice. The eightrenthdap we were likewiſe trou⸗ 
Deſolation. ed with ice, and went in among it at tiyee ofthe clocke in the moming. After we hadclecred 
our,ſelues thereof, we ranged all along the coaſt of Deſolation vntill the end of the afozeſayd 
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The third day ol Auguſt we came in ſight of Gilberts ſound in the latitude of 64. deg. 1 5. mm. Xvgutt. 
which was the place where we were appointed to meete our generall and the reſt of our Fleete. 
{ere we came to an harbozow at . ofthe clocke at night. 
The 4. day in the moming the maſter went on ſhoze with 10. of his men, and bought vs 
foure of the people rowing in their boates abooꝛd of the ſhip. Audin the afternoone on ſhoze 
with ſix of our men, and there came to vs ſeuen of them when we were on land. Ae found on ſhoze 
chiee dead people, aud two of them had their ſtaues lying by chem, and their olde ſkins wzapped 
about them, and the other had not hing lying by, wherfoze we thought it was a woman, TAee alſo 
ſawe their houſes neere the Sea ſide, which were made with pretes of wood on both ſides, and 
croſſed ouer with poles & then couered cuer with earth: we found Fotes running vpon the hils: 
as fo) the place, it is bzoken land all the way that we went, and full of boken Jſlands, 
The 21. ol Auguſt the maſter ſent the boate on ſhoze foꝛ wood, with ſixe of his men, and there 
were one andthirtie ofthe people of the countrep which went on ſhoze to them, and they went about 
to kill them as we thouche,fo2 they ſhot their dartes towards them, and we that were aboozd the 
ſhip, did ſee them goe on ſhoze to our men: whereuponthe maſter ſent che pinnace after them, and 
when they ſaw the pinnace comming towards them, they turned backe, and the maſter ofthe pin · 
nace did ſhoote off a caliuer ta them the ſame tune, but hurt none of them, fo2 his meaning was 
onely to put them in art. Diuers tunes they did weaue vs on ſhoze to play with them at the foot · S Teta 
ball, and ſome al our company went on ſhoze to play with them, and our men did caſt them do wne wurd rde Ha⸗ 
as ſoone as they did come to ſtrike the ball. Andthus much ol that which we did ſee and do in that 
harbozow where we arriued firſt, 
The 23. day we departedfromthe merchaunts where we had bene ſirſt, and our courſe from 
thence was South and by Teſt, and the wind was Neathcaft, and we ran that day and night a- 
bout 5.02 6,leagues,vntill we came to another harbozow, 
The 24.about eleuen ot the clocke in the fozenoone, wee entered into the afozeſayd new harbo+ 
row, and as we came in. we did (ce dogs running vpon the Jflands, When wee were come in, 
there came to vs foure ofthe people which were with vs befoze in the other harbozow, and where 
we rode, we had ſandie ground, Te ſaw no wood growing, but found ſimall pieces of wood vyon u wood

He 19 ofchis pꝛeſent moneth about midnight. we weighed our ankers, ſet ſale 
and departed from Dartmouth with two barkes and a Clincher, the one na- 
med the Elizabeth of Dartmouth the other che Sunne ſhine ol London, and the 
Clincher calledche Ellin of London: thus in Gods name we ſec foꝛwards with 
the wind at Noztheaſt a good freſh gale, About 3. ho wers after our departure, 
the night being ſomwhat thicke with darkneſſe, we had loſt the pinnace,the caps 
taine imagining that the men had runne away with her, willed the maſter ol the Sunne ſhine, to 
ſtand to Deawirds , and ſee if we could deſcrie them, we bearing in with the ſhoze foz Plimmouth. 


At length we deſcried her, bare wich her, and demanded what the cauſe was: They anſwered that 


the tiller of their helme was burſt, So ſhaping our courſe Ueſt Southweſt, we went fozward, 
hoping that a hard beginning would make a good ending, pet ſome of vs were doubefullof it, fal⸗ 
ling in reckontug that ſhe was a Clincher,nenertheleſſe we put our truſt in God, 

The 21.we met with the RedLion of London, which came from the coaſt of Spaine, which 
was afraid that we had bene men of warte, but we hailed them, and after a litle conference, we deft 
ted the maſter to carie our letters fo London, directed to my vnckle Sanderſon, who pzomiſed 
vs ſafe deliuerie. And after we had heaued them a lead and a line,whereuuco wee had made fat 
our letters, befoze they could get them into the ſhip, they fell into the ſea,and ſo all our labour and 
theirs alſowas loſt, not withſtanding they pzomiſedto certifie our departure at London, and ſo we 
departey,andthe ſame day we had ſight of Sillle. The 22. the wind was at Noꝛtheaſt by Eaft, 
with faire weather, and ſo the 23. and 24. che like, The 25. we laied our ſhippes on theLee fo the 
Dunne ſhine, who was a rommaging foz a leake, they had 500, ftrokes at the pumpe in a watch, 
the wind at Noxthwelt. 

The 26. and 27. we had faire weather, but this 27. the pinnaces fozemaſte was blowen ouer⸗ 
boozd. The 28. che Elizabeth towed the pinnace, which was ſo much bzagged of by the owners re: 
po2t befoze we came out of England, but at Sea ſhe was like to a cart damen with oxen, Some- 
times we towed her becauſe ſhe could not ſaile fo ſcant wind. 

The 3 1.dayour captaine aſked it the pinnace were ſtanch, Peerſon anſwered that ſhe was as 
ſound aud ſtanch as a cuppe. This made vs ſomething glad, when we ſawe ſhe would bzooke che 
Dea, and was not leake,

Tree. : after that fo2 5. dayes we had fogge and rayne. the 
wind bepug South. The 12. we had cleare weather, The Mariners in the Sunne ſhine, 
and the maſter could not agree: the mariners would goe on their voyage a fiſhing, becauſe the 
yeere began to waſte : the maſter would not depart till her had the companie ol the Elizabeth, 
whereupon the maſter told our captaine that he was afrayd his men would ſhape ſome contrarie 
courſe while he was a ſleep,andſo he ſhould looſe vs. At length after much talke aud many thꝛeat 
nings,they were content to bing vs to the land which we looked foz daily, 

The 13. we had fogge and raine, 

The 14. day we diſconered land at fine ofthe clocke in the being very great andhigh 
mountaines, the tops of the hils being couered with ſnow. Here the wind was variable, ſamtime s 
Noꝛtheaſt, Eaſt Noxtheaſt, and Eaſt by Nozth : but wee imagined our ſelues tobe 16,03 17, 
leaques off from the ſhaze, 

The r 5.we had reaſonablecleare weather. 

The 16,we came to an anker about 4.02 5.of the clocke after noone, the people came pjeſently

The 18. Peerſon and the Carpenters ol the ſhips, began to ſet on the plante s. The 19. as we 
went about an Jfland, were found blacke Pummile ſtones, and ſalt kerned on the rockes very 
white andgliſtermg, This day alſo the maſter of the Sunne ſhine cooke one of the people, a ve- 
ry ſtrong luſtie pong fellow. 

The 20. about two of the clocke in the mozning, the Sanages came to the Iſland where our 
pinnace was built readie to bet launched, and toze the two vpper ſtrakes, and caried them away 
onely foz the loue of the iron in the boozds, While they were about this pꝛattiſe, wee manned the 

boateto goe aſhoze to them: out men being either afrapd,oz amazed, were ſo long be» 
foze they came to ſhoe, that our captaine willed them to ſtate, and made the Gunner giuefire to a 
Saker,audlatedhe piece leuell with the boate which the Sauages had turned on the one live, be 
cauſe we ſhould not hurt them with our arrowes, and made the bo:te their bulwarke againſt the 
arrowes which wee ſhot at them. Dur Gunner hauing made all things readie, gaue fire to the 
pecce, and fearing to hurt any ofthe people, and regarding the owners pofice, thought belike hee 
would ſaue a S ſhot, doubting we ſhould haue occaſion to fight with men of warre, and ſo 
ſhot offthe Saker withouta bullet. we looking ſtill when the Sauages that were hurt ſhouldrun 
away without legs, at length wee could perctiue neuer a man hurt, but all hauing their legges 
could carie away their bodies: we had no ſooner ſhot off the piece, but che maſter of the Suune» 
ſhinemanned his boate, and came rowing towards the Iſland, the very ſight of whom made each 
of chem take that he had gotten, and flie away as faſt as they could to auother Jſland about two 
miles off, where they tooke the nayles out ofthe timber, and left the wood on the Ille. When we 
came on ſhoze and ſaw how they had ſpoiledthe boate, after much debating ofthe matter, we agre- 
peek haue her to filh withall : whereupon ſhe was pꝛeſently caried aboozd, 

Now after this trouble, being reſolued to depart with the firſt wind, there fell out another mat 
ter wozſe then all the reſt, and that was in this maner. John Churchpardone whom our captaine 
had appoluted as Pilot in the pinnace, came tu our Captaine, and maſter Buiton, and told them 
that che good (hip which we mult all hazard our liues in, had ther hundzed ſtrokes at one time as 
ſhe rode iu the harbour: This diſquieted vs all greatly, and many doubted to goein her. At length 
our captaine by whom we were all tobe gouerned, determined rather to end his life with credite, 
then to returne with infamie and diſgrace, and ſo being all agreed, we purpoſed co liue and die to 
gether, e committed our ſelues tothe ſhip . Now the 21. hauing bzought all our things aboozd, 
about 1 1.07 1 2, ofthe clocke at night, we ſet ſaile aud departed from thoſe Iſles, which lie in 64. 
degrees of latitude, our ſhips being now all at Sea, and wee ſhaping our courſe to goe,coaſting 
the land ta the Nozthwardsvpon the Eaſterne ſhoze, which we called the ſhoze of our Merchants, 
decaule there we met with people which traffiked with vs, but here we were not without doubt of 
our ſhip, The 22,and 23. we had cloſe fogge and raine. 

The 24. being in 6). degrees. and 40, minutes, we had great ſtoze of Whales, and a kinde of 
ſa birdes whichthe Mariners call Cortinous, This day about ſixe of the clocke at night, we eſpi+ 
ed two ofthe countrey people at Dea, thinking at the firſt they had bene two great Seales, vntill 
we ſawe their oares gliſtering with the Sunne: they came rowing towardes vs, as faſt as they 
could, and when they came within hearing, they held vp their oares.and cried Il y a oute making 
mauy ſignes: and at laſt they came to vs, giuing vs birdes fo; bꝛace lets. and ot them I had adarte 
with a bone in it,o2 a piece of Unicoꝛns home, as J did judge. This dart he made ſtoje ot. lait when 
he ſaw a knife, he let it go, being moze deſirous ofthe knife then of his dart: theſe people continued 
to wing after our ſhip the ſpace of 3. howerg. 

The 25. in the moming at 7.ofthe clocke we deſcried 0. Sauages rowing after vs, being by 
iudgement 10, leagues offfrom the ſhoje : they bought vs Salmon Peales, Birdes,and 
and we gaue them pinnes, needles, bjacelecs, nailes, kniues, bels,looking glaſſes, and ocher

coates, q anything they had, although they were farre from the ſhoze. ee had but few ſkinnes 
of them,abaut 20, but they made ſignes to vs that if wee would ge to the ſhoze, mee ſhould haue 
moze ſtoze of Chichſanege : they tated with vs til 1 1. ofthe clocke, at which time we went to 
Payer, audchey departed from vs, 

The 26. was cloudie,the wind being at South.

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The 28. and 29. wert ſoggie with clouds the 30. bay we tooke the heigth and found out ſelueg

"LOR with a mighty bankeof Ice Weſt from vs, lying Noth and South, which 
banke we would gladly haue doubled ont to the Noꝛthwards, but the winde would not ſuffer 
vs, ſo that we were faine to coaſt it to the South wards. hoping to double it out that we might 
— tag Weſt till wee had found land, oz els to haue bene chozowly reſolued al our pe. 
tended purpoſe. 

The 3. we fell with the Ice ag aine, and putting offfrom it, we ſdught to the Nozthwards, but 
the wind croſſed vs, 8 

The 4. was foggie: ſo was the 5, alſo with much wind at Noxth, 

The 6. being verpcleere, we put our barke with oates though a gappe in the Tee; ſering the 
Sea free on the Teſt ſide as we thought, which falling out otherwiſe, cauſed vs to returne after 
we had ſtated there betweene the Tee, The y. anb the 8. about midnight, by Gods helpe we reto⸗ 
uered the open ſea, the weather being faire and calme, and ſo was the g. The 10. we coaſted the 
Ice. The 11. was ſoggie, but calme. 

The 12. wt coaſted againe the Ice, hauing the wind at Weſt noxthwef,The 13. bearing off 
from the Ice, we determined to goe with the ſhoze and come to an anker, and to ſtay fine 02 6,vaies 
fo; the diſſoluing of the Ice, hoping that the ſea continually beating it, and the ſunne, with the ex 
treme foꝛte of heate which it had alwayes ſhining vpon it. would make a quicke diſpatch, that we 
might haue a further ſerch vpon the Meſterne ſhoze. Now when we were come to the Eafterne 
coalt.che water ſomething deepe,and ſome of our company fearefull withall,we durſt not come to 
an anker. but bare offinto ſea againe. The pooze people ſeeing vs goe away againe came rowtng 
after vs into the Sea, che waues being ſomewhat loftie. Te truckt wich them fz a few ſkinnes 
and dartes, and gaue them beads, nal les pinnes, needles and cardes they pomting to the ſhoze, as 
though they would ſhew vs great friendſhip 7 but we litle regarding their curteſie, gaut them the 
gentle farewell. and ſo departed. | | 
The 14. we had the wind at South, The 1 5 there was ſome fault either in the barke oꝛ the ſet 
of ſome currant,foz we were dꝛiut o. points out of our courſe, The 16. we fell with 5 banke of Ice 
Weſt from vs. The 17,and 18, were The 19. atone aclocke after noone, we had ſight 
of cheland which we called mount ,and at 1 2,ofthe clocke at night, wee were c<tuart che 
ſtreights which we diſcouered the firſt peere, The 20, wee trauerſedin the mouth of the ſtreight, 
the winde being at Teſt, with faire and cleare weather, The 21, and 22, we coafted the No 
therne coaſt of the ſtreights, The 23 hauing ſapled 60, leagues Nozthwelt tuto the ſtreighes, at 
two a clocke after noone, we ankered among many Illes in the bottome of the gulfe, naming the 


Che Erie of * ſame the erle of Cumberlands Jſles, where riding at anker, a Whale paſſed by our ſhip and went 
1 ell in among the Illes. Here che compaſſeſer at 3c. degrees Weſtward bariatton. The 24. 


we ſhaping our courſe Southeaſt to recouer the Sea. The 25. we were becalmed in the 
bottome of the gulfe, the aire being extreme hote. Maſter Bzuton and ſome ol the Marmers went 
on ſhoze to courſe dogs. where they found many Graues and Trane ſpilt on the ground, the dogs 
being ſo fat that they were ſcant able to runme. 

The 26, wee had a petie ſtome. the wind being at Southeaſt, The 27. and 28, were faire, 
The 29. we werecleare out ofthe ſtreights,hauing coaſted the South ſhoze, and this day at noone 
we were in 64, degrees of latitude. The 30, fn the afternoone we coafted a banke of Ice, which 
lay on the ſhoze, andpaſſed by a great banke oʒ inlet, which lay betweene 63. and 62. degrees of las 
titude,which we called Lumleis Julet. ——̃ — great 
rootes, the water as it were whirling and ouer falling, as if it were the kall ol ſome great water 
though a lnidge. The r. as we ſavled by a head land. which wer named Warwtkes Fozeland, 
we fell into one ofthoſe ouerfals with a freſh gale of wind and bearing all our ſailes,we looking

— goods, and betauſe their lading was very rich, chey were determined to go about It 
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The nert dap after being the 21. dap, we eſpied z. alles moze, which la pe along to the Caſtwards. 
but by reaſon of the night which then was neere at hand, we coulde hardly come to them. Yet at 
laſt we hailed one of the biggeſt of them, and they told vs that they were all ol Hambrough: but 
another ſaid ſhe was of Den marke ſo that iu deede they knewneither what to ſap.no2 what to doc. 
Our Adnurall being moze deſirous to follow his courſe, chen to linger by chaſing the hulkeg. cal⸗ 
led vs from purſuiug them with his trumpet, and a piece of Oꝛdinance, oʒ els wee would haue 
ſecne what they had beue, and wherewith they had bene laden.

The 25. day ol September about 10. ot the clocke we fell with Rio de Oro, ſtanding iuſt vn · io del £10, fn 
a halle, 


der our Tropike : we antted inthe mouth of it in 8,fathome,the entrance of it is about 2. leagues 
duer. And the next day our Captaine wich the boate ſearched the Riuer, and found it to be as bꝛoad 
1.4.02 15.lcagues vp, as at the entrie of it, but founde notowne noꝛ habitation, ſauing that there 
came downe 2,p062e men, ⁊ one ofthem ſpake good Spaniſh,aud told our Captaine, that certaine 
Frenchmen vled to come thither. and laded ſome orehides,and goates hide s, but other commodt: 
tie there was none, Ie departed thence the 27. dap, and the laſt day of the monech being calme 
we went aboozde our General, and there conſented to goe fo2 Sierra Leona, to wood and water. 
From thence till the ro. of October we were much becalmed with extreeme hotte weather, much 


lighening. and great ſtore of raine. This o. day we ſounded, finding a great currant as wee ſup, tober 


poſed by the ripliug water, which after wee founde to be an ozdrnarie tide.che floud ſetting to the 
Noꝛthweſt, and che cbb Southeaſt, and here wee had but 18, fathome water, and no lande to be 
ſeene:it was on the ſouthermoſt part of che ſbowles that [ye in about 11. degr. but halliug South 
olfag ame, it pꝛeſently deeped vnto 50, fathome,and after halling Southeaſt, and by ECaſt, and 
Eaſt Southeaſt, we ſounded, but had no ground in 120. fathome. 

The 21. of October we fell wich lande vpon the coaſt of Guinea, in the height of 8. degrees, a 
very high land, but of no great length: it was the high land ouer Sierra Leona. Qet de we into 
the land, and found neere the ſhoate moze water then in the offing : at the Noꝛthꝛen ende ol the 
high land we ancred about a mile, and ſome what mote from the ſhoare in 11. fathome, To goe 


into the harbour of Sierra Leona we did bozrowe vpon the Southſide, hauing no ground in 10,fa- Sierra Leona. 


. thome, halfe a mile fromche ſhoare. Upon the Northſide of this harbour is very ſhoale water, but 
on the Southſide no feare, moe then is to be ſcene. 

The 22. day being Sunday wee came to an ancre in the Bay of freſh water, and going a 
ſhoare wich our boate, wee ſpake with a Portingall, who tolde vs that not farre offthere were 
Negrocs inhabiting, and that in giuing to the king a Buttiſio of wine, and ſome linnen cloth, hee 
would ſuffer vs to water and wood at our pleaſure, But our Captaines thinking it not good to 
giue auy thing foꝛ that which they might take freely, landed, and certaine of our men with them, 
whereupon the Porringall and the Negroes tanne all awap into the woods. Then we returned 
againe into our boat ts, and pꝛeſently went and landed in another place, thinking to haue fetcht 
a walke, and ſo to come to our boates againe. But wandering though a little wood, wee were 
ſuddenly and vnawares vpon a cowne of the Negroes, whereupon they ſtrooke vp their dzumme, 
giuing with nl a great ſho wt, and off went their arrowes as thicke as haile. Ne were in nomber 
about 3 o.caleeuers. and 20. with our weapons, which we allo let flie into the woods among them, 
and what hurt wer did, we know not. 

Then wee returned to our boates, and tooke wood and water at our pleaſure, and reaſonas 
ble ffote of fiſhe, and amongſt the reſt wee halled vp a great foule monſter, whoſe head and 
backe were ſo harde, that no ſwozde coulde enter it: But being thuſt in vnder the belly 
iu diuers places, and W in his mouth, as a man woulde doe a 
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girdle of lether about his hande, and likewiſe the p2on of a boare ſpeare: Pee was in length about 
nine foote, and had nothing in his bellie, but a certaine quantitie of {mall Tones, to the value of 
à pottel. 
Nouember, | ebe fourth of Nouember wee went on ſhoare to a towne of the Negroes, which ſtoode on 
Another rat the Southeaſt ſide of the harbour, about a Sacar ſhotte fromthe roade, which wee founde to bee 
andfine ta ne but lately built: it was of about two hundzech houſes, aud walled about with mightie great 
— Ne? trees, and ſtakes ſo thicke, that a ratte could hardly get in oz out. But as it chaunced, wee came 
e directly vpon a poꝛt which was not ſhutte vp, where we entred with ſuch fierceneſle,that the peo- 
ple fledde all out of the towne, which wee founde to bee finely built after their faſhion, and the 
ſtreetes of it ſo intricate, that it was difficult fo2 vs to finde the wap out, that we came in at. Wee 
founde their houſes and ſtrettes ſo finely and cleanely kept, that it was an admirationto vs cal, 
fo2 that neither in the houſes no? ſtreetes was ſo much duſt cobefounde, as would fill anegge 
ſhell, Tee founde little in their houſes, except ſome matts, goards, and ſome earthen potts. 
Dur men at their departure ſet the cowne on fire, and it was burnt ( foz the moſt part of it) in a 
quarter of an houre,the houſes being couered with recde and ſtrawe. 
After this we ſearched the Countrey about it, where we found in diuers plaines good ſtoꝛe of 
rice in ſtackes, which our men did beate out, and bzought aboozd in the hulke to the quantitie of 14. 
02 1 5,tunnes in both our ſhippes, 
The 17. dap of Noucmber wee departed from Sierra Leona, directing our courſe fo) the 
Streight of Magellane, In this harbour divers of our men fell ſicke of a diſeaſe in the belly, 
which fo2 the time was extreeme,but ( God bee thanked ) it was but of ſmall continuance, Tee 
founde alſo in dtuers places of the woods, images ſet vpon pinnes, with diuers thinges befoze 
them, as exges,meale,rice,rounde ſhot of ſtones, and diuers other thinges, ſuch as che baxbaroug 
people had to offer vp, | 
Chen we came ncere tothe Line, wee found it nothing ſo hot as it is at Sierra Leona, by tea 
ſon of the great winde and raine, | 
4 About the 24, day of Nouember one oꝛ two of our men died, and others alſo were ſicke of a 
alentura, 
Januarie. The 2,dap of Januarie wee had a little ſight of lande, being about the height of 28. degr. ta the 
Southward of the Line. | 

The 4.day we fell with the ſhoare high and bolde, being in 30. degrees, and a terſe, little moze 
02 leſſe. All of it to the Noꝛthward was a high land, but to the South warde it did pꝛeſently falle, 
and was a very lowe land, and all ſandie. About ſixe leagues from the ſhoare wee ſounded, 
and had ahout 15. 02 16. fadome water. and blacke ſandie oze. Mee thought to haue gone to the 
ſhoaxe, and to haue watered, but we could not diſcerne any good harbour, and therefoze wee caſt off 
to ſeaward againe, 

The t 2.dap wee found our ſelues iu; 2. degrees and 27. minutes. From the dap of the Nati- 
nitie of Chuſt, till the 3. day ofthis moneth, although the Sunne was very neere vnto vs, yet 
wee found no want of windes but variable as in England. and not ſo hotte but that a mans ſhoul- 
ders might well diſgeſt a friſe gowne, and his be llie the beſt Chziſtmas cherre in England, pet 
we fo2 our parts had no want, but ſuch as might content honeſt men. f 

The tenth day being about d. leagues from the ſhoare, and a little ſhozt of the Riuer of Plate, 
it was my good happe to eſpie a ſatle, which was a ſmall Portingall bounde fo2 the Riuer to a

Portingall women alſo, which were bozne in the riuer of Genero, Both theſe ſhippes were 
bought in Braſile, by a yong man which was F acto? fo2 the biſhop of Tuccaman, andthe friers 
were ſent fo2 by that biſhoppe to poſleſſe a newe Monaſterie, which the biſhoppe was then a buil⸗ 
ding.

Ok chele ſhippes wee learned, that . ohn Drake, who went in conſozt with . Fenton, had The newesof 
his barke caſt awap à little ſhozt of the River of Plate, where they were taken captives by the PP. 


Sauages, all ſauing them which were flaine in the taking: the Sauages keptthem fo} a time, 


and vſed them very — at the laſt Iohn Drake and Richard Faire weather, and 2. b ther Aicharr 


more of their company withthemgot a Canoa,and eſcaped,and came to the lirſt cowne e the Spa- 
niards, Faire weather is marled in one of the ctownes, but Iohn Drake was cariedto Tuccaman 
by the Pilot ofthis ſhippe, and was liutng, and in good health the laſt yerre. Concerning this 
voyage of the Pocringals theptold vs that it was the thirde voyage that was made into the riuer 
of Plate thele 30,yceres, 

The x 2.0f Januarie we came to Scale J{land, and the 14. day to the Greene Tfland, where 
going in wee founde hard aboozd the maine 8, fathome, 7, and 6, and neuerleſle then 5. fathome, 
There lies a ledge of rocks in the faire way, betwixt the Jſland and the matne,ſo that you muſt be 
ſurc to bozrowe hard aboozd the maine, and leaue the ledge on the larbood ſive, 

Due of the Portingals which wee carried along with vs in our ſhippe, ſeemedtobe a man of 
experience,and J entre into ſpeach with him concerning the ſkate of the Riuer : hee tolde mee 
that the towne of Bonos Ayres, is from the Greene Jſlande about 70. leagues, ſtanding on the 
Southſide of the Riuer, and from thence to Sancta Fee, is 100. lragurs, ſtanding on the ſame 
ſide alſo, At which cowne their ſhippes doe diſcharge all their goods into ſmall barkes, which 
rowe and towe vp the Riuer to another cowne called Aſcenſion, which is from Sancta Fee 1 50, 
leagues, where the boates diſcharge ou ſhoare, and ſo paſſe all the goods by cartes, aud hozſes to 
Tuccaman, which is in Peru, 

The towne of Aſcenſion ſtandes in a very fertile place, teaping cone twiſe inthe yeere, 
withabundance of wine,catcell,and fruites, In che cownes of Aſcenſion, and Tuccaman, a ras 
pier of 20. rials, is worth 3 o. duckats.a boxe of Barmalade 20. duckats: a looking glaſle a ſoote 
ouer,is worth 30. li. pictures in tables of i 30. and 40.li.a piece, 

The 16,dap wee went from Greene Jiland co the watering place, which is about a league 
tothe Tecſtwarde, where wee tooke in about 18. tunnes of water, and the 2 2, day came agame 


tc Scale Jlandto make pꝛouiſion of Scales, where a ſtozme aroſe, which put vs in ſome danger, 


by the bzeaking of our ancres and cables. and the winde blew ſo colde, chat we much marueiled ac 
it, conſidering the height of the place. J mult needes in this place finde fault with our ſelues and 
the whole company that riding in this Riuer 16. dapes, the chanell was not ſounded,noz the wap

The 29. day we tooke into our ſhippe one Miles, which was left in the Weſt Indies by matter

This companie being all aſſembled together, the Paſter ol the Admirall declared that the 
cauſe of our aſſemblie was to determine after good adutce, — — were beſt and mol 
likely to all mens iudgements to be taken, Firſt foz the good pzefermenc vf my Londes voyage, 
then the health of our men, and laſfly the ſafegard ol our — bales hoe rd 
all in thele wozdes, as ncere as I could 2 

My maſters, my Lows determination touching chis our voyage is not vnkno wen vato you 
all, hauing appointed it to be made, and by the 2 ————ů— South 
ſea. But fo2 as much as we doe all ſer the time ofthe peere to be farre ſpent,as alle the windes 
to hang contrary, the weather dzawes on colder and colder, the niches longer and longer, our 
bꝛead ſo conſumed that we haue not left aboue two moneths biſket,our dzinke in a maner al ſpent, 
ſo chat we haue nothing but water, which tn ſo colde a Countrey as the Streights, if we ſhould 
get in, and be fozced there to winter, would no doubt be a great weakening to our men, and aha- 
zard of the ouerthzowe of the voyage: theſethings — both our Captaine,Paſter Hood, 
and J, doe rather thinke it good koz the wealth ol our voyage, the health of our men. and ſafetie to 
our ſhippes, to goe roome with che coaſt of Braſill, where by Gods = ſhall well victuall 
our ſelues boch wich wine which is our greateſt want, and ocher 

Beltdes it is giuen vs here to vnderſtande, by the Portin ——— that there is 
no doubt, but that by Gods helpe and our endeuour, wee Wall be able fo take the to wne of Bayea 
at our pleaſure, which if wee doe put in practiſe, and doe not perfo2me it, being ſomewhat ad:

Allchis time we helde on our courſe, and the 1 5. day wer found our ſelues in the height of 44- 
degrees. but then the winde came to the South, with much raine, winde, colde, and other vntem- 
perate weathet. continuing in that ſozt 5.02 o. dayts in which time we hulled backe againe into the 
height of 42. degrees. 

Sunday being the 20. of Febjuarie, our Avmirall being ſomeching co the ler ward of vs, 
and

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andthe ſtozme ſomewhat ceaſed, put abxoade his flagge in the mixen ſ30wds, as a token that hee 
would ſpeake with vs, aud thereupon wee bare roome with him, and hauing hailed one another, 
Wichrington ſhewedthe diſpolition 


againſt my wil. 

The 21 day the weather grewe faire, and the winde gund at the South fon the Streighes, per 
dur Admirall bare roome ſtill, we ſuppoſing he would haue taken the benefite ofthe time: where» 
upon our whole companie beganne tochinke of the tnconueniences that would ariſe by deuiding 
our ſelues,and looſing our Admiral, being very willing to continue their courſe,and pet not with» 
outthe company of che Avmirall, And chen wee beganne to taſt about after him, and at the laſt 
bare with him, and hee tolde vs, that vpon a ſecond viewe of the victuals, hee founde their toze ſo 
lender, and their want ſogreat, that there was no temedie foz them but to ſeeke ſome meanes 
co be relieued, which was che onely cauſe that hee bare Noxthward, This ſpeache made vs of 
the Barke, to enter into a newe conſultation : and wee founde many ol our men weake, and all 
our caleeurrs not ſeruiceable,andche Smiths that ſhould mende them to be in the Admiral. Uee 
conſidered alſo, that by bzeaking of compamie,eche ſhippeſhonlde be the moze weakened : we con · 
tinued in this conſultation till che 24. day, and in all that time founde Maſter Captaine Liſter 
moſt deſtyous to accompliſh, and tu fulfill the voyage. and not willing in any caſe coturne his 
9 to continue in conſaꝶ with our Adnnrall, made vs to 
thin 


lof his in fine, an agreement and concluſion was thus made on all ſives, 
to follow che Admirall,wichout any moze catke ofthe Streigbes till the Spzing, 


The 10. day of March, it fell out ſo vnfoztunately, that Samuel Teller our Maſtets mate, fell Marcy. 


ouer doozd,and ſo periſhed, we being not able by any meanes co recouer hum. 

The 28 day being inthe height of 21 ,degr.we cſpied a ſaile, which we iudged came out of the 
Dtreixhts, and had rich lading, but the night being at hand, wee loſt her very vuluckely, and the 
next day could haue no ſight of her, 


The ;. ap of Apzil we fell with the lande of Braſilia in the height us J iudge of 1 6.vegrees Au 
and a 


and our Captaine went then aboozde the Adnurall, where they concluded co ſeude 
the pinnelſe and our boate a ſhoare foz freſh water, becauſe wee ſtoode in neede of it. which did ſo 
with 18. good men, and thee qq foure tunne of water caſke,- They were from vs, till the 8. day 
in the mozning, at which time wee eſpied them againe,and that day wee came all together into 
the roade of Camanao, where there came a Canoa aboozde vs, and one of the chiefeſt Portingals 
chat belonged to the place. Here wee cooke in beefes, hogges, water and wood at our plea- 
CO EET EA ſome of our Portingals ſtole from; vs in 
The 1 1 day wee entred into the hauen of Bayea, 


but they loſt ſhotte and powder, and did vs no harme. After we had paſſed the point, wer halled in 
for the roade as cloſe as the winde would permit vs, but could not come ſo neere as we deſired, and 
therefoze we came to an ancre a faire birth off the ta wne, not without great Noe of ſhotte from 
thence,but pet our harme was none at all fa ought they could doe, 

At our comming in, wee founde in the roade eight ſyippes and one caruell, of che which one 
was a hulke o double flie boate of the burden of 250, tunnes, hauing in her 24. pieces of good 
Owinance : ſhee wichthe reſt of che ſhippes, together with the towne, gaue vs ſhocte, andſhocte, 


but not one touched ſo much as any of our ſailes. Aud leaſt wee houlve ſceme in the meane 


cozdingly perfourmed the ſame, notwithſtanding the ſhotte of the enemie. The Poone didlhine, 
and gaue very good light, and in wee went with our caruels and boaces, andthe ſhotte came 
about our eares as thicke as haile : but the Portingals and the reſt, perceiuing vs no whitte at 
all to hzinke oz bee diſmayed , fozſooke their (ppes, and 
ſelues, ſome with their boates, ſome by ſwimming, and fo wee

where wee were receiued at the point cum · hey come in 
ming in with two great pieces of Oꝛinance, which diſcharged bullets at vs 5, times a piece, n tbe riuer of

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ſhowte, and found few to refiſbvs: bur pet the ſhoare not being a cables length from vs, they did ſo 
plie both their great and ſmall ozdenance at vs, that it nuch annoyed vs: But pet fo all that we 
made light of their ſhotte, and our men of the Barke Clifforde entred the Adnutall and Uice ad- 
mirall, and our Admirals men entred two other ſhippes of the like burden, and pxſencly euer 
one cut the cables in the Hauſe, and ſo by the helpe of God in deſpight ol them all, wee bꝛoughe 
away foure of them, The least whereof was of the burthen of one hundzech aud thirtie 
Tunnes. 

In this hyoile che hulke ſhotte at vs many times, but did no hurt at all: but at the laſt wee 
comming by the hulke towing our nt we puʒes, wee halled them and demauuded whence they 
were they anſwered vs of Fluſhing. and then we commannded him to waye ancre, and to come af- 
ter vs: And not daring to refuſe it, hee did ſo, and bzought with him a caruell with fourtie oz fiftic 
butts of wine in her, and another ſmall barke, which had little oz nothing in her : and tidde by vg 
as one of our companie, and was aſhippe ofthe burthen of 250,tunnes, Dur hard happe was 
to linde no great matter, either of Parchandiſe oz victuals in theſe ſhippes,ſauing in one ol them 
we — nga wine in another 2. in another one, and ſome fiſh,and all the reſt of their ladung 
was on lhoare, | 

All this was done vpon Eaſter tue, and we gaue thankes to God, that wee had ſpedde ſo well; 
and that very night there came a boate from the Towne, with a Dutch Parchant, and one Por- 
tingalzt0 offer ſome ranſome fo the ſhips,as they ſaid,but as J judge rather to eſpie our ſtrength; 
we keyt them that night aboozd, and the next day we ſent them toour Admirall, 

The next day being Eaſter dap aroſe a very great ſtme, inſomuch that our caruel which we 
firſt tooke hake from vs, and one ol dur newe p2izes alſo, by meanes ofthe bzeaking of her cable, 
ſlipt away: whercupon, although the winde was great, aud the ſea troubleſome, yet we ſent cer- 
taine of our men in our boate,to recouer them ifchep might. but we feare, that the rage ofthe wea- 
ther hath cauſed vs to leeſe dur men. and pytzes to. 

In the middeſt of this ſtoꝛme, our two Spaniards which wee tooke inthe Riuer of Plate, ſee, 
ing vs all buſie about our pꝛiʒes, beganneto thinke howe they might eſcape our handes,aud ſud⸗ 
denly ſlipt both out of one of the Cabbins windowes, and by ſwimming gotte a ſhoare, a thing 
which ſeemed to vs impoſſib le, conſideting the outrage of the weather. 

This ſtoꝛme continued long, aud pꝛeuented vs of making our intended attempt againſt the 
towne,hauting as much to doe as poſſibly we might, in keeping ourſhips and pꝛizes froni rumung 
a ſhoare, and falling into the hands of thoſe that ſtood gaping greedily fo2 our ruine. 

The 1 9, day the ſtoꝛme being a litle ceaſed, wee all wayed and came to an Jſlande that lyeth 
next Noxthweſt from the Bay, and the 20, day wee went on ſhoare, and our Carpenters ſet vp 
our pinneſſe. 

The 2 2, day the people of the Countrey came downe a maine vpon vs, and beſet vs rounde, 
and ſhot at vs with their bowes,and arrowes,but in ſhozt time we cauſed them to retire,and many 
of them were caried away bythe helpe of their fellowes, although wee had ſome of our men hurt 
with ſome of their arrowes, 

The 24. day we reteiued out of che caruell 1 2, butts of wine, and 4, barrels of oyle, and hallt 


a quarter, | 

The 26,0f Apꝛill our pinneſſe was lanched : and the ſame day came downe vuto vs a great 
nomber oM ortingals and Indians, with whom we ſkirmiſher the ſpace of 2,houres to their colt, 

The 2.day of Baythe Admirals boate went a ſhoare wich 14. men to fill water, and preſently 
being on ſhoare they were intrapped with two oz 300, Indians which aſſaulted them, and ſlew one 
o2 two of our men, but the reſt eſcaped notwithRanding the nomberofthe enemie, and came ſafe 
againe with water to the ſhippe, e ſuffered this lolſe by meere negligence, and want of cir- 
cu 


The 5.day the Captaine ofthe Admiral himſelfe,tooke a (mal barke,his owne litle caruel,our 
pinneſſe # the Dutchmans boate, + at night went to ſhoare to get victuals,amongſt che bullockes 
which were in the fiets : and in the moming they were gone ſo farre, that they were out of ſight, 
hich being perteiued by Þ enemie, they pꝛeſently made ready their gally fo2 Admirall, with 4. 
caruels, with as many men in them as poſſibly could tinuſt in and ſtand one by another: and they 
bareouer with the Noꝛth ſhoare to meete with our pinneſſe © boats: whereupon our men fell into 
great danger. although M. Liſter our Captaine diſſwavedÞ. Wichrington from chat attempt. by 


laying befoze him the danger both of himſelfe y vs alla · being ſo far one from the other. But being 
once gone there was uo remedy but they were to abide whatſoeuer might happen: we in the barke 
Clifford, althouqh we were weakly leſt. yet perceining þ gally to make after our meu, we 1 
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and purſued the Gallie, as neere the ſhoare as we could couuenientiy come foz want of water: | | 

the Dulke alſo wated, and came after vs, to followe the enemie, but the enemic with his oarcs 

gotte ſight ol our Pinnclle, and boates befoze we could, and bare directly with them: which be- 

ing eſpied of our men, andtheyſeeing no way to. auoide chem, made chemſelues readie, (not- 

withſtanding the great oddes)to fight it out like men, and to liue, and die together. The courſe 

that they tooke fon their beſt aduantage vppon the ſudden, was this: they went all nito the Pin- | | 

neſſe, and made faſt the Dutchmans boate to one ſide, and the ſmall Caruell to che other ſide,aud | 

ſo waitedthe comming of the enemie, giuing them firſt of all a peece of Oꝛdinance foz thetr | 

welcome, which they pꝛeſently repated agatne with a peece oucof the pzowe of the Gallic, aud f 

preſently after, with ther oz foure ſmall bꝛaſſt peetes, charged with haile ſhocce, and ſo giuing a | 

micchtte ſhoote, came all abozdtogerher, crying, entra, entra, but our men receauedthem ſo hot- 

lv, with ſmall ſhots and pikes, that they killed them like Dogges. And thus they continued a- 

boozdthem, almoſt a quarter of an homme. thmking to haue deuoured our men, pinneſſe, and all. 

And ſurely to mans iudgement. no other thing was likely, in regard of their great number, and 

the fewnes of our men, + they at che firſt thought that all was their owne: but God, who is the gi 

uer of all victozies, fo bleſſtdour ſmal companie, # ſo ſtrengthned their armes, and minds to fight, 

that che enemte hauing reteaued a mightie foile , was glad to ridde himſelfe from their handes: — 

and whereas at their entrante, we eſteemed them to be no leſſe then betwixt two hundzed,and tier Pontmngais by 

bundꝛed men in the Gallie, we could ſcarſe perceaue twentie men at their departure fande on mr 

their legges, but the greater part of them was ſlatne, many deadly wounded, their cares bzoken, 

and ſhe departed from our men, hanciug-vpon one ſive, (as a Sowe that hath loſt her left eare)

with the number of dead and wounded men, that lay one vpon another. And whereas their com 
ming aboozd was in a great b1auado, with dzumme, ſhooting, and cr ping, they departed without ei 
ther noiſe ol umme oz ſpeech, | 

Ce loſt in this conflict of our men. ther onely, which were Alexander the Maſter Gunners | 
mate, Laurence Gambrell a p2oper yong man of Hampton, and another that was ÞPaſter Ben- ab 
mans man, Some alſo were hurt with thearrowes of the enemie , but the wounds are curable : #1 
and thus it pleaſed Almightie God, of his great goodnes, to gine victozie to 50. oz 60. Engliſh» 
men, againſt 6, oz 700, Poxtingals and Judtans , fox which we ceaſed not to giue ſuch dutifull 
thankes to his Maieſtie, as ſo miraculous a victoue deſerned. 

Now touching the purpole ol our men, who made that attempt for freſh victuals , their labour 
was nothing loſt, hut in deſpite of the enemie they bought to our ſhips 1 6. 02 17. yong bullocks, 
which was to our great comfoꝛts, and refreſhing. As fox vs that were in our ſhip, we could not come 
neere them by two mile, on moꝛe. to giuc them any aide, yet we ſuppoſe that the countenance ol dur 
ſhippes was an encouragement to our men and ſome manner of feare totheenemte. 

Nowe whereas our opinion concerning the number of the Poꝛtingals, and Indians, which 
were ſlaine, as afozeſaid, was graunded at that time vpon out pꝛobable coniecture , not being a- 
ble other wiſe to come to the knowledge thereof: you ſhall vnderſtande, that the next night after 
the fight, there came abooꝛd vs. two Judians vpon a Gyngatho, who were runne away from 
their Maſters: and they told vs fo? a very good crueth, thac the Gallie went out fromthe Towne 
with 400. men in her, but there came not backe to the Towne againe aliue, aboue thirtie ofthem 
all: and J among the reft, being deſirous to knowe of one of them, what che newes was at 
the Towne, he anſwered me with great laughter: Todo eſta cacadoo en Terra. 

The twelfth day, I was ſent fo2 to tome a boom the Avmirall, about che Þutke : where npon 
the complaint of the Dutch men, Maſter Withrington entred into bande to them foz the pay⸗ 
ment of their fraight, but howe my Lozde will like that bande of debt at our returne, J knowe 
not. I gaue him my adutſe,and counſell,to get his band againe into his hands, 

The thirteenth day, our Captaine ſent outof our ſhippe certaine victualsvnto the Avmirall, 
as one butte of dighe riſe, two cheſts of cleane riſe, one barreſlof oatmeale,one barrell of peaſon, 
and one barrell of ople, berauſe they were ſomewhat ſcanted of victuals, and we at this time are 
to haue out of the Avmirall our part of ſtue and twentie chefts of fine ſuger, andmoze, of eight 
cheſts, and ſixe cheſts that were taken in the Baye of Todos Santos, at the Engenios, moze 
— and chirtie hats, and other diuers pillages, which were taken in the pziſes, and at 


The 14 day, being Munday, it was cont luded amongeſt vs all, not to leaue the Towne ot 
Bayea ſo, hut notwithſtanding the time that they had to ſtrengehen themſelues. and the Towne, ö 
pet to giue an attempt for the winning of it: and therefoze we ppouidedour Pinneſſes, Carueis, 1% 
and boates, foꝛ the enterpuſe: and as we were departing from our ſhippes , — 10

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rectly contrarie to our courſe, ſo that our determination foz that time was bꝛoken, and we recur: 
nedagaine toourſhippes: and to ſap the trueth if the weather and wind had ſetued, our attempt 
had bene very deſperate.conſidering the number of Poztingals and Indians which were then ga- 
thered together. to be 7,02 Sooo. and theit artillerie vpon the ſhoare, playing vpon vs: but never: 
che leſſe, we had pzocceded,ifthe windes had fauoured vs. 
The 16. day we went to certaine Jngenios of the Poztingals, where we found the people fled,

er purged,ſome a quarter , and y put into the pots: man 
took his por of ſuger fo; cheir ——— : mY 
The 17, day we all waied to goe to another Ingenio, to ſee if we could ſinde there better 
ger, and in the way, we met with a pꝛiſe, which was a Caruell, which we found dytuing with 
weather, andentred her, and had in her onely ch2ee F awlcons of y2on, which our pinnefle bought 
away, and ſette the ſhippe on fire, Dalamortnthe ſmall pꝛiſe ranne ſo fatte in, that he bjouhe 
his ſhippe on ground, where ſhe lape chzee oz foure homes, till ſuch time as there came from the 
Towne fiue Caruels full of men, which being perceaued of vs, our Captaine, with our men, 
went to him to «(de him. The Caruels came within Fawlcon ſhot of vs, but durſt come nonee- 
rer, leaſt they might haue caſted of the like bankct , that they receaued the laſt time. About halfe 
flood,came the Gally againe,andthzee Caruels moze,but befoze they tame, the barke was a floate, 
and ſet laile: and then they all went to gardtheir Jngenios, which we had purpoſed to vilice : but 
the night comming on, per{waded vs to the contrary, 
The 19. day we ſet laile to goe into the roade of Bayea againe, with our pinneſſes, and a lag 
ol truce,to ſee if we could recouer ourfoure men, which remained alixe of choſe cen, Gat perithes 
in our boare,of whome we ſpake befoze, which foure were vnfozcunacely fallen into their hands: 
but they at our appꝛoching neere the cowne,ſhot at vs, and we as ready as they, gaue them iu all 
17. ſhoc,and ſo ankered a little from the Towne to ſee what they would doe. 
The 20. day riding till befoze che Towne,our Admirall ſent a aſhoare, with letters 
from the Pontingals chat wee had pꝛiſonerz a boozd: the effect of letters, was that if wee 
baue our men teleaſed, and de liuered vs they ſhould haue theirs from our ſhips. 

next dap inthe mowing, in eede of their bloodte flaggr, they put vptwo white flagges, 
and ſent a Gingatho off to vs with two Indians, with letters of anſwere from the Gouernour : 
but they would noe conſent in any caſe that weſhould haue our men, and willed their Poztipgals 
to take their captiuitie patiently, fo they would not redeeme them: a motion they made in their 
letters, to buy one of their pyiſes , which wee had taken out of the roade: but our Admi- 
rall anſwered no, ſeeing they detained our men, wee would keepe both their men, and 
* The lame eutnung wee wayrd, and came out of che Hauen, hallt a league to Se 
The 22. we ſet ſaile to ſea,and the 23, came to an Jſland 12. leagues to the Sonthward of 
B wood,and water, 
24. day being abjoad with our pinneſles,we met with a Canoa , wherein wat one Pop 
tingall,and ſixe Judians : we ſhot at the Canoa,andkilledan Indian, aud tooke the Poztingall, 
and one ol the Indians, and bzought them aboozd ourſhippes: we there examined them, and the 
confeſſed that there was a ſhippe laden with meale, and other victuals, bound foz Fer- 
nanbucke, hut put into a creeke,becauſe ſhe durſt not goe along the coaſt, hearing ot our ſhippes. 
TUhereupon we manned boch our pinneſſts, and cooke the Poztingall with vs, to goe and ſeeke the 
ſameſhippe,but that night we could unt finde her, 
The 26. day we went againe,and found her, being halled yp into a crecke,where a man would 
haue thought aſhippe boate couldnot haue entred: we found her in deeve laden wich meale pin 
cipally : but ſhe hadalſo in her fourteene cheſts of ſuger,of which two were in powder,and cwelue 
in loaues. This ſhippe was of the burden ol one hundzed and twentie tunes, and a newſhippe, 
this being thefirſk voyage that euer ſhe made, and as the Poxtingall confeſſev, ſhe was freightey 
fo Fernanbucke, but the men of Bayca hauing great want of had, both che hip and her 
lading,and ſothought to ſtay her in this creeke , till wee were gone off the coaſt: but it was our 
good happe.co diſappornt their petenſe,aud to fetch her from chence, where they thought her as ſafe

The 30, day, 16. n 17. Dutchmen went with their boate from the Þulke to ſhoare,co fill wa-

The laſt day of Pay, we caſt offone of our pziſes, which we called the George, and our Ad- 
—— the Hulke cooke the men. and other neteſſaries dut ol her, into them. The ſame day the 
als which had hurt the Dutch men. came to the ſhoate. and dared vs to come a land: her 
vppon we went into our pinneſſes with 40, ſhotte : but the cowardly villanes raune all away to 
the hils from the water ſide : but Maſter Liſter, with nine men, followed them, and they fled ſtill 
befoze chem, and vurlk nut ſtaytheit apppoch: fo chey came backe againe , and wee filled water 
quietly, and at our pleaſure, : 

The third day of Tune, our Captaine Mater Liſter hauing a great deſire fo2 che perfozmance Juno, 
ofthis voyage actoꝛding tomy Los direction, went to our Admiral, and requeſted him co giue 
him 6, buts of wine, r. barrell of oile, 3.

The 10, day, the Admirall ſent fo2 vs tocome aboozdhim, and being come, he opened a Carde 
before all the companie, and tolde vs, that my Lodes voyage fa the South ſea, was oucrthww- 
en fo2 want of able men, and victuals, and that cherefoze he thought it beſt co plye foz ſome of 
the Jſlands of the CUeſt India, o2the Atores, to ſee if they could meete with ſome good pur · 
chaſe, chat might ſatiſſte mp Lozve , Theſe woꝛdes were taken heauily of all the companie, and 
no man would anſwer him, but kept ſilence,fo2 very griefe to let my Lozdes hope thus deceaued, 
and his great expenſes and coſts caſt away. The common ſozt ſeeing no ocher remedie, were con- 
tented to returne as well as he. ä 

The 16. day, we eſpied a ſaile, whereupon our pinneſſe,and Dalamor g chaſe, and put 
her a ſhoare vpon the Jſland,where the men fozſooke her, and tan a way with ſuch thinges as they 
could conueniently carry: our pinneſſt boo ded her, and found little in her: they t oke out of her 
p. cheſts of ſuger and one hogge, and 5. peetes of pewter, and ſo left her vpon the ſands, 


From this time fo ward, we began to ply noꝛth ward, and the firſt of July fel with the land a+ July: 


gaine, where we fiſhed, and found reaſonable good ſtoꝛe. I tocke the latitude that day, and founde 
our le lues in 10, deg, 22. minuts. 

The 7. day we determinedto fall with Fernanbucke , and we tame ſo neere it, that Dalamor 
(as he told vs) eſpied ſome of the ſhips that were in the harbour : yet notwithſtanding we all fel to 
leeward of the riuer,and couldnot after chat, by any meanes recouer the of it againe :but 
we ceaſed not on all parts, to endenour the beſt we could, aud oftentimes loſt companie foz a day 
0) two. one of another, but chere was no remedie. but patience , for to Fernanbucke wee could not 
come, hauing ſo much ouerſhot it to the nozthward.and the wind keeping at the ſouth, y ſouthwel, 

The 20, day J tooke the Sunne in 5. deg. o. minuts, which was 2. deg to the noxthward of 
Fernanbucke, and the further we went, the moze vnto wardly dio the reſt of our ſhipswozke,etther 
to come into hauen, oʒ to keepe companie one with another. And truly J ſuppoſe, that by reaſon of 
the froward courſe of the Avmirall,he meant of purpoſe to loſe vs: to Jknowe not how the nee- 
rer we endeuoured to be to him, che further off would he beare from vs, and we ſeeing that, kept on 
our owne courſe, and lookt to our ſelues as well as we could, 

The 24.day,our whole companie was called together to t onſultation. ; our beſt courſe: ſome 
would goe f the Weſt Jndia,ſome directly nozth foꝛ and iu concluſion, the greater 
part was bent to plie fo2 our owne Countre v, con our neceſſaries of victuals, and freſhe 
water, and yet if any place were offered vs in the way, not tu omit it. ta ſeeke to fill water, ; 
The 26, day inthe moming, we eſpied a lowe Jfland,but we loſt it againe,and could deſcry it 
no mote. This day we found our ſelues in 3. deg. 49, minuts. 

The 27. day we ſearched what water we had left vs, aud found but g. buts onely, ſo that our 
Captaine allowed but a pinte of water ſ a man a dap,topzeſerne it as much as might be, wher- 
with every man was content. and we were then tn number 50, men and boyes . 


The 1. of Auguſt, we found ourſelues 5. degrees to che Nozthward of the line, all whichmo- Aug 


neth we continued our courſe home ward, without touching any where : toward the ende where- 
neee 
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ſome great negligence, and periſhed by that meanes in the ſeas, we being not able auy waits to 
helpe che ſhippe , oz to laue the men. 

4. day of September. we had bzought our ſe lues into the heigth of 41. degrees, 20. mi

The.20,day we departed thence,running along vntill the 28. which day being at the Sea, 
we felt an earthquake in the latitude of 33. we were put into a Bay called the Bay of Quintera -. > 
on the 30. ot this moneth,where the firſt of Apzil we had ten of our men ſlaine , and two taken Tu 
captiues by the Spaniards : which great miſfozcune light vpon our men thzough their great 
reachleſneſſe and want of circumſpection, being ſuvdenly ſurpziſed by the enemie when they 
lite thought of him.

their gouerument and behautour very ſtrange: fo when any of them dyeth they bury all his 
goods and ſtuffe with him, as hoohes, neta, candoa, and other trifles, So ſayling along that ſhoze, 
one of our ſhippes called the Content, entred into a Bap, where a great deale of wine of Caſtilia 
was buried in Bociſios in the ſand, to the quantitie of ſome thiee hundzeth tunnes, where with 
ſhe laded her ſelfe hauing loſt our compame, but they found vs againe at a Townecalled Arica, N. 
where they gaue vs of their wine. In this Parbozough we found a great ſhip,and foure Barks, 
which we cooke and kept vntill ſuch time as wee had taken out of them the beſt things fo2 our u | great thip 
owne pꝛouiſion: then we burned them all ſatung one Barke which wee kept, and named it the anch Barks 
Geoꝛge, becauſe we tooke her on Saint Geoꝛge his dap.

2 Raguſean and bis wife, with an Indian and his wife, and bzoughe them away vuto our Gene» 
rall, who ſet the women at libertie,and they redeemed their huſbands with fruites,as plantans, 
mameias, pincaples, oꝛanges, and limons, of all which is great abundance , as the Spaniarde 
ſapd , tanto comorierra as great plentie as there is of earth. On the 1 2.of September wee 
v tame to an Jland two leagues from thence called S. Andrew, where we had foules, and ſeales, 
Ter er and guanos,of which we made very good victuall : howbcit they would ſcarcely take ſalt but fo

oz fourteene of their men, andthe ſpople and hurt of many moge of them, whereupon at laſt they | 
peelded bnto vs: In this conflict we loſt onely to ofour men, Soon the ſixt of the ſapde No- 
uember we went into the Pozt of Agua Segura, where wee ankered and put nine ſcoze pziſoners Punt pu- 
on {and: and ranſacking the great ſhippe, wee laded our owne two ſhippes with fourtie tunnes put ou 
of the chic fen marchandiſe,and burnt all che reſt aſwell ſhippe as goods, to the quantitie of ſixe 
bundzech tunnes of rich marchandiſe, becauſe we were not able cobjing it away: This was one 
ofthe richeſt veſſels that euer ſapled on the Seas, and was able to haue made many hundzeths 
wealthie, if we had had meanes to haue bought it home, 
At length hauing furniſhed our ſelues with water wood, and made vs ready fo) the Sea, we 
ſet ſaple the twentie of Pouember & came away. From Cape Calitornia,we ſhaped our courſe The Tlands 
toward the Jlands of the Ladrones, and by the pꝛouidence of God wee came vnto them in two — 22 
and fourtie dayes, the diſtance being tiger and twentie hundzeth leagues : The firſt Aland of the from Cape 
Ladrones where we touched is called Guana, the inhabitants are theeuiſh and trecherous:they —_— 
met vs at Oea thzee leagues off in ſmall canoas , admirable to beholde foz their ſwiftneſſe in 
ſapling, with which people wee had ſome traffike vntill the evening , and ſo wee left them di⸗ 
recting our courſe vnto the Jlands of the Philippinas vntill the fourteenth of Januarie , on Jannary 1388 
which dap we fell with an Jland called Tadaia: and from thence we paſſed by the Jland of Lu- 
con 03 Manilla, vntill we came to an Jland called Capul, where wee had hens, hogs, potatos, 
-Cocos, and other fruices fo2 traffike with the Jndians, making our abode there vntill the 24. 
of the fozeſayde Januarie, Then pzoceeding on our voyage though the infinite nombers of 
Jlands towards thoſe rich Jlands of Maluco, we paſſed by Mindanao, which is the laſt Jlany 
that the Spaniards inhabite that way: Do we ranne betweene Cebele oz Batachina and Box- | 
neo vntill che twelfth day of Febzuaxie.

And on the 28. and laſt ofthe ſame we put though betweene che Straighes of Iaua maior, 
and laua minor, and ankeredvnder the Southweſt part of laua maior, where the inhabitants Nana mu 
being Gentiles bzought vnto bs hennes,geeſe, hens egges, ducke egges, becues, buffes, me- 
lons, plantans, and an hundzeth ſoztes of fruites moſt ſtrange and wonderfull fo2 greatneſſe 
and goodneſſe, euen whole iuncks full being a kinde of barks made like vnto our barges: Theſe 
people did intreate vs wonderfull well, and tame as duely to traffike with vs in our ſhip as wee Joop mares, 
doe in our markets and ſhoppes, and bzought from their Ring diuers pjeſents to out tamement at 
and caried diuers rich gifts from our Generall to their King: The Ring lent many of his kinſ, 38% . 
men and chiefe Courtiers a ſhipbozde coentertaine him, being men of verp good behauiour: 
they lit crolle legged, they would faine haue had our General come to their Rings chiefe towne, 
b:cauſe he was not well able to come downe vnto our ſhippe being a man of great age, and as 
they repozted,very neere an hundzetch and fiftie yecres olde, but our Generall excuſcdhimſelfe 
and that with reaſon : Dee would haue ſent his ſonne in his owne ſteade , but that hee was at 
warre againlt another Ring in the Jlaud their enemie: This olde Rings name was Raia Bo- — 4 
lamboam. | Jana.

Liſard vntill the third of September, at which time we eſpicd a Flemiſh Hulke that came from 
Portingale,which tolde vs the ioyful newes of our Fleets good ſucteſſe againſt the huge armie 
of the Spantards, And on the fift day we met with a ſhip of Southhamptcon, which had taken 
a Bꝛaſilian pꝛiſe, whoſe Captaine infozmed vs at large of the trueth of that which had paſſed: 
De tooke ſome refreſhing of them, which was recompenſed with treble curteſie , and ſo entred 
into the narrow Seas where we had as terrible a night as euer men endured: fo? all our ſaples 
were blowen quite away: but making as good ſhift as we could with cettaine olde ſaylegwee

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The voyage ſet foorth by Maſter ohn Newton, and Maſter lohn 
Bird Marchants of London to the kingdome and (itie of Benin in Africa, 
with a ſhip called the Richard of Arundell, and a pinneſſe in the yeete, 1588. 
briefely ſet done in this letter following, ritten by the chiefs 
Factor in the voyage to the foreſaid Marchants at the 
time ofthe ſhips firſt arrjual at Plymmouth. 


Oxſhipfull Dirs, the diſcourſe ok our whole pꝛoceeding in this voyage, willaſke- 
node tune and a perſon in better health then J am at this pꝛeſent, ſo that J trull 
ox you will par don me till my comming vp to you: in the meane time let this ſuf 
AAdce. Mhereas we departed in the moneth of December from the coaſt of Eng- 
land with your good ſhip the Richard ol Arundell and the pinneſſe, we held on 
our direct courſe towards our appointed pozt, and the 14. day of Febzuary fol- 
lowing we arriued in the hauen of Benin, where we found not water ynough to carrie the ſhip o- 
uer the barre. ſothat we left her without in the road, and with the pin neſſe, and ſhip boate into which 
we had put the chiefeſt of our marchandiſe, we went vp the riuer to a place called Goto, where we 
arriued che 20. of Febyuary,the fozeſaid Goto being » neereſt place that we could come to bywa- 
ter. to goe fo; Benin, From thence wep2eſently ſent Negroes to the king. to certifie him of our ar- 
riuall,and ofthe canſeofour comming thither : who returned to vs againe the 2 2,day with a noble 
man in their company to bying vs vp to the Citie, and with 200, Negroes to carrie our commodi⸗ 
ties: hereupon the 23. day we deliuered our Marchandiſe to the Kinges F actoz, and the fiue and 
twentith day we came to the great Citie of Benm, where we were well intertained: The ſire 
and twentith vay wee went to the Court to haue ſpoken with the King, which (by reaſon of a 
folenne feaſt then kept amongeſt them) we could not doe: but yet wee ſpake with his Viadore, 
oz chiefe man, that hath the dealing with the Chziſtians: and we conferred wich him concerning | 
ee a I ſhoulde haue all chinges to our deſire, bothin pepper and 


lephants 
The firft of March, we were admitted to the kings pꝛeſence and he made vs the like curteous 
anſ were foz our traffique: the next dap we went againe to the Court, where the fozeſaid Viadore 
ſhewedvs one baſket of greene pepper, and another of dꝛie in the ſtalkes: we deſired to haue it 
ked krom the ſtalkes and made cleane,who anſwered,that it would aſke time, but yet it ſhould 
done:audthat againſt another peere itſhould be in better readines,ahdthe reaſon why we found 
it ſo vuptepared was, becauſe in this kingestime no Chziſtians had euer reſoztedthither, to lade 
pepper. The next day thefe were ſeut vs r 2,baſkets,and ſo a little every day vutil the g. ol March 
at whichtime we had made vyon 94. ſerons of pepper, and 28, Elephantes terth. In this time of 
our being at Benin, our natures at this firſt time not ſo well acquainted with that climate, we fell 
all of vs into the diſeaſe of the feuer, whereupouthe Captaine ſent me downe with thoſe grods 
which we already had reteiued, to the teſt of our men at Coto, whete being arriued, J found all 
che men ol our pinnelſe ſicke alſo, and by reaſon of their weakenes not able to conuey the pinneſſe 
and goods downe to the place where our ſhip roade: but by good happe within two houres after 
my comming to Goto, the boate came vp from the ſhip. to ſee how all things ſtood with vs, ſa that 
J put che goods into the boate,and went downe towards the ſhip! but by that time J was come a» 
boozd,many of our men dped; namely, Maſter Benſon, the Cowper, the Carpenter, and 3.02 4, 
moze, and mp ſelfe was alſo in ſuch a weake ſtate that J was not able to returne agapne to Be- 
nin. Wherenpon J ſent vp Samuel Dunne, and the Chirurgian with him to dur men that

was vpon the 1 3. of Apull. After which by litte andlitle our men began to gather vp their crums 
and to recouer ſome better ſtrength : and ſo ſailing betwixt the Illands of Cape Verde, and che 
maynt, we came tothe Jlandes ol the Acores vpon the 25. cf July, where our men began afecſh 
to growe ill, and diuers dyed, among whom Samuell Dunne was one, and as many asremai- 
ned lyuing, were in a hard caſe ; but in the midſtof our diftreſſe,z fell ſo well out, n — 
Mouidence, that we mett with pour ſhippe the Barke burre. on this lide the Nozth cape, which did 
nat onely keepe vs good company, but alſo ſent vs 6,freſh men aboozd, without whole helpe, we 
ſhould ſurely haut taſted of many inconueniences, But by this good meanes, we are now at the 
Laſt arrived in Plymmouth, this 9. day of September: and fo; want of better health at this time, 
I referre the further kuowledge of moꝛe particularities, till mp comnung to Loudon,

The moſt ſolemne, and magnificent coronation of Pheodore Iua- 
nowiche, Emperor of Ruſsia Cc. the 10. of Inne, in the yeere 1584. ſeene 


and obſcrued by Maſter Icrom Horley gentleman,and ſeruant to her Maieſtie, a man of 
great trauell, and long experience in thoſe partes: here with is alſo ioyned the courſe 
ofhis iourney ouer land from Moſco to Emden, the ti ght place of which diſcourſe, 
is immediatly afterthe Embaſſage of Sir Ierom Bowes, in the ſecond part of this hiſtoric: 
which being fully printed, before this matter came to my hands, I am forced here toan- 
nexe it, leaſt ſo rare a thing ſhould be ſuppreſſed, and the diligent ſeruice of the foreſaid 
gentleman not knowne as well as others of the ſame nature, 


Hen the old Emperoz Iuan V afilewich dped, (being about the 18. ol 
# Apzill, 1584. after our computation)in the Citie of Musko, hauing 
raigned 54. yetres, there was ſome tumnlt, and vpzoze among ſome of 
che nobilitie, and comminaltie, which notwithſtanding was quickly pa« 

D cified. Imme diatlythe ſame night, the Pzince Boris FedorowichGo« 
donoua,Knzz Iuan Fedorowich, Meſthis Slafsky, Knzz Iuan Petro- 
$ wich Susky, Mekita Romanowich and Bodan Iacoulewich Belſ- 

| z=a&) koy, being all noble men, and chiefeſt inthe Emperozs Will, eſpeci- 

. ally the Loꝛd Boris, whom he adopted as his third ſoume and was bo» 
ther to the Empreſſe, who was a man very well liked of all eſtates, as no leſſe wozchy foz his valure 
and wiledome, all theſe were appointed to diſpoſe, and ſettle his ſonne, Feodore luanowich, ha- 
uing one ſwone another, and all the nobilitie, andofficers whoſoeuer, In the moming the dead 
Empero} waslapd into the Chutch of Michael the Archangell. into a hewen ſepulcte, very richs 
ly deckedwith veſtures fic foz ſuch a purpoſe: and preſent Pzoclamation was made, (Emperoz 
Feodore Iuanowich of all Ruſha t.) Thzoughout all the Citie of Moſco, was great watch and 
ward, with ſouldpers,and gunners, good ozders eſtabliſhed, and-officers placed to ſubdue the tu- 
multers,and mainteine quietnes:to ſee what ſpeede and pollicie was in this caſe vſed was a thing 
worth the beholding, This being done in Moſko, great men of birth and accompe,were alſopye- 
ſently ſent tothe bozdering Townes, as Smolensko Vobsko, Kaſan, Nouogorode ec, with freſh 
garriſon,and the old ſent vp, As vpon the 4. of Pay a parliament was held, wherein were aſſen- 
bled, the Petropolitane, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, }1tozs aud chiefe clergie men, and all the nobilitie 
whatſoeuer:where many matters were determined not pertinent to my pnrpoſe, pet all tende 


ta anew refozmation in the gouernement: but eſpecially the terme, and time was agreedvpon fox 


the ſolemntʒing of the new Emperozs cwonation. In the meane time the Enpyeſle,wife to the old 
Emperoz, was wich her child the Emperozs ſonne, Charewich Demetrie Iuanowich, of one 
yeres age o2 there abouts,ſent with her father Feodor Feodorowich Nagay and that kindzed,be- 

6 a Towne called Owglers, which was giuen vnto her, and the pong Pzince 
her ſonne,with all the landes belonging to it in che ſhire,wich officers of all ſoztes appointed, ha: 
uing allowance of apparel,jewels,dpet,hozſe et. in ample maner belonging to the eſtate of a pziu- 
ceſſe. The time of mourning after theirvſe being expired, called Sorachyn, oz foxtie opderlie 
daics, the day of the ſolemnizing of this cozonation, with great pꝛeparations, was come, being 
vpon the 10 dap of June, 1584. aud that day then Sunday, he being of the age of 25. peeres: 


at whichtime, Paſter Ierom Horſcy was ozderly ſent foz, and place in a fit roome to ſee all the 


ſolemnitie. The Emperoz comming out of his Pallace, there went befoze him, 3 
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tan, Archbiſhops, Biſpops. and cheefelt Monkes, and Clergie men, with very rich Copes,and 
Pueſtes garmentes vpon them, carying pictures of our Ladie #c. with the Emperozs Angel, 
danners, cenſers, and man y other ſuch ceremonious things, nging all the way, The Emperoz 
with his nobilitie in oꝛder entred the Church named Blaucſhina, oz Bleſſednes, where pꝛapers, 
and ſetuice were vſed, acconding to the maner of their Church: that done, they went thence to the 
Church, called ichaell the Archangell, and there alſo vled the like pꝛayers, and ſeruice : and 
from theuce to our L adie Church, Prechiſta, bering their Cathedzall Church, In the middeſt 
thereof was a chapze of mateſtie placed, wherein his Aunceſtozs vſed to ſit at ſuch extraozdinarie 
times t his robes were then changed, andmoſtriche and vnualuable garmentes put on him: bees 


ing placed in this Pyzincely ſeate, his nobilitie ſtanding round about hem in their degrees, his 


imperiall Crowne was ſetvpon his head by the Metropolitan, his Scepter globe in his right 
hand,hisſwod of Juſtice in his left of great riches: his 6, Crownes alſo, by which he holdeth his 
kingdoms were ſer befoze him, x che Lo Boris Pheodorowich was placed at his right hand: then 
the Metropolit an read openly a booke of a ſmall volume, with exhoꝛtations to the Emperoꝛ to 
miniſter true Tuſtice, to inioy with tranquilitie the Crowne of his aunceſtozs, which God had 

giuen him, and vled theſe woꝛds following, ä 
Through the will of the almightie & without begining God which was before this wotld, 
whom we glorifie in the Trinitie, one onely God, the Father, the Sonne, and the holy Ghoſt, 
maker of all things, worker of all in all cuery where, fulfiller of al things, by which vil, & wor- 
king. he both liueth, & giueth life to man: that our only God which enſpireth euery one of vs 
his only children with his word to diſcerne God through our Lord Iefus Chriſt, and the holy 
uickning ſpirit of life; now in theſe perilous times eſtabliſh vs to keepe the right Scepter, and 
cker vs to raigne of our ſelues tothe good profit of the land, to the ſubduing ofthe people, to- 
gether with the enemies, and the maintenance of vertue: and ſo the Mettopolitan bleſſed and 
lapd his croſſe vpon him, After this, he was taken out of his chaire of Maieſtie, hauingvpon him 
an vpper robe adomed with pꝛecious ſtones oC all ſoztes, oꝛient pearles of great tie, but al- 
waies augmented in riches: it was in waight 200, pounds, the traine, and parts thereof bome vp 
by 6.Dukes,his chieke imperiall Crowne vpon his head very precious : his ſtafte imperiall in his 
right hand of an vnicomes home of 3. foot and a halfe in length beſet with riche ſtones, bought of 
Marchants of Ausburge bythe old Emperoꝛ in An. 1581. and toſt him 7000, Parkes ſterling, 
This Jewel . Poxſep kept ſomtimes, befoze the Emperoꝛ had it. His ſcepter globe was carjed 
befoze him by þ pzince Boris Pheodorowich, his rich cap beſet with rich ſtones & pearles was ca- 
ried befoze him by a Duke: his 6,Crownes alſo were caried by Demetrius Iuanowich Godo- 
noua,the Emperoꝛs vncle,Mekira Romanowich the Emperoꝛs bncle, Steuan Vaſiliwich,Gre- 
ory Vaſiliwich, Juan Vaſiliwich hotherg of the blood rotall,Thus at laſt the Emperoz came ca 
© t Church dooꝛe. e the people cried, God ſaue our Emperoz Pheodore Iuanowich of all 
Ruſſia. Ois hozſe was there readie moſt richly adozned,with a couering of imbꝛodered pearle & pje- 
cious ſtones ſaddle, all furniture agreeable to it. repozxtedto be wozth 3 00000, markes ſterling. 
There was a bzidge made of 1 50. fadome in length, z .manner of waies, 3. foote aboue ground 
and two fadome broad, fo him to goe from one Church to the other with his Ninces and noble s 
from the pꝛelle of the people, which were in number infinite, and ſome at that time pꝛeſſed to death 
with the thong. As the Empero) returned out ofthe Churches they were ſp2ed vnder foote with 
cloth of gold, the poꝛches of the Churches with red veluet, the bzidges with ſcarlet, & ſtammell cloth 
from one church to another: and as ſoone as the Emperoꝛ was paſſed by, the cloth ol gold. veluet & 
ſcarlet was cut, and taken ok thoſe that could come by it,cuery man deſirous to haue a piece, to re 
ſerue it fo2 a monument iſilux.and gold toyne then mynted of purpoſe was caſt among the people 
in great quantity. The lozd Boris Pheodorowich was ſumptudouſly, x richly attired. with his gar · 
ments decked with great oxientpearle,beſet with all ſozts of precious ſtones, In like rich manner 
were appareled al che family ofthe Godonouaes in their degrees, with the reſt dfthe pzinces,# no- 
bility, whereof one named Knez Iuan Michalowich Glynskie, whole robe.hagſe. + furniture, was 
in regiſter found with C.chouſand markes ſterling. beeing of great antiquity. The Empꝛeſſe be 
ing in her pallace, was placed in her chaire of Maieſtie alſo befoze a great open window:molt p}e- 
tious. rich were her robes,and ſhining to behold, wich rich ſtones, ozient pearle beſet her crowne 
was placed vpon her head, accompanied with her Pinceſſes, & Ladies of eſtate: then criedout che 
people. God pe ſerue our noble Empꝛeſſe Irenia. After al this the Emperoz came into the Parlta» 
ment houle which was richlydecked:there he was placed in his royal ſeate ado med as befoze:his 6, 
crownes were ſet befoze him vpon a table: the baſin, and ewer royallof gold held by his knight of 
garde with his men ſtanding two on SC 7 {Caen Eo at 
kek 2 „Icepters,

ſceptets, and battle axes ot gold in their hands: the Punces, and nobilue were all placed accoz 
ding to their degrees all in their riche roabs, 3 

The Emperoz after a ſhozt ozation, permitted euery man in onder to kiſſe his hande: which 
being done, he remoued ta a pꝛincely ſeate pzepared foz him at the table:where he was ſetued by 
his nobles in very pꝛincely oꝛder. The thzee out roomes being very great, aud large were be⸗ 
ſett with plate ol golde, and ſiluer round, krom the ground vp to the vauts one vpon the other: 
among which plate were manx barrels of ſiluer and golde: this ſolenmitie, and triumphe laſted 
a whole weeke, wherein many royall paſtimes were ſhewed and vſed: after which the chielell 
men of che nobilitie were elected to their places of office,aud dignitie, as the Pꝛince Borris Fedo- 
to wich, was made chiefe Counſayloꝭ to the Emperoz, Maſter of the hozle, had the charge of his 
perſon, Liuetenant at the Empue, and Uarltke engins,Gouernour o2 Liuctenant ofthe Empire 
of Cazan,and Altracan andothers: to this dignitie were by Parliameut, and gift of the Empe⸗ 
ro2 giuen him many reuenues,and rich landes, as there was giuen him, and his foz euer to inhe⸗ 
rite apzouince called Vaga,of 300,Engliſhmples in length, and 2 50 in hꝛedth, with many towns 
and great villages populous and welthy, his yeerely teuenue out of that pzoutuce, is 35. thous 
ſand markes ſterling, being not the 5. part of his yecrelyreuenue, Further, he and his houſe be of 
ſuchaucthoutie, and power, that in 40. dayes warning they are able to bꝛing into the field 1 00, 
thouſand Souldicrs wel furniſhed, 

The concluſion ofthe Emperozs Cozonation was a peale of ozdinance, called a peale royall 
two myles without the Citie, being 170. great pieces of byaſle of all ſoztes,as faire as any can be 
made, theſe pieces were all diſcharged with ſhot againſt bulwarkes made of purpoſe: 20, thous 
ſand hargubuſers ſtanding in 8, rankes two myles in length, appareled all in veluet, coloured 
ſilke andſkammels,diſcharged their ſhot alſo twile ouer in good ozder:and ſo the Emperoz accom: 
panied with all his pzinces and nobles, at theleaſt 5o, thouſaud hozſe departed thzough the Citie 
to his pallace. This ro pall cozonation wouldaſke much time, and many leaues of paper to bee 
deſcribed particulerlie as it was perfozmed: it ſhall ſuffice to vnderſtand that the like magnificeuce 
was neuer ſeene in Ruſſia, Ta 

The coꝛonation, and other triumphes ended all the nobilitie, officers, and marchants actcoꝛding 
to an accuſtomed oder euer one in his place, aud degree bought rich pꝛeſentes vnto the Empe- 
roz, wiſhing bim long lile. and ioy in his kingdome. 

The ſame time alſo Maſter lerom Horley afozeſaid, remayning as ſeruant in Ruſſia foz the 
Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie, was called foz to the Emperoꝛ as he ate in his imperiall ſeate, 
andthen alſo a famous Marchant of Netherland being newely come to Moico, (who gaue him 
ſelfe out to bee the king of Spaines ſubtect) called Iohn de Wale, was in like ſozt called for, 
Some of the nobilitie would haue preferred this ſubiect of the Spaniard befoze aſter Horſey 
ſeruant to the Queene of England, whereunto Paſter Horſey would in no caſe agree, ſaying, he 
would haue his legges cutt off by the knees, befoze he would peeldto ſuch an indignitie offred to 
his Soueraigne the Queenes Pateſtie of England, to bzing the Emperoꝛ a preſent , in courſe 
after the Ring of Spaines ſubiect,oz any other whatſoeuer. The Emperoz, and the Prince Bo- 
ris Fedorowiche perceiuing the controuerſie, ſent the Lozd Treaſozer Peter Iuanowiche Gala- 
uyn, and Vaſilie Shalcan, both of the Counſell, to them, who deliuered the Emperoz backe, a. 
ſter Horſeys ſpeech: whereupon he was firſt in oꝛder (as good reaſon) admitted and preſented the 
Emperoz tu the behalfeof the Engliſh Parchants trading thtther, a pzeſent wiſhing him ioy,and 
long to raigne in tanquilitie, and ſo killed the Emperours hand, he accepting the pzeſent with good 
liking,and auowching, that fo his ſiſters ſake Queene Elizabeth ol Eng land, he would be a gras 
cious Low to her Parchants,in as ample manner as euer his father had ben: and being diſmiſſed, 
he had the ſame day ſent him o. diſhes of ſundzy kinds of meats with z. carts laden with all ſo2ts 
ofdzinkes verybountifully, After him, was the fozeſaid ſubiect of the Spaniſh king admitted 
with his preſent, whom the Emperoꝛ willedco be no leſſe fapthfull and ſeruiceable vato him, then 
che Queene of Englands ſubiects were and had ben, and then the king of Spainesſubieces ſhould 
rereiue fauoꝭ actoꝛdingly. | 

Al theſe thingsthus in oꝛder perfo2med pꝛaiſes were ſung in all the churches, The Emperoz, 
t Empeelle very deuoutly reſozted one foote,to many pꝛincipal Churches inthe Citic. and vpon 
Trinitie Sunday betooke them ſelues to a pꝛogreſſe, in oꝛder of pꝛoteſſion, to a famous monaſte: 
rie called Sergius, and the Trinitie, 60, myles diſtant from the Citie of Moſco, accompanied 
with a huge armie of noble men, gentlemen audothers,mounted vpon goodly hozſe, with ſurni⸗ 
ture actoꝛdingly. 

The Empaelle of deuotion tooke this tourney on foote all the way, accompanied with her

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Hunce ſſes, and ladyes, no ſmal number: her garde, aud gamers were in number 20000, her 
chiefe Counſeller oz attendant was a noble man of the blood Royal her vnckleof great authoꝛitie, 
called Demetrie Iuanowich Godonoua. | | 
All this p} ended, both the Emperour, and Enmꝑeſſe returned to Moſco: ſhoztly af 
w_ by the direction of the pꝛince Boris Fedorowich, ſentapower into the lande ot 
eris, where all che tich Sables, and Furres, are gotten. This power conquered in oue peere 


many 
yeeres by 
theald Emperour, were now ſet at libertie and reſtozedcothetr lands: all puſoners were (x at li- 
bertie, andtheir treſpaſſes fongiuen. In ſumme, a great alteration vniuerſally in the gouerument 
followed, and pet all was done quietly, ciuil{y,peaceabſy, without trouble to the Pyince, d offence 
tothe Subiect : and this bꝛedde great aſſurance, and honour to the kingdom: and all was accom- 
pliſhed by the wildome eſpecially of Irenia the Emeſſe. 

Theſe things being repozted e caryed to the eares olthe kings, a pꝛintes that were boꝛderers 
bpon Ruſſia, they grew ſo fearefull and tertible to them, that che Monarch of all the Scythians 
called the Crimme Tartar oz great Chan himſelfe, named Sophet KeriAlli, came out ot his gopyet hoert 
owne country tothe EmperourofRufſia, accompanyed with a great number af his nobilicie well f img or 
hozſed although to them that were Chailtians they ſeemed rude, pet they were perſonable men, arrwau at 
and valiant : their comming was gratefull to the Cmperour, and their intertaynement was ho- Poſcs. 
nourable, the Tarrar puince hauing dzouxht with him his wiucs alſo,receiuedof the Ruſſe 
perour,intertainement.and pzincely welcome axcozding to their eſtates, | 

Not long after, x 200, Poliſh gentlemen, naliant Souldiers, andpzoper men came to Moſco 

offering their ſeruite tothe Emperour,who were all intertayned: and in like ſozte many Chirkaſ-

The wich bisters 
ſummeof which meſſage was, that the deſired a continuance of that leaque,friendſhip, quens tu the 
anntie and intercourſe of traffique which was bet weene his father and the Queenes Paieſtic and Dueene- 
her ſubiects, with other pziuace affayzes beſides, whicharenotco ber made common, ꝙ. Horſey ꝙ , 
hauing receiued the letters. and requeſts ofthe Emperour,p1ouided fo2 his journey oucr land, and voyage from 
from Mosko the q. day of Septemberhence to Ocuerchenceto Torshook,togreat No- Yoicors 
uogorode,to Vobskye, andthenceto Nyhouſe in Liuonia, to Wenden, and ſo to Riga: ( where onerlarve,

ing deliueredthe Emperours letters, with fauour, and gratious acteptance, he was foth-
